GOVERNMENT  HIN.S  TRUSTS 

Japan  Profit.<4  hj  Amfjlra's  Exprrlp&ce 
With  thr  'ira=«tsi  ,  . 

"An  article  in  'Evprybody'.";"  for 
July  show.';  how  Japan  is  taking  ad- 
vantage of  America'.s  experience  with 
the  trusts.  The  government  has  ab- 
sorbed the  breweries  along  the  same 
lines  used  in  effecting  combines  In 
America  and  now  directs  the  Beer 
Trust.  How  she  beat  out  our  Ameri- 
can Tobacco  Trust  is  told  as  follows: 
"Once  we  enjoyed  an  abundant  trade 
with  .lapan  in  tobacco  and  cigar  ret  tes, 
for  we  had  taught  her  to  want  them, 
and  then  joyously  we  supplied  her 
want  at  high  prices.  Thus,  in  the  end, 
.Japan  served  copiously  to  swell  the 
hard-earned  treasures  of  the  Ameri- 
can Tobacco  Trust,  for  the  Japanese 
were  industrious  consumers  and  the 
trust  conld  charge  what  it  pleased., 
having  the  trade  by  the  throat. 

"But  when  the  trust  had  estab- 
lished branch  houses  and  oflices  and 
works  and  invested  in  them  $li!,000,- 
000,  the  Japanese  Government  con- 
cluded that  it  might  us  well  have  the 
goodly  profits  as  let  the  trust  have 
them,  so  it  went  into  the  tobacco  bus- 
iness on  its  own  account. 

".'It  bought  factories  and  stores  and 
passed  a  law  establishing  itself  in  a 
practical  monopoly  of  the  tobacco 
trade-,  for  no  makers  of  cigarettes, 
cigars,  or  tobacco  were  allowed  to  sell 
their  products  until  they  had  been  of- 
fered to,  and  declined  by,  an  agent  of 
the  government — a  necessary  provis- 
ion, because  in  Japan  cigarette-mak- 
ing is  largely  a  domiciliary  trade. 
Still  there  might  have  been  left  to  the 
American  trust  a  chance  to  compete 
in  quality  of  product  or  in  some 
special  lines  if  it  had  not  been  lor  one 
thing.  The  government  put  an  im- 
port duty  of  2.")0  per  cent  on  cigarettes 
and  tobacco. 

"Thereupon  the  American  cigarettes 
vanished  faster  than  their  own  smoke, 
and  the  defeated  American  Tobacco 
Trust  was  glad  to  sell  to  the  govern- 
ment (for  what  it  co«ild  get)  its  busi- 
ness and  branch  houses. 

"Now  in  Japanese  shops  you  will 
see  on  shelves  formerly  loaded  with 
Aiiierican  product  nothing  but  the  cig- 
arettes and  tobacco  of  the  lapanese 
Government."

DEMAND  FAIR  TREATMENT. 


OJraiid  Jury  Asked  hy  Associated  Re- 
tail Clrocers  to  Investigate  Hand- 
liug  of  Relief  Funds. 


MAY  SUE  THE  CITY. 


MeetlHff    of    Retail    Orocers  Praise 
Major  Eugeuc  E.  Soluuitz. 


A  largely  attended  meeting  of  the 
retail  grocers  of  San  Francisco  was 
held  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  17th. 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Associated 
Retail  Grocers  of  San  Francisco. 
President  Natlian  Bibo  presided. 

The  matter  of  the  claims  of  the  gro- 
cers against  the  authorities  was  fully 
discussed. 

The  general  sentiment  was  that 
when  the  authorities  went  into  a  deal- 
er's store  and  took  goods,  the  city  au- 
thorities were  as  liable  as  if  they  hart 
taken  the  money  from  the  merchantV 
till. 

It  was  further  contended  that  the 
authorities  should  not  consider  they 
had  the  right  to  scale  down  the  prop- 
erly adjusted  claims  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco merchants  any  more  than  tfie 
bills  of  the  merchants  of  any  other 
city  from  whom  goods  were  secured 
by  the  Relief  Committee. 

On  motion  duly  seconded,  the  sec- 
retary was  directed  to  send  a  letter 
to  the  Grand  Jury  asking  the  Grand 
Jury,  as  representing  the  citizens  ol 
San  Francisco,  to  investigate  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Relief  Committee  in  hin- 
dering the  re-habilitation  of  San 
Francisco  by  delay  in  paying  claims 
or  by  scaling  down  claims  and  seek- 
ing to  pay  less  than  one  hundred 
cents  on  the  dollar  where  values  had 
been  properly  adjusted. 

In  another  column  is  given  a  copy 
of  the  letter  that  was  sent  by  the 
Associated  Retail  Grocei-s  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  Gcand  Jury.  This  letter 
is  worthy  of  careful  reading. 

Secretary  Connolly  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  associations  of  large 
Eastern  cities  had  contributed  fundt 
towards  assisting  their  brothers  in  the 
grocery  trade  in  San  Francisco  to  re- 
habilitate themselves.  On  his  motion 
the  following  resolution  was  passed:

President  Bibo  spoke  at  length  upon 
the  wisdom  of  the  acts  of  Mayor

'urn  to  order  and  public  confidence, 
lie  also  referred  to  the  necessity  that 
presented  itself  to  the  local  adminis- 
tration of  adopting  policies  different 
from  what  had  been  accepted  Itefore 
(he  disaster.

Secretary  Connolly  spoke  about 
what  had  been  accomplished  In  the 
way  of  protectin.s?  the  profits  of  the 
retail  grocers  of  San  Francisco.  He 
also  outlined  what  was  possible  in  the 
future.  Several  of  the  grocers  present 
sijoke  on  similar  lines. 

Geo.  B.  Doyle  pointed  out  the  folly 
of  retail  grocei's  who  failed  to  reckon 
the  cost  of  conducting  their  business 
and  sell  goods  on  a  margin  that  was 
too  small  to  enable  them  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  conducting  their  business. 

E.  I.  Fleiger  supported  Mr.  Doyle 
in  his  contention. 

H.  N.  Edlin  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  nnmeious  wholesalers  were 
selling  to  customers  of  retailers  and 
urged  that  steps  be  taken  to  prevent 
this  unfriendly  policy. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the  As- 
sembly Chambers  of  .the  California 
Promotion  Committee,  which  has  been 
completed  at  the  corner  of  Stockton 
and  Geary  streets.  George  Edwardes 
of  the  California  Promotion  Committee 
welcomed  the  grocers  to  the  hall,  as- 
sured them  that  the  California  'Pro- 
motion Committee  was  pleased  to  be 
of  service  to  Associated  Retail  Gro- 
cers and  that  they  were  welcome  to 
use  of  the  hall  whenever  they  desired 
to  hold  a  meeting.  At  the  close  of  the 
meeting  the  following  resolution  was 
passed :

WILL  PUNISH  DISHONESTY. 

The  directoi-s  of  the  California  State 
Gi'ocers'  Association  passed  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  at  its  recent  meeting: 

Whereas — Certain  fire  insurance 
companies,  after  taking-  millions  of 
dollars  of  profit  from  the  retail  mer- 
chants of  California  are  failing-  to  pay 
in  full  their  properly  ad.iusted  losses 
and 

VVherea.s — Insurance  in  such  compa; 
nies  would  not  be  safe  in  other  com- 
munities than  San  Francisco,  be  it 

Resolved — That  we  ref|uest  the  As- 
sociated Retail  Grocers  of  San  Francis- 
co to  secure  from  the  grocers  of  their 
city  information  as  to  how  they  have 
been  treated  by  the  vaiious  insurance 
companies  in  order  that  they  may  sup- 
ply us  as  soon  as  possible  with  a  list 
of  trie  dishonest  comoanies  and  also 
of  the  companies  that  are  meeting  their 
obligations  honestly  to  the  end  that  we 
may  send  this  information  to  our  af- 
filiating associations  throu°-hout  Cali- 
fornia and  also  to  the  Executive  Officers 
of  the  National  Retail  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation in  order  that  the  trade  through- 
out the  United  States  may  be  duly 
■warned.    Be  it  further 

Resolveil.  That  we  advise  all  retail 
g-rocers  to  withdraw  their  insurance 
from  such  companies  as  may  lie  acting- 
dishonestly  in  the  paymefit  of  claims. 


LOCAL  PRESS  HELPS. 

Merchants  would  do  well  to  call  in 
the  aid  of  their  local  papers  in  their 
efforts  to  convince  their  customers 
that  it  is  no  saving  to  buy  of  catalogue 
houses.  The  following  clipping  from 
a  paper  printed  in  Escondido,  Cal, 
sliows  what  can  be  done: 

"Steiner  &  Co.  have  a  very  sensible 
article  in  this  issue  of  the  "Advocate", 
on  the  practice  of  local  people  sending 
out  of  town  for  goods.  Foreign  mer- 
chants contribute  nothing  to  local  en- 
terprise, and  evei-y  dollar  sent  them  is 
that  much  money  sent  out  of  the  com- 
munity never  to  return.  They  pay  no 
taxes  and  contribute  nothing  to  the  j 
support  of  the  churches  and  other  en- 1 


terpi  ises,  and  in  many  cases  the  goods 
they  send  out  costs  just  as  much  and 
are  inferior  to  that  sold  by  the  local 
merchant;  yet  some  of  our  people  In- 
sist on  sending  east  for  goods.  We 
have  seen  articles  that  came  from  mail 
order  houses,  which  if  they  had  been 
fuinished  by  local  merchants,  would 
not  have  been  received.  Yet  they  had 
been  ordered  from  Chicago  and  paid 
for  in  advance,  and  the  man  who  or- 
dered them  had  no  redress.  He  had  to 
accept  just  what  had  been  given  him. 
It  is  a  good  idea  if  you  want  to  make 
a  thriving  community- to  spend  your 
money  where  it  will  help  to  build  up 
local  institutions  and  in  the  Ion.?  run 
get  more  tor  your  monfv  besides." 
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BUYING  EXCHANGES 

How  Tvliolesalers  Force  Tiieir  Cus- 
tonifrs  to  Buj-  in  Otiifi- 
Martets. 

J.  .1.  Higginn  of  Tacnnin,  re- 
cfintly  flelivfirefl  an  addifKs  to  the 
grocers  of  Portland  in  which  he  nrjjejl' 
that  harmonious  co-operation  between 
wholesalers  and  retailers  was  'b^eii 
for  the  trade.  He  made  it  clear,  hai#-' 
ever,  that  self  protection  must  he 
saught,  if  protection  was  not  accord- 
ed by  the  jobbers.  Among  othei- 
things,  he  said : 

"Co-operative  buying  among  retail- 
ers, has  become  a  gi-eat  fad  in  some 
Eastern  cities.  They  have  been 
hroii^lit  about  largely  Itecause  whole- 
salers and  retailers  liave  neglected  to 
f^et  together  and  discuss  their  griev- 
ances. 

"One  of  the  al)uses  and  irritating 
causes  that  has  brought  about  these 
buying  associations  is  the  very  marked 
difference  in  wholesale  prices  made 
to  favored  buyers.  These  favored  ones 
were  proprietors  of  chain  stores,  de- 
partment stores  and  similar  large 
l)uyers  who  used  their  buying  i)iivi- 
lege  in  an  effort  to  crush  out  compe- 
tition. These  favored  ones  were  able 
to  buy  on  from  2  to  5  per  cent  above 
manufactures'  prices  to  the  wholesal- 
ers, while  the  wholesalers  charged  the 
others  from  10  to  1,2  per  cent. 

Favoritism  Caused  Cutting 

"This  favoritism  led  to  such  destruc- 
tive price-cutting  that  the  only  solu- 


tion left  the  retailer  who  wished  to 
protect  his  business  was  to  join  the 
buyers'  unjon.  The  result  was  that 
the  large  numbers  forced  into  the 
buyers'  associaiions  enabled  them  to 
buy  direct  iiom  the  manufacturer  and 
fit  such  prices  us  to  place  them  not 
only  oil  a  |i;ir,  but  with  an  advantage 
oyer  (he  cut-rate  stores.  ,: 

"This  put  a  stop  to  the  |irice-cutting 
for  when  the  small  store  got,  its  goods 
as  cheaply  as  the  large  store  there 
was  no  incentive  for  cutting,  for  the 
a\i)ense  of  a  large  store  is  more  than 
proportionately  greater  than  the  sub- 
urban store,  whicli  gave  the  advan- 
tage, if  any,  to  the  small  dealer. 

"The  effect  has  ))een  to  almost  eli- 
minate the  jobber  in  a  few  Eastern 
cities. 

Methods  Wholly  Inexcusahle. 

"There  is  not  one  of  yotif*  jobbers 
that  would  permit  the  manufacturer  to 
handicap  him  by  selling  to  his  com- 
petitor at  a  marked  difference  in  price, 
if  he  knew  it,  and  especially  when  that 
competitor  was  using  that  favorable 
discrimination  to  drive  him  out  of 
business. 

"This  probably  suggests  to  you  the 
idea  that  the  buyers'  association  may 
be  a  good  thing. 

"To  be  frank  with  you,  I  would  say 
that,  if  the  wholesalers  play  fair,  I 
would  not  favor  or  indorse  a  "buyers' 
club."  I  would  much  rather  have  the 
friendship  and  loyal  support  of  the 
wholesaler,  combined  with  fixed  and 
maintained  prices  by  the  manufactur- 
er, as  a  solution  of  our  troubles  than 
any  marked  or  decided  revolution  of 
present  methods  of  distribution. 


Wholesalers  Can  Ciiange  Conditions 
Comniereiai  Soicide 

"I  want  to  say  to  you  that  I  am  a 
firm  believer  in  the  policy  that  the, 
manOiacturer  should  manufacture,  ttie 
wholesaler  wholesale,  and  the  retailer- 
retail. 

"If  these  interests  will  lionestly  pur- 
s)ie  their  res|)ective  callings,  there  will 
he  neither  reason  nor  necessity  fwr 
any  marked  departure,  and  there  will 
be  better  resiilts  with  less  friction., 

"Don't  understand  from  anything  I 
have  said  that  I  am  opposed  to  healthy 
and  fair  competition.  The  old  saw, 
that  competition  is  the  life  of  trade,  is 
still  true.  There  can't  be  too  much 
competition  in  the  sense  of  rivalry  toi 
sell  the  best  goods,  give  honest  weight 
and  measure,  prompt  and  courteous 
service.  - 

"But  ordinary  price-cutting  is  Bot 
competition.    It  is  business  suicide. 

"When  all  branches  of  the  grocery 
trade,  the  manufacturer,  the  whole- 
saler and  the  retailer,  have  been 
brought  by  the  retailers'  associations, 
to  unite  in  loyal  co-operation  to  con- 
fine competition  to  its  legitimate  and 
proper  channels,  our  business  will  be 
laised  from  the  level  of  an  insane 
scramble  for  trade  to  the  level  of 
commercial  sanity  and  wisdom." 


PURE  FOOD  LAW. 

California  Congressman  Says  that  the 
Law  Will  Be  of  Great  Kenefit 
to  AIL 


Congressman  Julius  Kahn  in  talking 
with  a  representative  of  the  .\dvocat« 
this  week  stated  that  the  Pure  Food 
Law  as  passed  by  this  Congress,  wiU 
be  of  great  benefit  not  only  to  the 
people  at  large  but  also  to  the  deal- 
ers in  groceries. 

The  law  prevents  the  shipping  from 
one  state  to  another  of  any  goods 
that  are  not  properly  labeled.  This 
means  that  every  merchant  will  know 
that  he  is  getting  exactly  what  he 
is  paying  for. 

The  law  makes  it  a  crime  to  mis- 
repi-esent  the  source  from  which 
goods  are  obtained.  This  means  that 
the  packers  of  the  East  will  not  be 
able  to  label  their  canned  fruits  and 
dried  fruits  as  coming  from  California..' 
This  will  also  advantage  our  wine 
makers. 

All  retail  merchants  are  especially 
protected  in  a  guarantee  clause.  This 
paragraph  first  read  that  no  retailer 
should  be  "convicted"  who  held  a 
guarantee  of  purity.  It  has  been 
changed  to  read  that  the  retailer 
should  not  be  "prosecuted"  if  he  held 
such  a  guarantee.  The  guarantee 
clause  provides  that  the  partv  from 
whom  the  goods  are  bought  will  be 
responsible.  It  requires  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  partv  selling  the 
goods.  If  the  dealer  buys  from  a  job- 
ber, the  dealer  must  have  ihe  jobber's 
guarantee,  since  the  guarantee  on  the 
label  will  not  protect  him.

Some  Foiuters  About  EsseutiaJ-  Poiuts 
in  this  Part  of  Store  Maua^emeut. 

There  are  two  prime  essentials  to 
securing  results  from  advertising. 
They  are: 

1.  Careful  preparation  of  copy. 

2.  Backing  the  advertisement  up 
from  J)ebind  the  counter.  Writing  tlic 
ad.-  - 

There  are  two  qualifications  you 
should  have  to  be  able  to  write  the 
most  effective  ad  possible. 

1. .  You  should  know  every  article 
in  your  stock  and  know  Its  qualities, 
merits,  etc.;  and,  remember,  the  truth 
must  be  told  in  all  cases,  for  mis- 
Tepresentations  of  quality  is  the  sur- 
est way  to  kill  trade. 

2.  You  must  be  able  to  tell  what 
you  know  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  in- 
teresting and  convincing  and  take  but 
little  time  to  do  it. 

Your  advertising  should  be  nothing 
more  elaborate  and  nothing  less  con- 
vincing than  good  salesmanship  talk. 
If  you  can  convince  a  customer  in  the 
store  that  she  should  buy  a  certain 
kind  of  coffee  or  canned  goods,  you 
cpn,  by  the  same  kind  of  talk  in  the 
newspaper,  or  whatever  medium  you 
use  for  advertising,  induce  hundreds 
of  people  to  come  to  your  store  and 
ask  for  certain  articles. 

Don't  attempt  to  write  a  "pretty" 
ad.  The  more  simple,  plain,  honest 
and  straightforward  your  advertising 
is,  the  more  convincing  it  will  he  and 
the  more  of  the  desired  effect  it  will 
have. 

Tiie  Clerk's  Part. 

No  matter  how  good  the  advertising 
is,  it  will  be  . thrown  away  unless  the 
clerks  in  the  store  are  courteous, 
kiiow  about  the  goods  advertised  and  . 
aivso  the  rest  of  the  stock  and  are 
prepared  to  make  those  who  were  at- 
tracted to  the  store  glad  that  they 
came. 

The  big  department  stores  keep  the 
goods  advertised  in  conspicuous 
places.  The  clerks  know  all  about 
them.  They  also  Ijuow  about  other 
seasouabie  and  profitable  goods  they 
are  expected  to  recommend.

SHELF  ROOM  ESSENTIAL. 

Unless  the  dealer  can  be  convinced 
that  goods  are  right  as  to  quality 
and  that  they  will  move,  he  will  not 
put  them  in  stock.  The  trade  paper 
helps  the  manufacturer,  tells  his 
story  to  the  retailer.  In  this 
way,  the  trade  paper  helps  mike 
the  advertising  done  to  con- 
sumers of  value  since,  if  the  dealer 
did  not  put  the  goods  on  his  shelves, 
the  customer  would  not  see  them  and 
be  reminded  to  call  for  them  or  made 
curious  enough  to  try  them.  This 
point  is  well  bi-ought  out  by  an  ex- 
pert on  street  car  advertising  who,  in 
writing  of  the  success  of  "Campbell's 
Soup"  said; 

"It  (street  car  aLdve'rtising)  differs, 
however,  from  the  poster  in  the 
points  of  variety  and  constant  change 
of  copy.  Let  it  be  understood  that 
what  I  would  regard  as  an  under- 
use  of  the  space  proves  very  effective 
when  combined  with  the  necessary 
field  work;  when  there  is,  so  to  speak. 


a  reflection  flashing  to  and'  fro  be- 
tween the  ubiquitous  car  card  and 
tbe  poods  iu  every  store.  Some  pro- 
ducts need  but  little  factory-story: 
'6  plates  for  lOc'  and  'Just  add  hot 
water  and  serve,'  coupled  with  the 
presence  of  the  goods  iu  every  store, 
did  the  trick  for  Campbell's  Soups. 
The  cute  little  pictures  and  the  kin- 
dergarten rhymes  did  not  convince 
anyone,  but  they  secured  attention  to 
the  two  lines  just  quoted  and  to  the 
distinctively  labeled  package.  These 
points  were  ^11  recalled  to  the  mind 
of  the  housekeeper  wheu  she  stood 
before  the  counter  trying  to  make  up 
her  mind  what  she  needed  from  the 
shelf  behind  the  salesman,  where  she 
saw  that  same  distinctive  [laekage, 
the  sight  of  which  recalled  to  her: 
"G  plates  for  10c.';  '.Just  add  liot  water 
and  serve.' "'

Profits  are  the  paramount  issue. 
Candy  demand  is  on  full  blast  now 
Everybody  wants  lemons  nowadays. 
Demand  for  fly  paper,  is  increasing. 
Keep  the  scales  clean  and  accurate. 
Roasted  coffee  deteriorates  in  keep- 
ing. 

Don't  try  to  push  window  goods  just 
now. 

A  cash  system  in  the  grocery  is  one 
shortcut  to  success. 

Preserving  season's  with  us.  It 
means  more  business. 

Lazy  proprietor,  lazy  clerks;  busy 
proprietor,  busy  clerks. 

Put  some  picnic  baskets,  loaded  with 
picnic  dainties,  in  the  window. 

The  young  man  who  looks  for  easy 
jobs  will  find  hard  ones  in  due  time. 

Don't  try  to  economize  on  Ice  this 
weather.  It  is  worth  all  you  pay  for 
it. 

Don't  make  customers  ask,  "How 
much?"  so  often  Put  price  cards 
around  the  store.  ^ 

Keep  the  seasonable  goods  ijromi- 
nently  displayed  both  in  window  and 
inside  the  store. 

Do  a  little  REAL  advertising  and 
see  how  it  works.  Don't  be  a  chump 
and  conden;  advertising  without  try- 
ing it. 

A  bag  and  twine  holder  is  a  saver  of 
both  tiine  and  money,  and  still  some 
grocers  let  the  bags  scatter  all  over 
the  counter. 

Use  the  first  of  your  courage  for 
the  hardest  piece  of  work  in  sight, 
and  there  will  be  zeal  enough  left  for 
the  easy  tasks. 

Toothpicks  and  matches  are  small 
things,  but  those  of  poor  quality  are 
mighty  annoying  to  the  customer,  and 
to  the  grocer  as  well. 

Every  grocer  should  study  coffee,  in 
order  to  become  master  of  its  secrets. 
The  dealer  who  knows  coffee  has  a 
valuable  business  asset. 

People  are  always  finicky  about 
their  eating  in  ,  hot  weather.  They 
must  be  tempted  with  things  unusu- 
al, or  unusually  attractive. 

The  per  capita  consumption  of  cof 
fee  and  tea  in  the  United  States  in 
1904  was  seven  gallons  greater  than 
the  consumption  of  all  intoxicants. 

The  thinkihg  retailers  had  some- 
thing doing  in  their  towns  on  the 
Fourth  and  it  is  pennies  to  peanuts 
that  they  reaped  a  harvest.    Did  you? 

M'^here  is  the  bulk  of  your  capital, 
in  the  bank,  in  stock  in  your  store,  or 
is  it  "on  your  books?"  If  it's  on  your 
books  it's  in  a  mighty  poor  aud  risky 
place. 

Novelties    catch  the    public  eye. 


When  you  get  in  anything  new  put  it 
in  the  window  with  a  ))ig  placard  and 
tell  the  people  about  it  in  the  news- 
paper ads. 

The  dead-beat  is  a  reptile  who 
should  be  stami)ed  out  of  existence, 
and  yet  there  are  merchants  who  al- 
low slow  payers  to  dally  with  them 
indefinitely. 

People  don't  want  poor  groceries, 
even  at  a  very  low  i)rice.  In  handl- 
ing "snaps"  and  "job  lots",  see  that 
the  goods  are  not  so  poor  as  to  hurt 
your  busi)iess. 

Look  out  for  leaks  in  your  estab- 
lishment. If  you  found  cracks  in  the 
floor  you  would  fill  them.  When  your 
exi>enses'  become  too  large  then  it  is 
time  to  curtail. 

A  good  deinoiist  l  al  ion  of  some  of 
the  cooling  drinks  ought  to  help  bus- 
iness in  that  and  other  lines  wonder- 
fully just  now.  .'Vdvertise  tea  for 
making  iced  tea. 

Comparatively  few  years  ago  no 
grocer  ever  thought  of  selling  bread 
or  cakes  or  pies.  Now  they  all  do  it 
in  the  city,  and  many  of  the  country 
merchants  as  well. 

Let  the  order  clerk  take  out  a  few 
samples  once  in  awhile.  Give  him  a 
package  of  the  new  biscuit  or  some 
such  novelty  and  if  he  is  any  good 
he  will  sell  some. 

Keep  the  candy  stock  moving,  so 
that  it  will  not  get  stale  on  your 
hands,  better  l)uy  a  little  ofteti  lhan 
to  hold  some  until  it  tastes  of  every- 
thing in  the  store. 

Beware  of  investing  heavily  in  an 
untried  specialty.  It  may  he  all  right, 
and  then  again  it  may  be  all  wrong. 
If  there  is  any  speculatiug  to  do  let 
the  other  fellow  do  it. 

When  a  merchant  becomes  "exclu- 
sive" it  is  bad  business,— for  the  mer- 
chant. The  money  of  "the  best  peo- 
ple" won't  go  any  farther  than  that 
of  the  ordinary  human  beings. 

The  merchant  should  use  as  much 
'care  in  his  advertising  as  he  does  in  I

You  are  spending 
money  in  each  instance  and  you 
should  make  it  go  as  far  as  possible. 

Be  sure  you  don't  devote  too  much 
time  to  cursing  catalog  houses,  trad- 
ing .■3tamps,  premiums,  box  car  mer- 
chants and  other  trade  evils  and  not 
enou^  ,to  keeping  the  .store  up-to- 
date  and  attractive. 

Keep  the  cheese^  covered.  The  flies 
and  the  loafers  may  not  like  it  that 
way,  but  everybody  else  will.  Get  a 
cheese  cutter,  too.  They  save  time, 
money  and  trouble,  and  help  to  build 
up  the  cheese  business. 

ppening  prices  on  1906  candied 
citron  have  been  made  and  they  are 
higher  than  last  season's  figures.  It 
is  considered  by  posted  men  in  the 
grocery  trade  in  Chicago  that  no  low- 
er prices  are  probable. 

The  standard  of  store  service  is 
constantly  rising,  and  the  public 
knows  it.  To  be  satisfied  with  any- 
thing but  the  best  and  mo^t  up-to- 
date  service  in  your  store  is  to  declare 
your  candidacy  tor  a  place  in  the 
ranks  of  thp  "has-beens." 

Make  a  specialty  now,  while  the 
season's  on,  of  pie-making  materials. 
There  are  blueberries,  blackberries, 
cherries,  apricots  and  peaches,  and  all 
these  ought  to  be  mentioned  prom- 
inently in  your  advertising,  both  by 
circulars  and  in  the  newspapers. 

The  man  who  sells  groceries  can- 
not know  too  much  about  them  and 
their  proper  preparation  for  the  table. 
There  will  be  a  big  demand  for 
good  machine  oil  this  fall  and  every 
merchant  should  see  that  he  has  an 
adequate  stock  on  hand  when  the 
harvesting  season  opens. 

Canned  peas  have  advanced  and  the 
best  informed  people  are  saying  that 
they  are  going  still  higher  before  an- 
other pack  is  ready  for  the  market. 
The  crop  is  short  in  every  state  this 
year  except  Wisconsin,  making  the 
country's  total  output  very  light  as 
compared  with  a  normal  pack. 

Character  in  the  leaf,  character  in 
the  cup,  that's  the  thing  that  will  save 
the  consumption  of  tea  in  the  United 
States  from  dwindling  away  to  vanish- 
ing proportions.  Give  it  character 
and  then  advertise  it,  and  if  it  is  kept 
uniform  in  flavor  the  profits  should 
repay. 

Offer  the  housewives  of  your  city 
or  town  some  attractive  grocery  bar- 
gains— real  ones.  Don't  oblige  them 
to  form  grocery  clubs  and  send  their 
money  away  for  "a  splendid  assort- 
ment" and  "a  handsome  present."  It 
is  a  woman's  "bargain"  instinct  that 
5mpel-3  her  to  do  this.  Satisfy  it  at 
home  and  she  will  not  get  up  any 
more  clubs. 

"Fussy"  trims  in  which  cheese- 
cloth, tissue  paper,  muslin  or  scroll 
work  are  used  are  not  worth  while 
in  the  grocery  store.  Make  the  store 
look  clean,  neat,  busy,  attractive,  but 
don't  waste  time  and  labor  in  at- 


tempting to  transform  it  into  a  faii-y 
bower  or  a  palm  garden.  Eleborate 
trims  catch  the  dust  and  dirt  and  sell 
no  goods. 

Maine's  pack  of  corn  may  not  ex- 
ceed 75  per  cent  of  last  year's  output. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  state's  corn  aci-eage  will 
be  over  rather  than  under  25  per  cent. 
Estimates  are  largely  guesses,  of 
course,  but  a  2!')  iier  cent  reduction  is 
more  than  conservative.  It  is  the 
concensus  of  opinion  of  Maine  packers 
that  higher  jjrices  will  ultimately 
prevail. 

There  is  a  big  demand  now  for 
olives  and  pickles  in  bottles.  A  good 
deal  of  business  is  to  be  done  at  this 
time  of  the  year  in  "picnic"  goods. 
Why  not  dress  one  of  your  show  win- 
dows with  a  display  of  sardines,  bot- 
tled pickles,  olives,  catsups  and  sauces, 
salad-dressings,  cheeses,  wafers  and 
a  dozen  or  so  other  articles. 

The  system  of  running  bills  at 
stores  is  responsible  for  an  immense 
amount  of  evil  in  the  world,  of  hypoc- 
risy on  the  part  of  the  debtor,  who 
goes  about  flaunting  finery  he  hasn't 
paid  for,  and  of  bitterness  and  cyni- 
cism on  the  part  of  the  tradesman 
who  often  hardly  dares  present  his 
bill  for  fear  he  may  offend  and  lose 
his  wealthy  customer. 

Opportunity  is  a  shy  creature,  and 
does  not  wait  long  for  any  hesitant 
soul  to  make  up  its  mind  to  follow  its 
leading.  "Come  with  me  and  I  will  do 
you  good!"  says  Opportunity,  and  al- 
ways adds  immediately,  "Come  now!" 
It  is  not  easy  to  figure  out  just  how 


it  pays  to  keep  the  grocery  store  look- 
ing well.  But  pay  it  does,  lor  we  can 
hardly  recall  a  single  successful  mer- 
chant whose  premises  had  a  lumcled 
down  appearance,  ihe  7>-s.y  of  tbe 
systematic  man  show^j  everywhere, 
from  the  front  door  to  the  delivery 
wagon. 

When  you  buy  somo  new  goods 
learn  all  almut  what  you  are  buying 
and  then  impart  your  knowledge  to 
all  your  clerks.  It  certainly  shatters 
the  confidence  of  your  customers 
when  they  come  in  and  ask  about 
something  you  have  on  your  shelves 
or  counters  and  find  that  they  can 
learn  nothing  regarding  what  is  under 
the  label.  Both  you  and  yours  should 
know  what  you  are  selling  to  your 
trade.  It  is  a  sad  fact  that  too  many 
grocers  do  not  know  the  difference 
between  "chum"  and  "red  Alaska" 
salmon  and  this  also  applies  to  many 
other  goods  that  the  grocer  sells  every 
day 

Teach  your  clerks  to  be  absolutely 
truthful  to  customers.  It  pays,  far 
better  than  deception.  A  housewife 
said  the  other  day,  "Even  if  I  were  to 
move  to  another  part  of  the  city,  I 
would  keep  on  trading  at  Smith's.  I 
can  always  get  just  as  good  a  selec- 
tion when  I  order  over  the  telephone 
as  I  could  if  1  went  to  the  store  and 
picked  out  the  things  myself."  Don't 
let  the  clerks  always  tell  the  custom- 
ers that  everything  is  "fine  today."  It 
is  not  necessary  iir  them  to  "knock" 
the  things  they  are  trying  to  sell, 
but  if  the  strawberries  aie  not  very 
good,  let  them  say  so,  and  advifat  ibe 
customer  to  buy  peaches.

Thfi  methofl  advo<at.-(1  by  The  retail 
gi'ocer.s  01'  the  Pacitio  Cuast  ot  having 
the  manufacturer  fix  the  price  at 
which  his  goods  must  be  sold  and 
then  steadfastly  oarrj  out  liis  yolioy 
for  tilt  mainteiiaiie«'  of  that  price  is 
being  employed  by  a  number  of  manu- 
facturers of  grocery  specialties  at  the 
present  time. 

Those  who  have  adopted  this  ])olicy 
because  they  honestly  felt  that  it 
would  pay  them  to  insure  the  continu- 
ance of  the  interests  of  the  grocers 
in  their  goods  by  guaranteeing  the 
profit  and  who  have  the  backbone 
and  the  nerve  to  play  no  favorites, 
find  that  the  trade  as  a  whole,  both 
wholesale  and  retail,  welcome  their 
methods. 

The  policy  of  Enoch  Morgan's  Sons 
Co.  with  "Sapolio"  is  an  example  of 
this. 

Refeates  on  Sapolio  are  seldom  made 
and  when  made,  it  is  so  secretly  that 
the  established  price  is  not  upset.  The 
Wholesaler  who  makes  the  rebate  dare 
not  make  capital  of  his  dishonesty  by 
letting  it  be  generally  known.  He 
tliei'efore  endures  a  loss  without  any 
commensurate  advantage  The  law  is 
recognized  and  violations  are  an  ex- 
ception to  ttc  I  uie. 

Vft^Hk  Kneed  Maniifactarers. 

But  there  is  another  class  of  manu- 
facturers who  establish  the  law  of  a 
selling  price  without  any  definite  idea 
of  enforcing  the  law.  These  men  oc- 
casion confusion  for  the  trade  and  loss 
of  trade  for  the  honest  merchant  who 
lives  up  to  his  agreements  since  the 
manufacturer  either  overlooks  the 
violations  of  the  dishonest  merchants 
(  who  secure  trade' by  their  dishonor) 
or  else  enters  only  a  weak  and  futile 
piotest  which  is  worse  than  nothing 
since  it  annoys  without  securing  any 
advantage. 

No  Honor  Among  Tliieves. 

An  "honor"  contract  will  hold  hon- 
est men.  Unfortunately  there  is  al- 
ways a  percentage  of  dishonest  men 
in  every  line  of  business.  It  is  un- 
fair, illogical  and  bad  business  to  tie 
lip  tlie  honest  men  on  an  "honor"  con- 
tract which  the  dishonest  men  will 
not  respect. 

The  manufacturer  who  is  in  earnest 
will  use  the  "might."  to  which  he  is 
entitled  by  law  and  thus  tie  up  the 
thieves.  The  honest  dealers  will  glad- 
ly profit  by  his  law  which  restrains 
the  thieves  forcibly  but  which  does 
not  gall  them  since  it  asserts  them 
and  is  in  no  way  a  drawback. 

An  Awfnl  Example. 

We  give,  jfterewith  a  letter  sent  out 
a  few  months  since  by  Charles  B. 
Rnox,  a  ttianuffictur'er  of  gelatine,  who 
made  a  law  and  then,  apparently,  left 
it  to  the  "honor"  of  the  trade  to  keep 
it  or  not.  In  perusing  this  letter, 
the  reader  should  remember  that  "Sa- 
polio" and  "Magic  Yeast"  insist  on 


the  maintainance  of  their  selling  price  I 
and  make  the  same  respected  because  I 
they  have  no  honor  claa.';er>  but 
have  the  backbone  to  insist  that  they 
will  mve.'stigate  th-e  thieves  and  will 
act  luomptly  and  severely  with  all 
who  violate  their  contract. 

Mr.  Knox's  Letter. 

"The  writer  has  just  finished  quite 
an  extended  tiip  among  the  far  West 
and  Middle  State  jobbers,  and  has  en- 
deavored to  learn  how  well  the  honor 
contract  on  price  on  Knox's  gelatine 
has  been  kept.  I  find  a  great  many 
jobbers  who  can  show  they  have  not 
billed  the  goods  at  less  than  $1.20 
per  single  dozen,  or  $14  per  gross, 
but  when  questioned  down  they  do 
not  claim  they  have  kept  the,  price, 
so  there  is  no  honor  in  the  contract 
where  both  sides  do  hot  live  up  to  th« 
letter  of  the  law. 

"One  man  in  San  Francisco  boldly 
came  out  with  a  circular  and  quoted 


it  at  112.76  per  gross,  claiming  to  be 
overBtockea.  So,  as  far  as  honor  ia 
concerned,  if  held  strictly  to  the  leiter 
of  the  law,  and  cat  off  from"  sellmg 
direct  from  this  factory,  as  I  have 
done  in  at  least  odd  cases,  it  looks 
verv  much  as  if  1  would  liavfl-  to  ciit 
off  "the  United  States  and  find  some 
other  counti  y  wiiere  an  honor  contract 
would  be  kept. 

Was  Seohled  Severely 

"I  have  tried  faithfully  to  keep  my 
part  of  it.  I  have  been  constantly 
scolded  by  jobbers  for  not  cutting  off 
this  or  that  jobber,  whom  they  liould 
not  prove  was  cutting  the  price,  for 
they  cduld  not  find  any  receipted  bill, 
which  I  have  demanded  in  every  case 
before  cutting  off  the  jobber,  or' else 
find  it  printed  in  his  circulars,  price 
lists,  etc.,  for  less  than  $1.20  per  single 
dozen,  or  $14  per  gross.  I  find  that 
the  jobbers  who  are  cut  off  are  sup- 
l)lied  j\ith  Knox's  gelatine  by  their

brother  jobbers,  and  feeling  sore  to- 
ward, me  for  cutting  them  off,  they 
continue  to  cut  the  price. 

NOTE— Jobbers  do  not  dare  to  sup- 
ply "cut  off"  jobbers  with  Sapolio.) 

"I  have  now  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  jobber's  on  Knox's  gelatine  and 
several  other  lines  that  stand  at  the 
top  for  quality  and  demand,  are  simply 
doing  business  for  pleasure,  and  I 
have  to  stand  all  the  kicks,  cuffs,  etc., 
from  this  end  with  no  redress.  I  think 
I  have  hammered  long  enough,  and  it 
is  a  question  of  the  jobber  taking  his 
own  medicine.  I  shall  keep  Knox's 
gelatine  to  the  highest  standard  I 
know  how.  I  shall  advertise  it  even 
stronger  in  the  future  than  I  have  in 
the  past,  but  as  for  cutting  any  more 
jobbers  and  quarreling  with  those  who 
have  cut  the  price,  I  now  open  the  gate 
and  it  is  to  go  as  you  please. 

Advises  Illegal  Combinatious. 

"If  your  local  combination  of  gro- 
cers can  get  together  and  among  you 
put  Knox's  gelatine  on  a  list  price  that 
you  will  sell  same  at  and  keep  your 
word  among  one  another,  it  will  be  to 
your  best  interests,  but  as  far  as 
the  writer  is  concerned,  he  has  to  own 
he  is  whipped  to  the  finish."

Ther3  is  your  text,  gentlemen.  Are 
you  still  selling  Ariosa?  If  you  are 
don't  you  think  that  reciprocity  de-

It  showed  there  was  great  room  lor 
improvement;  that  the  inspection  sys- 
tem and  sanitary  regulations  were  de- 
ficient, but  also  showed  that  the  con- 
ditions depicted  by  "muck-rake"  writ- 
ers were  woefully  exafftrerat<*d  and 
uutrue.  , 

The  president,  with  his  customary 
fearless  promiJtuess.  decided  on  the! 
method  of  immediiite  remedy  of  the! 
conditions    without    further  hurtful] 
notoriety.    A  meat  regulation  law  was 
enacted  by  Congress.    This  measure 
provides: 

1.  Post-mortem  examination  of  all 
cattle,  swine,  sheep  and  goats  to  be 
prepared  for  human  cousumptiou.

7.  Fine  of  $10,000  or  two  years'  im- 
prisonment, or  both,  for  violation  of 
provisions  of  act. 

Under  this  law,  the  merchant  can 
safely  recommend  all  goods  packed 
after  January  1,  190^,  when  the  law 
goes  into  effect  and  should  use  every 
means  to  allay  the  distrust  of  canned 
goods  that  is  now  so  geiaeral.

Roiifhwentern  lack  of  rain  has  little 
to  do  with  the  rice  crop,  says  the  "Wall 
Street  .lonrnal",  N.  Y.  Texas  and 
Louisiana  as  well  as  parts  of  Arkan- 
sas, dtpeiid  on  their  irrigation  cannals! 
These  account  for  the  rapid  increase 
in  output  for  this  country,  from  253,- 
100.000  i)onnds  in  1900  to  about  600,- 
000,000  pounds  in  1905. 

Yet  all  this  is  but  a  drop  in  the 
bncket,  compared  with  what  Asia 
STOWS.  There  rice  is  the  staff  of  life. 
The  crop  of  1904  was  96,129,100,000 
pounds,  of  which  British  India  grew 
49,682,900,000  pounds,  Japan  16,060,- 
600,000  pounds  and  Java  and  Madara 
10,091,200,000  pounds.  Growth  by  con- 
tinents is  as  follows:

I  From  the  above  totals  it  appears 
that  in  four  years  from  1900  to  1905 
the  rice  crop  of  the  world  increased 
pnly  8  per  cent,  or  7,309,000,000  pounds. 
In  this  time  the  world's  wheat  crop 
Jias  increased  697,000,000  bushels  or 
practically  the  quantity  grown  yearly 
in  the  United  States.  But  the  increase 
^n  wheat  has  been  at  nearly  three 
times  the  rate  of  increase  in  rice,  even 
Jjomparing  bushels  of  wheat  with 
pounds  of  rice. 

'  The  agricultural  department  esti- 
•mates  that  only  about  11  per  cent  of 
'the  world's  rice  crop  enters  the  chan- 
\iels  of  international  trade.  In  this 
trade,  British  India,  Cochin  China  and 
Siam  are  the  leading  exporters.  Japan 
is  the  greatest  buyer.  In  1904,  1,961,- 
238,000  poundfe  were  taken  by  that 
£20uutry.  No  other  counti'y  ranks  in 
limportance  as  a  consumer  of  foreign 
si'ice.  Singapore,  however,  takes  near- 
ly a  thousand  million  pounds;  very 
tiargely  because  of  the  liberal  propor- 
lion  of  Chinese  in  its  population.  Next 
t3omes  Ceylon,  whose  crop  is  about  the 
jsize  of  that  of  the  United  States,  but 
(Whose  needs  are  a  million  pounds  in 
jsxcess  of  its  crop.

Information    That    Retail  Grocers 
Should  GiTC  To  Their  Customers. 


James  A.  McGuane,  New  York  man- 
ager of  the  Salada  Tea  Company,  gives 
the  following  excellent  advice  relative 
to  the  making  of  iced  tea.  The  informa- 
tion was  intended  to  be  imparted  to 
customers  and  is  particularly  apropo 
at  this  time  of  the  year: 

"When  tea  is  to  be  served  iced,  it 
should  be  made  two  or  three  hours  in 
advance  and  allowed  to  cool  gradually. 
Then  the  ice  and  lemon  added  just  be- 
fore being  served. 

"It  is  worth  your  while  to  experi- 
ment in  this  yourself  a  little. 

"Try  pouring  hot  tea  on  ice  and  you 
will  find  a  great  deal  of  the  flavor  is 
gone.  Then  put  some  hot  tea  in  youi- 
refrigerator  and  you  will  discover  that 
it  will  soon  begin  to  ferment  and  get 
more  or  less  milky,  which,  of  course, 
means  spoiled. 

"The  right  way  to  make  this  health-  i 
ful,  delicious  and  refreshing  summer 
drink  is  as  follows:    Use  about  one- 
puarter  more  of  the  dry  leaf  than  you 
would  when  making  tea  to  be  served 
hot.    Pour  on  boiling  water  and  allow  | 
to  steep  five  minutes  (do  not  allow  it  I 
to  remain  longer  on  the  leaves — all  ' 
the    good  can  be    extracted  in  that 
time).    Pour  off  and  let  it  cool  grad- 
ually.   Never  use  any  artificial  means 
of  cooling  until  it  is  time  to  be  served. 
Then  ice  and  lemon  can  be  added.  The 
better  way,  though,  is  to  put  cracked  i 
ice  and  a  slice  of  lemon  in  each  glass.  | 
When  iced  tea  is  to  be  served  it  should  i 
be  made  two  or  three  hoUrs  in  ad- ! 
vance,  or  time  enough  for  it  to  get  t 
cool  gradually. 

"Claret  iced  tea  is  a  most  delicious  \ 
and  refreshing  summer  drink,  and  it 
is  made  as  above,  adding  a  teaspoon-  i 
ful  or  less  of  claret  to  each  glass.  Put 
the  claret  in  last;  it  will  remain  on  top 
until  stirred  and  gives  a  beautiful  ap- 
pearance. I 

"Don't  use  a  cheap  tea  for  iced  tea. ! 
It  is  poor  economy  at  all  times,  and  | 
particularly  when  you  are  going  to  use 
it  iced. 

"Tea    when    properly    made    and , 
poured  off  the  leaves  will  keep  for  two ' 
or  three  days  perfectly  if  kept  in  a 
moderate  temperature."

"Notwithstanding  the  interruption 
of  the  National  holiday  inquiry  has 
been  of  quite  satisfactory  character 
and  rather  in  excess  of  previous  sea- 
sons, equal  period.  Orders  are  almost 
fnvariably  insistent  on  prompt  deliv- 
ery or  shipment,  showing  that  stocks 
in  hands  of  distributors  are  not  bur- 
densome. Assortments  generally  are 
not  full,  and  after  Considerable  shop- 
ping r,n  part  of  buyers,  they  are  tak- 
ing in  absence  of  duplicates  of  pre- 
vious purchases. 

"Advices  from  the  South  note  steady 
market  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  At  New 
Orleans  there  is  a  good  demand;  of- 
ferings rather  poorly  assorted,  and 
l)rices''on  fancy  sorts  advanced.  In 
the  Interior-Southwest  Louisiana  and 
Texas  stocks  of  cleaned  are  graduall^y 
being  absorbed,  so  that  holders  are  as 
a  rule,  indifferent  sellers  except  at  full 
prices.  The  rains  of  past  two  weeks 
have  been  very  helpful  to  the  growing 
crop  and  much  of  the  planting  which 
was  delayed,  has  been  accomplished; 
although. the  risk  of  untoward  weather 
during  the  groTVth  and  late  harvest, 
leaves  outcome  problematical.

practically  nothing  left  in  the  lower 
grades  and  holders  of  these  two  ex- 
ti-emer>  are  asking  fancy  prices  for 
v,'hat.  stock      in  hand. 

I'he  growing  crop  doer,  not  promise 
well.  While  nonw  rain  ha.'^  fallen  re- 
cently in  the  rice  districts  it  has  been 
insufficient  so  far  to  save  the  crop 
and  i-ecent  information  from  there  in- 
dicates that  the  output  will  be  much 
reduced.  It  is  impossible  to  say  ai^ 
yet  what  proportion  of  the  croj)  \\Ul 
be  harvested,  but  that  it  will  be  much 
smaller  than  usual  is  absolutely  cer- 
tain at  ihis  writing. 

"Demand  at  primary  distributing 
points  continues  active  and  supplies 
held  in  reserve  there  are  rapidly  dis- 
appearing under  the  steady  onslaught 
of  buyers."

&  Son  report:

It  is  likely  that  all  of  llie  sizes  will  he 
plentilnl  early  in  the  s!iii)pins;  season 
Several  hun(lre<l  tons  were  contractet' 
foi'  early  in  June  at  2V^c  basis:  dur- 
ing the  i)ast  week  a.  few  sales  have 
been  made  at  2%c  basis.  Buyers  and 
sellers  are  apart  now;  nothing'  doing; 
growers  are  stubborn  and  will  not 
make  any  concessions.  Nobody  can 
guarantee  a  large  crop  of  dried 
prunes.  Practically  all  prunes  are 
dried  in  the  sun  on  trays,  in  the  same 
manner  as  raisins  are  dried.  If  the 
weather  is  favorable  during  the  cur- 
ing season,  then  there  will  be  a  full 
average  crop.  Unfavorable  weather 
may  ruin  a  large  art  of  the  crop  at 
the  last  end.  These  uncertainties 
count  heavily  in  making  predictions  as 
to  prices." 

Portland,  Or.,  July  J). — Cherry  grow- 
ers of  the  state  are  complaining  be- 
cause the  packers  are  paying  only  4c 
pei-  pound  for  the  season,  while  those 
in  California  are  paying  as  high  as  7c. 
The  growers  of  Bartlett  pears  also  say 
that  they  are  offered  $20  to  $40  per 
ton  while  the  California  growers  have 
prices  ranging  from  $60  to  $75. 

DRIED  APRICOTS. 

Oiitiirio,  Cal.— As  high  as  11c  per  lb. 

has  been  offced  for  this  year's  crop 
of  apricots  as  against  7c  and  IV2C  last 
year.  Many  growers  are  holding  oft 
for  12 %c  and  some  expect  as  high 
as  ]5c  before  the  season  closes. 

San  Jose,  Cal.,  Julj  11. — If  the  grow- 
ers stand  firm  there  is  no  reason  why 
they  should  not  secure  the  2%c  per 
lb  for  their  crop  this  year  that  they 
have  declared  for.  Packers  by  various 
schemes  usually  succeed  in  stamped- 
ing the  growers  so  that  they  will  sell 
at  low  prices  and  then  secure  all  the 
profit  by  taking  advantage  of  crop 
conditions.  The  crop  this  year  is 
not  very  heavy  but  is  fairly  good.  The 
basis  of  2%c  is  reasonable  and  just. 
While  the  acreage  devoted  to  prunes 
has  increased  materially  the  consump- 
tion has  also  increased  by  millions 
of  pounds. 

RAISINS.

II  STICE  WANTED,  NOT  CHARITY. 


Buisness     Recognition     Asked  for 
Business  0))Iigafious. 


When  the  authorities  took  the  stocks 
from  the  stores  of  retail  merchants, 
they  incurred  an  obligation^  to  pay 
for  them. 

When  a  committee  took  charge  of 
the  money  sent  to  relieve  the  needy 
in  San  Francisco,  they  assumed  an 
obligation  to  pay  for  the  goods  taken 
by  the  authorities  and  distributed  for 
the  relief  of  the  general  public. 

To  pay  for  goods  so  taken  is  not 
ch.'rity.  It»is  mere  business  hon- 
esty. 

When  a  few  men  on  the  Finance 
Committee  presume  to  say:  "We  will 
pay  you  so  and  so  much,"  to  a  mer- 
chant without  regard  to  the  real  value 
of  his  claim,  they  do  wiiat  is  dislionest 
'■ — unless  the  claim  is  (Ae  tox  which 
their  committee  is  not  respotisible  and 
they  wish  to  bestow  a  gift  out  of 
charity,  upon  bini. 

In  case  the  committee  thinks  it  is 
not  responsible  for  the  expenses  in- 
curred l)y  the  authorities  fpr  the  gen- 
eral relief — rand  that  seems  to  be  the 
case— the  mechants  should  insist  that 
they  transfer  the  fum^  to  somebody 
that  is  responsible. 

Justice,  Not  Charity. 

The  Associated  Retail  Grocers  ))ro- 
test  because  they ,  are  being  treated 
as  objects  of  charity. 

They  .object  to  being  treated  as  beg- 
gars. 

They  insist  that  they  arc  not  ask- 
ing alms. 

They  come,  as  business  men  to  ask 
for  ^^4^t  is  due  them  by  the  authori- 
ties tOT  what  was  taken  from  them 
for  the  general  relief. 

Xf  their  claims  are  not  just,  not  a 
cent  should  be  paid. 

If  their  claims  are  prop&r  and  prov- 


en, they  should  get  value  for  what 
was  taken  from  them. 

Com  mitt  ee-s  Wrong  Idens. 
Arnold  PoJIok  is  credited  as  saying: 
"It  does  not  seem  to  me  th«t  the  do- 
nations o  fthe  relief  fund  inteiided 
that  it  should  he  spent  in  tlie  interest 
of  the  people  that  were  not  burned 
out." 

The  merchant  .says:  "You  took  my 
goods  for  the  general  relief.  Pay 
me  their  value.  Had  they  not  been 
secured  from  me  they  would  have  had 
to  be  purchased  elsewhere.  I  don't 
ask  that  this  money  'be  spent  in  my 
interest,'  1  ask  that  you  pay  me  f6r 
my  goods  that  you  took  so  that  I 
can  go  back  into  business." 

Mr.  Pollok  also  is  nuotcd  as  say- 
ing: "Take  the  grocer  who^^  had  *'2,- 
000  insurance  and  wants  $6,«00  for 
confiscated  goods.  We  slioiild  take 
hi.s  own  estimate  and  not  pay  him 
njore  than  $2,000." 

Nothing  more  monstrous  than  this 
could  be  imagined! 

In  substance,  the  authorities, 
through  Mr.  Pollok,  say: 

•We  took  $6,000  worth  of  your 
property.  But  we  will  only  |)ay  you 
$2,000  because  that  is  all  the  Insur- 
ance you  carried  and  it  is  all  ytri 
would  have  got  if  your  place  had 
burned." 

An  honest  government  would  say: 
"We     took     $6,000  worth  of  your 

property  and  we  will  pay  $6,000  for 

it." 

If  the  relief  funds  weie  where  they 
should  1)6 — in  the  hands  of  the  au- 
thorities who  took  the  goods — the 
courts  would  say  the  same. 

Insurance  No  Guide. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  merchants  an* 
not  allowed  to  insure  for  the  full 
value  of  their  proiierty.  Even  had 
they  felt  they  could  afford  to  rarr>' 
the  extreme  amount  of  insurance  al- 
lowed them,  that  sunt  would  not 
amount  to  the  valuation  of  their 
stocks. 

The  conmiittee  has  refused  to  pay 
certain  claims  of  merchants  whosft 
stores  were  afterwards  destroyed  by 
fire.  . 

When  the  authoiities  tooit  certahi 
goods,  they  became  responsible  for 
goods  and  shonki  pay  for  them.

MR,  BIBO'S  POSITION. 


He  Exidains  His  Attitude  in  Regard 
to  Letter  to  (Jrand  Jury. 

In  the  daily  press.  Mr,  .-Xllan  PoUok 
criticizes  N.  Bibo  severely  tor  bavins' 
allowed  the  Associated  Retail  Grocers 
to  take  the  action  they  did. 

Most  of  the  claims  that  were 
brought  forward  in  comulaint  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Associated  Retail  Gro- 
cers were  not  passed  on  l)y  tbe  .^luiif- 
ing  Committee,  of  which  Mr.  Hibo  was 
a  member.  They  were  set  aside  and 
acted  on  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Ml-  Bibo  could  not  but  recognize 
the  fairness  of  the  claims  of  the  mem-, 
bers  of  the  organization  over  which 
he  presides  and  he  explains  the  fact 
in  the  following  letter  to  the  daily 
press : 

MR.  BinO'S  I-ETTER, 

The  As.sdciatert  Retail  Groeer.s  ,of  SfTn 
Friuifisco  lia\e  a.skeil  tliat  a  cliange  be 
made  in  the  interest  accoriled  tlie  loeal 
retail  grocers  (and  to  nierehants)  hy 
the  Finance  Committee  hax  ing'  tlie  Re- 
iiel' Fiind.s  in  charge.  As  representa- 
tives of  the  Relief  Committee  have  crit- 
icised my  action  (since  I  acted  on  the 
sub-committee  by  whom  a  portion  of 
the  bills  v/ere  audited),  I  desire  to  ex- 
plain the  position  of  the  organization 
over  whicli  I  !ia\  e  the  honor  to  pieside. 

.The  .Associated  Retail  Gi'ocers  of  San 
Francisco  contend  that  the  Finance 
(.'ouimittee  Ijcing-  a  brarich  of  the  Re- 
lief Committee  which  seized  certain 
goods  fo!'  g'eiieral  relief,  is  respnnsilde 
for  the  pa.N  inciit  for  those  f;-oo(ls. 

W'c  conli-nd  that  iJayiiimt  of  siu-h 
(daims  is  not  cliai'ity.  but  a  mattei'  of 
business. 

AVe  contend  that  o\'ery  cent  proven 
(not  asked  for,  mind  >ou.  Imt  proveii). 
should   be  paid  dollar   for  dollar. 

Re.s|ioustble  for  Uqiior.s. 

We  also  contend  that  when  the  au- 
thorities seized  liquors  they  became  re- 
sponsible for  the  value  of  the  same 
and  should  pay  for  them  just  as  well 
as  any  other  article  taken. 

We  also  contend  that  the  fact  that 
a  store  burned  after  the  authorities 
took  its  contents  for  general  relief, 
g'ives  no  release  to  the  liability  of  the 
authorities  any  more  than  it  would  to 
a  private  inaividual. 

We  contend  that  when  the  Finance 
Committee  presumes  to  insLst  on  pay- 
ing a  merchant  only  the  insured  value 
of  his  stock  for  goods  they  took,  that 
they  are  doing  something  for  which 
tlie  only  excuse  is  that  the.y  are  doleing 
out  charity,  which  we  hold  is  not  the 
case. 

HoiK'.sty  Not  Q.uestionei1. 

I  wish  it  clearly  understood  that 
neither  myself  nor  the  organization 
over  which  I  preside  (luestion  the  hon- 
esty of  Mr.  Pollok  or  the  othei-  gen- 
tlemen of  the  Finance  Committee.  We 
do,  however,  question  wisdom  and  fair- 
ness of  the  methods  employed  in  scal- 
ing down  .certain  claims  without  re- 
g'ard  to  their  justice. 

Were  the  authorities  bankrupt  and 
unable  to  pay  in  full  for  the  goods  used 
for  the  relief  of  the  needy,  then  the 
members  of  the  Associated  Retail  Gi-o- 
cers  would  not  insist  that  they  should 
be  paid  doUai-  for  dollar  upon  the  goods 
taken  fi'om  tliem.  S'ince  there  are  am- 
ple funds  on  li.-ind,  tliese  merchants 
feel  that  they  should  be  paid  fully. 
.A|>|ieal  to  the  Cir:in<l  .Jiir.v. 

Since  the  Finance  Committee,  b.v  itsj 


declared  policy,  evidently  considers  the 
settlement  of  the  claims  of  local  mer- 
chants in  tlie  light  of  charity  rather 
than  the  settlement  of  a  ljusiness  obli- 
gation, we  felt  that  our  only  recourse 
is  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Jury,  which 
represents  the  city  of  San  Francisco  to 
whose  citizens  as  a  body — and  not  to 
any  particular  individual  or  individuals 
— the  relief  funds  were  sent.  We  still 
hope  tliat  the  atttitude  of  the  Finance 
Committee  will  be  changed. 

The  action  of  tlie  .-Vssociated  Retail 
Giocers  of  San  Francisco  was  the  re- 
sult of  a  unanimous  \  i)te  of  those  at- 
tending the  regular  monthly  meeting 
for  July.  Every  member  present  at  this 
meeting  protested  at  the  way  claims 
were  handled  and  many  reported  com- 
plaint.s  of  members  who  were  not  pres- 
ent. 

Hoping  that  the  Finance  Committee 
will  leconsider  tlieir  j\idgment  as  to 
claims  that  would  be  considered  proper 
in  a  court  of  law,  we  remain.  Verv  Re-

BUYIAG  EXCHANGES 

A  Wholesale  Grocer  Tells  About  the 
Evils  Tliat  Caused  Tliein. 


We  give  herewith  an  extract  from 
an  address  delivered  at  the  recent 
wholesale  grocers'  convention: 

"It  is  only  fair  to  the  iiieiiiber.s  of  llic 
buyer.'s'  exi-hsiug:eM  to  y-ay  tliat  the  re- 
eoK'nition  of  ohaiii  stores,  tlepartineut 
.Htores,  eatalo}2;iie  lioii.ses,  siitd  Isir)jre  re- 
tailers by  some  iiiaiiiifaetiires  ha.s  really 
foree«I  the  buyiii);^'  t>x<-lianse.M.  or  coiii- 
biusitions  of  retailer.s,  into  biisiiieN.s.  ..\s 
lonjLV  us  the  ehaiu  store,  deiiartiiient 
.store,  larae  retailer  aud  eatsilofsiie 
house  are  biiyiu;;  their  ;;oo<ls  direet 
from  the  maniifaeturers,  just  so  loug' 
will  we  have  the  buyers'  exeh^nf!r«.s." 

These  are  facts  that  have  always 
been  maintained  by  the  "Advocate". 

There  i,s  no  question  about  the  fact 
that  while  buying  exchanges  help  the  j 


few  men  who  belong  to  them,  they  are 
a  detrirtient  to  the  many  who  do  not. 

But  it  is  also  a  question  of  doing 
what  must  be  done  and  the  wholesal- 
ers have  permitted  and,  in  most  in- 
stances, have  encouraged,  conditions 
that  made  it  necessary  for  men  who 
dared  and  knew  how,  to  form  buying 
exchanges. 

The  wholesale  firms  still  have  the 
power  to  blot  out  buying  exchanges  in 
the  West.  They  can  only  do  it,  how- 
ever, when  they  give  the  dealer  in 
their  place,  protection  in  his  profits 
and  also  prevent  any  firm  that  sells 
at  retail  from  getting  the  jobbing  dis- 
counts.

The  merchant  should  supply  the 
editor  with  facts  and  prices  and  the 
editor  will  be  glad  to  give  the  public- 
ity: 

"Do  you  buy  your  goods  of  your  home 
dealer  or  some  far  away  catalogue 
house? 

"When  the  next  catalogue  comes, 
see  how  much  they  offer  you  for  your 
grain,  hay,  potatoes  and  your  other 
different  kinds  of  farm  produce.  How 
much  do  they  offer  you  for  your  hogs, 
cattle,  sheep,  etc.?  How  much  for  im- 
proving your  roads,  bridges  and  the 
support  of  the  county,  state  and  town- 
ship? How  much  do  they  contribute 
•  to  the  church  and  how  much  have  they 
paid  toward  the  building  of  churches 
in  our  vicinity? 

"If  your  neighbor  should  lose  his 
house  by  fire  and  you  take  up  a  sub- 


scription, how  much  does  the  mail  or- 
der house  donaie? 

"Do  they  help  match  ihai  team  for 
the  poor  man  that  had  the  bad  iuciz  to 
iGce  one  of  his,  horse.s? 

Rights  Ail  Wrong.«. 

"Go  to  your  home  merchant  and  see 
if  he  is  not  willing  to  ri.^ht  all  wrongs. 

"After  your  account  has  run  a  year 
or  .so  without  your  paying  any  interest, 
does  he  quarrel  with  you  and  tell 
you  that  it  had  ought  to  have  been 
paid  long  ago,  or  does  he  smile  and 
ask  you  to  have  a  cigar? 

"Send  in  your  cash  orders  to  your 
home  merchant  and  see  if  he  can't 
give  you  as  good  value  for  your 
money  as  does  the  mail  order  houses. 
Catalogues  Demand  Cash. 

"You  may  ask  why  we  don't  issue 
catalogues?  We  have  not  the  millions 
to  do  it  with,  and  we  have  to  do  some 
credit  business. 

"Do  you  remember  the  good  turn 
the  home  merchant  did  you  when  he 
extended  that  line  of  credit  to  you 
when  you  needed  it? 

"Did  you  get  mad  and  quit  trading 
with  him  when  he  dunned  you? 

"Now  my  Republican  friend,  if  this 
protection  you  spoke  of  in  the  last 
campaign,  is  good  for  our  country, 
it  is  good  for  our  county. 

"And  my  Democrat  friend  who  talk- 
ed ■  free  trade,  we  quote  your  prin- 
ciples when  we  say:  "We  buy  your 
produce,  will  you  buy  from  us  or 
from  the  mail  order  house  who  buys 
only  from  cororations  and  trusts?

Dear  Sir:  At  the  regular  niontlily 
meeting-  of  our  organization  held  Tues- 
day evening',  July  17th,  it  wa.s  voted 
iin.'inimously  that  the  attention  of  tlie 
Grand  Jury  be  called  to  the  methods 
employed  by  the  Finance  Committee 
di.spencing  the  San  Francisco  relief 
funds  and  that  the  Grand  Jur.v  as 
representing  the  city  of  San  Francisco, 
be  requested  to  investigate  the  methods 
employed  by  the  Finance  Committee  re- 
garding the  funds  contributed  for  San 
Francisco  and  use  its  power  to  stop 
unfair  practices  of  the  gentlemen  who 
have  those  funds  in  charge. 

The  contention  of  our  body  in  this  re- 
spect 1«  as  follows: 

Money  Be-loDKs  to  City. 

1st.  That  the  money  sent  for  the  re- 
lief of  sufferers  through  the  recent  dis- 
aster was  sent  for  the  people  of  the 
city  of  San  Francisco  and  belongs  to 
the  people  of  San  Francicsco  and  doi-s 
not  belong  to  the  gentlemen  who  aie, 
to  a  certain  extent,  the  self-consti- 
tuted custodians  of  those  funds. 

2nd.  That  this  being  the  case  we 
hold  that  the  people  of  San  r^rancisco 
are  not  interlopers  in  demanding  ex- 
act knowledge  as  to  how  these  funds 
are  employed  and,  through  the  Grand 
Jury,  we  desire  to  protest  against  the 
abuses  that  have  developed.

and  taken  $2(»  pieces  therefrom.

That  when  the  authorities 
seized  liquors,  that  were  safely  stored, 
from  the  warehouses  of  merchants  who 
would  not  allfiw  the  same  to  go  into 
consumption,  and  destroyed  those 
liquors,  that  they  are  as  responsible 
for  the  value  of  the  same  as  if  they 
had  gone  to  these  men's  till  and  taken 
money  therefrom. 

Gth.  That  money  sent  for  tlie  lelief 
of  San  Fi'ancisco  was  sent  to  meet  the 
extiaorUinary  expenses  accruing 
through   the  disaster,    that   it   is  only 


right  and  proper  that  these  fundis 
should  be  a.ppliea,  towards  reimbursing- 
those  merchants  vrhose  property  —-as 
taiven  from"  them  to  be  applied  fto  the 
i.=  ii.^f  i,f  the  general  p-Liblic.

The  market  on  domestic  sardines  is 
very  firm  aud  shows  a  decided  ten- 
dency to  advan«e,  as  the  pack  has 
been  a  great  disappointment  up  to 
the  present  time. 

There  are  lots  of  picnics  at  this 
time  of  year  and  on  through  the  suip- 
mer  months,  and  a  i)icnic  isn't  a  pit- 
nic  at  all  unless  there's  plenty  of 
good  things  to  eat. 

The  delinquent,  slow-paying  custo- 
mer is  the  bane  of  ^the  retailer's  ex- 
istence. Often  he  is  the  cause  of  his 
ceasing  to  exist.  Don't  let  him  put 
you  out  of  business. 

The  use  of  olives  for  picnic  lunches 
and  other  outdoor  spreads  makes  them 
a  strong  summer  seller.  They  should 
be  attractively  displayed,  both  in  the 
window  and  in  the  store. 

Cables  report  a  strong  and'  higher 
market  in  Messina  for  Sicily  filberts. 
The  supply  of  old  crop  remaining  in 
the  primary  market  appears  to  be 
concentrated  in  few  liands. 

The  Main  corn  pack  depends  this 
year,  as  usual,  on  the  weather.  The 
crop  began  late  and  if  frost  sets  iu 
early  this  fall  the  crop  and  pack  will 
be  less  than  full  and  normal. 

Check  up  the  freight  bills  carefully. 
Recent  freight  rate  investigation  leads 
one  to  believe  that  the  railroads  ai'e 
not  infallible  and  that  they  seldom 
return  any  "conscience  money." 

Tlie  market  on  peas  is  extremely 
strong.  Spot  siiiiplies  have  perhaps 
never  been  so  closely  cleaned  up  as 
this  year,  and  this  is  true  of  both 
Eastern  ajid  Western  packers'  stocks. 

The  summer  is  the  time  for  pushing 
(hiinties  in  the  food  line,  and  even 
though  the  meat-packing  scandal  has 
hurt  sales  there  is  the  more  reason 
for  the  grocer  exerting  himself  on 
summer  food. 

Do  you  know  what  the  shrinkage 
in  coffee  in  loasting  amounts  to?  A 
large  roaster  says  it  is  fully  sixteen 
per  cent,  while  there  is  a  nearly 
equivalent  gain  in  the  measurement 
of  the  beans. 

It  is  estimated  by  some  authorities 
that,  despite  the  failure  of  the  South- 
ern crop  and  shortages  in  the  Middle 
West,  the  entire  pea.  pack  of  the 
country  this  season  will  be  more  thau 
3,000,000  cases. 

Maine  contributed  to  the  food  sup- 
l)ly  of  the  world  in  19({r)  1,000,000,000 
packed  sai-diiu-s,  valued  at  $5,000,000. 
Gloucester,  Mass,,  provided  125,000,- 
000  pounds  of  salt  fish,  valued  at  $3,- 
750,000. 

Di.spla.y  the  different  kindo  of  break- 
fast foods  you  carry  on  ;i,  neat  stand 
or  table  in  the  middle  of  the  .store. 
It  will  help  sales.  Package  crackers 
of  all  different  kinds  should  also  be 
displayed  conspicuously. 

Advices  from  Baltimore  state  that

Advices  from  Newfoundland  report 
that  severe  storms  along  the  coast 
have  seriously  interfered  with  the  op- 
erations of  lobster  packers,  and  that 
the  outlook  now  is  unfavorable  for 
more  than  a  pack  50  per  cent  less 
than  the  normal. 

When  a  man  asks  you  for  a  loan 
of  ten  dollars  you  are  rather  particu- 
lar about  finding  out  whether  the  bor- 
rower is  good  pay  or  not.  What  is 
the  difference  between  the  man  who 
borrows  money  and  the  one  who  gets 
groceries  on  credit? 

Don't  allow  the  men  on  the  delivery 
wagons  to  take  the  small  boys  of  tlie 
neighborhood  with  them  on  their  trips. 
They  will  usually , allow  the  little  fel- 
lows to  carry  the  boxes  in  to  the 
kitchens  and  broken  eggs  and  general 
mix-ups  will  be  the  result. 

Good  advertising  of  a  retail  busi- 
ness is  bound  to  result  in  an  incieas- 
ed  trade.  There  appear  to  be  some 
retailers  who  can't  take  this  view  of 
the  matter,  but  they  are  much  mis- 
taken. If  the  advertising  is  right,  and 
the  store  right,  if  will  pay. 

Give  your  brothev.  grocers  the  bene- 
fit of  your  experience.  If  you  have 
a  good  thing,  pass  it  along.  Have 
you  any  new  ideas  which  you  haye 
found  to  be  helpful  in  your  own  busi- 
ness? If  so,  write  to  the  Advocate 
about  them  and  help  some  other  gro- 
cer. 

Get  in  touch  with  your  best  custo- 
mers in  regard  to  their  probable  plans 
for  putting  up  fruit  this  summer  and 
find  out  their  probable  needs.  Then 
you  will  be  in  a  better  position  to 
buy  intelligently  and  to  pick  up  a 
good  thing  in  fruit  when  it  comers 
along. 

Tell  yottr  customers  the  truth  and 
educate  your  clerks  to  do  the  same. 
Some  men  who  go  out  to  take  orders 
always  say  that  everything  is  "fine 
today,"  whether  it  is  or  not.  This  is 
bad  policy.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
"knock"  your  own  stock,  but  use  com- 
mon sense. 

Have  you  -featured  picnic  goods?  If 
not,  there  is  no  time  to  lose.  Hot 
weather  is  here  and  goods  which  are 
easily  prepared,  which  are  suited  for 
hot  weather  consumption,  are  appre- 
ciated, whether  in  a  camp,  in  the 
mountains,  at  the  .seaside  or  at  home 
in  the  darkened  dining  room. 

The  market  for  future  French  peas 
has  a,dvanced  sliaiply,  following  in- 
structions from  the  packer  in  France. 
The  advance  amounts  to  about  $1  a 
case.  Future  prices  on  French  peas 
opened  about  two  months  ago.  The 
cold  weather  in  France  has  curtailed 
the  supply  and  the  pack  will  be  much 
less  than  normal. 

Watch  carefully  the  trend  of  the 
ma^rkets  and  keep  posted  regarding 


them:  particularly  at  this  time  of  the 
yeai-,  when  the  new  cr,ops  and  new 
packs  are  the  order  of  the  day.  By 
being  posted  on  the  market  in  all  its 
bearings,  the  keen  retail  merchant 
may  often  make  a  handsome  sfliecula- 
tion  which  will  net  him  good  returns 
later  in  the  year. 

Stei)s  have  been  taken  for  the  per- 
fecting of  a  mutual  Are  insurance 
association  proposed  by  the  Inland 
Empire  Retail  Dealers'  Association  of 
Washington.  The  comjiany  will  be 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  organi- 
zation and  the  Spokane  Retail  Dealers" 
Association,  and  promises  to  become  a 
strong  factor  in  the  insurance  field  of 
the  territory  east  of  the  mountains. 

When  you  receive  a  shipment  of 
some  brand  of  canned  goods  with 
which  you  arc  not  familiar  it  is  a 
good  plan  to  open  two  or  three  of  the 
cans.  This  is  especially  necessary  if 
thp  purchase  is  a  job  lot  or  if  it  is 
tne  last  of  a  season.  It  is  better  to 
waste  two  or  three  cans  -in  this  way 
than  to  allow  your  customers  to  make 
the  discovery  that  the  goods  are  bad. 

Never  desinse  the  lowly,  for  the 
lower  jaw  does  all  the  work.  This 
is  simple  to  remind  you  of  the  fact 
that  we  told  yon  si:^  months  ago  that 
the  time  to  take  hold  of  caun.cd  corn

«'BIG  STICK"  IN  BUSINESS. 


How  the  Manufacturer  Can  Compel 
the  Retailer  to  Carry  and  Push 
His  line,  to  the  Advantage  of 
Both. 

Hy  Philip  W.  Lennen  in  "System." 

Sales,  profits,  money — these  are  the 
end  and  aim  of  the  retailer. 

Show  him  that  he  can  secure  sales, 
increase  profits,  make  money  hy  deal- 
ing "with  you — he  will  come  lo  you. 

Show  him  that  he  will  shrink  sales, 
decrease  profits,  lose  money,  by  pass- 
ing you  by — he  will  run  to  you. 

That  is  the  policy  of  the  "big  stick" 
in  business:  to  make  the  dealer  come 
running  of  his  own  accord. 

A  Powerful  Persuader. 

The  big  stick  is  a  mighty  and  far 
reaching  weapon  in  lining  up- (he  deal- 
er. As  a  stimulus  on  indifferent  le- 
tailing,  on  pi'e.judiced,  obstinate,  dis- 
interested, unconvincil)le  dealers  there 
is  no  more  powerful  a  persuader  the 
manufacturer  can  use. 

And  the  paradox  of  it  is  that  the 
very  man  on  whom  the  big  stick  is 
ai)plied  is  the  man  who  benefits  hy  it 
most.  For  the  big  stick  can  only  ex- 
ist when  ihe  manufacturer  can  offer 
the  dealer  somelhing  else  besides 
,gf)ods — when  he  can  offer  customers, 
sales,  i>roli(s. 

That's  what  the  l:)ig  stick  is:  an 
offer  of  new  customers  if  the  dealer 
will  handle  the  .  new  brand — and  a 
lUreat  to  send  these  customers  to 
some  one  else  if  he  won't  carry  the 
goods. 

Helps  All  Concerned. 

The  big  sliels  is  a  good  thing  a.ll 
ai'ound:  good  loi  Ihe  maker  because 
it  wins  him  the  interest  of  the  dealer; 
good  ff)r  the  dea.lei'  because  it  secure's 
liini  the  trade  of  new  customers:  .good 
till  Ihe  eie.lomer  because  it  mak-es  it 
|iMs;  ilile  In  L'et  from  a,  ncarby  dea,ler 
an  arliele  lir>  wanis  lo  liny.  If  the 
iilan  needed  any  .jusi  Kication,  it  is 
supplied  by  the  fact  that  the  dealer 
Ijrofits  b.y  his  activit.y  in  pi'ecisely  the 
same  projjortion  as  does  the  manu- 
facturer. The  "big  stick"  sinijily  com- 
pels efficiency,  forces  the  reta.ilei'  to 
work  and  make  maximum  iuslead  of 
minimum  gains. 

Working  Cp  Sales. 

An  instructive  and  more  drastic  use 
of  the  big  stick  of  popular  interest 
and  demand  came  out  in  the  intro- 
ductory campaign  of  a  new  food  prod- 
uct recently.  Crews  of  solicitors  made 
a  house-to-house  canvass  of  each  city 
and  tow)),  state  by  state,  demonstra- 
ting Ihe  new  food,  explaining  lj|j)w  it 
was  prepared  and  taking  signed  or- 
ders lor  i)ackages  to  be  delivered 
through  (he  consumer's  grocer,  whose 
name  was  given. 

When  a,  section  nt  the  city  had  been 
thoroughly  worked,  the  orders  were 
classified  by  grocers.  The  crew  man- 
a.ge.r  and  his  assistant,  both  compe- 
tent sa.lesriien,  called  in  turn  on  all 
the  giocera  named  on  the  orders. 


Bring  In  Business. 

"We  have  orders  from  fifty  of  yx)ur 
customers,"  they  said,  "who  have  con- 
tracted to  buy  a  package  of  our  goods 
from  you.    Do  you  want  this  trade?" 

Not — observe — will  you  lay  in  our 
goods,  but  will  you  accept  these  cus- 
tomers? 

Tendering  customers,  virtual  sales, 
they  found  few  dealers  who  refused 
to  give  an  order  for  the  new  cereal. 
In  reserve  they  always  had  the  fa- 
miliar statement — "this  trade  must  be 
supplied.  Will  you  give  these  people 
what  they  want  or  shall  we  send 
them  to  the  man  across  the  street?" — 
and  it  rarely  failed. 

Ask  for  Bif?  Orders. 

The  supreme  cleverness  of  this  plan 
lay  in  the  further  argument:  "One 
l)ackage  of  this  product  will  be  con- 
sumed quickly  by  a  family.  You  must 
be  prepared  for  re-orders,  otherwise 
your  customers  may  be  compelled  to 
go  next  door  for  their  second  pack- 
age." On  the  strength  of  this  possi- 
bility, most  grocers  ordered  double 
the  amount  represented  by  the  actual 
first  orders  from  customers. 

Johhers  Whipped  in  Lint;. 

Then  came  the  second  flourish  of 
the  "big  stick" — this  time  over  the 
wholesalers'  heads.  With  the  order 
from  the  dealer,  the  name  of  the  job- 
ber through  whom  delivery  was  de- 
sired was  taken.  When  a  large  city 
or  section  of  the  country  tributary  to 
a  jobbing  center  had  been  canvassed, 
the  dealers'  orders  were  classified  by 
wholesalers.  The  manufacturers' 
salesmen  offered  the  business,  repre- 
sented by  these  specific  orders  to  the 
jobber.  The  drama  of  the  big  stick 
was  enacted  again.  The  jobber  had 
to  give  an  ordei-  to  take  care  of  his 
retailers.  The  same  reasons  that  in- 
fiuenced  the  dealers  in  ordering  twice 
as  many  cases  as  the  orders  called 
tor.  opeiated  on  the  jobber  also. 

The  results  of  this  campaign  from 
tlie  consninei-  up  to  the  jobber  was 
that  the  mauntac'lurer  received  orders, 
for  four  times  as  many  cartons  as  his 
canvassers  had  licen  able  to  sell  to  the 
consumers  interviewed.  Expenses  of 
crews  like  these  are  usually  charged 
to  the  advertising  account.  In  this 
instance,  however,  the  profit  on  the 
goods  actually  sold  often  paid  for  the 
campaign.

This 
marks  a  temi)orar,v  stop  in  a  steady 
advance  and  was  only  natural  at  this 
season.  The  cut  in  refined  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Federal  refineiy 
has  caught  up  witli  its  orders  to  a 
considerable  extent.  Indications  point 
to  a  strong,  liealthv  market. 

New  York,  N.  Y.,  July  10  M.  G. 

Wanzor  &  Co.  reports : 

"The  Cuban  planters  are  able  to 
hold  their  unsold  supplies.  The  world's 
stocks  are  diminishing.  Low  prices 
are  causing  big  consumption.  Figures 
show  that  we  must  have"  more  sugar 
than  we  can  raise  on  thife  side  of  the 
globe.  For  this  reason  the  days  of 
the  big  disparity  between  the  world's 
supply  and  the  American  quotation 
seems  to  be  over  for  this  season.  A 
continuance  of  good  business  should 
be  enough  to  keep  things  steady.  To- 
day's prices  of  raws  measure  condi- 
tions as  they  now  e.xist.  We  do  not 
wish  to  see  any  further  accentuation 
of  values  for  a  time." 

TEAS.  . 

ChicaffO,  July  Ifi,  190G.— The  Cri- 
terion" reports: 

■'New  crop  Japans  are  moving  slow- 
ly. Even  though  it  is  difficult  to  sell, 
little  disposition,  has  been  shown  on 
the  part  of  sellers  to  make  conces- 
sions and  prices  are  still  firmly  held. 

'  Old  .Japans  are  neglected  as  are 
country  greens.  Ping  Sueys  are  quiet 
and  rather  easy.  Congous  are  firm, 
but  quiet.  India  and  Ceylon  grades 
are  about  steady  at  quotations.  The 
market  as  a  whole  can  be  character- 
ized as  quiet,  with  a  rather  heavy  un- 
dertone." 

New  York,  N.  Y.,  Jnly  10,  1906.— .1. 

R.  Brown  &  Co.  report: 

Keemun  Congous. — The  Hankow 
market  opened  on  May  16th,  but  sam- 
ples were  shown  on  the  l.^th;  sales 
consummated  on  a  basis  of  Tls.  44 
to  54  against  Tls.  41  to  50  for  1905. 
The  cup  quality  this  season  shows 
considerable  improvement  over  the  of- 
ferings of  last  year,  but  the  leaf  is 
somewhat  rougher  and  more  brown 
in  aiipearance,  but  taking  the  whole 
crop,  the  sui^erior  quality  of  the  liqvior 
is  more  of  an  offset  to  the  inferior 
appearance.  Mail  advices  dated  .lune 
4th-  state  that  this  season's  teas  are 


costing  about  10  per  cent  more  than 
last  year.

All  giadcs  ai-e  somewhat  easier  as  to 
))rices,  especially  finest  tf)  ciioice  and 
the  la\  in.g  down  cost  will  be  about  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Hankow  Teas. — Up  to  .lune  4th 
jviices  were  sliglitly  lower  than  those 
ruling  at  the  oiieiiiiu;  tlioiii^li  all  par- 
cels of  good  style  idiiiiil  quick  sale. 
Russian  firms  are  again  this  season 
by  far  the  largest  buyers  and  values 
are  considerably  higher  than  rates 
for  similar  quality  ruling  at  either 
London  or  New  York.  Export  to  Amer- 
ica .320,000  lbs.  against  30,000  lbs  1905 
same  date. 

Ceylons. — Throughout  the  month  of 
May   more   or   less   irregularity  was 


noticeable  in  the  prices  ruling  at  Coi- 
cmho.  Teas  of  rough  unde-jiracle  leaf 
and  poor  liquoring  qualitie.s  r.howed 
at  lowei-  rate.s,  bur  tear,  of  good  ai>- 
pearance  and  brl.Hk,  hri.glit  drawing 
(|ualiti('s  wiM'e  I'cadily  sold  at  prexlfuis 
jjrices.  l-'annin.gs  and  dusts  are  in 
sti-on.g  demand;  sonic  of  the  rates 
j)aid  for  tannings  and  dusts  have  l)«een 
hi.gher  than  realized  for  years. 

i'eyloii  ftreeii  Teas.— The  offerings 
at  Colombo  public  auction  have  been 
snjall  and  the  (Mip  (luaiity  unattractive. 
Offerings  Ihioughout  May,  .lune  uad 
.luly  will  hv  in  excess  of  requirements. 

Japans. — .June  Sth  advices  slate  that 
prices  have  ruled  steady  for  teas  grad- 
ing finest  and  above.  The  lower 
grades,  however,  have  declined  aiul 
we  took  for  lower  rates  for  clieaper 
grades.    Supplies  are  liberal.

"Statem«nts  were  recently  made  in 
a  number  of  newspapers  to  the  effect 
that  Brazil  had  accepted  the  valoriza- 
tion scheme  in  regard  to  coffee.  These 
published  statements  were  based  upon 
a  celegram  said  to  have  been  received 
from  Brazil.  Being  at  variance  with 
information  received  from  our  diplo- 
matic and  consular  officers,  and  pub- 
lished in  "Daily  Consular"  and  "Trade 
Rei)orts,"  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Labor  requested  the  De- 
partment of  State  to  obtain  from  the 
American  ambassador  at  Petropolis  a 
report  on  this  important  point.  Re- 
plying to  the  instruction  from  the  De- 
partment of  State,  Ambassador  Gris- 
com  cabled  the  following: 

Three  Sta,te.s — Sao  Paulo.  Rio.  and 
Minus — have  agreed  to  the  coffee  ■v'aloi  - 
ization  sclieme.  but  tlie  National  Con- 
gress has  not  taken  action.  It  is  said 
that  the  President  and  minister  of 
finance  disappiove  the  scheme.  The 
States  have  not  vet  raised  tlie  necessary 
loan  of  l.j.OnO.OOO  pounds  sterling. 

IVow  York,  X.  Jul.v  I'J.— Willett  & 
Gray  report: 

'The  distinctl\'  favorable  position  of 
coft"ee  is  commanding  more  attention. 
The  necessities  of  interior  buyers  are 
growing  more  acute.  These  two  fea- 
tures together  will  force  the  trade  out 
of  the  waiting  attitude  it  has  so  long 
observed. 

"Everybody  is  watching  for  news 
fTom  Brazil.  The  coffee  states  have 
labored  long  to  reach  a  practicable 
basis  and  it  is  positively  annotmced 
they  have  settled  upon  a  bill  that 
Congress  will  pass  and  the  Govern- 
ment will  execute.  It  has  for  its  main 
object  a  careful  marketing  of  the  crop 
with  the  right  to  buy  up  supplies 
which  might  otherwise  be  forced  for 
sale  by  necessitous  planters.  The  well- 
to-do  planters  are  not  only  able  to 
market  their  crop  gradually,  ))ut  ap- 
pear determined  to  hold  to  values  jus- 
tified by  the  actual  conditions,  know-  j 
ing  the  consuming  markets  need  the 
coffee  badly  and  must  buy  it.

Growers 
are  receiving  Vic  for  cured  fruit  and 
$35  per  ton  for  pits. 

Heiiict,  ('al. — The  apricot  crop  is  not 
large  but  the  quality  is  very  fine.  The 
yield  was  more  than  was  expected 
earlier  in  the  season. 

Los  Angeles,  Cal.,    July    17  The 

yield  of  apricots  has  been  very  light 
this  year.  The  dried  product  is  sell- 
ing for  l.ji/^c  )ier  lb. 

BARTLETT  PEARS.

The  present  market  is  quiet 
and  there  has  been  a  weakening  in 
values.  While  quotations  are  nomi- 
nally the  same  as  last  week's  2V^c 
and  2%c  l)asis,  these  figures  are  being 
sliaded.  A  little  buying  is  being  done 
on  a  basis  of  ^i/ic  for  outside  prunes 
and  2 Vic  for  Santa  cfara.  Recent  ad- 
vices from  Salem,  Or.,  state  that  the 
Northwest  prune  crop  will  be  of  35,- 
(HMi.OOO  pounds,  providing  the  condi- 
tions continue  favoraljle.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  60  per  cent  of  the  crop  Is 
ali'eady  sold  to  packers.  Late  advices 
from  Havre,  France,  dated  June  ISth, 
state  that  the  Fiench  crop  is  of  aver- 
age size.  There  are  still  stocks  on 
hand  and  lower  prices  rather  than 
higiier  ones  can  be  looked  for.  Ad- 
vices from  Budapest,  Austria,  dated 
June  16th,  state  that  the  new  crop 
will  conie  in  on  a  i)ractically  bare 
market  since  the  crops  of  both  Bos- 
nia and  Servia  wei'e  short.  The  pros- 
l)ects  are  for  a  fair  crop. 

San  Jose,  Cal./  July  21.-^PHf  kers 
who  do  not  own  'a  pound  of  pi  iuies 
we7-e  reported  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Sau  .lose  iirune  growers  to  have  con- 
tracted with  lOastern  packers  to  supply 
them  with  i)runes  on  a  l)asis  of  2c. 
2Vn"  and  2i/4c,  although  the  prune 
growers  had  establislied  a  pricjj  of 
274c  basis  at  a  previtnis  meeting.  II 
was  urged  at  the  meeting  that  owing 
to  tlie  fact  that  dried  aprieols  and 
apides  were  s(;arce  and  the  fact  that 
the  prune  ci'op  is  br)th  Servia,  and 
l''ra.nco  woi)ld  l)e  light,  that  the  2-54f: 
basis  decided  upon  Wks  I'oasonablc  in 
Ibc  lighl  of  the  i)rol)ability  of  an  us- 
ually large  demand. 


San  Jose,  Cal.,  July  20. — Joseph  D. 
Bradford,  president  of  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank,  says:  i 

"We  have  sent  circulars  to  nearly 
800  orchardists  in  the  Santa  Clara 
Valley  asking  them  of  the  conditions 
of  the  prune  crop,  as  we  did  last  year 
and  the  year  before.  The  replies  in- 
dicate that  the  1906  crop  will  be  prac- 
tically the  same  for  the  valley  as  that 
of  1904,  which  ran  about  9.5,000,000 
))ounds.  Reports  from  other  parts  of 
the  State  indicate  that  the  rest  •  of 
Califoirnia  will  produce  about  6.5,000,- 
000  pounds.  This  makes  a  total  of 
about  160,000,000  pounds  for  Califor- 
nia. ' 

"While  the  production  of  1906  is 
greater  than  that  of  1905,  it  should  be 
remembered  that  we  have  practically 
no  carry-over  this  year,  since  the 
market  as  well  as  the  packing  houses 
are  practically  bare  of  fruit."

Sag^rcgtions  that  May  Set  Both  "the 
Boss"  and  '*the  Bossed"  to 
Thinking.  , 

"I  saw  a  bit  of  salesmanship  in  a 
grocery  stoi'e  this  morning  which 
hardly  pleased  me,"  said  a  well- 
known  business  man  to  the  writer 
recently.  "The  clerk  under  observ- 
ance was  waiting  upon  a  lady  custo- 
mer and  he  did  it  nicely  until  about 
the  end  of  their  interview. 

"Then  he  made  two  mistakes. 

"The  lady  had  given  him  her  order. 
As  he  stopped  for  a  moment  he  said 
'Is  that  all?'  That  was  all  she  could 
think  of  at  the  time. 

"As  she  glanced  about  the  store 
I  wished  to  whisper  in  his  ear  to 
amend  his  question  by  asking  her 
instead  'What  else  can  we  do  for 
you?' 

"His  next  question,  however,  was  a 
little  worse.  'Can't  we  sell  you  a  lit- 
tle sugar?' 

"Now  what  could  have  inspired  a 
salesman  to  push  sugar? 

"It  is  sold  at  a  constant  loss  and  is 
always  demanded  in  quantities  as 
large  as  the  customer  can  use. 

"All  around  the  shelves  in  that  par- 
ticular store  I  could  see  articles  like 
club-house  cheese,  lobsters,  salad 
dressing  and  other  seasonable,  profit- 
paying  goods. 

"If  I  were  a  clerk  or  a  merchant 
I  would  let  the  big  stores  down  town 
sell  all  the  sugar  and  I  would  push 
goods,  the  sale  of  which  helps  to  pay 
my  salary.  I  would  hide  away  the 
goods  which  pay  no  profit  and  pro- 
duce them  only  when  called  for,  but 
I  would  play  up  and  display  profit 
bearding  goods." 

The  two  leading  points  named  by 
the  speaker  are  worth  study. 

It  is  a  mark  of  good  salesmanship 
to  never  allow  the  customer  to  think 
that  the  clerk  is  tired  of  waiting  upon 
her.    It  is  well,  also  to  suggest  any-

thing  except  a  desire  to  terminate 
the  interview. 

Then  the  variety  of  summer  goods 
on  sale  in  every  good  store  is  such 
that  the  salesman  need  never  be  at  a 
loss  for  something  to  which  the  cus- 
tomer's attention  may  be  profitably 
called. 

Salesman's  tact  is  the  thing  most 
needed.  It  isn't  learned  from  the 
books. 

Selling  tact  is  a  valuable  acquisi- 
tion. It  never  loses  its  value,  what- 
ever line  of  business  the  clerk  may 
in  a  course  of  a  lifetime  embark  in.

Mr.  Retailer,  what  percentage  of  net 
profit  did  you  make  last  year  on  your 
gross  sales — on  your  business?  How 
does  your  profit  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1906  compare  with  the  first 
six  months  of  1905?  Are  you  going, 
coming  or  standing  still? 

If  you  do  not  knOw  how  you  stand 
you  would  better  get  down  to  your 
desk  and  do  some  figuring  right  quick- 
ly. 

If  you  are  losing  business,  try  to 
find  out  the  cause  and  then  endeavor 
to  supply  the  remedy. 

A  customer  is  valuable.    If  you  lose 
one,  find  out  what  caused  him  to  quit. 
The  trouble  may  disclose  a  condition 
in  your  store  that  should  not  exist. 
Get  a  Fair  Return. 

If  you  are  not  making  a  profit  on 
the  goods  you  sell,  it  is  time  you 
were  changing  your  methods. 

What's  the  use  of  being  in  business 
simply  to  get  a  small  interest  on  your 
capital?  Wouldn't  you  be  better  off 
to  put  your  money  in  the  bank  and 
draw  interest  while  you  direct  your 
energies  to  a  mart  where  the  laborer 
is  "worthy  of  his  hire?" 

In  all  your  calculations  you  must 
allow  a  fair  salary  for  your  labors. 
"Good  Enough"  is  Bad. 

Don't  be  satisfied  with  less  than  the 
best  possible. 

Don't  believe  that  you  are  doing' 
your  work  good  enough. 

Do  not  get  into  the  habit  of  coming 
under  the  wire  any  old  way  just  so 
you  get  under. 

Do  your  best  and  you  will  still  be 
doing  none  too  good. 

When  you  engage  a  customer,  your 
best  manners  are  none  too  good. 

When  you  fill  an  order  do  it  to  the 
best  of  your  ability. 

If  you  are  playing,  play. 

When  visiting,  visit. 

When  working,  work. 

Drop  the  "Just  as  Good." 

It  is  bad  policy  for  a  salesman  to 
say  anything  about  "soniething  just 
as  good."    P'orget  it. 

If  you  are  out  of  some  article  that 
a  customer  wants  frankly  admit,  and 
then  say:  "We  have  this  brand  that 
we  can  recommend.  Those  who  hav*- 
used  it,  have  found  it  satisfactory.  " 
"Unfortunately  we  are  just  out  of  that. 
We  have,  however,  something  that  f»ur 

Mr.    has  used  with  perfect  satib- 

faction.  and  on  which  we  have  not  as 
yet  received  a  single  complaint.  "  Or, 
Tni  sorr\'.  but  we  do  not  carry  that 
brand.  Let  n)c  show  you  our  goods 
in  that  line. ' 

Don't  you  see  the  point? 

It  is  to  get  out  of  saying.  "Some- 
thing just  as  good, "  which  frequcuti* 
is  like  throwing  a  damper  on  a  sale. 

You  say  it  just  the  same,  but  yoi 
clothe  it  in  a  different  garb.  It  souui^ 
different    That's  all.

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AMERIt'AIV  CAAJED  MEATS. 

Ciood  Kesnlts  ^\\\\  Come  From  Kak« 
iug'  the  Muck  at  Chicago. 

The  Grocers'  Federation  of  Eng- 
land, in  annual  conl'erence  at  Slief-' 
lipid,  a  few  days  ago,  received  a  com- 
munication fiom  Whitelaw  Reid.  the 
American  Ambassador,  inclosing  the 
following  message  to  Mr.  Reid  from 
President  Roosevelt: 

•'Von  are  liberty  to  inform  tlie  Gro- 
cers' Federation  that  under  tlie  new 
law  we  can  and  will  guarantee  the  fit- 
ness in  all  resj»ects  of  tinned  meats 
bearinf?  tire  jjoveriinient  stani]).  If 
an)  trouble  arises  therewith,  protest 
can  at  once  be  made  not  merely  to 
the  sellers  of  the  goods,  but  to  the 
Inited  States  governuient  itself." 

All  of  this  guaranty  will  be  worth 
more  to  A^ierican  packers  than  any 
tlioy  could  possil)ly  obtain  fi'om  other 
sources.  In  the  end  it  will  more  than 
compensate  them  for  all  losses  which 
they  have  sustained  by  reason  of  the' 
l)ublished  reports  of  the  government's 
investigation.  It  is  much  to  be  re- 
gretted that  these  exposures  had  to 
come.  That  such  was  the  case,  how- 
ever, is  due  to  the  lax  and  wrongful 
methods  of  the  packers  themselves. 
II'  the.s'  had  conducted  their  business 
properly  no  exposures  of  an  injur- 
ious nature  would  have  been  possible, 
and  they  would  have  escaped  the  los- 
ses which  they  have  suffered  because 
of  them. 

Will  Prove  Beneficial 

The  Chicago  revelations  will  prove 
beneficial  all  along  the  line. 

They  will  prove  of  inestimable  bene- 
fit to  the  consumer  of  meat  products, 
for  tliey  have  set  in  motion  the  ma- 
chinery of  investigation,  and  it  has 
acquired  such  momentum  that  it  will 
not  stop  until  there  is  radical  reform 
all  over  the  world  in  the  methods  of 
putling  up  canned  goods. 

The  disclosures  made  at  Chicago 
will  eventually  benefit  the  manu- 
factui'ers  of  canned  goods  of  all  kinds, 
although  they  may  suffer  some  teni- 
iKir;iry  losses. 

Wlipu  these  manufacturers  come  to  a 
realization  of  the  fact  that  it  is-greatly 
to  their  interest  to  gain  and  retain 
the  public  confidence — which  they  can 
most  easily  do  by  square  dealing — 
they  will  discover  that  there  will  be 
vastly  larger  sales  anrl  a  great  deal 
more  of  aggregate  ))roflt  for  them- 
selves in  supplying  the  market  with 
honest  goods  than  in  putting  out  un- 
wholesome and  adulterated  goods. 
Government  Guaranty  Helps.

The  government  will  ;ilsn  pi  h'  I  ieal- 
1y  guarantee  the  purit,y  and  whole- 
sonieness  of  these  products  in  the 
domestic  markets,  and  this  will  be 
another  benefit,  the  value  of  which  is 
bey(jii(i  c(nuputatiou. 


ArPRECIATE  THE  SECRETARY 

The  final  financial  report  of  the  pic- 
nic of  the  Spokane  Retail  Grocers  As- 
sociation showed  that  it  was  the  most 
successful  picnic  ever  given  by  that 
organization.  Much  of  the  credit  fojf 
the  success  of  the  enterprise  was  be- 
stowed upon  Secretary  Cory  and  it 
was  pointed  out  that,  in  view  of  the 
large  amount  of  extra  work  he  had 
been  put  to  and  in  view  of  its  effi- 
ciency, it  would  be  fitting  for  the  as- 
sociation to  express  its  appreciation 
in  some  practical  foi-m.  A  substancial 
cash  present  was  decided  upon  and  al- 
so a  material  increase  in  the  secre- 
tary's legular  salary  was  unanimous- 
ly voted.

Such 
methods  were  denoijnced  as  being  a 
species  of  commercial  outlawry.  Buy- 
ing from  jobbers  and  selling  the  con- 
sumer they  are  in  reality  retailers 
who  seek  to  make  sales  through  false- 
ly pretending  to  be  wholesalers.

Somers  k  Co.  report  for  July  18th: 
"Conditions  remain  unchanged  i*i 
every  way,  for  hay  continues  to  afr- 
rive  but  sparingly  by  rail,  although 
schooners  are  very  active  in  bringing 
supplies  from  all  points  accessible  by 
water.  Hundrecls  of  cars  are  waiting 
at  various  sidings,  and  at  the  moment 
it  is  impossible  to  state  when  they 
will  be  marketed.  The  S.  P.  Co.  seems 
to  be  hard  at  work  endeavoring  to 
furnish  track  room  here,  but  it  may 
be  several  weeks  before  matters  in 
this  line  are  normal  again.  Practical- 
ly everybody  is  anticipating  lower 
prices,  and  we  doubt  if  there  will  be 
much  further  trading  in  the  country 
uniil  prices  decline.

A  Picnic  Window. 

Picnic  camp  scenes  are  alwaya  in 
order  as  window  exhibits  during  pic- 
weather. 

The  great  point  to  be  borne  in  mind 
in  making  such  exliibits  is  that  the 
appeal  is  made  not  only  to  picnickers 
but  the  general  public,  the  camp  scene 
the  exhibition  of  certain  food  products 
merely  affording  an  opportunity  for 
in  a  way  to  create  an  appetite  for  the 
goods  and  a  desii  e  to  buy. 

The  window  display  tliat  amazes, 
startles  or  charms  the  speclator,  with- 
out nmkiiig  him  say:  "That  looks 
tempting!  I'd  like  to  have  some  right 
now!']. is  of  little  iiractical  vahu'. 

Every  exhibit  in  the  window  should 
be  a  "make-you-by"  exhibit. 

Series  of  Patterns. 

Sometimes  an  arrangement  of  the 
window  in  a  series  of  patterns  will 
make  an  impression  of  novelty,  and 
novelty  is  always  pleasing.  Por  in- 
stance, to-day  have  everything  in  the 
window  arranged  in  diamond  or  loz- 
enge pattern.  To-morrow,  or  next 
week,  rearrange  the  goods  so  that  ev- 
erything will  form  the  circle  pattern. 
The  maltese  cross,  the  wheel  and  the 
square  pattern  could  be  shown  in  reg- 
ular sequence. 

Even  the  show  cards  and  price  tickets 
could  be  presented  in  the' prevailing 
shape.  The  inscriptions  on  the  prin- 
cipal placards  might  appropriately  be 
made  to  bear  some  allusion  to  the 
dominant  design,  as  thus:  For  tlie 
diamond  window:  "Diamond  cuts  dia- 
mond, but  we  only  cut  prices."  For  a 
maltese  cross  window:  "Our  custo- 
mers never  have  occasion  to  get 
cross."  For  a  circle  window:  "Go 
the  entire  round  of  our  stock  and  sat- 
isfaction is  yours."  For  a  wheel  win- 
dow: "Wheel  into  line  a^ld  become 
one  of  our  satisfied  customers."  For  a 
square  window:  "These  goods  square 
with  our  claims  of  superiority  of  qual- 
ity." 

This  is  simple  enough  to  put  into 
practice,  this  system  of  patterns  in 
regular  succession,  and  the  idea  is 
new.  Also  the  cost  is  nil.  A  little 
trouble  and  no  more. 

An  Attraottve  Background. 

A  London  retailer  recently  fixed  up 
his  window,  covering  up  all  the  wood- 
work at  the  back,  the  floor,  and  also 
the  iron  pillars,  with  red  burlap.  The 
result  was  a  rich,  wholesome  back- 
ground for  the  merchandi^p. 

When  the  burlap  became  stained 
and  unattractive,  he  changed  it  for 
another  shade. 

Sometimes  for  a  change  he  took 
crepe  paper,  and  put  it  on  top  of  the 
burlap,  tacking  it  in  place  with  brass 
headed  tacks.  He  cut  the  crepe  paper 
in  widths  of  about  ten  inches  or  a 
foot  and  in  laying  it  overlapped  the 
edges,  which  he  pulled  out  somewhat 
in  order  to  impart  a  fullness  or  sort 
of  ruffle. 


Around  the  iron  pillars  he  wound 
the  paper  in  spiral  form.  The  effect 
was  attractive  and  far  from  expensive. 

When  the  crepe  paper  became  faded 
or  soiled  he  took  it  off  and  the  burlap 
that  was  underneath  served  Its  pur- 
pose a.a;ain.

made  by  the  Helvetia  Milk  Condens- 
ing Co.,  of  Highland,  111.  This  when 
analyzed  was  found  to  contain  but  8.4 
per  cent,  of  butter  fat,  whereas  normal 
cream  contains  20  per  cent,  of  butter 
fat. 

The  defendant  appealed  the  case  and 
the  Supreme  Court  has  just  decided 
the  case  by  an  affirmation  of  his  con- 
viction. A  portion  of  the  court's  de- 
cision is  as  follows: — - 

"It  appears  from  the  evidence  thai 
the  teim  "evai)orated  cream"  is  the 
trade  name  of  the  corporation  for  its 
)>roduct  of  condensed  milk  concenti'at- 
jd  to  a  creamy  consistence  by  evapora- 
tion, and  used  by  it  in  disposing  of  its 
condensed  milk.  Under  these  circimi- 
stances,  the  defendant  claims  in  effect 
that  the  corporation  had  acquired  a 
right  of  property  in  this  designation 
of  its  condensed  milk  as  "evaiiorated 
cream."  It  is  quite  obvious  that  a 
party  cannot  sell  condensed  milk  of 
the  consistence  of  cream  for  cream  be- 
cause he  has  given  his  milk  the  trade 
name  of  cream  qualified  by  some 
catching  adjective.  We  accordingly 
hold  that  the  manufacturer's  trade 
name  is  no  protection  in  this  case." 

Here  follows  a  description  of  the 
label  which  speaks  of  the  contents,  in 
several  places  in  small  tyi)e  as  being 
"Pure,  unsweetened  condensed  milk." 
The  decision  continues: 

"The  contention  of  the  defendant  is 
to  the  effect  that  the  label  conclus- 
ively shows  that  the  article  was  not 
sold  as  cream  and  that  the  purchaser 
must  have  so  understood  the  matter. 
The  label  is  well  calculated  by  its  form 
and  its  words  and  their  arrangement 
to  convey  the  impression  to  the  pur- 
chaser that  cream  is  the  article-  he  is 
buying  and  to  deceive  him." 

This  decision  establishes  the  fact 
that  evaporated  milk,  while  just  as 
pure  and  wholesome  as  condensed 
milk  must  not  be  sold  as  "evaporated 
cream",  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not 
cream  in  any  sense.  j

Grocers  arc  held  iii)  in  the  light  oE 
worse  tlian  looters  by  the  "Cliroiiicle," 
of  which  M.  H.  do  Young  is  i)i;oi)ri^fiT 
lor. 

Mr.  de  Young  has  charge  of  that 
section  of  the  relief  funds  applied  to 
settling  claims  against  the  authori- 
ties. 

His   slogan   is  apparently:  "Kcoi)

lie  should  reuicniber  that  ttie  money 
in  his  hands  was  sent  to  relieve  and 
help  rehabilitate  San  Francisco. 

They  seized  the  grocers  goods,  in 
the  first  place.  Though  the  dealers 
would  have  sold  them  for  a  much 
greater  i)rice  than  they  charged  the 
city,  they  were  taken. 

That  was  proper.  But  the  man 
whose  rights  were  so  violently  vio- 
lated should  have  been  the  first  to  be 
jMiid  and  not  the  last. 

Treated  as  Begsiars. 

As  it  is,  these  men  have,  in  many 
instances  been  treated  as  if  they  were 
either  thieves  or  beggars.  There  was 
no  bureau  to  which  they  cdukl  per- 
sonally |)resent  proofs  of  the  .iustice 
of  (heir  claims.  They  filsd  a  claim 
and  then  the  judges  considered  the 
claims  in  star  chaml)er  session,  antl 
they  were  pigeon-lioled  again.

Sofond,  no  intelligent  i)roduccr  or 
manufacturer  puts  goods  upon  the 
marker  without  lirst  wevgh.ing  tjlie 
most  important  factor  of  his  success, 
and  that  is,  can  the  consumer  i)ay  for 
his  product  a  i)rice,  such  as  takin.g 
into  consideration  the  cost  of  the  raw 
iriaterial,  the  mauufactmriug  and 
t rans|)ortal ing  it  to  the  distributers, 
allowing  the  distributing  trade  a  fair 
margin  ? 

Each  of  these  four  points  are  care- 
fully and  conscientiously  figured  out 
by  the  ])roducer.  He  figures  the 
auiouni  of  mone>;.,that  is  necessary  to 
imt  in  iiriuter's  ink,  bringing  people's 
aMeniion  io  his  wares,  and  then  sees 
llial  I  here  is  ii  food  value  that  will 
bear  out  to  the  consumin.g  trade  a 
reasonable  and  just  remuneration. 
Uewardini,'   tlie  Helailcr. 

Is  not  the  manufacturer  then,  the 
proi)er  person  and  has  he  not  the 
moral  and  legal  righl  to  name  the 
price  that  the  consumer  shall  have  his 
goods  at  ? 

We  know  that  GO  per  cent  of  the 
goods  handled  by  both  branches  of 
the  distributing  trade  in  this  country 
bears  the  burden  for  the  100  i)er  cent, 
and  the  40  ])er  cent  that  are  enjoying 
this  pleasure  proposition  are  the  men 
that  are  today  wielding  Iheir  influence 
in  congress  and  out  of  congress.  Is 
there  not  some  solution  to  this  prob- 
lem ? 

Di.scriiniiiation  ^lust  Cease. 

The  intelligent  producers  and  con- 
sumers of  this  country  ar^  today  talk- 
ing in  earnest  upon  street  corners  of 
the  absolute  necessity  of  the  national 
government  talkin.g  some  action  on 
the  railroad  rate  making  of  this 
country. 

Look  at  the  200  magazines  and  over 
that  aie  published  in  the  United  States 
today,  with  from  3.")  to  TOO  pages  of 
advertisements  in  each  issue  that  run 
from  one  to  six  hundred  dollars  a 
page,  and  in  all  this  the  great  Ameri- 
can producers  and  consumers  abso- 
lutely foot  the  bill.

We  say  there  is,-  and  there  is  htit 
one,  and  that  is  for  the  individual 
manufacturer  to  name  the  price  that 
the  consumers  are  to  have  his  pio- 
ducl  for. 

If  the  manufacturer  should  inal>e  a 
price  above  its  reasomible  food  value, 
then  the  constmier  will  not  use  il.  be- 
cause Ihcre  is  enough  coiupeiiiioii  in 
everything  so  that  manufaci  iirei  .s  will 
name  a  correct  price  for  the  food  value 
of  their  production.  The  producer, 
when  the  manufacturers  do  not  |iay 
him  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
what  he  produces,  will  of  necessity 
turn  his  attention  to  other  niatiers, 
therefore  it  wilp  be  hut  a  short  linu' 
before  matters  will  settle  down  In  an 
etpiifable  ami  honest  price  for  tlu- 
distributer,  and  a  conservat i vi-  price 
for  the  consumer. 

Will  Control  (  niters. 

When  this  is  done,  and  the  manu- 
facturer absolutely  fi.xes  his  price, 
which  he  has  a  legal  right  to  tlx  and 
to  enforce,  then  the  vicious  and  malic- 
ious demoralizer  of  jiublic  conridence 
cannot  waste  nine-tenths  of  the  adver- 
tising that  legitiiuate  and  honest 
dealers  put  in  their  gods. 

It  has  been  often  said,  and  Iriily. 
that  nine-tenths  of  the  advertising  is 
thrown  away  because  of  the  a|>pai- 
ent  imi)ossibitity  of  manufactuiei 
prolecfin.g  their  goods.  In  this  we 
must  all  reiuember,  the  producer  and 
the  consumer  foot  the  bill. 

One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  we 
have  met  in  Southern  California  in 
havin.g  the  manufacturers  establish  a 
price  is  the  apparent  non-suppoi  i  of 
the  jobbing  part  of  the  distributing 
trade.  It  is  thoroughly  understood 
that  9.5  per  cent  of  the  retail  distribut- 
ing is  done  through  credit  houses, 
and  still  the  jobbing  trade  of  our 
section  will  sell  troods  from  one-third 
to  one-lialt'  the  prolit  to  a  trade  cntter 
than  he  will  to  the  legitimate  trade, 
■and  he  does  this  knowing  'that  he  is 
har(;psin.g  and  demoralizing  !>r. 
cent  of  his  own  trade.  And  this  is 
a  common  occurauce. 
I  The  remedy  we  suggest  of  tin-  man- 
I  ufactnrer  niakinu:  the  price  obviaie.s 
all  necessity  of  the  jobber  clamoring 
to  do  away  with  the  large  buyer.

Not  only  know  just 
what  you  have  in  stock  in  all  depart- 
ments but  make  it  your  further  busi- 
ness to  learn  so  completely  all  the 
intricate  uses  of  each  item  that  you 
will  be,  in  position  to  suggest  new 
ways  and  different  ways  to  your  cus- 
tomers. 

A   Celery  Susrerestioii. 

Take  celery:  You  call  on  your  cus- 
tomer and,  it  being  eithei-  early  or 
late  ill  the  season — you  are  offering 
immature,  green,  partly  bleached 
stock — and  she  complains  that  it  is 
no  good.  ■» 

You  suggest  cooking  celery  and  the 
chances  are  ten  to  one  that  she  ha.s 
never  prepai-ed  celery  as  a  cooked 
vegetable. 

Then  offer  her  the  following  sugges- 
tion: Strip  all  the  outer,  coarser 
parts  from  the  inner,  tender  hearts. 
Piit  the  hearts  away  iu  cold  water  to 
get  crisp  and  be  served  up  in  the 
ordinary  way.  Then  cut  the  outer 
portio^is,  which  will  be  much  the 
greater  part  of  the  whole,  into  pieces 
about  an  inch  long,  put  in  stew-pan 
with  just  enough  salted  water  to  cov- 
er; bring  to  a  boil  and  allow  to  sim- 
mer until  lender;  drain  off  the  liquor 
into  a  pan,  being  careful  to  save  it  all 
since  the  liquor  is  what  retains  the 
flavor;  thicken  liquor  with  corn  starch 
or  tlour  and  add  milk  or  not  as  may

suit  the  iiidividuai  ra.ste;  then  pour 
over  the  cooked  celery  and  f.erve  hot 
ju.st  like  any  other  vegetable. 

If  your  customer  is  a  good  liver  and 
accustomed  to  rich  dishes,  she  may 
add  from  a  dessert  to  a  tablespoonfiil 
of  olive  oil — pure  California  olive  oil — 
not  any  cotton-seed  substance — to  the 
thickened  liquor  when  she  is  pre- 
paring it  to  pour  over  the  celery. 
An  Asparagus  Idea. 

Another  time  your  customer  will 
complain  th.it  asparagus  is  nice 
enough,  only  it  is  generally  so  tough 
that  to  use  it  is  wasteful.  Ask  her  if 
she  has  ever  peeled  it.  She  probably 
has  not — never  heard  of  such  a  thing. 
It  is,  however,  a  simple  and  well  un- 
derstod  process. 

The  extreme,  dry  ends  are  fo  be  cut 
off  about  half  an  inch;  then  begin  to 
peel  by  inserting  the  knife  under  the 
outer  skin  at  the  large  end  drawing 
it  toward  the  hand  with  which  you  are 
holding  the  stalk.  The  peel  will  get 
thin  and  finally  the  knife  will  find  no 
more  to  hold  to  as  it  gets  up  to  the 
tender  head.  This  is  to  be  repeated 
around  the  entire  stalk.  The  pro- 
cess will  make  asparagus  go  60  per 
cent  farther. 

AFTER  FALL  TRADE. 


Suggestions  For  the  Cousideratiou  of 
General  .Verchauts  of  the  Interior 

With  the  fall  season  comes  the  pros- 
pects of  increased  trade.  Crops  are 
good,  money  plentiful  and  the  mer- 
chants should  reap  a  harvest. 

It  matters  not  how  good  aad  active 
the  trade  may  be,  there  is  a  chance  to 
improve  it. 

During  dull  times  the  average  man 
accumulates  a  large  number  of  econ- 
omy crimps.  He  cuts  off  all  the  little 
luxuries  that  he  can.  In  a  way  he 
gets  the  pinch-penuy  habit.  Instead 
of  buying  a  four  dollar  hat.  he  chops 
down  the  price  of  his  head  gear  to  one 
plunk;  he  buys  a  calico  dress  for  his 
wife  instead  of  a  taffeta.  He  makes 
his  son  wear  an  $8  suit  of  clothes  in- 
stead of  a  $2  one.  He  buys  a  package 
of  Arbuckie  instead  of  Mocha  and 
Java,  and  so  it  goes  down  the  line. 

This  habit  so  sticks  to  him,  that 
when  prosperity  comes,  he  finds  his 
economical  streak  clinging  to  him  like 
a  sweaty  undershirt. 

It  is  this  class  of  customer  that 
needs  attention. 

Break  that  Habit. 

He  should  be  educated,  his  mind  di- 
rected from  penurious  ways  to  the 
broad  and  the  liberal.  He  is  ready  for 
progressive  work  of  the  jollier. 

The  impressionist  should  take  him 
in  hand — and  every  merchant  should 
be  an  impressionist — and  convince 
him  that  it  is  the  worst  kind  of  econ- 
omy to  buy  cheap  things. 

Every  man  has  a  little  pride  and 
there  is  a  way  of  appealing  to  it.  The 
wife  or  the  daughter  are  splendid  per- 1 
suaders,  and  once  they  get  after  the ; 
old  man  , there  is  always  some  thing  j 
doin',  so  don't  neglect  a  few  smiles  and  [ 


good  words  for  the  girl  and  the  house- 
wife. 

Adverti.ne  Rig  Rargain.s. 

Fall  time  is  the  sea.^on  for  festivi- 
ties. It  is  a  mighty  poor  tusvn  that 
can't  get  u|i  some  few  days  attrac- 
tipn  that  will  draw  into  it  the  farmer.s 
and  their  families.  During  these  time", 
.^pleiulid  chances  appear  for  conduct- 
ing bargain  sales,  and  if  there  is 
gumption  about  the  merchants  of  the 
place,  they  can  all  combine  and  make 
the  event  a  great  trade  carnival,  a  few 
days  or  a  week  of  imheard  of  bar- 
gains, and  the  only  kind  of  a  bargain 
sale  that  pays  the  merchant,  is  the  one 
that  doubles  his  trade  without  de- 
creasing  his   percentage  of  profit. 

It  is  always  well  to  bear  this  in 
mind,  and  let  your  bargain  offerings 
be  marked  so  that  low  prices  will  be 
on  "job  lot"  .good.'i  or  on  articles  that 
perhaps  there  will  be  little  demand 
for.  Uhe  bargain  sale  is  the  chance 
for  clearing  oft'  odds  and  ends. 


BOfilS  FRENCH  SARDINE.S. 


Sir  Frederick  Nicholson,  who  is 
now  in  the  United  States  on  a  special 
mission  for  the  Indian  government, 
is  seeking  to  find  out  all  he  can  about 
American  fisheries  and  fish  cultiire. 
He  says:  "By  the  use  of  sea  food 
Japan  has  been  able  to  support  a 
large  population  on  a  basis  of  only 
one-quarter  of  an  acre  of  lajid  per 
capita. 

"Japanese  canneries  are  shipping 
to  .\meiica  large  quantities  of  sui- 
dines  under  French  labels.  At  Tokyo 
there  is  the  finest  school  of  instruc- 
tion in  catching  fish,  curing  fish,  and 
breeding  fish  that  exists  anywhere. 
Other  similar  schools  and  experiment 
stations  are  scattered  throughout  .lap- 
an. 

"The  Japanese  Government  loans 
money  to  the  fishermen  to  enable 
them  to  purchase  the  boats  and  geaj- 
best  fitted  to  their  needs.  The  Japa- 
nese use  great  quantities  of  fish  for 
fertilizer  and  the  productiveity  of  the 
soil  is  greatly  increased  by  the  waste 
of  the  canneries.  The  Japanese  are 
looking  for  a  large  export  trade  to 
America  for  their  high-grade  go«ds." 


ROCHDALE  STORES  FAIL. 

One  by  one  the  co-operative  stores 
recently  established  under  the  Roch- 
dale system  in  Washington  are  passing 
under  private  ownership.    While  there 
has  been  only  a  comparatively  few 
failures,  it  is  evident  that  the  stock- 
holders have  recognized  the  fact  thai 
they  could  find  equally  profitable  re- 
turns for  their  investment  as  in  co- 
operative merchandizing,  and  are  re- 
linquishing their  holdin.gs.  Individual 
merchants  have  made  no  special  fighi 
against  the  incursion,  but  have  suc- 
ceeded in  demonstratnig  that  in  this

Bisplajiug:  Fruit, 

A  method  of  displaying  early  fruits 
and  vegetables  has  lately  become  pop  - 
ular in  some  sections,  'l  lu-  'viods  are 
arranged  iii  neat,  parraiii  i  r^ws,  the 
short  end  toward  the  street,  a  row  of 
beets  and  another  row  of  radishes 
being  separated  by  one  of  carrots  or 
leftucp.  This  sort  of  display  is  easily 
and  quickly  arranged  and  is  much' 
more  attractive  than  would  lie  the 
bame  goo<.ls  showji  in  baskets  or 
boxes. 

Where  berries  are  sinjwn.  the  boxes 
are  usually  placed  in  the  window. 
A.dded  effect  can.  be  secured  by  wrap- 
ping the  boxes  in  shelf  paper  or  other- 
wise to  conceal  the  wood. 

Haug^iug  tlu^  Card!?. 

An  approved  method  of  posting 
cards  in  a  window  is,  to  fasten  a  cord 


to  an  eyelet  in  eacli  of  tin;  four 
corners  of  the  card  and  carry  the 
loose  ends  of  cord  to  hoicks  at  the  ex- 
tremities of  the  window  space.  This 
has  the  effect  of  keeping  the  card 
rigidly  in  place  and  allows  it  to  stand 
out  prominently.  Where  it  is  hung 
loosely  th(>  card  is  apt  (o  curl  up  at 
the  edges  and  s|)oil  (he  effect.  IJis- 
play  c:ards  should  be  placed  low  in 
the  window — rather  beneath  the  aver- 
age line  of  vision  than  above  it — and 
the  matter  pritited  upon  it  should  be 
readable,  if  possible,  at  a  glance.

Protect  Agai!i!>t  Knoeking:  MetUods  of 
Tostuu!  Advertisers. 

"Coffee  is  Poison."  Such  are  the 
signs  that  meet  the  eye  of  the.,  traveler 
on  the  "L"  road  of  New  York  and  vari- 
ous other  places  where  "postum"  is 
advertised.  So  all  handlers  of  coffee 
must  be  poisoners,  and  1  am  surprised 
lliat  so  respectable  a  body  of  men  will 
submit  to  at!  innuendo  of  tliis  kind. 

Probably  they  consider  the  state- 
ment to  ridiculous  that  it  is  not  worth 
tb(Mr  while  to  dispute  it.  But  they 
should  remember  that  these  are  days 
of  Christian  Science,  when  it  seemy 
that  nothing  is  so  absurd  but  that  it 
finds  lots  of  followers.  It  seems  to 
me  that  coffee  men  generally  ought  to 
advertise  the  virtues  of  cofffee  as  an 
offset  to  tliese 'ridiculous  charges  that 
arc  brought  against  it. 

It  would  be  foolish  for  a  man  to 
go  about  boasting  of  his  honesty  when 
there  had  been  no  question  raised 
;jiH.nt  it.  He  would  Ije  more  foolish 
-fill  ,ii,i  he  not  refute  charges  should 
any  be  brought. 

So  it  is  with  coffee. 

All  handlers  of  it  .';honld  do  their 
duty  in  r.?gard  to  adAertising  the  bene- 
fits derived  from  it,  to  refute  these 
calumnJes  that  are  being  heaped  upon 
it  by  the  advertisers  of  "jiostum."  If 
everyone  would  do  his  share  of  ad- 
vertising coffee  s  good  points,  it  would 
not  be  much  for  anyone. 

They  conld  also  advertise  to  supply 
Pye  coffee,  which,  while  being  of  no  j 
benefit  to  anyone,  is  ••ertainly  as  grjod , 
as  "postum."  and  at  about  one-foni  th] 
the  price  of  ''postum."

A  committee  from  the  Associated 
Retail  Grocers  consisting  of  President 
Nathan  Bibo,  Vice-President  Geo.  B. 
Doyle,  .los.  A.  Stulz,  Mr.  Daunemark, 
A.  Zietich,  Acting  Secretary  .J.  J.  Cu- 
sack  and  A.  H.  Powers  waited  on  the 
Relief  Committee  last  week  to  see 
what  could  be  done  towards  expedi- 
ting the  payment  of  grocers  claims. 

The  gfocers  were  told  to  come  at 
3  o'clock,  as  the  Executive  Committee 
met  then.  They  appeared  with  a  let- 
ter in  which  they  stated  their  con- 
tentions and  asked  for  information 
as  to  the  i)lans  of  operation  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Grocers  Claims. 

The  stand  taken  by  the  Associated 
Retail  Grocers  is  as  follows: 

l.st.  Tliat.  where  supplies  were  taken 
from  a  store  upon  the  order  of  an.v 
recognized  authority  either  military, 
police  or  civil,  that  the  relief  funris 
sliould  be  responsible  for  the  fuU  iirov- 
vn  vnlite  of  the  same.  , 

2il.  That  when  the  store  of  a  mer- 
cliant  was  burned  after  the  stock  had 
been  taken  by  the  authorities  tliat  tin- 
Relief  Fund  should  pay  in  fiiU  the 
proven  value  of  tlie  goods  taken. 

Sd.  'fhat  when  a  store  has  been 
bnrned  after  the  g-oods  have  been  taken

That  as  soon  as  a  dealers'  bill 
lias  lieen  passed  upon  that  he  Nhould  be 
iiiforiiied  as  to  the  amount  allowed  on 
hi,s  bill  and  bo  notified  of  some  time 
when  he  eoiiltl  iliiix*:*!*  lier.siinsil i.v  anil 
show  Ciiuse  wb.y  bis  di'n}and  should  nnl 
bccut  down  if  ho  thinks  an  injustice 
has  been  done,  him. 

The  Executive  Committee  did_  not 
meet  at  3  o'clock.  The  grocers  Vvere 
informed  the  meeting  would  be  at  4. 

About  4:ir,  Mr.  Allan  Pollok  met 
them  and  kindly  gave  them  every  at- 
tention and  consideration.  He  went 
into  conditions  fully.  He  later  con- 
ducted the  committee  of  grocers  to 
the  rooms  of  the  Executive  Conimit- 
ti>c  in  charge  of  the  relief.  It  was 
then  found  there  had  been  no  meet- 
ing, as  there  had  not  been  a  quorum.

the  State  Association. 

Alyself  iuid  others  interested  in  or- 
ganization\)rogress,  raised  iimds  hy 
a  theatre  party  to  assit  in  pii;.  iug  the 
local's  p:^r  cai)ita  tax  to  ihe  State  As- 
sociation. 

Salomon  and  the  liquor  interests, 
voted  to  use  this  money  to  i)ay  the 
expenses  of  delegates  to  the  State 
Convention,  paying  only  al)out  $()0 
ovei'  ro  the  State  Association.  They 
then  votiid  to  withdraw  from  the  State 
Association  on  the  pround  that  it 
C(»ul<l  «lo  iiofiiinii'  to  heii»  keej*  the 
Ii(|iior  license  doivn  to  !|»S4  a  year  (it 
is  now  $500)  and  that  the  other  i)ur- 
poses  of  the  State  Association  did 
not  interest  them.  , 

It  was  at  this  juncture  that  our 
members,  unable  longer  to  endure  the 
annoyance  and  ignominy  of  associa- 
tion with  men  whose  interests  were 
so  foreign  to  ours  and  who  were  mak- 
ing' it  impossible  for  us  to  secure  re- 
suits. 

How  They  InterfereJ. 

Flour  I'l'olits.— We  demanded  of  tin- 
flour  nulls  that  they  refuse  to  allow 
a  few  bi.g  cutters  to  sell  ilipii-  .si.ind- 
ard  l)rands  at  cut  prices,  'I'li,-  mar- 
.gin  on  fiour  at  the  time  was  from  5 
to-71/^c  per  sack.  Salomon  and  his 
friends  joined  in  a  protest  against  our 
movement  and  made  our  fight  extend 
over  a  year.  We  ai-e  now  getting  a 
mar.gin  of  20c  ajjd  2.')C  jier  sack  since 
cur  influence  counted  and  the  mills 
found  their  protest  did  not  carry  an\ 
real  weight. 

IM-event  C<t-Oi)('ratioii. — As  San 
l>'rancisco  retailers  buy  from  -  only 
al)Out  five  of  the  wholesale  grocers  of 
the  city,  it  followed  that  we  had  to 
have  the  co-operation  of  the  grocers 
of  the  interior  to  be  able  to  secure 
influence  with  the  other  twelve. 
Throu.gh  (he  State  Association  this 
was  ))rovided.  The  San  Francisco  re- 
tailers, of  course,  had  to  be  prepared 
to  help  the  grocers  of  othea-  cities. 
Los  Angeles  grocers  had  the  co-op- 
eration of  EVERY  WHOLESALER  in 
that  city  to  refuse  to  supply  a  certain 
catting  de|)artment  store  with  goods. 
One  San  Francisco  wholesale  house 
"butted  in"  to  sell  them.  This  house 
could  not  expect  to  hold  the  business. 
They  acted  as  they  did  because  they 
felt  the  temporary  profits  would  be 
worth  more  to  them  than  weakening 
and  perhajjs  disrupting  a  strong  Cali- 
fornia (irocers"  Association.  ■"Sapolio" 
cut  off  this  wholesale  house  for  sel- 
lin.g  their  goods  to  the  firm  in  ques- 
tion. The  San  Francisco  .grocers  were 
urged    by   organization   men   to  de-.

keep  liquor  licenses  down. 

You  may  be  interested  in  knowing 
that  I  have  always  served  as  secre- 
tary of  our  association  without  sal- 
ary, being  a  grocer  myself. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  num- 
erous abusive  letters  sent  out  b.v  Solo- 
mon and  Krueger  were  mailed  ivitli- 
oiit  tlio  knoAvU'dire  or  approYiil  of  a 
majority  of  their  directors. 

Some  Tyju'cal  Mis-Statements. 

In  a  letter  to  President  .John  A. 
Green,  printed  in  the  "Grocer  and 
Country  Merchant,"  a  paper  that  has 
always  o|)posed  our  association  work, 
Mr.  Krueger  says: 

"At  a  meeting  called  on  the  HUli 
lust,  by  The  Associated  Retail  Gro- 
cers, the  Editor  of  the  Retail  Grocers' 
Advocate  used  his  influence"  success- 
fully in  entertaining  a  motion-  to  en- 
gage an  organizer  at  one  hundred  dol- 
lars per  month." 

We  value  the  advice  of  Mr.  Powers, 
who  is  a  veteran  in  association  work, 
and  has  accomplished  more  to  ..help 
tlie  grocers  and  with  less  return  to 
himself  than  any  other  individual  in 
tlie  State.  Our  action  did  not  benefit 
Mr.  Powers.  It  was  taken  because 
it  presented  the  best  wa^-  of  beneflt- 
ing  all  the  grocers. 

Mr.  Krueger  says: 

"We  know  that  your  princiide  is  to 
work  for  harniony  and  not  the  crea- 
tion of  discord  and  disruption.  TJisir 
or.gauization  are  now  using  the  money 
forwarded  for  the  relief  of  the  gro- 
cers to  disrupt  our  organization,  and 
as  we  have  practically  all  the  grocers 
in  our  association,  we  consider  it  a 
direct  stab  at  us." 

We  have  told  of  .the  Solomon-Krue- 
ger  membership  already. 

As  our  organization  proposes  to  do 
re;il  association  work  for  rei»!  {rroeers. 
we  think  that  President  (ireen  will 
realize  that  no  better  u.se  can  be  made 
of  the  funds  than  to  help  the  real  irro- 
cers  to  help  themselves  by  having  h 
field  secretary  to  give  his  entire  time 
to  our  members  claims  and  insurance. 

In  another  letter  to  National  Presi- 
dent Green,  dated  .July  I'Jth.  Mr.  Solo- 
mon says  that  he  has  tried  hard  to 
bring  the  two  existing  organizations 
together  and  had  suggested  that  a 
committee  of  both  bodies  be  appointed 
for  this  pnrpn.sp.    }]o  writp.s: 

"The  I'rosideul,  Mr.  JJilKt,  does  not] 
objeel..   The  nieiiiliers  do  not  ob.ieef.! 
The  seerelary  lold  nie  he  was  in  fin  or  | 
of  it..  But  it  seems  (hat  these  ceufle- 
men  are  all  "mesmerized''  hy  the  edi- 1 


tor  of  their  'ofticiul  organ.' " 

This  statement  is  false. 

Mr.  Solomon  did  suggest  to  ms  once 
that  the  two  organizations  come  to- 
gether and  that  he  he  made  i)resideut 
and  our  president,  Mr.  X.  Bibo,  be 
made  vice-president  of  a  new  organi- 
zation. The  suggestion  was  so  ridicu- 
lous that  I  only  laughed  at  it  and  told 
him  that  we  were  .satisfied  as  we 
were. 

The  "ready  letter  writer,"  F.  Krue- 
ger. devotes  much  space  in  his  Bulle- 
tin of  .July.  1900,  to  personal  abuse 
of  Mr.  Powers,  to  whojn  I  know  he  is 
indebted  for  many  favors.  According 
to  his  account,  he  Was  a  sort  of  Santa 
Clans,  showering  gifts  upon  the  Ad- 
vocate from  his  munificent  wealth.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  durin.g  the  time  he 
writes,  he  was  under  salary  with  Mr. 
Powers  at  Fifteen  Dollars  a  week. 
The  grocers  of  San  Francisco  who  | 
know  of  conditions  feel  that  he  should  j 
bs  very  much  ashamed  of  his  attemi)ts 


to  injure  and  slur  the  man  who  was 
his  benefactor  when  he  needed  help 
very  badly. 

In  one  paragraph  of  his  article  he 
says:  "The  .\dvocate  •  *  *  has  not, 
never  had,  and  never  will  have  '>w 
bona  fide  subscribers. ' 

Mr.  Krueger  knows  that  this  state- 
ment is  untrue,  as  he  worked  for  the 
paper  and  is  familiar  with  its  circu- 
lation. I  have  investigated  the  .\d- 
voeate's  subscription  books  person- 
ally and  know  that  its  circulation  is 
many  times  in  excess  of  the  figure 
named  by  Mr.  Krueger. 

The  statements  I  have  quoted  sh<»w 
to  what  lengths  these  men  will  go. 
Now  ask  yourselves  "Why?"  .... 
It  is  a  i)ity  that  the  grocers  of  San 
Francisco  should  be  handicapped  by 
an  element  that  does  nothing  itself, 
j  yet  seeks  to  interefere  with  the  work 
j  of  an  organization  devoted  to  genuiu'' 
association  effort.

Iiaukin.c;  j^anie  l)y  means  of  a  slot  ina- 
clilne  for  money,  checks,  credits  and 
other  reiM-esentativcs  of  value."  Tin" 
decision  was  written  hy  .Justice 
L$uckles  and  a  conctirrin.s;  opinion  was 
si.u,ned  hy  .Instices  McLaii.s^hlin  and 
Chipnian.  Jn  many  counties  the  of- 
ficers are  now  i)reventin.!?  the  opera- 
tion of  merchandise  machines. 

The  decision  was  rendered  in  con- 
nection with  the  api)lication  of  C.  C. 
Williams,  a  cigar  dealer  of  PetaUima. 
tor  a  writ  of  halieas  corpus.  He  was 
arrested  December  4,  1905,  and  fined 
$10(1.  He  was  to-day  ordered  dis- 
charged. It  was  on  the  words  "other 
representatives  of  value"  that  the 
case  rested.  TheAppellate  Court  held 
that  according  to  the  rules  of  the  law 
the  words  coming  after  the  words 
"money  ■  and  "checks"  merely  incor- 
])orated  items  of  a  similar  nature, 
and  did  not  embrace  cigars  and  other 
merchandise. 

In  his  opinion  .Tustice  Buckles  holds 
as  follows; 

"There  is  nothing  in  section  SSO 
which  prohibits  gambling  for  cigars. 
It  follows  that  the  practitioner  must 
be  discharged." 

In  the  concurring  opinion  .Iusti<Je 
McLaii.ghlin  has  the  following  to  say; 


"It  Is  clear  from  the  language  of 
thia  eection  that  it  is  a  miEdemeanor 
to  conduct  or  carry  on  a  ;/ior  machine 
or  other  device  pl.nyed  for  money; 
checks  or  credits,  but  »  *  •  Mad  the 
l^egislature  intended  to  place  the  ban 
of  the  law  on  slot  maciiines  played 
for  ci.gars  or  any  other  class  of  mer- 
chandise, the  natural,  ordinary  com- 
mon-sense way,  in  fact  the  only  way 
to  do  so,  would  have  been  to  use  the 
phrases  "aiiyiliing  of  value"  or  some 
sinilar  and  ecjuallx'  comprehensive 
expression.  Not  having  done  so,  we 
cannot  extend  the  scope  of  the 
statutes  by  giving  it  a  construction  at 
variance  with  rules  of  law  and  the 
iiccepted  and  established  meaning  (>( 
words  employed."

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FIXING  THE  PROFITS. 


\  Logriciil  Review  of  tlio  Reasons  Why 
3Iiiinifacturers  Should  Act. 


In  an  address,  delivered  at  Portland, 
Ore.,  by  .1.  J.  Higsins,  seoret;ir.\  of 
the  Seattle  Retail  fJrocers'  Associa- 
tion, that  gentleman  discussed  the 
mater  of  the  fixing  of  retail  selling 
prices  as  follows: 

Wliy  the  Maiuifaetiirer  Should  Fix  the 
Retail  I'lice. 

"The  manufacturer  should  fix  the 
price  because  price  fixing  has  been 
one  of  the  features  of  trade  that  tell 
to  his  lot  from  the  very  earliest  peri- 
od of  the  connncrcial  world  and  he 
never  has  surrendered  the  princiide 
and  never  will. 

"In  manufacturing  a  piece  of  goods 
the  first  cpiestion  he  considers  is,  "At 
what  price  can  I  make  it  reach  the 
ctiinsiimer 

"To  answer  that  question  he  has  to 
consider  wliat  it  cost  him  In  man- 
ufacture, advertise;  and  i)ay  for  iis  dis- 
tribution from  the  factory  to  the  con- 
sumer, and  that  involves  the  broker, 
wholesaler  and  retailer. 

A  SquJirc  Deal  for  All. 

"That  being  true,  we  must  admit 
that  the  manufactuier  is  in  a  position 
to  see  that  all  i)arties  in  any  v^'ny  con- 
nected with  the  •  traiisaclion  ;;et  a 
sfjuare  deal,  providing  he  is  willing  to 
use  the  power  and  privileges  linn  lie 
possesses. 

"The  manufacturers  have  fixed  and 
are  fixing  the  retail  price.  When  tln'v 
send  their  si>ecialty  men  out  flu-  fiist 
argument  they  use  in  iiiarl<cfiug  ilie 
goofls  is  what  the  .goods  will  sell  tor 
and  the  possible  profit. 

"Hut  many  of  them  have  ncvci'  at- 
tempted to  maintain  the  pi  icc  lixcd. 

"Why? 

",13ocause  there  has  never  been  any- 
thing like  an  organized  effdrt  nuidc 
requesting  them  to. 

Has  Been  Sueeessful 

"The  association  at  Los  Angeles. 
Spokane,  Taconia  and  H(-alilc  have  re- 
quested the  maintenance  of  I  Ik;  l  elail 
price,  and  their  requests  liave  been 
honored  by  many  manufacturers  and 
are  working  very  successfully  as  far 
as  they  go.  That  the  policy  is  not 
more  universally  put  into  effect  is 
largely  due  to  the  retailers  them- 
selves. 

"ft  is  not  an  nnreas(mal)la  re(tuesf 
to  make.  That  the  retailers  are  almost 
universally  in  favor  of  the  i)olicy  on 
this  coast,  where  they  liave  had  any 
experience  with  it  or  learned  of  it 
through  the  trade  press,  is  undeniable. 

"The  retaiter  has  beoi  altogether 
too  modest  in  his  requests  to  the  nian- 
ufaclurer  and  wholesaler.  Many  man- 
nfacturers  and  wholesalers  stand 
ready  to  concerle  the  policy  w^ierc  the 
,  retailers  demand  it. 

Utisiaess  Is  Busiiies.s. 

"Du.'siness  Is  not  conducted  along 
.=ifintiniental  lines.  The  mamil'aeturer 
is  not  out  looking  for  trouble  and  ex- 


pense in  order  to  jirotect  the  retailer. 
He  is  after  a  market  for  his  goods, 
and  that  market  he  finds  with  as  little 
trouble  and  expense  as  possible. 

"That's  business.  - 

"If  you  think  it  is  I'ight.  and  I 
know  \-ou  do.  then  denumd  it.  You 
ai  e  iiionarclis  of  the  situation  if 'you 
(uily  knew  it. 

Maintaining'  Prices  Practical. 

"There  is  not  a  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  it  is  practical  and  legal  and  it  is 
certainly  for  the  best  interests  of  all 
that  he  should  maintain  the  retail 
l)rice.  Many  manufacturers  of  drugs, 
(lr\gods,  furHiture  and  agricultui'al 
imijlements  are  successfully  protect- 
ing the  retail  i)rices  on  staple  articles 
in  their  lines.  If  it  is  i)ossil)!e  for  the 
nianufacturers  to  estaJilisli  and  main- 
tain the  price  on  staples  in  those 
lines  'of  trade  that  carry  immense 
profits,  then  how  much  more  neces- 
sai-y  does  it  become  in  the  grocery 
business,  which  of  a  necessity  is  con- 
duc'liMl  on  such  a  small  margin. 

".Again,  the  al)ove  lines  of  trade, 
driven  to  protection  Ijy  tiieir  saner 
brethren,  have  found  it  convenient  to 
use  as  "leaders"  the  staples  jjopular- 
ized  the  *  retail    grocer,  realizing 

that  they  could  at  any  time  kick  out 
the  .grocery  staples  without  injury  to 
their  regular  lines.  The  necessity  of 
established  and  maintained  i^rices  In 
order  to  protect  the  grocers  from  this 
outside  enemy,  as  well  as  from  price- 
cutters  in  their  own  ranks,  is  evident. 
Won't  Work  For  IVothin!?. 

"Manufacturers  are  successfully 
maintaining  uniform  prices  on  many 
ailicles  ain(Mi,g  the  wholesalei's.  be- 
cause the  wholesalers  have  demanded 
it  and  reftise  to  i)usli  their  goods  un- 
less ilu'  manufacturers  i)rotect  them. 

"It  is  contended  by  some  manu- 
factnrers  who  wish  to  shirk  the  re- i 
s|)onsiliility  of  price  maintenance  thatj 
the  l  eiailers  will  resent  such  a  policy  j 
as  an  unwarranted  intrusion  and  in- 1 
terfeience  with  their  rights.  In  the! 
case  of  the  i)rononnced  price-cutters'! 
this  is  true,  especially  so  if  no  condi- 1 
tions  are  attached  to  the  sale.  When  \ 
the  manufacturer  attaches  conditions 
an<l  sells  his  goods  under  contract,' 
then  the  taljles  will  be  reversed  and  j 
the  retailer  will  be  usurping  the ; 
rights  of  the  manufacturer  and  inter-  j 
fering  with  his  business  rights  bj' 
cutting  the  established  i)rice. 

".Just  why  a  manufacturer  should  j 
hesitate  to  i)rotect  himself  against  the] 
unl)usinesslike  tricks  of  a  stubborn' 
and  vicious  l  etailer  aild  never  hesitate  ' 
to  tackle  the  li^rgvst  wholesale  house  j 
for  the  same  reason,  we  have  never' 
been  able  to  learn.  j 

Contracts  Are^Jtespeeted. 

"If  it  is  not  practical  to  maintain 
r6tail    [)riccs.   why  do  cut-rnte  drug! 
stores,  hardware  stores  and  drygoodsi 
stores  in  th;>ir  advertisements  always' 
except  contract  jfoodsj  | 

If  if  is  practical,  and  we  contend  it 
is,  why  should  less  than  •'•  per  ccjit  of  j 
the  retailers  who  percust  in  cutting 
pricBf.  he  ij'' !  ni  ii  I '^'1  f'l  tU' 


interests  of  the  other  9.>  per  cent,  as 
well  as  the  interests  of  every  manu- 
facturer whose  goods  he  can  secure, 
.^lanufaclnrcrs'  Interests  Jeopardize. 

"The  manufacturer's  interests  are 
jeopardized  when  the  legitimate  re- 
tailers refuse  to  display  and  push  tin- 
sale  of  such  goods  as  are  permitted  to 
be  cut.  Whenever  grocers  have  by 
their  labor  in  display  and  other  ef- 
forts assisted  in  |)oi)ularizing  a 
brand  of  .goods  they  have  in  a  meas- 
ure helped  to  put  value  into  it.  The 
manufacturer,  if  he  is  an  honorable 
man,  will  see  that  they  arei^ji'otecteil 
in  that  labor  by  assuring  them  a  con- 
tinuing reasonable  margin  of  profit.

Statistics  show 
that  the  visible  supply  of  Mrazilian 
coffees  at  .the  end  of  the  crop  yeai- 
were  7,492,788  ba.gs,  as  against  8,(;7fi.- 
479  bags  in  190.5  and  9,7r):5,o:jO  bags 
in  1904. 

"The  i)roduction  during  the  year 
was:  1900,  10,837,200  bags;  190.5.  10,- 
527,300  bags;  1904,  11,100,400  bags. 

"The  consumption  was:  190C.  12,- 
087,196  bags;  1905.  11,60:5,851  bags; 
1904.  11,290,6:13  ba.gs. 

"We  call  especial  attention  to  thr- 
enormous  reduction  in  the  visible  siii)- 
ply  of  Brazil  cofTee  which  took  idace 
iji  the  course  of  the  last  three  years. 
This  i-eduction  amounts  to  about  2.". 
per  cent  within  that  period,  and  whilsr 
the  production  during  these  Ihre" 
years  was -on  the  average,  Hi,,S(i(i.(iou 
ba.gs.  the  consumption  has  increased 
from  1114  million  to  I2,10P,ono  bags 
in  that  short  si)ace  of  time. 

"The  visible  supply  of  Milds  de- 
creased about  380,000  bags  during  the 
pait  year. 

'No  new  cro))  of  any  extent  can 
reach  consuming  markets  before  the 
end  of  August,  and  by  that  time  the 
visible  supj)ly  of  Brazils  In  Eiirrjpe 
and  the  United  States  will  have  under- 
gone a  further  reduction  of  at  least 
1  million  bags.  These  countries  have 
not  been  in  so  good  a  jjosition  (ov 
handling  the  incoming  crop  as  they 
are  this  year;  hut  we  find  that  despite 
the  near  ap))roach  of  heavy  receipts 
at  Rio  and  Santos,  the  Brazilian  mar- 
kets continue  to  rule  veiy  firm,  and 
there  is  a  constant  lack  of  offerings 
of  new  cro|)  for  forward  shipment. 
This  may  be  ])artlally  due  If)  (he 
knowledge  of  Brazilian  expoiters  of 
the  needs  f)f  consuming  market.s.  lint 
their  markets  will  be  put  to  the  fot 
when  the  large  receipts  are  actually 
taking  place,  ayd  it  will  then  be  .soeii 
wlielher  the  endnriuire  of  Uy;i7.iU\ntt 
Comniissarios  to  hold  to  their  prices, 
or  Ilie  aDsiention  of  tmyers  in  con- 
suming markets  will  win  out.  An  ad- 
justment of  values  is  hound  to  take 
place  in  order  to  bring  about  impoi  ( 
'ei.iiuess.''

All  of  the  pea  packing  states  will  be 
short  of  last  year's  output. 

Do  not  dump  your  bulls-r  indis- 
criminately into  a  barrel  to  be  sold 
as  packing  stock.  Keep  the  good 
dairies  separate  from  the  packing 
stock  and  you  will  gel  more  for  thorn. 

Most  manufacturers  of  wodenware 
say  that  a  stiffening  of  prices  will  be 
necessary,  largely  on  account  of  the 
increased  cost  of  timber  used  in  man- 
ufacture and  the  liiglier  cost  of  labor. 

A  St.  Paul  butter  and  egg  store  re- 
cently had  a  whole  window  full  of 
eggs,  with  a  hen  and  some  little 
chicks  in  a  pretty  white  coop  in  one 
corner.  The  disi)l;ty  attracted  much 
attention. 

A  good  butter  cooler  is  an  abso- 
lute necessity.  There  is  no  way  in 
which  the  butter,  cheese,  eggs  and 
vegetables  can  be  kej)t  fresh  in  the 
hot  weather.  Don't  be  afraid  to  use 
lots  of  ice. 

Do  you  keep  a  comprehensive  set 
of  books  that  show  where  you  stand? 
No?  Well,  it  is  only  a  question  of 
time  when  you  will  be  tamping  rails 
with  a  section  gang  or  following  some 
such  occupation. 

If  yon  handle  premium  goods  you 
place  yourself  in  a  position  where  you 
are  a  competitor  of  the  furniture 
dealer,  the  chinaware  man  and  tlii' 
hardware  merchants  who  buy  their 
groceries  from  you. 

The  position  of  candied  citron  ;m)(I 
peel  continues  to  strengthen  from  day 
to  day.  Present  prices  on  citron  are 
good  only  for  the  present  month,  af- 
ter which  an  advance  of  one  cent  per 
pound  will  take  effect. 

Advices  from  M;irseilles  say  that 
the  upward  tendency  of  prices  on 
Tarragona  almonds  is  strongly  ac- 
centuated. Stocks  of  old  are  nearly 
exhausted  and  sellers  for  future  de- 
livery are  Still  holding  aloof. 

One  effect  of  the  new  pure  food  law 
will  be  that  we  will  not  be  compelled 
to  wait  until  we  op-.Mi  the  cans  of 
some  iy)rls  of  foodstuffs  to  learn  th»t 
the  contents  are  adulterated.  We  will 
have  only  fo  look  at  the  label. 

The  salad  season  is  here.  The  wise 
dealer  soon  discovers  that  il  pays 
to  sell  snjierior  salad  oik  I'-ragranl 
and  finely  flavored  olive  oil  means 
all  the  differenci^  in  the  world  be- 
tween a  good  salad  and  a  poor  salad. 

Change  the  stock  aiound  once  in  a 
Avhile.  The  same  old  cans  in  the 
same  old  place  week  aftel'  week, 
month  after  monlh,  become  exced- 
ingly  monotonous,  not  only  to  the  cusr 
tomers.  Imt  to  the  clerks  in  the  store. 

Educating  his  trade  should  be  a 
part  of  every  grocer's  Inisiness.  Tin 
taste  for  some  lines,  like  olives  and

S<»Tne  of  tlie  ^Vajs  TIi.tJ  Profits  Arc 
Knocked  Ont  of  Bnsiness. 

Did  you  ever  look  closely  into  the 
l)ossible  ways  which  some  leaks  may 
occiii'  and  that  dribble  away  your 
iMofils?  The  hundred  and  one  ways 
in  which  you  can  lose  money  in  tiie 
daily  liansacliou  of  business  unless 
you  aie  eternally  and  everlastingly 
vigilant? 

Over  buying  is  aleak.  Tying  up 
your  money  in  10,  25  and  50-case  lots, 
or  a  bulk  supply  of  certain  goods 
which  is  stock  enough  for  six  months, 
is  exi)ensive.  One  or  two  cases  can 
be  bought  foi-  a  price  that,  in  turning 
your  nioiu'N-,  several  limes,  enables  you 
to  .gain  a  better  per  cent  of  the  proflt 
than  you  make  in  saving  by  buying 
larger  (jnantites. 

Careless  handling,  destroying  or 
giving  awa,\  empty  boxes,  barrels  and 
burlaps  is  another  leak.  Do  you  take 
good  care  of  these;  when  empty,  to 
see  tliat  they  keep  in  good  saleable 
condition,  so  you  can  dispose  of  them 
a.t  a  price?  They  will  pay  the  cost 
of  your  fire  insurance  and  many  other 
expenses,  such  as  repairs  and  adver- 
tising. 

Another  leak  is  letting  customers 
have  small  orders  on  credit  for  u  day 
or  two.  These  sale  slips  ai-e  often 
left  hanging  on  a  nail  or  hook  instead 
of  entci  iu.i;  I  In;  cliai  .^e  in  your  bookj 
and  are  ofleii  lost  and  the  bills  never 
paid.  ^ 

Letting  (loiibtful  customers  liave  a 
few  .^(lods  Jnsi  lo  see  if  they  will  pay 
for  them  when  thi.'.\'  say  they  will, 
when  at  the  lime  .\oii  dotdit  if  they 
will  ever  pa.\-.    'J'his  is  another  leak. 

Do  you  w(dnli,  c(Miiit  orjneasure  all 
goods  as  per  invoice?  Do  this,  and 
you  will  doubdess  be  surprised  to 
find  much  of  it  shoi-t.  1'bis  is  an- 
other leak-  which  sf)me,times  takes 
away  i||<.  ;;ic;ilei  pa.rt  of  the  profit 
you  .should  have  for  the  handling  of 
such  goods. 

Do  you  figure  over  all  invoices  of 
goods  received,  to  correct  errors  that 
may  occur? 

Storing  away  goods  in  a  corner 
where  they  cannot  be  seen  is  >a  leak

The  Ignited  States 
lias  drawn  more  largely  than  usual  on 
the  Cuban  supplies,  neglecting  those 
of  Java,  which  have  gone  to  other 
markets.  The  Java  planters  have 
shipped  some  20i),000  tons  less  sie/ar 
to  the  Itniled  States  this  >'eai'  than 
last.  This  leaves  a  minus  in  snimi; 
of  200,000  tons  from  ihat  sonr^.'. 
call  ui)on  the  Cuban  crop  leaves  tliat 
market  something  lilte  lOD.aaii  tons 
minus  supplies  for  innnertiate  future. 
Sinc^e  there  is  nothing  to  be  had  in 
Europe  to  approximate  this  minus 
suitable  for  .Vmerican  nurrkets  but 
best  sugars  and  the  Euroi'/san  holders 
are  advancing  their  beets  as  i-apidly 
as  we  advance,  it  will  he  readil.^■  seen 
that  ati  important  crisis  lias  come  jn 
the  matter  of  supplies  of  raw  sugar 
in  the  United  States  to  meet  the  large- 
ly increased  coiisuni))ti\'e  demand  now 
going  on  in  this  countr>-.  The  condi- 
tions have  become  known  to  holders 
of  Cuban  sugars,  who  have  generall,\- 
withdrawn  their  sugars  from  the  mar- 
ket. It  is  soinewhai  difficult  to  say 
on  what  basis  new  business  will  be 
put  on.  There  are  moderate  offer- 
ings of  Porto  Rico  for  prompt  ship- 
ment at  .3.78  for  96  deg.  and  Cuban 
at  3.S9C  duty  paid,  for  last  half  of 
August."

ASPAKAGUS. 

Owing  to  the  sudden  melting  of  the 
snow  in  the  mountains,  and  the  con- 
sequent rising  of  the  rivers,  over  2,000 
acres  of  asparagus  lands  were  flooded. 
This  decreased  the  pack  very  materi- 
ally. The  distribution  of  the  pack  is 
further  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
no  jobber  wants  to  take  a  greater  jjro- 
portion  than  he  can  of  the  round  tins. 

CANNED  TOMATOES. 

— The  Orange 
County  Preserving  Company  has  con- 
tracted for  a  large  acreage  of  toma- 
toes at  $7  per  ton.  It  is  too  early  to 
form  an  estimate  of  the  output,  as  it 
may  be  affected  by  blight  between  now 
and  the  middle  of  next  month. 

Kaltiinore,  Md.,  JhIj  2". — ^The 
"Trade"  reports: 

"There  has  been  a  perfect  deluge 
during  the  past  week.  The  tomato 
crop  in  the  Chesapeake  region,  which 
was  almost  ruined  by  the  drought,  is 
once  more  being  almost  ruined  by  too 
much  wet.  It  is  feared  that  numer- 
ous showers  coming  in  the  heat  of  the 
day  will  result  in  scalding  of  the  to- 
mato fields.  Spot  tomatoes  have  shown 
no  further  decline.  No.  3  Standards 
are  quoted  at  75-77%c.  The  Syndi- 
cate is  anxious  about  its  holdings, 
which  is  estimated  at  from  750,000  to 
1,250,000  cases.  Jobbers  are  not  dis- 
posed to  help  the  Syndicate.

The  Ciistoiiicr  With  a  Gricvaiico.. 

How  lo  (leal  with  a  customer  who 
oheiishes  a  grievance,  is  a  i)rol)len! 
Iliat  is  always  recurring  to  salesmen 
in  every  line — aud  comparatively  few 
have  mastered  the  art  of  ))lacating 
(he  injui-ed  one,  satisfying  him  and 
increasing  his  trade,  and  at  the  same 
finie  defending  their  firm  from  un- 
fair demands,  says  W.  H.  Wade  in 
'Salesmanship."' 

This  requires  as  much  of  the  "vel- 
vet touch"  as  it  takes  to  sell  goods. 

In  many  cases  a  complaint  from  a 
disatisfied  customer  can  be  turned 
(f»  a  good  advantage,  provided  the 
man  who  complains  has  been  sin- 
cere, but  mistaken,  in  his  grotmd  for 
making  it. 

Ahvajs  Be  Conservative. 

The  salesman  should  take  a  con- 
sorvativp  attitude  until  he  has  thor- 
oughly investigated  the  cause  of  the 
trouble.  If  he  launches  immediately 
iuto  assurances  that  the  customer 
"must  be  mistaken,"  the  latter,  who 
feels  certain  for  his  part  that  there 
can  be  no  mistake,  jy)nsiders  that  in- 
sult to  his  mental  powers  has  been 
added  to  whatever  injury  he  has  sus- 
tained, or  believes  he  has 'sustained. 
Besides  baing  angry  he  then  becomes 
obstinate,  and  more  exorbitant  in  his 
demands  for  reparation.  Under  these 
circumstances,  unless  the  salesman 
can  promise  to  fulfill  any  unreason- 
al)le  request,  he  is  likely  to  lose  a 
pari  ()]■  even  all  •  of  his  customer's 
tiade. 

In  cases  where  the  customer's  griev- 
ance is  purely  imagina\r,  or  -where  it 
is  "faked"  because  he  wants  to  get 
llio  goods  f)lf  his  hands — and  these 
cases  arc  rather  more  numerous  than 
HiiV  omers — the  salesman  should  take 
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a  firm  stand/  for  the  rights  of  the 
house. 

Be  Fair  to  the  Honse. 

It  is-  poor  policy  to  acpnisce  in  the 
customer's  complaint  when  it  is 
groundless,  merely  through  fear  of 
offending  him  and  losing  his  patron- 
age. 

If  he  has  made  a  mistake  it  will 
be  api)arent  to  him  soner  6r  later — 
at  some  time  when  the  matter  has 
blown  over  the  salesman  can  (depend 
upon  beln.g  able  to  demonstraTe  the 
fact.  Then  his  customer  is  bound 
to  respect  him  for  the  stand  he  has 
taken,  and  will  be  ready  usually  to 
renew  their  busings  relation  on  a 
more  substantial  basis  than  before. 

But  if  the  salesman  weakly  sides 
in  with  the  customer,  believing  that 
course  is  politic,  he  makes  himself 
liable  lo  criticism  both  from  his 
house  and  from  his  customer,  for 
when  the  latter  finds  out,  as  he  is 
l)ractically  certain  to  do,  that  his 
claims  weie  unfair,  it  will  appear  to 
him  that  the  salesman  is  a  weakling 
and  the  honse  he  represents  is  poorly 
managed. 

The  manner  in  wiiich  some  sales- 
men .lump  at  the  conclusion  that  the 
complaining  customer  must  be  always 
right  and  the  house  wrong,  is  a  re- 
flection either  on  their  loyalty  or 
business  judgment.

"A  mil  Short  Cake,"  etc. 


The  buying  of  coffee  is  largely  a 
matter  of  confidence  in  the  seller. 
The  average  grocer  is  not  a  coffee 
exiiert,  and  he  must  rely  on  the  hon- 
esty of  the  traveling  man  and  the 
house  he  represents.  When  you  get 
a  good  line,  therefore,  better  stick  to 
it.  Never  mind  if  another'Salesnian 
comes  along  and  says  he  can  sell 
yon  exactly  the  same  thing  for  two 
cents  a  pound  less  than  you  are  pay- 
ing. He  will  be  wiHin.g  to  sell  you 
an  order  or  two  to  .get  your  tiade, 
but  if  he  has  perfectly  matched  the 
coffee  that  yon  were  selling,  it  is  like- 
ly that  he  will  have  to  advance  his 
figures  eventually.  The  same  is  true 
of  tea.  The  selection  of  a  line  is  so 
much  a  matter  of  taste  and  there 
is  so  much  in  the  blending  of  the  dif- 
fei'ent  varieties  that  there  is  little 
to  guide  the  grocer  but  the  word  of 
the  wholesaler.  Therefore  pick  out 
a  .good  jobber  or  importer  and  stick 
to  him  as  long  as  he  treats  you  right.

FI  RE  FOOD  DUE. 


.laiinarj  1st,  19074  Will  Sec  Enforce- 
meiil  of  fho  National  Law. 

Tli(^  following  is  a  synojisis  of  lead- 
ing featui-es  of  the  national  pui«  food 
law  which  goes  into  effect,  .lanuary  1, 
1!)07. 

(Jpnoral  ProTisi'oiis:  Tlie  pure  fooil 
law  j)i'ohibits  the  manufactnr<%  sale, 
delivery  or  shipment,  or  introduction 
into  any  stale  or  leri'itory  or  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbiii,  of  adulterated,  poi- 
sonous, or  deleteiious  food,  drugs, 
medicines,  or  liquors,  and  imposes  a 
penalty  for  any  violation  of  the  law. 
It  provides  for  making  rules  and  regu- 
huions  for  executing  the  provisions  of 
till!  act,  reqnirin.g  an  examination  of 
si)ecimens  of  foods  and  dings,  and  if 
Iho  law  be  vicjlated  the  offender  will  be 
liroceeded  against  without  delay  in 
tlie  courts. 

A^iilferafions — If  drugs  differ  from 
standards  in  strength,  quality,  or  pur- 
ity, which  are  fixed  in  the  National 
Formulary,  they  will  be  held  to  be 
adulterate.  Confectionary  will  be  d  - 
dared  adulterated  if  it  contain  any 
ingredient  or  coloring  matter  deleter- 
ious or  detremental  to  health.  Foods 
will  be  considered  adulterated  if  con- 
taining any  substance  injuriously  af- 
fecting its  quality  or  strength. 

Preserratires — Preservatives  may  lie 
applied  externally  when  liireciion.s  f<n 
their  removal  are  printed  ou  llic  pack 
age. 

fiabels — Drugs  m  foods  will  be 
deemed  misbranded  if  fal.sely  described 
by  llieir  labels.  Drugs  in  i)ackages 
must  bear  a  statement  on  the  labels  of 
the  quantity  or  proportion  of  alcohol, 
morphine,  opium,  cocaine,  or  heroin 
alpha  or  beta  coachaine  chloroform, 
canabis  indica,  chloral  hydrate,  or  any 
derivative  thereof.  The  word  "com- 
pound", "imitation,"  or  "blend,"  must 
appear  on  mixed  liquors,  and  only 
harmless  coloring  or  flavoring  in- 
gredients can  be  used.  False  labeling 
of  foods  or  drugs  imported  into  the 
United  States  will  prevent  their  ad- 
mission. 

Guaranty — The  law  also  provides 
that  a  guaranty  of  purity  will  pro- 
tect the  holder  from  pvosecution.  It 
is  not  enough  that  the  label  bears  the 
guaranty.  The  dealer  must  get  a 
gunranty  from  the  person  from  whom 
he  buys.  The  wholesaler,  in  turn,  can 
secure  immunity  by  showing  a  guar- 
anty of  purity  from  the  manufucturer.

Grocers  Want  Profits. 


Mi'u  Wlio  Turned  in  Fair  Bills  Think 
Antliorities  Sliould  Pay  In  Full.

During  sjeveral  weeks  of  work 
among  the  retail  grocers  of  the  city,  1 
have  found  without  exception,  the 
members  of  the  trade  are  awake  to 
the  necessity  of  securing  a  proper 
profit  on  the  various  staples. 

Most  of  them  have  rendered  their 
claims  against  the  authorities  for 
goods  seized  for  the  general  relief. 
While  some  of  them  are  satisfied,  most 
of  them  turned  in  bills  for  less  than 
the  goods  really  cost  them  and  they 
feel  that  they  should  be  paid  in  full. 

They   also   feel   that  they  should 
be  paid  for  liquors  taken  from  their 
store  rooms  by  the  authorities. 
A  Dangerous  Suggestion. 

Several  grocers  have  suggested  that 
each  member  put  up  a  forfeit  and  that 
prices  be  fixed  on  the  various  staiiles-- 
and  if  any  member  failed  to  maintain 
these  prices  that  they  be  fined  and  the 
money  taken  from  the  amount  the^ 
may  have  on  dejiosit. - 

There  are  two  ob.iections  to  that 
mode  of  procedure.  The  first  is  that 
it  would  be  an  illegal  conspiracy  in 
Restraint  of  trade  and  subject  the 
members  to  the  ))ossibility  of  fine  and 
damages  should  anyone  feel  they  had 
been  injured.  The  second  is  that  all 
thfe  cutting  trade  pirates  would  never 
enter  into  the  combine  and  it  would  be 
very  unwise  policy  to  tie  up  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  to  an  agree- 
ment not  to  meet  the  prices  of  their 
direct  competitors.  ^ 

The  grocers,  however,  have  the  right 
to  refuse  to  handle  goods  that  do  not 
pay  them  a  profit.  If  they  unite  in 
saying  to  any  niariufacturer  that  they 
will  not  handle  his  goods  unless  the 
goods  pay  them  a  profit,  ilie  manufac- 
turer will  either  refuse  to  allow  cut- 
lers to  handle  his  goods  or  nuike 
them  agree  not  to  cut  prices  on  tiicm. 
Policy  Is  in  Practice 

Manufacturers  are  maintaining 
prices  in  this  way  in  l.os  Angeles.  Se- 
attle, Tacoma  and  otlier  Pacific  Coast 
cities.  Many  of  them  have  slated  thai 
they  desired  to  nuiintain  prices  iu  Sau 
P'rancisco.  lut(  have  hesitated  becansr 
I'lc  grocers  were  not  piTparcd  l<.>  bacli 
tiieni  up  in  case  they  shnuld  turn  doi'  a 


the  cutting  trade  pirate. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  grocers  are 
willing  to  support  the  manufacturers 
who  support  them  and  it  would  be  my 
lileastire  as  well  as  my  duly  to  help 
the  members  of  our  organization  lo 
help  tliemselves  in  this  particular. 
IJread  .Vbuses. 

T  find  also  that  numerous  grocers 
feel  that  they  are  not  receiving  suffi- 
cient consideration  from  the  Master 
Bakers.  Because  the  bakers  are  well 
organized  they  make  what  prices  they 
see  fit  and  the  retail  grocers  have  to 
pay  those  prices  or  do  without  bread. 

This  'matter  was  once  taken  up  in 
Los  Angeles  by  the  retail  grocers.  The 
bakers  were  well  organized  and  cut 
the  profits  of  the  retail  grocers  to  al- 
most nothing.  The  retail  grocers  then 
prepared  to  unite  in  placing  all  their 
business  with  one  particular  bakery 
who  was  willing  to  accord  them  fair 
treatment.  The  result  was  that  their 
rights  were  recognized.  Not  only  did 
the  Master  Bakers  give  them  a  fair 
price,  but  they  also  agreed  not  to  sup- 
ply bread  to  grocers  or  other  concerns 
handling  bread  if  they  cut  the  re.cog- 
riized  retail  price. 

-There  is  uo  reason  why  such  an  un- 
derstanding should  not  be  entered  into 
with  the  bakers  of  San  I^'rancisco.  '  It 
requires  that  the  retail  grocers  should 
decide  among  themselves  as  to  what 
they  want  to  do  and  then  to  do  it. 
Watch  Flour  Prices. 

1  want  to  urge  upon  our  members 
the  necessity  of  informing  mo  prompt- 
ly if  any  of  the  trade  cuts  the  prices 
fixed  by  the  mills  upon  their  standard 
brands  of  flour.  All  the  mills  have 
agreed  to  see  that  retail  grocers  shall 
maintain  certain  fair  prices  on  their 
flour.

Every  grocer  who  feels  that  his 
claim  was  thoroughly  .iust  and  worth\' 
should  attend  the  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociated Retail  Grocers,  which  is  to 
be  held  Tuesday  evening,  August  21st, 
in  .Judge  Graham "s  Court  rooms  in  the 
Synagogue  at  the  corner  of  Califor- 
nia and  Webster  streets.  If  the  gro- 
cers claim  is  not  a  just  one,  it  will  be 
a  loss  of  time  for  him  to  attempt  to  se- 
cure a  rehearing  of  his  case.  If  the 
charge  was  warranted  by  the  goods 
taken,  and  he  has  not  recei.ved  one 
hundred  cents  on  the  dollar  for  his 
claims,  he  should  attend  this  meeting 
in  order  that  plans  may  be  made  for 
the  future.

TO  KEEP  SAIERKUAIT. 


Most  retail  grocers  keep  their  kraut 
in  a  barrel,  covered  with  a  board,  on 
which  they  place  a  stone.  With  this 
scheme  both  the  boar<l  and  the  stone; 
have  to  be  lifted  out  every  time  « 
sale  is  made.  This  involves  a  lot  of 
work. 

A  better  plan  is  to  use  a  ston<' 
crock  which  about  fits  in  the  l>arrol. 
Between  the  crock  and  the  barrel 
there  is  only  about  enough  niargi;; 
to  enable  the  crock  to  be  easily  lifted 
in  and  out.  In  the  morning  about 
enough  kraut  to  last  through  the  day 
is  transferred  to  the  crock,  and  the 
latter  is  then  lifted  in  the  barrel  an<l 
takes  the  place  of  the  board  and  the 
stone.  The  crock  has  a  lid  and  when 
an  order  is  obtained  enough  is  taken 
from  the  crock  to  fill  it.

A  citizen  changes  his 
place  of  abode,  and  he  takes  to  his 
new  location,  a  card  that  is  an  oi)en 
sesame  to  accommodations  at  any  as- 
sociation store  in  his  vicinity. 

If  the  card  is  not  forthcoming,  the 
ciedit  will  ))e  refused.  There  is  a 
penalt.N'  clause  in  the  agreement  be- 
tween the  grocers  and  the  beats  will 
lind  it  hard  work  to  win  out  againsl 
such  a  combination. 


It  is  stated  on  good  authority  that 
another  advance  in  the  price  of  do- 
mestic sardines  will  be  made  by  the 
packers.

No  matter  what  sized  hotels,  res- 
taurants or  boarding  houses  may  be, 
they  are  classed  by  the  meftibers  of  the 
St.  Louis  Retail  Grocers'  Association 
as  "consumers."    It  was  only  after  a 
lengthy  discussion  that  a  decision  was 
reached,  but  now  that  the  St.  Louis 
retailers  have  settled  the  matter  to 
i  their  own  satisfaction  they  will  lose 
no  time  in  notifying  the  wholesale 
grocers  of  that  city  that  sales  to  any 
of  these  will  be  regarded  as  infringing 
!  im  the  rights  of  the  retailer,  who  will 
\  no  doubt  promptly  make  his  displeas- 
ure known. 

During  the  debate  preceding  the  de- 
cision to  class  all  hotels,  restaurants, 
boarding  houses,  etc.,  as  consumers, 
several  interesting  stories  were  told, 
one  of  them  being  how  a  certain 
wholesaler  had  taken  the  custom  of  a 
restaurant  away  from  a  retailer,  and

.\fler  careful  consideration  of  this 
matter  with  our  attorne.ys  and  the 
court  decision  "in  both  State  and  Fed- 
eral Courts,  we  believe  that  any  manu- 
facturer who  places  his  fixed  price  ab- 
solutely before  the,  two  branches  of 
ilif  rlisM  ibuting  trade  can  maintain  it

l  lisiributing  his  .goods,  which  pro- 
tection is  now  afforded  by  but  few  of 
the  manufacturers.

We  believe  the  timd  hiis  come  wheni 


goods  should  help  defray  the  expenses 
burdens  of  distribution.  We  do  not 
think  that  a  proprietary  brand  of 
each  line  of  goods  should  bear  its  own 
ot-  distributing  sugar,  flour,  packing- 
house products,  coal  oil,  etc..  which  is 
done  today.  There  are  1S6  advertised 
articles  of  food  now  ui)on  the  Ameri- 
can market,  or  trademark  articles. 
Proiiai)Iy  but  fifty  of  these  are  promi- 
ii'  iii  aad  yours  are  one  of  them  and 
are  brou.ght  before  the  consnm(!r"s 
notice  only  to  be  sold  at  a  iirice 
which  bears  no  profit  whatever  to  the 
ordinary  distributor,  either  wholesale 
or  retail. 

This  makes  us  reach  out  after  other 
a^nd  new  goods  to  displace  advertised 
goods,  therefore  creating  antagonism  • 
between  the  manufacturer  aj>d  dis- 
tributors, which  we  believe  neutralizes 
at  least  .50  per  cent  value  of  the  a<l- 
vertising.  This  should  not  be  done, 
and  would  not  be  done  if  there  was  a 
reasonable  and  honest  allowance- 
made  for  the  distribution  on  the  part 
of  the  manufacturer  and  it  is  strictly 
within  your  province,  both  legally  and 
morally,  to  allow  this  compensation. 
Will  you  do  it? 

Profitable  Uootls  IViii  Out. 

One  prominent  manufacturer  has 
written  us  that  the  plan  proposed  is  a 
sensible  and  honest  one.  The  manu- 
facturer who  is  making  a  positive 
profit  to  the  distributor  will  win.  Tin- 
manufacturer  who  will  not  respond 
will  find  his  goods  upon  the  shelf  re- 
gardless of  how  low  a  price  he  ma> 
make  to  the  retail  dealer.  Following 
are  two  letters  which  have  been  given 
to  the  manufacturers  by  wholesale 
dealers  where  this  plan  has  been  in 
existence  for  the  past  two  years  and 
a  half:

Ready-cooked  foods  ought  to  be 
good  sellers  now. 

Rottled  pickles  are  dear  to  the 
heart  of  the  picnicker. 

Swarming  flies  don't  add  to  the  at- 
tractiveness of  the  store. 

A  grocer  must  not  he  a  dozer  aud 
he  must  not  be  a  bull-dozer. 

The  seasonable  goods  are  the  eas- 
iest to  sell  and  pay  the  best  proHts.

Coffee  from  Brazil  may  no  longer 
be  labeled  Java  when  the  pure  food 
law  of  the  nation  goes  into  effe;t. 

Picnic  parties  consume  a  lot  of 
such  products  as  bottled  olives  and 
pickles,  mustard,  sardines,  potted 
meats. 

Late  advices  from  Italy  say  there 
is  a  promise  of  a  smaller  crop  of  olive 
oil  this  season.  Quality  is  expected 
to  be  good. 

The  cash  system  of  doing  a  retail 
business  saves  an  awful  lot  of  worry. 
Sales  are  less,  usually,  but  not  neces- 
sarily the  profits. 

You  wouldn't  have  a  leaky  bucket 
about  your  establishment,  or  at  least 


you  would  solder  up  the  hole.  How 
'  about  the  leaks  in  your  business? 

!  There  is  no  magic  in  writing  ad- 
i  vertising.  Just  try  to  describe  your 
!  goods,  briefly.  Tell  why  they  are  good 
;  or  better  than  others  are  handling. 

;     Can't  you  make  Saturday  business 
;a  little  larger?    It's  a  good  plan  to 
j  advertise  a  few  Saturday  bargains, 
anything  to  get  people  into  the  .store. 

I  It  pays  to  keep  the  grocery  store 
looking  well.  We  can  hardly  recall 
I  a  single  successful  merchant  whose 
i  premises  had  a  tumbled  dowA  appear- 
1  ance.  ^ 

Reports   coming   frofii   all  almond 
'  producing  countries  indicate  a-  shch't 
i  crop  this  year,  and,  as  a  consequence, 
prices,  especially  on  imported  vari- 
eties, are  very  firm. 

If  you.  cannot  do  a  cash  business, 
do  a  safe  credit  business,  indicating 
the  length  of  time  before  the  obliga- 


tion must  be  cancelled,  arranging  a 
rate  of  interest,  etc. 

Candy  sells  well  in  summer,  all  the 
year  round  for  that  matter,  though 
apparently  there  are  retailers  who 
"haven't  time"  to  make  money  run- 
ning a  candy  department. 

Tea  is  tea,  but  some  of  it  drinks  like 
dish-water.  Would  not  the  introduc- 
tion of  teas  with  more  character  than 
the  milder  Chinese  and  Japans  help 
the  consumption  of  the  article? 

When  you  see  a  merchant  retired 
from  business  with  comfortable 
means  you  can  .iust  bet  that  during 
his  business  career  he  always  tried 
to  get  a  profit  on  everything  he  sold. 

You  need  your  capital  in  your  busi- 
ness, or  if  npt,  then  .it  should  be 
where  it  would  be  adding  to  your  in- 
come. Get  it  oft'  the  books.  Make  the 
slow-pay  people  come  to  the  scratch! 

It  is  good  policy  -to  give  the  shopper 
plenty  of  time  to  explain  just  what

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she  wants.  You  may  know  exactly, 
but  the  fact  that  you  anticipate  might 
lose  you  the  trade  of  a  finicky  per- 
son. 

Put  your  honesty  back  of  your 
goods.  Live  up  to  your  reputation. 
Apologies  are  all  right  in  their  place, 
but  they  are  better  avoided,  although 
necessary  under  certain  circum- 
stances. 

Do  not  trust  to  verbal  stalcmeuls 
made  l)y  agents;  put  on  record  in 
writing  and  keep  a  copy  of  your  let- 
ters. This  will  prevent  misunder- 
standing and  thus  save  a  lot  of 
trouble. 

When  flies  are  allowed  to  alight  on 
the  cheese  it  means  smaller  sales  of 
the  article.  People  nowadays  are  too 
critical  to  care  to  eat  cheese  that  has 
served  as  a  playground  for  a  swarm 
of  filthy  flies. 

Be  omnipresent  in  your  establish- 
ment, keeping  the  entire  store  and  its 
workings  under  your  eye.  It  is  well 
enough  to  give  attention  to  details,  but 
your  time  is  too  valuable  to  use  it  for 
carrying  out  unini))ortant  matters. 

Retail  storekeepers  will  find  it  a 
great  saving  if  they  take  advantage 
of  as  many  discounts  as  possible.  In 
the  aggregate  discounts  figure  as 
much  and  even  more  than  other 
profits,  and  they  amount  to  the  same 
thing. 

"Snaps"  and  "job  lots"  are  a  good 
thing  sometimes.  It  is  a  good  idea 
for  the  storekeeper  to  see  that  the 
goods  are  not  so  poor  as  to  work  pos- 
sible injury  to  his  trade  by  giving 
customers  the  idea  that  he  is  a  hand- 
ler of  goods  of  inferior  quality. 

A  customer  that  has  to  be  bribed  to 
buy  of  you  by  "cut  prices"  rarely  staj  s 
with  you  unless  you  continue  to  feed 
him  bribes.  The  customer  that  you 
gain  by  the  use  of  quality,  courtesy 
and  fair  treatment  sticks  while  you 
employ  such  methods,  and  he  pays 
you  for  letting  him  trade  with  you. 

It  is  as  im-portant  to  haA-e  'Invita- 
tion' written  all  over  the  outside  of 
your  shop  as  to  have  fresh  goods,  new 
styles  and  brightness  inside.  People 
must  see  the  outside ;  you've  got  to 
get  them  inside.  So  make  the  first 
impression  good,  and  it  will  count  in 
your  favor  when  money  is  being  spent. 

Credit'  business  is  done  to  the  limit 
in  this  country.  More  money  is  lost 
by  retailers  through  bad  accounts 
than  in  all  other  ways  combined. 
However,  the  slow-pay  fellows  can 
be  made  to  settle  up  if  gone  after 
in  the  right  way.  and  it  is  to  the 
merchant's  interest  to  go  after  them 
in  just  that  way. 

Sticking  to  a  good  line  of  teas  and 
coffees  will  keep  a  grocer  out  of  many 
difficulties.  If  every  merchant  were 
a  first  class  judge  of  teas  and  coffees 
he  would  be  safe  in  "shopping  around,' 
but  as  most  grocers  are  not  experts 
in  this  line  it  pays  ^better  to  leave 
it  to  a  good  wholesale  house,— one 
that  can  be  trusted.

"On  Hrazils,  we  advance  prices  1 
cent  per  pound;  large  now  being  lield 
at  IOV2  cents,  mediums  at  10  cents. 
The  crop  is  considerably  smaller  than 
last  year. 

".Jordan  almonds  are  slightly  high- 
er, and  valencias  also  show  an  ad- 
vance of  1  cent,  per  pound  over  prev- 
ious quotations. 

"Mixed  nuts  are  now  hold  at  9%c 
in  boxes;  914c  in  bags,  and  a  further 
advance  is  liable  to  be  seen." 

OLIVE  OIL. 

New  York,  N.  Y.,  July  Arguim- 
bau  &  Raniee  reports: 

"Latest  advices  from  Spain  are  that 
many  olives  are  falling  off  the  trees 
as  a  result  of  extreme  lieat." 
DEANS. 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  .luly  — Wood, 
Curtis  &  Co.  report: 

"Continued  hot  weather  has  in.iured 
th  growing  crop  of  beans  to  some  ex- 
tent. The  acreage  throughout  the 
northern  districts  of  this.  State  will 
be  quite  a  bit  short  of  previous  sea- 
sons, much  of  the  land  usually  planted 
to  beans  being  inundated,  in  the  south 
a  larger  crop  should  be  harvested  than 
usual,  llowever,  in  many  dislricis  (he 
earlier  crops  i)rovoii  a  r:uluri'  and  had 
to  be  replanted.  'I'll is  mukes  a  late 
iTou.  which  is  likely  to  !k>  caught  liy 
frost, 

■  me  situation  is  quite  a  bit  firmer, 
especially  in  pinks  and  Lady  Wash- 
ingtons.  Bayos  are  higli  enough  al- 
ready. Wc  rather  anticiitate  a  fui- 
Mier  advance  in  the  other  (wo  vaii- 
cties.  Linias  have  weakened  slighti.\- 
Bhickeyes  and  kidney  beans  are  very 
scarce,  in  fact,  practically  out  of  the 
market." 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  July  2r».— Adolf 
Koshland  reiunts: 

"The  coming  crop  is  expected  to  be 
very  late,  owing  to  the  later  planting 
and  reidauting.  It  is  thea-efore  likely 
that  a  portion  of  it,  at  least,  will  be 
daniagcil  hy  rain,  and  even  if  the 
damage  should  be  only  nominal  it  will 
in  a  measure  affect  the  value  of  per- 
fectly sound  beans  towards  highor 
prices.  It  seems  to  have  this  cITcci  on 
the  stock  now  on  -hand  of  old  cioi) 
l)cans,  which  is  by  no  means  exces- 
sive for  this  time  of  xear.  Prices  lor 
the  pa>>l  crcip  having  bsAen  njoderate, 
there  sc.cnis  to  be  )io  risk  in  having 
on  hand  good  stock  of  last  crop,  even 
with  the  crop  approaching. 

"Limas  still  promise  very  well  as  to 
\icld  and  (luality.  Prices  of  spot  stock 
are  gradually  declining;  the  carry- 
over stock,  however,  will  not  be  veiy 
considerable. 

"Bayo  beans  must  also  be  exp'-'cicl 
to  decline  shortly,  and  the  same  'vi!! 


take  place  in  the  price  of  black-eyes 
as  soon  as  the  new  crop  is  in  sight." 

Laing'sburg,  Mieh. — The  C.  R.  Bailly 
Co.  report: 

"A  month  of  continuous  drouth' has 
resulted  in  a  shortage  of  the  bean 
crop  of  fully  •].'!  per  cent.  Unless  we 
get  rain  inside  of  live  days,  it  will 
mean  a  shortage  of  50  per  cent. 

Linwood,  N.  Y.,  July  28 — Willard- 
Clemens  Co.  report: 

"The  growing  crop  looks  fairly  well, 
but  needs  rain  badly.  The  acreage  of 
pea  beans  is  only  75  per  cent  of  an 
average.  The  balance  is  made  up  of 
jnarrow,  mediums  and  led  kidneys. 
The  bean  market  is  dull.  ' 

HONEY. 

San  Diego,  Cal.,  August  8.— Bee  men 

of  the  county  say  that  the  honey  crop 
is  at  least  75  per  cent  short.  The  sea- 
son opened  well,  with  plenty  of  flow- 
ers, but  the  late  and  untimely  rains, 
followed  by  the  cold  .weather  of  .lune, 
stopped  the  bees  from  working  until 
the  flowers  were  about  all  gone.  On 
the  desert  side  of  the  mountains,  the 
crop  is  much  better,  but  far  from  mar- 
ket, 

CANNED  FRCITS. 
Napa,  Cal.,  Ang.  IL— i^'oster  llros. 
Co.  report: 

"Owing  to  the  shortness  of  some  of 
California's  early  fruits,  especially 
cots,  and  othei'  contingencies,  the 
trend  of  opening  prices  was  upward. 
'I'liis  ill  some  cases  was  not  only  ab- 
normal but  wild.  At  this  wilting, 
prices  while  firm  are  assuming  a  more 
reasonable  liasis 

"Our  couiral  coast  valleys  of  Napa 
and  Sonoma  show  a  .somewhat  lighter 
picking  on  early  peaches  than  was  at 
first  promised.  Crawfords  were  soon 
snapped  up.  Muirs,  Susqneauas  and 
Clings  show  a  good  fair  average. 

"The  incoming  of  pears  is  heavy, 
with  a  good  condition  for  Bart  lefts, 
i      •GoUlen  egg,  greengage  and  VVash- 
I  mgt'ju  plums  are  a  little  sliy,  v.ith 


most  of  the  stock  of  good  grade. 

"The  trade  already  knows  that  the 
apple  is  leading  off  well  tliis  season 
in  the  way  of  superabundant  yield. 
The  crop  is  a  very  miscellaneous  one, 
of  fujl  ivarieties.  The  apple  question 
has  recently  been  emphasized  by  one 
of;  our  Coast  packing  firms.  Tliey  have 
sliq^ii  how  the  apple  itself  has,  thanks 
to  scientific  culturists,  been  developed 
aintvziogiy  free  from  jiests. 

."TIlP  tJomato,  this  I'^all.  will  carry 
offi.itsitrophy  of  plenty  if  not  for, qual- 
ity „and:, the  innnense  aggregate  of  in- 
vested capital  in  its  growth  and  mar- 
ke^j4i(S.  o£  a  yearly  $25,000,000  may 
even  be  exceeded. 

"The  Napa  and  Sonoma  valleys  liave 
Ijecome  famous  for  the  intrinsic  merits 
of  their  fruits.  Our  company  in  par- 
ticular is  reaching  out'  for  the  very 
highest  degree  of  quality  and  is  now 
really  putting  on  the  market  the  very 
culmination  of  high  grade  canned 
fruits,  it  is  the  aim  of  Koster  Bros, 
to  operate  along  this  line  and  exploit 
a  very  extra  i,uality  of  various  spe- 
cials which  will,  of  course,  command 
a  corresponding  figure." 
Griffith-Durney  C«».  report  under  date 
of  .July  25th: 

"It  is  impossible  to  get  any  water^ 
apricots,  pie  a,|)iicots,  any  cheap  black-< 
beri'ies  or  pie  blackberries,  any  black 
cherries  of  any  grade,  any  white  cher- 
ries, except  extras,  and  today  our 
packei-s  are  refusing  to  book  orders 
coiit;#ning  an  excessive  quanitity  of 
lemon  clings.  They  have  for  several 
days  refused  to  book  orders  coutala- 
in,g  o\cr       iier  cent  water  peaches. 

"On  account  of  the  low  prices  nam- 
ed on  pears  we  are  having  a  larger 
trade  for  these  than  we  have  had 
for  years,  and  as  England  is  .iust  com- 
mencing to  buy.  we  would  not  be  sur- 
prised if  there  was  an  adance  in  price 
before  very  long. 

"We  know  that  quite  a  few  buyers 
have  not  yet  purchased,  as  they  have 
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been  hoping  for  a  lower  price.  To 
these  buyers,  T>"e  Tvanr  to  express  our 
condolence,  as  from  novr  on  it  v>iii  net 
be  a  question  of  price,  but  a  question 
of  getting  the  goods  at  any  price." 

CANNED  PEAS. 

PhiladplpiUa.    Pa.,    Auf.  The 

"Grocery  World"  roports: 

"Not  only  French  but  Bolgian  ppas 
are  .s?;oing  to  he  cousidcrably  higher 
this  year  than  last.  In  round  figures, 
Belgian  peas  of  all  .grades  cost  the 
American  impoi'ter  $2.50  per  case 
more  than  last  year.  The  French 
brands  show  about  the  same  advance. 
The  cause  of  the  increase  in  values 
is  short  pack.  Rain  and  cold  weather 
so  greatly  interefered  with  the  grow- 
ing crop  that  about  25  to  50  per  cent 
of  a  pack  is  expected." 

New  York,  N.  ¥.,  Aug.  27.— F.  L. 
Button  &  Co.  report: 

"In  only  one  section  of  New  York 
where  two  canneries  are  located,  is 
there  anything  like  a  full  pack  of  peas. 
Western  packers  have  submitted  offer- 
ings for  about  five  times  what  the 
surplus  of  these  two  canneries  over 
deliveries  called  for  .by  contracts,  is 
likely  to  be." 

CANNED  TOMATOES.

Meehan  &  Co.  report: 

"Orders  for  spot  tomatoes  canhe  \\\ 
from  all  sections  of  the  country,  this 
week.  Standard  3's  sold  down  to  *t^y2C 
and  re-acted  to  75c  for  offeiings  out- 
side the  Syndicate.  The  Syndicate 
marked  their  prices  up  from  75  to  80c 
in  anticipation  of  a  higher  market 
later  on."  '  ' 

Aberdeen,  Md.,  .Tiily  2^.^S*ilis. 
baugh-Silver  &  Co.  report: 

"We  cannot  see  how  lower  figures 
on  spot  canned  tomatoes  would  benefit 
a  single  interest,  while  on  the  other 
hand,  all  interested  would  be  consid- 
erably benefited  in  the  maintaining  of 
present  prices  or  thereabouts.  It  may 
be  possible  to  secure  a  few  scattering 
lots  of  old  goods  on  the  basis  of  1'2V2C. 
There  is  a  probability  that  these 
ard  stock  or  in  the  best  condition,  on 
account  of  having  laid  in  warehouse 
for  some  time.  Future  tomatoes  con- 
tinue to  hold  their  own, "as  far  as  coun- 
try packers  are  concerned,  with  num- 
erous reports  of  too  much  rain  in  all 
low  ground  sections.  The  absence 
of  business  on  basis  of  75c  to  77  %c 
has  not  had  a  tendency  to  weaken  the 
ideas  of  packers." 

Bridgeville,  Del.,  July  28.— H.  D. 
Cannon  reports: 

"It  has  rained  almost  every  day  for 
the  last  two  weeks.  Many  acres  of  to- 
mato land  is  18  inches  under  water. 
Growers  are  much  discouraged." 

Bel  Air,  Mich.,  July  27.— W.  E.  Rob- 
inson reports: 

"The  acreage  of  tomatoes  in  the 
three  states  is  a  little  larger  than  us- 
ual. The  percentage  of  damage  to  the 
.growing  crop  will  very  much  more 
than  offset  the  increased  acreage.  The 
spot  tomatoes  in  the  hands  of  the  pres- 
ent holders  will  not  any  more  than

Work  has  begun  on  their  new  home 
in  the  old  wholesale  district  and  they 
will  remove  there  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  unique  cigar  stand  of  Samuel 
Newmark  in  front  of  Tait's  Cafe  is 
doing  a  fine  business  in  high-grade 
goods.  The  cigai'efte  trade  from  the 
cafe  is  especially  heav.\'  and  he  carries 
all  the  leading  brands,  both  imported 
and  domestic. 

Tillman  &  Bendel,  local  distribu- 
to!  s  of  the  Sanchez  y  Haya  clear  Hav- 
ana cigar,  are  now  filling  all  orders 
from  the  large  warehouse  in  West 
Berkeley.  The  demand  for  this  brand 
is  very  good  and  stock  is  no  sooner 
received  than  it  is  repacked  and  sent 
out  to  the  trade. 

C.  B.  Poar,  who  is  now  with  M.  A. 
Gunst  &  Co.,  states  that  although  the 
receipts  of  Owl  cigars  average  100,- 
000  a  day,  they  are  now  about  four 
millions  behind  on  their  orders.  •  The 
new  retail  stores,  opened  since  the  fire 
are  all  doing  a  heavy  business  and  a 
number  of  additional  locations  have 
been  secured.

Local  Grocers  Take  Action  on  Many 
Iiii]tortaiit  .Matters. 

A  very  inte,resting  meeting  of  the 
Associated  Retail  Grocers  was  held 
on  Tuesday  evening  in  Judge  Gra- 
ham's Court  room  in  the  Temple 
Sherith  Israel.  Lack  of  space  makes 
it  impossible  for  us  to  give  as  full 
an  account  of  the  meeting  as  we 
would  wish.

It  is  to  1)6  noted  lhat  the  trade  he 
asked  to  desist  from  selling  only  lo 
iisnch  hotels,  restaurants     as  would 
otherwise  buy  from  retail  grocers. 
Want  Troiit  on  Bread. 

Geo.  B.  Doyle  brought  up  the  mat- 
ter of  the  bread  problem.  He  insisted 
that  the  bakers  had  to  pay  higher 
wages  for  their  help.  The  cost  of  de- 
livery had  increased  for  them;  they 
granted  the  demands  in  this  respect 
and  then  raised  the  price  of  bread 
to  the  distributors,  the  retail  grocers 
and  took  the  money  out  of  them. 

It  was  decided  that  a  committee  of 
five  be  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Mas- 
ter Bakers  and  request  of  them  that 
they  make  such  a  price  011  bread  as 
would  give  the  retail  grocers  a  fair 
margin  of  jn-otit  and,  if  necessary, 
reduce  the  size  of  the  loaf.  U  was 
also  decided  to  ask  that  the  vtirious 
bakers  refuse  to  sui)ply  bread  to  any 
dealer  who  should  sell  at  less  than 
a  fair  price  that  might  be  fi.xed  by  the 
bakers  themselves  and  that  would  be 
satisfactory  to  the  great  mass  of  re- 
tail grocers. 

Messrs.  Doyle,  Tiet.ien,  Connolly, 
Edlin  and  McCaw  were  appointed  as 
the  committee  to  confer  with  the 
Master  Bakers. 

State  Convontioii. 

Secretary  Connolly  called  attention 
to  the  tact  that  the  State  Association 
would  hold  its  convention  in  Oakland 
September  24th  and  25th,  and  that 
the  San  Francisco  grocers  would  be 
called  ui)on  to  elect  delegates  to  that 
convention.  Mr.  Connolly  e.xplained 
the  importance  of  the  State  Associa- 
tion to  the  organization  of  grocers 
in  San  Francisco  and  that  one  of  the 
main  reasons  for  organizing  the  As- 
sociated Retail  Grocers  was  the  fact 
that  the  organization  controlled  by 
Salomon  and  Krueger  had  refused  to 
continiie  affiliation  with  the  State 
body.  Much  interest  was  expressed 
by  the  various  members  present  and

iimoricaii  Consul  at  Anioj  Gives  .Some 
Inlorestiiiji   Details  of  Types 
Mostl)  ill  Deiiiaini. 

Consul  CfCorge  E.  .Anderson  re- 
sponds lo  a  large  number  of  inqniries 
IS  lo  the  possibilities  of  bnilding  up 
a  trade  in  American  leaf  tobacco  in 
China,  which  he  says  are  donbtful. 
.Mr.  Anderson's  letter  from  Amoy  in 
pai't  reads: 

Already  there  is  considerable  busi- 
ness done  in  foreign  leaf,  Shanghai 
alone  importing  $150,000  worth  last 
;year;  but  this  was  mostly  for  use  of 
foreigners.  The  real  Chinese  trade 
is  not  reached.    When  it  is  considered

Thus  .\merican  leaf 
lobaeco  would     necessarily  com|)ete 
with  I  lie  cheap  nalive  tobacco  and  the 
comliiiKiiions  of  forei,gn  concerns. 

The  sale  of  foreign  prepared  tobac- 
co in  China  in  ISO  I  (the  latest  figures 
available),  reached  $2.:;!00,000  gold, 
practically  all  in  the  shai)e  of  cigars 
and  ci.garettes,  in  which  American  en- 
terprise bail  the  largest  share.  Early 
in  ilie  (levclupment  of  this  trade  the 
.Viiiericaii  interests  concerned  found 
it  athisahle  lo  manufacture  cigarettes 
ill  China,  and  a  factory  was  estab- 
lished in  Shan.ghai.  After  using  im- 
ported leaf  for  a  time  Chinese  leaf 
was  largely  adopted,  and  is  being  ex- 
tensively used.  At  the  same  time  the 
increase  in  the  use  of  foreign  tobacco 
and  cigarettes  ought  to  have  a  favor- 
able effect  on  im|)orts  from  the  United 
States.  But  with  the  trade  in  power- 
ful hands,  American  independent  ex- 
porters will  not  find  an  easy  market. 
Last  year  Amoy  imported  4,013,100 
pounds  Of  leaf  tobacco,  valued  at  $12 
to  $20  [Mexican  per  picnl  (133V8 
pounds),  the  re-exports  being  346,700 
pounds.  Practically  all  came  from 
Shanghai,  Hankow,  Wenchow,  and 
Cliaiigclut.  This  tobacco  is  light  in 
\\ei,i;lit,  and  iirobably  only  a  light 
.\iiiei  ican  leaf  could  be  sold  here,  and 
that  mostly  for  lilending.  Most  for- 
eign prejiared  tobacco  is  too  strong 
for  the  Chinese  smoker,  who  uses  a 
long  [)ipe  with  a  very  small  bowi.  The 
tobacco  business  of  Amoy  is  largely 
in  the  hands  of  a  score  of  native  firms. 


HEAT  THE  TIU  ST. 

There  is  one  dealer  in  New  York 
who  long  ago  demonstrated  that  he 
was  not  afraid  to  stand  up  and  fight 
the  Tobacco  Trust  and  its  millions, 
single-handed  and  alone,  and  that  man 
is  I.  N.  Maaskoff,  formerly  known  in 
ti'ade  circles  as  Maaskoff,  the  Trust 
Fighter. 

To  the  tobacco  sausages  and  other 
inferior  products  of  the  trust  he  ap- 
plies the  knife  unsparingly,  but  al- 
ways with  a  purpose,  and  that  purpose 
to  kill  the  brand  so  far  as  his  vicinity 
is  concerned. 

A  few  years  ago,  while  Maaskoff 
was  located  on  Broadway,  the  trust 
sought  to  boom  a  brand  of  clear  Ha- 
vana cigars  which  had  been  acquired 
from  a  former  indei)endent  firm  and 
which  at  one  time  enjoyed  consider- 
able favor.  The  trust  caused  thou- 
sands of  sanii)les  of  this  brand  to  be 
distributed  in  the  office  buildings  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Maaskoff  stand  and

So  elTeclively  did  he  do  the  work 
that  he  elVectively  killetl  the  brand, 
not  only  in  his  own  locality  bur 
Ihronghont  (irealei-  .New  York,  and  ilw 
trust  h.is  never  since  dared  ailemiii 
to  resurrect  il  in  this  section.

The  Cigar  Dealers'  .Association  of 
-America  has  been  seeming  data  from 
the  allied  bodies  in  San  Francisco 
concerning  the  insurance  siiiiuiion, 
and  as  a  result  the  members  of  ilu- 
association  all  over  the  country  are 
being  advised  by  their  officers  to  can- 
cel all  policies  with  fire  insurance 
companies  which  are  dealing  unfairly 
with  their  San  Francisco  policy  ludd- 
ers,  and  to  re-insure  with  companies 
that  are  meelin.g  their  jiolicies  dollar 
for  dollar. 

Late  mail  advices  from  the  Pacific 
Coast  contain  the  news  that  all  of  the 
German  companies  are  stnbboinly 
holding  to  their  determination  to  take 
every  possible  advantage  of  earth- 
quake clauses  and  other  technicali- 
ties for  evading  payment. 

Although  adjustments  have  been 
made  with  a  large  majority  of  policy 
holders,  payments  up  to  the  present

Natvithstanding  the  preference  of 
some  consumers  of  sardines  for  small 
fish,  the  larger  sardines  are  preferred 
by  good  judges,  as  they  are  of  better 
eating  quality. 

Show  your  clerks  that  you  take 
more  interest  in  them  than  just  what 
you  get  out  of  them.  It  will  make 
better  clerks  and  it  will  be  money 
in  yoiir  pocket. 

Keep  your  eye  on  your  treasury. 

It  is  not  a  case  of  "love's  labor 
lost"  when  you  pay  attention  to  your 
windows.  It  means  a  little  more  work 
but  with  great  returns. 

Every  grocer  should  make  it  a  point 
to  visit  the  market  every  season  and 
get  into  close  touch  with  his  jobbers, 
that  he  may  better  understand  the  sit- 
uation and  the  prospects. 

A  well  lighted  store,  and  a  good 
window  display  Is  an  attraction  that 
no  housewife  can  withstand,  and  when 
the  interest  is  once  ax'oused  it  means 
in  many  instances  a  sale. 

The  Japanese  tea  plant  furnishes 
as  the  first  picking  a  type  of  leaf  no 
larger  than  the  small  fingernail,  and 
it  costs  $2.50  a  pound.  The  wealthy 
Japanese  use  the  bulk  of  this  picking 
each  season. 

The  Chicago  market  is  reported  to 
be  practically  bare  of  stocks  of  dried 
apricots  and  peaches,  being  more 
closely  cleaned  np  than  has  been  the 
case  at  this  season  of  the  year  for  a 
number  of  years. 

The  food  value  of  honey  is  twice 
that  of  pork,  pound  for  pound,  and  it 
is  the  only  sweet  that  may  be  eaten  in 
any  quantity  for  a  long  time  without 
interefering  with  the  proper  action 
of  any  vital  organs. 

Assortments  to  retail  at  $1,  $3,  or 
any  other  figure  are  used  a  great  deal 
by  the  retail  catalogue  hosues.  Make 
up  assortments  yourself.  Get  a  cata- 
logue and  see  how  nearly  you  can 
duplicate  its  assortments. 

Mirrors  in  the  window  make  the 
best  partitions  and  backgrounds.  Some 
dealers  use  them  in  narrow  strips, 
below  the  level  of  the  eye.  Others 
employ  mirrors  rising  some  three  or 
four  feet  from  the  window  floor. 

Have  an  hour  for  the  opening  of  the 
store  and  for  the  different  clerks  to 
assemble.  Have  an  hour  for  your  own 
arrival  and  live  up  to  this  policy, 
having  it  understood  that  a  good  ex- 
cuse must  always  accompany  a  late 
clerk. 

In  their  anxiety  to  do  a  big  business 
some  merchants  forget  that,  while 
goods  are  not  intended  to  be  kept  on 
the  shelves  for  any  length  of  time,  it 
is  better  to  have  them  there  than  to 
have  accounts  that  .caunot  be  col- 
lected. 

Probably  never  before  have  supplies 
of  eaained  salmon  in  the  hands  of 
dealers  and  packers  been  so  com- 
pletely exhausted.  According  to  re- 
liable authorities  the  new   pack  of 


various  sorts  and  grades  will  come 
upon  a  practically  bare  market. 

Grocers  should  think  to  look  out 
for  their  guaranty  as  to  purity  of 
.  goods  bought  from  manufacturers. 
The  pi'ovisions  of  the  pure  food  law 
exempt  the  retailer  from  prosecution 
when  he  can  show  a  guaranty  from 
the  manufacturers  as  to  purity. 

Much  time  may  be  saved  by  having 
the  slock  systematically  arranged. 
Not  only  that,  but  a  sale  is  sometimes 
missed  by  the  stock's  being  out  of 
place.  If  each  line  has  its  particular 
spot  and  is  kept  in  it,  the  clerks  can 
tell  in  a  minute  just  how  much  stock 
there  is  on  hand. 

A  thorough  acquaintance  with  the 
goods  is  a  safeguard  against  loss  in 
handling  them,  it  is  equally  true 
that  the  salesman's  ability  to  describe 
methods  of  culture  and  packing  aJIds 
materially  to  his  success  in  selnng 
goods.  The  public  puts  confidence 
in  the  grocer  who  knows  groceries 
from  plantation  to  cup  or  plate. 

If  there  ever  was  a  time  when  the 
retailer  should  get  busy  on  his  collec- 
tions it  is  at  this  season  of  the  year. 
The  crops  are  -l)ounteous  and  your 
farmer  friends  will  have  barrels  of 
money.  You  have  been  carrying  them 
all  through  the  summer,  perhaps  since 
last  fall.  It  is  high  time  for  the  day 
of  reckoning. 

The  merchant  should  call  his  clerks 
together  semi-occasional  ly  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  them  information 
regarding  stock,  handling  and  the 
manner  of  apjiroaching  customers  and 
effecting  sales.  Not  only  do  the  clerks 
benefit  by  this  experienre,  but  somo

Here  is  where  e.xiierience  is  re- 
quired. To  have  a  unif(Min  blend  of 
the  same  grade  at  all  limes,  requires 
the  services  of  an  experl. 

1,0R  (Jrades  Should  Pay. 

It  is  a  mistake  lo  liaiidlr  low  grade 
or  cheap  coffees  at  cost,  witli  the  view 
of  making  I  be  eood  custsonier,  who 
calls  foi-  a  gooil  .grade  of  coffee,  jiay 
an  excessive  iirofit  iu  oider  ro  aver 
age  up  on  profit.  Why  should  a  dealer 
make  concessions  lo  an  unprofitable 
customer  at  the  expense  of  a  more 
desirable  one?  A  dealer  is  entitled 
to  legitimate  profit  just  as  well  on 
low  grade  coffee  as  he  is  on  the  better 
grades. 

Educate  \-our  cnsloniers  to  keep 
away  from  low  lirade  eoffei'  full  of 
hlack  or  decayed  beans. 

A  farmi'r  does  imt  reserve  decayed 
potatoes  or  apfiles  for  his  own  use, 
why  should  he  use  a  giaile  of  coffee 
fulP'of  deca.Ni'il  ;iiid  disease  breeding 
beans? 

The  pi-esent  prosijerous  condition  of 
our  country  olTers  no  excuse  for  the 
demand  foi-  a  giade  uf  coffee  that 
I'Ven  a  poorly  paid  wnrkmau  of  Europe 
I  ejects.  Push  and  Ueeji  piishill.g  sound 
to  medium  high-class  coffees. 
Roasted  Coffee  Deteriorates. 

It  i.*?  poor  economy  to  stock  up  ou 
l  oasted  coffee  simply  because  the  mar- 
ket is  advancing.  Roasted  coffee  deter- 
iurates  very  (|uickl>',  especially  in  the 
:.urnnier  linu\  To  demonsl rale,  allow 
a  barrel  of  roasted  coft'ee  to  stand  in 
\(>ur  store  room  for  one  month  dur- 
ing the  summer  season,  and  you  will 
tind  it  will  have  increased  in  weight

Apple  dryinti  is  far 
enonsh  advanced  to  confiiJii  Ihe  opin- 
ion expressed  earlier  in  the  season  of 
a  good  crop  and  it  is  confidentl>'  ex- 
pected that  lower  prices  must  rnle 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  trade  in  onr 
lirodnct  is  restricted  practically  lo  the 
Pacific  Coast  this  year  because  of  the 
ex(reniel>'  large  crop  East  and  Ihe 
conseqnent  low  jirices  for  their  pro- 
dnct.  The  market  today  is  7  to  TV^c 
per  i)onnd,  bnt  a  reduction  is  pre- 
dicted-by  those  in  tlie  best  jiosition  lo 
linow. 

Pciiclics.  The  crop  in  the  State 
is  not  a  large  one.  Estimates  var.\' 
anywliere  from  ten  to  sixteen  thousand 
Ions.  Possibly  the  former  is  too  low 
and  the  lattei-  too  higlj  bnt  judging 
from  the  sli.ght  interest  shown  by  the 
trade  it  does  not  matter,  however,  for 
there  will  probably  be  jilenty  to  go 
around.  The  market  is  stead\-  a.nd 
prices  ruling  from  S  to  BVzC  as  to 
(luality,  with  just  about  enough  de- 
mand to  absorb  the  offerings  of  the 
growers.  Future  developments  are 
awaited  with  interest  as  opinions 
amoung  the  packers  as  to  the  prob- 
able i)rices  that  will  rule  later  vary 
greatly. 

Prunes.  There  is  no  doubt  the 
Prune  crop  of  this  State  this  year 
will  prove  to  be  a  record-breaker  for 
tonnage  provided  no  unfavorable 
weather  rules  during  the  curing  sea- 
son. It  is  believed  that  the  crop  in 
this  State  will  exceed  two  hundred 
million  pounds  in  addition  to  a  crop 
of  Italian  Prunes  in  Oregon  and 
Washington  estimated  at  fi-om  thirt>- 
five  to  forty  millions,  b^iiure  sales 
liave  been  heavy,  demand  still  contin- 
ues good  and  i)rices  have  reached  a 
l)oint  where  they  look  good  from  the 
speculators  standpoint.  A  continu- 
ance of  the  iiresenl  demand  will,  it  is 
l)elie\  e(l,  la  lie  a  ,l;ooi1  share  of  the  early 
output  beloii'  llie  crop  is  cured.

There 
are  two  ostensible  causes,  the  first  be- 
ing that  in  the  Bast  they  buy  very 
lifttle  dried  fruit  during  the  time  the 
fresh  fruit  is  in  the  market.  The  sec- 
ond cause  for  the  droi)  is  that  when 
the  Eastern  sales  are  growing  light 
the  brokers  send  out  discouraging  re- 
ports to  the  growers  with  the  hope 
and  intent  of  inducing  them  to  sell 
this  year's  cro))  at  a  reduced  figure. 
Timorous  i)ersons  are  frightened,  and 
are  thereby  robbed  l)ecause  of  their 
timidity,  and  the  broker  or  packer 
pockets  the  coin.  Every  sale  undei' 
such  circumstances  iielps  to  drag  the 
marketdown. 

The  only  wa.v  to  corrert  sucli  a 
state  of  affjiirs,  is  in  (■(niihiiinlion  of 
growers.  'I'he  l^rime  Growers  of 
Rucker  have  acted  on  this  ))elief  and 
on  last  Saturday  formed  an  associa- 
tion and  will  hold  the  crop  for  a  raise 
in  price."

In  Turkey  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  tobacco  is  a  government  monopoly, 
but  it  is  leased  for  an  annual  fixed 
sum  to  a  company  known  as  the  "Tur- 
kish Tobacco  Regie."  A  report  of  this 
company  recently  published  sliows 
that  the  pi'ofits  of  last  year  were  $1,- 
(116,000. 

The  daily  newspapers  of  the  United 
States  have  do'ne  much  to  sjiread  the 
delusion  that  the  Tobacco  Trust  is 
oi)posed  to  the  reduction  of  the  duty 
on  cigars  and  tobacco  impoi'ted  from 
the  l^bili|)|)ines,  when  nothing  cotild 
be  further  from  tlie  truth,  says  "To- 
liacco."

And 
this  is  the  mid-summer  season  when 
business  is  naturally  expected  to 
slacken  up  somewhat..  There  is  no 
"  slack"  period  in  the  great  business 
of  A.  Santaella  &  Co.  The  rush  seems 
to  be  on  every  day  in  the  year,  and 
the  call  for  "more  Optimos"  fells  the 
story."

Secretary  of  the  National  Association, 
has  been  on  a  still  Inint  after  the  de- 
liartment  stores  of  the  metroi)olis  that 
are  atlvertisin.s;  grocery  soods  a) 
prices  which  are  less  than  the  retailer 
can  buy  lliem  for.  He  proposes  to 
slop  theui  by  the  New  York  Slate  law. 
passed  in  1898,  which  provide; 

"Any  iiriiK  person  or  parfiiersliiji  of 
jXTsons,  or  any  employe  of  a  firm, 
person  or  parluersliip  of  persons, 
who,  either  in  the  newspapers  or 
other  periodicals  of  this  Stale,  or  in 
public  a(h erlisenients,  or  in  commuui- 
calions  intended  for  a  largre  number 
of  persons,  knowingly  make  or  dis- 
seniiuale  any  stalemenls  or  assertions

^alue,  (he  price,  the  melhod  of  pro-

.store  of  New  Yoi'k,  wliich  sold  to  liim 
a  watch  for  $10  which  liad  been  ad- 
vertised as  being  worth  $25.  The  pui  - 
chaser  took  the  watch  to  a  respon- 
sible .ieweler,  who  declared  that  it. 
cuuld  bo  bought  al  lelail  in  lialf  a 
liundred  stores  in  New  York  for 
$l!.r)0,  an<l  that  Ihe  manutact urer's 
price  was  something  like  $1.75.  Tlie 
manufacturer  offered  to  appear  as  a

The  advance  of  the  cost  of  labor  t<i 
the  Master  Bakers  has  been  accom- 
panied by  an  advance  in  the  price  on 
bread  to  the  retail  grocers  generally. 

As  a  consequence,  grocers  are  able 
to  make  only  1  cent  |)er  loaf  profit  on 
bread  and  at  the  same  time  face  the 
competition  of  numerous  small  bak- 
eries that  sell  six  and  even  seven 
loaves  for  2.")  cents. 

Secretary  Cusack  is  actively  seek- 
ing to  get  affairs  into  better  condi- 
tion. 

The  retail  grocers,  as  distributors, 
can  do  much  towards  increasing  the 
business  of  any  particular  bakery  or 
bakeries.  The  large  bakeries  ideal- 
ize this  fact  and  would  be  glad  to  use 
the  grocers'  influence. 

The  bakeries  whose  quality  of  bread 
is  generally  recognized  could  heli>  the 
grocers  in  either  of  two  ways.  They 
might  reduce  the  price  of  the  loaf  or 
they  could  slightly  increase  the  size 
of  the  loaf  and  then  fix  the  price  of 
their  bread  at  I  ^for  2iic  refusing  to 
supply  any  dealer  who  might  .sell  the 
bread  for  less  than  that  price. 

The  retail  grocers  in  return  should 
concentrate  their  efforts  upon  in- 
creasing the  sale  of  the  bread  from 
the  bakeries  that  protect  their  prices 
and  which  pay  them  a  profit. 

With  Secretary  Cusack  advising  the 
trade  in  this  respect  and  the  "Ke- 
tail  (Jrocers'  Advocate"  spreading  the 
gosi)el  of  profits,  there  is  no  question 
but  that  the  ultimate  result  would  be 
to  the  benefit  of  both  the  baker  and 
the  grocer.

POLiTiCS  lei^OEES  EIGHT. 

The  street  car  men  v.ili  iearn  that 
when  their  managers  worked  for  pol- 
itics instead  of  fairn&ss,  they  endan- 
gered th^ir  greatest  asset  These  men 
should  know  that  it  ip,  not  strike- 
hreakers  and  guns,  but  publio  opin- 
ion that  wins  strilces,  without  public 
opinion  favoring  them,  unions  would 
not  dare  to  coerce  "scabs." 

Through  Mayor  Schniitz,  the  local 
street  car  men's  union  secured  a  con- 
tract with  the  United  Railroads  by 
which  both  sides  agreed  to  submit 
differences  to  arbitration.  The  men 
Kgreed  to  accept  the  schedule  till  May 
1,  1907. 

Owing  to  the  activity  of  W.  R. 
Hearst's  political  agents,  the  Union 
men  were  worked  up  to  ignore  their 
contract  and  refuse  to  consider  arbi- 
tration. They  even  refused  to  allow 
Mayor  Schmitz  to  appear  before  the 
Union  to  urge  a  delay  of  24  hours,  al- 
leging that  the  United  Railroads  were 
hiring  strike-breakers.  The  men  were 
probably  honest  in  this  action,  being 
influenced  by  the  managers.  The 
latter,  however,  must  have  known 
that  the  increase  of  public  sentiment 
due  to  the  24  hours  delay  would  make 
strike-breakers  useless  to  the  rail- 
roads. They  acted,  however,  to  hurt 
Mayor  Schmitz  politically,  and  the 
public,  knowing  that  there  would 
probably  have  been  no  strike  had  the 
politicians  kept  their  hands  off,  are 
annoyed  accordingly.

Fftls  &  Co.  Deiiouuiice  the  Practice  of 
DLstrilxitiug  Large-Sized  Samples. 

The  following  circular  is  being  ad- 
dressed to  both  wholesale  and  retail 
grocers  by  Fels  &  Co.  In  a  letter  to 
the  AdTOcate,  this  firm  refers  to  the 
practice  as  "this  something-for-noth- 
ing,  profit  robbing  theory  of  so-called 
business  promoting."  The  letter  reads: 

"Requests  frequently  reach  us  from 
people  who  have  seen  Fels-Naptha  ad- 
vertisements for  bars  to  try.  We 
uniforiiily  decline  to  send  them.  We 
do  send  small  pieces,  just  enough  to 
try,  but  not  enough  to  deprive  grocers 
of  the  profit  they  are  entitled  to  on 
sales. 

"We  have  often  wondered  how  much 
the  average  grocer  misses  the  amount 
of  trade  he  is  cut  out  of  by  the  firms 
who  give  away  full  bars  of  soap  and 
other  grocers'  goods.  We  also  wonder 
why  the  whole  subject  has  not  before 
been  thrashed  out  by  grocers'  asso- 
ciations, in  grocers'  publications,  etc. 

"Every  bar  of  soap  given  away  by 
manufacturers  knocks  the  local  gro- 
cer out  of  the  profit  on  the  sale  of 
a  bar  of  soap.  ; 

"We  should  be  glad  to  have  some 
expression  of  opinion  on  the  same 
subject  from  you  direct.  Before  an- 
swering, however,  please  compare 
your  sales  at  a  time  when  goods  are 
given  away  by  advertisers  with  a  per- 
iod during  which  no  free  full-size 
jiackages  of  advertised  goods  are  being 
distributed  from  house-to-house  gratis.

HERE  AND  THERE. 


luterestiug  Items  of  Alameda  County 
by  Secretary  Holmes. 

The  conditions  with  the  grocery 
trade  of  Alameda  County,  ever  since 
the  great  earthqualte  April  18th,  have 
been  somewhat  unsettled,  and  a  large 
number  of  changes  have  taken  place 
among  the  grocers  and  merchants. 
The  morning  of  the  earthquake  found 
stocks  thrown  in  chaotic  heaps  in  the 
various  stores  and  the  merchants 
looked  at  the  scenes  of  havoc  and  the 
uncertainty  of  the  future  with  a  feel- 
ing akin  to  despair.  Most  of  the  mer- 
chants were  forced  to  close  their 
stores  for  a  day  or  two  for  repair?. 

Immediately  upon  the  re-opening  of 
the  stores  a  great  many  people  fear- 
ing a  shortage  of  supplies  commenced 
buying,  in  some  instances  sufficient 
goods  to  last  their  families  for  sev- 
eral months.  As  a  result  stocks  were 
depleted  and  this  was  made  serious 
by  the  fact  that  the  wholesalers,  in 
their  crippled  condition  were  forced 
to  demand  cash  from  retailers. 

In  the  meantime  relief  committees 
were  being  organized  on  every  side 
and  thousands  of  refugees,  from  our 
sister  City  across  the  Bay,  came  hero 
for  temporary  headquarters.  During 
these  trying  times  the  grocery  trade 
met  the  situation  with  energy  and 
good  judgment,  and  in  a  week  or  ten 
days  broken  windows  and  other  evi- 
dence of  the  damage  from  the  earth- 
quake was  repaired  and  things  in  a 
measure  commenced  to  resume  their 
normal  conditions. 

On  account  of  the  inci^ased  popu- 
lation many  new  stores  haVe  found 
it  profitable  to  start  on  this  side  of 
the  Bay,  and  the  established  mer- 
chants made  .arrangements  to  in- 
crease their  stocks  and  facilities  for 
doing  business.  Things  have  now 
reached  their  normal  condition,  and  a 
number  of  grocers  have  seized  the 
opportunity  to  get  a  rest  and  some 
recretation  by  taking  a  trip  to  the 
country.

The  independent  cigar  and  tobacco 
interests  of  Porto  Rico  have  jnst  ex- 
perienced a  narrow  escape  I'rorn  hein^ 
out-generalied  by  (lie  Tobacco  Trust 
in  a  way  which  would  have  most  seri- 
ously handicai)ped  them  for  all  coming 
time.  The  trust  had  planned  to  get 
control  of  the  franchise  for  an  electric 
freight  and  passenger  railway  extend- 
ing from  the  sea  coast  to  the  Caguas 
Valley,  th%  richest  tobacco  growing 
district  on  the  island.  Had  the  To- 
bacco Trust  once  obtained  absolute 
control  of  this  railway  it  is  easy  to 
understand  how  it  would  have  been 
utilized  as  a  most  powerful  weapon 
in  crushing  out  the  competition  of  the 
independent  manufacturers. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
made  public  the  statistics  giving  the 
condition  of  the  tobacco  crop  through- 
out the  country  on  August  1,  1906. 
compared  with  the  condition  on  July 
1,  1906,  and  August  1,  1905,  together 
with  the  ten-year  average.  The  aver- 
age condition  on  August  1,  this  year, 
for  the  United  States  is  87.2,  a  slight 
improvement  over  the  condition  on 
July  1,  which  was  86.7,  and  consider- 
ably better  than  August  1,  1905,  when 
it  was  84.1.  As  the  ten-year  average 
was  only  83.2,  it  will  be  seen  the  con- 
dition this  year  is  very  favorable. 


The  farmer  should  be  a  good  cus- 
tomer for  a  higher  priced  coffee  than 
he  ordinarily  uses, — say  thirty  cent 
line.  Instead,  most  of  the  farmers 
drink  coffee  that  retails  around  15  to 
20  cents  a  pound.  They  can  afford  to 
do  much  better  than  this,  and  they 
should  be  educated  to  buy  better  cof- 
fee. The  retailer  who  educates  his 
country  trade  up  to  a  higher  priced 
coffee  is  doing  his  customers  a  favor 
and  making  a  better  profit  for  himself. 


Be  careful  when  you  write  your  first 
letter  to  the  slow  pay  customer.  Be 
careful  not  to  offend  him  the  first 
thing.  This  does  not  mean  that  yon 
should  be  an  "easy  mark,"  but  that 
you  should  not  use  an  axe  when  a  lit- 
tle persuasion  is  sufficient. 


London,  Eng.,  Aug.  1. — There  has

RETAILERS'  PROFITS. 

Advantage    The  Small    Dealer  Has 
Over  His  Big  Brothers. 

During  recent  years,  the  net  profits 
of  the  larger  retail  grocers  has  been 
shrinking,  due  to  growing  expenses 
and  intensified  competition  at  large 
centers  of  didstribution. 

The  department  and  chain  stores 
with  their  great  expenditure  for  ad- 
vertising, costly  delivery  service,  dis- 
plays and  exhibits  have  forced  the 
ratio  of  expense  to  gross  profits  up 
to  20  to  25  per  cent,  reducing  the  net 
profit  so  low  that  2  per  cent,  in  the 
total  amount  of  sales  is  now  deemed  a 
very  good  net  result. 

Recently  a  statement  made  by  a 
very  large  retail  house,  doing  a  con- 
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siderable  jobbing  trade  in  specialties, 
shows  that  the  net  profit  on  a  business 
aggregating  millions  was  a  little  un- 
der 4  per  cent.  Probably  this  was 
equivalent  to  a  return  of  10  per  cent, 
on  the  capital  employed.  Even  then, 
that  is  not  up  to  the  dividends  de- 
clared by  some  banks  and  insurance 
companies. 

Practically  all  the  benefit  received 
by  the  larger  dealers  through  buying 
from  first  hands,  is  more  than  offset 
by  their  heavier  expense  account. 
This  condition  is  such  as  to  give  the 
single  shops  a  continuous  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  to  consumers  that  on 
the  general  line  of  groceries  they  can 
undersell  the  department  and  chain 
stores. 

This  probably  accounts  for  the 
thrift,  enterprise  and  prosperity  of 
the  retail  grocery  stores  and  delicates- 
sen shops  on  our  city  avenues,  and 
the  generally  high  character  and  at- 
tractiveness of  their  stock  and  stores. 
— American  Grocer. 


BEATING  THE  PEDDLERS. 


Waslunpton  Grocers    Make  Showing 
Against  Outsiders. 

Here  is  what  the  dolville.  Wash., 
Statesman-Index  recently  had  to  say 
about  the  war  between  the  grocers  of 
that  community  and  the  peddlers: 

"A  gai^g  of  box  car  peddlers  have 
been  operating  of  late  in  the  vicinity 
of  Colville,  claiming  to  sell  groceries 
at  prices  less  than  asked  by  the  old 
reliable  dealers  of  this  place.  The 
arguments  advanced  by  the  peddlers 
are  numerous,  and  one  is  that  they 
are  selling  for  a  Portland  wholesale 
house  and  are  unable  to  sell  to  the 
Colville  dealers,  and  so  are  selling  di- 
rect to  the  consumer  at  the  same 
prices  the  merchants  would  have  to 
pay  for  the  goods.  To  note  just  how 
far  the  claims  of  the  peddlers  are 
born  out  it  will  be  seen  by  examin- 
ing the  following  list  that  the  oily 
tongued  peddlers  are  really  selling  at 
a  price  about  33  per  cent  higher  than 
the  home  merchants  ask  for  the  same 
goods. 

"The  list  was  taken  from  one  of  the 
bills  filled  by  the  peddlers  for  one  of 
our  prominent  citizens,  who  no  doubt 
was  convinced  that  he  was  getting  a 
bargain,  but  if  he  had  consulted  his 
own  dealer  in  his  home  town  he 
would  have  gotten  the  bill  filled  at 
from  25  to  33  per  cent  cheaper  and 
would  also  have  received  first-class 
clean,  fresh  goods,  and  then  if  not 
found  satisfactory  he  could  have  re- 
turned them  and  had  them  replaced 
with  what  he  wanted.  The  local 
dealer  is  expected  to  keep  up  the 
churches  and  donate  to  all  local  en- 
terprises and  always  wear  the  smile 
that  is  expected  of  them  whether  you 
pay  your  bills  or  not.

Under  a  strong  demand,  the  rice 
market  has  grown  very  firm  and  the 
wise  ones  are  predicting  that  quota- 
tions will  uoon  have  to  be  marked  up. 

There  is  going  to  be  a  big  call  for 
loaded  shells  this  fall  and  the  mer- 
chant that  carries  a  well  r;elected 
stock  is  the  one  that  will  get  the  busi- 
ness. 

Push  the  goods  that  help  to  pay  the 
rent  of  the  store  and  the  salaries  of 
the  clerks.  Let  the  staples  that  don't 
pay  any  profit  to  speak  of  sell  them- 
selves. 

The  woniail  •who  enters  the  grocery 
store  in  the  majority  of  cases  hasn't 
her  mind  fully  made  up  as  lo  what 
she  will  buy.  therefore,  goods  should 
be  displajetl. 

If  you  liave  a  clerk  who  dresses 
spgrtily,  spends  money  freely  and  is 
a  feneral  all-round  good  fellow,  watch 
hlm.  The  wlierewith  may  be  coming 
from  your  cash  drawer. 

Coffee  deliveries  are  running  nicely 
ahead  of  last  summer.  A  rising  mar- 
ket stimulates  demand.  The  outlook 
is  good  for  a  higher  range  of  prices 
in  1906-07  than  in  190.^-06. 

Walnuts  promise  to  be  a  good  crop 
in  California., Of  almonds  there  is  only 
about  a  quarter  of  a  normal  crop.  It 
will  be  a  case  of  "first  come,  first 
served"  in  taking  care  of  the  demand. 

The  plan  in  the  modern  grocery 
store  is  to  have  everything  in  plain 
sight  and  easy  reach,  where  if  (;an  be 
seen,  examined  and  handled.  There 
should  be  a.  price  ticket  on  everything. 

Pecan  nuts  will  be  about  a  month 
late  tin  account  of  dry  weather.  In- 
dications point  to  one  ot  the  shortest 
crops  on  record.  New  crop  pecans 
m.ay  not  arrive  in  time  for  the  Thanks- 
giving trade. 

Don't  try  to  get  trade  by  talking 
mean  about  the  man  across  the  street. 
Your  customers  are  much  more  inter- 
ested in  the  quality  of  your  goods  and 
your  prices  than  in  your  opinion  of 
your  competitor. 


Men  and  women  have  more  money 
to  spend  for  food  today  than  ever  be- 
fore. The  average  wage  of  today  AviU 
buy  from  two  to  a  dozen  times  as  much 
as  did  the  a.verage  wage  of  the  early 
period  of  this  country. 

Canned  meats  and  canned  salmon 
should  be  pushed  to  the  front.  If  kept 
in  the  background  their  sale  even  in 
ordinary  seasons  may  be  small,  but 
pushed  with  vigor  they  should  even 
a  meat-packing  scandal  scorn. 

Pickles,  chow  chow,  etc.,  should  be 
kept  In  neat  half-barrels  covered  vfith 
large  circular  plates  of  thick  glass, 
which  allow  the  contents  to  be  plainly 
seen,  yet  keep  out  the  dust,  dirt  and 
flies,  also  the  lingers  of  "tasters." 

Don't  sit  around  and  kick  becau.sc 
your  business  is  going  to  the  man 
across  the  street  that  has  up-to-date 
fixtui'es  in  his  stoi'e  and  uses  modern 
methods  to  please  his  customers.  Get 
into  the  band  wagon-  of  progress. 

The  stori'  that  has  won  a,  reputation 
for  good  merchandising  methods, '  for 
the  qualitA-  of  its  goods  and  the  strict 
attention  to  the  wants  of  its  customers 
is  sure  to  retain  its  hold  on  the  public, 
and  TO  be  successful,  ev^u  in  dull 
times.  - 

If  you  have  a  good  %inegar.  now  is 
the  time  to  let  thfe  public  know  about 
it.  From  now  on  vinegar  sales  will  be 
good.  Get  after  the  business.  Let  the 
housewife  know  that  you  have  every- 
thing- in  the  pickling  line  .that  she 
needs. 

Keep  your  boo^s  ,right  up  to  date, 
so  that  you  need  n<Tt  keep  a  customer 
waiting  more  than  two  or  three  min- 
utes for  a  sLatenient  of  his  account, 
in  case  he  should  call  for  it  unex- 
pectedly. The  McCaskey  '  account 
system  does  this. 

Dealers  make,  a  mistake,  we  think, 
when  they  worry  much  about  prices 
and  overlook  quality.  Few  pe'ople 
bother  their  heads  because  their  gro- 
cer charges  a.  cent  or  two  a  pound 
more  thaii  the  minimum  price,  pro- 
vided his  groceries  are  all  right.

Dirjcounts  should  be  doubly  at- 
tra'Ctlvc  to  a  man  In  a  line  of  business 
which  affords  profit  in  the  shape  of 
advance  in  selling  price  over  cost  of 
goods,  as  he  is  then  in  position  to 
make  two  profits. 

The  grouer  who  sells  a  coffee  for 
30  cents  which  he  buys  for  16  cents  Is 
asking  too  much  profit.  Good  values 
tell  the  story  in  coffee  as  in  anything 
else.  Bcc.iuse  some  people  will  buy 
30-cent  coffee'  out  of  a  25-cent  can  is 
nb  good  reason  for  thinking  Buch  a 
policy  is  sound.  No  grocer  has  yet 
built  a  permanent  coffee  trade  on  that 
system. 

Through. the  efforts  of  ex-National

pon Bchemr.  The  anti-coupon  crusadn 
should  be  kept  up  until  the  soap  man- 
ufacturers, the  coffee  roasters,  dozens 
of  others  yet  In  the  coupon  busineBB, 
quit  and  mnrk'-t  iheir  lunfliirtr,  nn 
merits  alone.

Saggestions  For  Increasio?  the  Trade 
in  Teas  and  Coffees. 

While  the  grocers  all  over  the 
country  are  agitating  the  premium  and 
coupon  proposition,  which  is  a  very 
commendable  act,  it  might  not  be 
amiss  to  look  into  the  matter  a  little 
deeper  and  see  that  part  of  this  en- 
ergy were  spent  in  another  direction, 
says  a  correspondent  of  the  "Inter- 
state Grocer." 

I  do  not  want  to  be  placed  in  the 
light  of  opposing  the  premium  fight; 
on  the  contrary,  I  am  doing  every- 
thing in  my  power  to  assist  them,  as, 
I  think  the  practice  of  "giving  away" 
should  be  abolished. 

But  we  Jiave  a  department  in  our 
stores  which  is  more  neglected  than 
any  other,  and  although  it  is  our  best 
money  maker,  it  seems  grocers  give  it 
less  attention  than  anything  in  their 
stores.  I  refer  to  our  tea  and  coflEee 
department. 

Why  the  Peddler  Thrives. 

We  complain  that,  owing-  to  the 
presents  given  away  by  the  pedddler, 
he  gets  the  trade,  and  because  he  only 
has  one  line  to  push,  the  peddler  is 
able  to  give  it  more  attention  than  can 
the  grocer. 

I  admit  that  it  is  true,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  does  the  grocer  give  this 
department  enough  attention  to  wat- 
rant  the  customer  to  give  the  grocer 
the  coffee  business  ? 
Let  us  see. 

Enter  the  average  grocery  store,  ask 
for  a  half  pound  of  gunpowder  tea. 
If  the  grocer  has  it,  he  generally 
scoops  it  out  of  a  small,  old  style  can, 
that  holds  perhaps  five  to  ten  pounds. 
Now,  if  this  customer  really  wants  to 
buy  the  tea  from  the  grocer  he,  in  the 
manner  in  which  he  handles  it,  leads 
her  to  believe  he  only  carries  it  in  a 
small  way,  and  naturally  if  she  passes 
a  tea  store  and  sees  it  properly  dis- 
played, will  buy  there. 

A  Good  Showing  Helps. 

Every  grocer  should  set  aside  a 
certain  space  in  his  store  for  the  dis- 
play of  tea  and  coffee.  Then  he  should 
try  to  keep  good  goods. 

He  should  talk  tea  and  coffee  to 
every  customer  that  enters  his  store. 

He  should  spend  a  little  time  in 
studying  how  to  make  tea  and  coffee. 

He  would  make  more  money  for 
himself  then  than  he  does  now  by 
passing  resolutions  condemning  the 
peddler. 

Teach  Your  Trade. 

Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  not  one 
woman  out  of  ten  knows  how  to  make 
coffee  or  tea  properly  ? 

Do  you  know,  more  cooks  spoil  cof- 
fee by  reason  of  not  knowing  how  to 
make  it,  than  anything  else  ? 

Very  often  the  grocer  is  blamed  for 
furnishing  a  poor  grade,  when  the 
entire  blame  rests  with  the  cook. 

In  making  coffee,  only  fresh  water 
from  the  faucet  should  be  used.  Water 
should  never  be  poured  on  uutil  it 
boils  furiously.  How  often  do  you  see 
cooks  pouring  water  over  coffee  that 


has  been  boiled  two  or  three  times 
and  hardly  allow  it  to  come  to  a  boil. 
Point  Out  Mistakes. 

Then  some  cooks  wijl  add  fresh 
ground  coffee  to  some  old  grounds, 
boil  this  mixture  and  expect  to  make 
a  good  cup  of  coffee. 

This  is  a  point  I  maintain  a  grocer 
should  be  posted  on  and  tell  his  cus- 
tomers. When  a  grocer  says  he  can- 
not tell  this  to  a  lady  without  offend- 
ing her,  I  say  he  simply  is  no  sales- 
man and  should  not  be  in  business. 

Now,  this  is  not  a  criticism  on  my 
part.  I  honestly  believe  if  we  all  go 
to  work  on  these  lines: 

First — Keep  good  teas  and  coffees. 

Second — Display  them  properly. 

Third — Ask  every  lady  before  leav- 
ing the  store  whether  she  does  not 
need  any  tea  and  coffee,  it  would  be 
the  means  of  increasing  trade  on  the 
best  money  maker  we  have  and  would 
offer  the  peddler  a  greater  opposition 
than  in  anything  else  possible. 


SOLD  THE  CUTTER. 


Story  of  A  Missing  Cheese  Knife  and 
the  Opportunity  For  a  Ten  Strike 

"I  was  in  a  small  town  selling 
cheese  cutters,"  writes  G.  Faysum  in 
"Salesmanship."  Nearly  every  mer- 
chant I  saw  bought  readily;  but  I 
finally  struck  a  particularly  hard  and 
difficult  prospect. 

"This  merchant  was  of  a  very  sav- 
ing and  economical  nature,  and  all 
the  arguments  I  could  invent  awake 
and  in  my  dreams,  could  not  bring 
him  to  spend  the  sum  of  $30  for  the 
cutter. 

"The  more  difficult  the  prospect 
was,  however,  the  more  resolved  I 
became  to  sell,  and  at  last  my  oppor- 
tunity came.  I  had  figured  it  out  to 
go  in  when  he  was  particularly  busy, 
and  see  how  much  time  he  lost  by  not 
having  the  cheese  cutter. 

"Luck  was  with  me  on  this  occasion 
— the  seventh  time  of  calling. 

"An  important  customer  wanted  to 
buy  some  cheese,  the  knife  was  mis- 
laid, and  no  amount  of  search  could 
bring  it  to  light.  At  last  after  frantic 
inquiry,  it  was  discovered  the  small 
boy  in  the  store  had  been  using  it  to 
behead  a  chicken  with. 

"The  knife  was.  then  wiped  and  the 
lady  served. 

"I  had  my  watch  in  my  hand  timing 
him.  Other  customers  were  in  the 
store,  and  it  was  amusing  to  see  how 
he  would  put  the  knife  down  some- 
where in  his  hurry,  and  then  lose  sev- 
eral minutes  looking  for  it. 

"When  the  coast  was  clear,  I  went 
up  to  him,  and  hot  as  he  was  then,  1 
knew  better  than  to  talk  cutters  right 
away.  I  spoke  of  the  weather,  ball 
games  and  athletics,  and  then  brought 
forward  the  scale  of  a  cutter. 

"Yes,"  he  said,  "I  see  you  tried  to 
make  a  monkey  out  of  me  by  timing 
me." 

"Not  at  all,"  I  said  (though  it  was 
evident  I  had  been  timing  him)  "I  was 
just  demonstrating  to  myself  how  ad- 
vantageous it  would  be  for  you  to 
save  all  that  time,  by  getting  a  cutter 


— so  that  I  could  talk  with  certainty 
about  its  usefulness  afterwards." 

This  mollified  him  aod  he  gave  me 
the  much  coveted  order. 


GOOD  COFFEE  BLENDS. 


Suggestions  of  How  Dealers  Can  Pre- 
pare Attractive  Offerings. 

M.  J.  Walsh,  in  an  interesting  arti- 
cle on  coffee,  gives  the  following  sug- 
gestion for  three  blends,  the  first  low 
priced,  the  second  medium,  and  the 
third  choice: 

No.  1.  May  be  made  from  a  fair 
Rio  and  Santos,  low  grade  Maracaibo 
or  other  mild  sort  in  the  proportions 
of  half  and  half,  or,  when  three  or 
more  varieties  are  used,  in  equal 
quantities. 

No.  2.  Is  composed  of  equal  quan- 
tities of  a  large,  white  bean  Santos 
and  Cucuta  Maracaibo  or  other  stand- 
ard mild  growth,  the  whole  being 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  one 
part  choice  Rio,  if  considered  too  weak 
in  body. 

No.  3.  When  a  really  rich,  smooth, 
mellow  beverage  is  desired  a  combi- 
nation composed  of  one-third  Arabian 
Mocha  and  two-thirds  Preanger  Java 
will  yield  the  desired  results,  while  a 
liquor  equally  as  good,  if  not  more 
popular^  may  be  obtained  from  equal 
parts  of  Cucuta  or  Merida,  Maracaibo, 
Aden,  Mocha  and  Preanger  Java,  par- 
ticularly when  fresh  roasted. 

For  good  coffee  the  most  common 
practice  is  to  blend  a  Padang  Java  and 
Cucuta  Maracaibo,  or  large,  yellow, 
old  bean  Santos  in  the  proportion  of 
40  pounds  of  the  former  to  60  pounds 
of  either,  or  both  ,the  two  latter,  the 
combination  answering  well  for  a 
straight  coffee  and  for  which  it  may 
be  safely  sold.  In  fact,  one  of  the  so- 
called  finest  Javas  in  the  market  to- 
day is  composed  of  these  three  varie- 
ties, the  addition  of  the  Santos  im- 
proving the  combination,  as  it  lends 
to  it  the  essential  quality  which  is 
lacking.

quality  that  the  goods  were  really  un- 
fit for  food  purposes.  There  is  an  in- 
creasing demand  for  this  little  deli- 
cacy the  Norwegian  Smoked  Sardines 
in  oil.  This  sardine  is  virtually 
skinned  and  boneless  and  of  a  most 
delicate  flavor  and  the  increasing  de- 
mand has  induced  a  good  many  people 
to  go  into  the  manufacturing  of  this 
fish,  but  there  are  very  few  indeed  who 
understand  how  to  prepare  this 
smoked  sardine  so  that  they  will 
really  be  a  delicacy.  A  number  of 
lots  of  smoked  sardines  which  have 
come  here  lately  are  sure  to  conflict 
with  the  Pure  Food  regulations.  Buy- 
ers should  be  extremely  careful  as  to 
the  brands  of  smoked  sardines  that 
thay  are  buying  so  as  not  to  have 
any  trouble  with  the  same.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  a  good  article 
cannot  be  sold 'tor  less  than  it  costs 
to  imt  it  U15  and  the  letail  grocer  will 
soon  discover  how  to  distinguish  be- 
tween good  and  bad  Norway  Smoked 
Sardines  when  his  customers  will  re- 
fuse to  buy  again  the  cheap  sardines 
tliat  he  may  have  recommended  them."

Somers  &  Co.  report  under  date  of 
Aug.  28th: 

"The  local  market  shows  no  mater- 
ial change  in  any  way.  We  do  not 
think  we  can  report  any  dilferent 
prices  from  those  quoted  a  month 
ago.  Choice  wheat  and  choice  tame 
oat  hay  sells  readily  at  top-most  quo- 
tations. The  medium  grades  are  ne- 
glected a  bit,  and  the  poorer  grades 
are  dragging  badly.  Alfalfa  is  in  mod- 
erate supply,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
boats.  Straw  is  also  a  very  light  sup- 
ply. The  tendency  at  the  moment  is 
towards  somewhat  higher  prices  for 
same.  As  soon  as  the  embargo  is 
raised,  both  straw  and  alfalfa  can  be 
brought  in  from  many  points  with  but 
very  little  trouble,  which  may  mean 
lower  quotations.

BAD  G'ERMAX  SAUSAGE. 


American  Exjiosures  Lead  to  Start- 
ling lurestigations. 

r.  S.  Consul  J.  I.  Brittain  writc.i 
from  Keh!  that  the  beef-packing  inves- 
tigation in  America  has  given  rise  to 
a  good  deal  of  discussion  in  Euroiiean 
newspapeis,  making  some  important 
revelations,  in  part  as  follows: 

Not  two  years  ago  in  Tlerlin  30  but- 
ter manufacturers  were  siimmonod 
before  the  courts  for  an  almost  incred- 
ible adulteration  of  their  wares,  and 
recently  a  sausage  manufacturer  of 
honorable  renown  was  before  the 
court  for  filthy  adulteration  of  sau- 
sages. 

much  more  common  in  small  places 
in  Germany,  where  there  is  little  or 
no  inspection,  than  in  the  cities  where 
the  Government  has  its  laboi-atories 
for  the  analysis  of  food  products,  its 
detectives,  both  male  and  female,  and 
its  system  of  stamping  all  inspected 
products. 

"Canned  fruit  is  colored,  and  it  is 
rare  in  Germany  to  see  a  .glass  can  of 
fruit  which  does  not  present  a  highly 
artistic  appearance. 

"The  write'r  of  the  article  spares 
his  readers  out  of  consideration  for 
their  appetites  a  descrijition  of  the 
methods  of  manufacturing  lard  and 
sausages,  revealed  in  court  proceed- 
ins. 

"The  Strassburg  papers  recently  re- 
ported the  arrest  of  a  butcher  of 
.Alsace-Lorraine  for  manufacturing 
sausages  from  spoiled  meat,  colored 
and  doctored  with  chemicals,  and  few 
weeks  pass  in  Straussburg  without  the 
arrest  of  market  women  for  adulterat- 
ing butter.  Wines,  chocolate,  ^ocoa. 
and  brandies  are  largely  adulterated, 
and  medicines  have  been  discovered 
to  contain  absolutely  injurious  and 
dangerous  substances,  used  for  the 
l)urposees  of  adulteration. 


Up  to  the  present  time  the  domcBtic 
sardine  pack  is  2.30,000  cases  short  of 
the  output  for  the  corresponding  per- 
iod of  last  year.  The  pack  so  far  this 
season  has  been  limited  bv  the  small 
catch  of  fish  on  the  MaineVcoast,  and 
the  run  of  sardines  has  Oeconie  so 
light  during  the  last  few  weeks  that 
none  of  the  factouies  have  been  able 
to  ojjerate.  The  shortage  is  more  de- 
cidedly felt  for  the  reason  that  there 
is  no  carry-over  from  last  season  and 
all  that  has  been  packed  so  far  tills 
season  has  been  sold. 


The  first  principle  of  a  store  .s.\  s- 
tem  is  having  a  i)lace  for  everything 
and  in  keeping  everything  in  its  plac<!.

If  clerks  know  lhat 
stock  must  bv.  replaced  neatly,  in  its 
place,  as  soon  as  possil)le  after  it  has 
been  shown — if  they  understand  that 
this  is  the  will  of  the  meichant  and 
is  faithfully  niacticed  by  him— they 
will  soon  absoj'b  the  same  si.>irit.  and 
the  store  so  conducted  will  easily  earn 
a  reputation  with  the  purchasing  pub- 
lic.

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CIGAKS  AM)  TOBACCO. 


The  most  pretentious  of  all  the 
Gunst  branches  established  to  date 
was  formally  opened  a  few  days  ago 
on  Fillmore  street,  near  Geary. 

.f.  S.  Parry  recently  opened  a  new 
store  at  1623  O'Farrell  street.  This  is 
in  many  respects  a  most  attractive 
store.  One  side  is  open,  being  a  part 
of  the  entrance  to  the  saloon  in  the 
l  ear.  and  the  street  side  occupied  by  a 
lar.ge  plate  glass  window. 

A  strike  that  threatens  to  spread  to 
all  the  union  cigar  manufactories  in 
Cincinnati  was  started  recently  in  the 
plant  of  Samuel  Hirsch,  manufacturer 
of  the  Verena  and  other  brands  of  ci- 
gars. His  entire  force  of  some  75 
union  emi^loyees.  all  men.  walked  out 
because  Mr.  Hirssi'i  refused  to  dis- 
charge Herman  Poppe,  foreman  in  the 
plant. 

Ehrman  Bros.  &  Co.  find  it  exceed- 
ingly difFicult  to  keep  even  a  respect- 
able sized  stock  of  .goods  on  hand  and 
often  whole  consignments  leave  the 
store  the  same  day  as  received.  The 
Pipi)in  five-cent  cigar  is  selling  better 
than  ever  before,  and  as  for  the  Opti- 
nios,  they  go  out  as  fast  as  they  come 
in,  notwithstanding  the  frequency  of 
exi)ress  shipments. 

The  handsome  new  store  of  the  M. 
Blaskower  Co.  at  lllM  Van  Ness  ave- 
nue was  opened  a  few  days  since.  The 
store  is  a  large  and  conmiodious  one, 
with  ample  storage  room  in  the  rear 
and  a  balcony  for  the  offices. 

The  managers  of  the  cigar  depart- 
^'ment  of  the  Tobacco  Trust  come  in  for 
a  fine  roast  in  the  current  issue  of 
"Tobacco."    That  journal  says: 

"The  men  who  undertook  to  run  the 
cigar  department  of  the  Tobacco  Trust 
are,  for  the  most  part.  North  Caro- 
linians, possessed  at  the  outset  with 
about  as  much  knowledge  of  making 
fine  cigars  as  a  longshoreman  has  of 
navigating  a  battleship.  These  North 
Carolinians,  whose  entire  experience 
in  toljacco  had  l)een  confined  to  the 
bright  leaf  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
cheap  c^'garettes  and  of  granulated 
smoking  tobacco,  descended  on  Cuba 
to  bu.v,  cigar  leaf  for  the  Trust.  They 
had  never  in  their  lives  seen  a  Iiale 
of  Havana  tobacco,  and  were  about  as 
couipeten  to  .judge  of  the  fine  quali- 
ties of  high-grade  Cuban  leaf  as  the 
driver  of  a  brewery  wa.gon  would  b.e 
to  pass  judgment  on  rare  vintage  of 
champagne."

GROCERY  PEDDLARS  TAXED. 


Parks  Bros.,  who  are  grocery  ped- 
dlars  from  San  Francisco  shipped  a 
carload  of  groceries  to  Uniontown,- 
Wash.,  and  I  were  delivering  the  same 
to  purchasers  when  they  were  arrest- 
ed and  their  goods  attached  for  tax. 
They  have  evaded  the  laws  hereto- 
fore by  shipping  goods  in  original 
packages  consigned  to  purchasers. 

In  this  instance,  they  shipped  the 
goods  consigned  to  themselves  and 
when  the  purchaser  called  at  the  de- 
pot  where  the  goods  were  stored  Mr. 
Parks,  who  always  delivers  the  good.s 
himself,  weighed  out  the  goods  and 
delivered  the  same  to  customers. 

When  the  county  assessor  and  treas- 
urer were  notified  of  this  fact  they  at 
once  hired  a  team  and  made  a  force 
diive  from  Colfax,  a  distance  of  3 
miles,  and  upon  arriving  immediatel 
went  to  the  Northern  Pacific  depot, 
where  the  goods  were  being  delivered^ 
and  caught  Mi-.  Parks  in  the  act  o 
weighing  and  putting  up  a  packag" 
of  goods  tor  a  customer  in  waiting^ 
and  at  once  assessed  the  stock  an^ 
collected   the   taxes  on     the  same, 
amounting  to  .$11,  which  the  peddlers 
paid  over  with  but  little  protest,  real-, 
izing  the  assessor  and  tieasurer  kneiy 
their  business  and  could  not  be  bluff- 
ed. 

Ui)on  learning  that  Abel  &  Co.  of 
Grinnell,  Iowa,  had  a  carload  of  btig- 
gies  at  Ibis  place,  which  they  were 
lieddliug  throughout  the  county,  th4 
assessor  and  treasurer  paid  them 
friendly  call  and  assessed  their  bug^ 
gics  and  collerted  $68  in  taxes. 

Asessor  True  and  Treasurer  Alle' 
said  they  were  hot  on  the  trail  of  ped; 
dlers  in  this  county  and  would  asses 
and  collect  taxes  from  them  wheneve 
it  was  i)ossible  to  do  so.

WASHINGTON  GROCEES  KICK 


Bavenport,  Wash.,   .Aug.  3. —  The 

"Times"  of  this  city  says: 

"Powell  &  Sanders  the  Avholesale 
grocers  of  Spokane  have  had  repre- 
sentatives here  for  a  couple  of  days 
trying  to  explain  why  they  should 
not  be  boycotted  by  the  local  mer- 
chants. For  some  time  grocery  can- 
vassers have  been  working  through 
this  territory  selling  goods  direct  to 
the  farmers,  and  although  none  were 
delivered  from  this  station  two  cars 
were  unloaded  at  Wilbur,  one  at  Rear- 
dan,  one  at  Ritzille  and  one  at 
Sprague,  and  some  other  points  yet  to 
be  heard  from.  The  goods  were  han- 
dled by  Trunk  &  Westlake  of  Spokane 
and  bought  from  Powell  &  Sandfcrs, 
wholesale  grocers. 

"Davenport  merchants  learning  of 
this  placed  a  boycott  on  the  firm  and 
cancelled  all  orders,  among  them  be- 
ing one  for  a  carload  of  sugar,  which 
is  here,  but  the  merchants  refuse  to 
take  it.  The  same  action  has  been 
taken  at  other  points  in  this  section. 

"A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Ven- 
dome  Hotel  Tuesday  evening  attended 
by  all  the  grocery  men  of  the  city  at 
which  lime  Mr.  Percy  Powell  tried  to 
tell  just  how  it  happened.  They  claim 
they  did  not  know  the  Westlake  firm 
were  peddling  the  .goods  and  should 
be  forgiven.  The  wholesaler  is  de 
pendent  on  the  local  merchants  for  his 
orders  and  it  seems  they  are  cutting

With  the  seed  and  seed-and 
Havana  manufacturers  the  .situation 
is  even  more  encouraging.  Demand 
continues  at  the  flood  tide  and  many 
factories  are  hard  put  to  keep  up  with 
it.  A  considerable  difiiculty  and  one' 
which  illustrates  the  situation,  is  the 
scarcity  of  help.  Capable  cigar  mak- 
ers are  at  a  premium,  and  they  know 
it.  The  result. is  constantly  recurring 
labor  troubles,  for  the  men,  feeling 
the  strength  of  their  position  are  in- 
clined to  insist  on  having  their  own 
way  in  small  matters,  and  they  gen^ 
erally  get  it  In  the  end,  as  under  the 
circumstances,  most  manufaefurers 
cannot  afford  a  strike.  In  this  city, 
however,  these  disagreements  have 
usually  been  soon  adjusted  and  there 
have  been  no  widespread  troubles  as 
in  Boston  and  New  Haven.  —U.  B.  To- 
bacco Journal.

The  Grocers'  Association  is  se- 
curing the  signature  of  as  many  gro- 
cers as  possible  of  the  city  to  an 
agreement  to  cut  it  out  on  January 
1st,  1907.  The  Association  has  also 
taken  by  a  campaign  towards  forcing 
breweries  and  wholesalers  to  discon- 
tinue selling  to  customers.

When  a  50  cent  article  is 
raised  to  75  cents  and  then  cut  to  55, 
that  is  not  a  legitimate  bargain.

The  men  who  have  directed  the  af- 
fairs of  the  State  Grocers'  Association 
have  a  valuable  machine  in  their  con- 
trol. 

They  know  it,  because  they  have 
f.een  what  it  would  do. 

That  they  hav  enot  done  more  has 
been  because  they  lacked  the  finan- 
ces (the  gasoline  of  the  automobile)  to 
employ  it  to  its  greatest  effectivenes.s. 

The  State  Grocers  Association  was 
built  through  the  aid  of  the  'Advo- 
cate."; Southern  California  was  or- 
ganized through  the  aid  of  the  "Ad- 
vocate." Concerted  action  and  the 
education  as  to  facts  essential  in  se- 
curing necessary  laws  were  secured 
through  the  "Advocate".  The  money 
necessary  to  conduct  three  successful 
legislative  campaigns  was  secured 
through,  the  "Adocate." 

An  office,  with  necessary  clerical 
assistance  was  secured  at  a  nominal 
expense  through  the  "Advocate." 

During  the  past  year,  the  trade  has 
been  kept  awake  to  the  value  of  their 
State  organization  through  the  "Advo- 
cate." 

The  reason  more  has  not  been  ac- 
complished in  growth  and  exijeiience 
has  been  because  the  Association  had 
no  funds  owing  to  the  treachery  of 
the  saloon  grocers  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  additional  fact  that  the  man- 
agement of  the  "Advocate"  did  not,  as 
it  has  in  the  past  voluntarily  done 
the  work  without  pay — which  the  As- 
sociation could  not  afford  to  pay  for, 
requiring  time  which  a  grocer,  acting 
without  salary  could  not  afford  to 
give. 

Two  journals  whose  policy  is  a 
slavish  subserviency  to  the  whole- 
sale trade,,  which  would  like  to  see 
the  Association  killed,  are  noisily  in- 
sisting that  the  State  Association  must 
withdraw  its  official  recognization 
from  the  "Advocate". 

Their  game  is  too  transparent  and 
their  lies  are  too  clumsy.  *

TABLE  TALK  COCOANUT  IN  PARCHMENT  BAGS 


The  "Labor  Bulletin"  for  July,  a 
government  publication,  has  a  stud.v. 
of  a  certain  city  where  there  is  mnch 
opulence  and  also  much  iniifatioji  of 
the  ways  of  th(|  wealthy.  Here  is  an 
extract: 

"The  wealthy  class  do  not  pay  as 
promptly  as  the  middle  or  working 
class,  but  as  a  whole  they  generally 
pay  their  bills. 

The  middle  class  people  are  living 
beyond  their  means  in  trying  to  keep 
up  with  their  wealthier  neighbors  and 
resort  to  the  installment  plan  as  in  the 
case  of  the  wage-earners.

Each  Article  Should  Paj'. 

We  believe  the  time  has  come  when 
goods  should  help  defray  the  expenses 
burdens  of  distribution.  We  do  not 
think  that  a  proprietary  brand  of 
each  line  of  goods  should  bear  its  own 
of  distributing  sugar,  flour,  packing- 
house products,  coal  oil,  etc.,  which  is 
done  today.  There  are  186  advertised 
articles  of  food  now  upon  the  Ameri- 
can market,  or  trademark  articles. 
Probably  but  fifty  of  these  are  ])roiTii- 
nent  and  >ours  are  one  of  them  and 
are  brought  before  the  consumer's 
notice  only  to  be  sold  at  a  price 
which  bears  no  profit  whatever  to  the 
ordinary  distributor,  either  wholesale 
or  retail.  ' 

This  makes  us  reach  out  after  other 
and  new  goods  to  displace  advertised 
goods,  therefore  creating  antagonism 
between  the  manufacturer  and  dis- 
tributors, which  we  believe  neutralizes 
at  least  [>\)  per  cent  value  of  the  ad- 
vertising. This  should  not  be  done, 
and  would  not  be  done  if  there  was  a 
reasonable  and  honest  allowanee 
made  foi-  the  distribution  on  thtf  pai  t 
of  the  manufacturer  and  it  is  strictly 
within  youi-  province,  both  legally  aiul 
morally,  to  allow  this  compensation. 
Will  you  do  if?

Yon  can  readily  imilerstanrt  that  the 
.io))l)er  must  be,  il'  successful,  an  uu- 
pre.iu(liced  distributor  of  goods.  That 
is,  he  must  carry  whatever  the  con- 
sumer, through  the  retailer,  calls  for. 
The  retailer  is,  to  a  large  extent,  a 
prejudiced  distributor.  He  can  urge 
and  introduce  new  goods  because  he 
meets  and  comes  in  contact  with  the 
consumer  every  day  and  is  recognized, 
if  he  is  an  honest  man,  if  he  under- 
stands his  business,  as  getting  goods 
that  have  a  value  and  displaces  old 
goods  that  may  have  eqiial  value,  but 
with  no  profit  to  him. 

A  man  who  simply  stands  behind 
the  retail  counter  and  hands  out  such 
goods  as  his  trade  demands  would 
have  86  kinds  in  brown  soaps  alone 
in  Southern  California.  This  would 
disgust  any  dealer  in  this  country. 
This  is  not  confined  to  soap  alone,  it 
is  in  every  line  the  same.

— That  de- 
licious liiiicli  delicacy,  rlie  Hrilisli  Col- 
umbia and  Paget  Sound  socke>e  sal- 
mon will  be  dearer  this  year  than 
usual  as  the  salmon  were  co\'  ami 
hard  to  catch.  The  total  pack  ot  ;he 
Fraser  iiiver  canneries  for  the  season 
is  ir,;;,iiiv  cases,  which  is  200,000  less 
than  it  was  four  years  ago,  tliat  being 
the  way  comparisons  are  made  re- 
garding sockeyes,  which  are  supposed 
t»  run  about  the  same  quadi'ennialy. 
The  total  pack  on  Puget  Sound  is  es- 
timated to  be  about  150,000  cases,  and 
that  likewise  is  200,000  less  than  in 
1902;  in  other  words,  there  are  400,- 
000  cases  less  this  season,  tlian  in  the 
;\ear  just  named.  For  a  tew  luek>' 
fishermen  who  toiled  nigiits  and 
caught  more  than  the  average  the 
season  has  been  a  good  one,  for  ihe 
high  |)i-ice,  langing  from  2o  cents  to 
4u  cents  per  fish,  made  up  for  ihe 
scarciix',  but  the  canuei>nien  trdk  of 
it  as  a  season  without  jjrofit,  while 
some  say  it  has  been  one  of  serious 
financial  loss. 

"The  Dominion  government  has  ex- 
tended the  season  to  Septembei-  15 
in  order  to  give  the  canner,\nien  a 
chance  to  make  up_,  by  catching  co- 
hoes,  for  some  of  their  losses  in  soclc- 
eye  fishing.  The  mere  fact  that  the 
extension  of  time  was  asked  for  shows 
what  a  poor  season  it  has  been.  A 
number  of  cannerymen  are  much 
averse  to  this  action,  they  de.':-laring 
that  even  if  a  few  sockeye  are  caught 
between  now  and  September  l."i  it  will 
be  at  the  expense  of  fishing  four  >'ears 
hence,  as  the  females  will  lose  the 
opportunity  of  getting  to  the  si)awii- 
iug  grounds  in  the  upper  waters  oi 
the  Fraser. 

"Another  unfortunate  feature  of  the 
season  has  been  the  comparative  fail- 
ure of  the  traps  on  the  Vancouver  Is- 
land shore  of  the  Strait  of  .Juan  de 
Fuca.  It  was  hoped  that  many  of  the 
Praser  river  salmon  would  lie  cnuglu 
iri  the  train;  before  tliey  reacheil  I'lig M 
Sound  waters,  hui  that  did  not  ha|i|

Jforthern  Jofcfcsr  "w'rites  of  Conditions 
of  Market; 

In  an  article  for  the  ■Journal"  of 
Portland.  Ore.,  P.  R.  Cooper  of  Wad- 
liams  &  Co.,  wholesale  grocers,  wrlte.s: 

"The  retail  merchant  who  oi-dered 
his  canned  goods  early  and  lilieraliy 
this  year  will  have  good  cause  to 
congratulate!  himself.  Hardly  an  ar- 
ticle can  be  named  but  has  already 
advanced  ovelr  oi)enliig  (inotutions. 

"From  a  canner's  standpoint  Ihe  sea- 
son is  a  very  unsatisfactory  and  un- 
certain one  in  all  sections  of  Ihe  coun- 
try. Climatic  conditions  have  been 
such  as  to  overturn  all  early  calcula- 
!i(ms,  and  many  i)ackers  have  now 
withdrawn  (luotations,  having  over- 
sold their  ))rosi)ective  ont|)ut. 

"The  ci'op  of  all  varieties  of  early 
fruits  and  vegetables  was  very  short, 
the  ])ack  light,  and  canners  will  pro- 
rata delivery.  On  the  goods  already 
canned,  such  as  aspara.gus,  peas, 
iring  beans,  berries  and  cherries,  the 
ili  iiveries  will  vary  from  2't  to  7')  per 
cent. 

"W'hen  you  figure  that  with  the  ex- 
ci  ption  of  corn  there  will  not  be  a 
single  case  of  last  year's  pack  carried 
over  by  either  canner  or  jobbei-,  pros- 
pacts  ai'e  very  bright  for  high  prices 
with  heavy  demand  next  sprin.g. 

"The  California  canners  have  been 
unusually  unfortunate.  The  destruc- 
tion of  the  can  factories,  making  it 
impossible  to  secure  cans  promptly 
and  in  sufficient  quantities;  the  con- 
gested transportation  facilities  caus- 
ing delay  in  deliveries  of  fruit  from 
the  orchards;  unusual  hot  weather 
wliich  ripens  the  fruit  prematurely 
and  necessitates  promiJt  handling,  all 
combine  to  maKe  their  IFves  anythin.g 
but  a  "bed  of  roses." 

"The  consumer  will  be  conipplleil  to 
l)ay  higher  prices  for  all  varieties  of 
fruits,  but  the  two  great  sta))le  Vege- 
tables, tomatoes  and  corn,  will  be  rea- 
sonable in  price  and  no  higher  than 
last  year.  This  is  the  silver  lining 
to  the  cloud,  as  these  two  ailicles 
represent  at  least  .50  iier  cent  of  all 
the  canned  goods  consumed."

Tliere  is  honor  in  l)eing  able) 
to  sell   a   nice  bill   of  goods   to   the  I 
man  or  woman  who  has  the  repula-l 
tion  of  being  a  close  buyer  aud  hanl 
to  satisfy.    This.  too.  is  the  kind  of 
honor  which  pays.    If  the  time  comes 
when  tlie  force  must  l)e  diminished, 
then  the  clerk  wlio  sells  to  the  "hard 
ones"  will  keep  his  job. 

Makes  Men  Valuahle.  ' 

When  the  moment  mrivrs  in  iiir 
business  Cor  advancing  .snmc  di  iln- 
force  or  raising  salaries,  the  clerk  who 
lias  the  repulation  for  having  a,  fol- 
lowing of  cranks  is  the  one  who  gets 
the  raise.' 

Their 
patronage  i.s-  worlli  a  good  deal,  for 
if  they  are  satisfied,  the  store  is  being 
couducted  on  pretty  good  Unas. 

We  know  one  merchant  who  adver- 
tises his  store  as  the  store  for  cranks. 
'I'lie  beauty  of  it  is.  he  lives  uj)  to  his 
Hdvertisement  and  condu(;ts  a  business 
which  usually  suits  the  fastidious,  the 
paj-ticular  and  the  peorde  who  know 
what  they  want  and  liave  the  money 
to  pay  for  it.— New  West  Trade.

!■=  cognizable  at  a  glance  but  which  it; 


made  up  of  so  many  elements  and 
characteristics  that  it  cannot  be  de- 
scribed, is  the  "whole  thing"  when  H 
comes  to  making  yourself  into  a  suc- 
cessful clerk.  And,  from  the  success- 
ful clerk,  comes  the  successful  mer- 
chant. For,  while  it  has  been  said 
many  limes  that  it  is  important  to 
buy  well,  that  is  an  erroneous  idea. 
The  truth  is,  that  it  is  comparatively 
simple  to  learn  the  art  of  buying 
poods:  but  it  lakes  a  Iiigh  order  of 
nliilily  to  be  a  good  salesman.  1  have 
siijr.pc.sliHl  this  thought  bel'orci:  but  11 
is  loo  iuiporlaiil  not  lo  bear  reitera- 
tion, so  1  make  no  apology  for  talking 
about  it  again.  Ami  Ibis  is  the  idea 
I  bat  1  have  receully  had  suggested  to 
me : 

In  seeking  lo  present  new  things  to 
customers — lady  customers,  of  course 
— must  "size  up"  your  customer.  And 
in  this  matter  of  taking  an  estimate 
of  the  characler  of  your  buyer  lies 
the  probability,  in  a  great  measure,  of 
your  success  or  failure.  Wliat  I  am 
saying  now,  applies  especially  to  new 
aud  transient  trade;  for  you  will  soon 
get  to  know  your  regular  patrons  and 
their  ways  and  capacities  so  well  that 
von  c-.w)  iKiiuIle  them  so  much  more 
cciininly.  isni  go  carefully  in  taking 
Ihc  iiiiMsure  of  a.  new  customer.  Leai'ii 
wbnf  she  wants  and  gel,  it  for  her. 
But  ill  this  lirst  talk,  if  you  are  bright 
and  keen,  you  can  get  a  very  fair  idea 
of  whai.  kind  of  a  person  she  is. 

Yon  can  discover  whether  she  has 
taste  'and  breeding  sufiicient  to  lead 
you  to  suppose  she  knows  what  things 
are;  and  yon  can  also  get  an  impres- 
sion of  how  well  she  is  able  to  afford 
to  buy  your  choicest  goods.  And  1 
want  especially  to  caution  you  not  lo 
jump  to  too  rapid  conclusiojis  simi)ly 
on  liiM-  appearance. 

The  wouiau  who  s(>eined  ver.N'  ordi- 
narily dressed;  who,  in  fact  may  seem 
somewhat  out  of  dale,  or  old-fashicnit;

habitually.  And  any  lillle  supercil- 
iousness on  your  part  may  lose  you 
her  trade  and  in  any  case  will  make 
her  estimate  of  you  anything  but  Hal- 
tering. .Ml  of  which  you  can  see  will 
load  nalurally  to  llie  conclusion  thai 
you  must  lie  iui|)artially  ready  in  all 
c  ases:  llial  .\ou  musi  be  as  prompt,  as 
ifHrly.  as  assiduous  with  the  iiiioblrn- 
sively  mannered,  plainly  flr(>sse<l  wom- 
an as  Willi  the  one  whom  you  may 
think  is  just  "the  thing"  of  up-to-date- 
ness. 

The  truth  is.  as  you  u>a\  have 
chanced  lo  obsrrvo.  thai  Ibo  luosl  re- 
lined  women  are  often  I  he  least  "log- 
ged up."  especially  when  Ihey  go  to 
buy  groceries  ami  attend  lo  llie  regu- 
lar round  of  shipping.  And  you  may 
have  also  observed  that  the  nK)sl  llash- 
ily  garbed  of  all  your  customers  really 
are,  after  all.  rather  "cheap"  in  them- 
selves, their  manners,  Ihcir  tastes  and 
their  buying  ability. 

The  highest  type  of  salcsmau  is,  like 
Ihe  poet,  born  not  made;  and  you  nia.\ 
not  have  it  in  you  lo  belong  to  llu- 
firsl  rank.  I?ul.  by  being  careful,  at- 
tentive, watchful  of  every  customer 


with  whom  you  come  in  eontact.  5tou 
may  make  what  all  around  you  will 
call  a  success  of  selling  goods.  The 
essence  of  It  all  is  studious  attention 
to  the  wants  of  the  buyers  so  that  you 
may  be  able  to  anticipate  needs  and 
make  suitable  suggestions.  And  y»)u 
may  always  take  pleasure  in  the  n^- 
llection  that  such  ajiplicadon  on  your 
liart  is  beneficial  to  yourself  as  well 
as  g(jod  for  the  tirm.

The  big  Eastern  crop  indicates  lower 
prices  soon  for  evaporated  apples. 
JSaisins — 

The  growers  feel  confident  of  better 
prices  than  last  year.     The  early 
buyers  of  raisins  will  do  well  this 
season. 
Prunes — 

The  market  is  firm,  in  spite  of  pack- 
ers who  sold  •'short''  early  in  the 
season.

MANY  MERCHANTS  INTEHESTKD 


Will  Consider  Siil)jects  of  Vital  Import 
to  Ketjiil  Dealers 

The  Seventh  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Stare  Crocers  Association  which 
is  to  be  held  at  Oakland  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  Sei)tember  24th  and  2.5th 
promises  to  be  particularly  well  at- 
tended. 

Inquiries  sent  from  the  office  of  the 
State  Grocers'  Association  have 
brought  out  the  fact  that  the  matters 
in  which  all  grocers  of  California  are 
particularly  interested  are  the  follow- 
ing: 

Curbing-  wholesalers  who  sell  to 
coii.siimers. 

Having'  niaimfacturers  fix  and  niain- 
tairi  a  fair  retail  selling:  priee  for  tlieir 
g'oods. 

Securing-  the  passag-e  of  necessary 
laws.  » 
Extending  organization. 
Coutrolling  dead  heats. 

These  will  be  the  matters  that  will 
iHiquestionably  be  given  the  most  time 
in  the  discussions  that  will  come  up 
before  the  convention. 

Every  grocer  who  is  interested  in 
these  matters  should  attend  this  con- 
vention not  only  because  his  advice 
may  be  of  assistance  to  the  other  gro- 
cers but  also  because  it  will  be  of 
advantage  to  him  to  know  what  the 
ideas  of  the  leaders  of  the  grocery 
business  are  in  these  matters  and 
also  to  be  assured  as  to  how  far  he 
can  count  on  their  support  in  better- 
ing conditions. 

Southern  California  will  probably  be 
represented  by  five  delegates.  Three 
of  these  will  come  from  Los  Angeles 
and  two  from  outside,  cities.  As  it 
will  cost  about  $50  for  the  expense  of 
each  delegate  who  comes  from  the 
south,  a  larger  represetation  cannot 
be  expected. 

Saeraniento  will  serfd  its  full  quota 
of  seven  delegates. 

Stoekton  will  have  a  strong  dele- 
gation. 

Fresno  will  be  represented.  As 
Fresno  has  allowed  its  delegates  in 
the  past  $25  for  expense  of  each,  the 
nuniber  of  delegates  is  naturally  lim- 
ited.

Tlie  labor  supply  shows  some  im- 
provement, but  there  is  still  an  enor- 
mous demand  in  the  building  trades 
and  for  ordinary  laborers  in  the  city, 
while  in  the  State  there  is  a  great 
demand  for  farm  laborers  of  all  class- 
es. Mirn>'  thousand  people  could  find 
em]iloynient  at  high  wages  at  once  in 
California. 

Reports  from  Santa  Rosa  indicate 
rapid  progress  towards  rehabilitation. 
All  the  debris  was  removed  within 
three  weeks  of  the  disaster  and  build- 
ing operations  are  well  advanced. 

Reports  from  all  interior  cities  show 
great  gains  in  lousiness  in  all  lines 
over  ail  previous  years.  Financial 
institutions  report  good  business  and 
plenty  of  funds.  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Diego  report  great  prosperity  in  all 
lines.

The  advance  made  by  San  Francisco 
during  the  month  of  Augugst  has  been 
phenonienal  in  many  ways,  but  in  notie 
more  so  than  in  building  .  Construc- 
tion has  been  surprising,  and  its  won- 
derful progress  has  been  shared  by 
commerce,  as  evidenced  by  the  enor- 
mous bank  clearings. 

According  to  the  best  estimates 
availal)le  the  population  of  San  Fran- 
cisco is  now  370,000.  A  considerable 
increase  may  be  looked  for  in  Sep- 
tember, as  many  dwelling  houses  are 
l)eing  erected  which  will  he  ready  for 
occupancy  then. 

Travel  on  transcontinental  roads 
continue  to  be  above  normal  for  west- 
bound and  normal  for  eastbound.

Have  the  checkrein  loosened,  and 
when  there  is  a  rough  place  on  the 
road,  or  a  hill,  to  climb,  go  slow. 

See  that  the  horse  has  necessary 
drink,  and  proper  feed. 

It  pays  from  a  financial  point  of 
view,  and  the  animal  appreciates  it, 
tho  it  cannot  express  its  satisfaction 
in  words.

The  foigolng  hit  of  news  was  given 
by  a  well-known  manufacturers'  agent 
in  the  oflice  of  the  Inland  Grocer  this 
week.  It  created  some  little  surprise, 
inasmuch  as  the  retailer  named  had 
cnt  somelh.ing  of  a  dash  in  business 
in  his  neinhhoihood.  Answering  a 
(ineslion  as  In  I  lie  reason  of  liis 
Irniihle.  the  \'isil(ir  said  he  did  not 
knov\'    how    Id    h,L;iire  |irolils. 

Kxpeiise  Not  Covered. 

In  the  fii'sl  place,"  said  the  visitor 
"I  fail  lu  find  in  his  boolckeeping  de- 
liartmeiil  an\ihiii,c,  from  which  one- 
eon  hi  accuraiel\-  ligure  his  expense  of 
doing  Inisines.s.  He  told  me  that  he 
I  bought  it  cost  him  10  per  cent.  He 
added  Id  pei-  cent — fi.gnre.d  on  the  cost, 
mind — to  the  cost  of  thV  goods  and 
then  added  per  cent  of  the  cost  to 
thai  lo  find  his  selling  price.  Natural- 
ly he  sold  goods  for  less  than  the  com- 
bined cost  and  expense. 

"I  have  found  numerous  cases  right 
in  this  city  of  retailers  who  sold  say 
$20,000  worth  of  goods  per  year  at  an 
expense  of  $5,000.  In  many  cases  the 
.goods  cost  $10,000  and  every  mother's 
son  of  them  was  losin.u:  a  thonsatul 
dollars  a  year  while  working  under  a 
helif'f  that  he  was  making  a  iirotil. 

.>ris1aKen  In  Fimiriiig. 

"It  is  not  a  new  thing  as  a  matter  of 
ai'gument,  but  it  comes. so  often  that 
you  will  find  retailers,  yes,  and  some 
wholesalers,  too,  who  keep  an  expense 
account,  figure  their  expenses  of  do- 
ing business  upon  the  amount  of  the 
sales,  find  the  percentage  and  add  that 
same  percentage  to  the  cost  of  the 
goods,  figuring  everything  abov^that 
for  profit. 

Look  liow  absurd  that  would  be. 

You  sell  $100  worth  of  goods;  it 
costs  you  $1.5  to  sell  them.  The  orig- 
inal cost  of  the  goods  was,  say  $75. 
Now  if  you  try  to  cover  your  expense 
by  adding  15  per  cent  of  $75  how  much 
do  yon  get  ?" 

"Eleven  dollars  and  seventy-five 
cents,"  was  the  answer. 

"Exactly,"  was  the  response.  "But 
you  have  already  seen  that  it  costs  the 
merchant  $15  to  sell  the  goods.  By 
miscalculation  he  is  out  $:1.75. 
Jliist  Know  Wliat  Expensf  Is 

"That  is  bad  enough,  but  it  is  not 
the  worst'.  In  this  case,  and  I  regret, 
to  say  in  a  .great  many  others,  the 
merchant  does  not  know  what  his  exr 
l)ense  is.    He  cannot  infelligentiy  fig- 


ure either  the  selling  value  of  his 
soods  or  the  amount  of  profits  which 
tie  may  have  made  unless  he  keeps  a 
rigid  and  accurate  expen.^.e  accouni. 

If  he  hasi  that  and  also  a  common 
record  of  sales  he  will  not  be  long  in 
learning  exactly  what  his  cxiiense  in 
and  what  jiercenlage  it  bears  to  the 
sales. 

W  hen,  however,  lie  comes  to  aild  liis 
perc(Milage  (igurcs  to  the  cost  of  goods 
aniilher  i)itfall  awaits  him. 

Finding  (he  lieal  Cost 

If  the  sales  of  each  $1(10  worth  of 
goods  cost  the  merchant  $15  and  he 
ligni-es  a  5  per  cent  profit  in  addition, 
he  must  figure  upon  20  jier  cent  ad- 
vance over  cost. 

He  will  not  reach  this,  however,  by 
taking  20  per  cent  of  the  cost  and  ad- 
ding it  lo  cost  price  in  order  lo  find 
.the  selling  i)rice.  Instead  f>f  thai,  he 
must  treat  the  cost  as  SO  i)er  ceiii,  i)f 
the  whole. 

"Do  you  see  the  difference  ? 

"If  he  tried  to  find  the  selling  price 
by  adding  20  per  cent  to  the  $75,  he 
would  siin|)ly  add  $15  which  make  the 
selling  price  $!)().  If,  however,  he  fol- 
lows the  other  method  of  treating  the 
$75  as  being  SO  per  cent  of  the  selling 
price  he  would  find  that  the  selling 
price  would  be  $9:1.  75. 

Cost  of  Doing-  Bnsincss. 

There  is,  of  course,  (piite  a  differ- 
once  in  the  cost  of  doing  business  in 
different  stores.  I  do  not  believe  that 
there  is  a  retail  grocer  in  any  of  the 
large  cities  who  can  do  business  at  so 
low  a  cost  as  10  per  cent.  The  nia- 
.jorily  run  up  to  15  and  even  as  high  as 
24  per  cent. 

"A  man,  who,  with  his  wife,  runs  a 
store,  perhai)s  employing  his  son  as  a 
delivery  boy  can,  of  course,  do  busi- 
ness at  lower  expense  than  can  one 
who  employes  help  and  pays  himself 
a  salary  the  same  as  he  pa.vs  his  other 
iielp.  The  grocer  whose  family  run 
the  store  ought  perhaps  to  credit  each 
one  of  them  with  a  salary  which  would 
tend  to  make  percenta.ges  more  eoual. 
In  few  of  the  small  stores  will  you 
find  any  allowance  made  for  earnings 
of  members  of  the  family."

Reports  from  Cuba  state  that  the  field 
work  on  the  new  crop  is  being' neg- 
lected in  many  districts.  All  Java 
sugars  have  been  taken  in  the  Far 
East  so  that  our  refiners  have  been 
unable  to  get  their  usual  quantity 
from  that  source.  As  long  as  prices 
remain  normal  as  they  are  to-day,  a 
good  consumption  will  continue  and 
raws  will  remain  strong." 

-  Ilsivaiiii,  Cuba. — U.  S.  Consul  Fiauk 
Steinhart  reports  that  the  sugar  cro]) 
for  the  1905-06  season  was  27, -571  tons 
larger  than  that  of  the  preceeding 
season. 

TEA 

\en  York,       Y.  Xug.  28th.— J.  B. 

Brown  &  Co.  report: 

"Japans. — Advices  dalied  at  Koljei' 
and  Yokohama  on  August  9,  1906, 
state  that  no  material  change  is  to  be 
noticed  in  the  tea  market.  The  better 
qtiality  of  the  second  pickings  was 
sold  at  full  i)i'ices.  More  or  less  of  the 
second  pickings  is  somewhat  unsatis- 
factory both  as  to  cup  quality  and 
style.  R6ally  choice  teas  are  scaice 
and  prices  seem  unusually  high.  Tea 
dust  is  in  strong  demand;  prices  have 
advanced  steadily  since  the  opening 
of  the  season  and  stocks  of  this  class 
of  merchandise  are  exhausted.  Tlic 
market  price  in  .lapan  for  .lapan  dust 
is  higher  than  the  rates  at  which  the 
same  merchandise  is  selling  for  in 
America;  this  unusual  advance  in 
Japan  tea  dust  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  Russian  bu.\ers  have  con- 
tracted for  most  of  the  output  of  the 
season  at  extreme  prices.  Jf  these  re- 
ports are  substantiated.  .lapan  tei; 
dust  will  sell  in  America  by  Jan.  1st 
for  from  loc  to  1.5c.  The  entire  sum- 
mer pickings  have  been  marked  at 
steady  prices. 

All  advance  has  occurred  in  c;ugo 
grafle  which  would  make  them  cost 
17c  delivered  in  America. 

l'"lo«t*ri  Fckoes. —  At  present  tlie 
stock  on  hand  at  Foocbow  cousists 
mainly  of  undesirable  teas. 

Ci'.vlyiiP  Blacks —  Unusually  large 
supplies  were  offered  at  (."olombo  dur- 
ing June  and  July.  T)>e  QU.i<lity  nC  t!ie 
leaf  v:aF,  more  or  less  undesirable. 


Considering  the  inferior  quality,  good 
prices  have  been  realized. 

C'ong'ous. — First  and  second  crops 
have  been  sold  at  Shanghai  at  prices 
about  20  per  cent  higher  than  ruling 
last  year.  The  reopening  of  the  Si- 
berian Railroad  for  through  freight  to 
Moscow  has  strengthened  the  demand 
Teas  for  a  price  are  wanted  at  Siberia 
especially  by  Chinese  shippers,  as  they 
can  at  i)resent  be  imported  to  Vlat- 
istok  and  sent  over  the  greater  part  of 
Siberia  free  of  duty.  As  shippers  do 
not  expect  this  privilege  to  continue 
very  long,  they  are  trying  to  make  the 
most  of  it.  English  merchants  are 
large  buyers  of  Congous  at  the  present 
from  the  New  York  market. 

Foocliow  Congous. —  Ruling  prices 
have  been  so  high  as  to  discourage  all 
but  European  buyers.  Teas  of  this 
description  are  selling  in  America  at 
very  much  lower  rates  than  the  same 
can  be  bought  for  at  Foochow.

When  the  berries  began  lo  arrive, 
lliese  were  displayed  in  the  windows, 
and  sometimes  the  windows  made  to 
hold  whole  stocks. 

While  in  one  windo.w  there  might 
be  a  disiilay  of  canned  goods,  in  the 
other  would  be  artistically  arranged 
a  line  of  meat  iiroducts.  bacon,  hams, 
sausages,  lard  and  a.  comiilete  assort- 
nent  of  the  goods  of  some  well-known 
house. 

Neatness  and  cleanliness  are  the  two 
principal  things  to  be  oliserved  in  the 
grocery  window  disyla,v. 


There  should  be  ample  protectiou 
from  flics  and  insects. 

It  is  necessary  that  changes  be  made 
frequently. 

The  arrangement  of  the  goods  in 
the  store  should  correspond  well  with 
the  show  made  in  the  windows.

He  said  that  while  the 
conference  held  was  official  on  the 
part  of  the  grocers,  it  was  not  official 
on  the  ))art  of  the  bakers.  The  bakers 
having  learned  what  the  grocers  want- 
ed requested  time  to  confer  with  the 
other  members  of  the  association. 

Secretary  Connolly  reported  that  the 
Association  had  grown  during  the  year 
from  25  or  30  members  to  nearly  100. 
The  membership  included  the  very 
best  men  of  the  grocery  business  in 
San  Francisco.  With  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions, it  included  all  the  largest 
grocers  of  the  city.  All  the  members 
were  interested  in  the  work  of  the  or- 
ganiation.  Owing  to  the  demands  of 
The  present  conditions,  fevr  members 
had  the  time  to  attend  meetings.  'S^'hen 
conditions  became  normal  again  the 
attendance  at  meetings  will  he  better. 

Secretary  Conuoll,\'  r-ongratulated 
the  association  upon  ha\iu;j,  an  acting 
socretary  of  the  calibre  of  .1.  J.  Cusack 
and  he  insisted  that  with  the  organiza- 
tion which  jMr.  Cusack  was  rapidly 
building  up,  it  would  be  easy  to  do 
with  other  things  what  alieady  had 
been  done  with  flour. 

Acting  Secretary  Cusack  read  the 
names  of  1-5  new  members  secured 
since  the  meeting  in  August.  This 
made  a  total  of  over  -30  new  members 
in  the  last  two  mouths.  Mr.  Cusack 
pointed  out  that  the  individual  mem- 
bers' could  assist  material in  secur- 
ing new  members. 

When  the  matt,er  of  the  election  of 
new  officers  cartie  up  Mr.  Bibo  was 
nominated  for  the  piesidsncy,  but  de- 
clined to  serve,  explaining  that  he 
had  practically  discontinued  tlte  re- 
tail grocery  business  and  had  .ioineil 
with  his  brother  in  the  wholesale 
liquor  and  fancy  grocery  business. 
Dojlc  for  President. 

H.C  said  that  he  would  lather  see 
Mr.  Doyle,  the  present  vjcy-president, 
rcwai-ded  for  iiis  splendid  work  in  be-^ 
half  of  the  oiganization.  Joseph  A. 
Stulz  spoke  eloquently  of  Mr.  Doyle's 
ability  and  Mr.  King  aild  Secretary 
Connolly  also  told  of  the  work  that 
had  been  done  by  Mr.  Dovle  in  the 
.past. 

Mr.  Doj'le  wa.s  the  unanimous  choice*'

J.  F.  Schomer  called  attention  to  llu- 
fact  that  certain  grocers  had  begun 
cutting  prices  on  the  National  Bis- 
cuit Co.  goods.  It  was  decided  to 
write  the  National  Biscuit  Co.  and  de- 
mand that  they  use  their  power  to  pro- 
tect the  selling  price  of  their  goods. 

Early  t'losing  Movement. 

P.  A.  Buckley  was  warmly  applaud- 
ed when  he  brought  up  the  suggestion 
of  early  closing.  He  urged  that  theie 
was  no  way  to  force  soiue  of  the  deal- 
ers to  close  unless  the  grocery  clerks 
organized  and  used  their  efforts 
through  the  Labor  Council  to  force  a 
proper  closing  hour  upon  all  stores. 
He  felt  that  it  would  pay  the  grocers 
to  help  their  clerks  organize  a  Union 
and  that  the  grocers  would  benefit  Ijy 
the  shorter  hours  both  through  being 
able  to  live  better  themselves  and 
through  the  fact  that  their  clerks  be- 
ing fresher  would  be  able  to  do  better 
work. 

A  number  of  grocers  e.\i)ressed 
doubt  as  to  the  desirability  of  organ- 
izing the  clerks  since  a  very  large 
portion  of  clerks  in  the  city  lacked 
permanency  in  their  positions.  All 
favored  early  closing  however. 

As  the  hour  was  late  the  meeting  in- 
structed the  directors  to  take  up  t\v.- 
matter  as  promptly  as'possibTe.

Send  Out  Letters  Expluinins:  the  Ne- 
cessity For  Advances. 

The  Wholesale  Grocers'  Exchange 
has  issued  the  following  circular  letter 
to  all  agents  and  brokers  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  market: 

"Several  meetings  of  wholesale  gro- 
cers have  taken  place  recently  and  the 
prevailing  and  unanimous  sentiment 
is  in  favor  of  better  prices. 

"Expenses  must  now  be  reckoned 
with  ag  never  before.  Rents,  insur- 
ance and  all  contingent  expenses  are 
items  which  call  for  better  margins  of 
profit.  This  •with  the  inconveniences, 
the  w-ear  and  tear  and  the  higher  cost 
of  necessities,  compel  a  complete  re- 
construction of  our  price  books. 

"By  thus  advocating  legitimate  mar- 
gins of  profit  for  ourselves,  we  will 
also  help  the  retailer  in  obtaining  his 
profit.  For  instance,  if  a  10c  seller 
costs  below  9.5c  the  retailer  invariably 
is  forced  to  sell  3  for  3oc,  whereas,  if 
he  has  to  pay  9.5c  or  over  for  it  he 
must  sell  it  10c  straight,  which  yields 
him  much  better  returns.  Therefore 
we  shall  insist  that  our  salesmen  ob- 
tain at  least  95c  for  10c  articles  and 
tor  same  reasons  higher  sellers  at 
proportionate  margins. 

"We  therefore  request  of  you  to  in- 
struct your  specialty  salesmen  not  to 
take  orders  which  do  not  yield  like 
profits.     It   is  absolutely   impossible  i 
for  lis  to  continue  accepting,  and  we ;

Onr  officers 
took  every  step  to  see  that  the  fnnds 
sent  were  used  for  the  purposes  that 
their  public  spirited  donors  intended. 

Jake  Salomon  has  sjient  a  great  deal 
of  his  time  around  the  Relief  or  Claims 
("omniittee  headquarters  telling  gro- 
cers what  he  can  do  tor  them  in  gel- 
ting  their  claims  i)assed.  Many  of 
them  imagine  he  is  looking  for  a  little 
rake-off  for  his  trouble. 

He  tells  the  Finance  Committee  that 
his  members  are  all  satisfied  with  the 
way  their  claims  have  been  shaved 
although  many  have  told  me,  person- 
ally, they  were  very  much  dissatis- 
fied.

DOES  CUTTING  PAY. 


People  Prefer  Superior  Sen  ice  To 
Lower  Prices. 


In  the  Bankruptcy  Cort  of  Rirni- 
inghani,  England,  the  Registrar,  in 
dealing  with  a  bankrupt  retail  grocer, 
remarked:  "There  are  so  many  small 
grocers  selling  under  cost  to  work  the 
trade  up  that  I  wonder  anybody  really 
ever  pays  a  profitable  price." 

Some  consumer.s  are  fully  alive  to 
the  methods  of  cutters;  they  take  the 
bait  and  avoid  the  hook.  They,  also 
have  a  fashion  of  hunting  the  l)ar- 
gains,  then  going  to  the  single  shoi)s 
for  the  bulk  of  their  supplies.  They 
are  attracted  quite  as  mucli  by  the 
superior  service  of  the  department 
stores  as  by  cut  prices. 

Therefore  it  is  a  mistake  for  a  small 
retailer  to  attempt  to  follow  the  cut 
prices  made  by  chain  or  department 
stores. 

With  these  great  distributers  mak- 
ing hash  of  proprietary  goods,  the 
small  dealers  are  having  hard  work 
to  secure  a  good  average  net  profit. 

Recently  a  department  store  official 
confessed  that  the  grocery  section  sel- 
dom paid;  that  it  was  regarded  a  good 
advertising  factor,  and  served  to  bring 
buyers  to  the  store.  There  is  much 
truth  in  that  statement. 

Service  of  the  highest  character  is 
more  .attractive  to  most  folk  than  cut 
prices.  People  are  fond  of  trading 
where  they  are  well  treated;  where 
the  store  is  attractive  on  account  of 
style  or  appearance,  cleanliness,  sys- 
tem, rather  than  because  prices  are 
below  the  usual. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  big 
buyers  have  a  great  advantage  over 
the  smaller  retailers,  as  they  pur- 
chase on  the  lowest  basis.  But  the 
small  shop  keepers  are  under  lower 
cost  of  service,  fully  enough  to  offset 
the  buying  advantage  of  their  big 
competitors. 

This  makes  it  essential  for  the  ex- 
clusive grocers,  with  a  moderate  or 
small  volume  of  trade,  to  see  to  it  that 
their  stores  and  service  are  at  least 
on  a  par  with  the  department  and 
chain  stores,  where  system  and  a 
mastery  of  details  are  prominent  and 
of  a  high  order. 

If  this  policy  is  ))uisued,  the  retail- 
ers will  not  go  to  the  bankruptcy 
courts. 

Thus  far  American  retailers  have 
made  a  good  record,  as  failures  are 
fewer  than  years  back.

Address  Coutains  Food  for  Thou^'ht  on 
llie  Part  of  Hitail  <iroc»Ts 
Who  Have  the  Habit.

"Every  association  should  do  nil  In 
its  power  to  keep  down  iirice-cutting.' 
It  is  a  most  unnecessary,  unjuKtiliabli' 
and  uncalled  for  practice,  which  l«  n- 
sponsil)le  more  than  anything  else  for 
the  frequent  visits  of  the  sheriffs  tc» 
the  grocery  trade.  There  is  ab.solutely 
no  good  reason  for  this,  and  your  bar- 
gain hunters  who  get  an  article  at  <'osf 
or  less  know  that  you  exiiect  to  maki- 
it  up  on  something  else,  so  tliiit  now 
such  customers  contine  themselves  to 
cut-price  goods. 

"Groceries  are  the  last  articlea  on 
earth  upon  which  a  person  should  In- 
compelled  to  cut  prices.'  They  are  ne- 
cessities; they  do  not,  like  millinery, 
go  out  of  fashion,  nor,  like  hardwarp. 
get  rusty  and  useless,  and  moreover, 
are  in  constant  demand,  and  the  wholH 
people  must  have  them.  Yet  the  very 
articles  that  sell  the  most  readily  arc- 
usually  the  ones  on  which  prices  arc 
cut.  If  you  insist  on  this  pestilential 
practice,  cut  on  something  that  will 
not  sell,  not  on  something  that  Is 
staple.  That  needs  no  cutting.  These 
'fake'  leaders  are  the  burying  ground 
of  the  grocery  business.  What  a  vast 
Necropolis  they  represent  in  the  last 
ten  years  I 

"The  largest  retail  house  in  Detroit, 
the  most  notorious  "cutter"  in  that 
state,  went  under  a  few  years  ago  to 
the  tune  of  $250,000.  They  were  twj 
generous  with  other  people's  goods. 
On  this  occasion  they  could  n<il  com- 
promise with  their  credits  for  the  cus- 
tomary 25  per  cent  on  the  dollar. 

'  Rememlier,  that  when  by  "cutting" 
you  are  trying  to  draw  trade,  you  will 
find  scores  who  will  follow  your  ex- 
ample, and  some,  in  sheer  despera- 
tion, will  attemi)t  to  go  you  several 
points  better.  You  on  one  article,  they 
on  others,  until  all  the  best  and  most 
staple  bands  are  "dead  as  a  herring." 
so  far  as  any  margin  is  concerned.  "

It  is  a  mistake  to  handle  low  grade 
or  cheap  coffees  at  cost  with  a  view 
of  making  the  good  customer,  who 
calls  for  a  good  grade  of  coffee,  pay 
an  excessive  price  in  order  to  aveiage 
u|)  on  profit.

There  is  no  accumulation  and  si)ot 
stocks  are  less  than  for  several  years 
past.  Orders  in  hand  indicate  imper- 
ative needs. 

"Advices  from  the  South  note  watt- 
ing market  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  No 
new  crop  has  been  received.  Cyclone 
last  week  passed  out  to  sea,  very  much 
to  the  relief  of  anxious  planters.  At 
New  Orleans,  market  is  strong  and 
active;  sales  the  past  week  largely  in 
excess  of  the  average  of  any  equal 
period  laS^f  year.

Loyalty:  truth:  honesty. 

These  are  things  about  which  one 
cannot  write  too  forcibly  nor  too  often. 
Loyalty  is  being  true  to  your  task,  or 
your  obligation.  You  cannot  be  true 
without  being  honest. 

Truth  is  honesty  and  loyalty. 

Honesty  is  all  three. 

Every  day  we  read  of  the  failure  of 
a  bank  or  trust  company.  Investiga- 
tion invariably  shows  us  that  some 
one  man  or  group  of  men  has  become 
intoxicated  by  the  opportunity  to  de- 
fraud hundreds  that  they  may  gratify 
themselves. 

From  the  bank  president  and  his 
million-dollar  grab  down  to  the  gro- 
cery clerk  and  his  trifling  pilferings 
seems  a  far  cry.  Yet  the  way  their 
fall  begins  is  the  same. 

Minutes  of  time  taken  from  your 
work,  or  indifferent  performances  ol 
your  tasks  which  rob  your  employer 
of  the  earnest  work  to  which  he  is  en- 
titled, constitute  actions  precisely  as 
dishonest,  therefore  as  untrue,  there- 
fore as  disloyal  as  the  taking  of  a 
quarter  from  the  cash  drawer.  It  is 
the  weakened  moral  fibre  that  counts, 
more  than  the  act  itself,  if  that  were 
possible. 

In  all  stores  there  are  occasional 
shortages  in  the  cash  balance.  In 
every  such  instance  you  will  know 
that  certain  of  the  help  are  not  sus- 
pected at  all — never  are. 

In  all  stores  there  is  a  certain 
amount  of  lying  and  stealing — which, 
as  I  have  said  above,  are  but  varieties 
of  the  same  trouble.  In  many  cases 
there  are  sufficient  proofs  of  it. 

In  all  stores  there  are  some  who 
will  do  their  work  well  under  all  cir- 
cumstances. These  are  never  sus- 
pected of  the  meanness  and  the  theft. 

A  reputation  of  strict  integrity  is  a 
very  valuable  asset. 

A  trifling  beginning  may  lead  to  its 
utter  loss. 


PAY  YOUR  DEBTS. 


It  would  be  well  if  all  employers  of 
labor,  large  and  small,  gave  notice  to 
their  employes,  where  complaint  was 
made,  that  they  would  be  expected  to 
pay  their  debts  if  they  continued  in 
service.  We  note  that  the  large  cor- 
porations, upon  complaint  of  mer- 
chants, have  posted  notices  warning 
employes  that  they  must  pay  their 
lawful  debts,  says  The  Scrantou  Times. 

Doubtless  the  claim  will  be  made 
by  certain  people,  that  it  is  not  an 
employer's  ^business  what  Ms  env 
ploye  does,  when  not  at  work,  that 
his  debts,  his  going  .and  comings,  and

j     We  believe  a  man  who  is  not  fair, 
just  and  honest  with  himself,  who  will 
!  attempt  to  cheat,  wong  or  abuse  a 
i  trust  is  not  able  to  do  his  full  duty  to 
I  his  employer,  and  needs  watching.  An 
I  employer  has  a  right  to  know  whether 
1  his  employes  are  addicted  to  immor- 
ality, dishonesty,  to  wasting  his  or  her 
time  in  dissipation,  whether  he  or  she 
is  honest  in  her  or  his  dealings  with 
others,  and    what  efforts   are  being 
made  to  better  their  condition.  Upon 
this  should  depend  in  large  measure, 
promotion  and  advance  of  salary. 

A  person  who  will  take  advantage 
of  credit,  of  kindness  and  friendship, 
given  in  time  of  stress,  and  makes  no 
effort  to  repay  the  debt,  is  not  only  an 
ingrate,  but  is  dishonest;  no  man  or 
woman  with  a  clean  conscience,  of  up- 
right hajjits  will  repudiate  or  refuse 
to  pay  his  or  her  obligations.  We  at!  i 
understand  that  sickness  and  misfor- 
tune and  circumstances  may  at  times 
compel  some  people  to  pay  their  bills 
or  debts  in  dribs,  or  as  best  they  may. 
These  people  are  honest,  but  the  ones 
in  question  are  those  who  make  no 
honest  or  valid  excuse  and  intend  to 
cheat  their  creditors.  People  who 
spend  their  money  in  unnecessaries 
first,  dissipate  their  wages  and  let 
bills  accumulate  at  their  boarding 
house,  butcher,  milkman,  storekeeper, 
doctor,  etc.,  ought  to  be  made  to  pay 
their  lawful  debts,  and  the  warning  of 
the  corporations  to  such  employes  is 
in  the  right  direction.

2iid. — Extending  and  popularizing 
the  protection  of  the  retail  selling, 
price  by  the  manufacturer. 

3rd. — The  abatement  of  the  abuse  ol 
wholesalers  selling  to  consumers. 
4tli.— Extending  organization  through- 
out the  state  and  coast.

'Duncan  Opens  the  Convention 

When  H.  K.  Duncan,  president  of  j 
the  Alameda  County  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation , called  the  convention  to  order  j 
on  Monday  morning,  the  hall  at  Pyth- 
ian Castle  was  well  filled  with  gro- 1 
cers   from   numerous   outside   cities,  i 
Mr.  Duncan  welcomed  the  delegates 
with  a  dignity  and  gracefulness  that 
particularly  pleasing.     He  congratu-  j 
lated  the  association  upon  the  work 
which  it  had  accomplished  and  told  of; 
the  preparations  that  had  been  made 
to  insure  a  valuable  and  pleasant  con- 
evntion  for  the  gentlemen  present  as 
delegates. 

Frank  K.  Mott,  mayor  of  Oakland 
was  then  introduced.     He  welcomed 


the  delegates  with  the  warmest  of 
phrases. 

"Oakland  has  been  favored  with 
many  state  conventions",  he  said. 
"There  have  been  none  that  have  ap- 
pealed to  me  as  being  so  important 
as  this  one  now  before  me." 

J.  R.  Newberry  of  Los  Angeles  re- 
sponded to  the  addresses  of  welcome 
in  place  of  C.  B.  Pearson  of  Stockton, 
who  was  on  the  program.  Mr.  New- 
berry had  Avords  of  praise  and  ap- 
preciation for  the  previous  speakers 
and  for  the  city  of  Oakland  and  its 
progressive  grorcers. 

Mr.  Warjike  Takes  Cliarge 

President  Duncan  then  turned  the 
convention  over  officially  to  State 
President  Ludwig  Warnke  expressing 
the  hope  that  the  convention  would  be 
a  momentous  one.  Mr.  Warnke  thank- 
ed Mr.  Duncan  for  various  courtesies 
and  delivered  his  annual  report  as  fol- 
lows : 

presidejVT  warnke's  address 

As  fellow  toiler.s  in-  the  field  of  gro- 
cerydom.  I  greet  you. 

The  past  year  has  been  indeed  a  mo- 
mentous on. 

The  grocers  of  California  can  feel 
proud  of  the  influence  they  have  had  in 
the  wa.v  of  trade  betterment  since  a 
moveiiient  that  started  two  years  ago, 
at  the  time  the  National  Grocers  .\s- 
sociation  held  its  convention  in  San 
Francisco,  now  has  its  advocates  in 
every  large  center  and  is  being  dis- 
cussed carefully  and  considered  fax'oi- 
ably  Ijy  the  best  posted  and  most  care- 
ful men  in  the  business.  I  refer  iio^-  to 
the  movement  towards  ha\'iiig  manu- 
facturers maintain  the  retail  selling 
price  on  their  goods,  ['ntliinking  mer- 
chants opposed  this  vigorously  a nd  even 
bitterly  in  the  beginning.  They  have 
since  grown  to  see  that  it  promises 
much  to  assist  and  can  in  no  way  -be 
hurtful. 

The  work  of  our  State  Association 
was  \er\-  rudcU"  interr\ipted  by  the 
awful  clis.istcr  ol  April  INth  and  the 
subseii  lieu  t  lire  that  wiped  (Uit  of  ex- 
istence every  wholesale  grocery  house 


in  San  Fi'ancisco.  There  was  a  gen- 
eral disturbance  of  trade  conditions 
that  even  now  has  not  entirely  sub- 
sided. 

WItolesaler.s    Eaee  Dillieulties. 

It  was  several  weeks  before  the 
wholesalers  in  San  Francisco  were  able 
to  supply  even  a  portion  of  the  needs  of 
the  grocers  about  San  Francisco  Bay. 
At  the  present  time,  tlie  wliolesalers 
are  unable  to  fully  meet  the  retjuire- 
ments  of  their  interior  clientele  of  cus- 
tomers. ITnder  tlie  circumslances.  the 
grocers  of  San  Francisco.  Oakland,  Ala- 
meda, Berkeley.  San  .Tose.  Santa  Rosa 
and  several  other  cities  found  them- 
selves under  the  necessity  of  dropping 
old  problems  and  devoting  themselves 
to  the  immediate  need  of  .making  the 
l.'est  of  new  condidtions.  Matters  have 
almost  assumed  a  normal  aspect  now. 
We  are  approacliing  a  year  that  will  be 
one  of  unprecedented  prosperity.  In 
1  spite  of  comparatively  small  fruit  crops, 
]  the  farmers  of  California  are  prosper- 
ous because  they  have  received  enor- 
mous prices  for  what  the.v  did  have  to 
sell.  The  markets  of  the  world  are 
practically  bare  of  wliat  California 
produces  and  prices  are  high.  The 
wage  workers  of  California  find  unlim- 
ited possibilities  of  employment.  There 
are  not  enoiigh  men  to  do  the  work 
that  is  required.  As  a  consequence  art- 
isans and  laborers  of  all  classes  are  re- 
ceiving higher  pay  tlian  for  man.y  years 
past.  As  a  consequence,  they  are  able 
to  live  better  and  the  grocers  arc 
among  the  first  to  profit. 

Throw  .\«ay  Prollts. 

There  is  one  drawback  to  the  prom- 
ises of  prospeiily.  The  fly  in  the 
ointment  of  the  grocery  trade,  as  it 
were.  This  is  the  presence  of  those 
foolish  grocers  who  feel  that  they  have 
got  to  give  away  their  profits  in  order 
to  get  liusiness. 

'I  he  boot  blacks  liave  organized  to 
save  their  profits,  tlie  vegetable  deaJ- 
crs  and  even  the  little  news  boys  are 
united  to  eiifor'C  the  law  of  proper 
methods  upcm  those  who  arc  so  fool- 
ish as  to  give  their  time  without  a 
pi'oper  remuneration. 

In  San  Francisco  a  short  time  since, 
we  saw  ignorant  Greek  hiliorers  organ- 
ize  in   oi-der  to   secure   fur  themselves

How  much  greater  results  covild  the 
iiitel'ig-ent  grocers  achieve  if  they 
acted  as  a  unit. 

The  grocers  seem  to  stand  alone  in 
feeling  that  they  belong  to  a  class  of 
people  who  should  not  ask  a  fair  re- 
muneration for  their  work. 

Our  State  Association  is  doing  much 
towards  correcting  this  abuse  .  There 
is  much  still  to  be  done,  however. 
Cottolene  Profits  Protected. 

Through  a  recent  circular,  the  N.  K. 
Fairbanks  Co.  announced  that  they 
would  not  allow  cottolene  to  be  sold  be- 
low a  certain  figure  fixed  by  them, 
which  gave  the  retailer  fair  profit.  Tliis 
is  the  most  recent  addition  to  ithe 
ranks  of  the  manufacturers  who  recog- 
nize the  advisability  and  desirability  of 
forcing  the  law  upon  those  dealers  who 
would  otherwise  employ  methods  in- 
jurious to  the  rest  of  the  trade. 

The  mills  around  the  bay  now  pro- 
tect the  retail  selling  price  of  flour. 
This  was  brought  about  by  the  Ala- 
meda County  Association  backing  the 
demands  of  the  State  Association  prac- 
tically as  a  unit. 

The  help  given  to  our  Los  Angeles 
brothers  in  their  fight  against  a  mal- 
icious cutter,  shows  the  value  of  the 
State  Association  and  the  power  of  con- 
certed action. 

After  all  we  want  to  bear  in  mind 
that  It  is  action,  that  counts,  not  mere 
talk. 

Our  convention  this  year  will  be  con- 
ducted on  a  basis  somewhat  different 
from  the  convention  of  the  past.  You 
will  note  by  reference  to  the  program 
that  there  "is  only  one  address  for  the 
session  o  ftoday.  Tliat  address  will  be 
an  explanation  of  the  laws  needed  by 
retail  merchants.  Our  program  pro- 
vides for  one  address  for  our  session 
tomorrow  .  This  address  will  be  in 
reference  to  the  reasons  for  Grocers 
Associations  and  their  possibilties  for 
good.  The  idea  of  these  addresses  was 
to  induce  discussion. 

An  Exchange  of  Ideas. 

Instead  of  having  one  delegate  take 
up  valuable  time  of  the  convention  ,we 
propose  to  bring  out  all  thoughts  pos- 
sible of  as  many  merchants  as  possible 
in  order  that  ^  we  may  decide  how  tliis 
organiaztion  can  be  made  of  the  great- 
est possible  use  to  the  individual  gro- 
cers. 

You  will  notice  in  the  center  of  the 
hall  a  large  box  labeled  "Question  Box." 
I  wish  to  urge  the  delegates  to  deposit 
therein  a.ny  questions  they  would  like 
to  liave  "discussed  by  the  convention. 
"We  propose  to  open  this  box  tomorrow 
afternoon  immediately  after-  the  pro- 
posed changes  in  tlic  const i  1  ii tion  and 
by-laws.    Every  question  will  liave  con- 


sideration and  I  am  satisfied  that  many 
thoughts  of  great  value  will  result. 
Our  organization  is  now  entering  upon 
its  seventh  year  of  usefulness.  I  was 
not  one  of  those  who  organized  the  as- 
sociation in  November  of  1900  although 
I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  are  sev- 
eral gentlemen  present  who  did  assist 
in  that  splendid  work. 

1  need  hardly  lecall  the  fact  tliat  diff- 
erent associations  were  called  upon  to 
send  delegates  to  San  Francisco  in  or- 
der that  some  plan  might  ))e  evolved  by 
whicli  all  could  woi-k  together  towards 
a  common  end.  It  was  from  the  con- 
ference of  tlie  representatives  of  the 
different  organizations  that  the  C.  R. 
G.  &  M.  A  resulted.  As  the  years  have 
passed,  numerous  of  the  plans  projected 
by  tlie  original  convention  have  been 
carried  out  .  There  have  been  other 
plans  tliat  luive  been  changed  as  necs- 
sity  reciuired. 

Outside  Help  Needed. 

We  have  learned  that  in  some  com- 
munities tlie  g-rocers  may  agree  upon 
prices  among  tliemselves  and  maintain 
these  prices.  We  have  also  learned  that 
such  eomiiiunities  are  very  few  and  far 
Ijetween  and  tliat  it  only  re(|iiires  per- 
sistent "l)ucking"  on  the  part  of  one  or 
two  cutters  to  disrupt  such  agreements. 


It  will  be  part  of  our  work  at  thin  con- 
vention to  discuss  planti  that  will  en- 
able us  to  make  our  buHlnesH  more 
profitable  along-  lines  that  will  not  de- 
pend for  their  permanency  upon  the 
good  will  and  honemy  of  purpose  of  the 
entire  body  of  jfrocer«  of  uny  coinniun- 
ity.  We  must  also  decide  upon  somo 
plan  by  which  entliuHiasm  In  a.sMOcla- 
ti(jn  work  can  be  kept  up  In  those  com- 
munities where,  without  out.slde  help, 
the  association  would  be  likely  to  lapMC. 
We  nnist  also  decide  upon  whiit  lawn 
wc  propose  to  hrlnpr  before  the  next 
legislature  and  how  to  secure  the  funds 
necessary  to  enable  us  to  carry  on  our 
legislative   eampalKii  efTectlvcly. 

We  must  also  decide  upon  how  we  arc 
to  lessen  various  trade  aljuses. 

1  hope  also  that  the  necesHlty  of  co- 
operation with  the  National  Association 
will  be  carefully  considered.  The 
promptness  with  which  the  Krocers'  as- 
sociations of  the  I'nion  came  to  the  Jis- 
sistance  of  the  Sun  P'ranclsco  Krocers 
was  a  revelation  of  the  posHlhlllllcM  of 
concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
tail gi-ocers.  There  Is  no  question  hut 
that  the  good  will  engendered  by  »he 
National  Association  was  responslhli? 
for  their  action.  If  the  National  Asso- 
ciation did  nothing  more  than  to  bring 
about  an  exi-hange  of  id'-as  .-tmung  the

AFTERNOOX  SESSION 

During  the  noon  hour,  a  committee 
consisting  of  representatives  fropr  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  state  was  called 
together  by  State  President  Warnke  to 
assist  him  in  the  appointment  of  the 
various  committees.

The  lesDluiiuns  passed;  the  clianKcs  in 
lliv  Ciin.sl  i  t  iition  and  Hy-Laws;  the 
plaii.^  rmmulaled  to  cai'ry  on  tin-  work; 
aiiinsed  interest  in  our  orgag-nizalion 
all  over  tlie  stale. 

Ever.v  delegate  to  that  convention 
carried  l)ack  to  liis  local  association 
ghjwmg-  reports  of  liow  the  oilier  asso- 
ciations accomplished  results  and  how 
his  own  organizations  could  do  like- 
wise. This  was  the  mean.s  of  increased 
effort  all  along  the  line. 

Had  Much  To  Do. 

"While  not  a  legislative  year,  we  had 
a  great  many  things  to  keep- us  con- 
stantly at  work. 

Tlie  Board  of  Directors  of  our  State 
Association  decided  that  more  time 
should  be  de\-oted  to  my  otflce..  As  the 
R,\--laws  gave  them  powei-  to  hire  a 
col  l  esponi'iig  secretary.  I  was  asked 
to  spend  one-half  my  time  in  getting 
the  Hour  mills  to  establish  protected 
prices  in  the  cities  around  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay,  allowing  a  fair  margin  to  the 
retail  grocers.  Although  I  was  allowed 
se\-enty-live  dollars  a  month,  at  m.v  own 
request  m.v  salary  was  rerduced  to  $.')() 
per  month  during  two  of  the  three 
months  1  served. 

During  this  time  I  organized  a  com- 
mittee of  one  hundred  grocers  in  San 
Francisco  to  co-operate  with  the  other 
Grocers  Associations  around  the  bay. 
This  was  necessary  because  the  San 
Francisco  Retail  Grocers  who  took  part 
in  our  last  Convention,  refused  to  give 
us   any  support. 

Mr.  Harry  B.  Arnold,  who  acted  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  One 
Hundred,  was  afterwards  elected  Di- 
rector of  the  State  Board  in  place  of 
John  P.  JIcGuire.  who  opposed  the 
State  Associiitions  plans  in  the  local 
meetings  of  the  San  Francisco  Retail 
Grorcers  and  by  being  absent  from 
three  consecutive  meetings  forfeited 
his  seat  as  a  director  of  the  State 
Board.

found  itself  unable  to  cope  with  a  ser- 
ious menace  to  its  retail  price  list  tan 
established  by  the  nuiniifacturers  >  The 
Broadway  department  store  added  a 
grocery  department  and  proceeded  to 
cut  listed  articles  to  pieces.  The  Whole- 
sale Grocers  of  Southern  Callfurnla  re- 
fused to  be  a  party  to  breakin^r  ilp  the 
prosperous  conditions  of  the  Southern 
retailers  and  would  not  sell  the  Broad- 
way any  goods. 

The  San  Francisco  jobbers  fwith  the 
exception  of  Wellman.  Peck  &  Co. »  re- 
fused to  give  us  any  assurance  that 
they  would  not  sell  this  cutter. 

After  a  conference  we  had  with  Well- 
man,  Peck  &  Co..  they  went  on  record, 
and  published  thf  fact  that  they  wonbl 
not  sell  protected  goods  to  any  cutter 
in  California. 

The  Directors  of  the  Pacific  Coa.<»t 
A.ssociation,  Messrs.  Fancher.  Newberry 
and  Hauch,  were  having  a  meetln»r  In 
San  Francisco  at  this  time.  I  a-.-anired 
a  meeting  of  these  K-entlemen  and  the 
Wholesale  Grocers'  Association  of  San 
Francisco. 

We  presented  such  a  solid  front  In 
asking  them  not  to  sell  protected  Roods 
to  cutters,  that  they  were  very  careful 
in  selling  any  further  goods  to  the 
Broadway  Department  Store. 

Snpnlio  FinrM  n  Jobber 

Enoch  Morgan  Sons  Co.  i  manufactur- 
ers of  Sapolio)  lined  Tillman  &  Bendel 
(jobbers*  12.^  for  selling  the  Broadway 
Sapolio  in  violation  of  their  contract. 
Knoch  Morgan  Sons  Co  .iifter  receiving 
the  fine,  sent  it  to  our  office  sayInK 
"Please  accept  this  fine  as  a  donation 
towards  your  efforts,  to  protect  prices 
as  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  retail  gcro- 
cers  we  so  rigidly  enforce  the  terms  of 
our  contract." 

The  completeness  of  our  organisation 
was  an  incentive  for  the  Jobbers  to  form 
a  State  organization  which  they  did 
a  short  time  later.

'J'lie  fact  that  the  officers  of  tlie  local 
in  San  Pranci.sco  refused  to  aid  us  in 
securing'  a  profit  on  flour  and  also  to 
co-oper'ate  -with  us  to  convince  the  job- 
bers tliat  it  -was  unwise  to  supply  the 
Broadway  Department  store,  con\'inced 
me  tliat  we  needed  a  good,  sti'ong'.  loyal 
association  in  San  Francisco  to  co- 
operate with  the  State  AsscK'iation.  I 
then  started  to  organize  an  association 
in  San  rPanoisco  thatwoiild  be  loyal  to 
the  State  Asociation. 

The  result  you  see  here  today,  an  a.s- 
sociation  of  nearly  one  hundred  of 
the  largest  and  most  influential  gro- 
cers in  San  Francisco. 

It  took  a  great  deal  of  my  time. 
Many  evenings  I  spent  at  their  stores 
in  convincing  them  that  tliey  co\ild 
stand  touether  and  get  a  profit  on  their 
goods  and  also,  by  co-operating  with 
other  locals  through  the  State  Associa- 
tidn,  to  get  laws  we  want. 

My  efforts  and  time  were  well  spent, 
since  San  Francisco  is  represented  at 
this  convention  by  a  delegation  that  we 
all  feel  proud  of.  They  are  intelligent 
and  influential  grocers  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  uplifting  of  the  trade.-  They 
are  all  large  buyers  hence  we  are  a 
po-wer  for  good  not  only  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, but  for  the  netire  state. 

Eastern    Grocers  Help. 

The  greatest  flre  the  world  has  ever 
known  devastated  San  Francisco  in 
April.  Results  then  showed  us  the 
benefits  of  organization  and  affiliation. 
Grocers'  Associations  of  the  Eastern 
States  sent  us  funds  to  be  used  for  re- 
lief among  the  grocers.  "\Ve  received 
sums  as  follows;

Since 
tiien,  conditions  have  been  so  unsettled 
tliere  lifis  lieen  little  work  done,  except 
to  prepai'e  lor  this  coiix-eution.  on  ac- 
Cfnint  of  lack  of  funds  to  carry  on  the 
woi'k.

The  entire  expense  to  us  was  $22.ri0 
per  month.  Tt  was  worth  considerable 
more  tlian  that  to  us  merely  to  have  the 
office  with  some  one  in  attendance  to 
see  to  tile  lU'onipt  attendance  and  dis- 
triliution  nl'  matters  that  came  up  fi'cjm 
time  to  lime.

Ha<l  not  the  disaster  of  April  l.sth  in- 
tervened, an  acti\'e  campaign  would 
ha\-e  been  inaugurated  towards  con\'inc- 
ing  wliole.sale  dealers  and  manufactur- 
ers that  it  would  not  be  profitable  for 
them  to  sell  goods  to  parties  who  were 
customers  of  retail  grocers.  In  other 
words,  to  sell  to  parties  who  would 
otherwise  buy  from  retail  grocers.  Cor- 
respondence with  our  affiliating  asso- 
ciations and  individual  members  had 
convinced  us  that  along  this  line  we 
i-ould  he  ol  great  use  lo  tnem.  As  a 
preliminary  to  this  campaign,  we  com- 
muniiated  witli  grocers  all  over  the 
state  re(|uest  iiig  them  to  inform  us  as 
to  how  far  they  would  be  willing  to 
co-operate  with  us  in  actions  not 
words,  that  would  convince  offendin,g 
firms  that  acti(uis  unlavorable  to  the 
grocers  in  '  an>'  comniunity  would  be 
unfriendly  .  \\'e  received  responses 
from  nearh"  100  communities  assui'ing 
us  of  their  absolute  support  in  ;in.v  case 
of  this  sort  where  common  action  was 
needed.  I  am  embodying  the  results  of 
this  correspondence  in  the  resolutions 
which  I  will  later  submit  to  this  con- 
vention. 

Flour  Profit*;  Assured. 

Our  success,  in  convincing  the  flour 
mills  who  do  business  in  the  cities 
around  San  Francisco  bay  that  it  would 
pay  them  to  protect  tlT.e_prof\ts  of  the 
retil  dealers  was  due  to  a  line  of  action 
that  was  planned  out  long  before  we 
had  the  power  to  enforce  our  reciuest. 
The  opposition  would  not  have  been  of 
such  long  duration  had  there  not  been  a 
coterie  of  men  in  control  of  the  S.  F. 
Retail  Grocers,  who  for  personal  rea- 
sons and  to  g'ratify  .spite  were  willing 
to  saci'ifice  the  principles  essential  to 
success  in  the  grocery  busiiiess.  They 
could  afford  to  do  this  since  their  in- 
terests in  groceries  was  so  slight  .tlieir 
principal  business  being  in  the  sale  of 
liquor  over  their  bars.  Through  the 
intervention  of  these  men,  a  semblance 
of  an  excuse  was  given  to  the  conten- 
tion of  one  of  the  mills  that  the  gro- 
cers did  not  want  a  margin  on  flour, 
but  would  perfer  to  sell  flour  with  a 
.5  to  7%c  margin  on  each  sack.  This 
very  opposition  resulted  in  the  concen- 
tration of  the  power  of  the  men  whose 
volume  of  purchases  were  great  enough 
to  make  thme  worthy  of  consideration 
as  distributors  of  groceries.  It  has  re- 
sulted in  the  formation  of  our  present 
compact  organization,  the  Associated 
Retail  Grocers,  which  was  organized 
in  order  that  its  members  should  be 
able  to  use  to  the  fullest  extent  the  in- 
fluence of  this  purchasing  power  to- 
wards convincing  the  manufacturers 
that  it  would  be  more  profitable  for 
them  to  guard  the  welfare  of  the  many 
careful  grocers,  rather  than  allow  the 
selling  price  of  their  goods  to  be  dic- 
tated by  a  few  vicious  cutters  that 
made  up  only  about  one  per  cent  of  the 
trade  of  the  city. 

Best   i>Ien  Will  Help. 

As  a  conseiiuenee.  the  grocers 
throughout  the  enterior  of  the  state 
can  now  count  upon  the  active  co-op- 
eration in  the  righting  of  abuses  of 
the  very  best  men  in  the  grocery  busi- 
ness in'  San  Francisco.  Oakland.  Ala- 
meda and  Berkeley.  While  not  yet  pre- 
pared to  act  entirely  as  a  unit,  there 
are  enough  of  tliese  men  who  will  acu 
togetlier  to  make  them  a.  power  great 
enough  to  command  the  respectful  con- 
sideration of  any  manufacturer  puttingr 
out   grocery  st:iples.

with  the  reciuest  that  they  maintaia 
a  fair  selling  pi'ice  on  their  goods  put 
us  off  from  time  to  time  pointing  out 
tlie  lack  of  success  in  disciplining  the 
mills  who  allowed  tlieir  gooils  (o  be 
sacrificed.  Tliese  ma  n  ii  factunies  said; 
"rinow  tnat  \-our  members  are  emiugh 
in  earnest  to  control  the  full  situa- 
tion. W'hen  ,vou  have  done  this,  come 
to  us  and  we  will  be  g'lad  to  take  up 
the    matter    of    our    goods    with    you.  " 

This  we  are  now  in  position  to  do.  ''Phat. 
we  will  1(  able  to  succeed  in  securing 
the  maintainence  of  a  retail  price  is 
largely  due  lo  the  fact  that  we  ha\'e  an 
effective  organization  in  San  Francisco. 
A-t  least  one-Hlth  of  all  the  grocery 
business  of  the  state  is  done  in  the 
great  metropolis.  Fully  one-hftli  of 
tlie  grocers  are  located  in  our  c\ty.  In 
the  cities  of  Oakland,  Alameda  and 
Berkeley  there  is  done  one-lialf  aa 
much  business  as  there  is  in  San  f^ran- 
cisco.  In  conse(|uence  in  the  four  cities 
around  San  Francisco  bay,  is  done  ope- 
inird  of  the  grocery  business  of  the 
state.  ■ 
Interior  Merchants  Prolit. 

Without  the  assistance  of  the, grocers 
of  San  Francisco  nothing  but  local  mat- 
ters could  be  conti'olled  b.v  the  local 
asssociations  and  there  would  be  nrany 
concerns  "with  whom  the  smaller  as- 
sociation would  have  little  or  no  inllu- 
ence.  'J'oday  the  grocers  in  Sacramen- 
to, Stockton.  Fresno  and  San  Jose 
would  have  very  little  if  any  inllenca 
with  a  number  of  the  manufacturers 
a  lid  wholesalers  whose  trade  had  been 
verv  largely  with  the  grocers  of  the 
Cay  Cities.  The  associations  of  the  in- 
terior coitld  expect  but  little  or  any 
cdnsideration  froni  these  firnis.  Today 
through  the  fact  that  they  can  secure 
f  he,  co-operation  of  the  grocers  in  Ala- 
meda County  and  San  Francisco  these 
siocers  have  a  wonderful  weapon  for 
'"■ood  in  their  hands  and  I  hope  to  see 
this  convention  take  up  the  question 
laii"  as  to  how  that  weapon  shall  be 
used  and  decide  upon  a  mode  of  action 
that  shall  ,  insure  the  quickest  results 
with  the  least  injustice  to  either  the 
i-etail  grocers  oi'  to  tlie  wholesalers 
and  manufacturers  who  may  be  af- 
fected. 

Associations  Grow  .Strong 

It  has  been  a  source  of  much  interest 
and  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  as  secre- 
tary of  the  State  Asociation  to  observe 
the  splendid  progress  being  made  by 
the  grocers  in  some  of  the  interior 
cities.  It  is  especially  gratifying  be- 
cause circumstances  lia-^-e  made  it  im- 
pos.sible  fox  us  to  lend  them  'the  assis- 
tance and  advice  that  we  had  hoped  for 
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and  had  planned  to  give.  In  these 
communities -the  merchants  have  come 
to  the  full  i-ealization  of  the  fact  that 
tliere  was  enough  to  be  accomplished 
in  tlie  various  localities  Ijy  co-op'era- 
lion  to  warrant  tlieir  acting  and  work- 
ing togethei-.  They  liave  taken  the  in- 
itiative themselves  and  have  laid  the 
plans  that  have  resulted  in  the  main- 
tenance of  continuous  action  and  valu- 
able organization. 

The  siiiress  in  these  cities  has  been 
due  to  tlie  fact  that  there  had  been  in 
each  I'ommunity  several  men  wlio  have 
studied  grocery  conditioiifs  '  I ■  isely.  They 
nave  taken  the  tiine  not  (inl.\  to  exam- 
,  ine  into  the  abuses  from  wliich  the 
trade  suffer,  but  to  plan  methods  to 
evade  these  abuses.  As  practical  men 
they  conjured  up  only  practical  reme- 
dies. The  very  practicaljility  of  these 
remedies  served  to  render  them  attrac- 
tive for  the  members  and  made  them 
feej  that  it  was  worth  their  time  to 
furtlier  organization. 

Southern  C'alifornia'.s  ProsroMS 

In  Southern  California  the  oragniza- 
t'ioii  lias  pi'oven  their  effectiveness, 
'I'his  is  largely  due  to  the  splendid  re- 
sourcefulness and  great  tart  of  the 
Secretary  (J.  F.  Paulding,  i  i\Ir.  Pauld- 
ing has  been  able  to  bring  togetlier 
both  the  large  men  and  tlie  smaller 
men  of  Soutliern  California.  He  has 
made  the  organiziition  useful  to  both 
alike  .so  that;  while  jealousy  has  not 
been  entirely  wiped  out,  still  the  small 
men  have  been  made  to  realize  the 
great  value  of  the  co-operation  of 
tlie  big  dealers  while  the  big  grocers 
have  learned  to  respect  the  necessities 
of  men  wlio  are  forced  by  circumstance.^ 
to  buy  in  small  quantities. 

Sacramento  and  Stockton  are  two  ot 
the  remarkably  successful  organiza- 
tions of  the  state.  Tlie  success  of  the 
oragn  izations  of  these  cities  is  due 
largely  to  the  fact  that  the  largest  men 
of  the  trade  have  taken  hold  of  the  or- 
.ganization.  They  have  .given  time  and 
t'hou.ght  to  the  work  of  m«ki n.g  the  or- 
ganization useful  to  the  individual 
grocers.  In  both  these  cities  they  have 
clever  s'ecretaries.  v.-ho  have  been  inde- 
fatigible  in  carr\-ing  out  all  plans  made 
l.>y  the  executive  officers.  These  sec- 
retaries have  been  encouraged  and  up- 
held in  their  work  thrnugii  the  fact  that 
they  had  the  individual  help  of  the 
large  merchants  wliich  insured  suc- 
cess for  their  efforts  and  this  success 
aroused  the  enthusiasm  of  the  I'ank  and 
)ile  of  the  orgagnizations  who  were 
gdad  to  put  their  shoulder  to  the  wheel 
when  they  knew  that  their  help  would 
make  it  move  more  easily.

as  true  in  association  work  as  in  any- 
thing else.  When  associations  are 
newly  formed  the  members  attend 
meetings  promptly  because  there  are 
abuses  of  long  standing  to  be  corrected 
that  interest  everybody. 

"When  these  abuses  have  been  cor- 
rected, usually  the  members  grow 
slack  in  attending  meetings  simply  be- 
cause there  is  very  little  of  importance 
to  be  brought  up  and  the  work  to  be 
done  can  be  taken  care  of  by  a  few 
m.en.  As  a  consequence,  it  is  only  a 
short  time  when  there  are  only  two 
or  three  attending  the  meetings  and 
the  result  is  that  the  ofRcers  grow  dis- 
gusted and  cease  their  efforts. 

"The  State  Convention  should  plan  a 
policy  that  will  enable  it  to  help  these 
'weak  sisters'  among  the  associations 
to  retain  their  strength  and  energy. 
Siigffestion   For  Organizing. 

"I  would  suggest  that  in  towns  large 
enough  to  warrant  their  having  an  as- 
sociation, but  in  which  the  associa- 
tion would  probably  lapse  through 
careless  management,  that  the  State 
Asociation  have  the  various  members 
get  together  and  form  a  branch  of  the 
State  Grocers'  and  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation. The  Secretary  of  this  branch 
would  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
state  organization  and  would  collect 
the  dues  each  month,  retaining  a  por- 
tion of  the  same  for  his  remuneration. 
The  State  Asociation  should  supply  all 
the  letterheads,  envelopes,  etc,  for  the 
various  branches.  Any  printing  nec- 
cessary  shoul.d  be  done  by  the  State 
Association.  The  local  secretary  could 
get  together  the  list  of  bills  turned  in 
1)y  the  various  members.  A  record  ot 
these  bills  should  be  sent  to  the  State 
Association  each  month  to  be  inserted 
in  the  State  Delinquent  List.  The 
local  secretary  should  collect  local 
bills  and  send  the  outside  bills  to  the 
Slate  Secretary  who  would  turn  the 
same  over  to  the  State  collectors  or 
td  the  secretary  of  the  town  to  which 
tl^e  debtor  may  have  moved.    The  de- 


linquent list  could  be  printed  once 
each  month  as  a  supplement  of  the 
Ad'\ocate  and  copies  of  the  paper  con- 
taining that  supplement  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  State  Association." 

Mr.  Powers  talked  upon  various 
problems  connected  with  the  possibil- 
ity of  securing  more  complete  organi- 
zation. He  explained  why  the  outlook 
was  encouraging  and  why  the  various 
grocers  should  be  highly  gratified  at 
what  had  been  already  accomplished 
through  their  organization.

Secretary  Connolly  presented  tele- 
grams of  congratulation  and  encour- 
agement from  Fred  Masosn,  former 
National  Secretary  and  from  the  Colo- 
rado Grocers'  Association.

Laws  ]Vee(ied  l>y  tlie  Mercliaiits 

Vice-President  Geo.  B.  Doyle,  who  is 
also  president  of  the  Associated  Re- 
tail Grocers  of  San  Francisco,  was 
here  introduced  to  present  to  the  del- 
egates an  address  upon  "Laws  Needed 
b.y  Retail  Merchants."  He  spoke  in 
part,  as  follows: 

DOVI.IO.S'  \L)1>R!<:SS. 

"One  of  tlie  most  iiocossMi-y  things  for 
the  mei-cliaiitK_  of  Cm  li  foi  n  ia  is  to  se- 
cure such  legal  protect  ion  as  is  pos- 
sible.

laws  are  taken  care  of  and  not  allowed 
to  go  to  sleep  after  they  have  been  in- 
ti-oduced  in  the  legislature.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  it  supplies  us  with  a  body 
through  which  the  merchants  can  speak 
to  the  members  of  tlie  legislature  in  no 
uncertain  tones  and  make  known  the 
things  that  we  want. 

Extension  of  Limit  on  Debts. 

Among  the  laws  that  should  t)e  pre- 
sented to  the  next  legislature,  none  is 
more  important  than  that  looking  to 
the  extension  of  the  Statute  of  Limita- 
tions. In  California  an  account  lives 
only  two  years  and  each  item  outlaws 
separately,  ''fhis  works  a  very  serious 
injustice.  In  most  of  the  older  states 
of  the  East,  an  open  account  lives  from 
four  to  six  >'ears  Many  of  them  are 
five  and  some  are  eight  to  ten.  There 
are  only  two  other  states  wliere  the 
account  lives  two  years.  In  most  other 
states,  accounts  begin  to  oulaw  only  af- 
ter the  customer  has  quit  trading  with 
the  dealer;  that  is,  the  Statute  of  Limi- 
tations begins  to  operate  from  the 
late  of  tlie  last  transaction  and  a  pa.v- 
ment  will  renew  an  account.  This  is 
only  justice  and  the  gi-ocers  of  Califor- 
nia should  see  that  the  law  is  properly 
presented  and  backed  up. 

I'ui'e  Foo«l  I<aw. 

The  retail  dealer  is  often  the  dupe  of 
dislionest  manufacturers  and  unscrupu- 
lous johljers.     Men  who  desire  to  carry 
•inly  tlie  liest  of  honest  goods  have  been 
arrested   for  violating  pure   food  laws 
and    their   stock    has    been  confiscated 
iJtliough  they  liad  rec'ei\ed  assurances, 
,vlien  they  bought  their  goods,  that  they 
were  pure.     'I'liis  is  unfair  m  iid  should 
be  corrected.     We  want  a  law  similar 
to  the  National   Pure  I'^iod   la  w  which  ^ 
will    rei|uire    that    labels    st;ite  idearly' 
what  the  package  contains  and  its  true, 
source. 

Honest  Wei«Iils  and  Measures. 

"Another  thing  for  which  we  should 
light  and  tight  liai'd  is  a  law  for  honest 
wei.glits  ;ind  mcasui-es.  Cnscrui'iulous 
manufacturers,  in  order  lo  compete 
with  standard  goods,  issue  sliort  weight 
and  short  measui'e  packages,  which  en- 
able cl  1  ca  p- jo  li  11  enters,  thrinigh  decep- 
tion, to  d  (Uiiora  1  i  7,e  the  trade  of  mer- 
chants who  do  business  along  legiti- 
mate lines  riiid  not  in  cmi  tenipla  t  ion  of 
naking  a  scltlcnicnt  of  a  few  cents  on 
tlie  .dollar.  If  the  labels  told  the  net 
weight,  this  cdiifiision  and  dishonesty 
would  not  be  possible. 

The  grocer  who  offers  his  custonn'r  a 
lull  pound  package  of  raisins  for  I", 
cents.  Mini  th(Mi  has  Inn'  kick  becall:^c  :i 
nni  u  down  the  street  offers"  a  package 
jnsL  us   big  for  10  cents,  knows  liow 
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hard  it  is  to  convince  her  that  th^re 
are  only  twelve  ounces  in  the  other 
package.  She  may  believe  him.  but  she 
will  be  more  likely  to  go  away  dissatis- 
liecl  and  perh-aps  a  cnstomei-  will  hv 
lo.st.  'i'he  label  .shonlil  lell  net 
weig-ht,  etc.,  of  the  contents  in  phiin 
tiKi'i'es. 

DISUONE.ST  AOVERT|SI!VO 

Anotlier  law  we  want  is- one  to  pun- 
ish dishonest,  aiUei-tising'.  iMiu-li  ot  (he 
ilitflciilty  ot  meeting  competition  arises 
trom  the  tad  tliat  some  mei-ehants  lkI- 
verti.se  one  kind  of  goods  anfl  then  de- 
liver something-  of  inteiioi  .|ualit\. 
Trade  conditions  art-  upset  I'oi-  honest 
merchants  who  cannot  jnake  their  cus- 
tomers believe  that  fancy  eg-gs  adver- 
tised by  the  department  stores  were 
really  put  in  cold  storage  in  Chicago 
six  months  before  and  that  the  fanc\' 
Eastern  sugar  cured  hams  advertised 
by  the  cut  rate  pirate  is  really  Western 
shoulders.  When  unsuspe<t  i  ug  cou- 
sumer.s  are  inveigled  into  purclms- 
ing  these  third  class  goods,  the  dis- 
honest advertiser  i,s  securing  money 
under  false  pretenses.  He  is  doing 
_  worse  than  tliis.  because  he  often 
forces  square  dealers  to  saci'ilico  fail- 
prulits  rather  than  lose  trade.  The.s- 
have  a  law  .such  as  I  speak  of  in  the 
state  of  New  York,  altliougii  there  has 
been  no  organization  to  see  to  its  en- 
forcement. If  we  secure  the  passage  of 
such  a  law,  our  organizatioii  will  see 
to  it  that  the  law  is  enforced. 

An  EQuitlble  Collection  Law- 
No  law  is  required  to  make  the  hon- 
est man  pay  his  debts.  'I'he  disl^onest 
man  will  not  pay  unless  he  has  to.  It 
he  knew  he  had  to  pay,  hewonlrt  pay. 
and  there  would  be  no  necessity  for 
bringing-  suit.  This  has  been  the  case 
ill  the  state  of  Massachusetts  .where 
they  liave  a  law  that  is  called  the 
f;(|iiitable  Process  Law.  'J'his  L,aw  pro- 
vides that  when  a  merchant  can  prove 
i\jy  securing  a  judgment)  that  the 
debtor  owes  a  bill  and  can  then  prove 
(through  an  order  of  exaniination )  in 
Court,  that  the  debtor  is  capable  of 
paying  something  on  that  bill,  that  the 
Judge  can  order  the  debtor  to  make 
such  payment  as  he  feels  the  man's 
financial  conditions  will  warrent.  just 
.'IS  in  a  di\'orce  case,  the  judge  will  in- 
.struct  one  ex-husband  to  pay  $10  per 
month  alimony,  and  another  $1000.  If 
the  debtor  fails  to  make  the  payment 
ordered  by  the  court  at  a  lixed  time, 
nothing'  can  be  done  to  him  if  he  can 
prove  that  it  was  not  through  contempt 
of  court  that  he  failed  to  make  pay- 
ment. If  he  cannot  show  that  it  was 
practically  impossible  for  him  to  obey 
the  Court'.s  order  he  can  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  contempt  of  court,  and  be  im- 
prisoned for  two  weeks.  This  law  is 
equitable  since  it  will  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  men  who  cannot  pa>-  and  will 
sei've  as  a  restraint  onl.v  on  men  who 
<Ushonestly  seek  to  evade  obligations. 
We  should  try  to  secure  a  law  simi- 
lar to  this  at  the  coming  legislature. 
Mutual  Fire  Insurnnce 
In  many  of  the  Eastern  states,  the 
retail  merchants  are  carrying  their  own 
insurance  through  Mutual  Fire  In- 
.surance  companies.  Where  such  a  com- 
pany is  i-un  on  conser\-ati \'e  lines,  it  is 
thoroughly  safe  and  secure.  I'^x'cn  the 
San  Francisco  fire  would  not  have 
crippled  an  insurance  company  of  this 
soi-t  if  formed  along  tlie  lines  laid 
down  in  the  bill  presented  b.v  our  as- 
sociation at  the  legislature  of  903.  be- 
cause the  risks  would  have  been 
so  scattered  throughout  the  .state,  that 
the  number  of  losses  would  have  been 
few  while  the  size  of  the  various  poli- 
cies would  have  been  in  accordance 
with  the  amount  of  insurai-ice  -^vritten. 

The  advantage  of  the  Mutual  Fire  In- 
surance companies  to  the  insurer  is 
that  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  com- 
pany is  formed  to  pay  promptl.\-  any  of 
the  losses  of  its  members  wiiile  the 
stock  companies  usually  evade  pay- 
ment of  loses  whenever  they  can  find 
an  excuse  to  do  so. 

The  success  oC  a  mutual  company  is 
beyond  iiuestion.  The  old  line  stock  com- 
panies   which    insure  •  all    kinds  oC 
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ri.sks.  including  many  on  which  the 
nioral  hazard  is  very  great,  pa  v  faiicv 
salaries  to  the  piesidents  who  own  the 
ciunpanies.  and  to  numerous  of  the 
president  s  needy  relatives,  lancv  rents 
lor  fancy  offices  and  high  agent's  com- 
missions, are  able  to  pile  up  immense 
surpluses  and  pay  big  dividends  lo 
their  stockholders. 

This  bebing  the  case,  it  is  hard  to 
find    how    il    would    be   possible    for   a  I 
Mutual    Fire    Insurance   companv    that  ! 
accepts   only  extra  gilt  edge  risks  on  j 
a  specially  consei-\;iti vc  basis,  to  fail  to 
proxe  successful  if  properly  mana.ged.  j 

Mr.  Doyle  explained  the  necessity  1 
of  raising  a  fund  to  pay  lawyers  for ' 
drafting  proposed  laws  and  send  com- , 
nilttees  to  Sacramento  etc.,  etc.  He 
advised  that  the  same  policy  be  em- ' 
ployed  jis  had  proven  sucessful  in  the 
past  when  the  various  associations  had 
called  for  assistance  upon  those  nier-| 
chants  who  would  profit  by  the  pas-  [ 
sage  of  the  laws,  but  who  were  not  in  | 
the  grocery  business.    He  pointed  out 
how  necessary  co-operation  was  to  se- 
cure   recognition    at  the  legislature 
since  no  individual  dealer  or  individual 
association   could   sui)|)ly   the  money 
necessary   or   the   inttnance   without  1 
which  nothing  coiild  be  secured.  ' 

ProsiUcut  VVanikc  called  for  a  gen- 
eral discussion  of  the  i)oints  brought 
up  by  Mr.  Doyle.    It  seemed  that  the 
entire  convention  ■was  in  accord  with, 
his  ideas,  however,  and  without  fur-, 
ther  delay  the  convention  took  uj)  the 
reports  of  the  presidents  of  various! 
communilies.    The  first  to  be  called 
was :

It  in  my  opinion  that  the 
grocers,  while  men  of  more  than  aver- 
age intelligence,  are  Hoinetlme.s  iKnor- 
ant.  This  is  what  i.s  lo  blame  for  uh 
doing  so  many  thlnir»  that  are  unwixe. 
This  is  why  the  jfrocer  is  willing  to 
Work  eighteen  hours  per  «lay  .ind  iret 
no  extra  pay  for  It.  This  Is  why  slxly- 
tive  per  cent  of  the  iu«-n  who  ko  Into 
the  grocery  liusiness  prove  toinl  fail- 
ures. Kven  the  most  iKOorant  laborer 
w.-ints  to  know  what  he  l.s  10  gret  for 
his  work  before  he  noes  Into  It.  There 
is  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  Kro- 
cers  who  do  not  know  this.  One  of  the 
great  values  of  our  association  has 
been  t«j  help  make  the  members  under- 
stand the  necessity  of  Ketting  at  least 
a  certain  percentuRe  of  profit.  Know- 
ing this,  we  learn  the  further  neces- 
sity of  co-operation  because  when  we 
go  together  to  the  manufacturer  or 
whidesalers.  the  firm  does  not  dar«  to 
turn  us  down."

Mr.  Aiibry — "We  did  at  the  start. 
Now,  we  have  none." 

A  Delegate — "'What  are  the  dues  ot 
the  Stockton  Asociation  ?" 

Mr.  Aubry — "  The  dues  vary  from 
$1.50  down." 

Ai  Deles^nte — "How  do  you  induce 
members  to  attend  meetings  ?" 

Mr.  Aiibry — "Some  of  our  grocers  are 
elderly  gentlemen.  These  men  do  not 
attend  the  metings  as  a  rule,  but  they 
tell  us  to  go  ahead  and  they  will  stand 
'b'y  whatever  we  decide  to  do.  Tlie 
younger  men  attend  the  meetings  be- 
cause they  feel  that  the  association  has 
bettered  their  business." 

A  Ltelegnte — "How  do  you  regulate 
prices  ?" 

Mr.  Aubry— "We  have  a  regular  price- 
committee.  This  committee  notifies  the 
secretary  when  the  price  of  butter  or 
eggs  or  any  other  article  should  be 
changed.  The  secretary  then  notifies 
the  members." 

A.  A.  JOST,  Saerameuto. — "Mr.  Mot- 
taz  ,of  Los  Angeles  says  he  is  not  much 
of  a  talker,  but  a  g-ood  worker.  Those 
are  my  septiments,  too.  I  must  say, 
though,  that  Mr.  Mottaz  strikes  me  as 
being  a  pretty  good  single  handed 
speaker.  In  Sacramento  we  have  ac- 
complished things  by  trying.  When 
we  want  anything,  we  go  out  and  get 
it.  There  are  78  grocers  in  our  city 
and  we  have  now  7o  of  them  in  the  as- 
sociation. Of  the  men  who  are  not 
members,  6  would  like  to  be  members, 
if  we  would  let  them  give  trading 
stamps.  One  thinks  he  is  successful 
enough  witliout  bebing  part  of  the  or- 
ganization. One  drew  out  of  the  as- 
sociation because  he  had  to  be  discip- 
lined. We  have  got  along  very  har- 
moniously. About  a  year  ago  we  had  a 
shake  up  in  which  the  value  of  the  or- 
g;anization  in  saving  the  members  from 
loss  was  very  clearly  shown.  We  have 
pt-ices  on  all  mill  products,  butter, 
eggs,  coal  oil,  gasoline,  which  makes 
up  a  very  Jarge  part  o  four  business. 
We  have  class  A  and  B  dues  according 
to  the  business  done  by  the  member.  The 
Executive  Committee  pass  on  that  mat- 
ter^ The  atendance  at  our  meetings  is 
always  good.  We  have  a  social  time. 
Some  times  the  meting  is  followed  by 
a  lunch  ,or  trolley  ride  and  sometimes 
we  have  a  theatre  party.  Every  thing 
is  moving  along  nicely.  Each  associa- 
tion is  what  the  members  make  it. 
Unless  the  members  aim  high  they  will 
not  secure  big  results.  The  "Dear 
Public"  for  whom  the  grocers  are  ca- 
tering don't  care  anything  for  the  gro- 
cers' success  or  failure.  If  the  grocer 
doesn't  respect  himself  enough  to  stand 
up  for  his  rights,  the  public  will  treat 
him  with  the  contempt  and  disregard 
that  he  deserves." 

GEORGE  B.  DOYLE,  San  Francisco — 
"Our  city  today  has  the  baby  organ- 
ization of  the  state.  Our  membership 
includes  only  85  merchants,  but  they 
are  all  men  of  high  standing  and  good 
association  workers.  That  is  what  is 
wanted  in  an  organization — good  indiv- 
idual workers.  The  men  who  come  up 
to  meetings  for  a  ham  sandwich  and  a 
glass  of  beer  don't  give  the  organiza- 
tion much  strength.  Each  grocer  should 
l).e  loyal  to  himself  and  to  his  own 
class.  We  lacjt  the  strength  in  San 
FranCsco  to  maintain  a  card  price  on 
staples  among  ourselves.  We  have  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  a  profit  on  flour  and 
,  some  other  things  by  having  the  manu- 
facturers set  a  retail  selling  price  on 
their  products.  When  enough  goods 
are  protected,  competition  will  then  be 
put  upon  the  proper  basis  of  good  ser- 
vice and  knowledge  of  business.  Where 
there  is  lack  of  organization,  the  in- 
dividual dealers  often  fail  to  realize 
what  their  opportunities  for  profit  real- 
ly are.  He  does  not  know  how  much 
he  can  help  himself  by  being  willing 
to  help  his  neighbor." 

"The  big  men  often  say  they  do  not 
see  why  they  should  go  into  an  or- 
ganization to  help  build  up  the  smaller 
man.  The  little  men  are  not  danger- 
ous  in   competition   with    bis  stores.. 


They  do  not  cut  and  do  not  upset  trade 
conditioiis.  At  tile  same  time,  tliey  aie 
a  \-e)-y  valuable  factor  in  act iiig  '  vvi  tli 
the  big  men  in  securing  the  aid  of  the 
manufacturer  in  fighting  the  depart- 
ment stores  and  big  cutters,  who  com- 
pete with  the  big  stores  and  really 
hurt  big  dealers  who  run  tlieir  stores 
on  legitimate  lines.  In  San  Francisco 
we  have  every  reason  to  anticipate 
much  better  results  than  ever  before. 
.Since  the  fire  af  April  ,the  liquor  li- 
cense has  been  raised  to  .$500  per  year 
and  bars  are  not  allowed  in  grocery 
stores.  As  a  consequence  .many  of  the 
smaller  groceries  have  been  closed  out 
and  those  that  are  left  are  running 
upon  a  bettei-  basis  than  before." 

TIM  WAI/rON,  Fre.suo — Tlie  reason 
we  have  not  a  bigger  association  in 
Fresno  is  because  there  is  one  man  who 
will  not  join  our  association  and  is 
constantly  fighting  it.  Because  of  this 
man,'  several  large  firms  who  would 
otherwise  be  members  of  the  associa- 
tion, will  not  join  it.  I  think  that  by 
January  1st  we  will  have  everj'  grocer 
in  our  association  .  We  meet  the  second 
Monday  in  each  month  Our  attendance 
is  larg-e  for  two  reasons.  First,  we 
make  our  meetings  of  interest  by  a 
special  talk  by  some  membei'  or  some- 
thing of  that  sort  and  besides  this  the 
members  who  do  not  attend  are  fined  .$1. 
This  dollar  is  put  in  a  Social  Fund  and 
when  there  is  enough  money  in  the 
fund,  we  have  a  little  spree.  The  fact 
that  no  one  knows  when  tlie  spree  is 
coming  off  makes  a  large  attendance  at 
the  meetings. 

MR.  COBB,  Glen  Ellen — We  have  been 
trying  for  six  months  to  get  an  asso- 
ciation in  our  neighborhood.  Last  week 
we  got  together  and  expect  to  get  good 
results,  particularly  in  the  line  of  re- 
straining wholesalers  and  commission 
men  from  selling  to  firms  who  would 
otherwise  buy  from  us.  I  feel  that  the 
merchants  of  our  community  will  profit 
largely  by  my  having  attended  this 
meeting." 

L.  S.  STEPP,  Leinoore. — "I  have  been 
taking  the  Artvooate  for  some  years 
and  have  been  very  much  interested  in 
what  was  being  done  by  the  associa- 
tions in  other  parts  of  the  state.  _  We 
have  no  association  in  our  territory, 
but  we  need  one.  I  came  here  to  learn 
and  I  have  not  been  disappointed.  When 
I  go  back,  I  expect  to  be  able  to  add 
materially  to  the  membership  of  the 
state  organization. 

H.  K.  DUNCAltf,  Alameda  County. — 
"Every  active  association  worker  knows 
that  the  success  of  an  association  de- 
pends almost  entirely  upon  the  secre- 
tary. 1  must  say  that  we  have  a  crack- 
erjack.  When  he  took  the  office  ,the 
dues  were  way  behind.  He  separated 
the  wheat  from  the  chaff,  however,  and 
we  have  now  105  active  members  and  3.7 
honorary  members.  Mr.  Holmes  put 
the  collection  of  accounts  off  his  shoul- 
ders and  gave  them  to  Mrs.  Webster, 
who  devotes  herself  to  the  collection  of 
the  grocers  bills.  She  is  getting  the 
money  in  very  satisfactorily.  He  has 
an  assistant  in  the  office  and  we  are 
building  up  a  credit  rating  bureau 
through  which  the  members  can  secure 
ratings  on  parties  desiring  credit  by 
telephoning-  the  central  office.  We 
expect  better  results  now  that  San 
Francisco  has  a  new  organization  since 
the  grocers  of  that  city  will  be  able  to 
help  us  get  things  which  they  could 
not  do  before." 

MR.  SILVER,  Oakley — "Our  town  is 
too  small  to  support  an  organization. 
We  also  have  a  bad  cutter  in  a  near-by 
city.  This  has  revented  the  merchants 
of  our  community  from  coming  to  anv 
understanding  in  the  past.  I  came  to 
this  meeting  to  see  what  chance  there 
was  for  us  to  build  a  County  Associa- 
tion for  Contra  Costa.  I  will  go  out 
and  do  all  in  my  power  to  help  your 
organizer  form  an  association.  Out- 
side of  one  bad  cutter  in  Antioch.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  merchants  will  be 
glad  to  join  .  While  the  Stockton  Mills 
protect  the  merchants  - of  that  city,  I 
regret  to  say  that  they  do  not  protect 
the  merchants  in  my  district.  We  are 
dealing  with  all  the  big  firms  of  San 
Francisco.    I  regret  to  say  that  many 


ol  the  largest  firms  sell  to  some  of  the 
large  coiisuiners  in  our  district.  Many 
ol  them  quit  when  the  matter  is  called 
to  tlieir  attention  but  there  are  others 
who  do  not. 

F.  F.  DUSTIIV,  Rediling— "This  is  the 
first  grocers  convention  1  have  ever  at- 
tended. It  has  always  been  a  wonder 
to  me  why  the  grocer,  who  worked  so 
hard,  should  be  willing-  to  toil  for  so 
little  return.  About  two  years  ago. 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Powers,  we 
got  the  grocers  from  the  towns  of  the 
tipper  Sacramento  Vallej'  together. 
They  were  a  unit  in  feeling  that  they 
would  be  benefited  by  an  association. 
Through  adverse  circumstances,  the  as- 
sociation was  allowed  to  lapse  and 
while  it  is  alive,  it  is  dormant.  At  the 
same  time,  I  find  that  in  Chico,  trade 
conditions  are  better  than  before  the 
organization  was  formed.  If  any  thing- 
can  be  done  to  better  organization.  I 
stand  ready  to  give  my  support.  The 
flour  mills  have  refused  to  give  us 
the  protection  that  various  of  the  dele- 
gates present  tell  us  they  are  reciving 
in  thir  towns.  In  the  city  of  Redding, 
there  is  one  brand  of  Sacramento  flour 
that  is  very  generally  used.  It  was 
being  sold  with  a  margin  of  10c  per 
barrel.  .  The  mill  that  makes  this  flour, 
refused  to  maintain  a  proper  retail 
pri;c,e  saying  that  they  didn't  care 
whether  the  grocer  sold  it  for  $2  or 
$10  per  barrel!  and  that  it  was  the 
dealers  oflur  and  he  could  do  what  he 
pleased  with  it.  Personally,  I  made  a 
contract  for  a  certain  number  of  barrels 
of  northern  our.  I  spent  about  $150  in 
advertising  during  the  first  two  months 
that  I  had  this  flour  in  stock.  I  was 
able  to  sell  it  at  such  a  price  that  in- 
stead of  10c  per  barrel  profit,  I  have 
been  securing  from  $1  to  $1.25  per  bbl. 
profit  and  my  flour  trade  more  than 
doubled  since  my  trade  is  willing  to 
take  my  word  about  the  flour  that  they 
use.  One  of  the  values  of  the  org-ani- 
zation  is  that  it  makes  it  possible  for 
merchants  to  avoid  misunderstandings 
which  are  the  cause  of  much  trouble. 
A  customer  recently  told  me  that  a 
competitor  was  selling-  a  certain  article 
at  a  certain  cut  price.  Instead  of  meet- 
ing the  price,  I  telephoned  the  grocer 
and  asked  him  why  he  was  cutting  on 
that  article.  He  said  he  was  not.  When 
I  told  him  that  one  of  my  customers 
had  told  me  he  was  cuting  on  that  par- 
ticular article  and  that  I  would  have  to 
sell  at  the  same  price,  he  said  that  I 
was  mistaken. 

"Afterwards  I  found  that  he  spoke 
the  truth. 

"It  is  through  association,  that  we 
are  able  to  protect  ourselves  in  mis- 
understandings of  this  kind. 

"I  have  had  some  experience  at  the 
legislature  and  the  members  are  not 
unreasonable.  As  individuals,  we  are 
unable  to  do  anything  and  we  should 
not  expect  anything.  If  the  matter  we 
are  interested  in  is  of  enough  impor- 
tance to  be  worthy  of  legislative  enact- 
ment, howver,  a  large  body  of  the  mer- 
chants of  the  state  would  be  asking  for 
it.  That  is  why  we  should  get  together 
before  January  1st.  If  an  organizer 
should  be  sent  to  Northern  California,  I 
would  help  hiim  do  his  work." 

MR.  DAVIS,  Crockett — "This  is  my 
first  convention.  I  came  here  through 
the  missionary  work  of  the  Advocate. 
I  have  ben  much  interested  in  reading 
of  the  accomplishments  of  associations 
and  my  heart  has  been  with  the  work 
some  time.  Tbu  will  see  that  my  per- 
son is  here  and  I  assure  you  I  will 
come  ag-ain.  I  like  the  spirit  of  Mr.  ; 
Dustin.  He  has  the  right  kind  of  back 
bone.  Most  grocers  instead  of  a  back  ; 
bone  seem  to  have  a  string.  I  believe  i 
firmly  in  organizations  and  hope  to 
see  the  plans  outlined  by  the  organ- 
izer carried  out  so  that  the  merchants 
of  California  will  be  able  to  work  to- 
gether." 

HENRY  JONES,  San  .Jose — "Our  or- 
ganization  is   "asleep   at   the   switch.  '  , 
This  is  because  we  lack  an  active  sec- 
retary and  because  some  of  our  grocers 
are  the  most  stubborn  men  in  the  state.  | 
Since  the  big  earthquake  in  April,  Mr.  | 
Borchers,  who  is  our  official  secretary, 
had  the  work  of  his  store  so  enormously 
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increased  that  he  could  spai-o  no  tinif 
for  the  association.  Bcsitli-s  this.,  our 
population  has  increased  so  tliat  every 
store  in  town  has  had  to  doubh-  up  on 
its  lielji  and  then  not  be  able  to  do  tne 
Imsine.ss  broug'ht  to  it.  \Ve  sent  out 
postals  to  grocers  telling-  them  of  meet- 
ing's and  could  not  get  a  iiuoruni.  Some 
of  tlie  big-  men  of  San  Jose  are  not  in 
our  organization  at  the  present  time. 
'I'liis  lias  been  a  source  of  weakness. 
Sonic  of  the  grocers  keep  onen  on  Sun- 
days and  all  night.  I  have  absorbed 
several  Ideas  at  this  convention  and 
when  1  go  home  1  am  going-  to  suggest 
tliem   to  the  nietnbers.' 

President  Warnke  here  announced 
tliat  he  desired  to  licai-  a  few  words 
ii-.wii  the  Honorary  I'ast  Pi-esident  Jos- 
.■|.h  A.  SLiilz.  iVll-.  Stuiz  stcpijed  to  the 
jilalform  amid  generous  applause.  He 
said : 

Mr.  Sdilx  Makes  a  Speeeli 

"I  have  been  in  the  grocery  business 
for  nearlyy  40  years.  1  think  tliat  1 
have  been  in  association  work  longer 
than  any  other  grocer  in  the  l.'niled 
Slates,  X  have  here  a  card  i  showing- 
card)  showing-  tliat  1  was  made  a  mem- 
ber of  the  S.  F.  Ketail  Grocers'  t'nion 
on  May  3rd,  1874,  I  was  a  member  of 
that  organization  continuously  after 
that  time  although  it  changed  its  name 
on  various  occasions.  \\  lien  I  tii  st 
joined  tlie  association,  it  had  14  nieni- 
bers.  I  have  seen  it  when  it  had  tiou. 
There  was  a  time  when  I  was  tlie  only 
d!-y  grocer  in  the  city  in  the  organiza- 
tion. I  got  practically  all  of  tlieni  to 
join.  I  was  able  to  do  this  at  that 
time  as  I  attended  to  the  purchasing-  of 
my  goods  myself  and  was  down  on  the 
street  a  great  deal,  I  noticed  a  short 
time  ago  a  certain  paper  criticized  me 
bccuse  of  my  activity  in  association 
work.  In  this  criticism,  the  writer  said 
I  had  no  ability.  The  gentlemen  here 
that  have  known  me  man.N-  .\-ears  will 
remember  that  I  have  never  boasted  of 
that.  The  same  article  called  me  a 
leader.  1  have  always  been  a  worker 
and  lll^■  advice  has  been  considered  of 
value,  but  1  have  never  boasted  that  my 
advice  was  especially  valuable.  In 
spite  of  the  criticisms.  I  am  alwa.vs  glad 
to  do  what  I  can  to  help  association  i 
work  long-.  Since  the  disaster  of  April  ! 
isth,  I  ha\-e  been  physicall.v  unable  to  j 
de\-ote  the  time  and  effort  to  associa-  i 
tion  progress  that  I  would  have  likeil.  | 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  three  times  since 
then  1  have  fallen  down  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  carry  me  to  a  drug 
store  where  restorati^■es  could  be  ap- 
plied. This  is  only  a  physical  -weak- 
ness, however,  and  I  assure  you,  that  in 
association  work,  I  have  never  fallen 
down. 

••I  want  to  take  off  my  hat  to  the 
Oakland  Association.  I  am  proud  that 
I  was  the  chairman  of  the  fiist  grocers 
meting  held  in  that  city.  I  am  extreme- 
ly pleased  with  the  generous  entertain- 
ment that  is  being  accorded  us  and  de- 
lighted with  the  reports  of  the  good 
work  of  their  secretary.  The  results 
in  Los  Angeles  are  a  revelation  to  other 
communities  in  the  country.  The  mer- 
chants there  are  doing  things  that  once 
I  thought  were  impossible.  The  fact 
that  there  are  no  bars  now  in  connec- 
tion with  the  grocery  stores  in  San 
Francisco  will,  I  am  satisfied,  work  a 
revolution  in  grocery  conditions.  I 
predict  for  our  city  the  finest  associa- 
tion this  countrv  has  ever  seen." 

GUST.W  FISHER.  Nevada  City — We 
organized  our  association  four  years 
ago  with  10  members.  At  this  time  we 
have  9  in  good  standing  .  Our  organi- 
zation has  been  of  great  value  to  us  and 
we  would  not  give  it  up  for  anything. 
"VVe  even  help  our  non-member  from 
time  to  time  although  he  refuses  to 
join  us.  We  tried  to  help  the  grocers  in 
tlie  neighboring  town  of  Grass  Valley 
to  get  together.  With  the  help  of  Mr. 
Powers  .we  showed  them  the  way  and 
they  organized,  but  there  were  numer- 
ous weak  spots  and  they  fell  back. 
Probably  with  a  little  more  time  and 
some  help  from  the  State  organization, 
they  will  be  able  to  get  into  good  work- 
ing order." 

Wiiher  Walker.  Oaklaiit],  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Merchants  Exchan.ge  of

Oakland  expressed  the  hope  that  the

.Jost  he  had  helped  organize  the  State. 
Association  at  Sacramento  in  Novem- 
ber 1900. 

Eiitertainiiiont  for  the  Ladirs 
H.  Haiifh  of  Alameda,  here  ex 
plained  that  through  the  efforts  of 
Geo.  Hoffman,  chairman  of  Oakland's 
Entertainment  Committee,  2.')  tickets 
to  the  concert  of  the  Orpheus  Society 
(they  cost  $10  each)  had  Peen  tendered 
for  the  ladies  of  delegates  ou  Tues- 
day evening  while  the  delegates  were 
at  their  banquet. 

The  convention  then  adjourned. 


Evenintr  Session 
It  was  shortly  after  8  o'clock  that 
President  Warnke  called  the  evening 

session  to  order. 

There  were  many  grocers  present 
besides  the  delegates  and  quite  a 
number  of  salesmen  together  witl 
representatives  of  several  wholesale 
houses. 

J.  R.  Newberry  was  the  first  speaker 
of  the  evenin.g.  He  delivered  an  ad- 
dress on  the  "Profit  End  of  the  Gro- 
yecr  Business."  His  paper  was  listen- 
ed to  with  the  closest  attention  and 
was  received  with  warm  applause.  It 
was  as  follows:

Kiionledue   of  KzprnMe. 

I      n.iving  been  all  my   buslne.s.s  life  In 
the  U,..st  and  largely  In  the  water  u». 
i         >'"""fry.  both  ill  mines  and  Irrlga- 
lon.  I  liken  the  profits  of  the  grocery 
.  ousiness  to  the  use  of  water  and  dlti-hen 
as  a  conveyor.    It  matters  llttb-  the  ex- 
!  traordin.iry    head    of    water    that  you 
turn  into  a  .litch.  If  leaks  are  allowed 
to  di.sslpate  the  Mow  of  water  before  It 
get.s  to  the  point  of  delivery.    The  point 
of  delivery  Is  what  the  retail  merrhiint 
must    consider.      therefore.     the  leakH 
^ilong  the  ditch  line  or  the  Hume,  mum 
.le  caret  ully  guarded  or  your  proportion 
ol  the  profit  will  avail  you  nothing.  The 
end  of  the  year  tells  the  story  In  the 
.rrocer.v  buslne.xs. 

In  handling  leak  No.  1.  one  mum  flrtit 
settle  on  his  absolute  expen.se.s.  taking 
into  consideration  as  nearly  .'is  they 
■an.  every  item  including  their  own 
salary.  \\  hen  you  have  provided  for 
ill  of  your  known  co.sts.  ynu  must  not 
.orget  your  paper  and  your  twine,  and 
at  least  3%  of  wa.stage  In  damngfd 
^oods  in  your  possession.  over-Weigh- 
ing. bec:vjse  of  Inaccuracies  of  your 
■scales.  In  order  to  come  to  some  defi- 
nite knowledge  of  your  actual  cosit  of 
loing  buslnes.s.  Then  you  mum  not 
lorget  from  I  to  IV*"^  of  loss  in  handl- 
ing your  credits,  and  I  think  that  you 
will  arrive  at  the  same  conclusion  that 
we  have  in  Southern  rallfr>rnla.  thai  it 
takes  1.5%  of  your  sales  to  rover  your 
ibsolute  cost  of  doing  business.  Then 
vou  must  sit  down  and  carefully  con- 
sider what  you  are  entitled  to  make 
for  the  Interest  on  your  Investment, 
which  ought  not  to  be  far  from 
Having  arrived  at  this  ronrlusion.  the 
matter  Is  easy,  unless  vou  are  over- 
oersuadeil  to  figure  a  false  profit.  Ho 
not  in  any  way  nllow  your<«elf  to  be 
■jersnaded  that  in  order  t>>  V. 
m  your  goods,  you  can  n^:  .-.ir 
•ost  price  of  It  ah.«.  ..tji 

J.5<^  of  the  cost  of  the  n,- :  ;.,;di»e 
laid  In  the  house  to  make  vou  n  grn»n 
orofit  of  2f>rZ-  on  your  sales.  You  must 
in  order  to  protect  yourself  against 
Leak  .N'o.  1.  thoroughly  know  from  the 
very  foundation  the  cost  of  goods.  In- 
cluding the  freight  and  riravage.  This 
IS  I  said  before,  is  one  of  the  greatest 
leaks  in  the  grocery  biisine.os:  the 
handling  of  a  business  upon  which  vou 
have  not  intelligently  built  a  foonda- 
tion.  All  the  rest  of  the  '•nnH'O'-tion 
in  your  business  may  be  all  -  •  ir 
■system  may  be  perfect.  k- 
keeping  ideal,  your  stt>re  nd 
your  rolling  stock  in  perfect  ■■•■!. dition. 
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but  if  you  allow  Leak  No.  1  fo  exist  in 
your'  business,  faliure  ir,  abaolutel-v 
Jnarked  for  yiUi.  and  your  apparent 
success  will  licriinn'  an  ni)S(ilutc  railiiii-.

thing'  but  disaster  for  ycmisclf.  You 
cannot  demoralize  your  business  an.v 
(|uiid<er  than  b.v  .-illowinR  snur  clerks 
]tl%  off  your  stdling-  price,  hcc.nisi'  lliat 
vvcuibl  he  from  Ti  to  7  %  more  llian  you 
make,  'i'real  ,vour  clerks  and  ,\oursell' 
just  as  well  as  .von  treat  anyl)(id.\-  else, 
but  no  better.  'J'he  minute  that  yon 
n.iake  a  f;ivorite  of  an.vone,  especially 
yourself,  you  lower  yourself  in  the  es- 
timation of  every  clerk  you  have,  and 
when  you  open  the  leak  to  make  spec- 
ial prices  to  any  favoi-ite  in  your  busi- 
ness, .von  have  no  control  whatever  of 
your  business,  because  if  you  give  a 
man  an  inch,  he  will  take  an  ell,  theie- 
fo!-e,  there  is  no  rule  you  can  la.v  down 
in  your  business  that  is  more  neces- 
,sai'y  to  carry  out  to  the  letter — than 
one  price  to  all,  letting"  (lualit.v  rule  as 
a  wholesale  matter  may  demand,  aiul  in 
tbivt  case,  when  you  make  a  wholesale 
price,  see  that  .voiir  clerks  ha\e  the 
same  latitude  that  you  take  >(Uirself, 
therefore,  when  your  customer  comes 
back  after  goods,  and  you  don't  happen 
to  be  there,  you  don't  lose  the  customer, 
MO  let  all  your  prices  be  positive,  by  the 
<au  or  the  case,  and  maintain  that  in- 
tegrit.v  and  .vou  will  have  done  away 
with  Leak  No.  2. 

Making'  Up  LoMses. 

Leak  No.  3 — Is  also  a  very  important 
matter  which  needs  careful  considera- 
tion. Having-  in  Leak  No.  1  known  the 
necessary  p_ercentag-e  that  you  must 
make  on  youi-  general  average,  take 
your  staples,  sugai'.  Hour,  coal-oil  ami 
l>acking-  house  products,  and  when  you 
find  that  hams  cost  Iti  cents,  you  will 
know  it  is  necessary  to  get  20  cents  in 
order  to  get  your  20%,  and  if  you  find 
you  are  selling'  them  for  18  cents,  you 
are  losing-  10%,  The  same  on  sugar. 
When  sugar  is  costing'  you  4%c,  and 
you  sell  it  for  5c,  you  are  losing'  i/„c  or 
10%,  on  this  commodity.  The  same  is 
true  of  coal -oil  and  flour.  Now  these 
four  staple  articles  compose  at  least 
40%  of  your  business  upon  which  you 
are  losing'  as  a  rule  5%  upon  the  dis- 
tributing charges,  because  you  are  at 
no  time  making  an  average  of  15%,  and 
as  it  costs  you  15%  to  do  business,  you 
are  making-  a  dead  loss  of  5%  besides 
losing  the  profit  you  are  figuring-  on  of 
5%,  therefore  upon  40%  of  your  busi- 
ness you  are  "absolutely  losing  10%. 
!Now  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  look  at 
the  (iO%.  Instead  of  making-  an  aver- 
age profit  on  these  goods  of  20%,  it  is 
necessary  for  you  to  'figure  a  profit  of 
27 1/^,%  or  at  least  .35%  oti  the  cost  of 
your  goods,  in  order  to  make  37i^% 
upon  your  sales.  Do  not  overlook  this 
Leak  No.  3  .  You  wijl  find  some  goods 
upon  whi^'h  traveling  salesmen  will 
ligrure  you  are  making  75%,  and  when 
you  do,  if  you  will  tigure  this  by  the 
light  rule  as  we  did  a  few  days  ago, 
you  will  find  you  are  making  but  42%, 
aiid  that  is  upon  a  profitable  line  like 
teas.  It  was  figured  out  to  us  by  a 
package  tea  handler  that  we  would 
make  7ri<j;,  /.n  his  goods,  but  when  we 
laid  his  goods  down  and  put  on  the 
the  srinarc  and  plumb  bob,  it  figured 
.ivist  42'v^ri,  and  unless  >-ou  llun-oushb- 
understand  all  the  details  ol'  these 
matters,  Leak  No,  :!  will  thi-ow  .\-on  into 


insolvency  in  less  than  two  years. 

fCQOUgh  Help  a  ^^avtiiK 

Leak  No.  4 — Not  providin.si-  j'ourscif 
with  sut1i(.-ient  htdp.  Vou  as  a  inlc  in 
)nuning-  your  store,  dc[)end  upon  ,\-our- 
seli'  to  keep  the  hooks,  make  e,-ish. 
sweep  out  the  stoi-e  in  the  morTiing. 
curry  the  liorsi'  al  lionu'  besides  meet- 
in.i;-  all  of  your  trade  in  a  nice  .^cnlle- 
inanl,\-  niannei-.  clean  and  respi'c  la  hie. 
doiiiR-  as  most  pro])rietors  (jf  I'ctail 
stores  .two  men's  work.  'I'his  is  a 
threat  mislake  and  is  a  prominoni  leak. 
Kememlier  that  .\-ou  lia\-e  just  aliout  so 
nuich  \-italit.\-  in  \-ou.  If  you  take  il 
out  of  >-oursell'  in  tui-ning  tlie  colfee- 
jnill  or  shoN'eling-  up  barley  .-md  oats, 
unloading-  a  dray,  opening-  lioxes,  ,\-ou 
will  ha\-e  no  time  nor  inclination  luii- 
abilit.v  to  bu.v  youi-  goods  right,  know 
what  the  markets  are,  or  even  examine 
the  value  Of  the  goods  when  the.v  come 
in.  Remebei-  that  one  good  pair  of 
eyes  is  worth  three  pairs  of  hands, 
'fheie  is  such  a  thing-  as  ha\'ing-  too 
much  help,  but  if  you  will  look  and 
keep  those  at  work  around  >'cMi,  yaw 
cannot  have  too  much  help.  A  .l;oo(1 
safe  i-nle  to  follow  lUi  help,  is  each  iii- 
(li\idual  to  do  at  li.Mst  $(;iMI  W(n-th  of 
liusiness  a  mouth.  Yku  will  make  more 
money  when  you  are  doing-  to  the 
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person.  You  are  losing  money  when 
you  are  doing  less  than  $500  to  the 
person.  This  must  include  everyone; 
your  book-keeper  .your  hostler  ,as  well 
a;s  yourself.  Do  not  place  an  order 
under  any  ciricumstances  until  you 
know  what  the  best  trade  papers  g-ive 
as  the  value  of  the  article  you  intend 
ordering  ,then  buy  just  as  close  as  you 
can.  The  prices  given  you,  in  the  us- 
ual trade  paper  are  erroneous  and  are 
made  for  the  purpose  of  making-  you 
feel  good  when  you  buy  for  less,  but 
never  buy  an  article  until  you  have 
consulted  your  previous  purchase,  and 
never  pay  more  the  second  time  unless 
there  is  a  good  valid  reason  for  it. 
Place  your  orders  carefully  and  always 
take  copies  .then  examine  your  goods 
carefully  when  they  arrive,  and  you 
will  have  safely  passed  over  Leak  No.  4. 
Doiug^  Too  Much  Busine.ss 

Leak  IVo.  5 — Is  covered  almost  en- 
tirely by  your  gauge  of  buying.  Re- 
member that  it  takes  $2.00  to  do  $1.00 
worth  of  business  per  month;  that  is  to 
say.  if  you  have  $1,000  cash  in  5'our 
business  .you  can  safely  depend  upon 
$1,000  of  credit.  This  $1,000  in  cash 
and  $1,000  in  credit,  or  a  $2,000  capital, 
would  allow  you  to  do  safely  $1,000  per 
month.  If  any  merchant  will  give  his 
sales,  and  the  amount  of  cash  he  has  in 
his  business.  I  will  tell  him  whether 
he  is  solvent,  and  I  regret  very  much 
to  say  that  the  average  merchant 
gauged  by  this  proposition  is  insolvent, 
because  they  owe  as  a  rule,  twice  as 
much  as  they  have  cash  in  their  busi- 
ness. They  depend  upon  the  cash  they 
have  in  their  business  and  the  amount 
they  have  on  their  books,  to  pay  what 
they  owe  , which  is  a  very  unreliable 
and  unsafe  thing  to  do.  When  you 
stretch  your  credit  beyond  the  point  I 
have.mentioned,  you  then  commence  to 
pay  from  3  to  5%  more  for  your  goods 
than  you  have  any  right  to.  and  this 
makes  Leak  No.  5  one  of  the  danger 
points  in  business. 

Now  I  have  covered  five  of  the  prom- 
inent leaks  in  the  grocery  business. 
Any  one  of  these  leaks  not  properly 
guarded  will  lead  you  to  failure.  With 
any  one  of  these  leaks  doing  its  full 
time,  there  will  be  no  profits  in  the 
grocery  business,  therefore,  to  sum  up 
this  whole  matter,  the  profit  end  of  the 
grocery  business  depends  entirely  on 
four  taking  care  of  the  leaks  along  the 
ditch  line.  With  these  leaks  taken  care 
of,  the  profit  end  of  your  business  will 
bet  satisfactory  to  yourself,  to  your 
creditors,  and  to  the  countrj-. 

P.  B.  Fancher  of  Sacramento  was 
then  introduced  to  speak  on  the  sub- 
ject: "Value  of  the  State  Associa- 
tion to  Interior  Merchants." 

Mr.  Fancher  spoke  extemporaneous- 
ly and  his  address  made  a  strong  im- 
pression on  the  audience  through  its 
conv.incing  logfc  and  striking  elo- 
quence. Among  some  of  the  pointt 
he  raised  were  the  following: 

"At  some  of  our  previous  conven- 
tions, I  have  felt  that  we  paid  too  mucl^ 
attention  to  banquets,  excursions  and 
other  frills  and  too  little  attention  to 
tlie  actual  work  a  hand  ,  I  still  think 
that,  while  the  social  features  of  the 
convention  should  not  be  whollv  elim- 
inated, they  should  be  made  wholly  sub- 
ordinate to  the  real  labor  of  solving 
the  trade  problems  in  which  we  are  all 
interested. 

"The  interior  merchants  have  been 
benefiting  from  the  State  Association 
in  about  equal  proportions  as  beneficia 
legislation  has  been  put  on  our  Statute 
books.  While  many  members  have  dont 
much,  I  wish  to  express  my  persona' 
appreciation  and  approval  of  the  meth- 
ods and  work  of  J.  F.  Paulding  in  tlii:- 
particular  line  of  endeavor. 

"Mr.  Paulding's  broad  knowledge  ol 
what  we  neded,  his  ac<iuaintance  \yitl 
legislators,  his  tact  and  aliilit.\-  to  "ge* 
there"  and  to  do  what  we  wanted  done, 
are  worhy  the  greatest  praise. 

"Whatever  else  the  State  .Vssneialion 
does  or  does  not  do,  the  directors  should

see  that  Mr.  Paulding  is  given  the 
money  he  needs  to  be  able  to  spend  the 
time  as  Sacramento  necessary  to  ac- 
complish what  we  need  there. 

"  The  benefits  of  the  State  Associa- 
tion are  woefully  small  compared  with 
what  they  would  be  if  the  trade  dis- 
turbers would  study  the  profit  end  of 
their  business  wilh  even  lialf  the  en- 
thusia.'ini  and  energy  they  spend  in 
cutting  prices. 

In  e\ery  other  line  of  endeavor,  men 
are  getting  wealthy  by  combining, 
'i^^hen  done  properly  and  honestly  and 
:or  an  honest  purpose,  these  combi- 
.lations  are  eommeiulable. 

I  ha\'e  ne\'er  been  able,  quite  to  un- 
lerstand  why  it  lias  seemingly  been 
left  to  the  farn-.ers  and  grocers  to  be 
■ontinually  fighting  against  each  oth- 
er's interests. 

"When  the  grocers  combine  and  work 
'ogether  .thev  will  be  heeded.  Any 
proper  legislation  will  be  granted  when 
isked  by  a  powerl'ul  and  far  reaching 
Trganiza  tion  uf  recognized  merchants. 
\ny  ri  asima  hie  request  will  be  gi-anled 
by  the  niannraeturers  who  want  these 
nien  to  distril>ute  their  gods. 

"  Our  State  Association  would  be 
more  valuable  to  the  interior  mer- 
•hahts  if  an  organizer  were  employed 
.\'ho  would  give  all  his  tinu'  to  the 
work.  Of  course,  without  money  we 
■annot  get  what  we  may  r<'<iuiro. 

We  have  local  associations  tliat  are 
»minentl\"  successful.  In  Sacramento 
ve  lia\ e  iioen  able  to  induce  manufac- 
urer.'^.  ^\■l i olesalers  and  produce  dealers 
to  fix  and  help  us  maintain  proper 
Trices  and  do  other  things  we  have 
leemed  essential. 

It  is  regrettable  that  so  many  men 
In  the  grorr  .  ry  business  seem  to  do  so 
!itle  thinking.  They  seem  to  he  mak- 
ing a  specialu-  of  nushing  sugar,  Fels 
Naptha,  Standard  Oil  coal  oil  and  the 
itlier  gods  on  which  there  is  no  profit, 
rt  wouhl  almost  seem  as  5f  all  the  men 
vho  had  been  failures  in  other  lines  go 
'nto  the  L^rocery  business.  Kxact  sta- 
tistics show  that  75  per  cent  of  these 
men  fail. 

"To  make  a  success  in  the  grocery 
business,  a  nuin  must  think.  A  good 
.va.\-  to  begin  is  to  .join  your  State  As- 

ioeiation." 

H.  D.  Loveland  was  then  introduced 
to  speak  on  "Possiljililies  of  Closer 
delations  Hatween  the  Wholesaler 
and  the  Retailer."  In  a  few  casual  in- 
troductory remarks  Mr.  Loveland  rc- 
I'erred  to  an  address  he  had  lisleued  to 
when  llcniy  Wtird  Baeclicr  in  a  lec- 


ture on  "Wastes  and  Burdens  of  So- 
ciety" declared  that  one  waste  was  of 
men  following  business  that  they  were 
equipped  neither  mentally  nor  jthysl- 
cally  to  make  financially  productive. 
He  said  that  the  address  to  which  he 
had  listened  had  convinced  hini  that 
there  were  men  in  the  Kiocery  IjiihI- 
ness  who  could  have  devoted  them- 
selves as  successfully  to  professional 
pursuits. 

He  then  explained  that  he  had  been 
a  staunch  believer  in  co-operation  for 
many  years.  His  first  lesson  had  come 
when  as  a  boy  he  had  got  antjther 
little  fellow  to  stand  in  with  him  and 
together  they  had  "licked  the  stufllnK 
out  of  a  big  boy"  who  had  been  abus- 
ing them  both — one  at  a  lime — for 
many  weeks  previous. 

He  tftid  of  the  pioneer  work  that 
had  bnen  done  years  before  by  .Mr. 
Stulz  and  Mr.  Powers  and  expressed 
the  opinion  that  those  gentlemen  had 
sowed  the  seed  which  was  now  pro- 
ducing the  harvest  the  grocers  had  at 
hand  if  they  would  only  co-operate  to 
gather  it. 

Mr.  Loveland  then  delivered  the  fol- 
lowing address: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
State  Retail  Grocers  AHSoctHtion. 
In  accepting  the  kind  Invitation  of 
your  honorable  Board  of  IHrectoPH  no 
courteously  conveyed  to  me  by  your 
Secretary.  I  assure  you  It  wa.s  itnt  with 
the  thought  of  eduratintr  .vou  on  IhlH 
great  and  Interesting  subject  iif  ro- 
operati/)n.  It  would  Indeed  be  carryInK 
coals  to  Cornwall  for  me  to  attempt 
to  do  that,  for  I  fully  realize  that  I 
should  met  here  men  who  have  been 
pioneers  of  thought  ana  action  along 
the  lines  represented  by  the  word  co- 
operation in  Its  somewhat  rentrlctecl 
but  still  broad  and  comprehensive  Henxe 
as  appllied  to  trade  and  mmmerce. 
Men  at  whose  feet  I  can  well  Hit  an  a 
learner  in  studying  the  principles  of 
economics  as  applied  to  effective  com- 
mercial CO -ope  ration. 

Nfit.  tliereffire.  to  teach  am  I  hero, 
but  rather  to  bp  taught:  to  exrhanfce 
ideas  with  you  and  to  learn  from  you. 
that  which  you.  in  your  wl.Mdom.  born 
of  experience  ,.ire  well  '■apa.ld<'  of  Im- 
parting. 

DcNiraltility  of  (  o-oiMTiiilnn. 

To  begin  with  then,  let  me  Mrst  make 
this  declaration  In  uiimlstakahie  and 
unetiuivlcal  terms.  I  am  a  firm  believer 
In  co-operation,  and  havlnj?  thu.x  made 
plain  my  position  with  your  permi.i.xlon. 
I  shall  discuss  this  (luewtlon  under  two 
separate  heads. 

First — The  de.slrablllty  or  neceiwltv 
for  co-operation  between  Retailer"  and 
Wholesaler,  and.  second,  the  poswlbll- 
Ity  of  such  co-operation. 

But  first  let  me  say  Jusl  a  word  as  to 
the  origin  and  growth  of  the  .«ientlmcnl 
in  fiivor  of  co-operallon. 

It  is  a  truism  which  rei|ulre.«  no  ar- 
gument to  support,  that  all  reform  or 
improvement  begins  in  wnnt  .-ind  neces- 
sity, and  if  argument  were  necessary, 
the  experience  of  the  civlllxed  world  for 
all  time  could  he  covere<l  In  proof  of 
this  pr)stulate.  It  was  true  when  our 
cave-dwelling  ancestors  laid  aside  the 
club  for  the  rude  but  more  efTectlve 
weapon  made  from  stone  or  the  lione!" 
of  animals.  It  was  true  when  the  Biir- 
ons  exacted  the  Magna  t'haria  frum 
King  John.  It  was  this  great  truth, 
that  reform  and  improven^ent  l>eKln  In 
want  and  necessity  .sIruRglinR  mliarht- 
ily.  to  be  born,  which  found  expression 
in  that  nightmare  of  history.  the 
French  Revolution.  Kvulence  of  the 
truth  was  given  by  that  immortal  l»e<;-

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Don't  let  your  chief  business  trouble 
come  from  the  source  of  half  of  busi- 
ness evils — too  much  credit  ami  too 
easy  on  debtors.  Make  the  slow-pay 
customers  square  up. 

John  D.  Rockefeller  commenced 
business  in  a  general  store,  and  one 
of  his  first  lessons  in  business  econ- 
omy was  picking  black  beans  out  of 
the  newly  purchased  goods. 

Every  merchant,  no  mater  how  small 
his  business  should  have  a  trade  pa- 
per. The  credit  of  raising  the  bus- 
iness standard  of  today  is  due  to  a 
great  extent  to  the  trade  press. 

The  customer  that  you  gain  by  giv- 
in.g  of  good  goods  stays  with  you  long 
after  the  o;ie  who  is  gained  l)y  cut 
prices  drifts  to  where  price  and  not 
quality  is  the  essential  feature. 

A  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.  And 
a  retailer  is  worthy  of  his  profit.  This 
is  good  doctrine.  But  do  not  try  to 
make  the  profit  too  big  in  the  face  of 
the  competition  that  you  are  called  on 
to  meet. 

There  must  be  no  misbranding.  If 
substitutes  are  desired,  they  will  be 
forthcoming,  but  their  prices  will  be 
greatly  cheapened,  because  they  will 
not  be  masquerading  under  the  guise 
of  first  class  articles. 

Shipments  of  French  mushrooms 
are  coming  on  the  market  slowly  and 
prices  are  luling  very  strong.  The 
packers  report  slow  growing  condi- 
tions and  have  again  made  an  ad- 
vance of  from  one  to  two  francs. 

We  have  seen  stores  filled  with  flies, 
where  clerks  were  idle  and  there  was 
little  doing.  We  have  seen  stores 
where  a  gi'eat  deal  of  business  was 
transacted,  but  thei-e  were  no  flies. 
Perhaps  thei-e  was  a  connection  be- 
tween the  two. 

Don't  forget  to  change  your  stock 
around  once  in  a  while.  Your  trade 
likes  to  see  something  different  oc- 
casionally. It  requires  very  little  ef- 
fort to  make  the  change,  and  it  ap- 
parently adds  spice  to  the  manage- 
ment of  your  business. 

There  was  no  parcels  post  bill 
passed  at  this  session  of  congress.  But 
it  must  be  remembered  that  it  was  not 
because  nobody  tried  to  get  one 
passed.  Nor  was  it  Because  the  great 
city  dailies  fenight  against  it..  It  was 
simply  thi'ough  the  efforts  of  the  mer- 
chants, urged  on  and  aided  by  the 
trade  papers,  of  the  country. 

If  you  haven't  the  money  to  pay  for 
your  goods,  and  your  credit  is  good, 
better  strain  the  credit  to  garner  the 
fat  discounts.  If  you  haven't  the  cash, 
and  the  reason  therefore  is  to  be 
I'ouTid  in  your  ledger.  1h rough  charged 
accounts  and  slow  collections,  borrow 
the  money  lo  buy  a  new  slock,  but 
then  and  there  make  up  your  mind  to 
do  two  things— push  collections  and 
sell  your  new  stock  for  cash  only.

TO  DRAW  THE  CROWD. 


'Some    Scliemes   That  Have  Helped 
Other  Merchants. 


If  you  can  draw  your  people  to  your 
establishment  you  will  probably  do  the 
business.  Your  prices,  your  stock  and 
your  salesmen  should  be  able  to  do 
the  rest. 

There  are  many  different  ways  of 
drawing  the  crowd.  The  post  office 
authorities  have  closed  the  mails  to  all 
advertisements  wherein  contests  de- 
pending in  any  way  on  chance  are 
mentioned. 

There  are  a  thousand  and  one  ways 
of  drawing  a  crowd;  of  "startling  the 
natives,"  and  of  winning  trade  without 
counting  on  the  element  of  chance. 

Many  of  these  schemes  should  be 
used  occasionally  by  retailers.  It  helps 
your  store  to  have  "something  doing," 
to  be  recognized  as  not  afraid  to  do, 
something  different  and  to  be  willing 
to  loosen  up  on  the  profits  occasional- 
ly, apparently  for  the  benefit  of  your 
customers- — but  actually  for  your  own 
benefit. 

Here  are  a  number  of  plans  that 
have  been  used  with  success;  some 
perhaps  old  neighbors  and  acquaint- 
ances of  yours,  and  others  novel  and 
enticing.  If  from  the  number,  you  are 
able  to  select  a  few  that  may  be  used 
to  good  advantage  in  assisting  you  in 
your  work,  appropriate  them,  and  hav- 
ing decided  to  try  to  win  a  little  extra 
trade,  go  in  and  win,  with  assurance 
that  it  is  worth  the  effort  and  expense 
of  trying. 

Use  The  Circus. 

There  will  be  circuses  coming  your 
way  this  summer.  Why  not  offer  one 
seat  with  each  purchase  of  $10  worth 
of  goods  ?  You  can  buy  the  seats  for 
50  cents  and  perhaps  if  you  have  a 
very  large  number  of  orders  to  fill  you 
can  get  a  material  discount  of  this 
price.  The  profit  on  the  goods  will 
warrant  it  and  it  may  be  the  cause  of 
holding  some  good  sized  orders  at 
home.  Start  now.  Advertise  this  fact 
and  give  the  holder  of  a  circus  coupon 
the  right  to  select  the  show  that  he 
will  attend.  Give  the  children  half- 
price  tickets  for  $5  purchases.  This 
scheme  may  be  worked  with  excellent 
success  when  the  big  beasts  make  their 
first  appearance  on  the  bill  boards. 
Contest  For  Ladies. 

Offer  three  prizes  to  the  ladies — $3, 
$2,  and  $1  for  the  best  spike  drivers, 
spikes  to  be  driven  into  the  heavy 
planks  in  the  front  of  your  store  some 
Saturday  afternoon.  This  will  make 
lots  of  fun  and  will  surely  draw  a 
crowd. 

The  Receding  Trice. 

Buy  a  really  fine  lamp  and  buy  it 
close,  price  it  a  couple  dollars  over 
cost  and  put  it  on  sale  some  Saturday 
offering  a  reduction  in  price  of  30 
cents  an  hour.  .Put  the  lamp  in  the 
window  and  change  the  price  ticket 
every  hour  until  sold. 

Offer  a  few  dollars  with  the  first  five 
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cash  purchases  after  a  stated  hour 
some  Saturday  afternoon. 

Special  Sale  Day. 

It  is  always  well  for  the  merchants 
of  the  town  to  get  together  and  ar- 
range special  days.  For  these  days 
they  should  hold  special  sales.  More- 
over they  should  get  together  in  the 
matter  of  entertaining  their  guests. 
Each  store  should  feed  its  customers, 
making  arrangements  with  the  hotel 
people  for  low  rates  to  meet  the  oc- 
casion. 

A  band  concert  would  draw  like  a 
house  a-fire.  It  might  be  expensive 
but  if  the  business  men  of  the  town 
get  together  the  pro  rata  of  expense 
will  not  be  at  all  large. 

Ice  Cream  for  Summer. 

When  the  afternoons  get  warm  and 
the  days  are  sultry,  the  farmer  and 
his  wife  and  children  just  dote  on  ice 
cream.  If  you  don't  want  to  take  the 
time  to  make  it  yourself,  buy  it  and 
see  that  all  your  customers  have  a 
dish  with  a  lady  finger  or  some  other 
kind  of  cake.  It  will  make  you  popular 
and  it  is  but  another  kind  of  advertis- 
ing. 

Interesting  the  Farmers. 

It  is  about  time  for  the  pumpkin 
scheme.  Offer  prizes  for  the  largest 
pumpkins, — perhaps  a  half  a  dozen 
prizes  in  all.  Have  all  the  prize  con- 
testants bring  the  pumpkins  to  your 
store  and  you  will  have  a  jolly  crowd 
with  the  farmers  and  their  families. 

You  may  also  offer  at  this  time 
prizes  for  the  best  ears  of  corn. 

Get  the  farmers  to  enter  in  these 
contests  and  permit  only  those  who 
have  registered  to  compete  for  these 
prizes.

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the  serious  agitation  of  the  question 
of  itself  will  KufHce  to  stimulate  the 
market  ouce  again. 

"The  consuming  trade  in  this  coun- 
try, as  well  as  in  Europe,  is  still 
poorly  supplied.  They  fought  the  re- 
cent advance  tooth  and  nail,  and  they 
still  maintain  a  hand-to-mouth  policy. 
With  such  a  decline  as  v/e  had,  a 
slight  modifications  of  such  a  policy 
and  the  carrying  of  somewhat  more 
liberal  stocks,  on  the  lower  basis  of 
values,  should  he  encouraged  and 
could  not  be  attended  with  much  risk. 

"In  saying  the  above,  we  are  not 
taking  an  altogether  i-ose-colored 
view  of  the  situation  by  any  means. 
We  do  not  overlook  the  fact,  that  pro- 
duction this  year  is  in  excess  of  con- 
sumption to  the  extent  of  about  one 
million  bags,  nor  do  we  shut  our  eyes 
to  the  menace  to  the  market  which 
would  appear  should  another  large 
croi)  follow  the  present  ,  one.  In  such 
a  case,  Valorization  itself  would  be 
powerless  to  stem  the  falling  tide. 

"A  large  advance  at  this  time  is,  in 
our  opinion,  to  be  deprecated,  and 
would,  we  believe,  be  dangerous  in  the 
extreme.  It  is,  however,  but  natural 
to  reason  that,  after  a  period  of  steady 
and  serious  decline  such  as  we  wit- 
nessed, a  healthy,  though. moderate  re- 
action from  the  low  level  reached  is 
in  order." 

New  York,  Y.,  September  7tli— 
M.  J.  Brandenstein  &  Co.  reports: 

"The  coffee  market  is  strong,  not- 
withstanding the  heavy  receipts  in 
Brazil  this  season  to  date.  The  total 
recei])ts  so  far  this  year  are  3,438,000 
bags,  as  against  2,728,000  bags  last 
year  and  3,075,000  bags  same  date 
two  years  ago.  It  now  looks  as  if  the 
Government  will  not  be  able  to  finance 
the  proposed  Valorization  plan,  but 
cables  have  been  received  from  San- 
tos that  on  account  of  droughts,  the 
next  season's  crop  does  not  look 
promising.

M.  Pliillips  &  Co.  repoi't,  under  date 
of  Sept.  21st: 

"New  Orleans  is  the  only  iToint  of- 
fering any  new  crop  goods  up  to  the 
present  time.  These  rices  are  the  ex- 
tra fine  grades  and  .  are  known  as 
"River  Crop  Rices."  Our  representa- 
tive in  Houston,  Texas,  reports  that 
rice  cutting  continues  in  all  sections 
but  no  new  croj)  -has  yet  arrived  in 
any  mill  in  Houston.  H«  also  advises 
that  mills  in  Crowley,  La.,  and  in 
Houston  wiir  commence  milling  on 
new  crop  Honduras  about  the  latter 
part  of  this  month. 

"In  reference  to  Japans  would  state 
that  these  goods  will  be  very  late 
and  mills  will  not  start  milling  on 
these  grades  until  the  later  part  of 
October.  We  therefore  do  not  look 
for  any  new  crop  goods  to  be  offered 
on  this  Coast  before  the  early  part  of 
November. 


"Prices  on  all  grades  of  rices  remain 
unchanged  with  the  exception  of  No.  1 
China,  which  has  advanced."

Talmage's  Sons'  Co.  report: 

"There  is  an  active  demand  for  "all 
sorts  and  conditions"  of  Rice.  Prices 
are  firm  and  new  arrivals  are  going 
promptly  from  dock,  so  there  is  little 
or  no  accumulation  of  stock.  There  is 
notable  aljsence  of  medium  grades,  and 
fancy  sorts  are  not  as  i)leniiful.  This 
is  the  result,  no  doubt,  of  unfavorable 
harvest  weather.  .Iai)an  are  in  active 
request  with  scant  supply  at  ruling 
rates. 

"Advices  from  the  South  note  re- 
ceipt of  the  First  New  Crop  Carolina 
at  Charleston,  yesterday.  Planters 
are  giving  more  attention  to  harvest- 
ing than  to  threshing  and  marketing 
— hence  receipts  will  be  light  for  some 
time  to  come.  At  New  Orleans  market 
is  active  and  strong.  Receipts  of 
Rough  ar-e  small  and  the  out-turn  of 
mills  sold  up  every  day.  Duplicates 
of  previous  lots  of  Fancy,  difficult;  in 
fact,  the  market  is  harder. 

"In  the  Interior — Southwest  Louisi- 
ana and  Texas — Mills  are  not  getting 
into  line  as  early  as  exi)ected.  Plant- 
ers rei)ort  yield  light,  account  of  un- 
propitious  weather  during  planting 
and  growing  season. 

"Cables  and  correspondence  from 
abroad  note  strong  markets  both  for 
'spot'  and  'forward'  account." 

DBIED  FBUIT. 

A  leading  dried  fruit  interest,  in 
speaking  of  its  situation  to  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Advocate,  said  on 
Wednesday:  "Business  is  very  brisk 
on  all  lines  with  prices  firmly  main- 
tained as  last  week.  During  the  next 
two  months  trade  in  dried  fruits  will 
be  very  active,  and  shippers  will  be 
kept  exceptionally  busy  filling  orders. 
Shipments  are  being  delayed  by  scar- 
city of  cars  and  abnormal  labor  condi- 
tions." 

Prnnes  are  below  the  price  their  sta- 
tistical position  deserves.  Large  sizes 
are  scarce  throughout  the  Santa  Clara 
Valley  and  the  size  of  the  crop  will  not 
be  nearly  so  large  as  it  was  at  first 
expected.  Those  who  know  claim  that 
prunes  should  be  bringing  from  1  1-2 
to  2c  over  the  present  price. 

Dried  Peaches  are  in  short  supply.

California  common  points:  Crawfords, 

8  3-4c;  for  Standards,  9c:  for  Choice,

cy, 11c. 

Baisins — the  crop  is  not  expected  to 
exceed  50,000  tons.  The  large  clusters 
are  comparatively  scarce  in  most  dis- 
tricts. Growers  expect  higher  prices 
than  the  packers  are  now  offering, 
which  is  3  l-2c  with  additional  in- 
ducement for  stock  that  will  make 
layers.  Sales  have  been  made  for  as 
high  as  4c.

With  a  continuance  of  fine  weather 
during  the  drying  period  the  fruit 
promises  excellent  quality.  Opening 
prices,  already  exceptionally  high,

PRUNES. 

Portland,  Ore.,  Sept.  20th. — Available 
supplies  of  last  year's  prunes  are 
practically  exhausted.  New  crop  is 
not  nearly  so  great  as  was  expectsd 
some  time  ago.  The  drop  was  heavier 
than  in  any  recent  years. 

San  Jose,  Sept.  l.'Jtli.— The  "Mer- 
cury" says:  "The  prune  market  will 
no  doubt  be  firm  this  year  in  spite  of 
the  large  crop.  The  first  ])runes  sold 
for  3  cents  a  pound,  but  later  ship 
ments  brought  only  2  l-4c.  Growers 
and  shippers  now  refuse  to  sell  at 
that  price,  and  until  the  buyers  offer 
a  quarter  of  a  cent  more,  there  will 
not  be  naany  sales.

Many  buyers,  knowing  that  the 
crop  is  not  ,_as  large  as  was  at  first 
reported,  are  trying  to  get  their  sup 
ply  now,  and  the  price  is  bound  to 
rise." 

DKIED  PEACHES.

Reynolds  &  Co.  report:  "There  are  not 
more  than  200  lbs  of  dried  peaches  re- 
maining in  growers'  hands  in  Cali- 
fornia in  the  district  north  of  Sacra- 
menta.  The  entire  crop  has  been  con- 
tracted for  by  Western  packers  at  a 
price  of  8  1-2  to  10c." 

EVAPORATED  APPLES.

Bros.  &  Co.  report: 

"Buyers  are  paying  5  7-8c  for  Octo- 
ber, 5  3-4  c  for  November  and  5  l-2c 
for  December.

Imported  Oil  Sardines. — The  catch 
in  France  continues  a  total  failure.

"There  lias  been  a  steady  di'miuu- 


tion  in  the  amount  of  hay  coming  in, 
occasioned  solely  by  the  lack  of  track 
room  here,  and  scarcity  of  cars.  The 
market  is  far  from  being  on  a  satis- 
factory basis.  The  demand  is  chiefly 
for  the  choicer  grades  of  hay,  which 
particular  varieties  must  come  from 
inland  points  by  rail,  and  which  are 
therefore,  brought  in  but  sparingly. 
Alfalfa  is  arriving  by  schooner  and 
barge,  although  prices  show  no  de- 
cline, yet  there  is  a  tendency  toward 
weakness  with  this  particular  article. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  rains  will 
hold  off  for  a  full  30  days  yet,  for  ii 
will  take  at  least  4  or  5  weeks  to  house 
the  large  quantity  of  hay  and  grain 
still  without  cover.

PosMlbilty  of  Joint  Aftion. 
No  one  in  the  choi't  space  of  time 
available  upon  this  occasion  ,can  touch 
in  detail!  upon  all  of  the  means  which 
lie  within  the  legtimate  reach  of 
Wliolesalers  and  Retalers  to  compass 
this  end;  but  first  of  all,  it  means  a 
sincere  desire  upon  the  part  of  eai'h  to 
do  so.  It  means  a  willingness  to  give 
up  a  little  of  what  they  are  pleased  to 
call  their  rights  to  conduct  their  bus- 
iness as  tliey  see  fit.  It  means  a  will- 
ingness upon  the  part  of  each  to  recog- 
nize that  the  existance  of  the  other  is 
necessary  and  legitimate  and  a  further 
willingness  upon  the  part  of  each,  hoth 
in  buying  and  selling,  to  remain  in  his 
own  sphere  of  action.  It  means  joning 
hands  to  secure  from  manufacturers 
and  their  agents,  the  strong  and  effect- 
ual assistance  whicli  they  can  lend  to 
Wholesalers  and  Retailers  in  making 
and  keeping  legitimate  profits.  In  other 
words,  it  means  "living  up  to  their 
opportunties"  just  that  and  nothing 
more, 

BUt  do  not,  I  beg  of  you,  think  tliis 
is  as  easy  to  accomplish  as  it  is  to 
speak  of.  '  It  sounds  easy  but  it  is  not. 
The  world  is  progressing,  it  is  true 
and  will  never  again  plow  witli  a  stick; 
tout  it  is  also  true  that  progress  is  con- 
stantly retarded  by  failure  to  live  up  to 
our  opporunities.  In  accomplishing 
this,  in  living  up  to  out-  opportunities 
bv  co-operation  to  pj-eserve  our  Inisi- 


cussion,  is  not  the  place  for  working 
out  the  details.  Such  work  ,in  my 
judgment,  should  be  done  by  a  joint 
committee  of  Retailers  and  Wholesal- 
ers working  under  the  direction  of 
their  respective  Boards  of  Directors  and 
receiving  ideas  and  suggestions  from 
public  discussions  like  the  present,  and 
from  members  generall.v.  But  while 
avoiding  detail.  1  still  desire  to  mention 
in  passing  ,some  of  the  matters  in  the 
consideration  and  handling  of  which, 
joint,  woU-directed  and  persistant  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  Wliolesaler  and  Re- 
tailer miglit  well  be  productive  of  good. 
In  doing  this  I  repeat  some  of  the 
things  which  I  have  already  mentioned, 
but  they  are  important,  and  worthy  of 
repetition. 

M'hat  Cnu  Bo  Done. 
Agreeing  to  recognize  a  legitimate 
spliere  of  action  for  each,  and  to  re- 
main within  that  limit.  Securing  the 
aid  of  manufacturers  to  tlie  end  that  all 
may  realize  a  fair  profit  on  their  pro- 
duct. Wise  consideration  and  handling 
of  the  question  of  department  stores 
and  catalogue  houses  .which  I  believe, 
any  thoughtful  man  unbiased  in  his 
judgment  by  selfish  interests,  will  con- 
cede to  be  not  only  an  injury  to  both 
Wholesaler  and  Retailer,  but  a  menace 
to  th  welfare  and  best  interests  of  the 
country  at  large. 

Consideration  of.  and  bringing  in- 
fluence to  bear  upon  questions  whicli 
are  about  to  be  made  the  subject  of 
statuary  law  or  amendment,  such  as 
the  Parcels  Post,  Mutual  Insurance, 
Pure  Food  le.gislation.  etc. 

There  are  many  other  matters  mer- 
iting joint  consideration  at  the  hands 
of  the  Wliolesalers  and  tlie  Retailers, 
but  these  occur  to  me  as  of  primary 
importanc.  and  each  is  of  sufficient  in- 
terest, to  demand  careful  thought  and 
attention  resulting  in  mutually  benefi- 
cial action.

Mr.  Loveland  then  advised  the  gro- 
cers to  appoint  a  strong  committee 
and  assured  them  that  he  was  satis- 
fled  he  could  bring  them  together  with 
a  like  committee  from  the  wholesalers 
and  secure  results  highly  profitablbe 
to  both. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Loveland"s 
address,  the  meeting  adjourned  and  a 
half  hour  was  spent  in  informal  dis- 
cussion of  the  matters  brought  up. 
Tuesday's  Session 

It  was  10  o'clock  before  the  con- 
vention was  called  to  order. 

F.  F.  Diistin  of  Redding,  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  reported 
having  checked  up  all  vouchers  of  the 
Treasurer  and  books  of  the  Secretary 
and  found  that  they  were  correct  in 
all  particulars. 

The  showing  that  the  Asociation 
had  been  crippled  in  its  work  through 
lack  of  funds,  precipitated  a  warm 
discussion. 

John  Mitcliell  of  Oakland  insisted 
that  the  meagre  showing  was  dis- 
graceful and  that  if  the  Association 
was  worth  while,  it  should  be  kept  up 
and  higher  dues  Charged  if  those  ex- 
istsing  were  not  sufficient. 

('.  A.  Mottaz  of  Los  Angeles,  spoke 
in  the  same  vein. 

Mr.  Powers  of  the  Advocate  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  very  best 
of  the  Associations  found  it  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  picnics,  theatre  par- 
ties and  other  outside  sources  to  se- 
cure funds.  High  dues  would  bar  out 
many  men  whose  co-operation  would 
be  of  Value,  ' 

Mr.  Connolly  of  San  Francisco,  told 
of  the  aid  given  Eastern  Associations 
by  certain  large  manufacturers. 

Mr.  Davis  of  Crocket,  agreed  to  be 
] one  of  200  men  to  put  up  $10  each 
I  and  supply  the  funds  for  a  secretary 
[  who  should  give  all  his  time  to  the 
]  work. 

!     Mr.  Mitcliell  insisted  that  unless  the 
!  Association  raised  more  money  than 
i  the  $1  per  capita  tax  amounted  to,  it 
would  bust.    He  insisted  that  $10  a 
year   meant  only  aliout   8.^   cents  a 
j  month  and  he  was  willing  to  pay  that, 
j     Mr.  Aeivberry — "1  have  thought  that 
j  it  wotild  be  better  to  hire  a  secretary 
at  $150  to  do  our  work  and  save  us 
the  necessity  of  coming  to  conven- 
'  tions.    That  we  cannot  raise  a  sufll- 
cient  income  to  enable  us  to  'do  this 
is  absolutely  appalling.      There  are 
j  approximately  6,000  retail  grocers  in 
California.     The  one  act  of  getting 
I  the  Fairbanks  Co.  to  name  a  price  on 
'  Cottolene  has  added  enough  more  to 
tlic  income  ol'  the  grocers  to  warrant 
,  their  supporting  ton  ussociutious,  It 
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has  meant  a  difference  of  $125  a 
month  iciv  our  firm  alone  and  we  rej)- 
resent  only  ahout  one-fiftieth  of  the 
grocery  business  of  Southei-n  Califor- 
nia. There  aie  approximately  6,000 
retail  giocers  in  California.  Think 
what  it  will  amount  to  all  of  them 
They  ou.i;ht  to  be  willing  to  i)ay  some 
salvage  on  what  we  have  saved  for 
them." 

Mr.  Newlierry  here  insisted  that  the 
.grocers  should  have  a  State  ])ai)sr  of 
their  own  and  support  their  organi- 
zation from  that.  He  suggested  that 
they  buy  the  Grocers'  Advocate. 

Mr.  Hiuicii  of  Alameda — "We  have 
been  seriously  crippled  in  the  past  by 
lack  of  funds.  It  is  a  mistake  to  try  to 
run  a  State  Association  without  pay- 
ing for  it." 

Mr.  Hauch  thought  it  would  not  be 
wise  to  have  the  delegates  feel  that 
they  were  to  be  taxed  |5  or  $10  a 
year  for  the  State  Association.  He 
advised  buying  the.Vdvocate.  ! 

Mr.  Hale  of  Sacramento.—  I  stand 
ready  to  put  up  $500  of  the  money 
necessary."  J 

Several  delegates  at  once  agreed  to 
contribute  a  portion  of  the  money 
needed. 

Mr.  Powers  here   stated   that  he ! 
would  be  glad  to  give  them  an  oppor- 
tunity to  purchase  the  paper  at  a  fair  i 
figure  and  that  the  Association  would  i 
not  have  to  advance  any  money.    He ! 
stated  that  the  paper  was  paying  its  ] 
way  at  the  present  time  and  that  the 
additional  income  resulting  from  itf. : 
increased  circulation  and  larger  ad- 
vertising patronage  wotild  enable  the 
Associatioi)   to   meet   their  expenses 
and  pay  for  their  paper  too. 

-Vr.  Paulding:  of  Los  Angeles  favor- 
ed acquiring  the.\dvocate.   He  insisted 
that  the  paper  would  pay  largely  from  ; 
the  beginning.  , 

Air.  Boyle  of  Sau  Francisco  agreed  i 
with  Mr.  Paulding.  i 

Secretary   Connolly     asserted  his 
willingness  to  contribute  to  the  As- 1 
sociation  funds,  but  told  of  the  ex-  j 
perieuce  of  certain  Eastern  Associa- 1 
tions  where  such  a  policy  had  bad 
results. 

Mr.  Paulding — "When  we  buy  our 
own  paper  there  will  be  a  great  differ- 
ence in  its  influence.    What  it  says 
about  a  firm  that  is  acting  in  a  way 
detrimental  to  the  grocery  interests , 
will  have  much  greater  weight  than  if  j 
it  appeared  in  a  paper  the  utterances  I 
of  which  might  be  prompted  by  per- 1 
sonal  feeling."  I 

Mr.  Newberry,  as  a  solution  of  the  { 
problem  under  discussion,  offered  a 
resolution  that  a  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  to  whom  should  be  given  | 
the  responsibility  of  arranging  for  aj 
paper   to   represent   the  association. 
The  Chair  then     appointed  Messrs. 
Newberry,  Doyle,  Aubry,  Fancher  and ' 
Hauch.  , 
Buy  the  Advocate. 

The  committee  at  once  retired  and. 
entered  into  consultation  with  Mr. 
Powers.  As  a  result  of  the  con- 
ference the  committee  decided  to

A  communication  was  also  received 
from  the  N.  K.  Fairbanks  Co.  announc- 
ing their  inteneticni  to  maintain  a  re- 
tail selling  price  on  "Cottolene"  arid 
of  their  firm  intention  to  see  that  the 
trade  comply  with  their  demand  was 
received  with"  great  applause.

The  matter  of  changes  to  the  Con- 
stsitution  and  By-Laws  came  up  as  the 
special  order  of  business  at  1:.jO.

PROPOSED  I.EGSLATION. 

Geo.  B.  Doyle  of  San  Francisco  then 
presented  the  following  report: 

Whereas,  To  properly  conduct  a  mer- 
cantile business  on  safe  lines,  it  is  nec- 
essary that  laws  be  passed  to  protect 
those  engaged  in  same  and 

Whereas.  'J'he  passing'  of  such  laws 
can  best  be  secured  by  co-operation  of 
mercantile  associations;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  Tliat  we  recommend  tliat 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Califor- 
nia Retail  Grocers'  and  Merchants'  As- 
sociation present  at  the  next.session  of 
the  State  Legislature,  laws  covering 
the  following  points: 

1st.  Extension  of  the  Statute  of  Lim- 
itations from  two  to  four  years;  also 
that  date  of  the  last  transaction  shall 
be  the  date  from  which  statute  begins 
to  operate. 

2d.  A  Pure  Food  law  similar  to  the 
National  Pure  Food  law,  also  requir- 
ing the  manufacturers'  name  to  be  at- 
tached to  the  package. 

."d.  Honest  weights  and  measures — 
net  weight  or  measure  to  govern. 

4th.  Dishonest  advrtising,  such  as 
offering  goods  not  as  represented. 

.5th.  The  Eiiuitable  Process  Laws,  or 
the  Kentucky  Collection  law,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  secretary  write 
for  copies  of  each. 

6th.  Mutual  fire  insurance  law,  al- 
lowing merchants  to  form  companies 
for  insuring  mcmljers  against  loss  by 
fire. 

7th.  A  law  to  prevent  the  depositing 
of  a  few  dollars  in  order  to  overdraw 
the  account,  thus  taking  advantage  of 
the  merchants  who  may  cash  the 
checks. 

Resolved,  That  the  raising  of  a  Spe- 
cial Legislative  fund  be  entrusted  to 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Resolved.  That  the  greatest  effort  be 
concentrated  to  procure  the  passage 
of  the  extending  the  life  of  an  account, 
the  mutual  fire  insurance  law  and  the 
law  to  prevent  the  ovrdrawing  account. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Stock- 
'  jn  the  report  was  referred  with  fav- 
orable recommendation  to  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  PRICES. 

Mr.  Hauch,  chairman  on  the  com- 
mJttee  on  the  Maintainence  of  Prices 
presented  the  following  resolutions 
embodying  the  sentiments  of  the  or- 
ganization in  this  respect.  They  were 
unanimously  approved. 

Whereas,  Tlie  cost  of  conducting  the 
grocery  business  has  been  continually 
increasing,  both  through  the  necessity 
for  stores  of  finer  appearance,  beter  de- 
livery service  and  putting  in  of  high 
class  fixtui-es.  and 

Whereas,  The  merchant  who  intends 
to  pay  one  hundred  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar must  secure  a  fair  margin  of  profit 
on  all  the  goods  he  sells,  and 

Whereas,  The  few  cutting  stores  of 
each  city  usually  fail  after  a  short  ca- 
reer in 'which  they  have  demoralized 
the  prices  of  the  conservative  trade  and 
taken  from  the  conseravtive  grocers 
many  of  their  customers;  be  it 


Resolved,  That  this  association  con- 
sider that  the  jobber  who  supplies  such 
cutting  firms  goods  on  credit  is  guilty 
of  an  act  that  is  prejudicial  to  our 
interests  and  unfriendly  and  unfair  to 
the  rest  of  their  trade. 

Whereas,  The  highest  courts  of  the 
land  have  decided  that  the  manufac- 
turer may  name  the  pi-ice  which  con- 
sumers shall  pay  for  his  article,  and 
also  has  the  right  to  refuse  in  .ell  to 
dealers,  botli  retail  and  wholesale,  who 
fail  to  maintain  the  prices  he  may 
fix :  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  it  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  grocei'y  ti'ade  for 
the  manufactui'er  to  rei|uirc  from  tlie 
trade  agreements  to  maintain  a  cej-tain 
fixed  retail  selling  price  upon  his  pro- 
duct satisfactory  to  the  retailer,  and 
also    that  require    of    the  jobbing 

trade  that  iliey  refuse  to  supply  retail 
firms  that  insist  upon  cutting  his  estab- 
lished prices. 

Whereas,  When  the  manufacturer 
fails  to  require  of  every  retail  dealer 
liandling  his  goods  a  contract  to  main- 
tain the  selling  price,  and  when  the 
manufacture]^-  fails  to  enfoi-ce  the 
contract  in  any  instance,  the  trade  is 
upset  thereby  and  those  parties  who 
maintain  the  contract  are  put  at  a  dis- 
advantage by  those  who  did  not,  and 
are  therefore  liable  to  lose  trade;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  association  favors 
the  selling  of  goods  on  the  contract 
ijlan  by  tne  manufacturer,  and  will  co- 
operate with  tlie  manufacturer  in  main- 
taining such  contract  price  only  when 
tlie  manufacturer  enforces  the  price 
contract  by  every  legal  means  in  his 
power. 

Whereas,  The  maintenance  of  prices 
on  an  article  in  one  community  tends 
to  make  it  easier  to  maintain  the  sell- 
ing price  of  that  article  in  other  com- 
munities; and 

Whereas,  The  opposite  of  this  is  true, 
and  the  selling  of  an  article  at  a  cut- 
rate  in  one  community  dissatisfies 
consumers  who  are  paying  a  fair 
price  with  the  dealer  supplying  them; 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  each 
Retail  Grocers'  Association  on  tlie  Pa- 
cific Coast  to  lend  its  strength  and  in- 
lluence  towards  encouraging  the 
goods  of  those  manufacturers  who  may 
maintain  their  selling  prices,  even 
tliougli  the  grocers  of  those  particular 
communities  may  not  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  establishing  a  card  price. 

Whereas,  The  success  of  the  move- 
ment to  maintain  prices  in  any  com- 
munity in  many  instances  depends 
upon  the  knowledge  of  the  manufact- 
urer that  if  he  fails  to  maintain  a  fair 
retail  selling  price  in  a  certain  com- 
munity, r.e  will  lose  business  in  many 
other  communities,  and 

Whereas,  When  manufacturers  will 
allow  their  goods  to  be  cut  in  one  com- 
niunitv,  it  is  very  good  evidence  that 
they  will  allow  their  goods  to  be  cut 
in  other  communities. 

Resolved,  That  each  affiliating  asso- 
ciation in  California  should,  in  justice 
to  itself,  pass  resolutions  agieeing  to 
discourage  the  sale  of  goods,  tlie  prices 
of  which  the  manufacturers  will  not 
maintain. 

Wherea.s,  certain  manufacturers  have 
found  it  possible  to  minimize  cutting 
on  their  goods  by  selling  only  tlirough 
jobbers  who  sign  a  contract  to  sell 
these  goods  only  to  retailers  who  sign 
agreements  to  maintain  the  r<.Vail 
selling  price.  Be  it 

Resolved,  that  we  urge  upon  manu- 
facturers the  advisability  of  the  con- 
tract plan.    Be  it,  further 

Re.solved,  that  we  will  assist  in  every 
way  in  our  power  to  advance  the  sale 
of  goods  so  protected. 

Whereas,  the  value  of  the  maintenace 
of  prices  and  the  extent  to  which  man- 
ufacturers can  afford  to  devote  them- 
selves to  this  policy  depends  upon  the 
extent  to  which  they  are  supported  by 

Resolved,  that  we  urge  the  nianag- 
the  retail  grocery  trade,  Be  it 
ers  of  the  National  Grocers  Association 
to  use  its  influence  to  induce  manu- 
facturers of  articles  of  widespread 
use  to  adopt  the  cocntract  selling  plan 
in   all   communities   where   the  retail 
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grocers  are  prepared  to  sm  li  niiiii- 

ufacturers  the  support  that  will  war- 
rant their  undertaking  this-  system.

faciturers  of  this  country,  and  as/it 
that  they  follow  the  example  of 
Fairbanks  and  others  in  this  line, 
to  th  e  end  that  the  terrible 
loss  by  continuous  failures  of  fully 
three-fourths  of  those  engaged  in  the 
retail  grocers  business,  shall  in  a  way 
be  mitigated:  That  these  losses  and 
failures  are  a  heavy  drain  upon  the 
National  Finance,  pauperizing  many  I'e- 
tail  distributors  each  year,  and  making 
them  a  burden  upon  the  body  politic. 

We  do  not  thliink  that  the  country 
at  large  realizes  the  paupers  that  are 
being  made  through  tiie  retail  grocers' 
distributing'  depai.tment  of  this  country 
and  ask  for  a  consideration  from  the 
manufacturers  and  consumers  upon  this 
point. 

E.  W.  Hale,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Nominations  announced  that 
tlie  secretary  of  the  committee,  H.  K.

AVHOLESALERS  RETAILING. 

W.  A.  Cobb  of  Glen  Ellen,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  Wholesale  Retail- 
ing, presented  the  following  report 
which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Wlierea.s,  Many  Wliolesalers  and 
manufactiirers  sell  indiscriminately  to 
all  hotels,  restaurants,  boarding  houses, 
colleges,  etc.,  and 

Wheras,  Much  of  that  trad^  would 
othrwise  go  to  retail  dealers,  and 

Whereas,  The  ma.jority  of  this  busi- 
ness is  ultimately  secured  by  tliose 
firms,  whicli,  while  doing  a.  retail  busi- 
ness, pretend  to  be  wholesalei's,  ■  be  it 

Re.solved,  That  the  California  Retail 
Grocers'  and  Merchants'  Association 
disapprove  of  the  pi-actice  on  the  part, 
.  of  wholesalers  and  manufacturers  in 
selling  to  establisliments  that  would 
otherwise  be  supplied  by  retail  grocers, 
and  whose  trade  really  lielongs  to  the 
retailers  of  their  respective  communi- 
ties; be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  when  a  wholesaler  or 
manufacturer  insists  upon  continuing 
such  a  policy  in  the  face  of  opposition 
of  the  retail  grocers  of  any  community, 
that  we  will  consider  such  action  on 
tlieir  part  as  unfriendly,  and  act  ac- 
cordingl.v. 

Whereas.,  The  firm  that  sells  to  con- 
sumers in  any  one  community  makes  it 
evident  that  they  would  sell  to  the 
consumers  in  other  communities  if  cir- 
cumstances made  it  profitable;  be  it 

Re.soIved,  That  the  affiliating  associ- 
ation and  individual  members  of  the 
California  Retail  and  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation pledge  themselves  to  confine 
their  trade  as  far  as  possible  to  those 
concerns  whose  business  is  large 
enough  to  warrant  their  doing  a  strict- 
ly wholesale  grocery  business  in  each 
community  where  they  operate. 

AVhereas,  The  retail  grocei's  of  many 
communities  suffer,  from  the  unfair 
competition  of  tea  and  coffee  peddlars, 
and  tlie  consuming  public  are  generally 
deluded  in  the  quality  of  the  good's 
pui'chased  from  the  persistent  sales- 
men wlio  play  upon  the  sympathy  and 
credulity  of  the  innocent  housewife  and 
who  pay  no  'rent,  no  taxes,  no  license, 
no  insurance,  no  interest  on  invest- 
ment, no  clerk  hire,  n-o  gas,  power  or 
light,  and  pay  nothing  to  support  the 
local  gu\ernment. 


Resolved,  That  each  Association 
should  use  its  Influence  with,  the  leg- 
islative body  of  its  community  to  se- 
cure the  passage  of  ordinances  tending 
to  restrict  peddlers  and  make  them 
pay  their  just  proportion  towards  con- 
ducting the  local  government. 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  it  unfair 
for  any  firm  that  seeks  the  trade  of 
retail  grocers  t.o  send  out  peddlers,  or 
solicitors  for  peddlers,  or  supply  ped- 
dlers with  goods. 

PREMIUM  SCHEMES. 

L.  S.  Stepp  of  Lemore,  Chairman  of 
the  Premiums  Schemes  Committee, 
presented  the  following  report  which 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  adoption  of  premium 
schemes  as  a  method  of  advertising  by 
one  manufacturer,  invariably  results 
in  the  adoption  of  similar  schemes  by 
Ills  competitors,  and  by  so  doing',  re- 
duce the  value  of  said  advertisement 
to  nothing;  and 

Whereas,  The  payment  for  these  pre- 
miums always  has  to  be  made  by  the 
retailer  and  later  by  the  consumer,  and 

Whereas,  In  this  way,  the  retail  gro- 
cers are  forced  to  handle  crockery, 
silverware,  clocks,  etc.,  generally  to  the 
disadvantage  of  other  merchants  and 
wiilKUit  ade(iuate  returns  to  the  gro- 
cers for  the  aniount  of  money  invested 
and  the  special  effort  required;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  organization  de- 
clare itself  as  bein.g  opposed  to  the  use 
of  premium  schemes  by  manufacturers, 
be  it  furtlier 

Resolved,  That  we  will,  in  every  in- 
stance, give  perference  in  the  sale  of 
goods  to  those  who  seek  to  secure  an 
increase  of  business  because  of  quality 
and  price  consideration  rather  than  by 
the  giving  awa^•  of  presents. 

Resolved,  'I'liat  the  only,  legitimate 
liasis  of  competition  is  quality  and  ser- 
vice, and  lliat  -wc  arc  onposed  to  the 
giving  of  premiums  in  any  form  or 
man  ner. 

Extension  of  Orsauixation. 

F.  B.  Connolly,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Extension  of  Organiza- 
tion, presented  the  following  resolu- 
tions which  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  that  where  there  are 
enough  grocers  and  general  merchants 
in  a  town  to  autlioi'ize  the  formation  ol' 
an  association  that  wlierc\'er  possible 
the  organization  shall  be  lOrnicd  as 
"The   Branch    of    tlie  Cali- 

fornia Retail  Grocers'  and  Merchants' 
.Association"  and  the  dues  of  the  meni- 
bei's  be  fixed  at  not  less  than  .'iOc  per 
month.  pa>'al)le  in  advance,  the  State 
Association  to  supply  all  letter  heads, 
envelopes  and  other  printing.  That  the 
State  Association  appoint  a  secretary 
whose  duty  it  shall  lie  to  distribute  to 
tlie  members  each  month  a  copy  of  the 
State  Delinquent  Lvst;  to  collect  tlie 
dues  each  month,  retaining  for  that 
service  a  certain  fixed  sum,  to  call  the 
members  together  in  meetings  wlien- 
ever  such  meets  may  he  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  officers  of  that  organization  ; 
to  get  from  the  members  their  bad  bills 
and  attend  to  the  collection  of  the  local 
accounts  sending  the  out  of  town  ac- 
counts to  the  State  Association  for  its 
collectors  to  handle.  Sending  a  list  of 
all  accounts  in  his  hands  each  month 
together  with  a  record  of  collections, 
etc.,  to  the  State  Asociation  office  for 
publication;  keeping  a  record  of  all 
meetings  of  the  branch  of  which  he  is 
secretary  and  attend  to  the  corres- 
pondance  of  said  branch. 

Mr.  Newberry  ,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  General  Resolutions 
presented  the  following  report; 

FAVOR     THE     NATIONAL  ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

AVhereas,  the  dissemination  of  the 
association  idea  has  been  much  en- 
couraged during'  the  past  few  years 
by  the  activity  of  tlie  National  Retail 
Grocers'  Assdciation,  and

Mr.  Pauicling  of  Los  Angeles,  re- 
quested peniiission  to  present  a  reso- 
lution lauding  the  ■work  of  Mr.  Warnke 
and  Mr.  Counolly  in  their  respective 
positions  of  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  organization.  He  said  that  he  had 
no  doubt  but  that  in  recognization  of 
Mr.  Connolly's  services  he  would  be 
again  elect9d  Secretary,  and  that  it 
was  an  honor  Mr.  Connolly  deserved.

Mr.  Newberry  explained  that  owing 
to  press  of  important  business  the 
committee  bad  not  time  to  prepare  the 
usual  com'olimentary  resolutions  of 
thanks,  but  he  would  ask  the  conven- 
tion to  insti'uct  the  secretary  to  than!, 
the  Merchants  Exhange  for  the  com- 
pliment of  its  reception  and  the  Mer- 
chants Association  for  its  kindly  in- 
vitation and  the  Retail  Grocers'  and 
Merchants'  Association'  of  Alameda 
County  for, the  splendid  hospitality  and 
entertainment  tliat  had  been  offered 
the  delegates. 

Question  Box  Arouses  Interest 
The  opening  of  the  question  box  was 
the  occasion  of  much  interest  and 
amusement.  Owing  to  the  press  of 
time,  many  valuable  matters  had  to  be 
passed  with  only  a  remark  or  so. 
Many  of  the  questions  occasioned  con- 
siderable fun  and  laughter. 

Hucranier.to  tlic  (  liosen  City 

W.  E.  O'Connor  of  Stoc5<ton  was  the 

first  speaker  when  the  matter  of  the 
choice  of  the  next  convention  city  was 
brought  up.  He  moved  that  the  choice 
be  the  city  of  Sacramento.  He  spoke 
of  Sacu'a.mento  as  f)ne  of  llu-  sti'on.gesi 
organizations  in  the  Association,  that 


had  always  been  loyal  aud  that  in  the 
I  past  had  not  bsen  ehown  an  partic- 
ular favorr. 

C.  A.  Mottuz  of  Los  An>;eles  an- 
nounced that  the  organization  of  his 
city  was  prepared  to  entertain  the 
convention  if  they  should  come  to  the 
Southern  city.  He  told  of  their  having 
the  largest  membership  in  the  state 
and  spoke  of  the  numerous  advantages 
of  the  metropolis  of  the  angels. 

F.  V.  Dusliii  of  l{e(I<lin)r  pointed  out 
that  the  holding  of  the  convention  at 
Saci-amento  would  unquestionaldy 
bring  together  a  number  of  grocers  of 
the  Upper  Sacramento  Valley.  Two 
years  ago  when  he  was  seeking  to  or- 
ganize the  merchants  of  the  Upper 
Sacramento  Valley  with  the  aid  of 
Mr.  Powers,  he  had  received  letters 
from  Yreka  in  the  north  to  Woodland 
in  the  south  expressing  desires  of  co- 
operation work.  He  felt  that  the 
choice  of  Sacramento  would  greatly 
assist  the  progress  of  association 
among  the  grocers  from  his  district. 

J.  F.  Paul<iiiis>'  of  Los  .Vnfreles  re- 
counted the  numerous  Ijeauties  of  his 
city  and  the  ])Ossibilities  for  hospit- 
able results.  He  concluded  his  re- 
marks by  seconding  the  motion  in 
favor  of  Sacramento. 

Mr.  Stnlz  of  ,San  Francisco  made  a 
witty  little  speech  in  favor  of  Sacra- 
mento. When  the  matter  was  i)ut  to  a 
vote  the  Capitol  City  was  unanimously 
chosen  as  the  next  convention  city 
even  Mr.  Mottaz  voting  for  that  city. 

Association  Bnjs  "Advocate'' 

Mr.  Newberry  of  Los  Angeles,  here 
reported  for  the  committee  appointed 
to  confer  with  Mr.  Powers.  He  ad- 
vised the  purchase  of  the  Advocate 
upon  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  Mr. 
Powers  and  the  committee.  He  ex- 
plained what  these  terms  were  The 
convention  voted  to  accept  the  propo- 
sition without  a  dissenting  voice.  On 
motion  duly  seconded  the  committee 
appointed  to  confer  with  Mr.  Powers, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Newberry,  Doyle, 
Aubry,  Fancher  and  Hauch,  were  ap- 
pointed a  Newspaper  Committee  to  di- 
rect the  policy  of  the  Advocate  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

t'lcction  of  Officers 

President  Warnke  at  this  juncture 
apiiointed  Messrs.  O'Connor,  Stulz  and 
Newberry  a  committee  to  escort  Mr. 
.lost  the  nominee  for  President  to  the 
Chair. 

The  point  was  raised  that  Mr.  .lost 
was  not  yet  elected. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  tlie 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  tlie 
ballot  of  the  entire  body  of  delegates' 
for  the  nominees  recommended  by  the 
Connnittee. 

This  action  was  taken  and  Mr.  .Ios( 
was  then  escorted  to  the  plall'orni. 
Mr.  .lost  made  a  sliort  l)ut  earnest  ad- 
dress in  which  he  assui-ed  the  dele- 
gates that  he  would  devote  himself  to 
the  success  of  the  organization.

At  7  o'clock,  the  iK'autiful  rooms  of 
the     .Merchants      Associafjon  were 
thrown  open    open  to  the  visiting 
grocers.

Wliolesa'le  Grocer  Complains  of  Cer- 
tain Trade  Cohditious  as  Unfair.  " 


The  Adroeate  is  in  receipt  of  the. 
following  letter  that  explains  itself. 

Ventura,  Cal.,  Sept.  22,  1906 
Editor  "lietail  Grocers'  Advocate": 
..Dear  Sir:  As  one  who  would  Hke 
to  see  conditions  so  as  to  protect  re- 
tailers from  encroachments  of  whole- 
salers and  yice  versa,  allow  me  to  ask 
what  a  wholesaler  should  do  in  fol- 
loiving'  case.  .The  wholesaler  is  ship- 
ing  ill  produce  or  staple  grocers  in 
car  lots,  distributiujf  to  retailers  only. 
A  lai'ge  retailer  of  the  place,  in  order 
to  get  advantage  of  his  fellow  retail- 
ers, buys  this  article  in  car  lots 
though  his  legitimate  trade  does  not 
justify  in  so  doing.  .He  sells  half  or 
two-thirds  of  it  to  smaller  retailers 
in  the  town  and  country  at  two  per 
cent  above  cost  or  at  extra  cost,  re- 
taining balance  for  his  own  use. 

Thus  he  ruins  the  wholesalers  bus- 
iness and  makes  his  money  on  retail- 
ing. 

The  retailer  who  can  and  does  biiy 
in  car  lots,  can  buy  many  articles,  in 
fact  most  staples,  as  cheap  as  the 
wholes-aler. 

By  answering  above  question  you 
will  confer  a  favor  on  a  subscriber 
and  one  who  has  found  the  above 
reason  to  be  an  argument  against 
wholesalers  strictly  protecting  retail 
trade  in  many  instances.

HOW  THE  JOB  WAS  LOST. 


Soldering  Causes  Clever  Man  To  Lose 
His  Place. 


"Soldiering"  is  a  habit  whicli  is  eas- 
ily acquired  but  which  is  not  so  easily 
gotten  rid  of.  Many  a  young  fellow 
has  spoiled  his  chances  of  future  suc- 
cess by  responding  to  those  elements 
in  his  nature  which  advise  him  to  do 
only  what  he  has  to  do  and  take  things 
easy  when  the  boss  is  not  around. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  in  a  recent 
issue  offered  a  prize  of  $5  for  the  best 
told  story  of  how  a  job  had  been  lost. 
Many  interesting  anecdotes  on  this 
subject  were  forthcoming  but  the  one 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  judges  is 
told  in  such  a  manner  as  to  contain  a 
warning  to  other  young  men,  is  the 
following  story  in  which  the  writer 
acknowledged  that  "soldiering"  was 
the  cause  of  his  downfall: 

"Soldiering  cost  me  my  job.  I  had 
been  with  a  big  hardware  firm  for 
nine  years,  beginning  as  ofhce  boy  and 
working  my  way  up  from  salesman  to 
traveling  salesman,  to  foreman  of  the 
stock  rooms,  to  head  buyer,  and  finally 
to  general  manager.  Of  course,  I  was 
hampered  as  general  manager,  be- 
cause the  two  members  of  the  firm 
still  were  active  and  insisted  upon 
running  their  own  business,  but  I  was 
the  biggest  man  in  the  firm  except 
them,  and  felt  it. 

"I  had  worked  hard  for  years,  us- 
ually at  a  small  salary,  and  when  I 
reached  the  place  I  had  worked  so 
hard  to  reach,  I  did  not  know  that  it 
was  up  to  me  to  work  harder  than 
ever,  but  drew  a  sigh  of  relief  and 
figured  I  had  arrived  at  a  spot  in  my 
career  where  I  could  take  things  a 
little  easier. 

"I  would  have  begun  to  take  things 
easy  the  first  day  I  acted  as  manager, 
but  there  was  no  chance  with  the  two 
members  right  over  me  with  their  eyes 
open  all  the  time.  For  nearly  two 
years  I  hustled  and  made  good  as 
manager.  Then  the  senior  member 
fell  sick  and  decided  to  retire  from  ac- 
tive business.  It  was  hinted  broadly 
to  me  that  in  the  course  of  time,  I 
would  be  a  member  of  the  firm.  In- 
stead of  feeling  thankful  I  was  a  bit 
sore  because  I  hadn't  been  taken  into 
the  firm  already.  I  felt  that  I  had 
earned  it. 

"The  idea  of  taking  things  easy 
possessed  me  and  my  wife  encour- 
aged me  in  it.  She  always  felt  that  I 
was  .being  imposed  upon.  I  did  not 
see_  then,  but  I  do  now,  that  the 
junior  member  jumped  in  and  worked 
harder  than  ever  when  his  old  super- 
ior retired.  I  had  a  private  office,  my 
own  stenographer,  and  I  felt  impor- 
tant. I  started  soldiering  right  then, 
but  not  enough  to  make  it  noticable. 
I  often  went  home  at  night  feeling 
guilty  and  conscious  that  I  was  not 
giving  my  best  time  and  attention  to 
the  work — and  certain  that  I  could 
have  attained  better   results  had  I 


buckled  into  the  work  as  I  always  had 
done.  1  wasn't  lazy— I  simply  felt 
that  I  had  earned  a  rest. 

"The  habit  of  soldiering  grew  upon 
me.  I  did  not  seek  work,  and  con- 
tented myself  with  doing  what  was  at 
hand.  The  climax  came  when  the 
junior  partner  took  a  six  weeks'  va- 
cation. Instead  of  realizing  that  it 
was  time  to  dig  in  and  make  a  record 
for  myself  I  simply  figured  out  that, 
as  I  was  in  charge,  the  others  should 
do  the  work. 

"For  about  four  weeks  I  soldiered; 
I  came  late  and  left  early.  I  spent  two 
hours  at  lunch.  Then,  one  morning 
I  waked  up  to  the  fact  that  things 
were  going  to  pieces.  For  the  next 
two  weeks  I  did  enough  work  to  earn 
four  salaries,  but  I  could  not  catch 
up.  The  entire  business  was  demoral- 
ized, and  it  was  weeks  before  it  was 
straightened  up.  I  saw  the  error  of 
my  ways  before  the  junior  partner 
spoke  of  it. 

"He  was  cold  when  he  returned.  He 
was  colder  when  he  spoke  to  me.  He 
told  me  plainly  that  I  had  thrown 
away  the  chance  of  my  lieftime.  1 
think  even  now  that  had  1  confessed 
everything  and  promised  to  heed  the 
lesson  I  had  learned  he  would  have 
passed  the  whole  matter  over,  but  in- 
stead I  got  angry — lost  my  temper 
and  my  job. 

"I  deserved  it.  It  has  taken  me 
four  years  to  get  back  half  what  I 
lost,  and  probably  I  never  will  recover 
it  all." 


PEDDLERS  SUE  JOBBERS 


Recently  Trunk  &  Clarke,  a  firm  of 
box  car  peddlers,  disturbed  trade  con- 
ditions in  Washington  by  selling  in 
quantities  to  the  farmers.  There  were 
so  many  complaints  that  the  whole- 
sale grocers  of  Spokane,  Wash.,  re- 
fused to  supply  them  with  further 
goods. 

Now,  alleging  conspiracy  on  the  part 
of  some  of  the  leading  wholesale 
grocery  houses  of  Spokane.  Trunk  & 
Clarke  have  brought  suit  for  $20,000. 
They  declare  the  defendants  have  re- 
fused to  supply  them  with  groceries 
and  have  ruined  their  business.  The 
Boothe,  McClintock  Company,  B.  L. 
Gordon  &  Co.,  Powell,  Sanders  Com- 
pany, Benham  &  Griffith,  F.  D.  Car- 
bary,  Pete  Nelson,  M.  E.  Hay  and  T.  E. 
Hay  are  named  as  defendants  in  the 
complaint  of  plaintiffs. 

Carl  H.  Trunk  and  D.  F.  Clarke  con- 
stitute the  firm  that  brings  suit.  They 
are  in  the  business  of  "peddling"  out 
groceries  direct  to  the  consumer  in 
the  ,  country  and  city.  They  claim  to 
have  been  purchasing  groceries-  in 
large  Quantities  from  the  defendant 
firms.  They  allege  a  conspiracy  was 
entered  into  by  the  latter  to  discon- 
tinue supplying  them. 

The  Spokane  wholesalers  need  have 
no  fear,  providing  they  made  no  agree- 
ment to  sell  the  peddlers.  The  courts 
have  decided  that  jobbers  can  refuse 
to  sell  parties  if  they  feel  they  will 
hurt  themselves  or  their  customers  by 
so  doing.  1

The  "Mercury"  of  San  Jose,  in  an 
interesting  article  on  San  Benito, 
speaks  as  follows  of  the  dairy  inter- 
ests of  that  county: 

While  the  broad  plains  of  San  T5s- 
nito  county  always  made  it  a  desir- 
able cattle  country,  it  1ms  only  been 
within  the  last  decade  that  the  dairy- 
ing interests  could  ))e  profitably  de- 
velo])ed,  owing  to  the  fact  that  before 
the  cheese  factories  and  cieanieries 
were  established  none  of  tlie  milk 
])roduct  could  be  shipped  to  the  large 
centers  of  population.  Ranchers  had 
modest  jiatches  of  alfalfa,  and  kept  a 
few  cows  that  supplied  the  family  with 
milk  and  butter. 

"The  advent  of  three  cheese  factor- 
ies— Starr's,  Vile's  and  Orr's — and  of 
the  Hollister  Creamery,  ultimately 
supplied  a  market  for  10,000  to  12,000 
pounds  of  milk  per  day,  or  from  1,250 
to  ],.500  gallons.

"Today  milk  is  a  very  profitable  by- 
])roduct  of  the  farms  and  yields  spot 
cash  all  year  around.  The  demand 
is  in  excess  of  the  supply.  This  is 
largely  owing  to  the  establishment  at 
Hollister  in  1904,  by  John  B.  Meyen- 
berg,  of  the  Aliune  Evaporated  Cream 
Company,  which  ])i'o'duces  evajjorated 
cream  and  condensed  milk  and  now 
buys  from  the  fai-mers  20,000  pounds 
(2,500  gallons)  of  milk  daily. 

"The  capacity  of  the  plant  is  being 
enlarged  and  it  will  be  soon  possible 
to  handle  several  times  that  amount 
of  milk.

"The  company  luns  milk  routes  in- 
to San  Juan  and  San  Feline  alleys. 


The  milk  production  of  the  farms' 
about  Hillister  has  doubled  in  the  last 
two  years,  and  the  future  is  big  with 
rich  e  rp  r  o  m  i  s  e . "

The  grocers  of  the  State  are  better 
prepared  to  accomplish  results  than 
ever  before.  This  is  because,  as  a  re- 
sult of  six  years  education,  begun  and 
fostered  and  carried  on.  very  largely 
Ijy  San  Francisco,  the  grocers  of  the 
interior  have  wakened  to  the  possi- 
bilities for  themselves  of  activity  and 
are  prepared  to  exert  themselves. 

We  now  face  the  necessity  of  an  ac- 
tive legislative  campaign.  •  The  laws 
inoposed  by  the  committee  on  legis- 
lation are  all  needed.

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GROCEES'  ASSOCIATIONS—  WH¥  l 


A  Review  of  The  Causes  That  Hare 
Lead  to  the  Formation  of  As- 
soeiations. 


BY  H.  HAUCH,  Alameda. 

The  grocers  association,  like  every 
otiier  combination  tiiat  lias  for  its  ob- 
ject the  protection  of  the  individuals 
composing  it,  is  distinctly  a  child  of 
necessity. 

When  unrestricted  competition,  the 
feature  of  the  commercial  develop- 
ment of  the  last  century,  had  run  its 
course  and  its  fruits  were  ripe,  they 
were  found  to  be  bitter;  yes,  even 
poisonous.  The  effects  were  seen  in 
the  never-to-be-forgotten  years  1893  to 
1896,  years  that  at  once  marked  the 
culmination  of  the  individualistic  com- 
petetive  system  with  its  horrors  of 
wreck  and  destruction  and  that  also 
nurtured  into  power  the  comparatively 
new  idea,  the  adoption  of  the  princi- 
ple of  association  and  co-operation  in 
commercial  life. 

It  was  but  natural  that  the  larger 
interests  in  our  social  fabric  were  the 
first  to  respond  to  and  to  adopt  the 
new  idea.  You  will  remember  that 
those  years  and  the  years  immediately 
following  marked  the  transformation 
of  our  industrial  system  from  one  of 
free  competition  to  the  one  i^revailing 
at  the  present  day,  the  system  of  com- 
binations, trusts  and  in  its  later  de- 
velopment, of  absolute  monopoly  in  the 
most  important  lines  of  production. 
The  Grocers  Finally  Wake  Up. 

The  distributive  factors  in  our  so- 
cial system  of  economy  recognized 
the  new  idea  and  took  hold  of  it  as  a 
means  to  get  out  of  the  deplorable 
conditions  into  which  unrestricted 
competition  had  precipitated  them.  The 
result  is  that  everywhere  we  look  we 
will  find  that  some  form  of  association 
has  taken  the  place  of  the  system  of 
old.  And,  as  the  years  go  by,  the 
movement  towards  more  and  still 
more  perfected  systems  of  co-operative 
effort  is  manifest  in  all  branches  of 
industry  and  commerce. 

The  grocer  was  one  of  the  last  to 
see  and  recognize  the  power  for  good 
which  this  development  held  out  to 
him.  He  finally  awoke,  and  the  result 
is  seen  in  the  rapid  development,  of 
the  grocers  associations  throughout 
the  country.  It  is  true  that  as  yet  we 
have  only  learned  the  A  B  C  of  the 
new  alphabet.  But  it  is  also  true  that 
we  are  trying  hard  to  master  the  re- 
mainder, and  each  new  letter  learned 
gives  us  more  facility  to  grasp  and 
acquire  the  remaining  ones. 

Closer  Relationship  Beneficial 

Of  the  direct  ben.efits  to  the  grocer 
from  association  with  his  fellows,  the 
fact  that  it  has  brought  him  into  closer 
personal  relationship  is  by  no  means 
the  least  important.  The  personal  an- 
tagonism of  old  is  a  thing  of  the  past. 
We  meet  as  friends,  to-day,  with  hearty 
good  will  towards  one  another  and  in 
a  spirit  of  mutual  helpfulness  and 
fellowship.  We  are  beginning  to  real- 
ize that  we  help  ourselves  the  most 
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when  we  try  to  help  all.  In  other 
words,  Jthe  spirit  of  solidarity  is  mak- 
ing itself  felt.  We  find  that  the  more 
we  give,  the  more  we  receive  and  that 
the  old  saying  "all  for  one  and  one  for 
all"  means  potency  and  power. 

This  personal  contact  of  the  grocers 
in  their  local  associations  is  of  vastly 
more  benefit  than  can  be  measured  by 
the  direct  results  obtained.  It  exer- 
cises a  restraining  influence  in  all 
matters  where  the  interests  of  others 
are  concerned. 

Cutting:  Is  Lessened. 

Indiscriminate  cutting  of  prices  on 
articles  of  general  character,  is  greatly 
minimized  even  though  no  price  agree- 
ment has  been  entered  into.  We  are 
apt  to  carefully  consider  the  effect  our 
actions  will  have  on  the  trade  as  a 
whole,  and  to  be  guided  b  our  mutual 
interests  more  than  by  mere  selfish 
impulses. 

Respect  for  our  competitors  and  the 
desire  to  earn  and  maintain  their 
friendship  and  good  will,  is  a  force 
the  benefits  of  which  it  is  hard  to  es- 
timate. That  it  has  raised  the  gen- 
erally acknowledged  standards  of 
conduct  in  our  trade  immeasurably 
cannot  be  doubted.  The  recognition 
of  common  interests  and  aims  is  more, 
and  again  more,  displacing  our  de- 
sires for  mere  personal  advantage. 

It  is  this  fact  that  makes  the  future 
of  association  work  look  bright  and 
hopeful  for  greater  results  in  the  days 
to  come. 

Manufacturer,  Johber  and  Retailer 

As  the  different  factors  in  the  distrib- 
uting fabric  become  more  closely  knit 
together,  the  interdependence  and 
identity  of  their  interests  become  more 
obvious. 

It  is  a  matter  of  the  most  vital 
importance  to  the  manufacturer  that 
the  huge  sums  expended  by  him  in 
introducing  his  commodities,  be  not 
wasted  through  animosity  on  the  part 
of  the  general  retail  distributing  trade 
towards  his  product,  caused  by  the 
cutting  tactics  of  a  small  number  of 
the  members  of  the  trade.  For  him, 
to  retain  the  benefit  of  his  advertis- 
ing is  a  question  of  jirime  necessity. 
If,  by  reckless  and  vicious  cutting  of 
the  legitimate  price  of  his  commodity, 
the  enmity  of  the  general  trade  is 
aroused,  he  loses  his  investment. 

The  maintenance  of  a  retail  price 
that  is  satisfactory  to  the  retailer  is 
greatly  to  be  desired-  from  his  point  of 
view.  If  an  article  is  cut  to  a  price 
that  does  not  yield  the  retailer  a  legit- 
imate profit,  he  will  lose  his  interest 
in  the  .article  and  endeavor  to  substi- 
tute more  profitable  brands. 

Johhers  Shave  Cut  Rate  Goods 

The  jobber  is  also  interested.  An 
article  that  is  retailed  at  a  price  that 
does  not  yield  a  profit  to  the  retailer, 
will  generally  fail  to  permit  the  job- 
ber making  a  profit  above  his  cost  of 
distribution.  The  deeper  an  article  is 
cut,  the  greater  will  be  the  demand  on 
the  jobber  to  yield  part  of  the  profit 
that  rightfully  belong  to  him  in 
order  to  equalize  the  burden  of  dis- 
tribution.

The  result  is  evident  in  numberless 
cases  of  articles  on  which  neither  job- 
ber nor  retailer  is  able  to  even  cover 
handling  expenses. 

The  solution  of  this  problem  is  un- 
doubtedly to  be  found  in  what  is 
known  as  "The  Pacific  Coast  Plan"  of 
having  manufacturers  determine  a  re- 
tail selling  price  of  their  comodities 
and  maintaining  such  selling  prices, 
allowing  both  jobber  and  retailer  a 
just  compensation  for  their  labor  of 
final  distribution. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  more 
powerful  our  associations  become  the 
sooner  will  our  demands  in  this  mat- 
ter be  heeded. 

Trade  Legislation. 

"Tell  me  the  laws  that  govern  you 
and  I  will  tell  you  the  general  status 
of  your  people"  is  an  bid  saying  that 
has  become  recognized  as  a  truism. 
This  holds  true  not  only  of  society  at 
large,  but  also  of  >  the  different  ele- 
ments constituting  society. 

As  grocers  and  merchants,  we  need 
laws  passed  that  will  properly  safe- 
guard our  interests.  Some  laws  are 
urgently  needed,  such  as  extending  the 
statute  of  limitation,  mutual  fire  in- 
surance, etc.  It  is  up  to  ourselves 
to  determine  how  rapidly  these  laws 
shall  be  granted  to  us. 

If  we  make  onr  associations  strong 
and  powerful,  our  demands  will  speed- 
ily be  complied  with.  If  we  go  after 
them  in  a  half  hearted  manner,  we 
shall  fail  to  impress  the  necessity  of 
these  laws  on  our  legislators. 

Force,  as  expressed  in  numbers,  is 
always  respected  and  weakness  i^j 
spurned. 

Let  us  make  our  association  so 
strong  that  they  will  command  the 
respect  of  all  and  results  will  speedily 
be  forthcoming. 

Importance  of  Trade  Press. 

One  of  the  main  elements  for  good 
or  evil  is  undoubtely  the  trade  press. 
During  the  years  past,  the  grocers'  as- 
sociations have  had  the  active  back- 
ing and  able  support  of  at  least  one 
of  the  trades  papers  of  our  State,  the 
"'Grocers'  Advocate"  of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  always  good  policy  to  recognize 
your  friends  and  to  uphold  their  hands 
in  their  efforts  to  better  conditions  in 
their  chosen  field  of  activity. 

Let  the  grocers  of  the  State  demon- 
state  their  appreciation  of  the  loyalty 
of  the  "Grocers'  Advocate"  to  further 
their  interests  by  solidly  supporting 
this  paper,  not  only  with  words  of 
commendation,  but  by  their  subscrip- 
tions and  their  influence.  The  strong- 
er you  make  the  trade  press  that  is 
friendly  to  you,  the  more  strength 
you  add  to  your  organization  every- 
where. 

Grocers'  Associations — Why  ?

Words  of  ErcoHrageiiiciit  From  Leader 
of  Ceutrai  Orgauizatiou 


The  following  address  from  John  A. 
Green,  President  of  the  National  Gro- 
cers Association  was  read  at  the  re- 
cent convention  by  State  Secretary 
Connolly : 

To  the  California  Retail  Grocers'  and 
Merchants'  Association: 

Gentlemen:  I  assure  you,  gentle- 
men, it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  ex- 
tend to  you  the  greetings  of  the  Na- 
tional Retail  Grocers'  Association  of 
the  United  States.  It  indeed,  would  be 
a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  me 
were  it  possible  that  I  could  be  with 
you  in  person,  but  however,  you  may 
know  that  although  absent  in  body,  the 
spirit  is  with  you  in  your  deliberations. 

In  an  organization  like  ours,  whosa 
members  come  together  from  all  parts 
of  the  State,  each  brings  to  each  some 
new  idea,  and  l)y  so  doing  help  one 
another;  and  by  helping  one  another, 
we  help  the  whole  organization,  as 
well  as  the  general  citizenship.  There 
is  nothing  truer  in  this  world  than 
that  in  "Union  there  is  Strength."  You 
realize  that  relief  must  be  obtained 
from  certain  busine&s  conditions,  and 
If  you  would  accomplish  these  reforms 
you  must  organize.  No  great  reform 
was  ever  accomplished  except  through 
organized  effort.  A  strong,  united  or- 
.ganization  of  honest,  fearless  men. 
honestly  and  fearlessly  directed,  i^^ 
practically  invincible.  This  truth  has 
been  demonstrated  from  time  immem- 
orial. 

Associations  F«rs:ing-  Ahead 

Such  organizations  as  ours  show  the 
strides  of  civilization  iu  modern  l)us- 
iness.  Through  the  organization  we 
would  educate  all  brtiuches  of  business 
up  lo  better  methods,  for  the  purpose 
of  wisely  meeting  ti^e  old  and  new 
forms  of  competition,  especially  that  of 
the  mail  order  houses,  peddlers,  etc., 
and  the  evil  of  credit  and  price  cut- 
ting. The  associations  in  the  several 
states  are  advocating,  (and  indeed 
some  have  succeeded)  the  enactment 
of  the  (larnishiiieiit  Law,  and  the 
amendment  or  fhi'  r(j|)eal  of  the  Bank- 
ru))tcy  Law.  The  i)assiiig  of  the  Pure 
l-'ood  Bill  in  the  last  Congress  was  an 
ob,ject  lesson  in  what  a  united  organ- 1 
izatiou  can  do.  Many  of  our  Trade 
Papers  at  the  i)resent  time,  are  trying 
to  iielittle  the  effects  of  the  act,  and 
yet,  one  of  the  first  things  that  hap- 
pened after  the  |)assHge  of  the  act,  was 
the  meeting  of  the  United  Canners  of 
the  Eastern  States  to  take  steps  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  everythin.g  that 
djd  not  conform  to  the  National  Pure 
Food  Law.  I  would  advise  every  per- 
son at  their  earliest  opportunity  to 
begin  to  ask  for  a  guaranty  of  purity 
and  conformity  to  the  Pure  Food  Law 
so  that  when  the  first  of  .Tauuary 
comes,  it  will  have  become  a  niattei"  of 
liabit.  which  will  naturally  be  u  pro- 
tection to  the  retailer. 


Necessity  of  Continuous  E.\erlion 

Let  us  not  forget  that  we  all  have 
a  mission  to  perform.  We  should  ex- 
ert every  influence  to  extend  our  or- 
ganization and  make  it  more  effective 
in  the  future  than  ever  before. 

We  are  prone  to  get  discouraged  if 
results  do  not  appear  in  tangible  form, 
forgetting  that  it  is  the  quiet  under- 
current that  finally  bursts  forth  into 
results.  The  growth  of  our  associa- 
tion this  past  year  has  been  marvel- 
ous, every  state  has  added  to  her  num- 
bers and  intluence. 

Though  our  organization  we  are  pre- 
pared to  cope  with  the  tendency  of  the 
times,  which  is  toward  concentration. 
Our  collection  systems  are  getting  to 
be  worthy  of  the  name.  The  friend- 
ship that  exists  between  competitaj's 
has  practically  wiped  out  the  price 
cutter,  so  much  so  that  he  is  almost  a 
novelty.  I  would  entreat  you  to  great- 
er effort  in  behalf  of  your  organiza- 
tion. Your  i)ossibilities  are  great. 
Take  advantage  of  your  opi)ortunities.

As  the  time  when  the  new  national 
pure  food  law  becomes  effective  is  ap- 
proachin.g,  all  branches  of  the  food 
distributing  trade  are  taking  an  active 
interest  in  what  will  he  the  workings 
of  the  new  enactment.  One  of  the  most 
important  provisions  of  the  new  law  is 
that  which  exem|)ts  the  retailer  of 
foodstuffs  from  prosecution  when  he 
has  the  guarantee  of  the  manufacturer 
or  jobber  from  whom  the  .goods  were 
purchased  that  they  are  packed  or  put 
up  in  accordance  with  the  law.  While 
the  Commission  which  is  determining 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  national  food  law  is  hold- 
ing meetings  in  Eastern  cities,  pack- 
ers and  jobbers  are  going  ahead  pre- 
paring to  meet  the  guarantee  require- 
ment. A  form  of  guarantee  which  is 
favored  by  many  jobbers  is  as  follows:

PKOHTS  AM>  EXPENSE 


Matters  1'hat  Merchants  Must  Stiuly 
To  Seeiiie  Success. 

The  question  of  profit  and  expense 
in  business  is  the  ])roblem  by  which 
the  success  or  defeat  of  any  business 
is  determined.  Thsre  are  very  many 
questions  involved,  which  must  all  lie 
thoughtfully  studied,  and  practically 
solved,  before  the  desired  goal  of  suc- 
cess can  be  reached. 

Many  pet  thories  on  how  to  do  busi- 
ness fail  because  they  do  not  work  out 
in  practice,  says  an  experienced  dealer. 
Sometimes  the  man  who  .goes  at  it 
rough-shod,  and  in  a  haphazard  -way, 
makes  a  success  of  it. 

Most  people  in  small  towns  are  do- 
ing business  on  a  haphazard  plan.  If 
they  happen  to  do  business  right,  and, 
by  chance,  to  add  enough  to  be  able 
to  work  up,  a  required  volume  of  busi- 
ness, they  may  be  successful. 

Study  Is  Necessary. 

But  with  the  keen  competition  of  all 
kinds  with  which  retail  merchants  are 
nov/  confronted,  it  will  be  necessary, 
in  the  future,  to  very  carefully  study 
the  real  situation,  to  have  a  better 
knowledge  of  goods  and  the  legitimate 
profits  at  which  they  can  be  sold,  and 
the  expenses  connected  with  the  retail 
business,  in  order  to  make  a  success. 

One  ofthe  first  questions  to  deter- 
mine is:  What  constitutes  a  success- 
ful business 

Is  doing  a  large  volume  of  business 
with  an  average  stock,  a  successful 
business,  if,  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
you  find  that  a  mere  living  has  been 
made  and  nothing  has  been  added  to 
the  stock  account 

And,  is  it  not  true,  that  a  great  many 
merchants  sacrifice  their  legitimate 
profits  by  overpaying  on  produce,  and 
cut  on  prices  in  order  to  do  a  large 
business  and,  by  their  method  of  doing 
a  large  business  create  a  competition 
which  has  a  very  demoralizing  effect 
on  trade  ? 

Volume  a  Necessary  Factor 

Volume  is  a  very  necessary  factor  to 
a  successful  business,  but  it  is  not  the 
only  one.  A  successful  business  is  one 
thai,  over  and  above  ordinary  deprecia- 
tion of  value,  increases  its  capital 
stock  with  a  reasonable  rate  of  inter- 
est (risk  considered),  plus  a  liberal 
compensation  for  the  proprietor's 
time. 

To  make  this  plain:  If  a  man  in 
business,  with  a  stock  of  merchandise, 
whatever  size,  cannot  make,  over  and 
above  ordinary  depreciation  value, 
more  money  than  a  fair  rate  of  inter- 
est on  the  money  invested,  plus  what 


he  could  reasonably  eai  ii,  ahility  con- 
ijidered,  then  such  a  man  it;  better  off 
out  of  business,  and  such  business 
could  net  be  termed  a  successful  one. 

Thus,  profits  in  business  are  its  net 
earning,  plus  liberal  compensation, 

Expense  Must  Be  luenrred. 

Proflts  in  Imsiness  cannot  be  made 
without  exiienses. 

Larg'e  expenses  do  not  necessarily 
make  large  proflts;  but  the  two  nuist 
be  so  proportioned  that  the  required 
result  is  attained,  and  this  seems  to  be 
the  whole  problem.  In  order,  then,  to 
arrive  at  a  reasonable  solution  of  this 
])robleni,  namely:  Interest  on  amount 
invested,  plus  liberal  compensation,  to 
deteimine  profits,  and  the  estimated 
amount  of  business  to  be  done,  and 
the  cost  of  doing  it,  to  determine  ex- 
penses. 

After  these  two  factors  have  been 
determined,  the  percentage  of  profits 
must  he  r.xed  by  which  the  desired  re- 
sult can  be  obtained.  If  the  prices  so 
determined  are  competitive  and  not  ex- 
orbitant, and  if  all  above  requirements 
can  be  met,  and  are  met,  then  that 
v/ould  be  a  successful  business. — Win- 
nipeg Commercial.

Get  Others  To  Work. 

Let  us  do  our  utmost  to  extend  our 
organization.  Put  into  our  efforts, 
zeal  backed  by  the  courage  of  our  con- 
victions. Let  us  take  into'  ourselves 
the  fire  of  enthusiasm  to  be  used  in 
strengthening  and  making  our  organi- 
zation the  influence  it  should  be.  Let 
us  from  this  meeting  go  away  deter- 
mined to  preach  the  gospel  of  organi- 
zation and  association..  In  three 
months  from  now  you  can  make  your 
organization  a  strength  so  that  noth- 
ing can  withstand  its  force. 

If  three  or  four  earnest  workers  in 
an  organization  can  accomplish  so 
much,  how  much  more  can  we  accom- 
plish as  a  united  organization.

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  St.  Louis 
Retail  Grocers'  Association  a  commun- 
ication was  read  from  a  concern  which 
is  giving  premiums  with  mince  meat, 
asking  that  the  association  would  en- 
dorse their  goods  if  they  discontinued 
the  giving  of  premium  coupons  in  St. 
Louis  territory,  but  the  members  pres- 
ent decided  that  the  best  that  the  as- 
sociation could  do  is  to  inform  them 
that  the  general  proposition  of  favor- 
ing non-premium  giving  concerns  is 
the  principal  of  the  association.  "The 
association  went  on  record  as  being 
opposed  to  the  practice  of  allowing 
their  wagons  to  be  used  tor  liauling 
trunks  and  other  goods  for  customers. 


The  Meridian  (Miss.)  Retail  Grocers' 
Association  has  adopted  a  novel  plan 
of  interesting  the  membership.  Enter- 
tainments are  given  in  turn  at  each 
store  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
association.  The  entertainment  con- 
sists of  refreshments,  over  which  val- 
uable discussions  are  held  and  ideas 
and  opinions  as  to  how  best  to  con- 
duct a  grocery  business  are  exchanged. 


The  Dallas  Retail  Grocers'  Associa- 
tion are  getting  down  to  business  in 
connection  with  the  entei'tainment  of 
the  delegates  to  the  national  conven- 
tion in  .January,  907. 


FOOD  VALUE  OF  B.VCOX. 

Professor  Snyder  of  the  Minnesota 
Station  tells  why  bacon  has  become  so 
popular.  In  reference  to  tests  made, 
he  says,  it  was  cut  in  thin  slices  and 
baked  or  broiled  in  the  oven  until 
crisp  and  brown.  All  the  fat  which 
was  cooked  out  was  saved  and  eaten 
with  bread  and  other  foods  which  made 
up  the  daily  fare. 

On  an  aerage  about  90  per  cent  of 
the  protein  and  96  per  cent  of  the  fat 
of  the  ration  containing  bacon  were 
digested  and  about  88  per  cent  of  the 
energy  was  available.  Calculated 
values  for  bacon  alone  showed  over  90 
per  cent  protein  and  96  per  cent  diges- 
tible fat,  flrgures  which  compare  favor- 
ably with  those  which  have  been  olj- 
tained  for  other  animal  foods. 

Allowing  5  per  cent  for  waste,  a 
pound  of  bacon  will  contain  from  0.1 
to  0.-3  pound  digestible  protein  and 
from  0.4  to  0.6  pound  digestible  fat, 
which  is  about  two-thirds  as  much  as 
is  found  in  butter. 

"Lean  bacon  contains  as  much  pro- 
tein and  about  twice  as  much  digestil)le 
fat  as  other  meats,"  says  Professor 
Snyder,  "making  it  at  the  same  time, 
and  even  at  a  higher  price  per  pound, 
a  cheaper  food  than  other  meats.  Ba- 
con fat  is  easily  digested,  and  when 
combined  with  other  foods  it  appears 
to  exert  a  favorable  mechanical  action 
upon  digestion."

Another  complaint  has  been  made 
that  some  of  the  Los  Angeles  jobbers 
are  selling  the  Pacific  Coast  Home 
Supply  Association,  says  the  ".Mer- 
chants' Report"(Jkf  Los  Angeles.  Whole- 
salers' wagons  have  been  seen  to  un- 
load goods  at  Fuller  Leighton  &  Strat- 
ton's,  328  East  Third  street,  where, 
the  Pacific  Coast  Home  Supply  Ast^o- 
ciation  have  their  goods  stored.  This 
is  violation  of  the  agreement  on  part 
of  the  wholesalers  and  will  not  pass 
unnoticed.  There  are  also  reports 
that  some  of  the  wholesalers  are  sell- 
ing restaurants  and  hotels  in  violation 
to  their  agrement.  it  being  reported 
that  two  of  the  largest  were  sellinc: 
the  Arcadia  hotel  before  it  closed  up. 
Other  si)ecific  complaints  are  being  in- 
veslsigated  and  results  will  be  an- 
nounced later. 


The  peddling  nuisance  Is  one  which 
the  associated  grocer.s  of  Meridian. 
.Miss.,  seriously  object  to  and  thev 
have  framed  an  ordinance  which  wlli 
be  presented  to  the  city  council  (or 
action  in  the  near  future  and  the  pros- 
pects for  the  passage  of  the  ordinance 
are  most  flattering.  The  propoHcd  law 
will  prohibit  the  blowing  of  horns  ani 
crying  of  wares  by  hucksters  on  ths 
streets  of  Meridian.

makers  would  be  glad  to  put  an  end  ' 
to  such  a  custom  if  the  reformation  I 
could  be  made  general. — New  West  i 
Trade.  ! 


THE  KKUEGER  METHOD 

Mrs.  L.  Mackrodt  of  Union  and  Fill- 
more streets  had  a  bill  of  $318. '-'O 
against  the  Relief  Fund.  AfLer  many 
weeks  she  was  allowed  $58. 

The  organization  of  which  Mr.  Fred 
Krueger  is  secretary  (known  as  the 
S.  F.  Retail  Grocres)  did  absolutely 
nothing  towards  helping  her  secure 
this  beggarly  sum.  In  spite  of  this 
fact,  Mr.  Krueger  presented  this  lady 
with  a  bill  for  $2.90  being  5  per  cent 
of  the  $58  allowed  her  by  the  Relief 
Committee.  This  is  an  example  of 
the  kind  of  work  that  Mr.  Krtieger  is 
doing  for  the  retail  grocers  of  the  city.

Heavy  shipments  of  canned  goodf 
futures  are  noAV  being  delivered  anc 
wholesale  grocers  are  begining  tt 
work  night  and  day  in  order  to  gei 
their  contracts  filled. 

When  you  hire  a  clerk,  be  sure  and 
see  that  "he  is  a  good  clean-cut  mar 
as  he  represents  you  in  your  business, 
and  v/hat  he  says  to  your  customers  is 
in  lieu  of  your  saying  it. 

Look  over  your  books  and  see  wha' 
farmers  you  have  not  sold  lately  and 
get  after  them.  A  special  circular  let- 
ter to  this  class  of  trade  results  in 
good  if  carefully  followed  up. 

Best  informed  authorities  on  the  sit 
nation  in'Maine  sardines  state  that  the 
total  1906  pack  to  date  is  between  400,- 
000  and  500,000  cases  short  of  the 
total  number  to  this  date  last  year. 

When  a  man  or  woman  applies  tr 
you  for  credit  and  gets  huffy  when  yov 
ask  as  to  his  or  her  financial  standing, 
it  is  a  pretty  safe  guess  to  make  that 
it  is  not  a  desirable'  charge  account. 

Some  estimate  of  the  new  pack  o' 
tomatoes  would  make  it  not  more  thar 
8,000,000  casQS,  which  is  perhaps  ar 
good  a  guess  as  any  that  can  be  made 
at  this  stage  of  the  packing  season. 

The  newspaperman  of  the  neighbor- 
hood should  be  cultivated.  He  won't 
mind  slipping  your  circular  in  the 
Sunday  morning  newspapers  and  thus 
you  get  your  circular  right  into  the 
family  circle. 

A  well-worded,  courteous,  yet  firm 
letter,  unmistakable  as  to  tone  and 
positive  meaning,  will  often  make  the 
delinquent  square  up  his  account.  If 
not  the  first  one,  then  the  second;  the 
third  a  certainty. 

Keep  your  stock  moving.  A  nice 
display  group  in  the  store  is  always 
attractive,  especially  if  you  open  vp  a 
few  articles  on  attractive  plates  for 
to  give  everything  a  fair  turn.  Be 
your  patrons  to  sample.

A  North  Dakota  merchant  has  the 
following  scheme  to  get  the  farmers  to 
spend  their  money  in  their  own  town.

Nortlr  Dakota  firm  serves  ice  cream  to 
all  every  day  from  two  to  four  in  the 
afternoon  for  about  two  weeks.  "We 
make  it  a  point  to  serve  the  best,"  they 
write,  "that  can  be  had,  which,  of 
course,  is  quite  an  expense,  but  find  it 
the  cheapest  adertising  we  have.  It 
attracts  great  crowds  of  country  peo- 
])le,  who  consider  it  a  big  treat,  and  as 
a  result  they  talk  about  us  to  their 
neighbors,  wlio  come  in  to  see  us  the 
next  time  in  tov.'u,  and  our  store  help 


do  the  rest.  During  the  fall,  as  soon 
as  the  cold  weather  sets  in,  we  serve 
coffee  and  cookies  in  the  same  man- 
ner." 

With  each  purchase  a  New  York 
merchant  gives  a  check,  bearing  date 
and  amount,  and  the  following:  "A 
New  Departure — To  better  systema- 
tize our  business  we  have  installed  a 
cash  register.  Trade  with  us  to  the 
amount  of  $10.  $15,  $20  or  $25  and  get 
a  nice  umbrella  free." 

Combine  With  Blacksmith. 

An  Iowa  merchant  has  made  ar- 
rangements with  the  local  hardware 
dealer  and  blacksmith,  by  which  tis 
customers  can  have  their  teams  shod  by 
the  latter  and  buy  the  former's  goods, 
paying  for  them  in  either  case  at  the 
merchant's  store  in  produce  or  wood.

By  joint  action  with  the  grocers  of  the  other  Bay  cities,  the  various 
flour  mills  were  .induced  to  refuse  to  supply  trade  pirates.  The  organiza- 
tion will  enable  grocers  to  act  together  to  advance  the  sale  of  those  goods 
the  price  of  which  cannot  be  cut. 

COLLECTS  BAD  BILLS— 

A  special  firm  under  $5,000  bond,  collects  the  bad  bills  of  members. 
The  time  of  the  secretary  is  not  taken  from  the  Asociation  for  this  work.

tions. In  one  instance  ,  95c  was  asked 
for  Standard  3's  although  the  holders 
refused  to  accept  orders  at  that  fl.gure. 
The  market  varies  from  SO  to  90c.  It 
is  doubtful  if  Standard  tomatoes  could 
be  bought  at  a  lower  figure.

It  is  said  that  packers  have  re- 
fused to  buy  all  the  fish  the  fisliermen 
have  olTered  and  now  the  intend  to 
close  the  ))lans  from  October  1st  to 
October  15th.  Next  year  the  iiackers 
nuiy  suffer  for  their  policy  this  year, 
as  the  workmen  will  go  into  other 
business.

The  U.  S.  Deijartment  of  Agrirul- 
ture  in  its  Farmers'  Hulletin,  Nt>.  '^h'-i. 
sjjeaks  of  Maple  sugar  conditions  as 
follows : 

"Ma.i)lc  sugar,  at  first  an  article  of 
food,  lias  now  beau  almost  disulaced 
for  Ibis  ijurpose  Jjy  the  cheai)er  aud 
nnflflavored  cane  product.  Yet  the  de- 
uiMiul  toi-  maple  sugar  and  s.\  ;:[i)  toi- 
special  i)ui'i)Oses,  owing  to  th('ir  ijccu- 
liar  flavor,  )iot  only  keeiJS  the  indus- 
try alive  l)ut  calls  for  a  coutiuually  in- 
creasiii.-'-  supidy. 

"Production  lias  not  kept  i)a,ce  with 
this  growth  of  dcruind,  but  has  lieeu 
more  or  less  stiitionary  for  twenty 
years. 

"The  explanation  lies  in  the  fact 
that  at  tlie  very  lowest  estimate,  sev- 
en-eighths of  the  jjroduct  sold  today  is 
a  spurious  article,  which  is  (>nly  in 
pai-t  maple  sugar  or  is  mauiilaeturpd 
•entirely  from  foreign  materials.  The 
wiiolesale  dealer,  or  "mixer",  uses  th< 
maple  sugar  to  aflvor  a  body  of  .glu- 
cose or  cane  sugar  six  or  ten  times 
as  great,  making  a,  produci  which  is 
marketed  as  "pure  maple  sugar." 
Doinaiul  for  I'lirt-  dlooiis. 

"IjuI  there  has  always  been  a  cer- 
tain amr)ui)t  of  trade  in  pure  maple 
sugar  and  syrup. 

"A  part  of  the  city  and  town  peoide 


come  from  the  country,  where  they 
have  known  the  genuine  article,  and 
they  have  generally  been  able  to  sup- 
ply their  wants  by  dealing  directly 
with  the  producers.  The  progressive 
and  well-to-do  sugar  maker  has  work- 
ed in  this  field.  Such  sugar  makers 
are  unwilling  to  sell  their  high-grade 
goods  to  the  mixers  at  a  low  price, 
but  make  every  effort  to  roach  a 
steady  market  of  regular  customers. 
In  the  effort  to  make  such  a  market 
more  general,  several  maple  sugar 
makers'  associations  have  come  into 
existence  v/hich  have  done  much  to 
stimulate  improved  methods,  as  well 
as  to  build  up  a  legitimate  trade. 

"But  there  is  only  a  very  small  pai*? 
of  the  business  which  is  not  in  the 
hands  of  the  mixers. 

Census  Figures 

"The  history  of  the  maple  sugar  in- 
dustry of  the  country  may  be  read  in 
the  census  figures. 

"In  the  census  of  1860  the  total 
production  of  maple  sugar  and  syruj) 
reached  its  height.  It  fell  hea\il.v  in 
1870,  rose  again  to  large  proportions 
in  1880,  remained  stationary  in  1890 
and  then  suddenly  fell  almost  r,0  i)er 
cent  in  1900,  when  the  total  amount 
produced  Avas  nearly  a  third  less  thai; 
in  1850. 

"If  complete  figures  were  available 
to  show  the  amount  of  ;-,o-called  maple 
sugar  and  svruij  lurnerl  out  by  large 
houses  in  the  eastern  and  middle  west- 
ern cities,  they  would  offer  a  start- 
ling contract  to  the  census  reiiort  of 
the  amount  of  maple  production  on  the 
farms. 

"Every  maple  sugar  dealer  in  a  viro- 
ducing  section  tells-  of  the  laige  or- 
ders for  coarse  sugar  wlri'^li  '■■une 
from  the  cities,  and  oi'  the  ma,i\-  rur- 
loarls  which  are  shiijjted  tliera  evei'y 
>'ear.  A  large  amount  of  sucli  sugar 
is  also  imported  from  (!a.nada. 

"It  is  assoi  (sd  by  (hose  who  luivc 
studied  1  he  tnidc  I  hat  not  ntori'  t!uMi 
onc-eigiiMi    ot    llic    id.iuI-  si!,.,;;r 
syrui)  wliich  loaches  the  inarhel  is  a 
l)ure  product. 

Tests  of  T'tirity. 

"In  tli;^  ot  our  K'now- 

ledge,  it  is  dilli'",!li  (d  li: .1  cruiiiie  in  ajiy 
particulai'  case  wlietiiei'  or  not  other 
.'^ugars  iiave  been  added  to  ii)a)ile 
sugar.  'J'hcre  are  of  coui'se  some 
differences  lictween  the  maple  su.gar 
of  commerce  aud  other  sugars,  which 
serve  as  indicaticuis  for  tli  •  y). 

"The  consumer  who  is  iiirjihiir  whli 
geuuiue  maple  sugar  and  synip  cini 
|)rotect  hintself  to  some  exiont  liy  fa.si- 
iu.g  a  samitle  before  Im.'.ing.  Under 
pi'esent  conditions,  however,  the  liest 
gua.i-auly  of  purity  is  tlv  word  of  an 
honest  producer  or  di'.ilr^r. 

"One  lit  tlv  i-ioot  c(«nii]on  adulter- 
ants us'd  i:;  g!n'(jse.  Commoii  cane 
sugar  is  also  used. 

"  A  flavor  like  that  of  uia]ile  is  said 
to  be  inijiarted  to  syrup  by  mixing 
with  it  an  extract,  of  hickory  bai-k. 

"An  Indiana  man  a  few  years  ago 
took  out  a  patf^nl  (o  iirolect  hiui  in 
the  use  of  sm  !i  :ni  cxlract  rrnni  111'' 
wood  and  bark  of  liickory  trec'S  for 
flavoring  syi'ui). 


Price  Has  I)ecli«e<l.- 

"In  spite  of  the  well-known  fact  that 
the  demand  I'or  maple  sugar  and  syrup 
has  increased  and  is  increasing  enor- 
mously every  year,  the',  price  of  both 
sugar  and  syrup  has  steadily  declined 
— from  13  cents  a  pound  for  sugar  and 
$1,25  a  gallon  for  syrup  in  1882  to  11 
cents  a  pound  for  sugar-  and  'Jl  2-3 
cents  a  gallon  for  syrup  in  xjOi. 

"Meanwhile  the  census  returns  show 
that  the  actual  production  of  the 
groves  has  not  increased  since  1860.  , 

"No  other  statement  could  show 
m.ore  eloquently  the  position  of  the 
trade  or  make  clearer  the  fact  that 
the  grower  has  not  profited  by  the 
development  of  maple  syrup  into  an 
article  of  luxury."

Simon  LctI's  Arizona  Salesman  Hands 
Out  Flimsy  Excuse  for  Selling 
The  Broadway  Department 
Store. 


Of  all  stories  that  have  gone  the 
rounds  as  an  excuse  for  doing  or  not 
doing  things,  the  one  that  J.  R.  New- 
berry is  the  boss  of  the  Asociation  is 
the  most  inexcusable,  says  the  "Mer- 
chants' Report"  of  Los  Angeles.  This 
story  has  been  buffed  around  from 
pillar  to  post  and  dished  up  in  so 
many  disguises  it  must  be  about  the 
last  resort  when  it  is  used  as  did  the 
Simon  Levi's  salesman  for  Arizona 
territory. 

The  story  comes  to  us  as  follows: 
A  certain  dealer  in  Arizona  who  is  a 
reader  of  the  Retail  Merchants'  Re- 
port, refused  to  buy  goods  of  Simon 
Levi  Co.  because  of  their  stand  regard- 
ing the  department  stores. 

The  fir^t  statement  made  by  the 
salesman  was  that  Newberry  was  the 
boss  of  the  Los  Angeles  Association. 
He  evidently  believed  that  was  all  the 
statement  required  to  overcome  any 
prejudice  the  Arizona  dealer  had. 

But  the  answer  that  was  handed 
out  to  the  salesman  was  one  that 
knocked  him  right  off  the  griddle.  The 
grocer  said,  "Is  it  right  or  not  for  you 
to  sell  the  department  storis.  If  it  is, 
even  though  Newberry  was  boss  of  the 
Association,  it  would  not  make  it 
right  for  you  to  sell  department 
stores  and  if  it  is  wrong  his  being 
boss  would  not  right  the  wrong." 

Then  the  salesman  said,  "What  diff- 
erence does  it  make  to  the  Arizona 
merchant  whether  we  sell  the  depart- 
ment stores  or  not  ?" 

And  the  grocer  answered  that  the 
principle  was  the  same  and  that  if 
Simon  Levi  Co.  would  sell  a  store  that 
was  trying  to  drive  a  lot  of  small  gro- 
cers of  Los  Angeles  out  of  business,, 


they  would  do  the  same  with  an  Ari 
zona  merchant  if  they  had  a  chance. 

This  kind  of  thought  on  a  question  . 
of  this  kind  shows  that  the  Arizona 
merchant  is  wise  to  the  fact  that  de- 
partment store  competition  wjiere 
large  aggregation  of  capital  is  behind 
it,  is  dangerous.  ' 

When  it  is  remembered  that  Sears, ' 
Roebuck  &  Co.  of  Chicago  sw-e  ship- 
ping groceries  past  Cleveland.' Buffalo. 
New  Yorlf;  and  into  the  New  England 
states  in  competition  to  the  Boston 
markets,  it  takes  very  little  thought  to 
see  the  damage  a  large  dei)artnient 
store  in  Los  Angeles  would  do  to  the 
Arizona  merchants.  Not  only  this, 
but  the  parcels  post  bill  is  backed  up 
by  the  department  stores  and  Simon 
Levi  Co.  are  supportring  the  parcels 
post  by  supportring  the  department 
stores. 

Arizona  merchants  will  surely  suffer 
severly  if  the  parcels  post  bill  ever  be- 
comes a  law.  If  a  department  store 
could  send  11  pounds  for  25c  to  Ari- 
zona, they  would  be  receiving  about 
as  as  cheap  rates  as  the  present  local 
freight  rate.  It  would  certainly  be 
cheaper  than  the  rate  from  the  east  to 
Los  Angeles  and  then  to  Arizona 
which  is  now  imposed  on  the  mer 
chants  in  that  territory.

ly  finished,  grained  cabinet.  | 
These  outfits  are  furnished  of  any 
desired  capacity.      They    enable  the 
merchant  to  store  five  or  ten  barrels 
of  oil  without  a  foot  of  valuable  room 
occupied.      The  tank  is  in  the  cellar 
tightly  closed,  reducing  the  fire  risk; 
the  leakage  from  barrels  is  thus  stop- 
ped, as  they  are  emjitied.  sold  and  out 
of  the  way.

THE  SUCCESSFUL  CLERK. 


What  Otr  British  Brothers  Consider 
as  Essential. 


The  American  Grocer  gathers  /some 
good  stuff  along  lines  similar  to  the 
above.  The  following  is  from  the 
British  standpoint,  where  men  grow 
up  in  the  same  store  from  apprentices 
to  clerks  and«from  clerks  to  assistants 
before  they  become  "masters".  But 
the  matter  is  for  you  just  the  same  and 
will  make  instructive  reading: 

First—Be  at  business  prompt  to  time. 

Second — Always  be  neat  and  clean  in 
appearance. 

Tlurd — Cultivate  a  habit  of  being  po- 
lite on  all  occasions,  notwithstanding 
provocations. 

Fourth — Do  not  imagine  that  your 
interests  are  antagonistic  to  your  em- 
ployer's ;  it  is  a  common  failing,  and  is 
always  fatal  to  success. 

Fifth — Always  be  on  the  lookout  to 
suggest  any  improvements  in  display 
of  goods  or  general  arrangement  of 
shop. 

Sixth — Never  be  hasty  in  manner  in 
dealing  with  customers  who  shop  late; 
it  is  one  of  the  little  worries  a  grocer 
has  to  submit  to,  and  a  show  of  wil- 
lingness does  more  to  prevent  a  re- 
currence than  anything  else.' 

Seventh — Keep  yourself  well  inform- 
ed of  current  trade  news  and  novel- 
ties. 

Eighth — Learn  by  heart  all  selling 
prices,  and  keep  yourself  continually 
posted  in  them.

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WANTS  CHEATING  PfiOHlFITED 


A  Los  Ant?eles  Daily  Champions  Law 
That  (Grocers  Marc  Asked  For 

The  following  article  from  the  "Ev- 
ening News"  of  Los  Angeles  is  a 
strong  plea  for  the  law  against  dis- 
honest weights  and  measures  which 
was  approved  at  last  years  Conven- 
tion of  the  State  Association. 

"It  must  have  surprised  many  read- 
ers  of  The  Evening  News  to  learn  that 
in  Los  Angeles  there  is  no  law  or  or- 
dinance to  prevent  the  use  of  false 
weights  and  nieasurss.  There  is  a 
state  law,  intended  for  small  counties, 
which  makes  the  county  clerk  an  ex- 
officio  inspector  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures— when  they  are  brought  to  him 
for  examination. 

"He  is  not  charged  with  enforcing 
the  use  of  correct  scales  or  measures, 
and  no  provision  is  made  for  a  deputy 
to  do  so. 

"Our  revised  charter,  iu  Los  Angeles, 
ignored  the  need  for  such  an  ofhcial, 
although  thet-e  was  an  office  of  the 
kind  under  the  then  existing  city  gov- 
ernment. 

"Wherefore  it  is  that  a  perambu- 
lating ice  m.aiS^rnay  dole  out  any  size 
of  a  "chunk,"  and  call  it  fifty  pounds. 
The  grocer  may  give  short  weight,  or 
short  measure,  with  iniinuiity.  So 
may  the  butcher,,  the  coal  man,  the 
hay  and  feed  man — all  the  way  along. 

"If  you  are  cheated  of  four  cents  iu 
buying  sugar,  yon  are  at  libei'ty  to 
hire  a  lawyer  and  bring  a  civil  action 
to  recover  the  amount. 

"What  more  could  you  want  than 
this  usual  protection  of  the  law. 

"It  is  all  you  get,  anyhow. 

"Despite  the  silence  of  the  city  char- 
ter on  the  subject,  we  believe  the  city 
council  has  the  authority  to  pass  an 
adequate  ordina)ice,  thai  will  compel 
the  police  to  enforce  it.  At  least,  it 
is  competent  for  the  ci(y  to  licence 
any  local  business,  and  in  this  way,  if 
no  other,  the  users  of  false  weights 
and  measures  may  be  reached. 

"It  is  a  disgrace  to  California  that 
we  have  no  laws  to  protect  us  from 
the  rapacity  of  the  railroads,  that  we 
are  at  the  mercy  of  the  food  adultera- 
tors, and  that  a  premium  is  put  upon 
swindling.  An  honest  man  is  at  a 
disadvantage,  wherever  he  must  use 
scales  or  a  peck  measure  iu  competi- 
tion with  a  dishonest  dealer.  This  last 
is  particularly  our  own  repioach.  If 
l)ossibln,  the  council  should  frame  and 
pass,  at  once,  an  ordinance  to  meet 
the  situation.

PROSPEliOUS  CALIIOBNLV 

While  the  fruit  yield  was  short  in 
some  varities,  increased  prices  have 
left  the  growers  well  satisfied. 

Prunes  are  a  full,  normal  crop, 
reaching  at  least  150,000,000  pounds, 
and  prices  are  good. 

Table  grapes  are  now  moving  East 
in  large  shii)mejits,  and  not  a  few  are 
netting  from  $250to  $400  an  acre  from 
their  vineyards. 

Walnuts  will  aggregate  alxnit  62.5 
cars  south  of  Santa  Barbara,  with 
many  to  hear  from  in  the  northern 
counties.  This  crop  nets  the  grower 
from  $100  to  $300  an  acre. 

Small  holdings  of  apricots  and 
peaches  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  are 
reported  by  Hon.  .lohn  Isaacs,  Secre- 
tary of  State  Commissioner  of  Hor- 
ticulture at  Sacramento,  as  returning 
$554  and  $625  ])er  acre,  gross. 

Besides  the  large  returns  from  fruit 
California  has  every  year  more  alfalfa 
fields,  more  dairies,  more  general 
farms,  and  land  well  tilled,  in  this 
climate  returns  this  year  satisfactory 
balances. 

As  we  are  all  dependent  upon  the 
soil,  the  farmers'  prosperity  means 
good  business  in  the  city.  San  Fran- 
cisco has  solid  backing  in  the  country. 


ASK  THE  BANKS 

Fdr  four  weeks,  the  clearing-kouBe 
returns  have  shown  a  stead^'  and 
growing  increase  for  the  banking  bus- 
iness of  San  Francisco,  until  the  week 
ending  Sept.  8th,  the  total  was  $42,- 
721,500,  being  an  increase  of  28.7  ver 
cent  over  that  of  the  corresponding 
week  last  year.  This  sum  is  nearly 
equal  to  the  combined  totals  for  ]3al- 
timore  and  Cincinnati,  and  it  Is  some 
$10,000,000  more  than  the  sum  of  the 
banking  business  done  by  all  other 
Pacific  Coast  cities  included  in  the 
weekly  returns — Los  Angeles,  Seattle, 
Portland,  Tacoma  and  Spokane. 

Many  seem  to  think  that  this  show- 
ing is  due  to  the  large  sums  being  paid 
on  insurance.  This  affects  the  returns 
but  slightly.  Those  conversant  witit 
the  situation  say  that  checks  from  that 
source  cut  a  comparatively  small  fig- 
ure in  the  total.  The  magnitude,  of 
the  clearings  can  only  be  accounted 
for  in  one  way,  and  that  is  by  the  ac-*" 
tivity  of  business,  which,  in  spite  of 
all  the  drawbacks — and  they  are  many 
— is  exceedingly  brisk  and  jn'omises  to 
become  still  more  so  in  the  near  fu- 
ture.

Matters  of  great  importance  to  every 
retail  merchant  in  tlie  state  of  Califor- 
nia, will  come  u))  at  the  session  of  the 
legislature,  which  convenes  in  Janu- 
ary. 

The  grocers  will  bo  particularly 
affected. 

The  new  national  pure  food  law  he- 
gins  to  operate  on  January  1st.  While 
it  is  similar  to  the  California  law  in 
many  respects,  yet  it  differs  in  several 
important  features.  It  is  very  essen- 
tial that  the  California  law  should  be 
made  to  coincide  with  the  national 
law,  in  order  to  save  confusion  for 
the  dealers. 

This  must  be  taken  care  of  by  the 
State  Grocers'  Association. 

Every  grocer  of  the  state  ought  to 
be  willing  to  do  his  share  of  the  work, 
and  met  his  ijrotion  of  the  expanse. 
Stsitute  of  Limitations. 

The  California  law  with  regard  to 
the  statute  of  limitations  works  a 
great  injustice  upon  retail  dealers. 
It  not  only  provides  that  an  account 
shall  outlaw  at  the  end  of  two  years, 
but  every  item  of  each  ccount  outlaws 
separately,  so  that  one  portion  of  a 
man's  account  may  be  outlawed  some 
time  before  the  merchant  realizes  that 
the  debtor  does  not  intend  to  pay. 

The  law  should  be  changed  so  that 
the  statute  will  not  begin  to  ftperate 
until  the  customer  has  quit  trading 
with  the  dealers.  This  would  mean 
that  the  account  would  date  from  the 
time  of  the  last  transaction.  It  should 
provide  that  a  payment  would  renew 
the  account,  and  the  account  date  from 
the  tim.e  any  payment  was  made.  It 
should  provide  also,  that  an  open  ac 
count  should  not  outlaw  for  at  least 
four  years.  The  merchants  of  Cali 
tornia  would  then  be  accorded  only  a 
part  of  the  protection  that  is  given  the 
merchants  of  more  than  half  the 
other  states  of  the  ITnion. 

Directors  to  Meet. 

The  directors  of  the  State  Grocers 
Association  will  hold  their  October 
meeting  on  next  Thursday,  Oct.  ISth. 

It  is  very  probable  that  the  director.'^ 
from  all  cities  of  the  state,  outside  of 
the  bav  cities,  will  be  present. 

At  this  meeting,  plans  will  be  laid 
for  insuring  the  co-operation  of  the 
merchants  throughout  the  state.

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MEAT  LABEL  iiEGULATlOIS'S 


Goveriimcjst  Makes  Eules  After  Coii- 
ferrhig'  With  Wholesale  Grocers 


After  confen'ing  witli  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agrioilture  oificials,  the  Na- 
tional Wholesale  Grocers'  Association, 
has  issue;!  circulars  to  members  gii 
ing  the  regulations  issued  under  tiK 
meat  inspection  law,  which  goes  into 
effect  Oct.  1. 

The  meat  label  regulations,  hit  the 
jobbers  hard.  Among  them  are  the 
following: 

lleg:ulati<>ii  33 — Upon  each  can,  pot, 
tin,  canvass  or  other  receptacle  or  cov- 
ering containing  any  meat  or  meat- 
food  product  for  interstate  or  foreign 
commerce,  except  packages  on  which 
meat-inspection  stamps  appear,  there 
Silall  be  placed,  under  the  supervision 
of  a  department  employe,  a  trade 
label.  This  trade  label  shall  contain 
the  words  "U.  S.  Inspected  and  Passed, 
under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  .June  30, 
1906,"  in  plain  letters  and  figures  of 
uniform  size,  the  number  of  the  estab- 
lishment at  which  the  meat  or  meat- 
food  product  is  last  prepared  or-  paclv- 
ed,  and  labeled,  and  the  true  name  of 
the  meat  or  meat-product  contained  in 
such  package.  Onlj'  trade  iiame.s 
wiu'eli  arc  not  fal^e  or  (lecepthc  may 
be  nsed  upon  the  tr^ule  label.  A  copy 
of  each  trade  label  fehall  be  filed  with 
the  inspector  in  charge  for  his  ap- 
proval. The  inspector  in  charge  shall 
approve  or  disapprove  each  label,  and 
report  his  action  for  ap])roval  to  the 
chief  of  the  bureau  of  animal  industry, 
forwarding  the  label,  with  his  report. 
Only  trade  labels  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture shall  be  used. 

Ueg'ulathni  33 —  No  meat  or  meat- 
food  product  shall  be  sold  or  olTered 
for  sale  by  any  iierson,  firm  or  cor- 
poration in  interstate  or  foreign  com- 
merce under  any  false  or  deceptive 
name;  but  established  trade  name  or 
names  v\'hich  are  }iot  false  and  decep- 
tive, and  which  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  are  per- 
mitted. Trade  ]ai)els  which  are  false 
or  deceptive  in  any  particular  shall 
not  be  permitted.  A  meat-food  pr.>- 
duct,  whether  composed  of  one  oi 
more  ingredients,  shall  not  be  named 
on  a  trade  label  witli  a  name  stating 
or  purporting  to  show  that  the  said 
meat-food  pi-oduct  is  a  substance 
which  is  not  the  principal  ingredient 
contained  therein,  even  though  such 
name  be  an  estinblisbed  ti-ade  mime. 

HeK'uJatioii  tV.) —  (a)  .Xn  meat  or 
meat-food  i)roduc(  for  i'lifrslato  com- 
merce, or  foreign  cfiUiMii-rr v  cvr-'iit  as 
hereinafter  provided,  sliall  c.):H;iin  any 
substance  which  lessens  its  whole- 
somness,  nor  any  drug,  chemical  oi- 
•dye  (unloss  sp'^rinr-allN-  iii'i\-irlpcl  for 
by  a  fediTjl  ^  i  "i  .1 1  ) ,  (ir  I'i  rvativo, 
other  tbaii  (■(nuiin  m  salt,  sugar,  wood 
smoke,  vinegar,  pure  spice,  and  pend- 


ing further  inquiry,  saltpeter.  In- 
spection and  sampling  of  prepared 
meats  and  meat-food  products  Ijy  de- 
partment employes  shall  be  conducted 
in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as 
may  be  necessary  to  secure  a  rigid  en- 
forcement of  this  regulation. 

(b)  In  accordance  with  the  direc- 1 
tion  of  the  foreign  purchaser  or  his  [ 
"I,  meats  and  meat-food  products  I 
red  tor  export  may  contain  pre- 

i  i.iiives  in  proportions  v.'hich  do  not ' 
conflict  with  the  laws  of  the  foreign 
country  to  v.'hich  they  are  to  be  ex- ; 
ported.  I 

When  such  meats  or  meat-food  pro-  j 
ducts  are  prepared  for  export  under 
this  regulation  they  shall  be  prepared  ■ 
in  compartments  of  the  estal)lishment 
separate  and  apart  from  those  in  which 
meats  and  meat-food  i)roducts  are  pre- 
pared according  to  paragraph  (a)  of 
this  regulation,  and  such  products 
shall  be  kept  separate  and  shall  be 
labeled  with  special  trade  labels,  ap- 


proved by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
and  indicating  that  such  products  are 
for  export  only.  Special  export  cer- 
tiflcatos  v.JIl  be  issued  for  meats  and 
meat-food  products  of  this  character, 
and,  if  the  products  are  not  exported, 
under  no  circumstances  shall  they  be 
allowed  to  enter  domestic  trade. 

The  re  iulation  regarding  false  or 
deceptive  uanies  on  trade  lal)el8  hits 
the  ))rivaio  label  a  heavy  blow.  Fn-- 
less  he  I  o  a  manufacturer  he  must 
have  his  labels  bear  the  words: 
"Packed  I'or."  Where  private  labels 
have  been  already  printed  for  this 
year,  sticRers  will  be  necessary  with 
the  above  words  \fi  legible  type.

AFTER  THE  STAMl'S. 

Through  an  oversight,  the  follow- 
ing interesting  matter  concerning  the 
action  taken  bj'  the  Alameda  County 
grocers  in  regard  to  trading  stamps 
was  omitted  from  our  last  week's  ac- 
count of  their  meeting. 

Trading'  Stamp  Menace 

One  of  the  most  interesting  topics 
that  came  up  before  the  meeting  was 
the  encroachment  of  the  Trading 
Stamp  people  in  this  territory.  It  was 
the  sentiment  of  all  those  present  that 
di'astic  measures  should  be  taken  at 
once  to  head  off  any  movement  of  this 
character  as  experience  in  the  past  has 
taught  the  grocers  in  general  that 
trading  stamps  have  proven  in  the 
past  unsatisfactory  to  the  grocers,  in 
fact,  so  much  so  that  at  the  last  Leg- 
islature a  Bill  was  passed  prohibiting 
their  use  in  this  State,  but  this  Bill 
was  evidently  proven  unconsfitutional. 
and  the  Trading  Stamp  people  are 
again  canvasing  California  for  busi- 
ness. It  was  felt  hat  this  As- 
oociation  should  go  on  record  as 
unalterably  oi)i)osed  to  the  use  of 
Trading  Stamps  and  the  motion 
to  that  effect  unanimously  pre- 
vailed. Committees  from  Oakland, 
Alameda,  Berkeley  and  Fruitvale  were 
then  appointed  to  keep  close  track 
of  the  situation. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of 
the  evening  was  the  unanimous  vote 
of  thanks  and  substantial  appreciation 
of  the  grocers  towards  their  Assistant 
Secretary  Miss  Lillian  Kavanash.  A 
great  deal  of  heavy  detail  work  of  the 
arrangements  for  the  State  Conven- 
tion fell  on  Miss  Kavanagh,  and  how 
well  she  had  done  her  part  was  ami)iy 
shown  by  the  appreciation  expressed 
by  those  present.

self. .Tobbersi  labels  for  -  this  year'f; 
business  have  already  besn  printed. 
The  new  law  has  forced  them  to  pro- 
vide pasters  containing  the  words, 
"Packed  For"  in  legible  type. 


Retail  merchants  in  several  sections 
of  Pennsylvania  have  made  common 
cause  against  the  trading  stamp.  To 
insure  maintenance  of  an  agreement 
to  give  no  stamps,  each  merchant 
signs  a  bond,  the  conditions  of  which 
obligates  him  to  pay  damages  to  the 
others  if  he  gives  stamps.  In  one  or 
Iwd  instances,  the  validity  of  the  bond 
it.self  has  been  attacked.  The  first  de- 
cision beariing  directly  upon  the  legal 
status  of  the  bond  agreement  comes 
from  Berks  county,  where  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  finds  the  agreement 
valid  and  sustains  the  judgment

ABOUT  THOSE  LAWS. 

(Continued  from  page  5.) 
will  make  it  evident  that  merchants  of 
other  classes  will  profit  as  greatly  by 
their  passage,  as  the  retail  grocers. 
It  is  only  right  and  fair,  therefore, 
that  all  such  merchants  should  be 
asked  to  helj)  meet  the  expense  of  hav- 
ing proper  laws  drafted,  and  of  pre- 
senting the  laws,  to  the  best  advantage 
at  the  coming  legislature. 

Plans  to  bring  about  this  result  will 
be  discussed  at  the  coming  meeting.

COXTROLLIXG  PRICES. 


Review  of  Conditions  That  .\ro  Essen- 
tial To  Secure  \  Prolit. 


The  efforts  that  have  been  made  in 
dift'erent  sections  of  the  country  by 
retail  druggists  to  cpntrol  the  prices 
of  "patent  and  proprietary  medicines 
had  their  origin  in  that  inborn  deter- 
mination for  self-protection,  says 
Simou|W.  .Tones  in  an  address  before 
the  Kentucky  Pharmaceutical  associa- 
tion. Quoting  the  motto  of  our  own 
state,  "United  we  stand — divided  we  i 
fall."  This  has  been  the  watchword 
everywhere,  and  in  strict  observance 
of  this  truth,  all  the  success  along  this 
line  that  has  been  accomplished  can 
be  attributed. 

As  to  the  extent  that  this  desirable 
condition  can  be  secured  within  the 
law,  the  decisions  of  several  courts 
must  be  our  guide. 

Can  Refuse  to  Sell. 

The  right  of  the  owner  of  any  arti- 
cle to  sell  his  merchandise  to  anyone 
or  refuse  to  sell  is  now  a  well  settled 
question  in  law. 

And  the  right  to  control  the  price 
or  the  distribution  of  a  patent  or 
proprietary  remedy  by  the  owner 
thereof  has  been  equally  sustained  by 
every  court  to  which  the  enemies  of 
price  protection  have  ever  appealed. 

But  there  is  only  one  way — except 
through  a  direct  contract — by  which  | 
this   desirable   end  can   be  obtained' 
within  the  law,  and  permanent  sue-  j 
cess  secured.  I 

It  must  come  through  co-operation, ' 
a  system  of  give  and  t^e.  being  will- 
ing  to  concede  someth^?  to  those  who  i 
are  in  a  position  to  do  a  large  business 
ui)on  a  small  margin  of  profit,  and 
who  believe  in.  and  have  been  success- 
ful by,  following  such  plan,  and  yet  at 
the  same  time  conceding  something  to 
others,  who,  for  lack  of  capital  or  loca- 


tion, are  not  in  a  poKltion  tn  reap  the 

benefits  of  a  largo  IuisIih^k.s 

('on.H|»iricies  uri-  lll«-ifai. 

In  on!y  one  instancit  that  ih»'  writer 
recalls  has  the  efforts  to  maintain  a 
protective  price  through  orKanlzatlon, 
by  the  retailers,  been  decided  as  un- 
lawful, and  this  instance,  I  ventnre  to 
say.  that  the  decision  was  generally 
approved. 

The  case  was  the  result  of  lonjf. 
persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
tail druggists  in  this  particular  local- 
ity to  secure  even  coat  price  for  pro- 
prietary remedies.  an<l  in  thir  despera- 
tion they  not  only  sent  comniunica- 
tious  to  the  individual  proprletorB. 
deniaiuling  that  they  refuse  to  have 
any  relations  with  the  local  cutter,  but 
in  addition  made  the  threat  to  boy- 
cott their  products  If  any  of  them  sold 
to  him.  These  letters,  of  course,  fell 
into  the  hands  of  the  cutter,  and  as 
they  were  signed  either  by  an  official 
of  the  local  association  or  by  a  com- 
mittee representing  the  local— the 
conspiracy  was  readily  established. 

In  every  other  instance  that  I  re- 
member, and  where  the  action  of  the 
retailers  have  brought  results,  no  such 
methods  as  the  one  mentioned  has 
been  pursued.  Anything  that  smacks 
of  a  conspiracy,  a  boycott,  an  agree- 
ment among  several  to  do  another  In- 
jury by  preventing  him  from  securing 
supplies,  through  the  efforts  of  such  a 
combination,  will  always  fall. 

The  Lesal  .Methods. 

There  are  only  two  legal  methods 
through  which  a  protective  price  can 
be  legally  maintained. 

One.  the  most  efficient,  by  the  pro- 
prietor himself  demanding  a  signed 
contract  fixing  the  price  at  which  fais 
remedies  must  be  sold,  and  providing 
a  penalty  for  violation  of  the  contract. 

The  other  by  general  mutual  con- 
sent, and  this  can  only  be  made  |>ossi- 
ble  through  organization— having  an 
official  head  to  direct,  explain  and  ar- 
range all  differences  that  may  arise 
among  the  members. 

The  result  of  observation  confirms 
the  statement  that  prot*  ■  ■  •  .  •  -ilv 
be  secured  through  oi  i 
co-operation,  and  ev.  ,  ,,r 
that  has  adopted  a  full  price  |ilan  or  a 
contract,  serial  numbering  plan,  has 
done  it  through  the  pressure  of  organ- 
ization as  evidenced  in  the  results  ac- 
complished by  the  retailers'  national 
association. 

Unless  the  proprietor,  of  his  own  to- 
lition.  determines  to  control  the  prices 
of  his  product  and  its  dl.Htribution. 
there  is  no  remedy  except  that  ob- 
tained through  organization  and  mu- 
tual consent— that  comes  within  tho 
law.

Success  Comes  From  One  Fair  Price 
Well  Maintained. 


"No,  sir,  you  can't  afford  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  anyone  who  comes  to  buy 
anything  from  you,  wether  the  cus- 
tomer be  man  or  woman,"  spoke  up 
the  Philadelphia  clothing  man. 

"Right  near  our  house,  in  Broad 
street,  are  several  cigar  stores.  When 
I  first  went  to  Philadelphia  I  dropped 
in  one  day  on  one  of  these  places  and 
asked  for  a  good  two  for  a  quarter 
cigar.  The  man  behind  the  counter 
handed  me  out  a  box,  and  I  pickeJ  up 
two  and  gave  him  a  quarter.  The 
cigar  didn't  please  me,  but  you  know 
we  are  creatures  of  habit.  If  we  go 
anywhere  for  anything,  that  is  the 
place  we  naturally  go  the  second 
time.  The  next  time  I  dropped  in  this 
store  ther  was  a  young  man  behind 
the  counter.  I  picked  up  a  couple  of 
these  same  cigars  and  threw  down  a 
quarter.  He  handed  me  back  15  cents 
in  change. 

"Haven't  you  made  a  mistake  ?  I 
asked,  'in  selling  me  these  cigars  for 
.5  cents  apice  ?'  He  said:  '0,  no;  they 
cost  us  $3.5  a  thousand,'  and  you  bet 
your  life  that  I  never  darken  that  fel- 
low's door  again.

I  not  only  buy  my  cigars  from  him 
when  I  am  in  Philadelphia,  but  have 
him  express  them  to  me  when  I  am 
out  on  the  road.  I  have  confidence  in 
him." 

A  Book  Store  Bunco. 

"I'm  not  quite  as  easy  as  you  are," 
began  the  cloak  man.  "Just  before 
Christmas  last  year  I  went  in  to  buy  a 
book  for  a  young  woman  friend  of 
mine.  I  had  heard  her  say  that  she 
liked  'Lucile,'  and  I  went  into  a  book 
store  to  buy  for  her  a  nice  copy.  I 
was  in  a  hury.  I  usually  buy  my 
books  when  I  am  at  home  in  Balti- 
more from  an  old  friend  in  the  book 
business,  but  that  time  I  was  in  a 
great  hurry.  I  asked  the  man  for  a 
copy  of  'Lucile.'

"Gave  you  what  you  were  looking 
for  ?"  asked  Watkins. 

"Yes,  you  bet.  It  so  happened  that 
before  I  went  home  I  had  to  go  down 


right  near  where  my  old  friend  in  the 
l)00k  Inisiness  was.  .lust  for  curios- 
ity's sake  I  went  in  and  asked  to  see 
a  copy  of  'Lucile.'  He  showed  me  the 
identical  thing  for  which  I  had  paid 
$2,51).  and  his  price,  marked  in  plain 
figures,  was  $1.20;  and  I  didn't  do  a 
thing  but  go  right  back  up  to  the  other 
store — to  the  other  man's  place.

"I  don't  like  to  deal  with  those  two 
priced  fellov/s,  %nd  I  won't  do  it," 
the  hat  man  remarked.  "I  know  one 
evening,  when  it  was  colder  than 
blazes  and  the  wind  was  blowing  down 
my  collar  and  sending  shivers  along 
my  spine — one  of  those  raw,  vile 
winds  off  Lake  Michigan — I  went  into 
a  little  store  on  Wabash  avenue  to  buy 
a  muffler.  I  usually  fight  shy  of  these 
little  joints,  but  it  was  after  6  o'clock 
and  the  big  stores  were  closed.  I 
asked  the  man — he  was  running  the 
store  all  by  himself  — to  show  me  a 
mufflei'.  As  he  passed  it  out  to  me — 
it  seemed  to  be  all  right — I  asked

It's  only  during 
the  last  few  years  that  this  has  be- 
come the  general  custom  with  mer- 
chants, but  people  have  demanded 
honest  treatment,  and  the  one  who 
gives  it  to  them  is  the  one  who  gets 
the  business." 


GROCKES  DO  THINGS. 

A  Kentucky  Association  Tliat  Is  Help- 
ings Its  aicmbers. 

A.  C.  Arthur,  President  of  the  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  Retail  Grocers  Association, 
writes  to  the  "Eli  Grocer"  about  his 
association  as  follows: 

"Our  association  is  a  splendid  one. 

"It  has  been  organized  for  about  six 
years  and  includes  among  its  members 
all  the  better  element  of  the  retail 
grocers  of  Louisville. 

"True  we  do  not  take  all  the  retail 
grocers  in  the  association. 

"Some  are  more  saloon  keepers  than 
grocers  and  use  the  grocery  line  as  a 
blind.  Then  we  have  a  few  gi'ocers 
known  as  "cutters,"  who  are  all  the 
time  shouting  quality  and  cheapness. 


which  as  you  know,  do  not  blend.  Our 
association  does  not  care  for  that  sort 
of  timbei'. 

"Our  secretarj',  G.  W.  Call,  we  con- 
sider a  hustling,  energetic  man,  fiilly 
alive  to  our  interests. 

"Our  association  meets  twice  a 
month  and  the  metings  are,  as  a  rule, 
well  attended. 

"Our  credit  department  is  unusual- 
ly active  and  we  collect  thousands  of 
dollars  through  it.  We  have  two  mag- 
istrates who  collect  for  the  associatiou 
with  no  expense  to  it. 

"A  sharp  outlok  is  kept  on  deadbeats 
and  list  made.  In  this  department 
you  can  easily  imagine  the  advantage 
to  the  members  and  the  amount  of 
money  saved  to  the  grocers  by  it. 
After  Peddling'  Jobbers. 

"A  carefully  selected  committee  has 
in  charge  the  wholesaler  who  retails 
and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  call  down 
the  jobber  who  robs  the  retailer  in  this 
particular  way. 

"We  watch  our  peddlers  and  make 
many  complaints  to  the  city  officials 
but  we  do  not  get  much  satisfaction,  as 
any  one  acquainted  with  Kentucky  law 
and  justice  can  easily  guess.  Still  we 
keep  on  knocking. 

"We  condemn  premiums  and  are  a 
unit  against  all  concerns  that  give 
them.  We  receive  many  communica- 
tions asking  us  to  favor  premium 
schemes,  but  we  are  on  record  against 
all  of  them. 

Pay  For  Service. 

"We  run  our  association  on  busi- 
ness methods.  We  have  a  paid  sec- 
retary who  has  an  office  and  his  ser- 
vices are  at  the  disposal  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  at  all  times.  Our 
association  has  money  at  interest,  is 
thriving  and  enjoys  the  good  will  of 
all  wholesalers  of  the  city  who  have 
stated  to  me  many  times  that  the  or- 
ganization is  so  alive  and  hustling 
that  it  helps  them.  They  attend  our 
Dutch  coffees  on  winter  evenings  and 
apparently  enjoy  these  little  social 
gatherings  immensely. 

Two  Successful  Ventures. 

The  Retail  Grocers'  Association 
owns  and  operates  the  Grocers'  Bis- 
iuit  Company  with  a  paid  up  cajiital  of 
$90,000  and  doing  so  much  business 
that  it  is  difficult  at  times  to  fill  or- 
ders. Stock  is  at  par  and  dividends 
seven  per  cent  every  six  months. 

'  We  also  own  and  control  the  Gro- 
cers' Baking  Company,  with  a  paid  up 
capital  of  $50,000,  stock  two  dollars 
for  one  and  none  can  be  found.  The 
annual  dividend  is  33  1-3  per  cent,  but 
in  the  last  year  only  twenty  per  cent 
was  paid,  the  balance  going  to  make 
up  a  reserve  fund. 

"Like  all  associations,  we  have 
some  drones  as  well  as  hustlers,  but 
the  hustlers  keep  things  going  and 
make  our  organization  very  much  in 
evidence  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  as 
some  monopolies  have  found  out."

Ciiarlcstown  S.  C.  Sept.  2'in»l—  Sam- 
uel G.  Stoney  reports: 

"A  very  severe  storm  has  vlsitod  our 
coast  during  the  last  week  aiul  has 
done  very  considerable  injury  in  Hie 
Georgetown  section.  Cf)nservattve 
parties  put  the  estimate  of  loss  at  from 
•jO  to  ijO  per  cent.

'■Raisins  and  peaches  are  the  two 
most  active  articles  in  the  fruit  line  at 
present.  Raisins  in  the  sweat  box 
have  advanced  from  314c  sweat  box 
basis  to  3%c,  and  prices  for  the  packed 
ariicle  accordingly.  The  dried  peach 
output  is  not  over  50  per  cent,  of  last 
years  crop  and  ten  cents  per  pound  for 
orchard  run  stock  is  being  freely  paid 
to  the  grower.  Apricots  are  alread\ 
very  closely  cleaned  iip  and  the  few 
remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  growers 
in  Ventura  county  are  held  at  15  cents 
per  lb." 

RAISIXS. 

Fresno,  Octol)t'r  1st. — Many  growers 
believe  that  raisins  will  go  up  to  iV2C 
and  are  holding  out  for  that  figure. 
Among  those  holding  are  the  Kearney 
Estate.  Last  week  some  big  crops 
were  sold  at  4c.  The  upward  tendency 
of  the  Eastern  market  is  said  to  be  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  opening  prices  are 
low.  Eastern  jobbers  #aw  a  chance  to 
make  money  on  a  rising  market  and 
are  pushing  raisins  thus  strengthen- 
ing conditions. 

San  Dieero,  Sept.  27th — The  raisin 
makers  in  the  El  Cajon  and  Escondido 
Valleys  report  that  the  crop  this  year 
is  going  to  be  a  little  scarce.  Labor 
is  very  scarce.  Some  fruit  may  be  lost 
on  that  account.  One  cause  of  the 
shortage  is  the  heavy  demand  for 
fresh  grapes  by  the  Los  Angeles 
market." 

EVAPOBATED  APPLES 

?i'ew  York,  Sept.  25th.  —  Delmarle 
Bros,  report: 

'"There  are  no  offerings  coming  in 
from  the  country.  Dealers  here  are 
not  inclined  to  offer.  Sellers  from  up 
the  state  are  now  asking  6c  for  No- 
vember 24th  apples." 

So»lus  Center,  Sept.  22n(l.—  E.  D. 
Mather  Co.  reports : 

"Evaporated  apples  have  advanced 
from  5%c  to  6c  for  prime  in  50-lb. 
boxes  delivered  in  New  York.  South- 
ern Illinois  will  not  make  many  apples. 
Missouri  evaporators  are  discontin- 
uing business  owing  to  the  unfavor- 
able conditions.  The  make  in  Michi- 
gan and  Canada  will  not  be  heavy. 
The  crop  in  New  York  state,  I  believe, 
has  bean  over  estimted.  The  east- 
ern part  of  the  state  has  perhaps  75 
l^er  cent  of  last  year's  crop.  In  the 
western  part  the  crop  will  be  perhaps 
150  per  cent.

Co.  report: 

"Currants —  Cables  received  during 
the  w'eek  report  aconsiderable  ad- 
vance in  th  market.  The  sharp  advance 
in  the  Grecian  market  is  not  justified 
by  the  shortage  in  the  size  of  the  crop. 
The  cause  is  one  of  speculation  pure 
and  simple.

English  Ideas  As  To  What  Consti- 
tutes A  Good  Helper. 


The  following  paper  won  the  second 
prize  in  a  recent  English  competi- 
tion : 

"A  man's  life  should  enter  thorough- 
ly into  his  w^rk;  not  only  think  of 
that  work  to  the  exclusion  of  all  else 
during  business  hours,  but  think  of  it 
constantly  before  and  after  office 
hours. 

"Study  carefully  the  duties  of  your 
position.  Keep  your  eyes  open  and 
learn  the  work  performed  by  those 
above  you,  so  that  should  a  vacancy 
occur  your  employer  can  put  his  hand 
upon  a  man  qualified  for  the  promo- 
tion. 

"Make  it  a  point,  above  all  else,  to 
earn  more  salary  than  you  are  receiv- 
ing. Strive  to  do  the  day's  work  dur- 
ing the  hours  allotted  to  that  work, 
but  in  any  event  finish  in  every  detail,' 
the  day's  business  in  your  department 
before  leaving  the  office,  if  permitted 
to  do  so.  In  other  words,  have  your 
heart  in  your  work. 

"A  man  holding  any  position  in  an 
office  or  counting  room  should  be  very 
careful  and  absolutely  correct  in  the 
details  of  his  work  ■  Mistakes  by  a 
competent  man  with  his  head  and 
heart  in  his  work,  are  entirely  un- 
necessary and  unpardonable  

"Strict  integrity,  honesty,  industry 
and  faithfulness,  and  I  will  add  intel- 
ligence, are  absolutely  neccessary 
qualifications  to  fill  a  position  of  any 
kind."

The  qualifications  and  Deportment 
necessary  for  the  success  of  any  em- 
ployee in  any  position  were  outlined 
by  the  winner  of  the  third  prize  as 
follows: 

"Punctuality  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity. 

"Thoroughness  to  the  smallest  de- 
tail. 

"Respect  of  and  obedience  to  in- 
structions. 

"Realizing  that  your  employer's  in- 
terests are  your  own  and  that  your 
endeavors  will  be  appreciated. 

"Be  honest,  not  because  it's  the 
best  policy,  but  because  it's  right. 

"Seek  the  confidence  of  your  em- 
ployers. This  can  be  done  by  actions, 
not  by  words. 

"Consider  all  matters  concerning 
business  as  private;  converse  with  no 
one  regarding  your  employer's  affairs. 

"Be  not  al'raid  that  you  will  do  more 
work  than  you  are  i)aid  for. 

"There  is  no  position,  no  matter 
how  small,  that  has  not  its  respon- 
sibilities."

The  Pacific  Coast  Milk  Condensing 
Co.  is  building  a  condenser  in  Mt.  Ver- 
non, Wash.  The  company  now  has 
condensers  at  Chehalis.  Kent  and 
Forest  Grove. 


Letters  from  all  the  mills  of  San 
Francisco  announcing  that  they  had 
fi.>:ed  a  retail  selling  price  on  their 
flour,  were  read  by  Secretary  Con- 
nolly at  the  meeting  of  the  Associated 
Retail  Grocers  on  Tuesday  evening. 

This  represented  the  formal  clos- 
ing of  a  campaign  begun  two  years 
ago,  although  practically,  the  fairness 
and  desirability  of  the  giocers  de- 
mands had  been  conceded  long  before. 
■  The  change  from  5c  and  TMjC  per 
sack  on  flour  to  20c  and  2.5c  is  due  al- 
most entirely  to  the  continuous  ef- 
fort of  Mr.  Connolly  and  the  (Jroccrs' 
Advocate. 

In  the  beginning  the  grocers  asked 
for  a  1.5c  per  sack  margin  on  flour. 

Certain  of  the  mills  laughed  at  the 
idea  of  such  a  thing.  They  insisted 
that  the  grocers  couldn't  get  a  profit 
on  flour  and  that,  even  if  they  could, 
they  didn't  want  it. 

A  certain  clique  of  retail  grocers 
headed  by  Jake  Salomon  and  K 
Kreuger  fonght  the  idea  continuously 
Thev  held  back  the  organization  then 
existing  from  active  work  and  sup- 
plied the  mills  that  opiiosed  the  iilan 
with  the  excuse  that  the  grocers  were 
not  a  imit  in  demanding  protection  on 
flour. 

This  became  so  galling,  that  Frank 
B.  Connolly  gave  up  three  months  of 
his  time  to  organizing  a  "Committee  of 
100"  which  was  finally  merged  into 
the  Associated  Retail  Grocers  of  San 
Francisco. 

One  Mill  Always  Helped. 
From  the  very  first,  the  Globe  Grain 
and  Milling  Co.  loaned  its  strength  to 
!  upholding  the  policy  of  maintaining 
1  a  fair  retail  selling  price. 

The  grocers  of  Oakland.  Alameda 
and  Berkelev  were  almost  a  unit  in 
making  the  Globe  flours  their  prin- 
cipal brands.  Many  leading  San  Fran- 
cisco grocers  also  threw  their  trade 
s  to  the  ""Globe  Mills.   By  so  doing,  they 


si^cined  a  i)r(>iit  and  escaped  an  an 
desirable  competition.

PROBLEMS  IN  WASHINOITON. 


Stato  President  Cooiis  Frscs  Action 
for  the  Common  Oood. 


Much  valuable  matter  will  Ije  I'oiind 
in  the  following  excerpts  from  tlio  ad- 
dress delivered  before  the  Wa.sliin.^- 
ton  State  Grocers  Association  at  I  heir 
recent  convention  b.v  its  president, 
Chas.  E.  Coon  of  Port  Townsend,  who 
is  also  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the 
State.  The  address  contained  r,uu;h 
matter  of  value  to  the  trade  of  tlif  en- 
tire country.

Olcauiusrs  From  Keports  of  Or^auiza- 
tJons  All  Over  the  Country. 


TIic  New  Orleans  Retail  Grocers'  as- 
sociation are  waging  a  fight  against 
the  selling  of  groceries  at  retail  in  the 
city  market. 

A  pure  food  law  which  will  be  in 
conformity  with  the  national  law  was 
advocated  at  recent  meeting  of  the 
Chicago  Grocers'  and  Butchery'  as- 
sociation. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  New  Or- 
leans  Retail   Grocers'   association  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  secure  a  j 
form  of  Pure  Food  guaranty  which  will  | 
be  a  safeguard  to  the  retail  grocers  of 
the  city. 

The  grocery  and  butcher  stores  of 
Marion,  Ind.,  have  entered  into  an 
agreement  whereby  they  will  close 
their  stores  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays, 
Thursdays  and  Fridays  at  G  o'clock  in 
the  evening. 

The  Meridian.  Miss.,  association  has 
issued  its  constitution  and  by-laws  in 
most  attractive  form.  The  book  is 
bound  in  leather,  is  splendidly  printed 
on  the  best  of  paper  and  contains  many 
attractive  advertisements. 

Many  members  of  the  cwming  AVis- 
cousin  legislature  have  pledged  them- 
selves to  oppos(>  any  attempt  to  lower 
the  wage  cxempliou  law.    The  yiate 


Retail  Grocers'  association  will  put  up 
a  strong  fight  to  have  the  exemption 
lowered  from  its  present  figure. 

A  recent  dispatch  from  Montreal, 
Canada,  states  that  representatives  of 
some  50  wholesale  dry  goods  firms  met 
in  that  city  and  formed  an  organization 
\yhich  will  aim  to  secure  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  uni- 
form prices  throughout  the  trade. 

The  Wisconsin  Retail  Grocers  and 
General  Merchants*  association  at  its 
recent  convention  in  Milwaukee  adopt- 
ed resolutions  asking  the  legislature 
to  so  amend  the  state  food  laws  as  to 
make  them  harmonize  with  the  na- 
tional food  law,  csi)ecial!y  in  the  way 
of  making  manufacturers  only  respon- 
sible for  adulterations  of  gods  put  up 
by  them. 

Members  of  the  Detroit,  Mich.,  as- 
sociation held  a  stormy  session  last 
week  ,the  topic  of  discussion  being  the 
laxity  of  the  city  authorities  in  enforc- 
ing the  city  ordinances  regarding  the 
sale  of  groceries  in  the  city  markets. 
Those  present  severly  scored  the  prac- 
tice of  giving  free  licenses  to  i)cd(lb!rs 
who  had  nothing  to  back  their  peti- 
tion that  they  were  in  hard  luck  and 
were  entitled  to  a  permit  as  a  matter 
of  charity. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Cleveland 
(Ohio)  Retail  Grocers'  association  a 
proposition  to  erect  a  large  hall  for 
the  use  of  the  associationn  and  for 
revenue  was  favorably  considered. 
The  Cleveland  association  has  adopted 
the  plan  of  having  a  talk  upon  such 
subjects  as  figuring  profits,  advertis- 
ing, window  dressing,  etc.,  at  every 
meeting  during  the  coming  winter 
months,  the  set  address  to  be  followed 
by  a  general  discussion  of  the  subject. 
Frequent  social  meetings  with  prize.'-- 
for  regular  attendants  are  also  under 
consideration.

The  pf'dillor  coiitrolf;  Iho  rolail  cof- 
fee tiii.siiio.-i.s  of  St.  Louis  says  "Eli 
tlroeer."  This  is  admitted  t)y  all  con- 
nected with  the  coffee  trade. 

The  i-etaihn-  admits  it  and  feels,  as 
he  does  so,  (hat  the  fault  lies  with  the 
wholesaler.  The  wholesaler  says  it  is 
tnie  and  also  ^ays  that  the  indiffer- 
ence of  the  retailer  has  hiouRht  it 
about. 

The  peddler  flourishes  and  thereby 
proves  eloquently  that  the  assertion  is 
correct. 

"A  large  per  cent  of  the  coffee  sold 
in  St.  Louis  is  disposed  of  by  peddlers,' 
said  Robert  Meyer,  president  of  the 
Meyers  Bros.  Coffee  and  Spice  Com- 
pany, this  week.  "Wholesalers  arc 
not  anxious  to  have  it  that  way  and 
would,  in  fact,  innch  rather  see  the 
sales  made  by  the  retailers.  But  they 
have  to  sell  goods  or  go  out  of  busi- 
ness. If  the  retailer  cannot  help  in 
this  they  must  find  somebody  who  can, 
and  so  far  have  found  none  who 
brought  better  results  tha  nthe  man 
(Who  sells  from  door  to  door. 

Can  Undersell  Peddlers. 

"It  is  nonsense  to  say  that  coffees 
cannot  be  sold  over  the  counter  ad- 
vantageously. Any  goods  may  be  sold 
well  if  the  proper  steps  to  bring  them 
before  the  people  are  taken.  Especi- 
ally is  this  true  of  coffee.  The  g:rocer 
could  sell  coft'ee  20  per  cent  cheaper 
than  the  peddler  and  still  make  25  to 
30  per  cent  profit  if  he  were  willing  to 
work  a  little.  Diamonds  would  never 
Bell  if  they  were  shut  away  from  pub- 
lic view.   Coft'ee  won't  sell  unless  you

"The  first  principle  of  success  is 
attention  lo  the  thing  you  want  to 
mfiki-  sticci-fd.  It  it  is  coflee  then  the 
way  t(i  iiuikc  it  so  would  lie  to  ex- 
ploit it.  Talk  about  It  lo  your  ciihIoiu- 
ers;  give  I  hem  samples  if  necessary; 
have  I'aith  in  it  yourself;  tell  your 
clerks  to  talk  up  your  coffee  and  the 
people  will  do  the  rest. 

"Then,  too,  it  is  necessary  to  put  a 
frood  front  on  your  sroods.  Coffee  like 
candy  or  other  things  good  lo  eat 
should  attractively  displayed.  Dusty 
fly-si)ecked  coffee  cans  or  sacks  soiled 
and  soggy  aie  not  conducive  to  sales. 
It  is  necessary  to  keep  your  goods 
loking  fresh  and  free  from  the  signt 
of  shop  wear.  The  .lohber  is  always 
willing  to  loan  the  grocer  the  vai'ions 
articles  necossaiy  to  make  a  telling 
show  of  coff'ees. 

Retailer  to  Blame. 

"I  think  the  retailer  is  fully  to 
blame.  He  is  simply  letting  what  is 
his  by  right  pass  him  by.  The  peddler 
is,  in  a  sense,  a  usurper. 

"To  begin  with  the  people  had  no 
conlidence  in  him,  and  all  confidence 
in  the  grocer  who  had  a  permanent 
abiding  place  and  was  not  itinerant. 
But  the  peddler  has  gradually  worked 
his  way  into  their  confidence. 

'While  the  grocer  sat  idly  by,  the 
peddler  paid  many  visits  to  the  people 
who  are  now  his  customers. 

"Personally,  I  am  much  opposed  tc 
this  sort  of  thing.  Premiums  and  cou- 
pons are  pernicious.  Goods  should  sell 
on  their  merrits  or  not  at  all.  Ol 
course,  the  cusstomer  has  to  pay  for 
the  premium  received. 

"The  peddler  gets  25  and  30  cents  a 
pound  for  coffee  that  the  retailer 
could  sell  for  20  cents  and  still  make 
a  big  profit.  The  people  are  not  tc 
blame.  If  the  retailer  had  been  half  at 
zealous  as  the  peddlers  the  coffee  used 
in  St.  Louis  would  find  its  way  to  the 
homes  of  the  people  via  the  retail  gro- 
cery. 

"And  this  can  still  be  done. 
Retailer  Must  Hustle. 

"Let  the  retailer  make  up  his  mind 
to  build  up  a  coffee  trade.  Making  up 
his  mind  is  the  first  important  step. 

"Then  let  him  select  some  brands 
that  have  merit;  brands  he  can  rec- 
ommend without  blushing. 

"Then  let  him  begin  to  push  the 
goods.  Put  them  in  the  conspiciouf 
part  of  the  store.  Recommend  them  tc 
customers.  Explain  that  there  is  no 
offered  as  an  inducement.  That  the  in- 
ducnient  is  the  lowest  possible  price 
for  good  and  reliable  goods. 

"Keep  it  up  and  gradually  the  trade 
will  swing. 

"But  so  long  as  the  grocer  hunts  for 
long  profits  and  refuses  to  give  any 
more  attention  to  coffee  than  he  give^ 
to  potatoes  or  salt,  just  so  long  will 
the  peddler  be  king  of  the  St.  Louis 
retail  coffee  trade."

Mr.  .Uerchant,  don't  be  a  slttve  to 

your  l)usinessl 

Don't  keep  your  s(oi;e  open  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night! 

Where  merchants  have  tried  early 
and  Sunrlay  closing,  e.xporieuce  has 
shown  that  llu-y  can  educate  their  cus- 
tomers to  this  innovation  with  mucli 
less  trouble  and  opposition  than  was 
expected.  They  do  just  as  much  as 
business  with  less  expense  and  great- 
er mental,  moral  and  hhysical  benelli 
to  themselves  and  their  clerks. 

lOven  where  a  general  agreement  has 
heeu  impossible,  some  meichants  have 
tried  the  [)lan  of  keeping  reasonabl»> 
business  hours  without  regard  to  the 
action  of  their  competitfirs  aiul  they 
have  been  satisfied  with  the  change 
and  there  are  very  few  of  them  that 
would  be  willing  to  go  back  to  the  old 
custom. 

We  have  noticed  of  late  some  stores 
in  Spokane  keeping  open  until  S  or  9 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  Now,  there  is 
less  excuse  for  this  in  the  city  than  in 
country  towns.

The  point  is  well  expressed  in  this 
paragrai)h  from  a  recent  issue  of  St. 
Louis  Interstate  Grocer:.. ".I  camel 
yfoes  eight  days  without  water  but  who 
wants  to  be  a  camel  ? 

A  Chinaman  keeps  his  laundry  open 
twenty  out  of  twenty-four  hours  each 
Jay,  but  who  wants  to  be  a  Chinaman  '.' 
Some  grocers  open  at  five  in  the  morn- 
ing and  keep  opan  until  eleven  at 
night,  but  who  wants  to  he  a  slave  J" 


We  plant  our  crops,  cultivate  them 
and  wait  results.  We  insure  our 
stocks  and  homes  and  wait  results. 
We  invest  our  moneys  in  lands,  stocks, 
bonds,  or  cotton  futures  an/1  wait  re- 
sults. We  secure  a  location  and  stock 
our  stores,  hire  our  help  and  try  to 
force  results,  if  we  have  not  patience 
to  wait  for  them.  But  when  we  join 
the  association  some  of  us  seem  to 
think  the  older  members  ouglii  to 
shake  the  association  bush  and  ruin 
their  hats  full  of  dollars  riffht  now. 


The  upward  movement  iu  the  price 
of  olives  is  attributed  to  reports  of  a 
short  crop  following  a  small  output 
last  year,  which  would  leave  the  mar- 
ket destitute  of  a  surplus  to  carry  the 
trade  over  to  the  1907  crop.

"Whenever  or  wherever  the  article 
is  cut,  it  soou  spreads  and  demoralizes 
the  i)r!ce\in  all  adjacent  territory. 

"Wheneter  a  manufacturer  loses  in- 
tt-rest  iu  the  maintenance  of  a  reason- 
ahle  profit  for  distribution  of  his 
wares,  the  retail  grocer  should  imme- 
dialely  lose  his  interest  in  that  tnanu- 
facturer's  goods,  and  as  far  as  possi- 
ble cease  to  push  their  sale. 

"  The  manufacturer  is  looking  for  a 
market  for  his  goods,  and  when  he 
learns  that  you  are  not  going  to  han- 
dle them  unless  yoti  are  assured  of  a 
fair  profit,  he  will  find  the  means  to 
give  you  that  profit.  The  past  policy 
of  the  retail  grocer  has  been  to  say  to 
the  manufacturer  when  he  approached 
him  with  his  wares:  "You  create  the 
demand  and  I  will  handle  the  goods." 
This  policy  of  the  retailer  has  been 
so  universal  that  manufacturers  do 
not  any  longer  appeal  to  the  retailer, 
hut  appeal  to  the  consumer  to  ask  for 
his  goods,  and  many  millions  of  dol- 
lars necessary  to  pay  for  the  proper 
distribution  of  these  goods  is  now 
recklessly  wasted  iu  advertising  to 
create  a  demand  among  the  consumers. 
This,  to  my  notion,  is  very  poor  busi- 
ness for  the  retailer.  Every  retail 
grocer  v.-ho  is  a  salesman  and  who  has 
the  confidence  of  his  csutomers  can 
sell  a  meritorious  article  and  make  a 
jirofit,  without  expensive  advertising 
schemes.

he  stated  that  the  cutter  in  reply  to  a 
manufacturer  who  gently  remonstrat- 
ed with  him  for  cutting  the  price  of 
his  goods,  replied: 

"My  ^competitors  have  disapproved 
of  my  business  methods,  so  have  the 
wholesalers,  and  now  you  take  up  the 
matter     and     reprove     me.  With 
these     combined     interests  against 
me    I  have-  come    to    the  conclu- 
sion   that    I    must     be    wrong  and 
from  now  on  I  have  decided  to  cut  i 
out  all  my  former  practices  of  i)rice- 
cutting  and  hope  to  regain  the  friends  j 
I  have  lost  by  my  past  methods,  and 
in  the  meantime  make  a  little  money  | 
for  myself  instead  of  making  myself  a  i 
packhorse  for  an  ungrateful  and  un-| 
appreciative  public."  |

I  would  also  recommend  for  favor- 
able consideration  the  appointment  of 
what  might  l)e  termed  a  sifiin.g  com- 
mittee foi-  qach  association.

gently.

He 
wore  a  pair  of  cheaj)  socks  so  lout!

When  T  was  in  there  this  clerk  waf 
waiting  on  a  lady.  As  she  stood  at  th( 
counter  there  was  a  Ceylon  tea  sigr 
.just  over  her  head.  The  lady  was  buy- 
ing tea. 

"I've  often  thought  I'd  try  that  Cey- 
lon tea,"  I  heard  the  lady  say.  "What'; 
the  difference  between  it  and  the  regu- 
lai-  black  tea  I  always  get  ?" 

"There  ain't  no  difference  that  1 
know  of,  ma'am,"  answered  the  sock^ 
—  1  mean  the  clerk — "except  that  one 
comes  from  one  place  adn  the  otbei 
from  another."

Maybe  it's  because  tliey  go  into  the 
grocery  business  a  good  deal  more 
seriously  than  we  do  here. 

Over  thdre  the  grocery  busines.s  is 
a  career. 

Here  it  is  a  livelihood. 

See  here,  i  think  I  know  a  bil  about 
the  grocery  business  myself,  though 
perhaps  not  enough  to  make  my  hcail 
hard  to  hold  up.  All  I  know  I've  ab- 
sorbed by  knocking  up  against  the 
business,  not  because  I've  ever  been  in 
it,  except  for  a  few  months  as  a  hoy.

Cable  advices  from  Smyrna  continue 
to  report  an  excited  market  for  figs, 
and  it  is  reported  that  some  shipi)ers 
are  trying  to  make  cash  settlements 
with  buyers,  being  unable  to  get  the 
goods  to  fill  contracts.  Some  advices 
state  that  the  packing  houses  are 
closing  for  the  season,  indicating  that 
the  crop  is  about  all  in. 


According  to  the  "American  Gtocer", 
the  indications  are  that  the  Indiana 
tomato  pack  will  exceed  the  7!)9,404 
cases  turned  out  in  that  state  last 
year,  that  Utah  will  be  good  for  ten 
times  the  output  of  1905,  while  Mis- 
souri will  multiply  its  1905  pack  ten 
times. 


Commenting  upon  estimates  of  the 
tomato  pack,  the  Chicago  "Canner" 
ranges  itself  with  those  who  believe 
that  it  will  be  larger  than  last  year's. 
It  says:  "The  Western  States  cer- 
tainly have  packed  more  tomatoes  than 
last  season.  Indiana's  pack  is  larger, 
and  there  is  a  general  increase 
througout  the  West  as  far  as  Utah, 
which  will  pack  a  number  of  limes 
over  more  tomatoes  than  last  year, 
when  Utah's  packers  practically  sus- 
pended operations  because  of  the 
heavy   surplus  caiuied  over  in  that 


state  from  the  pack  of  1904.  The 
Eastern  tomato  canning  states  as  a 
whole  have,  without  doubt,  put  up 
more  tomatoes  than  a  year  ago.  Bal- 
timore City  has  made  a  much  larger, 
pack.  The  "Canner"  entertains  no 
doubt  about  the  ]iack  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  the  1905  production,  but 
unless  consumption  is  checked  by  high 
prices  the  demand  will  be  very  large, 
for  the  bare  condition  of  jobbers'  ware- 
houses and  retailers'  shelves  means 
that  the  hole  to  be  filled  is  perhaps 
the  biggest  ever  known.  Normal  con- 
sumption absorbs  annually  between 
8,000,000  and  9.000,000  cases." 


There  is  almost  a  famine  in  Califor- 
nia dried  fruits  in  New  York,  owing  to 
the  close  clean-up  of  1905  stock  and 
the  slow  arrival  of  new  crop  goods. 
The  demand  is  chiefly  for  prunes, 
which  sell  as  fast  as  they  arrive  at 
prices  close  up  to  the  nominal  spot 
quotations. 


The  condition  of  the  crop  of  walnuts 
in  the  Grenoble  district  is  said  to  be 
better  than  jireviously  reported.  The 
quality  will  be  better  than  last  year 
according  to  these  advices  and  the 
size  of  crop  promises  to  exceed  recent 
estimates.

President  Doyle  told  o£  the  evsnts 
of  the  Convention  and  said  that  he 
was  glad  to  see  the  grocers  of  the  in- 
terior take  ui),  actively,  a  part  of  the 
work  of  directing  the  State  organi- 
zati(  n. 

G.  W.  Caswell  of  the  firm  of  Geo.  W. 
Caswell  &  Co.,  whose  buir.iness  is 
made  uu  almost  entirely  of  supplying 
route  men,  api)eared  before  the  meet- 
ing in  order  to  ask  that  the  retail 
grocery  trade  should  give  his  firm  con- 
sideration in  the  purchase  of  teas  and 
coffees.  He  explained  that  he  de- 
sired to;  do  a  strictly  wholesale  busi- 
ness, and  woiild  do  such  a  business  as 
soon  as  he  could.  He  asked  that  the 
ban  of  disa))proval  bs  reraoved  from 
his  house  and  promised  to  show  the 
grocers  at  the  end  of  a  year  that  he 
would  help  those  grocers,  who  ,were 
willing  to  give  him  trade,  how  they 
could  take  away  the  business  of  the 
route  men,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  he  would  be  willing  to  give  up 
the  route  business  entirely. 

Ali'iiibors  Join  Discussion. 
Mr.  Caswell  was  listened  to  respecl- 
fully,  and  on  his  departure  the  matter 
was  freely  discussed.  Messrs  Buck- 
ley, Zett,  Edlin,  Connolly,  Doyla,  and 
King  spoke.  There  was  a  general  con- 
sensus of  opinion  that  if  jMr,  Caswell's 
proposition  were  complied  with,  the 
grocers  would  be  committing  an  act 
unfair  to  themselves,  and  to  the  firms 
who  had  heli-'ed  them  for  many  years 
past.

Gleanings  From  Reports  of  Orgauiza- 
tions  All  Over  the  Country. 


HOW  SEATTLE  WORKS. 


Secretary  Higgins  Tells  of  tlie  Pro> 
gress  of  Northern  Association. 


(By  .J.  J.  Higgins) 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  a  detailed 
report  of  the  doings  of  the  Seattle 
Association  for  the  past  year.  There 
have  been  about  the  usual  number  of 
changes  among  the  grocery  firms  of 
the  city  and  as  a  result  we  have  lost 
many  old  and  loyal  members.  It  has 
only  been  by  the  most  diligent  and 
persistent  work  that  we  have  been 
able  to  keep  up  our  membership  to 
the  normal  size,  but  we  have  been  able 
to  do  this  and  show  an  increase  of 
fourteen  members  over  last  year. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  ten- 
dency not  only  in  our  Association 
but  in  others  in  this  state  and  else- 
where to  pile  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
secretaries  more  work  than  they  can 
successfully  carry  out  for  the  Asso- 
ciation or  in  justice  to  themselves. 
Were  ten,  of  our  members,  whom  1 
might  name,  to  cease  their  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  Association,  it  would 
surely  go  down,  and  yet  three  hundred 
seventy-five  grocers  iu  Seattle  are 
reaping  the  rewards  of  associated  ef- 
fort. 


Oflicers  Need  Eiicouragemeiit. 

A  few  days  ago  I  complained  of  this 
fact,  and  one  grocer  who  used  to  at- 
tend very  regularly,  but  now  seldom 
comes,  said,  "Everything  is  moving 
along  smoothly.  Wait  till  our  profits 
are  seriously  threatened  or  some 
business  cloud  arises,  and  you  will 
see  us  flocking  to  the  fold  as  of  old." 

It  may  be  all  right  for  members  to 
look  at  the  matter  from  this  stand- 
point, but  I  want  to  say  to  all  ^uch 
it  is  discouraging  and  depressing  to 
the  officers. 

We  have  exhausted  every  method 
known  to' us  to  increase  the  average 
attendance  at  the  meetings,  but  with 
indifferent  success.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  the  members  who  do 
attend  are  among  the  best  and  most 
successful  engaged  in  the  business. 
In  fact  I  might  say  with  one  or  two 
exceptions  they  are  about  the  only 
ones  who  are  making  anything  out 
of  their  business.  They  ftioet,  swap 
knowledge  and  experience  and  are 
thus  better  fitted  to  defend  them- 
selves against  their  numerous  dif- 
ficulties. 

Manufacturers  Maiutuiii  Prices. 

One  year  ago  our  Association  took 
up  the  matter  of  advocating  and  push- 
ing the  goods  upon  which  the  manu- 
facturer fixed  and  maintained  prices. 
The  result  of  our  efTorts  along  that 
line  has  been  to  secure  the  active  co- 
operation of  about  forty  maunfactur- 
ers  and  protection  on  several  hundred 
■  different  items.  While  some  of  these 
manufacturers  attempted  to  carry  out 
this  idea  very  reluctautly  others  were 
enthusiastic.  The  enthusiastic  ones 
were  expecting  a  great  and  rapid  in- 
crease in  their  business  while  the  re- 
luctant ones  were  not  counting  so 
much  on  the  increase  of  sales  but 
feared  they  would  be  given  great 
trouble  in  protecting  their  prices  from 
pronounced  price-cutters.  The  ex- 
perience of  neither  party  has  been 
what  they  expected. 

Cutting  Not  Serious. 

The  increase  in  sales  has  been  slow 
but  in  the  main  satisfactory.  While 
price-cutters  caused  some  troul)le,  it 
was  not  as  bad  as  expected,  and  when 
it  did  occur  the  spirit  of  fairness  dis- 
played by  both  the  cutter  and  the 
Association  members  towards  the 
manufacturer  who  was  fairly  trying 
to  protect  his  goods,  was  a  distinct 
revelation.  While  the  manufacturer 
was  expecting  to  find  both  sides  dis- 
satisfied, the  reverse  was  the  case  in 
most  instances.  True  there  were 
some  unreasoning  ones,  but  not  near 
the  number  that  were  looked  for. 

We  have  five  large  department 
stores  handling  groceries  in  our  city, 
and  if  it  were  not  for  the  help  of  the 
manufacturers  and  co-operation  of  the 
wholesalers  you  can  all  figure  out  the 
demoralization  there  would  be  in  gro- 
cery prices  in  Seattle. 

Several   manufacturers     who  were 
slow  to  take  hold  of  the  matter  in 
]  the  start  have  signified  their  willing- 


ness lately  to  give  It  a  trial  and  oth- 
ers are  preparing  to  cover  a  broad- 
ed  field. 

Grocers  Can  Hfl|i. 

Every  grocer  can  help  the  cause  by 
giving  preference  to  the  articles  that 
assure  them  a  profit.  We  arc  satlH- 
fled  it  is  the  safest  and  moHt  j)rac- 
tical  solution  to  control  price-cutting 
yet  devised.  And  If  our  grocers  will 
push  the  sale  of  such  goods  as  are 
|)roperly  protected  there  is  no  ques- 
tion but  what  the  policy  Is  de8tlne<l  to 
spread  and  grow,  and  to  afford  the 
ultimate  solution  to  the  fundamental 
evil  of  the  grocery  business,  Inade- 
quate profits. 

I  can  fairly  say  in  conclusion  and 
as  a  summary  of  past  experience  that 
every  day  we  become  more  firmly 
convinced  that  close  organization 
among  retail  grocers  Is  an  absolute 
essential  to  successful  business  and 
our  duty  should  be  to  arouse  the  dor- 
mant and  indifferent  to  Its  benoflls.

Makers  are  Chanirintf  their  >am<-  to 
Comply  With  the  Federal  Law. 


The  Federal  food  law  will  necessi- 
tate a  radical  change  on  the  part  of 
several  condensed  milk  manufacturerB. 
who  have  for  years  sold  their  product 
as  "evaporated  cream  "  This  waa  a 
misnomer,  since  all  of  these  brands 
were  simply  evaporated  milk. 

Some  of  the  largest  concerns  who 
have  followed  this  practice  have  al- 
ready changed  their  name  and  will 
henceforth  call  their  brand  "evaporat- 
ed milk."  A  factor  which  Is  more 
necessary  than  it  would  otherwise  be. 
is  the  standard  which  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  has  adopted  for  con- 
densed milk.  This  was  contained  In 
official  circular  No.  19.  dated  June  26. 
1906.  and  read  as  follows: 
''Condensed  milk,  evaporated  milk  In 
milk  from  which  a  considerable  jMir- 
tloii  (if  Mater  has  Im  ch  <  uiporiil»(I  and 
contains  not  less  than  L'^  per  r»nl  of 
milk  solids,  of  >^hlrh  not  le«<,  tluD 
27".  per  cent  Is  milk  fat." 

There  are  said  to  l>e  several  brands 
of   condensed   milk   on   the  market 
whose  strength  falls  considerably  I" 
low  this  standard. — Grocery  World  .

sociations  in  closer  touch.  He  sug- 
gested that  each  Association  should 
be  notified  of  those  things  which  the. 
convention  had  devised — sliould  be 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  afRl- 
iating  Associations,  and  that  the  call 
for  per  capita  of  the  National  Associa- 
tions should  also  be  sent  out. 

He  suggested  that  plans  should  be 
di'awn  at  once  for  the  organizing  of 
various  sections  of  the  State.

Schilling  &  Co.  had  not  received  the 
consideration  from  the  convention; 
that  llieii-  work  to  secure  the  main- 
tenance of  prices  warranted,  since  this 
firm  were  clearl.y  pioneers  in  that 
movement. 

Credit  I'or  IScIiilliiig'. 

11.  lUiuch  of  Aiameda,  a  membei'  of 
the  old  f?oard,  and  a  Director  of  the 
Pncific  Coast  Grocers'  Association, 
said  that  it  was  results  that  the  organ- 
ization was  after.  He  thought  that  full 
credit  should  be  given  to  those  firms 
which  were  prepared  to  maintain  the 
retail  sellin.u;  jjrice  of  their  goods, 
without  regard  to  the  i)articular 
method  that  might  be  employed,  pro- 
vided the  methods  were  practical  and 
effective. 

Ml-.  Aubry  of  Stockton  thought  that 
the  lirm  of  A.  Schilling  and  Co.  should 


be  recognized  above  all  for  their  work 
in  maintaining  prices.  A  motion  to 
send  that  firm  a  letter  of  appreciation 
was  carried. 

Mr.  AubuV  stated  that  the  firm  of  i 
.1.  A.  Folger  &  Co.  were  also  main- 
taining prices  in  Stockton.  President 
.lost  stated  tliat  there  was  consider- 
able trouble  in  Sacramento  because 
thai;  firm  allowed  certain  grocers  to 
give  trading  stamps  with  their  goods, 
thus  allowing  them  to  be  sold  at  a  cut 
price. 

Want  Prices  Maiutaiiied. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
communicate  with  J.  A.  Folger  &  Co. 
and  ask  them  to  establish  the  follow- 
ing minimum  retail  selling  price  on 
their  Baking  Powder:  %'s,  25c;  I's, 
4.JC.;  'ZVsS,  $1.00;  5"s,  $1.90;  and  that 
they  insist  that  this  should  be  the 
minimum  price  and  that  trading 
stamps  and  discount  checks  should 
not  be  permitted,  to  be  given  at  these 
prices. 

Secretary  Connolly  was  also  in- 
structed to  write  to  every  manufactur- 
er of  creams,  requesting  that  a  proper 
minimum  sale  price  be  fixed  on  the 
various  creams. 

President  .lost  Advises. 

President  .lost  presented  various 
suggestions,  among  other  things  he 
suggested  that  committees  be  ap- 
pointed on  "Le.gislation,"  "Mainten- 
ance of  Prices,''  and  "Or.ganization." 

The  Board  followed  these  sugges- 
tions. 

The  chairman  appointed  the  follow- 
ing committees; 

"Legislation"  —  Doyle,  chairman. 
Pearson,  AVarnke,  Dustin,  Connolly. 


"Maintenance  of  Prices"  —  Duncan, 

chairman,  JMottaz,  Aubury,  Doyle, 
King. 

Both  committees  were  given  full 
power  to  act. 

The  committee  of  organization  was 
not  named  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Duncan  of  Oakland  called  the 
attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  tiiat 
the  Board  Pharmacy  was  holding  its 
monthly  meeting  at  92.5  Golden  Gate 
Avenue.  He  informed  the  Board  that 
the  Druggists  Avould  be  glad  to  co- 
operate with  the  retail  grocers  in  se- 
curing a  proper  pure  food  law. 
Secretary  Connolly  was  instructed  to 
confer  with  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

President  Jost  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  required  that  the  Treasurer  find 
Secretary  be  placed  under  bonds.  The 
Directors     decided    that     the  bonds 
should  be  $1,000  for  each  and  to  al- 
low them  to  give  personal  bonds, 
i     It  was  decided  to  hold  the  November 
\  meeting  of  the  Directors  in  the  City 
!  of  Stockton. 

:  The  meeting  then  ad.iourned.

MOLASES. 
riiiMelitliia,    Fa.  Oct.  Stii.  —  The

"Communications  from  Xew  Orleans 
state  that  owing  to  unfavorable  weath- 
er, there  would  probably  be  a  short- 
age of  15  to  2p  per  cent  in  the  coming 
crop  of  Molasses.  Prices  have  al- 
ready started  out  on  a  level  higher 
than  last  year." 

TEA. 

>'cw  York,  Oct.  J)th.— N.  Nakomura. 
a  member  of  one  of  the  largest  tea 
firms  of  Japan,  in  an  interview  with 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  says: 

"In  Japan  the  present  prices  asked 
for  our  teas  are  regarded  as  being  .iust 
about  right.  Last  year  there  was  no 
profit  for  anyone  engaged  in  the  tea 
business.  Although  the  croi)  this  year 
was  short  the  export  to  the  United 
States  and  Canada  was  much  smaller 
proportionately  than  in  previous  years, 
for  two  reasons.  The  demand  from 
Ihe  interior  of  Japan  for  medium  grade 
teas,  although  high-grade  are  used 
chiefly,  is  largely  increased  this  year. 
Also,  more  low  grade  teas  than  ever 
Ueforc  were  sluipped  to  Manchuria 
and  Russia.  These  two  teas  interest 
th(!  American  marltet  more  than  any 
other  grades  and  of  course  with  the 
demand  from  the  interior  of  the  coun- 
try, piices  went  up,  and  conditions 
wore  more  strained,  particularly  sincc^ 
the  crop  was  short.  The  same  applies 
to  the  lower  grade  teas,  which  were 
Hhipped  to  Russia  and  Manchuria."

"Aboiit'the  same  liiiio  ii»  iliUs  an- 
nouncement, it  was  ofiici;iily  stated 
that  the  Surtax,  (an  additional  ex- 
port tax  to  that  now  existing  in  Brazil 
was  to  be  levied  on  all  Coffees  export- 
ed from  these  sarn^  states  on  and  after 
December  Isf  of  rh.is  wai-,  -  The  Sur- 
tax must  come  out  of  the  Coffee  of  the 
l)Oor  planter,  and  eacli  ijoor  planter, 
realizing  that  noti'.iag  is  certain  but 
dt'ath  and  surtaxes,  not  even  the  ben- 
eficent inlluences  of  the  most  recent 
piui!--.e  of  Valorization.  'Aill  hasten  to 
,^(■1  his  own  i)articular  orree  out  of 
ihe  country  to  avoid  tiiis  new  impost. 
We  must  therefore,  look  for  a  rush  of 
coffee  to  Brazilian  ports  within  the 
next  six  weeks,  such  as  will  make  all 
previous  rushes  look  small  hy  com- 
parison.- 

•■The  trade  must  be  warned,  how- 
ever, not  to  base  Irs  calculations  of  rhe 
size  of  this  new  crop  on  these  receiiits 
alone*  and  without  giving  due  consid- 
ei  atiori  to  the  forces  that  we  spoke  of 
above,  which  are  unduly  pushing  them 
forward.  Unless  they  do  so,  they  will 
be  lefl  into  the  error  of  assuming  that 
we  are  to  deal  this  year  with  a  record 
crop  (say  over  fifteen  and  a  half  mil- 
lion bags)  . and  when  tl.ey  find — :as.  we 
believe  they  will — that  the  crop  is 
two  million  bags  short  of  such  expec- 
tations, they  will  be  likely  to  go  to  the 
other  extreme  and  unwittingly  join  the 
association  of  philanllnophists  that  is 
boosting. ])rices  for  the  benefit  of  the 
l)Oor  Brazilian  planter. 

■The  visible  supply  during  the  month 
of  Septeml)er  alone  has  increased  1,- 
100,0(ji),  bags,  being  the  largest  in- 
crease for  any  one  month  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  cc.Tee  Intsiness. 

"The  most  important  of  influences 
affecting  coffee  is  the  entrance  into  the 
ma-rlfot  and  to  its  support,  of  the  emi- 
n'Mitly  able  and  financially  po-werl'ul 
combination  of  merchants  of  world- 
wide rei)utation  here  and. abroad,  who 
have  succeeded,  almost  by  the  mere

Several  mills  have 
shut  down  on     account    of  lack  of  j 
Kou.!i,h  sni)iily,  and  the  limited  offer- 1 
iuKs  of  Cleaned  are  quickly  taken  at  i 
full  ])ricos.    In  thai  interior  — South- 1 
west  Louisiana  and  Texas — Rough  is 
coming  in   slowly,     harvesting  and 
threshing  being    retarded    by  rains. 
Demand  is  active;  brisk  comiietition 
for  Rough  Rice  has  run  prices  up  to 
record  figures,  and  Cleaned  is  being 
sold  ten  to  fifteen  days  in  advance  of 
turnout. 

"Cables  and  correspondence  from 
abroad  note  strong  tone  on  all  styles." 

DKIEI)  FIUITS. 

Dwindling  stocks  here,  practically 
l)are  markets  elsewhere,  shipping 
troubles  galoi-e,  all  conspire  to  force 
prices  up  another  notch  this  week  on 
practically  the  whole  line  of  dried 
fruits,  'Cots  are  getting  so  scarce  and 
so  high  that  their  jirice  will  preclude 
any  further  business  being  done  with 
them.  Peaches  show  every  reasonable 
indication  of  further  advances  with 
Standards  at  10%  to  10  %  cents  from 
first  hands.  Dried  apples  are  climbing 
in  sympathy  with  the  other  lines. 

Prunes — Prunes  are  thoroughly  on 
their  feet  now,  and  while  deliveries 
are  coming  in  above  what  was  esti- 
mated, still  all  things  point  to  a 
stronger  and  highei-  market  later  on; 
such  a  condition  largely  resulting  fi'om 
the  scarcity  and  high  prices  of  peaches 
and  'cots.  Large  sizes  are  veiy 
hard  to  locate  except  at  a  price.  The] 
scarcity  in  boxed  is  becoming  very 
serious  and  the  end  is  not  yet.  It  is 
a  safe  time  to  buy. 

Italsins — Here  we  have  the  advance 
of  the  week.  Fancy  seeded  goods  are 
now  worth  7  to  TVi  cents  per  pound, 
with  the  latter  price  the  most  likely 
one.  This  has  been  a  great  year  for 
the  stubborn  grower — the  price  start- 
ing in  at  3  cents  in  the  sweat-box  and 
now  hovering  around  4^4  'ind  4%  cts. 
However,  but  a  veiy  small  poi'tion  re- 
mains ill'  the  hands  of  the  growers 
All  indications  point  to  a  i)ractical 
(jlcan-uii  by  Jannai'y  1st,  so  the  sooner 
season's  lequiremenls  are  secured,  the 
l^ptter  for  those  concerned.    The  box

"The  entire  East  is  bare  of  raisins, 
and  there  is  not  a  market  that  is  iioi 
waitin.g  anxionsl.\'  for  the  llrst  ar- 
rivals. Estimates  made  by  the  best 
;inthorities  leave  out  of  a  probable 
croi)  (jf  4.j,00U  tons  not  over  2.(ii)(i  tons 
in  the  hands  of  growers  thai  are  not 
covered  by  contracts.  In  addition  to 
the  demand  from  Englnnd,  Canada  is 
reported  to  have  been  a  freer  buyer  of 
loose  and  la>  er  raisins  than  in  former 
years,  and  some  orders  have  been  l  e- 
ceived  from  (Germany  for  Sultanas." 


M'TS. 

Wiilnuts  are  coming  in,  but  slowly. 
The  crop  this  year  in  not  as  large  as 
last  a    third,   but   the  increased 

acreage  makes  up  the  difference  in 
the  total  output.  First  hands  are  clear 
of  supplies.  Number  1,  soft  shell,  are 
worth  about  12 14  cents  from  Asso- 
ciation warehouses  in  the  South— this 
being  a  high  figure. 

Almonds  are  quotable  at  ITVi-lSV^ 
cents  for  Nonpaiiel  and  other  grades 
in  proportion. 

FILBERTS. 

Treldzouo,  Turkey,  Sept.  L'»— U.  S. 

Consul  Milo  A,  Jewett  writes: 

"This  market  exported  to  America 
Filberts  valued  at  $45,726  shelled  and 
$4,995  unshelled  last  year.  The  crop 
now  being  gathered  is  somewhat  less 
than  last  year's  ,  although  the  qual- 
ity is  good.  The  ))rice  of  shelled  nuts 
is  advancing.  It  is  thought  that  the 
price  of  shelled  will  go  over  $12  per 
hundred  weight  this  year  as  against 
$8.25  to  $9.60  during  the  last  twelve 
months.

"The  olive  market  is  going  from  itad 
lo  worse.  As  recently.  rei)orted,  small 
sizes  have  already  advanced.  With  the 
advance  in  small  sizes  came  the  inti- 
mation that  large  sizes  would  probably 
have  to  ioHovv  within  a  few  weeks. 
Information  was  received  duiing  the 
week  that  the  large  packers  of  olives 
were  now  preparing  a  new  jirice-list 
which  would  show  advances  not  only 
in  I't.he  small  sizes,  but  in  large  sizes 
also.  In  Spain  olives  are  being  quoted 
at  the  hi.ghest  prices  on  record.  The 
cro])  is  very  light  and  prices  will  pi'ob- 
ably  remain  firm,  with  still  furthei'  ad- 
vances, for  the  next  twelve  or  fifteen 
months."

Supplies  in  first  hands  continue  to 
decrease  and  the  season's  pack  can 
scarcely  be  said  to  be  in  the  control  of 
the  canners  at  all.  Assortments  are 
impossible  to  secure.  Packers  are  now- 
experiencing  extreme  difficult.v  in  mak- 
in.s?  shipments  on  account  of  the  scar- 
cit.v  of  box  shook  combined  with  car 
shortage  and  slow  label  deliveries. 
An  indication  of  higher  prices  ruling 
for  the  pack  of  1907  lies  in  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  American  Can  Com- 
l)an.v  on  the  22nd  inst.,  that  a  sub- 
stantial advance  would  be  made  in  the 
l)rice  of  most  of  ifs  products  because 
of  the  advance  in  raw  materials.  In 
soine  cases  the  abvance  is  equal  to 
25  per  cent.  Of  course  this  may  be 
offset  by  lower  prices  on  fruit. 

>ow  York,  Oct.  lOtii. — Special  cor- 
res|)ondent  of  "The  Trade"  reports: 

"Demand  for  all  descriptions  is  ac- 
tive and  under  small  supplies  in  first 
hands  the  tone  of  the  market  is  strong 
and  prices  are  advancing.  Inquiry  for 
extra  standard  apricots,  2V2S  is  in  ex- 
cess of  the  supply.  The  shortage  of 
stocks  in  .iobbers"  hands  here  is  attri- 
buted in  part  to  the  failure  of  goods  to 
arrive  which  were  shipped  sometime 
ago.  Car  shortage  is  assigned  as  the 
reason." 

(  AXXET)  rEACHES. 
Baltimore.  31.  D..  Oct.  l-2th.— The 

"Trade"  reports:

Our  canners  are  now  working  "tooth 
and  toe-nail"  on  tomatoes  and  all 
present  indications  lead  observers  to 
believe  that  the  largest  pack  in  the 
history  of  the  State  will  be  packed  this 
year,  despite  the  fewer  canneries, 
brought  about  through  the  fire.  The 
excess  may  amount  to  2-50,000  cases 
which  will  bring  the  pack  up  to  nearly 
1,000,000  cases.  However,  the  size  of 
the  i)ack  has  caused  no  apparent  weak- 
enin.g  in  prices,  owing  to  hard  frost 
in  the  East  last  week.  The  frost  was 
SI)  heavy  that  the  tomatoes  on  the 
viiK^.s  were  frozen  solid.  However,  we 
of  California,  must  be  on  our  guard — 
the  nights  and  early  mornin.gs  are 
getting  quite  crisp  lately,  and  the  first 
frost  settles  the  tomato  industry,  in- 
dustry until  next  season.  The  East- 
ern corn  market  holds  firm  at  recent 
qiu)talions,  but  there  are  some  wild- 
cat canneries  who  have  goods  which 
will  not  meet  with  the  requirements  of 
1)u"  new  Pure  Food  Law  and  who  arc 
thf-rofore  selling  at  very  low  figures. 
Therefore,  lookout  for  corn  whidi  is 
too  cheap  to  be  safe.  Eastern  string- 
beans  and  peas  are  next  to  inipossilile 
to  get  at  any  figure  frcun  first  haud.s, 
ami  the  market  is  firm  and  advancing.

Soiiio  Sugg'pstions  For  the  Ooiisldera- 
tion  of  Store  Assistants. 


"Beware  of  copying  great  men's 
faults  !" 

This  has  been  said  as  a  warning  to 
beginners  in  litreature. 

The  admonition  has  its  place,  how- 
ever, as  a  warning  to  us  in  our  daily 
work  around  the  grocery  store. 

If  you  notice  that  "the  old  man,"  is 
lax  in  his  treatment  of  customers  or 
over-punctilious  about  getting  away  to 
his  meals  exactly  on  time — with  prob- 
ably a  corresponding  laxity  about 
getting  back  promptly — do  not  jump  to 
the  conclusion  that  you  can  do  that 
also.  It  is  desirable  that  your  meals 
should  be  had  regularly;  but  do  not 
"break  things  off  short"  with  a  cus- 
tomer, or  otherwise  emphasize  your 
own  needs  or  importance  in  order  to 
get  home  promptly. 

How  a  Sale  Was  Lost. 

Some  time  ago  a  lady  was  looking 
at  some  crockery  in  a  large  grocery 
store.  The  store  is  kept  by  two  part- 
ners, an  older  and  a  younger  man. 
The  older  man  was  waiting  on  the  lady 
and  showing  her  the  dishes  of  which 
she  was  selecting  an  assortment 
amounting  to  $4 -or  $5.  Happening  to 
look  up,  the  lady  noticed  the  younger 
man  motioning  in  a  suggestive  way  to 
the  older  man  and  indicating  the  clock. 
As  it  was  near  six  in  the  evening,  she 
concluded  they  wanted  to  close,  and 
she  thereupon  suggested  that  she  could 
come  again,  if  they  wanted  to  close. 
But  she  was  assured  that  they  were 
going  to  be  open  all  evening,  and  there 
was  no  hurry.   Thus  she  kept  on  look-

Had  the  younger  man  come  up 
frankly  and  suggested  politely  to  the 
other,  thus:  "Mr.  Griflin,  it  is  your 
time  for  supper,  and,  if  Mrs.  .lenkins 
doesn't  mind,  I'll  go  on  with  her  order 
and  let  you  go,"  all  would  have  been 
well,  and  the  probability  is  that  Mrs. 
.lenkins  would  have  bought  her  crock- 
ery just  as  effectively  from  the  junior 
as  from  the  senior  partner.  It  was  all 
a  breach  of  tact — that  most  valuable 
characteristic  of  the  truly  successful 
salesman. 

It  is  important,  as  I  have  said,  that 
you  should  go  to  meals  on  time.  Well 
do  I  remember  how  often  my  wife  used 
to  ask  me  to  try  to  be  regular  about 
my  meals,  so  she  might  know  how  to 
plan  in  order  to  serve  things  hot.  In 
good  condition;  and  also  in  order  that 
the  family  might  be  together  in  a 
homelike  way  at  this  most  proper  time. 

F  oryears  I  thought  I  could  not  do 
it,  being  accustomed  to  the  old  idea 
that  business  was  of  such  paramoimt 
importance  that  all  other  things  had 
to  fit  into  its  demands.  But  I  finally 
hit  on  a  plan  which  made  all  that  was 
desirable  possible,  and  I  have  kept  to 
it  ever  since.  I  make  it  a  point  to  send 
everyone  to  dinner  just  as  nearly  the 
right  time  as  possible,  by  taking  away 
his  work  in  just  the  tactful  way  in- 
dicated. Then  I  insist  on  every  man's 
getting  back  with  equal  promptness. 
Thus  I  am  ready  to  go  myself  at  the 
proi)er  time. 

Every  clerk  can  work  out  this  of- 
times  vexatious  problem  for  himself 
if  he  will  think  a  little  and  then  talk  it 
over  with  others  and  the  "old  man."

Every  reader  of  the  .idvocate  should 
look  carefully  over  the  following  list 
of  laws  that  the  State  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation proposes  to  introduce  at  the 
next  legislature.  If  any  of  them  "look 
good  to  you,"  we  would  ask  that  you 
write  us  and  tell  us  whether  you  will 
be  willing  to  help  get  them. 

Laws  We  Will  .Vsk  For. 
1st.  Extension  of  the  Statute  of 
Limit<itious  from  two  to  four  years; 
also  that  date  of  the  last  transaction 
shall  l)e  the  date  from  which  statute 
beg:ins  to  operate. 

This  law  would  save  the  mechants 
of  California  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
nually since  now,  each  item  on  an  ac- 
count outlaws  separately,  two  years 
after  it  was  incurred  and  a  payment 
does  not  renew  the  account. 

2d.  A  Pure  Food  law  similar  to 
the  National  Pure  Food  law,  also  re- 
quirius  the  manufacturers'  name  to  be 
attached  to  the  packaire. 

Unless  this  law  is  passed,  much  of 
the  value  of  the  National  Pure  Food 
Law  will  be  lost  to  the  retailers  since 
they  will  still  find  themselves  com- 
pelled to  handle  cheap,  imitation  goods 
of  local  make,  in  which  there  Is  little 
profit  in  order  to  meet  competition. 

3d.  Honest  witrhts  and  nieasnres 
—net  weight  or  measure  to  eoiern. 

This  saves  the  honest  merchant  from 
the  unfair  competition  of  dishonest 
competitors. 

4th.  Dishonest  advertisinu,  such  as 
otTerinf?  froods  not  as  represented. 

This  would  "  draw  the  teeth  "  of  most 
of  the  advertising  of  department  and 
cheap-John  cut-throat  ca.«h  stores.

■  and  determine  whether  any  rilthy.  de- 
composed or  putrid  substance  is  used 
in  their  preparation. 

(b)  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  make  such  inspections  as  often 
as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

RKG  .17 — Mlsbranaing-  . 

(Section  S)  (a)  The  term  "label  ap- 
plies to  any  printed  .pictoral,  or  other 
matter  upon  or  attached  to  any  pack- 
age of  a  food  or  drug  product,  or  any 
container  thereof. 

.  (b)  The  principal  label  shall  consist, 
f'rst.  of  all  words  which  the  food  or 
drug  act,  June  30,  1906,  specifically  re- 
quireSj,  to  wit,  the  name  of  tlie  sub- 
.stance  or  product:  the  name  of  place  o^ 
manufacture  in  the  case  of  food  com- 
pounds or  mixtures;  words  which  show 
that  the  articles  are  compounds,  mix- 
tures, or  blends;  the  words  "com- 
pound," "mixture"  or  "blend";  or  words 
designating  the  suljstances  or  tneir 
derivatives  and  proportions;  required 
to  be  made  in  the  case  of  drugs 
and  foods.  All  these  required  words 
shall  appear  upon  the  principal  label 
with  no  intervening  descriptive  or  ex- 
planatory reading  matter.  Second,  if 
the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and 
place  of  manufacture  be  given,  they 
shall  also  appear  upon  the  principal 
label.  Third,  elsewhere  upon  the  prin- 
cipl  label  other  matter  may  appear  in 
the  discretion  of  the  manufacturer. 

(c)  The  principal  label  on  foods  or 
drugs  for  domestic  commerce  shall  be 
printed  in  English  (except  as  provided 
in  regulation  9)  with  or  without  the 
foreign  label  in  the  language  of  the 
country  where  the  food  or  drug  pro- 
duct is  produced  or  manufactured.  The 
size  of  type  shall  not  be  smaller  tlian 
8-point  (bre^-ieri  caps:  Provided,  That 
in  case  the  size  of  the  package  will  not 
permit  the  use  of  S-point  cap  type  the 
size  of  the  type  may  be  reduced  propor- 
tionally. 

(d)  Descriptive  matter  upon  the  la- 
bel shall  be  free  from  any  statement, 
design  or  device  regarding  the  article 
or  the  ingredients  of  substances  con- 
tained therein,  or  quality  thereof,  or 
place  of  origin,  which  is  false  or  mis- 
leading in  any  particlar. 

(e)  The  form,  character  and  appear- 
ance of  the  labels,  except  as  is  provid- 
ed above  ,are  left  to  the  judgment  of 
the  manufacturer. 

(f)  An  article  containing  more  than 
one  food  product  or  active  medicinal 
agent  is  misbranded  if  named  after  a 
single  constituent. 

(g)  The  term  "design"  'or  "device" 
applies  to  pictoral  matter  of  every  de- 
scription, and  to  abbreviations,  cliarac- 
ters,  or  signs  for  weights,  measures,  oi' 
names  of  substances. 


(Ii)  The  use  of  any  false  of  mislead- 
ing statement  , design  or  device.  Mhall 
not  be  justified  by  any  statement  given 
as  the  opinion  of  an  expert  or  otlier 
person,  appearing  on  any  part  of  the 
label  ,nor  by  any  descriptive  matter 
explaining  the  use  of  the  false  or  mis- 
leading statement,  desigei   or  device. 

(i)  Thb  regulation  regarding  the 
principal  label  will  not  be  enforced  un- 
til October  1,  1907,  in  the  case  of  labels 
printed  and  now  on  hand,  whenever  anv 
statement  therein  contained  wh|i-b  Is 
contrary  to  the  food  and  (]ru«ta  act. 
June  30,  1906,  as  to  characer  of  con- 
tents, sliall  be  corrected  by  a-  .supple- 
mental label,  stamp  or  plaster.

DOWIV  TRADING  STAMPS. 


Alameda  Conuty  Grocers  Prevent  the 
Attempt  to  Re-Establish  These 
Expensive  Pests. 


Oakland,  Calif.,  Oct.  24,  1906. 
To  The    Grocers'    Advocate:— The 

Alameda  County  Retail  Grocers  have 
been  making  strenuous  efforts  to  tight 
the  trading  stamps  in  their  territory, 
and  they  have  been  assisted  by  the 
Merchants'  Exchange.  All  the  large 
grocers,  department  stores,  furnish- 
ing goods  houses  and  other  retailers, 
in  staple  lines,  have  agreed  not  to 
use  stamps,  and  at  the  present  time, 
outside  of  a  few  small,  unimportant 
gi-ocers  in  the  outskirts,  trading 
stamps  are  not  used  in  this  territory. 
The  Merchants'  Exchange  have  taken 
up  the  active  campaign  against  trading 
stamps  in  lines  outside  of  the  grocery 
trade  and  have  secured  the  follovs^ing 
agreement : 

"We,  the  undersigned,  merchants 
and  business  men  o^  Oakland,  Califor- 
nia, hereby  ag'ree  that  for  a  period  of 
two  years  from  October  1st,  1806,  vte 
will  not  give  away,  i)urchase,  donate 
or  accept  trading  stamps  or  any  other 
stamps,  coupons,  receipts,  certificate 
or  any  other  coupons  or  agreements 
that  will  bind  us  to  give  away  a  per- 
centage of  our  receipts  to  a  third 
party." 

The  secretary  of  this  association  was 
instructed  to  write  to  the  Del  Monte 
Milling  Company  of  San  Francisco, 
asking  that  they  adopt  the  Pacific 
Coast  plan  of  placing  a  notice  in  the 
way  of  a  sticker  on  the  outside  of  the 
cases  whereby  they  notify  the  pur- 
chaser that  it  is  a  condition  of  sale 
that  the  purchaser  must  agree  to  and 
maintain  the  retail  selling  prices  of 
the  Del  Monte  Milling  Company  on 
their  goods. 

It  was  further  decided  to  ask  the 
Del  Monte  Milling  Company  to  make 
the  retail  selling  price  as  follows:

The  agitation  started  here  some 
years  ago  to  have  a  law  passed  com- 
pelling packers  to  date .  the  cans  by 
means  of  a  stamp  when  filled,  has 
spread  to  England. 

Some  of  those  inexperienced  in  the 
business  of  canning  claim  there  is 
danger  of  the  meat  dissolving  some  of 
the  lead  in  the  can.  This,  however, 
is  disputed  by  the  old  and  sound  argu- 
ment that  follows,  advanced  by  those 
with  long  experience  in  the  business 
and  by  those  who  have  made  close  ob- 
servations covering  many  years. 

"It  is  a  fact,"  they  say,  "and  no 
amount  of  medical  testimony  can  get 
over  it,  that  no  action  can  take  place 
in  a  can  so  long  as  it  is  airti.ght.  If  it 
is  not  airtight  its  contents  would  spoil 
at  once.  Men  who  have  been  in  the 
trade  for  forty  years  offer  evidence 
that  canned  goods  are  just  as  good 
ten  years  or  longer  after  being  packed 
as  one  year  or  one  month.  Many  of 
these  men  can  produce  tins  of  meat 
and  vegetables  that  were  packed  fifteen 
years  ago,  and  show  that  the  contents 
are  as  sound  as  ever  they  were. 

"Any  bill  that  proposes  to  make  the 
dating  of  canned  goods  compulsory 
will,  of  course,  be  strenuonsly  opposed 
by  these  experts.  They  maintain  that 
it  would  do  immense  harm  to  the  gi- 
gantic industry  without  conferring 
the  remotest  benefit  upon  the  retailer."

SHOULD  PULL  TOGETHER. 

Jobbers  and  Retailers  Can  Both  Profit 
From  State  Association. 


The  jobber  and  the  retailer  should 
pull  together.  This  is  one  thing  that 
a  state  association  of  retailers  can  ac- 
complish. 

The  retailer  considers  the  jobber  his 
friend.  The  jobber  is  his  friend,  and 
as  a  rule  works  for  the  interest  of  the 
retailer,  says  Omaha  Trade  Exhibit. 

The  jobber  and  the  retailer  can 
bring  great  pressure  to  bear  upon  the 
manufacturer.  Manufacturers  should 
not  sell  goods  to  catalogue  houses  that 
do  business  in  direct  competition  with 
retailers.  The  reason  is  simply  that 
it  is  grossly  unfair.  Retailers  and  job- 
bers in  many  lines  are  attempting  to 
induce  manufacturers  in  this  class  to 
reform.  An  earnest  endeavor  is  being 
made  which  must  inevitably  bear  good 
fruit. 

The  jobbers  and  retailers,  when 
pulling  together,  are  too  powerful  to 
be  ignored  by  any  manufacturer,  no 
matter  how  much  disposed  he  may  be 
to  do  so.  .lumping  over  the  head  of 
jobber  and  selling  to  the  retailer  is 
not  right.  But  jumping  over  the 
heads  of  both,  when  they  are  come  to 
an  acknowledged  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  their  interests  are  mutual,  is 
another  proposition,  a  vastly  harder 
one. 

Manufacturers  are  not  weaklings. 
They  possess  a  great  deal  of  strength, 
yet  they  can't  possibly  afford  to  ignore 
both  retailers  and  joljbers,  who  are  far 
too  important  factors  in  the  scheme  of 
distribution.  Jj

FOOD  LAWS  ON  SARDINES 


Twenty  years  or  so  ago,  when  Amer- 
ican sardines  were  first  packed,  tlie 
French  Government  sued  the  Ameri- 
can packers  to  try  and  prevent  them 
from  using  tlie  word  "Sardine"  on  the 
cans.  In  the  Supreme  Court  in  Wash- 
ington it  was  decided  in  favor  of  the 
American  packers,  on  the  ground  that 
the  name  of  "Sardine"  was  taken  from 
the  process  which  was  first  used  on 
the  coast  of  Sardinia,  where  they 
canned  small  fishes  of  the  Pilchard 
family,  by  drying  same  in  the  air  and 
afterwards  frying  the  same  fish  so 
dried  in  boiling  oil. 

Most  of  the  packers  of  American 
sardines  now  simply  steam  their  fish 
and  put  same  in  the  cans. 

We  are  under  the  impression  that 
fish  packed  in  such  a  way  will  not  be 
permitted  to  have  on  the  tins  the 
name  of  "Sardines,"  and  if  so  labeled 
will  be  contrary  to  the  National  food 
law. 

When  the  packing  of  American  sar- 
dines was  first  started,  all  packed 
them  by  the  drying  and  frying  process. 
But  duruing  the  last  ten  years  or 
longer  this  process  has  been  too  slow 
and  expensive.  So  the  packers  took 
to  a  new  way  of  steaming  or  baking 
process  so  they  could  cheapen  and  in- 
crease the  output  of  so-called  sardines. 
— Grocery  World. 


BRANDING  OLIVE  OILS. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture has  received  numerous  complaints 
respecting  the  fraudulent  use  of  names 
of  localities  in  the  branding  of  olive 
oils  coming  to  the  United  States  from 
Italy.  Upon  the  request  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  that  Department  the  Depart- 
ment of  State  issued  the  following  in- 
structions to  our  consular  officers: 

"You  are  instructed  to  report  con- 
cerning the  use  of  fictions  names  of 
firms  or  individuals  manufacturing 
olive  oil  or  other  food  products  in  your 
consular  district  and  the  extent  to 
which  misbranding  of  the  oil  and  other 
food  products  is  carried  on;  and  you 
will  carefully  scrutinize  invoices  cov- 
ering such  merchandise,  and  note  upon 
the  copy  of  the  invoice  intended  for 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  any  in- 
correct statements  which  in  your 
opinion  have  ^en  made,  and  where  the 
cases  are  sufficiently  indicative  you 
will  accompany  the  invoices  with  a 
full  report  of  the  facts." 


Baltimore  advices  report  that  all 
canned  peaches  have  greatly  advanced. 
The  whole  United  States  was  informed 
that  the  largest  peach  crop  gathered 
in  Maryland  for  fifteen  years  would 
be  due  this  season.  Not  one-fifth  of 
what  was  expected  has  been  grown 
and  delivered. 


BAKERS  PROTECT  GROCERS. 

(Continued  from  png-e  5.) 

should  the  time  arise  when  conditions 
would  justify  them  in  again  lowering 
the  price  of  bread  they  would  be  will- 
ing to  do  so. 

The  time  for  allowing  the  retail  gro- 
cers a  better  profit  on  their  bread  is 
now  at  hand. 

The  Master  Bakers'  Association  will, 
beginning  with  Monday,  October  22d, 
give  the  retail  grocers  28  loaves  of 
bread  for  a  dollar,  and  still  refuse  to 
sell  to  retail  dealers  who  do  not  main- 
tain a  5  cents  straight  price,  provid- 
ing the  retail  dealers  will  patronize 
those  bakeries  who  protect  the  retail 
price. 

Grocers  Must  Co-operate. 

There  are  no  bakeries  outside  of  the 
Bakers'  Association  who  protect  the 
retailer.  Unless  the  retail  dealers  pat- 
ronize the  members  of  the  Bakers'  As- 
sociation, the  profit  on  bread  will  be 
reduced  to  20  per  cent,  in  place  of 
40  per  cent,  because  if  no  protection 
is  given,  six  loaves  for  a  quarter  will 
be  the  prevailing  price.  This  will  give 
the  grocer  a  profit  of  four  loaves  on 
the  dollar  instead  of  eight. 

It  is  up  to  the  retailers  whether  they 
will  accept  the  conditions  or  not. 

A  20  per  cent,  profit  on  bread  with 
the  dealer  standing  the  stale  loaves  is 
not  very  attractive.

For  years  one  of  the  leading  staples, 
sugar,  has  been  an  aritcle  tha^  there 
is  little  profit  in  handling,  iiccause  of 
the  inclinaiton  to  use  it  as  a  trade 
drawer.  Another  staple  that  man> 
merchants  make  a  run  on  and  do  a  los- 
ing business  is  package  coffee. 

There  are  established  brands,  the 
prices  of  which  fluctuate.  It  may  be 
said  that  these  brands  are  the  premi- 
um kinds,  tl)e  package  class  that  con 
tain  coupons  or  which  have  a  premium 
value  on  the  trade  mark. 

rrofitless  .Sales  Scare  Trnde. 

One  merchant  who  made  a  prac- 
tice of  handling  Af buckle's  package 
goods,  sold  it  as  a  trade  atlracter.  Hr 
made  no  profit  on  it,  and  sometimes 
sold  it  at  a  loss. 

He  soon  learned  that  he  was  a  loser 
by  his  work,  that  it  was  poor  policy 
to  use  a  coffee  or  ony  other  like  com- 
modity as  an  advertising  game.,  llf 
was  knocking  himself  out  of  i»r«tit> 
tliat  lie  should  have. 

Some  of  his  patrons  would  give  him 
their  profitless  coffee  trade,  and  order 
i^ther  goods  somewhere  else,  as  the\ 
concluded  that  what  he  lost  on  copf 
he  would  make  up  in  some  other  w:' 
He  concluded  that  he  would  throw  (m 
the  package  goods,  the  kind  he  wa.> 
selling  without  profit. 

Trade  Iiikes  (iiiality. 

He  substituted  another  kind  eauail.\ 
as  good,  and  which  he  could  sell  at  thr 
saine  price  and  at  a  fair  margin  of 
gain'.  He  found  that  he  did  m)t  lose 
a  single  customer,  many  of  whom 
were  better  satisfied  with  the  new 
goods,  and  his  trade  in  other  goods  in- 
creased.

Review  of  Conditions  as  Re- 
ported by  Experts  in  Vari- 
ous Centers, 


SUGAR. 

Local  CoiKlitioiis. — No  particular  fea- 
tures of  interest  transjiired  during 
the  week.  The  consumption  certainly 
shows  that  the  population  of  the  state 
is  rapidly  increasing  since  the  April 
disaster.  The  refiners  are  behind  in 
their  orders.  The  beet  sugar  factor- 
ies are  at  work  on  full  time,  and  the 
continued  good  weather  will  enable 
them  to  make  a  record  run.  C.  & 
H.  made  the  price  on  Granulated 
$4.95  on  Saturday,  the  27th  inst. 
are  quiet  at  3  15-16c  for  96  deg.  cen- 
trifugals. * 

New  York,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  16.— M.  G. 
Wanzor  &  Co.,  report: 

"There  has  been  strength  in  the 
raw  market  this  week,  but  the  condi- 
tions have  not  been  such  as  to  instill 
any  well  grounded  hope  of  higher 
prices.  At  the  same  time,  a  good  fair 
business  is  assured  and  there  should 
not  be  any  substantial  decline  for  a 
good  while  yet.  It  is  likely  prices 
will  start  next  season  on  a  basis 
lower  than  today's  quotations.  If  we 
can  get  there  gradually,  so  much  the 
better." 

COFFEE. 

Local  Conditions. — The  destruction 
and  damage  of  much  of  the  local  sup- 
plies at  the  fire  in  the  Haslett  Ware- 
house Co.'s  S.  P.  No.  2,  has  brought 
about  a  stiffness  in  the  local  market. 
There  is  a  tendeoicy  among  those 
who  suffered  loss  in  the  fire  referred 
to,  to  minimize  their  loss,  some  say- 
ing that  the  total  amount  of  coffee 
concei-ned  aggregated  but  1,000  bags. 
This  is  probably  well  under  the  real 
quantity.  All  local  first  hands  are 
running  with  very  low  stocks  and  no 
relief  is  promised  in  this  regard  for 
some  time. 

TEAS. 

^ew  York,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  16.— John  B. 
Brown  &  Co.  report: 

"The  tea  market  seems  to  be  quite 
active;  Japans,  Greens  and  Congous 
have  advanced;  Oolongs  are  steady. 

"For  the  past  two  years  teas  have 
sold  lower  on  the  New  York  market 
than  any  other  in  the  world.  Old 
stocks  are  being  well  used  up  and 
buyers  are  compelled  to  pay  the  ad- 
vance in  securing  new  crop." 
RICE. 

Local  Conditions. — The  rice  situa- 
tion continues  to  be  very  strong.  Con- 
trary to  expectations,  prices  in  the 
South  have  shown  little  indication  of 
weakening  under  opening  quotations 
— on  the  contrary  there  appears  to  be 
a  tendency  to'  advance.    With  such 


conditions  ruling  in  primary  markets, 
and  with  ^le  local  supply  getting  de- 
cidedly short,  |)articularly  in  Domes- 
tic Japans,  prices  are  being  held  up' 
with  firm  hands.    Japans  sold  horel 
this  week  on  a  basis  of  4V4  South 
which,  with  a  freight  rate  of  55  cents 
per  cwt.,  means  $4.80  on  the  tracks 
without  drayage,  insurance,  or  profit 
considered.    Fancy  heads  are  costing 
$0.00  on  the  track,  so  the  price  to  the 
trade  can  be  easily  figured. 
M.  riiillips  &  Co.  report  under  date 
of  Oct.  .",0:  — 

"The  rice  market  remains  firm  at 
prices  quoted  per  our  last  report. 
The  situation  throughout  the  entire 
rice  area  of  the  United  States  at  the 
present  time  is  rather  complex  and 
in  fact  the-  best  statisticians  of  the 
country  are  all  geussing.  Since  Sept. 
26th,.  by  reason  of  storms,  frosts,  ex- 
cessive rains,  etc..  the  situation  has 
changed   so   completely   and  rapidly

Re- 
ceipts are  enlarging,  but  as  nearly 
all  of  such  have  been  sold  for  a 
week  or  two  in  advance  of  arrival, 
spot  stock  is  still  very  scanty.  Ad- 
vance samples  of  goods  "to  arrive" 
during  the  ensuing  week,  show  con- 
siderable advance  in  value  over  pre- 
vious ones,  hence  prices  are  firm  with 
an  upward  tendency.  Buyers  are  giv- 
ing particulai*  attention  to  offerings, 
and  on  account  of  light  supply  every 
day  is  'bargain  day'  in  rice. 

"Advices  from  the  South  note 
steady  market  on  the  Atlantic  Coast. 
At  New  Orleans  several  mills  shut 
down  on  account  of  lack  of  supplies; 
those  running,  find  prompt  sale  for 
•11  of  their  output.  Receipts  of 
Rough  fully  attest  the  injury  to  the 
crop.  Nearly  all  of  the  arrivals  are 
dark  in  color,  rosy  or  red.  In  the 
interior.  Southwest  Louisiana  and 
Texas,  mills  are  slowly  coming  into 
commission.  The  movement  of  Rough 
to  the  milling  centers  limited  and 
tardy  on  account  of  contrary  weather. 
It  is  found  the  recent  equinoctial 
storm  did  much  more  damage  than 
at  first  anticipated,  and  without  doubt, 
has  greatly  lowered  average  quality 
as  Well  as  curtailed  the  yield. 

"Cables  and  correspondence  from 
abroad  note  strong  markets  every- 
where. Generally  unfavorable  con- 
ditions have  prevailed  during  harvest, 
and  yield  greatly  curtailed  all  over 
j^he  world.  Latest  reports  from  Japau 
modify  the  report  of  increased  out- 
put." 

DRIED  IKUIT. 

Local  Conditions. — There  are  no 
changes  to  report  here  this  week. 
Continued  strengthening  of  the  local 
market  epitomizes  the  situation.  The 
Eastern  apple  crop  is  reported  short, 
so  consequent  advances  may  be  look- 
ed for  immediately.  Advices  say  that 
there  will  be  about  50  to  60%  of  a 
full  crop  in  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Virginia,  West  Virginia  and 
Maryland.  New  York  also  runs  short. 
Missouri  will  harvest  an  average  crop. 
The  California  crop  is  reckoned 
"good."  Apricots  are  almost  down 
and  out  for  this  season — not  more 
than  25  cars  being  left  in  the  state. 
Choice  are  worth  from  15  to  16  cents 
in  first  hands.  Peaches  have  proven 
to  be  several  thousand  tons  less  than 
the  early  season  estimates,  a  blight 
being  the  cause  of  the  decreased 
yield.  In  consequence  prices  are  very 
strong,  with  about  100  cars  still  left 
in  the  state.  Pear  growers  harvested 
a  larger  crop  than  usual  this  season,  i 
and  have  secured  good  figures  right  i 
along.  First  hand  supplies  are  so  | 
limited  that  an  estimate  would  be 
valueless. 

Prunes:  From  50  to  65%  of  this 
year's  crop  has  already  been  market- 
ed and  prices  are  growing  firmer  all 
the  time.    The  shortage  in  so  many 


other  varieties  of  cured  fruits,  is  now 
commencing  to  have  an  effect  on  the 
prune  situation,  and,  while  ruinous 
prices  ruled  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  indications  now  are  that  the 
crop  will  pay  very  well  after  all. 

Kalsins:  This  fruit  is  up  to  the 
top  notch.  Not  for  years  and  years 
have  such  prices  been  paid  growers 
as  are  now  ruling  in  and  about  Fres- 
no. On  Monday  of  this  week  5*4  cents 
per  pound  was  paid  for  a  round  lot.  in 
■swea*,-box,  which  should  bring  the 
price  of  16-oz.  Fancy  Seeded  well 
above  8  cents  F.  O.  B.  Fresno.  The 
growers  who  still  hold  goods  know 
that  they  hold  *  the  whip-hand  and 
they  are  now  retaliating  on  their 
packer  friends  for  past  injuries,  when 
conditions  were  not  so  favorable  for 
the  holder.  The  market  is  absolutely 
firm,  the  crop  is  nearly  all  sold,  and 
there  is  no  danger  of  a  drop.  The 


ruination  of  the  foreign  crop  and  the 
coniiilete  clean-up  uf  laut  BeaHuu'ii 
gooilB,  are  the  two  chief  factorti  which 
brought  about  today's  firm  market.

"Heads  I  Win:  Tails  You  Lose''  Policy 
Followed       Many  Packers 

The  Chicago  correspondent  of  the 
"Eli  Grocer"  wrote  that  a  prominent 
broker  said: 

"The  trouble  about  some  of  the 
larger  canneries  is  that  they  do  not 
intend  or  expect  to  make  full  delivery 
on  their  contracts  unless  prices  and 
the  market  go  down  after  contracts 
are  closed.  They  sell  for  beyond  their 
capacity  to  produce  and  rely  upon 
buying  from  other  canneries  if  prices 
decline  in  order  to  make  a  profit. 

"Anything  but  a  full  delivery  or  pay 
a  market  difference  contract  is  a  fool- 
ish thing  for  a  jobber  to  make,  as  he 
always  gets  the  buzzard  while  the 
packer  gets  the  turkey. 

"If  the  market  is  weak  he  gets  all 
he  bought.  If  it  is  strong  and  higher, 
he  gets  80  per  cent  or  60  per  cent  or  a 
lower  percentage  based  upon  the  con- 
tract conditions,  and  the  packer  does 
not  regard  this  kind  of  a  delivery  as 
an  act  of  bad  faith  or  a  dishonest  act. 
It  is  such,  however,  although  the 
packer  has  come  to  believe  that  cus- 
tom, instead  of  a  contract,  controls 
and  that  nearly  all  packers,  when  the 
market  has  advanced,  ship  only  the 
minimum  contract  quantity  and  sell 
the  surplus,  if  any,  at  the  higher 
prices." 

Baltimore  Contract  Plan. 

"Baltimore,  be  it  said  to  her  credit, 
has  the  custom  as  to  contracts  after 
all.  She  makes  a  flat  contract  and 
delivers  all  the  goods,    no  matter 


whether  the  crop  is  long  or  short.  If  | 
she  doesn't  produce  the  goods,  she  [ 
buys  them  and  fills  her  contracts  to ! 
the  case.  j 
Chicago  and  Flat  Contracts.  | 

"There  is  said  to  be  a  movement 
among  the  larger  buyers  of  Chicago 
to  demand  and  accept  only  flat  con- 
tracts next  season  for  a  full  delivery. 
Only  the  contracts  of  packers  of  re- 
liability and  responsibility  will  be  ac- 
cepted, with  a  careful  weeding  out  of 
the  welchers,  who  make  a  practice  of 
delivering  short  whenever  the  market 
advances  even  slightly. 

The  Most  Unsafe  Contract. 

"The  New  York  packers'  contract  is 
the  most  unsafe  of  all.  No  wholesaler 
is  at  all  justified  in  selling  a  case  of 
futures  against  a  New  York  packers' 
contract.  It  is  purely  a  pro  rata  con- 
tract and  the  jobber  is  wholly  at  the 
mercy  of  the  packer,  and  there  are 
some  New  York  packers  who  are  fa- 
mous for  finding  excuses  for  non-de- 
livery of  canned  goods  when  the  mar- 
ket has  advanced."

1st.  i';.\l('!!sl«»n  of  the  Stiidilc  (if 
]/iiiii(;i(ions  from  two  to  four  jcars:

shall  lie  Ihc  «la<('  fr(»iii  which  statute 
bejiiiis  to  ojierate. 

This  law  would  save  the  niechants 
of  Ciilifornia  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
mially  since  now,  each  item  on  an  ac- 
count outlaws  separately,  two  ,\ears 
after  it  was  incurred  and  a  iiayiuent 
does  not  renew  the  account. 

2«r.  A  I'ure  Food  law  similar  to 
the  >atioual  Pure  Food  law,  also  re- 
(juiriii!^-  tiie  manufacturers'  name  to  lie 


attached  to  the  jiackafie. 

Unless  this  law  is  piissed,  much  of 
Ihe  value  of  Ihe  National  Pure  i-^ood 
Law  will  be  lost  to  the  retailers  since 
they  will  still  find  themselves  com- 
pelled to  handle  cheap,  imitation  goods 
of  local  make,  in  which  there  is  little 
pi'ofit  in  order  to  meet  competition. 

Sd.  Honest  wi^ltts  and  measures 
— net  wi'ight  or  jneasiire  to  fi<M«'rii. 

This  saves  the  honest  merchant  from 
the  unfair  competition  of  dislionest 
comiietitors. 

'^4th.  Dishonest  ad>  ertisinfi',  such  as 
offering  goods  not  as  rejiresented. 

This  w«uld  "draw  the  teetli"  of  most 
of  the  advertising  of  depailnient  and 
cheai)-John  cut-throat  cash  stores. 

5tli.  The  Equitable  Process  Laws, 
or  the  Kentuck^v  Colicctiou  law,  and 
Ave  recommend  that  the  secretary 
write  for  copies  of  each. 

AVhile  not  affecting  honest  men  or 


men  who  had  no  means,  this  law  would 
com])el  iKiymont  from  the  dishonest 
man  who  was  able  to  pay  his  bills  but 
refused. 

()th.  lUutiial  lire  iiisuniucc  law,  al- 
lowing merchants  to  form  coniininies 
for  insuring  members  against  loss  by 
lire. 

This  would  give  merchants  insur- 
ance that  would  iilsurc.  It  would 
save  them  the  necessity  of  having  to 
pay  the  losses  incurred  by  the  burning 
of  extra  hazardous  risks  and  would 
save  them  from  25  to  G0%  of  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  their  insurance. 

7th.  A  law  to  prerent  the  dej^osi- 
itin;;-  of  a  few  dollars  in  order  to  over- 
draw the  account,  thus  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  merchants  who  may  cash 
the  checks.

GUARANTY  CLAUSE. 


I'lire  Food  Rciiiilatioii  K\erj  Grocer 
Should  Study. 


The  secretaries  of  agriculture, 
treasury  and  commerce  and  labor 
have  promulgated  the  following  reg>i- 
lations  as  to  utilizing  the  guaranty 
clause  of  the  national  food  law: 

"Keaulati(»n  J).,  la)  No  dealer  in 
food  or  drug  i)roduots  will  be  lialjle 
lo  prosecution  if  he  can  cstabli.«h  that 
the  goods  were  sold  under  a  guaranty 
))y  the  manufacturer  or  dealer  from 
whom  ])urchased. 

"(b)  A  general  guaranty  may  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
by  the  manufacturer  or  dealer  and  be 
given  a  serial  number,  which  number 
shall  appear  on  each  and  every  pack- 
age of  goods  sold  under  such  guaranty 
with  the  words  'guaranteed  under  the 
food  and  drugs  act,  June  .30.  1906.' 

"(c)  The  following  form  of  guar- 
anty is  suggested:

Enovlt'dge  of  Expeusos  Necessary  As 
Initial  Step. 


Wm.  Brewer  writes  the  "Merchant" 
of  Dallas,  Tex.,  as  follows: 

"It  will  pay  every  man  doing  a  gro- 
cery business  to  figure  carefully  for 
himself  and  know  what  he  is  doing,  if 
he  wants  to  make  -money,  and  I  think 
the  real  purpose  of  any  one  going 
into  business  is  to  make  money,  al- 
though it  may  seem  at  times  that  some 
of  them  go  in  with  the  only  purpose  of 
keeping  the  other  fellow  from  making 
it. 

"Below  I  will  give  you  an  estimate 
of  about  the  average  list  of  expenses 
which  would  necessarily  be  incurred 
in  handling  a  business  that  would  re- 
quire an  annual  purchase  of  $40,000, 
or  we  will  say  a  business  selling  as 
much  as  $50,000  per  year.  Of  course 
these  items  of  expense  and  the  cost 
of  same  will  vary  according  to  loca- 
tion and  conditions,  but  you  will  find 
the  average  about  the  same.  Actual 
experience  has  shown  that  a  smaller 
or  larger  business  in  retail  will  re- 
quire proportionately  the  same  ratio 
of  expense.

nurn,  to  say  nothing  of  the  last  items 
mentioned  in  the  list.  Ytiii  hd  doubt 
have  also  observed  that  we  olt^n  suf- 
fer heavy  declines  in  jn-ices  v.'hich 
wo  are  never  able  to  offset  with  the 
advances.  This,  too,  must  be  taken 
into  consideration  as  an  additional 
part  of  the  expense  account  which 
will  carry  the  average  far  above  fif- 
teen per  cent.  So  few  people  figure 
the  percentage  on  the  amount  of 
.goods  purchased  which  is  the  correct 
way  to  arrive  at  the  real  cost  to  do 
business.  Most  of  us  figure  the  per- 
centage on  the  amount  of  our  annual 
sales,  which  is  not  the  correct  way 
to  determine  the  real  percentage  of 
expenses.

But  you  must  remember  fjtet 
the  average  purchaser  of  such  a  bilflp/ 
we  have  taken  for  a  basis  does  not 
buy  more  than  40  to  50  cents  worth  o! 
the  25  per  cent  profit-bearing  class  o! 
?oods.  You  can  readily  see  that  thif 
manner  of  doing  business  is  one  of  the 
main  causes  of  so  many  failures  ir 
business.

Now,  would  any  of  us  go  out  and 
serve  in  any  other  kind  of  business,  or 
State  or  county  office,  or  any  kind  of 
labor  for  so  little  as  we  are  contented 
to  labor  for  in  the  grocery  business? 
I  am  told  that  the  dry  goods  people 
add  20  per  cent  to  their  first  cost  for 
expenses  and  then  figure  profits  on 
top,  of  that  basis.  You  will  observe 
that'  all  druggists,  doctors,  black- 
smiths, barbers,  hotels  and  boarding- 
houses,  skating  rinks,  circuses,  water 
and  light  companies  and  real  estate 
dep.lers  have  fixed  their  pi-ice  on  a 
pi\  |fit  basis  and  are  all  making  money. 
The  farm,er  seeks  the  man  who  will 
give  him  the  most  for  his  product, 
while  we  grocers  seek  the  man  that 
will  take  our  goods  for  the  lowest 
price.

Tliere  will  never  be  a  full  accom- 
j)lisliment  of  the  purpose  of  food  leg- 
it lation,  which  is  to  protect  tJie  con- 
siuuer  from  being  duped  by  fraudu- 
lent and  injurious  products  and  the 
hrnosi  retailer  from  having  to  face 
dishonest  competition,  until  there  is 
l)ractical  uniformity  of  state  and  na- 
tional Ia\v.<. 

The  i!ati(mal  law  applies  to  pro- 
duels  for  interstate  commerce  only. 
It  does  npt  concern  itself  with  goods 
manufactured  and  sold  within  the 
same  state.  The  nationctl  act  ai)i)lies 
only  to  articles  made  in  one  state  and 
sold  in  another. 

If  goods  pass  beyond  the  federal 
.iurisdiction  and  out  of  the  original 
lutckages  in  which  they  are  trans- 
IKjited  and  enter  into  retail  trade 
without  detection,  only  local  author- 
ity can  inlerfere  with  their  sale. 

There  is  a  food  law'in  California, 
but  it  is  allowed  to  go  unenforced. 
This  and  every  other  state  should 
have  a  law  which  can  be  fairly  en- 
forced, witUout  in.iustice  to  either 
manufacturer  or  distributer  and  at 
the  same  time  will  properly  safe- 
guard the  consumer. 

The  requirements  of  the  state  laws 
(liiTer  often  on  unimportant  points, 
sometimes  necessitating  the  packing 
of  an  article  which  is  neither  inju- 
rious nor  fiaudulent  in  several  differ- 
ent ways  and  under  different  labels, 
according  to  the  state  into  which  it 
is  to  be  shipped. 

The  diiferent  state  legislatures  as 
fast  as  they  meet  should  revise  their 
food  laws  to  make  them  substantially  i 
uniform  with  the  new  national  law. 
There  should  be  conformity  on  at 
leasts  all  iiui-ortant  points.  In  this 
way  we  would  have  a  system  which 
v\-ould  be  elTective  throughout  the 
country,  and  that  is  the  very  thing 
wanted.  y '

This  is  the  first  year  for  the  new 
machinery  at  the  shipping  houses  of 
the  Walnut  Growers'  Association.  The 
new  machiijery  includes  apparatus  for 
grading,  blending  and  bleaching  the 
iitits. 

The  sacks  of  walnuts,  which  have 
been  washed  thoroughly,  are  dipiied 
into  a  chemical  bath,  which  lightens 
the  tint  of  the  shells.  This  chemical 
bath  in  no  wise  injures  the  meat  of 
the  nut,  ft  takes  the  place  of  the  pro- 
cess which  the  growers  have  used  for 
ni;in\-  years  in  which  sulphur  largely 
enters. 

After  the  nuts  are  bleached  and 
again  washed,  they  are  carried  by 
means  of  an  elevated  belt  to  big  bins, 
from  which  they  are  sacked,  labeled 
and  shipped. 

The  expense  of  bleaching,  blending 
and  sacking  the  nuts,  with  the  niain- 
tainance  of  the  building,  interest  on 
investment,  etc..  has  averaged  in  this 
association  for  the  past  years  only 
about  1  i)er  cent  of  the  crop  value, 
;ind  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  best  rec- 
ords atnong  the  twelve  similar  Cali- 
fornia associations.

of  the  ad. 

The  recent  severe  storms  on  the 
Mexican  Gulf  coa.st  is  reported  to  have 
done  a  great  deal  of  damage  to  the 
liecan  crop. 

California  prunes  are  reported  to 
be  moving  off  well  in  the  London 
market  with  higher  prices  asked  on 
goods  to  arive. 

Keep  pounding  away  at  collections. 
If  the  goods  go  out  the  money  in  )>ay- 
ment  for  them  must  come  in,  otlier- 
wise  the  merchant  fails.

Advices  from  Eastport  report  no  im- 
proveinent  in  the  catch  of  sardines, 
and  many  of  the  factories  are  closing 
on  account  of  the  lack  of  supplies. 

According  to  the  Chicago  "Canner" 
reports  on  the  sweet  corn  pack  show 
a  considerable  falling  off  from  last 
year's  figures  in  the  heaviest  packing 
states.

See  that  J-on  get  a  guaranty  of  pur- 
ity from  your  jobber  or  manufacturer 
on  evei'ything  you  buy.  Don't  wait 
until  the  law  Ijocumcs  effective;  we 
mean  right  now,  today. 

The  merchant  who  pushes  good 
goods  in  preference  (o  cheap  ones  will 
find  that  his  reputalion  grows  better. 
People  remember  qualiiy  much  longer 
than  they  do  )ow  prices. 

g^nsist  that  every  lot  of  foodstuffs 
yoii  buy  carries  with  it  the  sellers 
guarantee  that  the  goods  are  iu  con- 
formity with  the  national  ])ure  food 
law.    Get  the  guarantee  habit. 

If  the  average  grocer  would  devote 
as  much  of  his  business  aliilily  in  sell- 
ing goods  as  he  does  along  the  line  of 
buying  cheap  he  would  be  far  more 
ahead  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  good  many  men  mal:,^  a  good  liv- 
ing, and  then  some,  in  running  a  deli- 
catessen store,  hamlling  high  grade 
goods.  Why  not  try  sliirtfng  a  depart- 
ment of  this  kind  in  yunr  store? 

The  merchant  who  manages  to  build 
up  a  reputation  for  handling  genuine, 
good  olive  oil  will  be  doing  a  mighty 
good  stroke  of  business,  for  a  good 
trade  on  olive  oil  is  worth  money. 

Guarantee  the  goods  you  sell  to  be 
what  you  sell  them  for,  but  be  sure 
you  know  what'  they  are  before  you 
sell  them.  Too  few  grocers  know 
what  they  are  selling  these  days. 

Never  stop  trying  to  induce  the  cus- 
tomer who  always  wants  cheap  goods 
to  purchase  good  goods.  Not  only  is 
the  profit  greater,  but  it  goes  as  far 
as  anything  else  to  hold  your  trade. 

Ar.guimbau  &  Ramee  say:  "There 
is  no  abatement  to  the  demand  for 
citron,  lemon  and  orange  peel,  and  as 
the  quantity  available  is  getting  re- 
duced an  advance  is  probable  soon." 

The  clerk  who  believes  that,  he  is 
not  being  paid  as  much  as  he  deserves, 
generally  deserves  less  than  he  is  get- 
ting. The  other  kind  either  get  an 
advance  or  look  elsewhere  for  a  posi- 
tion. 

Raisin  packers  are  finding  out  that 
prices  will  rule  this  year  considerably 
above  what  they  figured  on  early  in 
the  season,  and  some  of  the  packers 
have  withdrawn  on  layer  goods,  and 
loose  raisins. 

With  prices  all  along  the  line  going 
up,  grocers  will  have  to  do  some 
pretty  tall  thinking  to  arrange  their 
business  so  that  the  ledger  will  show 
the  balance  on  the  right  side  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 


The  season's  Scotch  herring  flsliins 
is  over,  and  the  not  result  Is  a  cunsidj 
erable  shortage,  though  actual  figures 
haven't  as  yet  been  published,  ilollaud 
herring  market  is  Very  firm,  due  to  re- 
ports of  short  catch.

The  large  dealer  in  the  ciry,  or  the 
small  dealer  in  the  country  may  share  | 
in  the  improvement  incident  to  the , 
fall  season.  [ 

'I'he  dealer  who  makes  the  most  out 
(;f  his  opportunities,  begins  earl;.'  and 
keeps  at  work  continuonsl.N'. '  OtluT- 
\\'is('.  some  more  enterprisin.g  compel  i- 
lor  will  make  more  out  of  it  than  he, 
will  himself.  An  early  start  and  con- j 
tinuous  work  will  accomplish  wonders 
in  this  direction. 

While  it  is  often  desirable  and  more 
inofitable  to  work  along  the  lines  of 
least  resistance,  sometimes  a  dealer 
will  achieve  a  more  pronounced  and 
lasting  success  by  doing  the  opposite 
and  exert  himself  to  overcome  such 
leal  or  imaginary  difficulties  as  con- 
front him. 

Methods  of  increasing  business  vary 
with  individuals,  but  the  same  basic 
principle  underles  them  all — to  attract 
favorable  attention  to  the  store  and 
1  hereby  increase  the  mimber  of  pos- 
sible buxers  who  enter  and  undoubted- 
l.\-  the  numl)er  of  sales  actually  made. 

Sales  are  generally  i)roductive  of 
profit.  If  they  are  not  they  should 
not  be  made.  The  dealer  who  can 
enlarge  his  number  of  possible  buyers 
and  increase  his  sales  has  mastered 
the  secret  of  successful  merchandiz- 
ing and  in  position  to  command  for- 
tune. 

A  Special  Opening'. 

One  successful  method  of  attracting 
favorable  attention  is  to  advertise  a 
special  opening  of  fall  goods.  Grocers 
can  do  this  as  well  as  others.  Further, 
lliere  are  thousands  of  dealers  who 
bundle  not  only  groceries,  but  dry 
goods  and  they  can  emphasize  their 
lall  business  by  having  an  opening 
week  in  which  all  varieties  of  goods 
luindled  shall  share. 

More  buyers  will  go  wheie  all  varie- 
ties of  goods  are  ofTered;  and  the  more- 
buyers  one  .gets  the  more  prolit  lie  will 
make. 

If  one  intends  beginning  the  fall  and 
winter  campaign  with  an  operiing  it 
ou.ghi  lo  be  widel.N'  advertised  for  at 
least  a  week  before  it  occurs. 

Advertise  it  in  your  windows. 

Advertise  it  inside  your  store. 

Use  every  possible  means  of  public- 
ity— newsi)aper  advertising,  posters, 
llyers,  circulars,  and  any  other  kind 
(hat  may  occur  to  yon.  And  keep  it 
up  without  iisterniissi<)n  until  the  week 
of  the  openin.g.

The  new 
prices  make  a  differential  of  20c  be- 
twee"sthe  price  of  beet  and  cane  in- 
stead of  10c.    The  market  is  weak.

last  week's  quotations. 

rhiladclpliia,  Ta.,  Oct.  'i'J.— "The 
procery  World"  reports: 

"Official  figures  indicate  that  the 
world's  sugar  crop  this  coming  year 
will  be  11,834,000  tons,  which  is  only 
300,000  less  than  the  enormous  stock 
of  last  year.  This  large  crop  coming 
on  top  of  the  tremendous  production 
of  last  year,  will  almost  be  sure  to 
keep  the  market  depressed  and 
low.  The  low  price  of  last  year  in- 
creased the  consumption  about  1,500,-

The  willingness  to  take  upon  your- 
self the  actual  responsibility  of  doing 
certain  things;  of  deciding  for  your- 
self that  certain  things  should  be  done 
thus  and  so;  and  the  feeling  in  your- 
self that  you  are  ready  to  stand  by 
the  consequences  of  your  decision, 
these  are  the  valuable  points  for 
which  employers  are  looking  all  the 
time  as  characteristics  of  their  young- 
er assistants  and  for  which  all  em- 
ployers will  pay  well  whenever  they 
find  one  who  possesses  them-. 

This  belief  in  yourself;  this  faith  in 
your  own  ability  to  do;  will  lead  to 
your  discovering  things  worth  doing. 


I  remember  when  I  first  went  into 
a  store,  a  very  young  boy.  1  had 
heard  that  "there  is  always  work 
about  a  store — you  need  never  be 
i<lle,"  a'nd  all  that  sort  of  thing.  1 
believed  it,  and  lor  a  little  time  I  was 
very  busy  about  the  iilace  and  deeply 
interested. 

But  as  soon  as  the  novelty  wore  off 
I  lost  interest  and  got  to  be  listless 
in  my  work.  It  was  some  years  be- 
fore I  got  entirely  over  that  lack  uf 
interest. 

It  came  suddenly  upon  me,  as  1 
remember  it,  in  less  than  a  week,  I 
believe,  that  this  work  right  here  was 
worth  doing;  that,  it  was  good  work; 
that  it  was  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive; and,  finally,  that  right  here  in 
the  doing  of  this  work  I  had  the  mak- 
ing of  my  own  future. 

On  these  lines  I  went  to  work. 

I  remember  it  well. 

I  began  to  look  around  the  store  all 
day,  in  every  odd  minute,  and  find 
things  which  needed  attention. 

I  made  notes  of  these  things  when- 
ever noticed  and  I  systematically 
went  over  that  list  just  as  fast  and 
just  as  far  as  the  first  duty  of  giving 
attention  to  customers  admitted  of  my 
doing. 

This  was  long  before  the  days  of 
agitation  for  store  betterment  in  any 
large  way.  But  from  that  time  our 
store  began  to  look  systematically 
better. 

It  was  cleaner.  The  shelves  were 
kept  neater.  The  stock  was  kept  up 
in  better  shape  and  we  ran  out  of 
fewer  items. 

From  that  time  I  had  no  use  for 


"the  blues."  I  never  felt  that  I  waB 
In  the  wrong  buslne.MS  or  that  any- 
body had  a  better  opportunity  than 
I  had. 

If  yon  will  but  stop  tn  look  that 
over,  you  will  see  that  such  spirit, 
such  feeling,  makes  just  the  dllferfnce 
between  success  and  failure.

WE  NEED  YOUR  HELP 

TO  GET  THESE  LAWS. 


Every  reader  of  the  Advocate  should 
look  carefully  over  the  following  list 
of  laws  that  the  State  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation proposes  to  introduce  at  the 
next  legislature.  If  any  of  them  "look 
good  to  you,"  we  would  ask  that  you 
write  us  and  tell  us  whether  you  will 
be  willing  to  help  get  them. 

Laws  We  Will  Ask  For. 

1st.  Exteiisiou  of  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  from  two  to  four  years; 
also  that  date  of  the  last  transaction 
shall  be  the  date  from  which  statute 
begins  to  operate. 

This  law  would  save  the  mechants 
of  California  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
nually since  now,  each  item  on  an  ac- 
count outlaws  separately,  two  years 
after  it  was  incurred  and  a  payment 
does  not  renew  the  account. 

2d.  A  Pure  Food  law  similar  to 
the  National  Pure  Food  law,  also  re- 
quiring the  manufacturers'  name  to  be 


attached  to  the  package. 

Unless  this  law  is  passed,  much  of 
the  value  of  the  National  Pure  Pood 
Law  will  be  lost  to  the  retailers  since 
they  will  still  find  themselves  com- 
pelled to  handle  cheap,  imitation  goods 
of  local  make,  in  which  there  is  little 
profit  in  order  to  meet  competition. 

3d.  Honest  wights  and  measures 
— net  weight  or  measure  to  govern. 

This  saves  the  honest  merchant  from 
the  unfair  composition  of  -dishonest 
competitors. 

4th.  Dishonest  advertising,  such  as 
offering  goods  not  as  represented. 

This  would  "draw  the  teeth"  of  most 
of  the  advertising  of  department  and 
cheap-John  cut-throat  cash  stores. 

5th.  The  Equitable  Process  Laws, 
or  the  Kentucky  Collection  law,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  secretary 
write  for  copies  of  each. 

While  not  affecting  honest  men  or 


men  who  had  no  means,  this  law  would 
compel  payment  from  the  dishonest 
man  who  was  able  to  pay  his  bills  but 
refused. 

6th.  Mutual  tire  insurance  law,  al- 
lowing  merchants  to  form  companies 
for  insuring  members  against  loss  by 
Are. 

This  would  give  merchants  insur- 
ance that  would  insure.  It  would 
save  them  the  necessity  of  having  to 
pay  the  losses  incurred  by  the  burning 
of  extra  hazardous  risks  and  would 
save  them  from  25  to  60%  of  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  their  insurance. 

7th.  A  law  to  prevent  the  deposi- 
ting of  a  few  dollars  in  order  to  over- 
draw the  account,  thus  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  merchants  who  may  cash 
the  checks. 

The  present  law  enables  sharpers 
to  fleece  merchants,  obtaining  money 
under  false  pi'tetenses  and  yet  being 
without  danger  of  punishment.

Call  On  Your  Neighbors. 
If  the  grocers  of  any  community 
suffer  from  trade  abuses,  they  should 
send  notice  to  Mr.  F.  B.  Connolly,  sec- 
reatry  of  the  State  Association,  at 
1714  Webster  St.  The  matter  will 
then  be  taken  up  with  all  the  other 
grocers  in  the  state. 

This  proves  very  successful  in  dis- 
couraging wholesalers  and  manufac- 
turers from  treating  the  retail  trade 
unfairly. 

No  'individual  organization  and  no 
individual  trade  grocer  can  afford  the 
expense  for  the  proper  drafting  of 
necessary  laws  and  presenting  the 
same  to  the  legislature.

tions in  any  district  where  grocers 
get  together  and  agree  on  an  equable 
basis  for  the  distribution  of  the  pro- 
duct. 

Speaking  of  the  possible  disadvan- 
tages to  the  consumer  in  a  flat  basis 
of  trading  in  sugar,  Mr.  Haunahs  said 
that  in  no  case  had  a  jobbing  grocer 
ever  demanded  a  profit  on  his  sugar 
business  which  would  amount  to  more 
than  the  actual  cost  of  distribution. 

Jobbers  ISot  Pirates. 

"It  is  an  exploded  theory,"  said 
Mr.  Hannahs,  "that  wholesalers  do 
not  stand  together  and  that  we  are  a 
lot  of  unorganized  pirates  preying 
upon  the  business  world.  I  think  it 
is  now  clearly  understood  that  we 
have  our  legitimate  functions,  that 
we  uutilize  brains  and  ex|)erience  to 
the  advantage  of  our  customers  and 
are  in  every  way  entitled  to  consid- 
eration. 

"The  organization  idea  among  us 
is  new,  I  must  confess,  but  we  are 
growing  wise  day  by  day.  Soon  we 
will  constitute  an  entity  which  must 
be  reckoned  with  when  trade  evils 
become  unljearable  and  a  remedy  is 
sought.  The  dislril»uting  business, 
lilve  any  other,  to  l»e  properly  eon- 
dueted  must  sliow  a  profit.  In  order 
to  gain  that  legitimate  profit,  say  6 
per  cent,  no  one  single  interest  must 
be  unduly  favored — as .  has  been  the 
case  with  sugar." 

Trust  Aids  Speculation. 

The  present  agitation  among  job- 
bing gi'ocers  for  fixed  ijrices — which 
is,  most  pronounced  in  .\e\v  England 
uiJ-State,  in  New  .Ier.se.\-.  t'enn.syl- 
vauia  and  the  vast  territory  contigu- 
ous but  not  actually  dependent  upon 
New  York  as  a  center — has  been  pro- 
lific of  charges  of  mismana.gement 
and  lack  of  ordinary  bu.siness  acu- 
ment  on  the  part  of  those  activel.\ 
in  charge  of  the  business  of  the 
American  Sugar  Refining  Com))any. 
Oiie  particular  indictment  is  that  the 
li'ust  is  managed  to  make  dividend.s 
in  the  sumer  for  speculative  jmrposes 
when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  con- 
sum))tion  is  uniform  all  the  year 
round." 

l\lr.  Hannahs  wishes  it  understood

PLEADS  >0T  GUILTY. 


Sugar  Trust  Denies  That  It  is  to 
Blame  for  Bad  Couditious. 


Under  the  heading  "Grocers'  Re- 
bellion," Willett  &  Gray's  circular  for 
Nov.  1st  says: 

"Much  is  appearing  in  print  now-a- 
days  about  discrimination  by  refiner.'J 
against  wholesalers  and  in  favor  of 
retailers,  the  rebellion,  as  it  is  called, 
by  President  Hannahs  of  the  Whole- 
sale Grocers'  Association  of  New  York 
and  vicinity,  the  American  Sugar  Re- 
fining Co.,  being  singled  out  as  the 
chief  offender.  We  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  A.  S.  R.  Co.  to  this  matter 
and  he  emphatically  denied  that  any 
such  discrimination  existed  or  that 
any  change  whatever  had  been  made 
or  was  contemplated  in  the  treatment

Importance  of  Winning  Confidence  of 
Women  and  Oliildren. 


"Do  you  know,"  said  a  leading  gro- 
cer recently,  "that  I  built  my  busi- 
ness by  paying  especial  attention  to 
children.  For  the  ten  years  tliat  I 
have  been  here,  I  always  have  done 
s(jmething  to  bring  them  to  me. 

"The  first  thing  that  I  did  when  1 
started  in  new  here,  was  to  have  made 
a  thousand  one-foot  rules.    On  them  I 

had  printed,  '  makes  it  a  rule 

to  wait  on  the  children  with  as  much 
care  as  on  grown  people." 

"I  first  handed  these  out  to  a  little 
group  of  kids  from  school  who  came 
in.  The  news  soon  spread  and  all  the 
children  in  town  came  in  droves  for 
these  rules. 

"You  know  the  mothers  often  send 
their  children  out  to  get  some  little 
thing,  and  I  wanted  to  get  them  in 

the  habit  of  going  to   .    1  knew 

that  if  I  had  the  children  on  my  side 
the  grown  folks  would  soon  fall  in 
line. 

Please  Your  Customers 

"It  won't  do  for  a  merchant  to  ex- 
pecti  to  stay  in  a  place  and  build  a 
business  and  mistreat  his  customers. 
People  believe  that  if  I  would  take 
care  of  children,  I  also  would  take 
good  care  of  the  grown  folks. 

"Two  of  the  most  successful  retail 
business  men  in  America — or  in  the 
world,  for  that  matter — have  built 
their  business  by  following  out  the 
same  plan — that  is,  by  pleasing  the 
customer.  They  are  in  the  cVry"  goods 
business  mostly,  and  when  they  start- 
ed in  their  customers  were  women. 

"Now,  one  of  these  merchants  used 
to  have  a  little  store  away  down  in  a 
country  town  in  Illinois.  When  he 
was.  a  young  man  he  got  it  into  his 
head  that  he  must  satisfy  his  women 
customers.  He  made  his  clerks  take 
special  care  to  wait  on  them,  and  he, 
himself,  when  he  was  behind  his  own 
little  counter,  always  made  it  a  rule 
to  please  the  women.  That  made  him 
the  leading  merchant  of  his  town. 

"He  was  a  bright  progressive  man 
and  moved  to  Chicago,  where  he  took 
a  little  narrow  store  on  State  street. 
He  carried  out  in  the  city  the  same 
plan  that  he  had  worked  in  the  coun- 
try. Each  year  his  business  grew 
until  now  he  occupies  a  large  part  of 
a  block  and  his  business  is  up  in  the 
milions  and  increasing  every  day. 
"Money  Back"  Pays. 

"Well,  you  see,  women  are  more  or 
less  helpless.  If  you  please  them  they 
will  become  your  best  friends.  If  you 
do  not,  they  will  drive  many  custom- 
ers away  from  you. 

"And  this  other  man  I  speak  of  hit 
upon  this  idea.  He  not  only  gave  in- 
structions that  his  clerks  should 
please  customers  in  the  store,  but  that 
if  the  customer,  after  going  home,  did 
not  like  what  she  had  bought  the 
goods  might    be     returned  and  ex- 


changed, or  'money  back.'  Just  this 
thing  alone  helped  this  great  mer- 
chant's business  more  than  any  ont 
thing.  It  gave  people  who  went  to 
deal  at  his  store  confidence  in  that 
store." 

Customers  are  I'ureasonable 

"But  once  in  a  while,  though,  this 
exchangeing  of  goods  gives  us  who  do 
it  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  and  the 
women  folks  occasionally  carry  it  to 
an  extreme.  Now,  for  example,  a 
woman  in  fairly  good  circumstances 
cama  into  my  store  the  other  day  and 
wanted  to  exchange  a  brown  hat  that 
she  had  bought  from  me  for  a  black 
one,  and  what  do  you  suppose  her  ex- 
cuse was  ?  She  said  that  htr  mother- 
in-law  had  been  brought  here  to 
Kansas  City  to  be  o|)erated  on  for 
appendicitis,  that  she  was  sure  she 
was  going  to  die.  and  that  she  would 
need  a  black  hat  to  wear  to  tlio  fuiuM- 
al. 


"I  swapped  all  right.  Twice.  Tb# 
woman's  mother-in-law  pulled  through 
the  ordeal  of  the  knife  and  she  swap- 
P'^d  back  for  that  brown  hat  again"

The  "Store  ManaKement  editor  In 
his  response  says: 

"We  need  merely  slance  at  the  to- 
tals su.t;gesled  by  these  figures  to  soi' 
quickly  en()u.u;h  why  this  business 
does  not  pile  up  money  very  rapidly 
Figuring  it  out  you  will  see  that  the 
items  given  foot  up  $;i59.1T  per 
month;  $4,309.74  per  annnm;  17»4 
per  cent  on  sales.  You  will  also  note 
that  the  wages  expense  foots  up 
$242.67  per  month;  $2,912.04  per  an- 
num; 11-%  per  cent  on  .sales.  .\nd 
we  have  still  to  add  insurance,  taxes, 
interest  on  investment,  fuel,  depre- 
ciation on  wagons,  (if  any  owned; 
this  point  is  not  clear)  depreciation 
on  furniture  and  fixtures  and  the 
cost  of  paper,  bags  and  twine.  Let  us 
estimate  these,  roughly,  as  follows:

Thus  we  get  a  grand  total  of$4,7.^4,- 
74 — say  $4,700 — which  a  business  sell- 
ing only  $2.T,000  per  annum  has  to 
stagger  under. 

Why,  gentlemen,  such  exjiense  i- 
ruinous  I 

It  totals  upwards  of  19  per  cent  in 
a  business  wherein  20  per  cent  aver- 
age gross  profit  on  sales  is  the  ex- 
ceptionr  not,  as  is  commonly  and 
loosely  supposed,  the  rule. 

Xor  will  it  do  to  dodge  any  of  those 
items  of  fixed  expense;  for  they  are 
there,  inexorably  there,  whether  we 
acknowledge  their  presence  or  denv 
it. 

Wages  Are  Too  Great. 

The  wages  expense  is  11 73  per  cent. 
It  should  be  from  6^  to  7*4  per  cent. 
That's  the  proper  limit.  Let  us  allow 
8  per  cent,  or  $2,000  per  annum.  If 
this  can  be  managed,  we  shall  have 
a  clean  saving  of  $912.04  per  annum. 

It  is  difficult  to  suggest  jiiPt  where 
this    reduction    may  come  In;     the  i 
man   on   the   spot  can   tell   that  so 
much  better  than  1  can.

FRENCH  SARDINES. 


Something  About  the  Fish  and  the 
Industry. 

Domestic  (American)  sardines  are 
not,  strictly  speaking,  "sardines." 
They  are  the  young  of  the  herring, 
the  menhaden  and  other  fish. 

The  technical  name  of  the  sardine 
is  clopea  pilchardus.  When  grown  too 
big  for  commercial  purposes,  it  takes 
the  name  of  "pilchard." 

Its  nearest  relative  in  this  country 
is  a  small  fish  found  along  the  Cali- 
fornia coast — the  clupea  sagax. 

The  sardine  belongs  only  to  the  At- 
lantic, off  the  coast  of  France. 

Buyers  should  remember  this  be- 
cause, while  French  sardines  are  nec- 
essarily imported,  all  imported  sar- 
dines are  not  necessarily  French.  The 
Brittany  coast  on  the  northwest  of 
France  is  the  center  of  the  industry 
which  in  all  France  affords  a  liveli- 
hood to  upwards  of  30,000  fishermen. 
Nearly  two-thrids  of  these  operate  in 
the  Brittany  section,  the  towns  of 
Concarneau,  Douarnenez  and  Nantes 
being  important  sardine  packing  cen- 
ters. 

Catching  the  Sardine. 

Great  gill  nets,  dyed  a  greenish 
blue  to  make  them  as  inconspicuous 
as  possible  to  the  fish,  are  cast  from 
the  boats  and  set.    The  bait,  called 


rogue,  prepared  from  the  salted  roe  of 
the  cod  and  other  fish,  is  then  strewn 
on  the  surface  of  the  water.  This  at- 
tracts the  fi.sh  in  dense  schools, and 
the  nets  are  often  filled  when  drawn. 

Scarcity  of  bait  is  often  a  great 
drawback,  as  nearly  all  has  to  be  im- 
ported from  the  United  States  and 
Norway,  and  in  seasons  of  a  sm^ll  cod 
catch,  rises  to  $18  a  barrel.  In  ordi- 
nary seasons  the  price  of  bait  alone 
represents  an  expenditui-e  of  $300,000. 
In  1902  and  1903  the  fish  forsook  the 
French  waters  and  the  industry  was 
at  a  standstill. 

Preparing  the  Fish. 

After  landing,  the  fish  are  cleaned, 
sorted  to  a  size,  soaked  for  a  short 
time  in  strong  brine,  washed,  dried 
and  then  cooked  in  oil  for  a  few  min- 
utes. When  the  tail  fin  breaks  easily, 
the  cooking  is  considered  done  and 
the  fish  are  ready  for  the  final  pack- 
ing tins. 

In  preparing  .the  highest  grades,  the 
very  best  oil  is  used.  In  the  cheaper 
grades,  peanut,  sesame  and  cottonseed 
oil  are  largely  used. 

The  flavor  of  a  sardine  depends 
very  much  on  the  oil  in  which  it  is 
cooked  and  packed. 

As  the  oil  costs  very  much  more 
than  the  fish,  the  latter  are  crowded 
as  closely  as  possible  in  the  cans — a 
circumstance  which  has  passed  into 
a  proverb.  The  cheapest  fish  are  pack- 


ed in  the  same  oil  in  which  they  are 
boiled. 

Within  certain  limits  all  sardines 
improve  with  time,  particularly  the 
aromatized  varieties.  These  are  pack- 
ed with  spices — a  clove  or  two,  a  bit 
of  bay  leaf,  a  sprig  of  thyme,  and  the 
like — and  it  takes  a  considerable  per- 
iod for  the  flavor  of  these  ingredients 
to  permeate  the  flesh  of  the  fish. 

The  value  of  the  French  sardine  de- 
pends on  whether  the  fish  are  with 
or  without  bones,  what  character  of 
oil  is  employed  and  the  size  and  num- 
ber of  fish  in  the  can. 


SCHMITZ  AFTER  WELCHERS. 

The  following  press  dispatch  ex- 
plans  what  San  Francisco's  mayor'has 
exerted  himself  in  behalf  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  stricken  metropolis: 

Berlin,  Nov.  13.— Negotiations  have 
taken  place  between  Eugene  Schmitz, 
mayor  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Ger- 
man Imperial  Insui'ance  Commission, 
with  regard  to  the  refusal  of  some  of 
the|  German  companies  to  settle  the 
losses  of  their  San  Francisco  policy- 1 
holders.  Schmitz  had  a  sharp  strug- 
gle with  the  commission,  but  eventual- 
ly obtained  a  guarantee  that  the  com- 
panies would  be  compelled  to  meet 
their  obligations  to  the  extent  of 
their  solvency.

The  question  of  profit  and  expenses 
in  business  is  the  problem  by  which 
the  success  or  defeat  of  any  business 
is  determined.  There  are  very  many 
questions  involved,  which  must  all  be 
thoughtfully  studied,  and  practically 
solved,  before  the  desired  goal  of 
success  can  be  reached. 

Sometimes  the  man  who  goes  at 
business  rough-shod,  and  in  a  hap- 
hazard way,  makes  a  success  of  it. 
Most  people  in  small  towns  are  doing 
business  on  a  haphazard  i)lan.  If 
they  happen  to  do  business  right, 
and,  by  chance,  to  add  right  percent- 
age of  profit,  and,  if  alive  enough  to 
be  able  to  work  up  a  required  volume 
of  business  they  may  be  successful. 
Knowledge  Is  Essential. 

But  with  the  keen  competition  of 
all  kinds  with  which  retail  merchants 
are  now  confronted,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary, in  the  future,  to  very  carefully 
study  the  real  situation,  to  have  a 
better  knowledge  of  goods  and  the 
legitimate  profits  at  which  they  can 
be  sold,  and  the  expenses  connected 
with  the  retail  business,  in  order  to 
make  a  success. 

One  of  the  first  questions  to  deter- 
mine is: 

What  Constitutes  a  Successful  Busi- 
ness! 

Is  doing  a  large  volume  of  business 
with  an  average  stock,  a  successful 
business,  if.  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
you  find  that  a  mere  living  has  been 
made  and  nothing  has  been  added  to 
the  stock  account? 

Is  it  not  true,  that  a  great  many 
merchants  sacrifice  their  legitimate 
profits  by  overpaying  on  produce,  and 
large  business  and,  by  their  method 
of  doing  business,  create  a  competi- 
tion which  has  a  very  demoralizing 
effect  on  trade? 

Volume  a  Factor. 

Volume  is  a  very  necessary  factor 
to  a  successful  business,  but  It  is  not 
the  only  one. 

A  successful  business  is  one  that 
over  and  above  ordinary  depreciation 
of  value,  increases  Its  capital  with  a 
reasonable  rate  of  interest  (risk  con- 
sidered), i»lus  a  lil>eral  compensation 
for  the  j»ropriet4»r's  time. 

To  make  this  plain: 

If  a  man  in  business,  with  a  stock 
of  merchandise,  whatever  size,  cannot 
make,  over  and  above  ordinary  de- 
preciation of  value,  more  money  than 
a  fair  rate  of  interest  on  the  money 
invested,  plus  what  he  could  reason- 
ably earn,  ability  considered,  then 


such  a  man  in  better  oft  out  of  bu8l- 
nesB,  and  such  buHinesit  could  nut 
be  termed  u  Huccessfnl  nno. 

Thus,  profits  ill  buKliiesH  are  Ita 
net  earning,  plus  liberal  conpeiM* 
tlon. 

Profits  in  buslneHH  cannot  u<  n<\- 
without  expenses.  I..arge 
do  not  nccesarlly  make  larK> 
but  the  two  must  be  so  proportlmieU 
that  the  required  result  is  attained, 
and  this  seems  to  be  the  whole  prob- 
lem. 

In  order,  then,  to  arrive,  at  a  rea- 
sonable solution  of  this  problem,  four 
things  must  be  necessarily  consider- 
ed, namely: 

1st — Interest  on  amount  Invested, 
plus  < 

2nd — Liberal  compensation  to  de- 
termine profits. 

3rd — The  estimated  amount  of  busi- 
ness to  be  done,  and 

4th — The  cost  of  doing  It,  to  deter- 
mine expenses. 

After  these  factors  have  l»ecn  de- 
termined the  percentage  of  profit 
must  be  fixed,  by  which  the  desired 
result  can  l>e  obtained.  If  the  prices 
so  determined  are  competitive  and 
not  exhorbitant,  and  If  all  alnive  re- 
quirements can  be  met.  and  arc  met. 
then  that  would  be  a  successful  busi- 
ness.

The  wise  merchant  does  not  speak 
disparagingly  of  the  pure  food  law  i«i 
his  customers,  whatever  may  be  his 
private  opinion  of  If.  The  puldir  In 
general  believes  that  pure  ffK>d  Is  a 
thing  which  It  has  beer  for 
and  that  It  has  been  j>I  de- 
ceived In  the  past.  S"!ii'  •  .jilers 
may  think  so  too.  others  may  not  — 
the  point  Is  that  It  Is  not  the  part  of 
wisdom  to  assure  them  that  the  pure 
food  talk  is  poppycock.  They  will  not 
l>elleve  It.  and  It  will  merely  make 
them  suspicious  of  you.

WATCH  THE  OLD  TKADE. 


It  is  n't  right  to  neglect  old  custom- 
ers, but  it  is  often  a  good  thing  to  pay 
some  special  attention  to  the  new 
ones. 

Often  a  casual  visitor  can  be  made 
a  permanent  customer  in  that  way, 
and  permanent  customers  are  the 
basis  of  all  succcessful  retail  mer- 
chandizing. 

Transients  are  uncertain  and,  as  a 
basis  for  a  substantial  business,  are 
undesirable,  unless,  like  a  huge  de- 
partment store  you  can  attract  so 
many  that  they  will  possess  the  same 
characteristics  as  permanent  purchas- 
ers. 

Once  the  fall  and  winter  trade  is  in 
full  swing  it  will  virtually  care  for 
itself  up  to  Christmas. 

The  main  question  in  successful 
merchandizing  is  to  have  the  goods 
people  want,  sell  them  at  prices  they 
want  to  pay  and  keep  up  the  publicity 
so  as  to  continue  the  throngs  of  pos- 
sible buyers  indefinitely. 

Extra  Efforts  Count. 

All  this  is  just  as  possible  for  the 
dealer  in  the  small  town  as  to  the 
dealer  in  the  city.  Proportionately  the 
effect  of  special  sales  and  particular 
offerings  will  be  the  same. 

Buyers  in  the  country  are  quite  as 
interested  in  opportunities  as  are  buy- 
ers in  the  city.  It  doesn't  matter  where 
a  dealer  may  be  located,  extra  effort 
will  secure  extra  business. 

Perhaps  this  may  be  stated  as  the 
most  important  suggestion  for  the  fall 
and  winter — make  the  most  possible 
of  all  opportunities.  Never  allow  any 
chance  to  increase  business  to  escape. 
Never  overlook  the  fact  that  upon 
yourself  depends  the  success  or  failure 
of  your  business  and  that  upon  your 
own  efforts  will  depend  the  increase 
in  your  business  this  fall  and  the 
profits  upon  the  trade  you  have. 

Each  dealer  must  work  out  his  own 
plans,  but  these  plans,  no  matter  for 
what  locality  they  are  prepared,  must 
all  be  based  upon  the  underlying  prin- 
ciples which  determine  all  commercial 
development.  Details  will  vary,  but 
there  can  be  no  variation  in  the  gen- 
eral business  methods  which  always 
result  in  profit  depending  upon  the  ex- 
tent of  the  business  done. 


KEEPING  CODFISH. 

The  Union  Fish  Co.,  in  a  recent  cir- 
cular, issues  the  following  warning: 

"The  late  seemingly  low  prices  on 
Codfish  have  led  many  retailers  and 
country  dealers  to  stock  up  far  be- 
yond their  requirements.  Many  of 
them  have  bought  from  the  .iobbing 
trade  Codfish  enough  to  last  them 
several  months. 

"In  this  connection  we  desire  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  trade  to  the 
perishable  nature  of  Codfish  and  to 
our  guarantee  of  60  days,  ouly,  which 
will  be  strictly  enforced. 


"We  are  giving  our  Codfish  the  same 
careful  cure  which  has  distinguished 
the  product  of  the  Union  Fish  Com- 
pany  above  that  of  all  other  packers 
on  the  Coast.  It  will  keep  just  as  well 
as  usual.  We  will  deliver  it  to  all 
who  wish  to  buy  on  the  market.  But 
dealers  who  overbuy  themselves  must 
do  so  entirely  at  their  own  risk.  And 
we  would  suggest  to  jobbers  that  such 
of  their  customers  as  seem  disposed  to 
but  very  heavily  be  plainly  advised  of 
the  perishable  nature  of  Codfish  with 
a  view  of  saving  trouble  later."

Mills  are  much  dis- 
satisfied with  the  current  value  of 
cleaned,  as  they  claim  there  is  no  mar- 
gin of  profit  at  present  prices  of  rough 
rice.  Higher  prices  have  been  paid, 
particularly  for  Japan  sorts,  demand 
for  which  has  exceeded  the  supply.  In 
the  interior.  Southwestern  Louisiana 
and  Texas,  a  large  business  has  been 
done.  The  more  recent  offerings,  how- 
ever, show  the  effect  of  harvest  storms 
and  fancy  sorts  are  held  at  full  fig- 
ures. 

"Cables  and  correspondence  from 
abroad  note  strong  and  advancing 
markets." 

Cltarleston,  S.  C,  jVov.  8. — Sam'l.  E. 
Stoney,  reports:

The  reason  for  this  variation  is  that 
1-pound  flats  is  the  popular  seller 
and  a  much  larger  quantity  is  sold 
than  of  1-pound  talis." 

AMERICAN  SARDINES. 
New  York,  Nov.  7. — Jed  Frye  &  Co. 
reports : 

"The  situation  on  American  sar- 
dines continues  firm.  The  few  fac- 
tories that  have  been  able  to  secure 
any  oil  to  continue  operations  are 
rapidly  being  forced  to  close,  because 
of  the  great  scarcity  of  fish  and  the 
unfavorable  weather  conditions.  This 
has  stopped  any  selling  pressure  for 
the  packers'  end.  With  the  increased 
confidence  that  the  buyers  are  show- 
ing in  the  firm  market  conditions  pre- 
vailing, it  is  reasonable  to  expect  a 
general  improvement  in  the  demand 
and  prices  very  shortly." 

CANNED  OYSTERS. 

Baltinior(>i,  Md.,  Nov.  3.— Thos.  J 
Meehan  &  Co.,  reports: 

"The  cove  oyster  market  is  threat- 
ened with  a  serious  shortage  thiis 
winter,  because  of  shortage  of  stock 
and  scarcity  of  labor.  Unless  there  is 
a  warm,  open  winter  the  demand  from 
the  shippers  of  fresh  oysters  will  be 
large  enough  to  absorb  the  bulk  of 
the  raw  stock  coming  here,  and 
should  the  Chesapeake  bay  freeze 
over,  there  will  be  the  largest  short- 
age for  many  years  past  in  cove  oys- 
ters." 

Fisn. 

New  York,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  9.— Stroh- 
meyer  &  Arpe  Co.,  report: 

Holland  Herrings — Supply  is  in  ex- 
cess of  the  demand.  Prices  are  in 
buyer's  favor. 

Scotch  Herring's  —  Higher  and 
scarce,  especially  large  fulls. 

Irish  Fat  Herrings — Show  beauti- 
ful quality  this  year  and  are  held  at 
high  prices. 

Irish  Mackerel — Very  scarce;  no 
good  stock  to  be  had  at  present. 

Norway  Mackerel — Are  held  now 
only  in  a  few  very  firm  first  hands  at 
very  high  prices.  Demand  good  and 
there  is  no  liklihood  of  lower  prices 
this  season. 

Imported  Sardines — No  change  in 
the  situation.  The  few  French  sar- 
dines are  held  at  very  high  prices  and 


very  very  scarce.  Portuguese  sar- 
dines are  higher,  as  there  is  no  catch 
in  Portugal  at  present. 

Sprats — Very  scarce.  New  catch  is 
expected  to  begin  next  month  and  fu- 
ture prices  are  from  2  to  3  Fes.  per 
case  higher  than  they  opened  last 
season. 

Smoked  Sardines — Are  getting  very 
scarce.  Packers  in  Norway  are  un- 
able to  fill  their  contracts.  Prices 
have  consequently  been  advanced  all 
along  the  line  on  first-class  brands. 
Second  quality  are  still  to  be  had  at 
the  old  price,  but  as  they  are  not  of 
keeping  quality,  buyers  are  reluctant 
to  take  them  and  they  prefer  to  pay 
advanced  prices  for  first  brands,,  in- 
stead of  taking  a  risk  in  buying  these 
unreliable  second  quality  goods. 

PROVISIONS. 
Cudahy  Packing  Co.,  report: 

"Abnormally  high  prices  prevail  be- 
cause of  shortage  in  the  supply  of 
hogs.  They  will  probably  continue 
until  the  consumption  of  pork  falls, 
during  the  holidays  when  poultry  is 
more  generally  used.  It  is  hardly 
probably  that  the  stock  will  be  able 
to  increase  before  the  first  of  the  year 
enough  to  warrant  lower  quotations 
than  now  prevail." 

HAY 

Somers  &  Co.,  report  under  date  of 
Nov.  13. 

"The  consumption  of  hay  has  ma- 
terially increased  here  over  that  of 
last  year  at  this  time.  Unless  weather 
conditions  seriously  interfere  with 
construction  work,  we  may  expect  an 
active  demand  throughout  the  winter. 
We  are  unable  as  yet  to  give  a  report 
of  the  amount  of  hay  throughout  the 
country  available  for  this  market,  for 
the  figures  are  somewhat  late  in  com- 
ing in.  We  anticipate  very  heavy 
stocks  in  most  districts.  Prices  of 
last  week  continue  to  hold  without 
any  weakness.

With  these  prolific  sources  of 
information  he  is  able  to  keep  his 
margin  of  his  profits  right  and  still 
secure  the  benefits  of  lower  prices 
than  his  foolish  competitor  who  is  not 
so  well  posted. 


SPANISH  WALNUTS. 


Grenoble,  Spain — U.  S.  Vice-Cons| 
T.  W.  Murton  reports  that  the  wtuj 
nut  crop  of  the  Isere  Valley  this  yea 
will  not  exceed  the  average,  while 
is  feared  the  nuts  will  suffer  in  qua| 
ity  because  of  prolonged  drougli 
Writing,  September  30,  he  says: 

"Since  my  last  report  conditions 
the  growing  crop  of  walnuts  in  tti 
Isere  Valley  have  changed.  Tfl 
cause  of  this  change  is  the  prolongfl 
drought  and  excessive  heat,  unusu^ 
for  the  season,  that  has  prevailed 
these  parts  for  more  than  six  weeV 
no  rain  having  fallen  from  the  27t 
of  July  till  the  10th  of  Septembejj 
when  a  little  rain  fell  during  oe 
day,  too  late  and  not  sufficient 
quantity  to  do  much  good.  The  coij 
sequence  has  been  that  all  standlu 
crops  in  general  have  suffered  grea| 
ly,  and  as  regards  walnuts  the  it 
mediate  effect  has  been  to  retard  th 
normal  development  of  the  fru^ 
which  this  year  will  be  smaller  tha 
usual  and  probably  wormy.  Tb 
shells,  however,  appear  to  be  fair^ 
well  filled,  though  in  some  cases  th 
kernels  are  shrunken. 

"This  district  has  been  remarkabj 
free  from  thunder  and  hail  storiYis" 
this  year,  which  often  do  considerable 
damage  to  the   standing  crops,  but 
the  long  drought  has  perhaps  done 
more  harm." 


Exports  of  dried  apricots  have 
fallen  away,  being  1,456,587  pounds 
for  the  first  eight  months  of  1906, 
against  4,058,500  pounds  for  the  same 
time  in  1905.

"The  price  at  tobacco  will  advance 
almost  25  per  cent  during  the  next 
six  months,"  said  O.  Pendas  of  the 
firm  of  Y.  Peridas  &  Alvarez,  tobacco 
dealers'  of  Key  West  and  New  York, 
to  a  reporter  of  the  Los  Angeles 
"Times"  recently. 

"The  crop  of  tobacco  gathered  last 
year  was  almost  a  complete  failure. 
The  supply  on  hand  is  depleted,  and 
the  crops  for  the  present  year  have 
been  sadly  damaged  in  Cuba  by  the 
recent  disturbance  there.  All  of 
these  things  have  occurred  in  the  face 
of  a  wonderful  increasing  consump- 
tion of  tobacco,"  he  continued. 

"For  instance,  the  cigar  that  is  now 
purchased  three  for  a  quarter  of  a 
dollar  will  undoubtedly  cost  10  cents 
straight,  and  the  three-for-a-half 
size  will  in  all  probability  csot  two 
for  the  same  price. 

"The  tobacco  dealers  in  Havana, 
Tampa  and  Key  West  are  sorely 
pressed  for  stock.  They  are  not  seek- 
ing any  new  business,  as  the  regular 
trade  now  on  hand  consumes  all  the 
tobacco  in  sight.  It  has  been  the  cus- 
tom for  years  to  permit  a  purchaser 
of  large  quantities  to-  select  some  per- 
sonal size  and  shape  of  a  cigar  which 
he  desired  issued  to  him  under  his 
own  label.  This  was  all  right  when 
the  supply  of  the  leaf  was  almost  un- 
limited, but  now  to  make  the  stand- 
ard sizes  and  shapes  will  consume  all 
the  stock  in  sight.

MACARONI  MEN  PLEASED. 

Among  the  most  pleased  people  of 
the  United  States  over  the  enaction  of 
the  new  Pure  Food  Law  are  the  New 
York  and  Brookhn  manufacturers  of 
niacai-oni  and  similar  i^roducts.  Last 
year  while  only  eighteen  millions 
pounds  of  macaroni  were  imported  in- 
to this  country  from  Italy  and  other 
countries,  there  was  more  than  .^0.- 
000.000  pounds  manufactured  here  and 
sold  under  spurious  and  misleading 
foreign  labels. 

While  the  local  manufacturers  do 
not  believe  that  the  imported  article 
can  be  eliminated  entirely  fro^  the 
domestic  market,  they  are  particu- 
larly deli.glUed  vrith  the  clause  in  the 
new  Xarional  Pure  Food  Law  which 
stipulates  that  domestic  pi'oducts  can- 
not be  sold  under  foreign  labels. 


At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  .St. 
Louis  Grocers'  Association,  the  neces- 
sity for  being  posted  on  the  new  pure 
food  law  was  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  members.  It  was  also  brought 
out  that  the  recent  letter  sent  the 
jobbers  by  the  Association  relative 
1()  selling  the  consuming  trade  is  re- 
ceiving the  attention  of  the  wholesal- 
ers and  will  be  one  of  the  first  mat- 
ters to  be  considered  by  the  newly- 
organized  wholesalers'  association.

Fresno's  grocers  have  conipletetl 
plans  -which,  when  put  in  operation. 
Avill  iierve  to  point  the  \va.\'  for  the 
grocers  of  every  other  county  in  the 
West. 

la  Fresno,  the  mills  were  induced  to 
protect  the  selling  i)rice  of  flour.  The 
creameries  were  induced  to  protect  the 
selling  price  of  butter.  An  agreemeni 
is  maintained  as  to  the  selling  price  of 
several  important  staples. 

Quite  recently  an  agreement  was 
reached  Ijy  the  leading  dealers  in  Fres- 
no City  and  a  number  of  the  towns  iH 
the  immediate  vicinity  by  which  the 
price  to  be  jjaid  for  eggs  and  the 
price  at  which  they  were  to  be  sold 
was  arranged.  In  this  wa.\'.  the  han- 
dling of  eggs  became  a  source  of  profit 
instead  of  a  loss  as  it  had  been  for 
years.  The  towns  affected  includs 
Fresno,  Fowler,  Clovis,  Lone  Star, 
Bowles,  Rolinda,  Kearney  Vineyard. 
Tarpey,  Malaga  and  Oleander. 

The  Fresno  Grocers'  Ass'n  now  pro- 
poses to  enlarge  its  scops  and  form  a 

Fresno  County  Assochition. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Fresno  City  Association  figure  that  Ijy 
'SO  doing  they  will  greatly  enlarge  the 
usefulness  of  the  association  to  its 
members  in  handling  local  matters  and 
also  increase  the  power  of  the  organ- 
ization in  outside  affairs. 

The  plans  for  the  County  Association 
include  the  following  matters: 

Collection  Knrean  and  Credit  De- 
])artuient. — A  collector  has  been  en- 
gaged. All  members  Avill  be  urged  to 
turn  in  all  bills  they  cannot  collect 
themselves.

Plaus  for  Orgauizatiou. 

Secretary  Connolly  then  read  the 
following  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Organization:

Certain  tliing-s  are  essential  to  se- 
cure success  ill  extending  organiza- 
tioui;:

1.  We  should  Iiavc  a  booklet  telling- 
aud  giving'  its  constitution  and  Ijy-lans.

It  would  cost  about  $40  to  print  l.OOU 
of  them;  perhaps  less.  • 

3.  AVe  should  have  hlanUs  to  send 
each  month  to  all  affiliating:  as."*«eia- 
tions  asking  for  bills..  We  should  al.so 
have  books  to  keep  records  of  these 
biiia.  Our  former  collectors — Hall, 
Schacrtzer,  Robertson,  are  prepared  to 
take  ehargre  of  all  bills,  report  promptly 
to  members  and  give  us  a  report  each 
month  to  prin^;  in  the  Advocate. 

Ist — List  of  bills — a  Delinquent  List. 

Sd.  Names  of  those  for  whom  col- 
lections have  been  made. 

3  We  should  send  a  report  of-  each 
State  Directors'  meeting  each  month  to 
all  members.  This  can  be  done  by 
sending  copies  of  the  ADVOCATE  con- 
taining same  to  secretaries  and  indi- 
vidual members. 

4.  Immediately  after  the  Dircctor.s 
meet  ,blanks  should  be  sent  all  aHilint- 
iug  Associations,  asking  for  certain 
definite  information  as  to  their  needs, 
progress,  etc.  Stamped  envelopes 
shoud  be  inclosed  for  replies.  These 
replies  could  be  printed  in  the  ADVO- 
CATE in  the  form  of  communications, 
aud  thus  be  of  value  to  others  and  in- 
crease tl>c  intere.»it  of  members.  Secre- 
taries should  be  made  to  undcrslaud 
that  such  matters  as  should  be  kepi 
secret,  will  not  be  printed  in  the  paper.

Powers 
would  give  his  servicesi  and  iias  al- 
ready done  much. 

At  its  conclusion  he  stated  that  Mr. 
Jones  of  San  Jose  had  reported  to 
him  that  the  San  Jose  Association  was 
in  good  shape  and  was  to  give  a  ban- 
quet oir  the  following  Thursday.  He 
also  said  that  prominent  merchants 
in  Petahima  had  nrged  him  to  help 
them  resurrect  their  association.

rrcsideut  Jost  suggested  that  the 


various  suggestions  be  considered  se- 
riatim. 

Secretary  Connolly  then  read  them 
and  they  were  each  carefully  dis- 
cussed and  fin&lly  adopted  with'  a  few 
amendments. 

Mr.  Duncan  spoke  strongly  in  favor 
of  a  booklet  explaining  the  purposes 
of  the  State  Grocers'  Association  and 
containing  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws. 

President  .lost  suggestecf  that  1,000 
should  be  printed  instead  of  -500. 

Mr.  Pearson  warmly  favored  llio 
idea  of  having  the  state  office  "and  the 
Advocate  office  together. 

President  Jost  thought  it  a  good 
idea  to  centralize  their  interests.  He 
advised  what  would  hel))  the  Advocate' 
would  help  the  State  Association. 

President  Jost  also  spoke  in  favor 
of  giving  the  secretary  any  help  neces- 
sary.

ASSOCI.VTIOX  NOTES. 


Spokane,  IVasIi. — Members  of  the 
Grocei-s'  Association  at  their  last 
nieetinj;  heard  complaints  regarding 
certain  dealers  selling  goods  in  bulk 
or  unbroken  i)ackases  at  wholesale 
prices  to  customers  in  Spokane  and  in 
the  surrounding  country  to  a  distance 
of  100  miies.  It  is  claimed  these  per- 
sons get  their  stocks  from  regular 
wholesalers,  in  some  cases  erasing 
the  jobbers'  name  from  the  packages 
before  delivering  them  to  their  cus- 
tomers. These  methods  were  strongly 
denounced  as  a  species  of  a  conmier- 
cial  outlawry,  and  it  was  decided  to 
make  an  effort  to  check  the  practice. 

Reading',  Pa.— The  Retail  Grocers' 
Association  is  contemplating  estab- 
lishing-the  co-operative  Imying  sys- 
tem. 

Youujrsstoun.  Oliio.—  At    the  last 

meeting  of  the  Retail  Grocers"  Asso- 
ciation the  question  of  closing  Wed- 
nesday afternoons  during  the  winter 
months  was  given  a  quietus  when  a 
motion  to  indefinitely  table  the  propo- 
sition was  carried. 

Onialia.  >eb.,— At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Retail  Grocers'  Association  the 
National  Pure  Food  law  was  discussed 
and  the  members  decided  to  protect 


I  lii-nisclv<\s  by  ilemunding  Kiiuraul<NM 
from  iho  .jobbing  grocers,  to  iho  efTeci 
that  all  goods  bought  of  them  fullill 
the  requirements  of  ihe  law. 

J>iltle  Hock,  Ark.— The  Retail  Gro- 
cers and  chains'  Association  gave 
its  last  regular  meeting  over  to  a  dis- 
cussion  of  the  effects  of  the  pure  food 
law  on  the  retailer.  Almost  ull  ili.- 
leading  merchants  of  Ibe  city  atlend*'<l 
and  the  measure  and  its  possibilliles 
as  a  trouble  breeder  for  the  violator 
of  it  were  gone  into  minutely.  Ii 
was  argued  that  the  members  shall 
hereafter  demand  a  guarantee  from 
the  jobbers  with  all  goods  they  buv. 

Cleveland,  Ohio.— The  Retatl  Gro- 
cers' Association  has  begun  its  cam- 
paign against  keeping  stores  open  on 
Sunday  and  is  very  pleased  with  the 
results  so  far  obtained.  Last  Sunday 
parni)hlets  were  distributed  at  the 
doors  of  the  several  churches  of  iho 
city  asking  the  supiiort  of  the  church 
people  in  keeping  the  stf)res  dosed 
This  practice  will  be  continued  until 
one  hundred  thousand  have  been  glvei 
out. 

Roston,  .Mass. — The  Retail  (Jrocers' 
Association  has  indorsed  a  petition 
to  the  Pure  Food  Commission  of  the 
State  asking  that  all  food  packages  b*- 
compelled  to  show  either  the  net  or 
gross  weight  of  the  package,  the  claim 
being  that  short  weights  were  often 
resorted  to  as  an  unfair  method  of 
cutting  prices. 

Itieiirnond,  Va. — An  effort  is  now  be- 
ing made  to  reorganize  the  old  asso- 
ciation and  it  gives  every  prospect  of 
success.  Several  years  ago  this  city 
had  an  association  which  went  to 
pieces,  because  of  impractical  features. 
If  the  project  goes  through  a  co-op- 
erative buying  department  will  l)e  or- 
ganized after  the  plan  in  successful 
operation  in  Philadelphia. 

Bradford — The  Husiness  Men's  .\s- 
sociation  admitted  thirteen  new  mem- 
bers at  its  meeting  October  s,  and  now 
has  151,'  members  enrolled.  They  hop' 
to  give  other  associations  a  chase  for 
second  idace  in  general  membersship 
strength.  C'oiiy  of  their  first  credit 
directory  contains  1,228  names,  and  i.- 
in  the  printer's  hands. 


Commenting  upon  the  slti.am.n  m 
nuts.  William  Mills,  .Jr..  says:  "ne- 
mand  continues  very  fair  aii<l  sup- 
plies in  general  are  not  heavy.

When  to  stop  giving  credit  to  a  tus- ' 
tomer  is  one  of  the  most  serious  iirob- 1 
lenis  that  the  country  merchant  lias  to  I 
face.  It  is  at  once  i)roduclive  of  more] 
bad  accounts  and  of  the  loss  of  more  | 
good  accounts  tluin  any  other  one  item  i 
in  the  list  of  store  management  prob-j 
Unns  that  the  retailer  has  to  contend  | 
with.  I 

The  most  successful  merchants  who  | 
do  a  credit  business  have  a  distinct 
understanding  with  tlie  customer  at 
the  beginning  of  the  account.  Either 
the  bills  are  to  be  paid  weekly,  month- 
ly or  at  a  certain  stipulated  lime.  And 
they  have  established  an  iron  clad 
rule,  which  is  known  to  be  inviolate, 
that  if  the  accounts  are  not  iiaid  when 
the  customer  agrees  to  pay  them  the 
line  of  credit  is  cut  off. 

Of  course,  there  are  extraordinary 
circumstances  such  as  crop  failures, 
deaths,  loss  of  work  and  things  of  thai 
nature,  where  exceptions  are  made,  l)ui 
even  then,  great  care  should  be  exer- 
cised, in  the  extension  of  credit,  and 
notes  should  be  taken  bearing  inter- 
est,  for  the  merchant  is  as  much  enti- 
tled to  interest,  on  the  money  that  he 
may  have  tied  up  in  merchandise  sold 
on  credit,  as  is  the  banker  on  money 
that  he  loans. 

Credit  is  a  necessary  evil  in  nier- 
chaadiseing.  Some  one  merchant  in  a 
town  may  make  a  go  of  cash  busi- 
ness, but  all  the  merchants  of  a  town 
cannot  do  it.  There  must  be  some 
credit  business,  and  the  man  who  en- 
gages to  give  credit  must  do  so  under 
a  well  established  and  thoroughly  un- 
derstood system  or  Ifc  will  soon  find 
his  bills  receivable  eating  up  all  his 
profits  and  wearing  a  big  hole  in  his 
reserve  capital. 

The  only  rule  is  to  have  system, 
make  a  personal  study  of  each  cus- 
tomer and  his  ability  to  pay,  be  strict 
and  prompt  about  collections,  require 
notes  on  overdue  accounts  and  close 
up  those  that  appear  hopeless.  It  is 
better  to  lose  a  customer  and  a  small 
amount  of  money  than  to  lose  a  large 
amount  of  money  and  tlic  customer  to 
Ijoot.— St.  Padil  Trade  .Turnal.

How  to  deal  '.vith  a  customer  who 
cherishes  a  grievance,  is  a  problem 
'  tluit  is  ahvax's  recurring  tn  suli>snien 
in  evci-y  line — and  ccinipa r:ii i v.>ly  few 
have  mastered  the  art  of  iilacatiug 
the  injured  one,  satistyint;  him  and  in- 
creasing his"  ti'ade,  and  at  the  same 
time  detending  their  firm  from  unfair 
(leuuiiids. 

This  requires  as  much  of  the  "velvei 
touch"  as  it  takes  to  sell  goods. 

In  many  cases  a  couiphiint  from  a 
dissatisfied  customer  c;ui  br  turned  to 
good  advantage,  iH-lovided  the  man 
who  complains  has  been  sUicere.  but 
mistaken,  in  his  ground  for  making 
it. 

The  salesman  should  take  a  conser- 
A"ativf  attitude  until  ho  ha^  lborougb!,\- 
investigated  the  caus(^  of  the  trouble 
Jf  he  launches  inimediat.My  into  as- 
surances that  the  customer  "must  he 
mistaken."  the  latter  who  feels  certain 
for  his  ijart  that  thpre  can  be  no  mis- 
t;il\e.  considers  lli;tt  insult  tn  his  men- 
ial itowers  has  Ijeen  added  to  what- 
ever in.iur>^  he  has  sustniuod.  lieeides 
lieing  angr.\'  he  then  liecomes  obsti- 
nale,  and  more  exort)itaiit  in  his  de- 
mands for  reiiaratiou.  Cncb-r  these 
circunittances,  unless  the  tale.=man 
can  promise  to  fnlfill  an>'  reu:~()nabie 
request,  he  is  likel.\'  to  lose  a  part  oi 
even  all  of  his  customer's  trade. 

In  cases  where  th.e  customer's  griev- 
ance is  purely  imaginary,  or  where 
il  is  'faked'"  because  he  wants  to  gei 
the  .iiTjods  off  his  hands — and  these 
cases  are  rather  inore  nur.ierous  than 
any  others — the  salesman  should  take 
a  firm  stand  for  the  rights  of  the 
liotise. 

It  is  poor  policy  to  acquiesce  in  th(> 
cnsloiuei's  co:ii|)laint  wii>^n  it  i- 
roundless.  niercly  through  fear  of  o!'  ' 
fending  him  and  losing;  liis  ))otronage 
if  he  lias  marie  a  nii.sr:'ive  it  will 
a|);iari.ul  to  him  sounei-  ni-  later; — a' 
some  time  when  the  nuiiiei-  has  blown 
over  tl/e  salesman  can  deinjud  upop 
being  able  to  demonstrate  tha  fact. 
Then  his  customer  is  l;oi:nd  to  respect 
him  lor  the  stand  he  has  taken,  and 
will  he  ready  usually  to  renew  tiieii- 
business  relation  on  a  nifu-e  su!)Stau- 
fial  basis  than  Ijefors.  i-!ui  if  the  sales- 
ma.ii  weakly  sides  in  with  the  custo- 
mer, believing  that  course  is  [lolilic 
he  makes  himself  liable  to  criticism 
both  from  his  house  and  from  his  cns- 
tciuKM-.  for  when  th(-  laiii-r  finds  on' 
as  lie  is  practically  certain  to  do.  thai 
his  claims  were  unfair,  it  will  ai)pear 
to  him  that  the  salesman  is  a  weak- 
ling and  the  house  he  i-epresents  is 
poorly  mana.ged. 

The  maimer  in  which  some  sales- 
nien  .iump  at  the  conclusion  that  (he 
eomplaiuing  customer  must  alwa.\  s  In- 
right  and  the  house  wron.g.  is  a  re- 
flection (u'tlier  on  their  lo.valty  or  btisi- 
ucHs  .iudgmeut.  — \V.  11.  Wade,  in  Salcs- 
iianship.

The  Grocers  of  Fresno  City  have  a 
very  valuable  and  extensive  ovgani- 
2ation. 

Through  their  Asosciation  the  sro- 
cers  of  this  city  have  secured  better 
pricfls  on  their  leading  staples. 

They  have  been  able  to  correct  the 
system  by  which  farmers  were  able 
to  secure  more  for  their  eggs  than  the 
grocers  sold  them  for. 

They  have  established  a  collection 
bureau  and  credit  rateing  system  and 
propose  to  issue  a  Delinquent  List 
which  will  show  the  iiames  of  parties 
owing  grocers  bills  within  a  radius  of 
25  miles  of  Fresno.  As  bad  pay  par- 
ties move  frequently,  a  delinquent 
list  containing  the  names  of  parties, 
who  do  not  pay  their  bills  in  these 
various  communities  will  be  of  great 
value  as  a  source  of  warning. 

The  greatest  value  of  a  delinquent 
list,  however,  comes  from  the  fact 
that  the  dealer  is  able  to  secure  pay- 
ment from  slow  paying  debtors,  who 
would  not  wish  to  have  their  names 
appear  among  the  people  who  do  not 
pay  their  bills. 

Another  advantage  possessed  by  the 
Fresno  Grocers'  Association  is  the 
fact  that  they  affiliate  with  the  State 
Grocers  Association,  and  thus  can  se- 
cure the  assistance  of  the  grocers  in 
all  parts  of  the  State,  in  securing 
needed  laws  at  the  legislature  and  in 
correcting  trade  abuses,  such  as 
wholesalers  selling  to  parties  who 
would  otherwise  buy  from  retain  deal- 
ers. 

Mr.  Eccleston,  the  Secretary  for  the 
Fresno  Association,  is  a  very  busy 
man.  He  has  a  large  store  that  de- 
mands his  attention,  yet  he  proposes 
to  make  a  tour  of  the  grocers  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Fresno,  early  in  De- 
cember. 

It  is  his  idea  to  give  each  of  these 
merchants  an  opportunity  of  joining 
the  Association  and  make  a  county 
association  of  the  organization. 

This  action  will  be  a  very  expen- 
sive one  for  the  Fresno  Grocers.  It 
will  be  of  more  value  to  the  grocers 
outside,  than  to  the  Fresno  men.  At 
the  same  time,  the  addition  of  the 
outside  grocers  to  the  Fresno  Asso- 
ciation will,  increase  its  influnce  sufli- 
ciently  to  make  the  exertion  and  the 
expenditure  worth  while.

Superior  Judge  Fiuls  to  I'phold  .Mau- 
ufacturer  aud  Appeal  Is  Takcu. 


Chas.  P.  Grogan,  the  olive  oil  niak- 1 
er  of  Los  Angeles,  put  a  retail  selling 
price  on  his  olive  oil  and  then  put ' 
labels  on  the  bottles  and  the  bo.\es| 
announcing  that  the  goods  were  sold 
subject  to  their  being  retailed  at  the 
prices  named  on  the  labels.  1 

A  cutter  who  secured  goods  through  1 
second  parties  sold  at  cut  rates.  Gro-! 
gan  brought  suit.  ' 

The  judge  decided  that  a  manufac-; 
turer  had  the  right  to  maintain  the 
selling  price  of  his  goods  and  to  re- 
fuse to  sell  to  those  who  cut,  but  that 
the  cutter  in  question,  not  having 
agreed  to  maintain  the  price  fixed  by 
Mr.  Grogan.  was  not  legally  liable  fori 
having  offered  them  at  a  less  figure. 

Mr.  Paulding,  secretary  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Grocers'  Association,  is  quot- 
ed by  the  "Commercial  13ulletiu"  of 
that  city,  as  saying: 

"When  the  case  was  first  argued  be- 
fore the  court,  Judge  Monroe  stated 
that  there  was  no  question  about  n 
manufacturer  or  wholesaler  refusing 
to  sell  to  any  party  and  that  any  inau- 
ufacturer  had  a  right  to  establish  a 
retail  price  aud  uiaintaiu  that  price 
by  contract..  Yet  in  the  face  of  these 
statements  his  final  decision  was  that 
Grogan  had  no  ground  for  a  perma- 
nent restraining  order  to  prevent  a 
dealer  from  cutting  goods  obtained  in 
a  roundabout  way. 

"If  a  manufacturer  has  the  right  to 
establish  a  retail  price  and  has  a 
right  to  refuse  his  goods  to  those  who 
will  not  maintain  the  retail  selling 
price,  how  is  he  going  to  protect 
those  who  do  make  contracts  against 
those  who  secure  the  goods  in  a 
roundabout  way  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  cutting  them.  There  is  no 
reason  for  any  dealer  to  go  out  of  the 
ordinary  channels  for  his  goods  un- 
less it  is  his  intent  to  disturb  trade 
conditions. 

"Not  only  is  there  lack  of  harmony 
in  the  final  decision,  but  practically 
every  case  cited  in  the  briefs  filed 
slKJwed  former  decisions  in  favor  of 
manufacturers  establishing  and  main- 
taining prices.  Another  decision  has 
just  been  rendered  in  the  United 
States  District  Court  in  Kentucky 
granting  this  right  to  the  manufac- 
turers. The  decision  is  not  final  by 
any  means  and  the  case  will  be  ap- 
pealed to  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  a 
decision  rendered." 

Mr.  Grogan  proposes  to  carry  the 
case  to  the  Supreme  Court  at  onec.

Exposition  at  .Milanu.  were  Justly  ap- 
preciated by  the  .Jury  of  Awards,  coin- 
posed  of  the  most  diistlnguiHhcd  con- 
noiseurs  and  wine  scientlstB  of  Europe, 
and  in  consequence,  were  awarded  lh<; 
Grand  Diploma  of  Honor,  which  prizo. 
as  you  arc  aware,  is  the  highest  award 
that  could  have  been  given  and  Is 
superior  to  a  Gold  .Medal. 

"Such  an  award  is  so  much  the  morn 
appreciated  and  carries  with  It  a 
greater  honor  than  at  first  apimrnnt. 
for,  among  the  members  of  the  Jury, 
there  were  .some  who  tried  their  bent 
to  influence  the  Jury  to  be  .very  jmr- 
simonious  in  giving  out  awards  to 
Foreign  Exhibitors,  who,  as  producers 
of  wines,  come  In  competition  with 
the  Home  articles. 

"Notwithstanding  these  unjust  and 
narrowniindcd  suggestions;  the  re- 
sult of  which,  was  that  the  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony  wines  had  to  be  opened 
and  tried  throe  consecutive  times,  they 
were  rendered  full  justice,  and.  as 
previously  stated,  a  (irand  Diploma  of 
Honor  awarded  for  excellency  of 
quality."

SCHEMES  TO  PULL  TllADE 

Scheinos  to  mill  trade  are  inauy— 
it,  is  up  (o  the  average  storekeeijer 
liiuiself  to  cull  the  practical  business- 
hulildlng  plaub  from  the  worthless 
and  use  only  such  as  will  be  reason- 
ably certain  to  "work"  in  his  particu- 
lar locality.  A  trade-pulling  scheme 
which  will  produce  excellent  results 
iu  a  large  city  will  not  always  work  in 
a,  cduutry  town  or  village  and  visa 
versa.  Certain  plans  will  bring  a 
largely  increased  business  to  the  store 
of  the  country  merchant,  while  the 
same  would  fail  utterly  iu  town.  The 
requirements  of  the  one  are  entirely, 
or  nearly  so,  different  from  the  other's. 
The  country  general  merchandise  deal- 
er is  after  the  "farmer  trade"  prin- 
cipally, while  the  storekeeper  in  the 
city  doesn't,  carry  a  stock  of  general 
merchandise  and  seeks  only  to  gain 
the  patronage  in  his  immediate  neigh- 
horhood.  Jietween  the  two  it  is  a 
different  proposition— the  country  mer- 
chant's problem  is  one  thing,  that  of 
the  city  grocer  who  desires  to  increase 
liis  hn.siness  is  quite  another.  The  city 
:inrekeepci-  faces  keener  comiictition 
than,  his  couuti-y  brt^ther,  but  the  task 
of  the  lu.ttor  in  buildiii.g  unia  business, 
or  even  holding  his  (jwn,  (remember 
the  competition  of  the  catalogue  mail 
order  housej  is  erjually  as  diflicult. 
Neither,  howevei",  is  eus>';  both  in  fact 
are  hard,  hence  it  follows  that  the  re- 
tail dealer,  no  matter  whether  in  the 
city  or  country,  needs  to  give  close 
study  and  attention  lo  the  various 
trade  pulling  plans  which  come  to  his 
notice,  in  order  that  he  may  select  the 
practical  schemes  which  have  a  fair 
chance  of  succeeding,  of  actually  IN- 
CREASING the  business,  fi'oni  others 
Avhich  are  alcertaiu  to  result  in  fail- 
ure. In  other  words,  it's  np  to  the 
storekeei)f'r  to  use  his  best  judgment 
when  conj-i'|;  riii.-,  Ihe  adoiition  of  some 
plan  oi-  wcbciiip  for  inci'easing  the  vol- 
ume of  his  tr;i(l('.  Jn  dcscrihiiig  sever- 
al |il;niw  this  week"  I  do  not  s;iy  that  all 
of  them  will  "work  like  a.  charm" — all 
1  sa.y  fijr  Iheiii  is  thai  they  are  trade- 
gelliiip-'  seheiiies.  and  11  jcinaius  with 
y.iy  readers  In  jiHl;j,i'  of  llieir  merits 
iKifore  attemptijig  to  i)ut  any  of  them 
into  execution. 

All  Easy  Sale  I'lau. 

When  trade  in  the  store  is  slow, 
advertise  (.iust  for  a  Aveek)  that  you 
will  give  a  two-cent  stamp  with  every 
f  wenty-live  cent  purchase.  Be  sure 
you  make  it  clear  to  everybody  that 
(ho  purchase  must  be  at  least  tweuty- 
livc  cents —  don'l  give  a.Jiybody  a 
chance  to  misu  lulershuid  you!-— ancli 
that  a  [uii'eiiase  aniijiinl  ing  in  less  I  ha.n 
this  amount  will  ikjI  cnlitle  llio  pur- 
chaser Ifi  a  slain|i,  m-  a  forty-niiK^ 
cent  jjuif^iia;-;.'  I"  iiirire  llian  one  slajup. 
Vou  will  find  lliai,  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest will  be  ai-oused  if  you  will  trim 
yunr  windows  with  two  cent  stamjjs. 
A  f«w  dollars  worth  \\ill  be  :;iifticieut 
to  make  a  good  oowiui:.    If  \  ou  can't 


have  a  large  cut  of  an  imitation  two 
cent  stamp  made  and  placed  in  the 
center  of  the  display  it  will  use  up 
considerable  room  and  will  prove  at- 
tractive to  many  passers-by.  The  large 
stamp  should  be  from  a  foot  to  a  foot 
and  a  half  across  and  high  in  propor- 
tion. It  is  a  good  idea,  too,  to  have 
some  cuts  made,  say  half  a  dozen  times 
the  size  of  an  ordinary,  or  genuine 
two  cent  stamp,  and  have  these  up  in 
your  newsj)aper  advertising  and  cir- 
culars announcing  the  sale.  Call  it  a 
postage  stamp  sale.  Everybody  uses 
stamps— don't  forget  that. 

?fiMvs]»jii>er  Siibscr.iptiou  Scheme. 
A  Wisconsin  country  merchant  re- 
cently advertised  a  s):i8cial  sale,  an 
event  of  the  "(.rrand  Oi)ening"  kind. 
He  used  large,  well  displayed  and  nice- 
ly printed  circulars  for  announce- 
ments and  along  with  every  circular 
sent  out  enclosed  a  slip  of  paper  on 
which  was  the  statement  that  the  slip 
would  be  redeemed  for  a  six  months 


subscription  to  a  local  paper,  witli  ■{* 
])urchase  of  one  dollar's  worth  of  mer- 
chandise. This,  I  believe,  a  line 
scheme. 

A  Pcuiiy  Plan. 

Here  is  a  plan  that  was  worked  suc- 
cessfully hy  a  western  retailer  in  a. 
small  town.  In  his  show  window  he 
places  a  barrel  on  which  was  a  large 
pile  of  pennies.  In  front  of  the  bar- 
rel he  put  a  sign,  stating  that  one 
penny  would  be  presented  to  every 
purchaser  of  only  ten  cents  worth  an 
so  on  up  to  the  full  amount  of  any 
purchase  which  might  be  made.  Tho 
barrel  in  the  window  and  the  pile  of 
pennies  on  the  top  proved  attractive 
and  a  gift  of  a  penny  with  every  ten 
cents  worth  sold  amounted  to  but  10 
per  cent  on  the  .sales,  which  was 
charged,  of  course  to  advertising.  Jt 
is  well,  however,  to  supplement  a 
scheme  of  this  kind  with  a  display  ad 
in  the  local  newspaper  announcing 
what  you  propose  to  do.

SUGAK. 

A  second  tlecline  of  lOe  was  an- 
nounced last  week,  but  notice  was 
dela.ved  in  delivery  so  that  we  could 
not   print  same. 

New  York,  Nov.  28— An  ad- 

vance of  .03c  was  announced  on  Nov. 
27th  in  96  deg.  centrifugal  raw  su- 
gars. 

New  York,  Nov.  22.— -Willet  &  Gray 
report: 

"The  price  of  both  raw  and  refined 
remained  unchanged  during  the  week. 
The  total  stock  in  Europe  and  America 
is  219,838  tons  less  than  at  the  same 
time  last  year.  One  central  began 
grinding  in  Cuba  this  week.  Last 
year  the  beginning  was  not  made  un- 
til the  second  week  of  December.  This 
is  favorable  for  crop  prospects.  Many 
estates  say  it  will  be  impossible  for ' 
them  to  make  much,  if  any,  new  sugar 
this  season,  because  of  the  scarcity 
of  labor.  There  is  an  abundance  of 
cane." 

COFFEE. 

New  York,  Nov.  27.— Willet  &  Gray 
report:  — 

"Official  notice  has  been  issued  that 
the  sustax  of  60c  per  bag  will  be  col- 
lected at  Santos,  oh  and  after  Dec- 
ember 1st,  It  is  probable  that  Rio 
and  Minas  will  declare  the  same  tax-, 
to  commence  about  .January  1st.  The 
amount  of  available  coffee  in  the 
world's  suply  is  no  larger  than  a  year 
ago,  since  9t)0,000  bags  of  existing 
coffee  are  the  property  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Sao  Paulo,  and  are  not  for 
sale.  Values  for  the  future  must  con- 
form to  the  inevitable  shortage  of 
supplies.  Coffee,  on  its  intrinsic 
merit,  good  position,  low  price,  heavy 
consumption,  and  dismal  prospects  of 
the  next  season,  is  worthy  of  a  con- 
siderable improvement  in  values." 
EICE. 

The  receipts  of  rice  during  the  past 
week  have  been  heavy.  Practicallj- 
every  jobber  received  from  one  to  two 
cars.  Much  of  this  will  go  out  on 
"back  orders,"  but  there  will  be  a 
good  supply  on  hand.  The  receipts 
of  the  week  were  all  purchased  in  the 
South  several  weeks  ago  at  high  fig- 
ures, so  not  much  relief  in  the  way 
of  lower  figures  should  be  looked  for. 
The  market  in  the  South  continues 
to  maintain  a  firm  position,  and  mil- 
lers claim  it  will  not  stay  where  it  ' 
is  much  longer,  an  advance  being 
down  on  the  cards.

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peaches  cleaning  up  fast  on  a  basis  of 
I0%c  for  choice  in  50s.  Prunes  have 
a<l\'aijce(i  from  %c  to  Vsc  per  pound 
and  will  go  higher.  Raisins  are  being 
bought  by  the  packers  at  2%c  per 
pound  advance  on  opening  prices,  and 
no  one  here  is  in  a  position  to  offer 
many  for  sale." 

PRUNES. 

There  have  been  no  changes  here 
since  last  week,  with  the  exception 
of  the  lessening  desire  of  holders  to 
accept  offers,  however  small.  3  cents 
has  been  paid  for  50-60's  F.  O.  B.  San 
Jose  in  car  loads  and  we  cannot  see 
what  is  going  to  stop  prunes  from 
going  much  higher.  The  crop  is  out 
of  the  control  of  that  very  uncertain 
factor,  the  grower,  and  in  the  hands 
of  packers,  most  of  whom  realize  the 
strong  statistical  position  which  the 
fruit  occupies,  and  they  are  not  going 
to  sacrifice  anything  when  they  hold 
the  whip  hand. 

Ji'ew  York,  ?iov.  22. — The -Journal 
of  Commerce  says: 

"Within  the  past  few  days  sales  ag- 
gregating 15  cars  have  been  reported 
on  a  3c  f.o.b.  basis,  for  5u-9u  s  inclu- 
sive. Several  cars  of  40-60's  inclu- 
sive, reported  sold  on  a  oVic  basis." 

RAISINS.  • 

Raisins  maintain  their  previously 
reported  strong  position.  No  advan- 
ces have  been  reported  except  in  seed- 
less goods.  Sultanas  of  this  variety 
being  quoted  above  7  cents  by  first 
hands  and  other  seedless  fruit  in  pro- 
portion. Seeded  goods  continue  to 
hover  around  10  cents  for  Fancy  16oz 
goods  F.  O.  B.  Fresno  and  first  hands. 

New  York,  Nov.  17. — The  market  is 
practically  bare  of  Coast  seeded  stock. 
There  are  very  few  fancy  seeded  raisins 
obtainable.  Prices  have  been  forced 
up  to  lOMc  for  '  fancy.  It  seems 
doubtful  if  any  can  be  had  for  immed- 
iate delivery  below  10c. 

EVAPORATED  APPLES 

Watsonville,  Cal. — San  Francisco 
packers  have  sold  so  many  apples 
short,  that  this  market  has  literally 
been  raided  of  suplies.  The  price  is 
yet  about  Ic  below  what  it  was  at  this 
time  last  j-ear.  The  present  price 
ranges  from  6V2  to  7c.  They  have 
crawled  up  at  least  2c  since  the  San 
Francisco  markets  became  actively 
interested.

"5.  Explain  to  the  best  of  your  abil- 
ity the  merits  of  the  goods,  and  at  all 
times  show  your  willingness  to  help 
the  customer  to  decide  on  the  article 
that  will  prove  the  most  satisfactory. 
When  a  customer  points  to  an  article 
and  asks  'What  is  that?'  don't  reply 
in  an  abrupt  manner,  'Breakfast  food,' 
or  'Biscuits.'  Be  more  explicit  and 
say  that  it  is  Consumers  Biscuit,  at 
the  same  time  stating  the  price  and 
other  information  pertaining  to  the 
item  referred  to. — Ex.

Advices  from  Baltimore  say:  "^The 
fall  packing  season  for  cove  o'ysters 
in  this  market  has  opened  with  about 
the  smallest  supply  of  the  raw  mater- 
ial available  in  many  years,  and  the 
scarcity  at  the  Gulf  points  has  sent 
to  this  market  a  small  extent — a  won- 
derful contrast  to  the  old  times  when 
Baltimore  supplied  nearly  the  world." 


There  is  fear,  according  to  Bee  In 
spector  Bowen,  of  Fresno,  of  a  great 
loss  in  the  honey  crop  of  next  spring 
through  starvation  of  bees  this  win- 
ter. In  his  report  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  recently  Mr.  Bowen  stat 
ed  that  there  is  a  limited  supply  of 
honey  to  carry  the  stock  of  insects 
through  the  winter.

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SALMON  COADITIONS. 


Eastern  Broker  Tells  of  Outlook  and 
Pnexi)€cte4  Bevelopuients. 

Charles  CoiiDy,  president^  of  the 
Corby  Commission  Company  of  Min- 
neapolis, says  ,in  the  "Commercial 
Bulletin"  of  that  city: 

"Prices  on  Columbia  River  salmon, 
as  was  anticipated,  opened  5c  a  dozen 
higher  on  talis  and  flats  and  10c  a 
dozen  higher  on  %-lbs.  than  in  1905, 
while  Puget  Sound  sockeyes  opened 
at  an  advance  of  15c  a  dozen  on 
%-lbs.  This  was  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  the  pack  of  1906  would  un- 
doubtedly be  the  smallest  of  the  four 
years'  cycle  commencing  with  1905. 

"Pinks  and  chums  opened  5c  per 
dozen  higher  than  in  1905.  Pinks 
have  .since  advanced  and  there  is  only 
a.  limited  quantity  still  unsold  at  the 
high  prices,  which  are  the  highest 
f.  o.  b.  coast  which  has  obtained  since 
1900. 

Low  Grade  Plentiful. 

"Early  in  the  season  it  was  report- 
ed from  Alaska  that  there  would  be 
a  normal  or  average  pack  of  what 
calculated  standard  red  salmon. 
But  it  is  freely  predicted  that  there 
would  not  be  sufficient  humpbacks 
and  chums  to  take  care  of  the  con- 
sumptive demand,  which  has  been 
gradually  increasing  since  1903,  when 
the  low  prices  then  prevailing  placed 
them  ■  in  sections  where  up  to  that 
time  they  had  not  been  used  at  all. 

"The  Alaska  season  is  now  over, 
and  the  predictions  above  referred 
to  seem  to  have  been  fulfilled.  While 


the  total  pack  of  the  three  fishing  dis- 
tricts, namely,  western,  central  and 
southoastern  Alaska,  is  from  200,000 
to'  250,000  cases  less  than"  in  1905, 
the  shortage  fails  most  heavily  upon 
the  lower  grades,  the  effects  of  which 
will  undoubtedly  be  felt  within  the 
next  few  months. 

Bed  Alaska  in  Demand. 

"So  far  as  Red  Alaska  is"concerned, 
while  sales  in  1905  was  enormous  on 
account  of  the  low  price  which  pre- 
vailed that  season,  the  consumptive 
demand  seems  to  have  kept  apace. 
While  the  pack  of  this  grade  for  1-906 
is  relatively  equal  to  that  of  1905, 
ther  have  been  sufficient  sales  made 
in  the  domestic  market,  without  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  require- 
ments of  the  United  Kingdom,  to  vir- 
tually leave  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
packers  barely  sufficient  to  supply  a 
normal  dmand  for  the  next  twelve 
months.  This  will  be  more  apparent 
to  those  interested  when  it  is  taken 
into  consideration  that  the  United 
Kingdom  has  not  yet  provided  for  its 
supplies  and  will  require,  under  nor- 
mal conditions,  for  the  season  1906- 
07  about  1,250,000  cases  of  standard 
red  Alaska  salmon,  of  which  it  is 
estimated  that  they  have  on  hand  now 
only  about  600,000  cases.  These  fig- 
ures demonstrate  that  for  the  season 
of  1905-6  about  1,251,859  cases  of  stan- 
dard red  Alaska  salmon  were  distrib- 
uted in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the 
twelve  months  ending  Sept.  30  last, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  new  supplies 
will  be  required  for  between  600,000 
and  750,000  cases  to  carry  the  English 
market  through  the  season  of  1906-07. 


Sockeyes  a  Disappoiijtiueut. 

"lu  Biiitish  Columbia,  with  the  ex- 
ception possibly  of  the  Skcena  river, 
the  pack  of  sockeyes  was  disappoint- 
ing. So  far  as  the  Frazer  river  is 
concerned,  it  was  practically  a  fail- 
ure. Hence,  it  is  expected  that  in  or- 
der to  protect  the  requirements  of  the 
export  trade,  red  Alaska  salmon  will 
be  heavily  drawn  upon  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  season. 

The  pack  of  humpbacks  and  cohoes 
in  British  Columbia  has  been  so  small 
that  prices  have  advanced  very  ma- 
terially on  the  two  grades  since  they 
were  openeij  in  July  last,  and  cohoes 
have  been  purchased  on  Puget  Sound 
to  take  care  of  orders  from  the  Cana- 
dian trade  for  this  grade." 


Referring  to  the  pressure  to  sell 
corn  containing  saccharin,  or  in  other 
way  liable  to  be  objectionable  when  the 
National  Pure  Food  law  is  operative, 
the  "American  Grocer"  says:  "If  it 
is  sold  in  the  state  where  packed  it 
cannot  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States  law;  only  the  state 
law.  It  would  seem  only  equity  to 
permit  packers  to  dispose  of  corn 
likely  to  be  declared  illegal,  provided 
the  label  states  that  it  contains  a 
bleaching  agent,  saccharin  or  added 
starch.  The  ruling  as  to  the  use  of 
saccharin  has  not  been  made,  and  it 
may  be  its  use  will  be  permifted  un- 
der restriction  as  to  quantity;  and 
that  publicity  be  given  the  fact  on 
the  label."

CATSUP— 

The  pure  food  law  has  made  the 
production  of  much  cheap  catsup 
impossible.  The  market  is  firm  for 
bulk  goods  with  a  large  demand. 

DRIED  PEACHES—  ' 

A  sharp  advance  was  recorded  this 
week,  with  more  to  come. 

PRUNES— 

Prices  are  climbing  slowly  but  sure- 
ly. 

ALMONDS— 

Stocks  are  very  scarce  and  further 
advances  are  freely  predicted. 

CANNED  SALMON— 

The  canning  season  on  the  Colum- 
bia river  closed  on  Nov.  15th.  The 
Columbia  River  Packers'  Associa- 
tion states  that  about  1-6  .the  antici- 
pated catch  was  secured. 

EASTERN  CODFISH— 

The  catch  has  been  steadily  dimin- 
ishing. That  of  1906  was  4,700,000 
lbs.  less  than  that  of  1902. 


MERCHANTS  MUST  UMTE. 


.Toint  Action  Nocessarj    If  K<>coimi- 
tion  Is  ExHceted. 

For  nearly  a  generation  no  legL-^la- 
tion  was  made  in  California  to  bone- 
fit  retail  merchants. 

The  spell  was  broken  when  the  Ad- 
vocate helped  the  Grocers  Association 
of  San  Francisco  organize  the  State 
Grocers  and  Merchants'  Association. 
Then  the  merchants  received  recogni- 
tion of  their  requests. 

Three  laws  were  secured  from  the 
legislature  of  1903,  when  L.  Warnke 
of  Alameda  was  secretary  of  the  State 
Association.  One  of  these — the  Mutu- 
al Fire  Insurance  Law — was  vetoed 
by  Gov.  Pardee.  Another — allowing 
the  attachment  of  the  wages  of  pub- 
lic officials  has  stood  the  merchants 
of  California  in  good  stead  ever  since. 

At  the  session  of  1905,  three  laws 
were  secured.  One  made  it  possible 
to  attach  the  separate  property  of 
the  wife  she  had  "acquired  after  mar- 
riage for  bills  for  the  neccesarles  of 
life  contracted  while  the  two  were 
living  together.  Another  made  trad- 
ing stamps  illegal.  This  was  found 
to  be  unconstitutional  when  the  As- 
sociation carried  it  to  the  Supreme 
Court. 

A  third,  which  made  a  payment  re- 
new an  account,  was  vetoed  by  Gov. 
Pardee. 

These  laws  were  secured  onl^  by 
Iiard  work. 

They  could  not  have  been  secured 
at  all,  if  grocers  all  over  the  Stat** 
had  not  joined  in  asking  for  them. 

They  could  not  have  been  secured, 
had  not  many  merchants  shared  the 
expense. 

On  another  page,  the  State  Asso- 
ciation tells  the  laws  it  will  ask  for 
next  year.

WE  NEED  YOUR  HELP 

TO  GET  THESE  LAWS. 


Every  reader  of  the  Advocate  should 
look  carefully  over  the  following  list 
of  laws  that  the  State  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation proposes  to  introduce  at  the 
next  legislature.  If  any  of  them  "look 
good  to  you,"  we  would  ask  that  you 
write  us  and  tell  us  whether  you  will 
be  willing  to  help  get  them. 

Laws  We  WHI  Ask  For. 

1st.  Eftension  of  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  from  two  to  four  years; 
also  that  date  of  tbe  Last  transaction 
shall  be  tlie  date  from  which  statute 
begins  to  operate. 

This  law  would  save  the  mechants 
of  California  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
nually since  now,  each  item  on  an  ac- 
count outlaws  separately,  two  years 
after  it  was  incurred  and  a  payment 
.  does  not  renew  the  account. 

2d.  A  Pure  Food  law  similar^  to 
J  the  National  Pure  Food  law,  also  re- 
quii*'"^  tbe- manufacturers'  name  to  be 


attached  to  tbe  package. 

Unless  this  law  is  passed,  much  of 
the  value  of  the  National  Pure  Food 
Law  will  be  lost  to  the  retailers  since 
they  will  still  And  themselves  com- 
pelled to  handle  cheap,  imitation  goods 
of  local  make,  in  which  there  is  little 
profit  in  order  to  meet  competition. 

3d.  Honest  wights  and  measures 
— net  weight  or  measure  to  govern. 

This  saves  the  honest  merchant  from 
the  unfair  competition  of  dishonest 
competitors. 

4th.  Dishonest  advertising,  such  as 
offering  goods  not  as  represented. 

This  would  "draw  the  teeth"  of  most 
of  the  advertising  of  department  and 
cheap-John  cut-throat  cash  stores. 

5tb.  Tbe  Equitable  Process  Laws, 
or  tbe  Kentucky  Collection  law,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  secretary 
write  for  copies  of  each. 

While  not  affecting  honest  men  or 


men  who  had  no  means,  this  law  would 
compel  payment  from  the  dishonest 
man  who  was  able  to  pay  his  bills  but 
refused. 

eth.  Mutual  fire  insurance  law,  al- 
lowing merchants  to  form  companies 
for  insuring  members  against  loss  by 
fire. 

This  would  give  merchants  insur- 
ance that  would  insure.  It  would 
save  them  the  necessity  of  having  to 
pay  the  losses  incurred  by  the  burning 
of  extra  hazardous  risks  and  would 
save  them  from  25  to  60%  of  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  their  insurance.     ,  , 

7th.  A  law  to  prevent  the  deposi- 
ting of  a  few  dollars  in  order  to  over- 
draw the  account,  thus  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  merchants  who  may  :cash 
tbe  checks. 

The  present  law  enables  sharpers 
to  fleece  merchants,  obtaining  money 
under  false  pretenses  and  yet  being 
without  danger  of  punishment.

As  soon  as  a  member  reports  that  a  wholesaler  or  manufacturer  is 
selling  to  his  customers,  the  Field  Secretary  takes  the  matter  up  and,  if 
necessary,  all  the  grocers  of  California  will  be  called  upon  to  stop  the  un- 
fair practice. 

SECURES  BETTER  PROFITS— 

By  joint  action  with  the  grocers  of  the  other  Bay  cities,  the  various 
flour  mills  were  induced  to  refuse  to  supply  trade  pirates.  The  organiza- 
tion will  enable  groceris  to  act  together  to  advance  the  sale  of  those  goods 
the  price  of  which  cannot  be  cut. 

COLLECTS  BAD  BILLS— 

A  special  firm  under  $5,000  bond,  collects  the  bad  bills  of  members. 
The  time  of  the  secretai-y  is  not  taken  from  the  Asociation  for  this  work. 

Members  can  secure  full  information  about  any  person  who  applies 
to  open  an  account  and  the  cost  will  be  nominal.

Attracting  Trade. 

CHRISTMAS  ADVERTISING. 


Some  Ideas  for  Progressive  Mercbauts 
to  Consider. 


If  we  consider  that  advertising  just 
previous  to  tlie  Cliristmas  liolidays  is 
beneficial  at  all,  and  everybody  of  ex- 
perience does  think  so,  we  must  at  the 
same  time  recognize  the  value  of  pre- 
paring the  advertising  with  a  view  to 
increasing  trade  along  certain  special 
line. 

Christmas  is  a  holiday  about  which 
cluster  many  old  customs  which  di- 
rectly affect  numerous  descriptions  of 
merchandise.  While  Christmas  pres- 
ents aren't  often  selected  from  the 
grocer's  stock,  each  year  at  holiday 
time  the  grocer  experiences  a  large 
increase  in  demand  for  food  products 
of  all  descriptions.  There  is  at  Christ- 
mas, when  the  tables  of  all  classes  of 
people,  figui'atively  spefeking,  "groan" 
under  the  weiglit  of  food  provided  for 
the  ever-joyous  occasion,  a  marked 
increase  in  both  the  quantity  «,nd 
quality  of  what  is  eaten,  proving,  if 
proof  were  needed,  tliat  the  greatest 
of  all  Christmas  holidays  gives  the 
grocer  opportunity  for  a  good  stroke 
of  business. 

Stirring  Up  Interest. 

There's  no  doubt  that  there  is  an 
extra  amount  of  business  to  be  gotten 
—the  question  is  how  to  get  it,  how 
to  get  more  of  it  than  would  come  in 
the  ordinary  course.  I  take  it  that 
every  grocer  would  be  glad  if  he  could 
draw  Christmas  trade  from  a  larger 
district  than  he  draws  his  regular, 
every-day  trade  from  and  that  he  is 
willing  to  spend  a  few  dollars  in 
doing  it.  It  is,  therefore,  the  purpose 
of  this  article  to  convey  a  few  practi- 
cal suggestions  as  to  how  he  may  stir 
up  a  general  interest  in  his  Christmas 
stock  of  good  things  to  eat  and  there- 
by increase  both  patronage  and  pro- 
fits. 

Special  Advertising. 

Where  rates  are  not  prohibitive, 
newspaper  advertising  should  be  used. 


This  alone  is  not  sufficient,  though 
the  newspapers,  which  have  a  general 
circulation,  are  a  good  medium  to  use 
for  reaching  people  living  outside  the 
district  in  which  the  store  is  located. 

Commencing  one  week  before  Christ- 
mas it  will  be  found  a  good  plan  to  is- 
sue special  circulars  calling  attention 
to  all  of  the  many  good  things  to  eat 
that  the  store  has  to  offer  for  the 
Christmas  table.  Such  circulars  will 
be  found  effective  if  issued  every  other 
day,  letting  the  last  one  out  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  second  day  before 
Christmas,  or  December  23rd. 

This  needn't  necessarily  be  expen- 
sive advertising,  although  the  circu- 
lars should  be  well  got  up,  and  if  cuts 
can  be  used  they  will  be  found  help- 
ful, especially  a  large  cut  of  Santa 
Claus  printed  at  the  top. 

Christmas  "Baskets." 

Chi'istmas  "baskets"  will  be  found 
popular  with  the  poorer  classes,  as 
will  special  combination  lots  of  nuts, 
candies,  figs,  dates,  etc.,  with  both  the 
poor  and  the  well-to-do. 

Make  up  offerings  of  "baskets,"  each 
containing  a  turkey,  duck  or  two 
chickens,  two  pounds  of  mixed  nuts, 
two  pounds  of  mixed  candies  and  sev- 
eral other  items  easily  selected,  and 
offer  the  lots  at  so  much  each,  say, 
$1.74.  The  grocer  can  figure  out  the 
price  for  himself,  and  it  is  a  good  idea 
to  include  a  few  staple  articles  in  the 
special  offerings. 

These  should  be  advertised  both  in 
the  local  newspaper  and  by  means  of 
circulars,  and  if  possible  use  cuts, 
showing  heaping  baskets,  in  connec- 
tion with  each  combination  offer. 

Of  course,  "baskets"  containing;  dif- 
ferent combinations,  each  at  a  differ- 
ent price,  should  be  offered,  as  every- 
body will  not  want  the  same  things. 

Then,  price  permitting,  the  grocer 
can  advertise  that  he  will  give  a 
Christmas  present,  which  should  be 
described,  to  every  purchaser  of  one 
of  the  "baskets."  This  will  help  the 
plan  along,  and  if  it  reduces  a  little 
the  profit  on  each  sale  it  also  in- 
creases the  number  of  such  combina- 
tion lots  sold. 

The  Show  Window. 

Window  displays  become  especially 


important  about  Christmas  time,  when 
because  of  the  extra  quantities  and ; 
larger  variety  of  food  specialties 
handled  the  possibilities  of  making  at- 
tractive displays  are  greatly  increas- 
ed. Attractively  dressed  windows  will 
unconsciously  impress  themselves  on 
hundreds  of  passers-by  and  result  in 
more  than  enough  business  to  - repay 
the  grocer  for  his  eft'orts  to  make  his 
windows  appear  inviting. — Arthur 
Brown  in  "Detroit  Trade." 


CHEAPER  STORES  LOSE. 

Successfnl  Merchants  Are  Not  of  the 
"Price-Cutter"  Variety. 

Merchants  who  resort  to  price-cut- 
ting as  a  method  of  attracting  busi- 
ness must  learn  to  be  patient  if  they 
are  called  "out-of-date,"  for  in  all 
progressive  retailing  this  method  is 
obsolete.  The  price-cutter  is  a  relic 
of  retail  barbarism,  says  "Southern 
Merchant." 

Once  upon  a  time  the  man  who  was 
most  daring  in  liis  policy  of  giving 
customers  he  profits  of  hiis  business 
and  making  trade  a  dreary  wilderness 
for  his  competitors  was  hailed  as  a 
most  enterprising  fellow.  Todav  the 
man  who  considers  his  customers'S 
convenience  the  most  get  botn  tne 
praise  and  the  trade — also  the  profit. 

It  used  to  be  that  a  merchant  who 
would  grudge  a  few  hundred  dollars 
for  attractive  and  convenient  improve4 
ments  to  his  store  would  never  hesi| 
tate  to  lose  a  greater  amount  by  eli- 
minating profits  as  a  drawing  card. 

Today  it  is  getting  to  be  more  or 
less  of  a  reproach  to  be  known  as 
"selling  cheap"  and  people  feel  dis- 
posed to  favor  the  man  who  has  a 
bright,  attractive  store,  dispatch  in 
service,  prompt  delivery  and  courte- 
ous consideration.  It  may  cost  him 
something  to  provide  all  these  things, 
but  people  like  it;  it  gives  him  "tone" 
and  he  makes  points. 

The  price-cutter  cannot  even  esi- 
mate  what  he  loses,  though  he  fondly 
cherishes  the  delusion  that  cutting 
pays. 

Nowadays  a  merchant  shows  that  he 
is  progressive  by  eschewing  the  old- 
fashioned,  barbaric  method.

Review  of  Conditions  as  Re- 
ported by  Experts  in  Vari- 
ous Centers. 


SUGAR. 

Sugar  is  being  sold  at  prices  far  be- 
low what  the  situation  would  ordinar- 
ily warrant.  This  is  due  to  the  trouble 
between  the  rival  sugar  interests.  Su- 
gar at  the  present  basis  is  well  bought. 
It  is  not  unlikely  or  impossible  that 
the  commodity  may  drop  just  a  little 
more.  It, is  for  each  individual  to  de- 
cide as  to  whether  the  gamble  is  worth 
while.  The  state  of  the  market  does 
not  warrant  stocking  up  on  a  specula- 
tive deal. 

New  York,  X.  ¥.,  Dec.  5«^Raw  sugar 
is  firm  at  3%c  for  96  deg.  centrifugal 
— another  advance  of  .03c  over  last 
week.  The  Federal  Sugar  Co.  ad- 
vanced its  price  10  points, -to  4.70c  for 
granulated,  on  Dec.  4. 

N'ew  York,  jVot.  28.— Willett  &  Gray 
report : 

"Raw  advanced  .03c  during  the  week. 
Refined  remained  unchanged  in  price. 
A '  summary  of  stocks  in  the  United 
States  and  Cuba  shows  a  decrease 
of  155,700  tons  less  than  last  year.  A 
decidedly  firmer  tone  has  developed 
during  the  week.  The  Louisiana  cane 
crop  promises  to  be  about  100,000  tons 
less  than  last  year.  Reports  indicate 
that  the  Northern  crop  of  Muscovados 
from  Brazil  will  result  poorly  this 
year.  The  uncertainty  of  the  labor 
situation  in  Cuba  adds  firmness  to  the 
ma,rKet.  "  Extraordinary  efforts  are 
being  made  by  the  Cuban  government 
to  bring  laborers,  from  Spain.  Javan 
shipnients  to  America  will  be  much 
smaller  than  usual  because  of  the  in- 
creased demand  from  Eastern  coun- 
tries."' 

5»ew  York,  Nov.  27.— M.  G.  Wanzor 
&  Co.  report: 

"While  Cuba  has  more  cane  in  the 
fields  ready  for  reaping  than  ever  be- 
fore' the  planters  are  unable  to  secure 
the  labor  necessary  to  harvest  the 
crop.  The  working  forces  were  dis- 
organized by  the  revolution,  and  are 
getting  back  to  work  so  slowly-  that 
planters  are  justified  in  making  only 
small  sales  of  new  crop.  The  strength 
imparted  .  through  the  delay  in  the 
Cuban  crop         only  be  temporary." 

MOLASSES. 

New  York,  Dec,  1. — The  "Journal 
of  Commerce"  says: 

"Telegraphic  advices  from  New  Or- 
leans yesterday  say  that  molasses  is 
held  in  that  market  at  2c  above  last 
paid  prices.  The  demand  which  has 
prevailed  there  has  forced  up  to  an 
average  of  JLOc  over  last  year.  .  It  is 
figured  from  late  reports  that  the 
crop  will  be  100,000  Ions,  or  about  »5 
per  *cent--short  of  last  year." 


TEA. 

New  York,  Nov.  27. — John  B.  Browi 
&  Co.  reports: 

"No  recent  cable  advices  have  been 
received  from  Shanghai  conreniiiiR 
congous.

The  effect  of  such  | 
conditions  will  not  he  felt  materially 
In  this  market  for  30:  days,  however, 
for  the  reason  that  the  spot  stocks  and 
and  those  which  commenced  rolling 
piior  to  the  last  few  days,  were  pur- 
chased at  flgures  ranging  "from  an 
eighth  to  a  quarter  of  a  cent  above 
what  they  can  now  be  purchased  for. 
We  have  heen  expecting  this  decline 
and  -for  that  reason  have  not  urged 
our  friends  to  buy.  It  looks  to  us  as 
though  January  will  see  considerably 
lower  prices  than  rule  today.  For  the 
guidance  of  those  interested  we  would 
say  that  the  weakening  referred  to 
hereinabove  applies  rather  to  .Japan 
grades  ( Southern )  than  to  Head  rices. 
The  latter  are  well  bought  at  present 
quotations,  particularly  fancy  grades. 

New  York,  Nov.  27. — Dan  Talmage's 
Sons'  Co.  report: 

"There  has  been  a  good  demand  for 
rice  during  the  week.  Assortments  of 
Honduras  styles  are  in  better  shape 
than  at  any  time  since  opening  of  the 
crop.  As  noted  last  week,  there  is  im- 
proved prospect  for  prompt  delivery 
and  orders  for  "immediate  shipment" 
receive  better  attention.  Prices  are 
steady  on  strict  grading,  although  the 
widening  of  assortment  has  had  a  cor- 
responding effect  on  values,  which 
were  more  or  less  "bunched"  but 
are  now  relative.  Japan  sorts  have 
been  in  scanty  supply;  stocks  for  im- 
mediate delivery  entirely  exhausted, 
and  "lots  to  arrive"  largely  sold  in 
advance,  hence  market  is  strong. 

"Advices  from  the  South  note  quiet 
conditions  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  At 
New  Orleans,  market  is  firm  with  good 
demand  from  the  North  and  West.  Re- 
ceipts of  Rough  are  scanty  and  mills 
continue  to  run  under  light  supply. 
In  the  interior.  Southwest  Louisiana 
and  Texas,  a  good  demand  has  pre- 
vailed, but  tardy  shipments  have  in- 
terfered greatly,  not  only  with  busi- 
ness already  accomplished,  but  is  a 
bar  against  new  engagements. 

"Cables  and  correspondence  from 
abroad  note  strong  markets  for  spot 
and  forward  cleaned." 

DRIED  FRUITS. 

There  is  no  change  to  note  this 
week.  Conditions  remain  the  same — 
firm  and  tending  upward  with  on  pos- 
sibility of  relief  until  new  crop  next 
year.  The  demand  for  fruit  and 
prompt  shipment  to  the  East  contin- 
ues with  unabated  heat,  and  most  of 
the  dried  fruit  houses  expect  to  have 
clean  bins  earlier  in  1907  than  in  any 
previous  year  in  their  experience. 
Peaches  have  had  a  sharp  advance 
during  the  past  few  days  and  their 
unquestioned  statistical  position 
makes  higher  prices  certain. 

PRUNES. 

As  noted  in  previous  issues,  the  po- 
sition of  prunes  has  been  materially 
strengthened  by  the  short  condition  of 
other  dried  fruit  lines,  and  since  the 
East  and  Middle  W-estern  states  have 
come  to  a  proper  realization  o£  the 


facts  in  the  case,  there  has  heen  a  de- 
mand lor  prunes  scarcel.v  ever  before 
equalled.  I'runes  are  on  Iho  nmvo  up- 
ward, and  there  is  absolutely  nothing 
to  stop  them  going  up  to  a  record 
price.

EVAPORATED  APPLES. 

27.— Delmarle  Bros, 
report : 

"Prime  evaporated  apple?  are  still 
advancing  and  sales  have  been  made 
on  the  market  since  our  last  letter  at 
7%  and  T^/^c  for  spot  goods  and 
for  deliveries  up  to  l<''ebruary.  Sellers 
are  now  asking  7%  to  Sc  for  these 
deliveries  and  few  goods  are  being- 
offered,  and  it  is  reported  that  several 
people,  owing  to  the  extraordinary 
advance,  are  lying  down  on  coutracl;s 
and  not  delivering."

Astoria,  Ore,  >"ov.  15. — The  Colum- 
bia River  Packers'  Association  re- 
ports : 

"An  unusually  heavy  rainfall  and 
prevailing  southerly  gales  during  the 
past  three  or  four  weeks  have  ren- 
dered the  pack  of  chums  on  the  Co- 
lumbia and  coast  streams  almost  a  to- 
tal failure.  This  is  the  last  day  of 
the  canning  season  and  from  latest 
reports  probably  not  more  than  one- 
sixth  of  the  anticipated  catch  has 
been  secured.  This  in  the  face  of  the 
heavy  sales  booked  last  spring  moans 
a  grave  disappointment  for  both  can.- 
uers  and  consumers.  Weather  condi- 
tions alone  seem  responsible  for  the 
shortage.  Heavy  freshets  with  strong 
currents  and  waters  full  of  drift  have 
made  fishing  dangerous  and  unprofit- 
able, with  the  restilt  that  but  little 
gear  was  fished  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  season.  The  situation  on  Pu- 
gct  Sound  has  been  somewhat  better 
owning  to  the  fact  that  the  season  on 
the  Sound  opens  earlier,  but  during 
the  past  few  weeks  few  chums  have 
been  taken  there  owing  to  the  same 
cause." 

AMERICAN  SARDINES. 

Now  York,  Nov.  27.— Jed  Frye  &  Co. 
report: 

"The  market  continues  very  firm. 
There  is  'as  much  demand  as  can  be 
expected  for  these  goods  at  this  time 
of  the  year. 

"The  factories  are  all  closed.  Sev- 
eral of  the  packers  are  entirely  clear 
of  stock.

CANNED  CORN. 
New    York,    N.  Y.,    Nov.    27— The 

"Journal  of  Commerce"  says: 
/'Purchases  of  cheap  saccharined  corn 
at  and  around  45c  have  been  liberal  of 
late,  so  liberal,  according  to  current 
report,  that  the  stock  of  this  class  of 
goods,  which  has  been  such  a  heavy 
dra.g  upon  the  market,  is  beginning  to 
give  evidence  of  a  clean  up.  Standard 
and  fancy  stock  of  whatever  packing, 
which  conforms  to  the  National  Pure 
Food  law,  is  still  neglected  and  rather 
easy.  After  the  turn  of  the  year,  it  is 
expected  that  these,  as  relatively  the 
cheapest  and  most  abundant  of  canned 
goods,  will  come  in  for  a  heavy  sale." 

TICKLES. 
Pacific  Viuegar  aud  Pickle  Works  re- 
port: 

"While  the  California  crop  of 
pickles  is  probably  twice  as  great  this 
year  as  in  1905,  yet  the  demand  is 
more  than  twice  as  great,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  pickle  shortage  in  the 
East  has  made  the  distributors  of  the 
Middle  West  look  to  the  Coast  for 
their  supplies.  Prices  of  bulk  pickles 
are  exceedingly  firm,  and  an  advance 
is  probable  early  in  1907." 

TOMATO  CATSUP. 

The  National  pure  food  law  has 
made  it  impossible  for  the  factories  to 
turn  out  any  more  catsup  made  of  the 
skins  and  cores  of  tomatoes  used  in 
canning,  stiffened  with  pumpkin  and 
flour  filler.  As  a  consequence,  the  sup- 
ply of  tomato  catsup  is  much  shorter 
than  it  would  be.  This  shortage  is 
made  more  noticeable  because  of  the 
short  crop  in  the  Maryland  Peninsula. 
While  the  amount  of  tomato  catsup 
put  up  in  California  this  season  was 
much  larger  than  ever  before,  there 
will  not  be  enough  to  go  around,  since 
practically  all  of  the  territory  we^t  of 
the  Mississippi  River  is  looking  to  the 
Coast  for  supplies.  Higher  prices  are 
to  be  looked  for  early  in  1907. 

HAY. 

Soniers  &  Co.  report,  under  date  of 
Dec.  4th: 

"Contrary  winds  have  prevented  the 
bay  schooners  from  making  good  time. 
It  is  reported  that  there  are  over  100 
cars  of  hay  in  the  Oakland  yards 
awaiting  transfer  to  this  side  of  the 
bay.  These  are  urgently  needed,  for 
at  the  moment  there  is  a  marked 
scarcity  of  certain  grades  of  hay 
here,  and  if  relief  is  not  afforded 
within  a  day  or  two  a  temporary  lim- 
ine will  be  noted.  Stocks  arc  plenti- 
ful in  several  important  country  dis- 
tricts. Prices  are  regulated  from  day 
to  day  by  the  number  of  cars  deliv- 
ered. The  lack  of  rain  is  causing 
much  hay  to  be  held  in  the  country 
that  would  otherwise  find  its  way 
here.  Considerable  more  is  being  fed 
throughout  the  interior  points  than 
would  be  noted  under  ordinary  cir- 


cumstances.    Local   prices  continue 
along  practically  unclianged,  but  with 
a  very  firm  feeling.    Occasionally  a 
strictly  fancy  car  of  wheat  hay  will 
sell  from  $22  to  $22.50."

In  an  article  on  the  recovery  of  the 
men  in  the  tea  and  coffee  trade  in  San 
Francisco,  the  correspondent  of  the 
"Tea  and  Coffee  Trade  Journal,"  says: 

"Considering  the  fact  that  every  tea 
and  coffee  establishment  in  the  city 
save  one  was  either  destroyed  or  so 
badly  crippled  as-  to  bring  actual  busi- 
ness to  a  standstill,  it  seems  almost 
incredible  that  at  the  present  time  lit- 
tle complaint  is  heard  over  the  facili- 
ties at  hand  or  the  business  now  being 
actually  transacted. 

"In  all  this  great  city  only  one 
building  in  the  tea  and  coffee  trade 
was  found  intact  after  the  earthquake 
and  fire — that  was  the  building  of  J. 
A.  Folger  &  Co.,  at  the  corner  of  How- 
ard and  Spear  streets. 

"Among  those  whu  are  showing  un- 
usual energy  in  resuming  full  busi- 
ness operations  is  the  Henry  W.  Bur- 
mester  Ceylon  Tea  Company,  at  No. 
19  Oak  Street.  The  temporary  quar- 
ters were  started  . on  May  1,  1906,  and 
completed  on  May  8.  The  former  store 
t)uilding  was  destroyed  by  fire  April 
18,  1906,  and  the  company  began 
roasting  in  their  temporary  plant  on 
May  14 — quick  work  even  in  times 
and  places  where  miracles  are  ex- 
pected. 

"One  of  the  larger  establisliments 
that  has  not  endeavored  to  reach  its 
former  output  is  Wellman,  Peck  &  Co., 
whose  temporary  coffee  plant  is  now 
located  in  connection  with  their 
wholesale  grocery  establishment  at 
311-37  East  Street.  One  roaster  is  in 
steady  operation,  but  not  until  their 
new  permanent  building  is  completed 
will  they  push  the  tea  and  coffee  busi- 
ness as  they  did  before  the  fire. 

"Your  correspondent  found  those 
engaged  in  the  work  of  rebuilding  in 
much  better  state  of  mind  than  had 
been  anticipated  in  view  r  '  most  dis- 
tressing obstacles-.  As  a  sample  of  thq 
statements  obtained,  a  few  words  by 
Mr.  Charles  B.  Piatt,  vice-i)resident  of 
the  J.  A.  Folger  ^  Co.  corporation,  are 
significant.    He  said: 

"  'So  far  as  San  Francisco  is  con- 
cerned, the  prospects  look  so  bright 
and  the  subject  so  broad  that  I  scarce 
know  how  to  approach  it.  The  com- 
merce of  the  world  requires  the  use 
of  the  only  harbor  on  the  Pacific 


Coast,  and  in  that  harbor  commercial 
demands  and  convenience  must  be 
looked  after.  Our  entire  country  needs 
this  port.  The  rebuilding  of  San  Fran- 
cisco is  not  purely  a  local  proposition, 
although  in  the  main  it  will  be  rebuilt 
with  local  capital.  It  is  a  national 
necessity.' 

"The  photograph  of  the  city  does" 
not  show  much  of  the  ruin  of  the  A. 
Schilling  &  Co.'s  establishment,  which 
was  headquarters  for  so  many  visitors 
before  the  great  fire.  Here,  also,  the 
work  necessary  to  complete  resump- 
tion is  going  on  rapidly,  and  it  is  only 
a  matter  of  time  when  this  big  con- 
cern will  be  handling  its  full  quota  of 
trade." 


INCREASED  EXPENSES. 


AVagcs,  Rents,  Insurance,  Taxes,  All 
Higher. 

All  running  expenses  of  the  mer- 
chants have  increased  very  materially 
during  the  past  few  years.  Insurance 
has  increased  from  25  to  50  per  cent. 
Wages  have  increased  at  least  25  per 
cent;  rents  50  per  cent  and  taxes  are 
also  higher  because  of  larger  and 
more  varied  stocks  which  are  neces- 
sary in  order  to  meet  uptodate  de- 
mands. The  merchants  should  en- 
deavor to  see  how  much  profit  they 
can  make  in  place  of  how  cheap  they 
can  sell  goods. 


Advices  from  Eastport  state  that  the 
packing  of  American  sardines  is  vir- 
tually ended,  although  the  season  has 
yet  several  weeks  to  run.  Scarcity  of 
fish  and  the  high  cost  of  oil  have  com- 
pelled nearly  all  of  the  factories  to 
shut  down  at  this  early  date.

ENCOURAGE  THE  CLERKS. 


How  Merchants  Cau  Stimulate  Trade 
and  Help  His  Men. 


"The  clerks  will  be  as  a  rule  what 
their  employers  make  them,"  said  a 
well-known  grocer  to  "The  Inland 
Grocer."  "We  keep  an  account  here 
with  every  salesman  to  show  the  sales 
made  by  him,  and  another  account 
showing  what  department  of  the  trade 
he  has  given  more  assistance  to.  It 
works  out  well,  encouraging  competi- 
tion among  the  clerks  and  among  the 
departments. 

"On  Mondays,  when  not  much  is 
doing,  we  have  special  sales,  the  ob- 
ject of  which  is  to  familiarize  our 
customers  with  special  lines  of  goods. 
One  week  we  had  a  special  sale  of 
woodenware,  including  clothes-lines, 
wash-boards,  tubs,  brooms  and  brush- 
es. Every  assistant  was  expected  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  customers  to 
the  woodenware  department. 

"The  order  clerk  on  his  route  and 
delivery  man  on  his  rounds  was  en- 
couraged to  talk  woodenware,  and  the 
sales,  the  first  day  we  tried  it,  were 
astonishing.  A  very  large  percent- 
age of  customers  who  would  not  have 
thought  of  their  need  of  something  in 
that  line,  on  its  being  suggested  to 
them  would  think  of  some  item  of 
which  they  were  in  need  and  give  us 
an  order.  We  kept  a  record  of  sales 
made  and  gave  each  assistant  credit 
for  his  work. 

"In  a  subsequent  week  we  had  a 
sale  of  farinaceous  goods— beans,  rice, 
hominy,  grits,  cornmeal  and  so  on. 
They  sold  in  increased  volume. 

"The  next  week  we  tried  California 
canned  fruits.  For  this  we  opened  a 
few  cans  and  gave  customers  visiting 
the  store  a  chance  to  see  and  taste 
them.  We  took  orders  for  them  by 
the  dozen  instead  of  by  the  can,  as 
had  been  the  rule. 

"We  showed,  on  another  Monday, 
canned  vegetables— little  string  beans 
the  size  of  a  toothpick  and  just  the 
thing  for  garnishing;  petits  pois  and 
Maine  corn — giving  people  an  idea,  as 
many  of  them  never  before  had,  of  the 
variety  and  delicacy  of  dozens  of 
items  obtainable  in  cans. 

"It  was  the  best  advertising  we  ever 
did  and  put  the  clerks  on  their  mettle. 
They  found  that  they  could  develop 
sales  in  any  line  if  they  once  made  the 
effort,  and,  knowing  that  we  were 
crediting  them  with  every  sale  they 
made  the  effort. 

••We  never  let  a  week  pass,  nowa- 
days, unless  it  is  the  holiday  week, 
without  a  Monday  sale,  and  we  are 
training  up  the  best  lot  of  clerks  we 
ever  had. 

"The  thing  to  do  is  to  let  the  clerks 
know  what  the  goods  are  and  to  en- 
courage them  to  pass  the  information 
along  to  consumers.    Both  need  to  be 


informed,  and  there  is  no  suggestion 
as  good  as  the  personal  word."

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MAY  FIX  PRICES. 


Aiiieiioaii  And  Forcifjii  Courts  Agrco 
As  to  Rigli<)s  ol"  Maiiiit'jittuicr. 

The  decision  rendered  by  Judge 
Monroe  in  the  cnne  of  Gi-ogau  vs. 
Chaffee  was  very  unexpected,  says 
J.  F.  Paulding  in  his  "Merchants  Re- 
port." Practically  every  decision 
rendered  within  the  past  three  years 
has  been  in  favor  of  the  manufactur- 
er. Judge  Monroe  acknowledged  the 
right  of  the  manufacturer  to  estab- 
lish retail  prices  and  also  stated  that 
a  manufacturer  had  a  right  to  refuse 
to  sell  a  cutter,  but  he  could  not 
sec  his  way  clear  to  grant  an  injunc- 
tion to  ])revent  a  man  from  acquiring 
goods  in  a  roundabout  way  and  then 
selling  them  at  any  price  he  saw  fit. 

ilow  such  a  decision  could  be  har- 
monized is  hard  to  say.  At  least  we 
have  found  no  one  who  could  see  how 
a  judge  could  grant  a  manufacturer 
the  privilege  of  establishing  prices 
and  refuse  to  grant  protection  against 
a  party  who  would  slaughter  the 
goods,  after  the  price  was  established 
by  buying  of  outside  parties. 
More  Decisions. 

Another  decision  on  the  right  of  a 
manufacturer  to  control  the  price  and 
manner  in  which  an  article  may  be 
sold  by  the  retailer  has  been  found  in 
the  case  of  Hartman  vs.  Jno.  B.  Park 
&  Sons  Co.,  S.  14.5  Fedral  Reporter 
35S,  where  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  for  the  eastern  district  of  Ken- 
tucky holds  that  nianiifaetiirers  have 
the   right  to   refuse   to  sell  to  any 


dealers  that  refuse  to  maintain  their 
established  |)rice  and  that  the  ivliole- 
salcr  can  refuse  to  sell  goods  to  a 
retailer  who  refuse  to  maintain  the 
established  price. 

Foreign  Ruling'. 

A  similar  ruling  has  been  made  in 
Great  Britain  and  now  France  gets 
into  line  ui)holding  the  right  of  the 
manufacturer  in  that  regard.  It  is 
a  good  thing  for  the  honest  dealer 
who  now  has  some  protection  against 
the  pests  known  as  "cutters"  who 
never  do  any  good  for  themselves 
and  always  injure  others. 

Commenting  on    this    subject  the 
Food  Law  Bulletin  has  the  following: 
Enii»ltatic  French  Decision 

"A  resume  of  a  case  recently  tried 
before  the  Commercial  Tribunal  of 
Rouen  (France),  says  the  National 
Druggist,  is  a  case  in  which  a  manu- 
facturer brought  suit  against  a  large 
department  house  for  breach  of  cdnT. 
tract  in  that  they  had  sold  articles 
of  his  manufacture  and  bearing  his 
name  at  a  price  lower  than  he  had 
fixed  upon  them.  The  decree  of  the 
court  was  sweeping,  and  in  favor  of 
the  manufacturer  on  all  points  in 
controversy.  It  cseclared  for  the 
right  o  f  the  manufacturer  of  a  spec- 
ial article  not  merely  to  fix  the  price 
below  which  that  article  shall  not  be 
sold,  but  to  put  any  other  restric- 
tions upon  its  sale  that  may  seem 
right  and  just  to  him,  and  declared 
that  such  action  was  not  against 
public  policy.  It  awarded  him  heavy 
damages,  both  actual  and  exemplary 
and  imposed  upon  the  defendant  com- 
pany the  costs  of  the  entire  litigation." 

This  decision  of  the  French  court 


is  exactly  in  line  with  those  that  have 
been  rendered  by  the  courts  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  when- 
ever the  question  has  been  raised  of 
the  right  of  the  manufacturer  of  a 
proprietary  article  to  fix  the  price 
thereon. 

There  is  a  remarkable  similarity, 
too,  in  the  language  used  by  the 
French  judges  and  that  of  our  own 
judiciary  in  declaring  and  upholding 
this  right. 

In.  answer  to  the  plea  that  "what  a 
man  buys  and  pays  for,  is  his,  to  do 
as  he  pleases  with,"  the  tribunal  said: 
"Our  French  jurisprudence  cannot 
admit  this,  hut  it  does  specifically  as- 
sert that  what  a  man  makes  is  his 
oWn,  to  do  with  as  he  jtleases.  He 
may  sell  it,  or  may  not  sell  it;  he  may 
hy  contract  put  any  restrictions  on  its 
snltsequent  sale  at  retail  that  he 
pubises,  .and  the  law  will  see  that 
these  restrictions  are  faithfully  ob- 
sprved  and  carried  out,  so  long  as 
they  are  not  contrary  to  public  pol- 
icy." 

In  reply  to  the  plea  that  such  regu- 
lations were  in  restraint  of  trade, 
"and  hence  against  public  policy,"  the 
French  judge  declared  that  if  a  manu- 
facturer of  a  preparation  wants  to  re- 
strict the  trade  in  that  proprietary,  it 
is  his  business  and  not  the  public's." 

Our  American  jurists  use  very  simi- 
lar language  in  treating  of  these 
points,  declaring  that  a  man  "is  at 
liberty  to  sell  or  refuse  to  sell,  as  he 
pleases,  whether  the  refusal  rests  on 
reason  or  is  the  result  of  caprice." 
Another  decision  (Judge  Russel,  In 
U,  S.  District  Court,  St.  Louis)  says 
"it  is  lawful  for  a  manufacturer  to  fix 
a  retail  price.

TO  GET  THESE  LAWS. 


Every  reader  of  the  Adrocate  should 
look  carefullj'  over  the  following  list 
of  laws  that  the  State  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation proposes  to  introduce  at  the 
next  legislature.  If  any  of  them  "look 
good  to  you,"  we  would  ask  that  you 
nvrite  us  and  tell  us  whether  you  will 
e  willing  to  help  get  them. 

Laws  ^y<i  IVill  Ask  For. 

1st.  ExtCHsioa  of  the  Statute '  of 
Linittations  from  two  to  four  years; 
also  that  date  of  the  last  trajisactioii 
shall  he  the  date  from  which  statute 
hegius  to  opersite. 

This  law  would  save  the-  mediants 
of  California  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
nually since  now,  each  item  on  an  ac- 
count outlaws  separately,  two  years 
after  it  was  incurred  and  a  payipeut 
does  not  renew  the  account. 

2d.  A  Ture  Food  law  similar  to 
the  National  Pure  Food  law,  also  re- 
quiring the  uiautifacturcrs'  uamc  to  be 


attached  to  the  packatje. 

Unless  this  law  is  passed,  much  of 
the  value  of  the  National  Pure  Food 
Law  will  be  lost  to  the  retailers  since 
they  Avill  still  find  themselves  com- 
pelled to  handle  cheap,  imitation  goods 
of  local  make,  in  which  there  is  little 
profit  in  order  to  meet  competition. 

3d.  Honest  wights  and  measures 
— net  Aveigltt  or  lueasure  to  {joveru. 

This  saves  the  honest  merchant  from 
the  unfair  competition  of  dishonest 
competitors. 

4tli.  Dishouest  advertisiuf?,  such  as 
offering  goods  not  as  represented. 

This  would  "draw  the  teeth"  of  most 
of  the  advertising  of  department  and 
cheap-John  cut-throat  cash  stores. 

5th.  The  Equitable  Froccss  Laws, 
or  tJic  Kentucky  Collection  law,  and 
Ave  recommend  that  the  secretary 
write  for  copies  of  each. 

While  not  affecting  honest  men  or 


men  who  had  no  means,  this  law  would 
compel  payment  from  the  dishonest 
man  who  was  able  to  pay  his  bills  but 
refused. 

()tli.  Mutual  fire  insuraucc  law,  al- 
lowing merchants  to  form  companies 
for  insurlug  members  agaiust  loss  by 
fire. 

This  would  give  merchants  insur- 
ance that  would  insure.  It  would 
save  thetii  the  necessity  of  having  to 
pay  the  losses  incurred  by  the  burning 
of  extra  hazardous  risks  and  would 
save  them  from  25  to  60%  of  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  their  insurance. 

7th.  A  law  to  prevent  the  deposi- 
ting of  a  few  dollars  in  order  to  over- 
draw the  account,  thus  taking  advau- 
tiigc  of  the  merchants  who  may  cash 
the  checks. 

The  present  law  enables  sharpers 
to  fleece  merchants,  obtaining  money 
under  false  pretenses  and  yet  being 
without  danger  of  punishment.

EXPENSE  AND  PROFIT. 


Points  for  Consideration  in  Winning 
Snccess. 


Before  incurring  any  expense,  every 
merchant  should  ascertain  what  liro- 
portion  of  his  general  expense  it  is 
liable  to  represent,  and  whether  it 
will  probably  be  beneficial,  in.)urious 
or  doubtful. 

Many  minor  merchants  cannot  be 
said  to  keep  books  according  to  any 
recognized  system,  but  simply  com- 
pare their  daily  receipts  with  their  ex- 
penditures in  order  to  find  the  amount 
of  their  profit.  Most  of  those  who 
adopt  this  plan  cut  down  everything 
that  they  possibly  can,  even  of  their 
absolutely  essential  expenses. 

Such  necessities  as  lightin.g  anu 
cleaning  should  never  be  overlooked. 
No  prudent  storekeeper  ever  attempts 
to  reduce  them  below  reasonable  lim- 
its. Those  foolish  men  who  practice 
economy  beyond  the  point  named  are 
extremely  shortsighted,  because  their 
methods  are  almost  certain  to  drive 
away  some  of  their  best  customers. 

Not  only  ought  the  gross  expendi- 
ture to  be  well  known,  but  also  the 
individual  expense  incurred  in  rela- 
tion to  each  article  or  operation  that 
comes  within  the  scope  of  the  busi- , 
ness.  Useless  expense  cannot  be  too  , 
rigidly  tabooed,  and  those  items  of  ex- 1 
pense  that  help  a  storekeeper  to  gain 


on  all  goods  in  such  a  way  that  I  shall 
make  a  profit  of  between  twenty  and 
twenty-five  per  cent  upon  everything 
that  1  sell?" 

This  ijlan  would  result  in  a  reason- 
able return  to  the  storekeeper  and 
would  avoid  a  considerable  number  of 
complaints  from  customers.— I«iw- 
rence  Sewoll,  in  (he  '•Inland  Grocer."

A  few  packers  control  the  bulk  of 
the  unsold  prunes  and  the  situation  is 
tlierefore  very  firm. 

When  you  get  a  lot  of  slow-pay  peo- 
ple OH  your  books  it  tisually  takes 
hard  work  to  get  them  off. 

Th«re  is  no  use  in  trying  to  strike 
an  average  on  honesty.  The  article 
must  be  simon  pure  or  it  is  spurious. 

News  from  the  tobacco-growing  dis- 
tricts in  Russia  indicate  the  tobacco 
crop  is  likely  to  be  of  average  pro- 
portions. 

Ged  rid  of  the  "stickers."  Nearly 
every  store  has  some  iu  stock,  and 
often  it  requires  heroic  measures  to 
move  them  out. 

Simplicity  in  all  window  trims 
should  be  the  main  factor,  for  when 
too  many  goods  are  piled  in  a  window 
thife  effect  is  confusing. 

It  is  useless  for  you  to  spend  any 
money  in  newspaper  advertising  or 
letters  unless  your  store  is  attractive 
to  the  people  when  they  come. 

Oregon  French  prunes  are  practi- 
cally sold  out  of  growers'  hands  and 
the  same  is  reported  of  Italians.  A 
further  advance  is  predicted. 

A  circular,  well  written  and  illus- 
trated-, if  good  cuts  are  obtainable, 
ought  to  produce  good  results  if  is- 
sued a  few  days  before  Christmas. 

The  statistical  position'  of  imported 
sardines  is  extremely  strong,  as  there 
is  a  scawity  nxjt  only  of  one,  but  all 
descriptions  of  foreign  packed  fish. 

Salt  fish  is  a  strictly  seasonable 
item  of  groceries.  At  this  time  of  the 
year  every  piece  of  advertising  done 
for  the  store  should  mention  salt  fish 
prominently. 

A  statistician  has  figured  it  out  that 
every  inhabitant  of  London  eats  173 
pounds  of  potatoes  in  a  year,  while  a 
Parisian  consumes  on  an  average  only 
forty-nine  pounds  a  year. 

Forgetfulness  is  a  bad  thing  for  a 
retailer  to  be  afflicted  with.  A  man 
who's  too  busy  or  who  has  a  poor 
memory  should  always  carry  a  memo- 
randum book  in  his  pocket. 

French  sardine  market  is  extremely 
strong.  One  authority  says:  "If 
goods  were  sold  on  the  basis  of  to- 
day's cost  they  would  show  an  advance 
several  dollars  above  normal." 

When  slow-pay  people  seem  unwill- 
ing to  come  around  and  settle  up  it's  a 
good  plan  to  show  them  that  you  will 
not  be  imposed  upon.  They  will  pay 
if  gone  after  in  the  right  way. 

Prunes,  because  they  usually  follow 
evaporated  apples  up  or  down  iti 
price,  are  called  the  "running  mate  " 
of  apples.  The  tendency  on  both  at 
present  seems  decidedly  upward.

Many  of  the  large  department  stores 
in  this  country  issue  a  set  of  rules 
with  which  every  clerk  is  expected  to 
familiarize  himself..  When  a  new  man 
enters  he  isn't  talked  to  in  a  fatherly 
manner  and  told  what  he  ought  to  do. 
The  whole  busii^ss  is  strictly  formal 
and  when  he  gets  his  printed  "don'ts" 
and  "dos"  he  gets  in  line  or  he  quits. 
In  all  these  large  establishments 
there  is  a  man  who  has  charge  of  the 
hiring  of  the  help  of  the  entire  estab- 
lishment and  any  one  who  has  seen 
the  long  line  of  applicants  is  brought 
forcibly  face  to  face  with  the  fact  that 
he  himself  is  not  "it";  there  are  oth- 
ers— many,  many  others. 


SELLING  A  KICKER. 


When  a  customer  complains,  hear 
him  patiently.  Wait  until  he  has  told 
his  whole  story,  and  then,  instead  of 
arguing  the  case,  make  peace  and  al- 
low him  to  feel  that  you  are  his  friend. 

A  farmer  is  unfair  very  often,  but  it 
impossible  to  settle  a  kick  by  arguing. 

A  fight  may  relieve  your  mental 
pressure,  but  it  never  sells  goods  or 
enhances  your  bank  account. 

Did  you  ever  notice  the  tact  of  a 
successful  salesman? 

He  listens  attentively,  laughs  with 
you,  sympathizes  with  you,  and  then 
quietly  settles  all  and  talks  about  the 
next  contract.  Before  he  leaves,  he 
has  your  order.    That  is  business. 

Dealers  must  become  salesmen. 

The  trusts  and  mail-order  houses 
are  advertising,  writing  letters  and 
making  personal  solicitations  while 
many  retailers  are  sitting  still.  The 
way  to  defeat  this  strenuous  competi- 
tion is  to  adopt  the  tactics  of  the  trav- 
eling salesman  and  visit  your  trade 
regularly. 

Make  friends  with  the  farmer,  his 
sons  and  the  hired  man.  Establish 
friendly  relations,  handle  good  goods, 
and  hustle. — Farm  Machinery. 

START  TRADING  STAMPS. 
Los  Angeles  Grocers  to  Enter  Premi- 
um Business  on  January  1st. 

"As  has  been  threatened  for  six  or 
eight  months,  the  Merchants'  Ex- 
change and  the  Retail  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation are  preparing  to  embark  in  the 
trading  stamp  business  January  1st. 

A  complete  set  of  premiums  has 
been  purchased  and  is  en  route. 

A  room  adjoining  the  Exchange 
roms  in  the  Tajo  Building  has  been 
secured,  where  the  different  articles 
will  be  on  display. 

The  Association  announces  that  its 
reason  for  going  into  the  stamp  busi- 
ness is  based  purely  on  a  policy  of 
self-protectiou. 


"We  have  fought  the  stamp  busi- 
nes  for  years,"  said  Mr.  Paulding, 
commenting  on  the  new  move,  "and 
we  have  not  been  able  to  stamp  out 
this  nefarioiis  business  which  cuts 
into  the  profits  of  the  retailer.  We 
therefore  have  determined  upon  a  new 
policy — that  is,  we  propose  to  figlit 
fire  with  fire. 

"We  will  give  premiums  at  exactly 
what  they  cost  us,  that  is  to  say,  the 
merchant  who  pays  $2.00  for  a  stamp 
took  is  assured  that  his  custodiers 
actually  will  receive  a  present,  that 
cost  $2,000,  not  a  present  that  cost 
$1.00  and  upon  which  we  place  a  fic- 
titious selling  price  of  $2.00.  We  there- 
fore have  something  to  offer  that  no 
other  stamp  company  can  offer,  as  all 
others  are  operated  for  profit. 

"The  money  for  launching  this  en- 
terprise comes  from  the  treasury  of 
the  Association.  To  prove  our  asser- 
tion that  the  business  is  not  operated 
for  profit,  we  will  pay  $2,000  in  cash 
instead  of  a  premium  to  any  one  re- 
turning a  book.  Thus  we  hope  to 
drive  the  stamp  companies  out  of  bus- 
iness. As  soon  as  this  is  consummat- 
ed, we  will  close  our  stamp  concern." 
—Commercial  Bulletin. 


CLEVER  ADVERTISING  SCHEME. 

The  merchants  of  Aberdeen,  S.  D., 
have  a  unique  way  of  advertising 
They  have  used  their  ingenuity  in 
constructing  large  box  kites  to  the 
strings  of  which  streamers  are  at- 
tached on  which  are  printed  the  ad- 
vertisements in  large  letters.  They 
are  taken  all  over  the  town  and  seen 
by  every  one.  This  is  certainly  an 
original  idea,  and  one  which  is  at- 
tracting   much  attention.  


COLLECTING  BAD  DEBTS. 

An  east  side  grocer,  with  numerous 
bad  debts  on  his  books,  has  adopted  a 
plan  for  making  his  slow  patrons 
come  to  time  that  is  both  original  and 
effective.  The  grocer  has  a  large  card- 
board in  his  store  window  on  which 
is  written  the  names  of  those  having 
aged  accounts  with  the  statement  that 
he  needs  money  and  will  take  90  cents 
on  the  dollar  for  the  accounts. 

After  allowing  the  first  notice  to  re- 
main in  the  window  one  week,  the  gro- 
cer replaces  it  with  a  second  notice, 
stating  his  monetary  needs  are  very 
great  and  that  now  he  will  take  75 
cents  on  the  dollars  for  the  accounts. 
At  the  end  of  the  second  week  he  re- 
duces his  price  to  50  per  cent  of  their 
face  value.  By  this  time,  if  his  bad 
debtors  have  failed  to  settle,  he  re- 
places the  last  card  with  another  an- 
nouncing that  he  will  accept  sealed 
bids  for  the  accounts.  He  says  that  he 
hag  used  this  plan  for  the  past  year 
and  that  in  every  instance  but  one  his 
backward  debtors  came  in  and  set- 
tled in  full  rather  than  undergo  the 
humiliation  of  having  their  names 
posted  indefinitely  in  the  grocer's 
window. — Portland,  Ore.,  Journal. 


Advices  from  Baltimore  say:  "The 
fall  packing  season  for  Cove  oysters 
in  this  market  has  opened  with  about 
the  smallest  supply  of  the  raw  mater- 
ial available  in  many  years,  and  the 
scarcity  at  the  Gulf  points  has  sent  to 
this  market  a  demand  that  cannot  be 
met  except  to  a  small  extent — a  won- 
derful contrast  to  the  old  times  when 
Baltimore  supplied  nearly  the  world."

Give  prices,  and  tell  how .  low  the 
prices  are  andjiow  good  the  ^oods  are. 

Have  your  advertisement  so  divided 
as  to  give  a  space  to  different  kinds 
of  goods,  and  be  sure  that  you  have 
some  good  illustrations,  and  some 
prices  that  -^ill  talk.  Then  be  sure 
that  you  have  the  goods  iQ'  stock,  and 
that  when  prospective  buyers  come, 
have  the  right  kind  and  sufficii^nt  help 
to  wait  iipon  them.  K 

See  that  your  clerks  don't  misrep- 
resent, and  that  ffliey  treat  every  call- 
er courteously. 

Deliveries  Arc  Important. 

If  you  deliver  goods,  see  that  deliv- 
eries are  promptly  made,  and  that  in 
each  package  there  goes  out  a  circu- 
lar telling  of  other  bargains. 

Now  should  be  your  harvest?  time. 

Everybody  who  has  money  expects 
to  speiid  a  goodly  share  of  it.  If  you 
do  not  get  it,  your  competitor  will, 
or  perhaps  the  mail-order  house. 

Don't  neglect  advertising  right  off 
if  vou  haven't  already  started  in. 

'Tell  your  patrons  that  you  can  se- 
cure for  them  any  kind  of  goods  that 
they  want  if  you  should  happen  to  not 
have  what  is  inquired  for  in  stock. 

Your  jobber  will  take  special  pains 
to  put  up  a  small  order  for  you  if  you 
tell  him  that  there  is  need  for  it  and 
will  try  to  assit  you  all  he  can.

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HOW  THEY  HELP. 

Nummary  of  the  Aocouiplishineiits  of 
One  Retail  Association. 

The  secretary  of  a.  local  retail  gro- 
cers' association  in  New  York  State, 
after  nine  years'  work,  give  sthe  fol- 
lowing summary  of  the  work  accom- 
plished: 

First — We  have  practically  elimi- 
nated the  '.'dead  beat."  He  has  been 
corralled  in  our  town.  Not  that  we 
do  not  Jose  any  accounts  whatever, 
but  wp  have  reduced  account  losing  to 
a  minimum. 

Hnw  does  1-lOth  of  1  per  cent  loss 
on  a  business  of  $30,000  strike  you? 
One  of  our  grocers  reported  that  his 
losses  last  year  was  l-20th  of  1  per 
cent. 

Second — We  have  established  a  sys- 
tem of  credits,  which  gives  valuable 
information  pertaining  to  the  proba- 
bly paying  ability  of  every  new  cus- 
tomer. This  is  another  thing  every 
"good"  retail  grocers'  association  may 
do  for  the  grocer. 

Third — The  bringing  competitors  in 
trade  together,  not  simply  in  the  as- 
sociation organization,  but  in  actual 
friendly  fellowship — the  kind  of  fel- 
lowship that  really  does  something 
to  help  each  other  along  in  business. 
Can  you  imagine  a  grocer  helping  his 
competitor?  Can  you  think  of  grocers 
coming  together  and  giving  business 
information  to  one  another  that  will 
save  them  dollars  and  cents  in  their 
business?  That  is  what  a  "good" 
grocers'  association  will  do. 

Fonrtli — Bringing  grocers  face  to 
face  with  the  fact  that  all  their  ma- 
terial interests  are  in  common;  when 
one  suffers,  all  suffer;  when  one  gro- 
cer's businegs  is  disturbed,  all  are  dis- 
turbed; all  are  prosperous,  or  not 
prosperous  together.  A  "good"  gro- 
cers' association  will  cause  its  mem- 
bers to  recognize  this  fact. 

Pifth — A  "good"  grocers'  association 
will  drive  out  the  trade  ticket  and  the 
premium  schemes. 

Sixth— A  "good"  grocers'  associa- 
tion will  stop  price  cutting,  and  put  a 
reasonable  profit  on  every  article. 

Seventh— A  "good"  grocers'  associa- 
tion will  regulate  the  kind  of  goods  its 
members  sell.  It  will  agree  to  spec- 
ify some  kinds  of  goods,  as  soaps  and 
cereals,  the  members  do  not  want  to 
put  in  stock,  and  will  save  them  hun- 
dreds of  dollars  in  unnecessary  stock. 

Eighth— A  "good"  association  will 
see  to  it  that  their  interests  are  pro- 
tected by  having  passed  city  ordi- 
nances, restricting  the  huckster,  the 
peddler,  and  the  enforcement  of  or- 
dinances and  laws  for  their  mutual 
profit. 

Kinth— A  "good"  grocers'  associa- 
tion will  help  the  grocer  by  using  its 
influence  to  elect  members  of  Assem- 
bly and  State  Senators,  who  will  pass 
or  amend  State  laws  in  his  interests, 
like  the  garnishee  law,  or  the  woman  s 
liability  bill. 


Tenth — A  "good"  grocers'  asfm  i  i 
tion  will  help  the  groior  in  naip 
legislation  through  tin-  .National  i, 
cer.s'  Association,  and  will  ltriii«  him 
in  touch  with  every  other  Krocer  In 
the  United  StateH."

SUGAI{. 

JVew  York,  Dec.  6— Willett  &  Gray 
report: 

"There  are  18  centrals  grinding  in 
Cuba  this  week  as  against  none  last 
year.  The  total  stock  in  Europe  and 
America  is  187,680  tons  less  than  last 
year  at  the  same  date.  The  firmer 
tone  and  tendency  of  the  raw  market 
noted  last  week  has  continued  until 
the  close  of  the  week.  Under  the  in- 
fluence of  more  centrals  grinding  and 
larger  offerings,  the  refiners  with- 
drew from  the  market  a'nd  now  de- 
mand l-16c  decline  for  each  month. 
Cuba  cables  give  fine  dry  weather  for 
crop  making  and  new  centrals  start- 
ing work  daily." 

JVew  York,  Dec.  4.— M.  G.  Wanzor  & 
Co.  report: 

"The  market  is  strong  since  the  re- 
finers are  unwilling  to  take  the 
chances  that  would  be  incurred  in 
waiting  for  new  crop  Cubas  to  get 
down  to  the  price  at  which  they  us- 
ually buy,  and  therefore  they  have 
been  meeting  the  quotations  demand- 
ed by  the  owners.  The  change  in  the 
plan  of  the  refiners  was  caused  by  the 
report  from  Cuba  regarding  the  un- 
settled labor  conditions.  Lower 
prices  will  follow  the  heavy  ship- 
ments during  the  first  months  of  next 
year." 

MOLASSES. 
Long  Syrup  Kefiiiiug  Co.  reports: 

"This  year's  molasses  crop  is  only 
from  %to  %  a  normal  crop.  All 
kinds  of  molasses  will  be  higher  and 
of  inferior  quality." 

IVew  York,  Dec.  4. — The  American 
Molasses  Co.  of  New  York,  reports: 

"The  receipts  of  new  Crop  Molass- 
es at  New  Orleans  since  Sept.  1st, 
shows  a  shortage  of  50  per  cent.  The 
market  at  New  Orleans  has  advanced 
from  3c  to  4c  per  gallon  since  buyers 
are  over  bidding  each  other  to  fill 
itheir  requirements.  All  grades  of 
foreign  molasses  have  advanced. 
There  is  a  good  market  for  foreign 
molasses  at  high  prices  and  higher 
prices  are  predicted  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, since  foreign  molasses  are  now 
relatively  cheaper  than  Louisana. 
Black-strap  and  the  lower  grades  are 
unchanged  although  stocks  are  the 
smallest  on  record." 

MAPLE  SYRUP. 

Middlefield,  Oliio,  Jfov.  30— Robin- 
son &  Co  report: 

"Owing  to  the  food  laws  which  go 
into  effect  January  1st  there  is  a 
brisk  demand  for  pure  maple  syrup.

and  quotations  remain  practically  un- 
changed, due  to  the  extreme  scarcity 
of  Central  American  coffees  here,  all 
.trades  of  whicli  are  urgently  needed. 
The  first  parcels  of  the  new  crop 
were  immediately  taken  at  very  full 
iigures.  A  Ijrisk  demand  is  certain  to 
absorb  all  nearby  arrivals  and  will 
continue  to  so  do  until  dealers'  run- 
ning i-equirenieuts  are  more  than 
temporarily  supplied. 

"The  New  York  market  has  shown 
a  persistently  downward  tendency, 
siuit  Nr>.  7  llio  receding  ?4c  and  No.  4 
Santos  %c  during  the  ])ast  month, 
Willi  heavy  receipts  at  the  Brazilian 
ports  and  necessarily  increasing  vis- 
ible supply." 

New  York,  Dec.  «  Willet  &  Gray 

report: 

"The  Government  of  San  Pablo  owns 
about  1,0,00,000  bags  of  coffee,  which  is 
not  for  sale.  Strong  capitalists  in 
Europe  hold  a  similar  amount  of  cof- 
fee as  an  investment  in  view  of  the 
recent  lew  price  and  the  excellent 
prospect  o£  better  values  in  the  future. 
The  ready  availability  of  capital  to 
carry  coffee,  shows  that  stocks  of 
coffee  are  not  considered  burdensome. 
The  light  liquidations  in  Eurojje  and 
.\meriea  have  put  coffee  prices  on  a 
very  healthy  liasis.  Long  interests  are 
encouraged  ]>y  tlie  fact  that  the  crop 
movement  must  diminish  materially 
and  that  ihe  ensuing  crop  is  so  poor."

Following  this  came  three  severe 
storms,  one  shortly  after  the  other, 
and  these  damaged  the  crop  more  or 
less.  I  hear  all  kinds  of  doleful  stor- 
ies concerning  the  crop,  and  I  hear  a 


great  many  speak  of  the  bright  pros- 
pects. For  my  part,  I  believe  the  crop 
to  be  good,  taking  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  there  have  been  so  many 
calamities  occasioned  during  the  time 
the  crop  was  being  prepared  for  the 
market." 

IVew  York,  Dec.  4. — Dan  Talmage's 
Sons'  Co.  report: 

"There  has  been  a  fair  demand  dur- 
ing the  week,  holiday  coming  In  as 
somewhat  of  an  interruption  to  the 
steftdy  movement.  On  account  of 
scarcity,  the  higher  styles  are  held 
firmly.  On  the  lower  and  medium 
grades,  there  is  more  opportunity  for 
selection,  although  any  large  move- 
ment would  quickly  reveal  the  com- 
paratively light  supply  of  these,  also. 
Japan  sorts  are  in  good  request  with 
much  better  assortment,  covering  all 
grades  at  relative  prices. 

"Advices  from  the  South  note  quiet 
conditions  on  the  Atlantic  Coast. 
Prices  held  firmly  and  as  recei'ptiB'  are

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much  less  than  last  year,  outlook  is 
^oi-  steady  appreciation  of  values.  At 
New  Orleans  market  is  strong  and  de- 
sirable parcels  find  ready  buyers  at 
'full  figures.  In  the  interior — South- 
west Louisiana  and  Texas — demand 
has  been  seasonable,  but  little  im- 
provement is  noticeable  in  way  of 
prompt  shipping  facilities.  Rough 
rice  is  held  by  planters  at  prices 
which  the  millers  claim  are  too  high 
compared  with  current  values  of 
cleaned. 

"Cables  and  correspondence  from 
abroad  note  quotations  on  cargoes  of 
old  crop  withdrawn  for  the  season, 
and  nothing  has  been  offered  on  an- 
ticipation of  new  crop.  Hence,  mar- 
kets are  strong  as  consumptive  de- 
mand reduces  such  stocks  as  are  at 
hand." 

DRIED  FRUIT. 

There  is  an  advancing  market.  Ev- 
ery variety  grows  scarcer  from  day  to 
day,  forcing  those  lines  largest  in  sup- 
ply a  notch  higher  in  price. 

PRUNES. 

During  the  next  couple  or  three 
weeks  there  may  not  be  very  much  ac- 
tivity in  this  line  owing  to  the  regular 
lull  common  to  all  lines  at  this  season 
of  the  year.  Authorities  whose  integ- 
rity is  unquestioned,  declare  that  less 
than  ten  per  cent  of  the  1906  crop  is 
left  on  this  Coast  unsold  and  that 
3,700  carloads  have  already  gone  East 
and  elsewhere.  In  spite  of  such  h'eavy 
shipments,  that  territory  is  still  cry- 
ing for  more,  and  the  chorus  is  ma- 
terially strengthened  by  the  strong  de- 
mand from  England  and  Germany. 
The  400  cars  still  unsold  in  California 
are  all  that  there  is  left  to  supply  the 
world  for  ten  months,  and  it  is  not 
very  hard  to  see  that  such  a  state  of 
affairs  must  effect  the  prices  of  hold- 
ers, whether  first  or  second  hands.  To 
give  you  an  idea  of  what  New  York 
is  paying,  just  a  couple  of  days  ago 
the  market  there  on  California  prunes. 
Coast .  shipment,  f.o.b.  basis,  was,  5 
cents  for  30s,  4  cents  for  40s,  and  3 
cents  for  50s. 

New  York,  Dec.  7. — The  "Journal  of 
Commerce"  says: 

',  ;"The  demand  for  30s,  40s  aud  50s 
prunes.both  for  immediate  and  prompt 
future  delivery,  continues,  and  the 
market  on  these  sizes  is  firm.  Sales 
are  making  for  Coast  shipment  on  a  5c 
f.o.b.  basis  for  30s,  4c  basis  for  40s 
and  3c  basis  for  50s,  but  the  orders 
are  not  numerous'nor  large.  It  is  hard 
to  get  straight  carloads  of  either  of 
the  two.  larger  sizes,  and  increasing 
difficulty  in  finding  sellers  of  straight 
50s  is  reported.  The  smaller  sizes  are 
neglected  and  the  tone  of  the  market 
easy,  though  no  offerings  for  for- 
ward shipment  from  the  Coast  are 
made  on  less  than  a  2%c  f.o.b.  bag 
basis  so  far  as  can  be  learned." 
RAISINS. 
Most  of  the  holiday  purchases  having 
been  made  and  delivered,  there  is  a 
lull  in  this  line,  though  there  is  no 


sign  of  weakness.  There  arc  so  few 
left  unsold  that  there  Is  not  euuuKh 
business  passing  to  Infliicnfc  i>rlr«-H 
One  authority  states  that  (P^i  cents  has 
been  paid  for  raisins  in  the  sweat-box 
during  the  past  week. 

EVAPORATE!)  APPLES. 
New  iork,  Dec.  I — Deinuulc  Bros. 
rei)ort : 

"The  market  continues  to  advance 
rapidly  on  evaporated  apples,  and  it  is

Barcelona,   Spaiu,   Oct.   27.— U.  S. 

Consul-General  B.  H.  Ridgley  reports: 
"The  crop  relatively  small  will  be 
of  excellent  quality.  In  connection 
with  this  subject  it  may  be  interesting 
to  know  that  the  exportation  of  Span- 
ish olives  amounted  to  7,644  tons  in 
1905,  as  against  7,245  tons  in  1904  and 
7,592  tons  in  1903.  In  Andalusia  there 
will  be  one-third  of  the  usual  crop, 
and  of  fine  quality;  Urgel,  full  crop, 
and  of  good  quality;  Tortosa,  one- 
fourth  of  the  usual  crop,  of  good  qual- 
ity; Ampurdan,  one-half  crop,  and  of 
inferior  quality;  Mallorca,  one-third 
of  the  usual  crop,  and  of  average  qual- 
ity. Prom  this  forecast  it  would  ap- 
pear that  only  about  one-third  of  the 
usual  marketable  crop  is  to  be  counted 
upon.  The  majority  of  the  forecasts, 
however,  indicate  a  two-thirds  crop." 

WALNUTS. 

New  York,  Dec.  6.— The  "Journal  of 
Commerce"  says: 

"The  situation  in  imported  walnuts 
is  peculiar.  For  the  first  time  in  years, 
if  ever  before,  Grenobles  comamnd  a 
lower  price  in  this  market  than  Mar- 
bots.

On  the 
other  hand,  the  quality  of  the  Marbots 
and  Cornes,  which  latter  variety  also 
Beem  to  be  given  preference  over  Gre- 
nobles by  American  buyers,  is  said  to 
be  exceptionally  fine.  The  quantity  of 
these,  however,  is  inadequate  to  re- 
quirements, and  the  consequence  is  a 
strong  and  advancing  market." 

Fullerton,  CaL,  Nov.  28.— E.  R.  Am- 
erige  reports: 

"Recent  heavy  rains  have  practi- 
cally brought  the  walnut  season  to  a 
close.  There  will  be  no  nuts  left  over 
this  year." 

PEANUTS. 

St  Louis,  Mo.,  Nov.    30  The  St. 

Louis  Edible  Nut  Co.  reports: 

"There  has  been  an  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  cleaners  to  buy  all  the 
peanuts  they  could  get  and  the  farmers 
to  get  as  much  as  they  could  possibly 


sell  at.  The  result  is  prices  in  the 
last  four  weeks  have  gone,  for  far- 
mers' stock,  from  a  range  of  3c  to 
bVzc.  The  quailty  of  the  new  crop  is 
so  very  poor  that  the  amount  of  hand 
picks  which  can  be  made  from  them 
will  be  very  small.  It  looks  to  us  now 
that  hand  picks  will  have  to  sell  be- 
fore the  first  of  the  year  at  7c  and 
jumbos  at  S^^c,  and  we  believe  before 
the  season  is  over  that  a  10c  price 
will  prevail." 

ALMONDS. 

Cantauia,  Sicily,  Oct.  25. — U.  S.  Vice- 
Consul  J.  Ritter  reports: 

"The  receipts  of  the  new  crop  at 
Catania  began  at  the  end  of  August 
and  continued  regularly  until  the  mid- 
dle of  October,  when  they  fell  off  ow- 
ing to  a  sudden  decline  of  prices.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  arrivals  from  in- 
land parts  of  the  Satania  consular  dis- 
trict to  seaports  during  September  and 
October  amounted  to  about  25,000  bags 
of  100  kilos  each  (kilo  eqauls  2  1-5 
pounds),  and  about  15,000  bags  may 
be  considered  to  be  still  in  hands  of 
inland  producers  and  dealers.  Conse- 
quently the  crop  would  fall  short  of 
the  estimates  made  in  the  spring.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  months  the  prices  re- 
mained high,  but  were  driven  up  still 
more  during  September  by  specula- 
tors." 

BEANS. 

Beans  are  good  property  if  one  is  to 
judge  from  the  market  from  day  to 
day.

CANNED  SAL.WOX. 
Seattle.  Waslu  Dee.  H— The  "Trade 

Register"  says: 

"The"  traps  in  Xorth  River  have 
ben  washed  out.  It  is  estimateil  that 
$r),000  cases  of  salmon  have  been  lost 
in  consequence,  as  there  was  a  fine 
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ly  ship  to  England  and  is  being  held 
expressly  lor  that  market.  The  A.  P. 
A.  stock  also  is  less  than  the  quantity 
they  annually  ship  to  England  and  is 
likewise  being  held  for  that  market. 
As  soon  as  the  English  market  opens, 
which  will  be  just  as  soon  as  the  Alas- 
ka Packers'  Association  and  the  Kel- 
ley-Clarke  Company  get  ready  to 
name  prices  there,  these  two  factors 
will  not  then  have  any  more  red  Alas- 
ka salmon  for  the  United  States  trade. 

"  'in  other  grades  of  Alaska  salmon, 
medium  red  and  pinks  are  all  sold. 
You  will  better  realize  what  the  state- 
ment means  when  we  tell  you  our 
holdings  of  pinks  amounted  to  100,000 
cases.  We  opened  our  market  at  7r)C 
and  sold  the  last  30,000  cases  at  80c. 
Medium  red  flats  are  held  at  $1.  We 
have  2,000  to  3,000  case  from  one 
packer,  who  is  anxious  to  clean  up. 
The  above  Is  the  entire  story,  pro- 
logue and  all,  of  the  salmon  situation 
as  it  is  today.  There  is  nothing  fur- 
ther to  add,  except  the  writer's  pre- 
diction: Red  Alaska  salmon,  season 
19-07,  $1.0.j  to  $1.15  talis  bfisis.' 

"Refering  to  the  prediction  of  an 
opening  price  of  $1.05  to  $1.15  made  by 
the  writer  above  quoted,  a  representa- 
live  of  prominent  salmon  packing  in- 
terests said  yesterday  that  while  it 
was  too  early  to  say  anything  posi- 
tively as  to  openin.g  prices  on  next 
year's  pack  of  Alaskan  salmon,  it  is 
certain  that  they  will  be  higher  than 
last  year.  The  cost  of  packing  will  be 
approximately  15c  a  dozen  more  than 
in  1906  because  of  the  higher  cost  of 
boxes,  tin  and  labor.  'Figuring  on  an 
increase  in  cost  of  about  15c  a  dozen,' 
he  said,  'you  can  readily  see  that  the 
price  must  necessarily  be  much  high- 
er than  last  year.  I  look  for  $1.10  as 
the  minimum  and  $1.15  as  the  maxi- 
mum price  on  Alaska  red  salmon  at 
the  opening  of  next  sea^ion.  It  should 
be  remembei  ed  that  when  the  price  on 
the  190G  pack  of  Alaska  salmon  was 
made  the  packers  had  to  take  into 
consideration  that  there  was  a  con- 
siderable carry  over  from  1905  in  the 
hands  of  jobbers  and  speculators.  The 
1907  pack  will  come  on  a  practically 
bare  market  and  the  demand  at  the 
opening  of  the  season  will  conse- 
quently be  greater  than  it  was  last 
year.  Then,  too,  it  must  be  remem- 
jjered  that  the  outi^it  of  the  Alaska 
canneries  is  becoming  more  and  more 
the  mainstay  of  the  market.  The  days 
of  Columbia  River  and  Puget  Sound 
salmon  are  numbered,  and,  like  the 
pack  of  outside  rivers  and  bays,  will 
soon  -cease  to  be  a  factor  in  the  mar- 
ket. You  and  I  will  live  to  see  the  time 
when  Alaska  will  furnish  the  only  im- 
portant suply  of  canned  salmon.  The 
Puget  Sound  and  Columbia  fisheries 
will  furnish  no  more  than  the  fresh 
fish  and  pickling  trades  can  handle.'  " 

AMERICAN  SARDINES. 

New  York,  Dec.  7— The  Journal  of 
Commerce  says : 

"Packers  at  Eastport,  Me.,  have  an- 
nounced that  on  January  2,  advances 
will  be  made  on  American  Sardines

Ai»oiit  Those  Laws. 
Geo.  B.  Doj'le  of  the  "Legi.slalive 
Coramittee"  stated  that  his  committee 
had  not  met  during  llie  month.  He 
])roposed  that  as  soon  as  practicable, 
Ihey  slionld  call  nijon  the  lai-ger  mer- 
chants of  San  Francisco,  with  lli'i  .'dea 
of  securing  their  co-operation  in  rais- 
ing funds,  and  in  appealing  io  the 
legislature.  He  suggested  that  coi)ies 
of  the  Advocate  be  sent  to  the  differ- 
ent firms  that  would  be  interested  in 
lielping  secure  laws,  in  order  that 
they  might  be  informed  of  what  the 
State  Association  had  already  done 
and  what  it  sought  to  accomplish. 

Ml-.  Danca.n  of  Oakland  explained 
that  he  had  appointed  nine  coiiimit- 
tees  which  included  26  of  the  active 
memljers  of  the  Association  to  call 
upon  the  merchants  in  different  dis- 
tricts of  Alameda  county  to  secure 
contributions  to  the  legislative  fund 
and  interest  the  merchants  in  Alame- 
da to  secure  the  passage  of  our  bills. 
He  suggested  that  a  circular  be  pre- 
))ared  showing  what  the  State  Asso- 
ciation had  done  in  the  past  towards 
laws,  and  explaining  fully  what  we 
expect  to  get  this  year  and  how  we 
expect  to  get  it. 

An  Explauafcory  Lclter. 
Mr.  Aubry  of  Stockton  urged  that 
any  such  circular  be  made  very  short, 
since  the  less  that  was  in  the  circular 
the  fuller  the  merchant  v.-culd  exam- 
ine it  carefully  as  soon  as  he  received 
it.  He  urged  that  circulai-s  l)e  sent 
out  to  the  trade  in  the  week  between 
Christmas  and  New  Years,  since  that 
was  a  slack  time. 

Mr.  Doyle  explained  that  his  asso- 
ciation had  written  to  the  Merchants' 
Exchange,  and  had  been  informed  by 
that  organization  that  they  expected 
to  co-operate  with  the  Association  in 
every  way. 

Mr.  Aubry  thought  that  letters 
should  be  sent  to  all  the  state  mer- 
chants who  would  profit  by  the  laws 
v^'e  hope  to  secure.  He  suggested  that 
a  letter  be  prepared  by  the  State  As- 
.  sociation  and  be  sent  to  thp  afliliat- 
ing  associations  in  order  that  their 
names  might  be  used. 

Secretary  Connolly  read  a  financial 
report  which  shov/ed  a  balance  of 
$21.43  in  the  treasury. 

Flan  for  Advocate. 
Much  interest  was  .exhibited  in  a 
discussion  in  regard  to  the  Grocers' 
Advocate..  Mr.  Hanch  of  Alameda,  as 
a  member  of  the  Advocate  Committee 
exi)lained  that  Mr.  Newberry  had  been 
sick,  and  urgent  businesy  had  pre- 
vented him  from  giving  to  the  paper 
the  attention  that  he  felt  should  be 


given.  Ho  though  that  it  v/ould  be 
well  for  the  State  Directors  to  take 
entire  control  of  the  paper  since  the 
.Associatioi'.  war;  respo'.isible  for  it,  and 
\,  a:-;  fi)  |.i-.:nt  by  its  income. 

I'rt-sid.'.it  .io,-.t  Ku.ggeaied  lhat  while 
all  a.gi-eeil  a:;  io  the  desirability  of 
such  actiijn,  lliai  lio  icll  that  the  Di- 
rectors sliould  wait  until  the  commit- 
tee having  charge  of  the  Advocate 
should  request  that  such  action  be 
taken. 

The  matter  -of  imiiroving  the  Advo- 
cate was  discussed  at  length. 

Editor  Powers  explained  the  condi- 
tiori;-:  liiat  provail'-il  nnd  ontlinod  cer- 
tain ])i<ins  that  he  ilnriLght  v/ould' be 
\\,ise  for  the  neai-  liif.ire.  These  iilans 
were  listened  to  with  much  interest 
and  met  with  the  api)roval  of  the 
Doard. 

Directors  Take  Hold. 

A  recess  of  the  State  Diiectors  was 
taken  and,  as  Messrs.  Hauch,  Doyle 
and  Aubry  of  the  Advocate  Committee 
were  present  and  formed  a  ma.iority 
of  the  committee,  they  held  an  official 
meeting,  at  which  the  action  proposed 
by  Mr.  tiauch  was  followed.  The 
State  Directors  then  re-convened  and 
Mr.  .lost  appointed  a  new  Adv()Ci!te 
staff,  consisting  of  the  I'Jirectors  of  the 
State,  with  Mr.  Hauch  of  Alameda  as 
chairma.n 

Mr.  Hauch  spoke  briefly  to  the 
Board,  telling  them  that  he  expected 
each  man  to  dig  in  and  help  him  in  the 
matter  of  securing  "ijusiness  for  the 
,l)aper.  He  insisted  that  there  was  no 
reason  in  the  world  why  the  paper 
should  not  produce  largely  and  he  felt 
that  the  grocers  v/ould  be  wholly  to 
blame  if  it  did  not.  He  stated  that  he 
would  take  a  day  each  ^eek  after  the 
first  of  the  year,  and  he  wanted  each 
man  present  to  promise  to  give  him  a 
day  a  when  he  was  called  on. 
All  present  gave  their  word. 
The  meeting  then  adjourned. 
The  visiting  Directors  were  re- 
galed at  Baehr's  Cafe. 


CANNED  PEA  TUrST. 

An  advice  from  St.  Louis  recently 
states  that  a  combination  of  the  prin- 
cipal packers  of  peas  in  V/isconsin 
and  Michigan  is  in  process  of  forma- 
ton.  The  advice  says:  "It  is  learned 
from  an  absolutely  relial)le  source 
that  options  have  been  secured  upon 
nine-tenths  of  the  psa  packing  plants 
in  the  two  states  mentioned,  and  that 
the  very  largest  and  most  famed  can- 
neries and  brands  are  included. 

"All  has  been  done  toward  comple- 
tion of  the  organization  except  raising 
the  capital,  and  it  is  understod  that  a 
Chicago  trust  company  has  agreed  to 
underwrite  the  stock  subscriptions 
provided  a  certain  amount  of  the 
stocks  and  bonds  could  be  placed  be- 
fore organization.  Solicitors  and  pro- 
motors  have  been  calling  upon  certain 
capitalists  and  -  investors  during  the 
])ast  few  weeks  for  tlie  puri)ose  of 
selling  the  prescribed  portion  of  the 
stock  and  bonds. 

"Brokers,  representing  the  various 


canneries  in  Chicago  ai'e  not  approv- 
ing of  the  movement,  and  are  doing 
nothin.g  to  promote  it,  for  it  means  a 
los.s  to  them  of  valuable  agencies  as 
thp  product  of  the  'Pea  Trust'  would 
as  a  jjart  of  the  'enormous  economies' 
to  be  installed  be  sold  by  a  Sialaried 
representative." 


KNOW  CONDITIONS. 


What    the    Ketailer    1Vho  'Sncceeds 
Must  lluuderslaiid. 

Not  every  man  can  make  a  living  as 
a    retail    grocer.

Have  I  the  capital  with  which  to  do 
a  credit  business? 

What  is  the  practice  of  others  in 
this  respect  in  this  locality? 

How  are  others  conducting  their 
business? 

What  are  their  weak  points? 

What  are  their  merits? 


NOT  ENOUGH  PKOITT.  • 


In  commenting  upon  the  failure  of 
.1.  T.  Delahay  &  Co.,  New  Orleans 
Grocery  Cutters,  a  paper  of  that  city 
says: 

"The  failure  is  attributed  to  heavy 
expenses,  as  the  business  was  exten- 
sive. There  is  no  mistaking  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Delahay's  aggregate  sales 
were  large,  but  he  sold  his  goods  so 
low  that  he  could  not  make  decent 
profits,  consequently  he  was  forced  to 
the  wall. 

"In  this  miscarriage  of  judgment  a 
splendid  example  is  sat  for  the  retail 
grocers  who  cut  prices  simply  be- 
cause their  nearest  competitor  is  also 
a  price  cutter. 

"Had  Mr.  Delahay  sold  his  goods 
for  better  prices  ha  would  probably  be 
saved  the  humiliation  of  going  back  to 
a  concern  he  attempted  to  success- 
fully compete  against. 

"He  is  given  the  credit  of  being  a 
shrewd  and  capable  business  man,  but 
he  apaprently  used  poor  judgment 
when  he  allowed  his  stock  to  be  sold 
below  cost  simply  because  his  rivals 
on  the  other  side  of  the  street  were 
engaged  in  demoralizing  prices,  in- 
stead of  making  money  and  upholding 
the  dignity  and  usefulness  of  the  lo- 
cal business."

FAVORS  FIXED  PRICES. 

Eastern  Grocer  Wants  Manufacturer 
to  Protect  tlie  Retailer. 


A  correspondent  of  the  "Modern 
Grocer"  of  Chicago  writes,  that  paper 
as  follows: 

"I  was  also  interested  in  your  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  the  manufacturer 
sUoiild  place  a  selling  price  on  his 
goods,  and  will  say  that  for  my  part 
1  should  be  very  much  in  favor  of  the 
manufacturer  placing  a  minimum 
price  on  his  products — that  is,  the 
lowest  price  at  which  the  goods  should 
be  sold — and  let  the  purchaser  use  his 
own  judgment  as  to  whether  he  should 
or  should  not  get  more  than  that»price. 
In  some  localities  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  get  a  little  more  on  account  of 
freight  rates,  etc.  This  would  do 
away  with  a  great  deal  of  price  cut- 
ting which  is  the  ruination  of  any 
business." 

In  commenting  on  this  letter  the 
editor  of  the  "Store  Management"  de- 
partment says: 

"I  want  to  suggest,  in  relation  to 
the  problem  of  price  cutting,  that  such 
cutting  is  prevelant  just  because  mer- 
chants do  not  know  enough  about 
their  business  and  try  to  dodge  the 
facts  01  expense  and  the  cost  of  handl- 


ing their  wares.  If  we  could  become 
educated  to  the  truth  that  it  takes 
just  so  much  money  to  do  so  much 
work,  we  might  be  a  prosperou,s  clas3 
of  merchants. 

"And  note  here  our  peculiar  reck- 
lessness: the  engineer  would  never 
think  of  starting  up  his  engine  with- 
out making  sure  of  his  safety  valve,  so 
that  he  might  know  just  what  he  is 
doing.  But  we  do  just  that  sort  of 
thing. 

"And  not  only  do  we  start,  but  we 
continue  to  run  without  any  kind  of 
idea  about  what  we  are  doing."

The  State  Grocers'  Association  has 
enabled  the  merchants  of  California 
to  unite  in  meeting  the  expenses  of  se- 
curing fair  legislation  and  in  concen- 
trating their  influence  so  as  to  make 
that  influence  effective.  ' 

For  over  thirty  years,  only  one 
measure  of  value  to  retail  merchans 
was  secured  from  the  legislature.  It 
was  secured  by  the  San  Francisco  Re- 
tail Grocers'  Association  in  1873.  It 
was  an  amendment  to  the  slate  laws 
allowing  the  attachment  of  half  a 
man's  wages. 

Laws  Secured. 

At  the  session  of  1903,  a  law  was  se- 
cured allowing  the  attachment  of  the 
wages  of  a  public  official.  An  amend- 
ment to  the  Pure  Fod  Law  was  secur- 
ed, making  a  guaranty  of  purity  a  suf- 
ficient protection  to  the  dealer.  A  law 
allowing  the  formation  of  mutual  firf 
insurance  companies  was  secured,  but 
was  vetoed  by  Governor  Pardee. 

At  the  session  of  1905.  a  law  making' 
trading  stamps  illegal  was  secured  but 
proved  unconstitutional  when  taken  to 
the  Supreme  Court.  A  law  making  a 
payment  renew  an  account  was  car- 
ried through  both  houses,  but  was  ve- 
toed by  Governor  Pardee. 

A  third  law  was  secured  that  makes 
a  wife's  separate  property  responsible 
for  the  necesaries  of  life. 

Work  to  Be  Done. 

On  another  page  we  tell  of  the  laws 
that  the  State  Grocers'  Association 
hopes  to  secure  at  the  coming  legis- 
lature. 

The  State  Association  must  have 
funds  to  have  the  laws  properly  draft- 
ed and  to  pay  the  expense  of  sendin-; 
committees  to  Sacramertto,  and  of 
sending  out  circulars.  The  cofJt  of 
telegrams  and  telephones  to  concen- 
trate the  action  of  the  merchants 
throughout  the  country  is  also  very  j 
heavy.  j 

If  we  secure  only  the  passage  of  a . 
law  extending  the  statute  of  liniitu-' 
tions  so  that  a  lull  would  not  outlaw 
for  four  years  instead  of  two,  as  atn 
present,  and  making  a  payment  reuev.- 
the  account,  it  would  be  worth  many ; 
dollars  to  every  merchant  in  Califor-j 
nia.

Baltimore  advices  reports  that  the 
market  for  preserved  strawberries  is 
practically  bare. 

Politeness  and  smooth  talk  rarely 
lose  a  sale.  Discontented  argument 
never  won  one. 

Polite  clerks,  anxious  to  please  cus- 
tomers and  interested  in  the  business 
are  worthy  their  hire. 

In  the  holiday  rush  don't  forget  to 
watch  for  the  leaks.  A  small  leak  may 
sink  a  mighty  ship. 

The  season's  pack  of  tomatoes  in 
Delaware  is  reported  to  be  practically 
all  out  of  canners'  hands. 

A  good  wooden  box  is  worth  some- 
thing nowadays  and  several  good 
boxes  have  a  market  value. 

Remember  that  the  Advocate  by  the 
year  costs  less  than  4  cents  a  copy. 
Can  you  afford  to  be  without  it? 


When  you  write  advertisements,  re- 
member that  it  is  not  how  much  you 
say  that  counts,  but  how  you  say  it. 

What  is  more  attractive  in  an  up-to- 
date  retail  grocery  than  a  nicely  ar- 
ranged salt  fish  and  cheese  depart- 
ment? 

The  recent  advance  in  the  prices  on 
cottonseed  oil  have  increased  the  cost 
of  packing  domestic  sardines  over  40c 
per  case. 

Boxes  should  be  opened  with  at 
least  some  degree  of  care,  and  they 
should  be  put  aside  to  sell  or  for  fu- 
ture use. 

From  now  till  Christmas  will  be  an 
active  period  in  all  kinds  of  merchan- 
dise. There's  business  to  be  had,  and 
the  hustler  will  get  it. 

Florida  is  coming  to  the  front  with 
the  biggest  orange  crop  since  the  year 
of  the  big  freeze,  1895,  and  the  quality 
is  reported  to  be  fine.

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It  is  estimated  that  the  Oolong  tea 
out-turn  will  amount  to  20,000,000 
pounds,  compared  to  an  average  of 
about  23,000,000  pounds. 

The  Hawaiian  sugai-  croj)  for  1906 
promises  to  be  the  biggest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  territory.  It  probably  will 
amount  to  more  than  45u,000  tons. 

The  scarcity  of  olives  has  caused 
an  advance  in  pure  grades  of  olive  oil, 
which  are  from  10  to  15  per  cent 
higher  than  recently  and  going  higher. 

Determine  to  use  your  energy  in 
1907  in  planning  to  conduct  your  busi- 
ness along  systematic  lines  and  with 
the  minimum  of  loss  through  credits. 

The  olive  crop  of  Europe  is  very 
short  and  olives  have  abvanced  about 
35  to  40  pereceut  since  that  fact  was 
ascertained.  The  California  croj)  is 
also  short. 

French  peas  are  practically  ex- 
hausted as  to  the  supply  and  the  pack 
is  in  the  hands  of  retail  trade,  as 
packers  and  jobbers  have  about  closed 
out  all  their  holdings. 

According,  to  letter  advices  from 
Baltimore  the  bankers'  committee 
which  controls  the  balance  of  the 
stock  of  the  so-called  tomato  syndicate 
has  advanced  the  price  on  3-lb  stand- 
ards to  $1  f.o.b. 

The  apple  crop  of  the  United  States 
is  estimated  by  the  "Orange  Judd  Far- 
mer" as  36,120,000  barels  for  1906, 
compared  with  23,495,000  for  1905,  45,- 
360,000  for  1904,  42.626,000  for  1903, 
and  46,625,000  for  1902. 

There  is  an  urgent  demand  from  in- 
terior jobbing  points  throughout  the 
east  for  all  kinds  of  new  California 
dried  fruits,  prunes,  raisins,  apricots, 
peaches  and  all  along  the  line.  De- 
liveries and  shipments  have  proven 
unreliable  everywhere  and  with  every- 
body. 

Aberdeen  advices  state  that  the 
salmon  pack  of  Grays  Harbor  this 
season  amounts  to  43,000  cases.  There 
will  be  no  fishing  until  December  15, 
except  for  Quinniault  salmon,  over 
which  the  State  is  said  to  have  no 
jurisdiction,  as  they  are  taken  on  the 
reservation. 

Sifted  Western  peas  are  scarce  on 
the  spot  and  in  some  demand.  Up  to 
$1.40  has  been  paid  for  limited  quan- 
tities of  extras.  Standard  grades  are 
closely  cleaned  up  and  continue  in  de- 
mand, but  at  the  prices  demanded  buy- 
ers confine  their  purchases  to  the 
smallest  quantities  consistent  with  ac- 
tual requirements.  .  ti 

Bellingham,  Wash.,  advices  give  the 
salmon  pack  of  the  Pacific  American 
fisheries  for  the  season  just  closed  as 
follows:  The  pack  of  sockeye  shows 
160,000  cases,  or  15,360,000  cans.  The 
cohoe  salmon,  which  is  commonly 
known  as  the  silvers,  is  given  at  60,000 
cases,  or  5,700,000  cans.  The  chums 
Or  spring  salmon  reaches  125,000 
cases,  or  12,000,000  cans.  The  above  is 
estimated  on  the  basis  of  48  cans  of 
one  pound  each  to  the  case. 


At  the  last  meeting  of  the  St.  JmwIs 
Retail  Grocers'  .Association  the  state- 
ment was  made  that  threo-fourtlis  of 
Ihe  grocers  who  kept  open  shop  on 
Sunday  would  favor  closing  if  it  was 
univer.sal.  If  that  is  a  fact  it  seems  as 
though  the  majority  could  find  some 
means  of  swinging  the  minority  into 
line  and  giving  the  grocer  one  day's 
rest  a  week.  In  no  other  line  of  bus- 
iness are  the  hours  so  long  as  in  the 
grocery  business,  and  there  is  really 
no  need  of  it.  People  can  only  eat  so 
much,  and  they  can  buy  what  they 
need  just  as  well  in  six  days  as  they 
can  in  seven. 

Canned  tomatoes,  while  they  have 
held  about  steady  in  ])rice  during  the 
last  several  weeks,  are  regarded  fav- 
orably by  close  students  of  the  mar- 
ket. For  instance,  one  of  the  best 
known  experts  in  Baltimore  said  the 
other  day:  "The  fact  that  the  market 
is  showin.g  such  strength  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  in  the  absence  of  any 


specially  heavy  demanil.  IndicateH 
good,  healthy  conditions  which  may 
result  later  on  in  hetler  valueB.  Th** 
reports  coming  in  from  ail  sections 
of  the  country  .show  tliat  sturkH  of  to- 
matoes in  the  hands  of  jobbers  aud 
retailers  ar-,-  below  the  average.  This, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  heavy 
sales  of  futures  this  year,  shows  au 
unusually  heavy  consumption  of  to- 
matoes." 

According  to  B.  O.  Bowers  &  Co.  the 
stock  of  domestic  Kardlnes  In  the 
hands  of  packers  and  comiiilHKion 
merchants  is  much  lighter  than  has 
been  known  in  many  years. 

The  catch  of  sardines  on  the  coast 
of  Portungal,  which  is  just  beginning, 
is  said  to  have  shown  poor  resnltH  ho 
far,  and  packers  are  compelled  to  pay 
exorbitant  prices  for  fresh  fish.  Added 
to  this  there  has  been  an  a<lvance  in 
oil,  tin,  solder,  labor,  freights,  etc. 
which  has  greatly  increased  the  cost 
of  i)acking.

KNOWING  ENOUGH  TO  BE  BOSS. 


The  most  common  mistake  of  to- 
day of  young  men  starting  out  in  bus- 
iness is  the  iflea  that  one  of  culture 
and  refinpirient  need  not  study  the  de- 
tails of  a  b.usiness,  but  may  learn 
ciioush  to  superintend  a  factory  or  a 
mill  by  comius  into  occasional  or  su- 
jierficial  contact  with  the  oltice.  Of 
course,  there  are  sometimes  crises  in 
which  a  bi-ainless  son  may  Ije  fortu- 
nate in_  engaging  the  services  of  a  cap- 
aljle  aiid  honest  manager  who  permits 
him  to  believe  that  he  is  supervising 
the  manager's  work;  and  in  such 
cases  the  young  man,  and  sometimes 
the  pul)lic  also,  is  deceived  into  the 
belief  that  he  "knows  enough  to  be 
boss,"  though  in  point  of  fact  he 
knows  practically  nothing  of  the  uns- 
iness.  I'ut  such  cases  are  rare.  A:; 
a  usual  rule,  the  man  who  knows 
enough  to  be  boss  is  the  man  who 
knows  enough  to  do  the  work  of  any 
laborer  in  his  employ.  And,  more- 
over, such  a  man  is  usually  boss. 

One  of  the  President  Roosevelfs 
friends,  seeing  him  in  the  midst  of  a 
big,  busy  day's  work,  asked  him  how 
he  could  stand  such  a  straiii. 

"Oh,  I  like  my  job,"  said  the  Presi- 
dent, with  glistening  eye. 

What  a  finer  world  this  would  be, 
wWat  a  moi-e  contented,  happy  people 
we  should  all  be,  if  we  could  bring 
more  joy  into  our  work  so  as  to  be 
able  to  saA-  j'lst  that:  "I  like  my  job." 

Ask  the  a\'erage  man  about  his 
work,  and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  h=- 
will  tell  you  of  the  struggle — of  this 
difhculty.  of  that  obstacle,  an;l  ui 
some  other  care.  It  is  the  .rai'e  ex- 
ception that  you  find  a  man  so  in  love 
with  his  work  as  to  wish  his  son  to 
follow  his  footsteps. 

"Any  other  trade,  any  other  profes- 
sion than  mine  for  him!"  he  says.  But 
Avhat  a  difference  when  a  man's  eye 
kindles  as  he  says,  "I  like  niy  job." 

That  is  the  spirit  that  grapples  with 
difficulties  and  conquers  them;  that 
;looks  upon  an  obstacle  as  simply 
something  to  overcome — the  conquer- 
ing spirit  of  a  relish  for  the  "job"  in 
hand,  whatever  it  is;  the  playing  of  a 
game  wth  a  .zest  that  makes  for  the 
sni-est  success  and  the  biggest,  truest 
happiness — the  man  who  wins. 

That  is  what  we  want  in  our  lives, 
men  and  women,  whatever  the  work  in 
hand;  the  spirit  tlrat  works  with  a 
will  and  says,  "I  like  my  job!"

They  should  get 
busy  and  send  their  farmer  cust(.;ners 
a  letter  or  a  well  written  little  pamph- 
let telling  them  about  how  you  can 
sell  them  better  goods  and  at  lower 
prices  than  any  outside  concern  on 
the  face  of  the  earth.  Incidently  don't 
overlook  the  fact  that  the  farmer  is 
subject  to  being  influenced  by  a  little 
reading  that  will  open  his  eyes  as  to 
the  eft'scts  of  sending  away  money 
from  the  community  where  it  is 
earned,  says  "The  Price  Curren:." 

Do  you  make  your  home  paper  help 
secure  trade  as  you  might  ?  Do  you 
use  pullers  that  pull  trade? 

Money  paid  for  advertising  is  an  in- 
vestmeat.    You  sliould  make  it  pay. 

The  special  sa:iesman,  and  advertis- 
ing expert  generally  takes  a  page  or 
two  pages,  and  never  less  than  a  half 
a  page.  He  doesn't  generally  rely 
upon  newspaper  advertising  alone, 
but  sends  out  posters,  letters,  hand- 
bills and  hustles  things. 

It  is  just  as  easy  at  this  season  of 
the  year  for  you  to  hold  a  special  sale. 
,  Make  it  a  special  fall  clearing,  or  a 
winter  opening,  or  an  advance  holi- 
day, or  a  special  farmers'  sale  or  any 
other  old  thing  that  will  attract  at- 
tention.

Every  rfeader  of  the  Advocate  should 
look  carefully  over  the  following  list 
of  laws  that  the  State  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation proposes  to  introduce  at  the 
next  legislature.  If  any  of  them  "look 
good  to  you,"  we  would  ask  that  you 
write  us  and  tell  us  whether  you  will 
be  willing  to  help  get  them. 

Laws  We  Will  Ask  For. 

1st.  Extension  of  tlie  Statute  of 
Limitations  from  two  to  four  years; 
also  tliat  date  of  the  last  transaction 
shall  be  the  date  from  which  statute 
begins  to  operate. 

This  law  would  save  the  mechants 
of  California  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
nually since  now,  each  item  on  an  ac- 
count outlaws  separately,  two  years 
after  it  was  incurred  and  a,  payment 
does  not  renew  the  account. 

2d.  A  Pure  Food  law  similar  to 
the  National  Pure  Food  law,  also  re- 
quiring the  manufacturers'  name  to  be 


attached  to  the  package. 

Unless  this  law  is  passed,  much  of 
the  value  of  the  National  Pure  Food 
Law  will  be  lost  to  the  retailers  since 
they  will  still  find  themselves  com- 
pelled to  handle  cheap,  imitation  goods 
of  local  make,  in  which  there  is  little 
pi-ofit  in  order  to  meet  competition. 

3d.  Honest  wights  and  measures 
— net  wciglit  or  measure  to  govern. 

This  saves  the  honest  merchant  from 
the  unfair  competition  of  dishonest 
competitors. 

4th.  Dishonest  advertising,  snch  as 
offering  goods  not  as  represented. 

This  would  "draw  the  teeth"  of  most 
of  the  advertising  of  department  and 
cheap-John  cut-throat  cash  stores. 

5th.  The  Equitable  Process  Laws, 
or  the  Kentucky  Collection  law,  and 
we  recommend  tliat  the  secretary 
write  for  copies  of  each. 

While  not  affecting  honest  men  or 


men  who  had  no  means,  this  law  would 
compel  payment  from  the  dishonest 
man  who  was  able  to  pay  his  bills  but 
refused. 

6th.  Mutual  fire  insurance  law,  al- 
lowing merchants  to  form  companies 
for  insuring  members  against  loss  by 
fire. 

This  would  give  merchants  insur- 
ance that  would  'insure.  It  would 
save  them  the  necessity  of  having  to 
pay  the  losses  incurred  by  the  burning 
of  extra  hazardous  risks  and  would 
save  them  from  25  to  60%  of  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  their  insurance. 

7th.  A  law  to  prevent  the  deposi- 
ting of  a  few  dollars  in  order  to  over- 
draw the  account,  thus  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  merchants  who  may  cash 
the  checks. 

The  present  law  enables  sharpers 
to  fleece  merchants,  obtaining  money 
under  false  pretenses  and  yet  being 
without  danger  of  punishment.

the  cut  of  Carnation  Cream  with  Wil- 
son's Market  and  that  the  matter  of 
fixing  a  selling  price  was  under  con- 
sideration. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  State 
Grocers'  Association  saying  that  that 
organization  was  prepared  to  pay  $50 
of  the ' expense  of  the  president  and 
secretary  of  that  organization  could 
those  gentlemen  attend  the  National 
Convention. 

President  Doyle  stated  that  San 
Francisco  would  be  doing  herself  an 
Injustice  if  she  did  not  have  a  repre- 
sentative at  the  National  Convention. 
The  splendid  way  in  which  the  Asso- 
ciation had  been  treated  by  the  Gro- 
cers of  the  entire  country  made  it 
necessary  for  San  Francisco  to  show 
its  appreciation  in  a  substantial  way.

Review  of  Conditions  as  Re- 
ported by  Experts  in  Vari- 
ous Centers, 

SUfiAR. 

New  York,  Dec.  19. — Raws  are  easier 
at  3  13-16  to  3  27-32c  for  96  deg.  centri- 
fugals. 

New  York,  Dee.  14.— Willett  &  Gray 
report : 

'•Raws  advanced  .035c  during  the 
week.  The  total  stocks  show  a  de- 
crease of  92,308  tons  over  last  year  at 
this  time.  The  general  position  of  su- 
gar is  weaker.  Considerable  business 
was  done  in  centrifugals  for  Decem- 
ber-January shipments  at  3.74  for  96 
deg.  tests  With  a  price  of  %c  less  for 
February  shipments.  There  is  a  good 
crop  of  sugar  in  Cuba,  but  labor  con- 
ditions are  still  disturbed.  A  price  of 
3,36  for  raws  was  reached  on  February 
8  last  year.  There  does  not  appear  to 
be  good  reasons  to  expect  so  much  of  a 
decline  this  season." 

MAPLE  SUGAR. 

St.  JoliiLshnry,  Vt.,  Dec.  The  Cary 
Maple  Sugar  Co.  report: 

"Maple  sugar  in  Vermont  is  practi- 
cally air  unknown  quantity  at  the 
present  time,  as  almost  every  pound 
has  been  shipped  out  of  the  state.  It  is 
very  likely  that  within  a  month  there 
will  be  none  left  in  Canada.  Prices 
are  consequently  ruling  very  high  and 
we  look  for  further  advance  within  a 
very  short  time." 

MOLASSES. 

New  York,  Dec.  14. — The  "Journal 
of  Commerce"  says: 

"All  advices  report  more  buyers 
than  sellers.  The  market  has  an  up- 
ward tendency.  Planters  are  still 
holding  back  to  some  extent  in  hopes 
of  higher  prices." 

TEA. 

New  York,  Dec.  11. — John  B.  Brown 
&  Co.  report: 

Japans. — Basket  fired  are  unusually 
scarce.  Between  this  month  and  the 
arrival  of  new  crop  during  the  summer 
of  1907,  extreme  prices  may  be  looked 
for,  grade  considered. 

Cong:os — B'rom  16c  down  are  un- 
usually scarce  and  the  values  seem 
unreasonably  high  as  compared  with 
purchases  made  during  the  past  two 
years. 

Foochow  Oolongs — Evidently  will  be 
higher.  The  stock  on  hand  is  smaller 
than  for  several  years  past  and  with 
the  higher  prices  prevailing  for  con- 
gous, it  is  expected  that  foochow  oo- 
longs will  be  used  largely  for  low 
grade  black  teas. 

Greeu  Teas. — Are  held  firmly. 

Home  Market — With  a  January  dat- 
ing teas  can  be  sold  quite  promptly  if 
at  market  rates.    There  will  be  a  con- 


siderable advance  in  the  market  be- 
tween January  and  next  July. 

COFFEE. 

New  York.  Dec.  14. — The  following 
cable  was  posted  on  the  New  York  Ex- 
change from  London : 

"Our  Rio  de  Janeiro  agent  cables 
that  it  is  reported  that  the  States  of 
Minas  and  Rio  have  decided  to  join 
Sao  Paulo  and  collect  the  surtax  of  3 
francs  through  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, which  guarantees  credit  opera- 
tions. The  Soa  Paulo  Government 
buys-  60,000  bags  of  coffee  daily.  The 
congestion  in  the  interior  continues." 

New  York,  Dec.  14.— Willett  &  Gray 
report: 

"Continued  large  receipts  broke  the 
market  to  a  new  low  level.  The  crop 
movement,  however,  is  on  a  scale  far 
below  sensational  estimates.  There  is 
no  justification  in  statistics  for  the 
present  absurdly  low  prices.    We  are 


dealing  with  a  large  crop  now,  but  the 
world  requires  it,  since  there  is  a  con- 
sumption of  18,000,000  bags  and  the 
ensuing  crop  promises  to  be  the  smal- 
lest in' the  past  ten  years." 

RICE. 

The  local  market  has  been  quiet 
during  the  week.  The  tendency  to 
lower  valuations  continues  at  primary 
points  and  the  effect  is  noticable  lo- 
cally. 

New  York,  Dec.  11.— Dan  Talmage's 

Sons'  Co.  report: 

"A  good  demand  has  prevailed  dur- 
ing the  week.  Buyers  are  insistent  on 
immediate  delivery  or  shipment,,  hence 
spot  offerings  of  desirable  quality,  are 
quickly  taken  at  full  prices.  An  eas- 
ier tone  is  noticable  on  lower  medium 
grades,  while  Fancy  sorts  are  held 
firmly  on  account  of  light  offerings. 
Japan  kinds  are  in  better  assortment, 
although  strictly  Fancy  is  scarce. 
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"Advices  from  the  South  note  quiet 
coxiditlonB -on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  At 
Nfiw  Orleans  market  Is  steady  with 
fair  demand  and  no  pressuie  to  sell. 
Mills  are  closing  down  until  after  the 
holidays,  and  stocks  are  not  over- 
plentiful. 

"In  the  interior — Southwest  Louis- 
iana and  Texas — a  fair  demand  is  in 
progress.  Planters  claim  effect  of 
untoward  weather  during  growth  and 
harvest  season,  is  being  demonstrated 
hy  the  light  yield  at  the  thresher — so 
that  the  expectations  of  the  early 
months  are  nfiodified  by  actual  yield. 

"Cables  and    correspondence  from 
abroad  note  strong  markets." 

Ooldsboro,  N.  C.  Dec.  10. — Carolina 
Rice  Mills  report: 

"As  a  result  of  marketing  of  Ae  crop 
and  approach  of  Christmas,  prices  on 
clean  rice  have  eased  oiT  somewhat. 
Renewal  of  buying,  however,  will  soon 
cause  a  hardening  of  values  and  in 
ylew  of  admitted  inadequacy  of  the 
crop  for  average  requirements  we  feel 
safe  in  predicting  that  all  purchases 
made  promptly  will  return  owners  ex- 
cellent profits." 

DRIED  FRUIT. 
The  holiday  season  has  brought 
about  a  quietness  in  trading  that 
leaves  but  little  developments  of  in- 
terest to  note  at  this  time.  We  think 
it  is  a  good  time  to  buy  for  that  very 
reason.  As  soon  as  things  pick  up  in 
January  we  look  for  sharp  advances 
above  the  already  high  figures. 
Castle  Bros,  report  under  date  of  De- 
cember 4th: 

"Our  market  on  dried  fruit  con- 
tinues to  show  increased  strength 
with  every  indication  of  still  higher 
figures  being  reached  early  in  1907. 
The  demand  for  raisins  and  prunes 
has  been  unprecedented  and  both 
these  varieties  are  almost  out  of 
growers'  hands.  Stocks  of  peaches 
are  lighter  than  ever  before  at  this 
time  of  the  year  and  a  15c  price  is 
freely  predicted  by  those  in  a  position 
to  know  the  quantity  still  remaining 
in  California.  Pears,  apricots  and 
plums  are  in  such  light  supply  that 
they  can  only  be  furnished  in  a  small 
way  in  assorted  cars."

Figures  are 
already  so  high  that  the  changes  later 
on  will  necessarily  be  nominal,  there 
being  a  limit  to  the  price  which  the 
trade  will  pay.

Pacific  canners,  speculators  in  the 
East  and  West,  and  in  England,  of 
almost,  if  not  quite,  2,000,000, cases  so 
that  the  Avorld's  available  supply  was 
fully  (i, mil). 001)  cas(>s,  the  largest  quan- 
tity of  sa.lnion  unsold  in  the. history  of 
the  salmon  business. 

"Low  prices  on  red  Alaska  was  the 
result  . of  this  condition.  The  popular- 
ity of  this  pi'ice  is  shown  in  the  tre- 
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mendoiis  consumpton.  Never  in  a 
single  twelve  months  has  so  much  | 
salmon  passed,  from  manufacturer  to  ^ 
consumer.  When  prices  were  named 
on  1906  red  Alaska  it  was  known  that 
there  was  not  a  case  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  producers;  it  was  also  known 
that  about  a  quarter  of  a  milion 
eases  were  destroyed  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco fire. 

"The  pack  of  all  grades  of  salmon 
for  the  year  1906  was  3,600,000  cases. 
The  shortage  of  over  1,000,000,  as 
compared  to  the  pack  of  1905,  was  al- 
most wholly  of  the  red  varieties;  and 
the  total  pack  of  1906,  as  compared 
with  the  average  pack  of  the  past  five 
years,  is  about  600,000  cases  less  as 
during  the  period,  inclusive  from  1900 
to  1905,  there  was  a  total  pack  of  20,- 
884,000  cases.  As  the  consumption 
has  steadily  increased,  these  figures 
show  conclusively  that  we  h^ve 
reached  the  period  where  consuriip- 
tion  is  greater  than  production;  this, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  cost  of 
producing  all  grades  of  salmon — in- 
cluding red  Alaska— will  be  greater 
during  1907,  brings  prominently  to  the 
attention  of  the  buyers  the  low  price 
now  prevailing  for  Alaska  red,  the 
only  red  salmon  thgit  is  attractive  at  a 
price  to  the  retailer  and  consumer. 

"Every  product  that  is  oifered  to  the 
public  in  tins  must  show  the  producer 
for  1907,  a  higher  cost  than  the  ruling- 
prices  of  1906.  We  can,  therefore, 
confidently  figure  a  higher  price  on 
salmon,  as  it  is  clearly  evident  that 
the  present  small  stock  in  the  pack- 
ers' hands  will  soon  be  exhausted. 
Buyers  are  not  overlooking  the  fact 
that  we  have  before  us  a  consuming 
period  of  nine  months    before  1907 


pack  red  Alaska  salmon  can  reach  the 

markets  of  the  United  States.  We  l)e- 
lieve  that  the  condition  of  the  salmon 
market,  from  every  possible  point  o!' 
view,  is  extremely  sound  and  healliiy. 
We  know  that  the  large  consumption 
which  took  place  during  the  season  of 
1905  is  continuing." 

Sej<ttle,  Wash.  Dec.  12r— The  "Trade 
Register"  says: 

"Sockeye  flats  and  halves  are  very 
scarce  and  firm,  here  at  $1.60  and  ?1 
respectively,  and  a  few  talis  are  to  be 
had  at  $1.45.'  Cohie  halves  are  quoted 
at  75c  net.  There  is  very  little  salmon 
of  any  grade  unsold  outside  of  what  is 
held  by  the  owners.  It  is  reported 
that  less  than  300,000  cs.  of  Alaska 
red  salmon  remain,  of  which  nearly 
all  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Kelley- 
Clark  Co.  and  the  A.  P.  Assn.

"Effective  January  2,  an  advance 
will  occur  in  American  sardines. 
Stock  in  the  hands  of  manufacturers 
and  commission  men  is  much  lighter 
than  has  been  known  for  many  years. 
Several  of  the  prominent  brands  have 
been  oversold  and  packers  are  short 
on  deliveries.  Fancy  mustards  are 
scarce  and  will  probably  command 
higher  prices  than  on  present  market.'

"A  few  years  ago  lobsters  threaten- 
ed to  become  extinct.  Today  thay  are 
so  plentiful  that  they  can  be  houRhi 
retail  tor  IS  cents  a  pound,  whereas 
they  used  to  cost  40  cents.  Like  the 
oysters,  the  lobster  at  birth  and  for 
some  time  afterwards  floats  near  the 
surface  of  the  water  and  falls  an  easy 
prey  to  all  fish.  After  the  fifteenth 
day,  however,  the  lobster  sinks,  and  Is 
then  comparatively  safe  from  its  ene- 
mies. It  is  at  this  stage  that  they  are 
turned  out  of  the  hatcheries  to  foraRe 
for  themselves,  and  the  effect  of  the 
experiment  was  so  successful  that  It 
has  now  become  a  system  in  all  of  the 
State  and  Government  hatcheries.  The 
beneficial  results  of  the  system  are 
shown  in  the  great  plentitudc  of  lob- 
sters today. '

New  York,  Dec.  11. — Strohmey«r  & 
Arpe  Co.  report: 

Herriug. — There  is  a  very,  firm  tone 
to  the  market  and  no  concessions  are 
to  be  had.  There  are  stocks  of  her- 
rings of  all  kinds  here,  but  very  mod- 
erate, and  with  little  demand,  we  be- 
lieve that  we  ^hall  see  somewhat 
higher  prices  all  along  the  line. 

Mackerel — We  have  nothing  to  offer 
except  just  a  few  Norway  mackerel 
and  those  are  in  a  few  and  very  firm 
hands,  and  prices  are  sure  to  remain 
high  throughout  the  season. 

Imported  Sardines. — There  cannot 
be  any  catch  in  France  before  next 
summer.  In  Portugal  the  catch  is 
just  about  starting,  but  very  small  so 
far  and  prices  paid  for  the  fresh  fish, 
simply  exorbitant.  Besides  the  prices 
for  tin,  oil,  soldier,  labor,  freight,  etc. 
have  all  advanced,  consequently  prices 
for  sardines  have  been  advanced  by 
our  packers. 

Sprats. — Prices  are  higher  and  are 
likely  to  go  still  higher.  No  catch  ex- 
cept a  few  extremely  small  fish  which 
are  caught  in  France. 

HAY. 

Soincrs  &  Co.  report,  under  date  of 
December  18th: 

"Large  quantities  of  both  hay  and 
grain  are  still  blocked  in  the  Oakland 
yards.  The  market  consequently 
shows  no  change  in  any  way,  with  ar- 
rivals being  readily  absorbed,  and  no 
weakening  in  prices  in  any  way.  In 
spite  of  the  inclement  weather  the  San 
Francisco  demand  does  not  seem  to  de- 
crease in  any  way,  although  it  is  still 
the  prevailing  opinion  here  that  a  con- 
tinuance of  severe  weather  will  send 
many  teams  back  to  the  country.  Al- 
though an  occasional  car  of  fancy 
Livermore  wheat  hay  sells  as  high  as

The  grocers  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
have  learned  that  most  manufacturers 
who  arc  anxious  to  maintain  a  retail 
selling  price  of  their  gods  devote 
time,  energy  and  money  to  mahitaiu- 
ing  the  retail  selling  pirce  only  in 
those  communities  where  the  grocers 
are  well  organized  and  are  able  to  co- 
operate in  maintaining  the  prices  that 
give  a  proper  profit. 

Manufacturers  who  are  not  anxious 
to  help  in  this  way,  will  only  consent 
to  devote  the  time,  energy  and  money 
necessary  to  a  successful  prosecution 
of  the  plan,  in  those  comnuinities 
where  the  grocers  have  been  educated 
to  the  necessity  for  it  and  are  organ- 
ized well  enough  to  reward  their 
friends  and  punish  those  who  hurt 
them. 

State  Secretary  Connolly  In  a  letter 
to  National  President  Green  expljrfhs 
why  he  thinks  the  National  Associa- 
tion should  take  up  the  work  of  edu- 
cation along  this  line  and  expresses 
his  ideas  in  two  concise  resolutions. 
Mr.  Connolly  writes:

The  grocers  of  the  United  St.ites  are 
In  business  because  they  wish  to  make 
money. 

Many  grocers  in  the  United  States 
are  united  in  assooiatiuns  because  they 
desire  to  better  trade  conditions,  escape 
annoyancs.  and  stop  leaks  tliat  tend  to 
render  their  lousiness  unprotitable. 

No  phase  of  the  grocery  business  i.<< 
more  annoying  and  no  leak  more  dan- 
gerous than  the  indiscriminate  selling 
of  staples  at  a  price  that  leaves  too 
narrow  a  margin.  ^ 

Many  different  ways  have  been 
sought  to  correct  this  abuse.  Few 
have  been  successful. 

Tlie  methiid  that  has  most  frequently 
been  employed.  has  been  a  mutual 
agreement  among  retail  merchants  to 
maintain  certain  prices  upon  certain  of 
their  goods.  Unfortunately  there  are 
"weak  sisters"'  in  the  grocery  business, 
as  well  us  in  every  other  line  of  human 
endeavor.  As  a  result,  such  combina- 
tions are  usually  of  short  duration. 
Should  such  a  combination  be  a.sslsted 
by  an  arrangement  through  which  a 
mercli.-int  who  did  not  desire  to  main- 
tain the  price  could  be  punished  for 
failure  to  do  so,  the  parties  to  the 
agreement  would  be  liable  for  damages 
for  enterning  into  a  conspiracy  In  re- 
straint of  trade,

Duvj-^  ;  tii:?  past  two  years,  thou- 
sand acers  in  California  have 
profitnl  i>y  the  efforts  of  the  State 
Grocers'  Association  to  have  manu- 
facturers maintain  a  retail  selling 
price  on  their  goods.  This  is  particu-i 
l-avly  tviio  in  Soulbern  California, 
where  tlie  ]iU  of  protected  goods  is 
vevy  Iar,t;e.

The  grocers  had  to  get  together  and 
demand  this  recognition  from  the 
mills.  At  first  it  was  refused  them. 
With  ih(  aarejition  of  the  Globe  Mill- 
ing <  :  ills  wei-e  a  unit  in  saying 
that  aucers  did  not  want  the 
margin  which  they  then  asked,  al- 
though they  modestly  suggested  only 
1-j  cents  a  sack.  The.y  even  claimed 
;hac  the  public  would  not  stand  for  it.

Although  the  mills  did  not  at  qnco 
grant  the  request  of  the  San  Francis- 
co grocers,  they  realized  the  value  of 
this  suggestion  and  established  a  sel- 
ling p;;ice  on  their  goods  in  many  of 
the  interior  cities.  It's  -therefore  be- 
cause of  the  effort  of  the  grocers  of 
San  Francisco  and  Alameda  County, 
that  these  grocers  are  today  getting  a 
lirofit  on  their  flour  which  formerly 
was  handled  practically  at  a  loss.

Dr.  Wiley's  statement  follows:  — 
We  do  not  plan  to  carry  on  our 
pectiou  as  a  distinct  and  indepen- 
it  matter.  What  we  want  to  do  is 
work  in  collaboration  with  the  es- 
lished  State  and  municipal  ■  Pure 
lartments  so  far  as  domestic  work 
concerned.  ,  ' 
Those  manufacturers  who 'were 
ng  things  that  the  law  forbids  now, 

so  as  a  means  of  livelihood. 

hey  had  to  meet  competition  of 
er  adulterators  and  they  had, 
refore,  to  adulterate  their  own 
ids.  . 

Now  the  necessity  for  adulteration 
passed;  there  will  be  no  compe- 
n  neces<j,ry  with  adulterated  goods, 
a  I  think  they  honestly  welcome 
law  and  will   gladly   return  to 
itimate  methods  of  doing  business. 
We  shall   adhere  to  our  present 
le  of  requiring  all  preservatives  to 
named  on  the  labels.    Until  these 
servatives  are  officially  declared 
be  harmful,  and  unless  it  is  shown 
it  those  that  are  harmless  are  used 
suflicient  quantities,  I  see  no  rca- 
why  they   should  be  interfered 
th. 


May  Use  Preservatives. 

"Of  course,  where  a  preservative  is 
harmful,  we  shall  require  that  its 
use  be  prohibited.  Borax,  for  in- 
stance, has  been  proclaimed  harmful 
and  must  not  be  used  at  all.  Sali- 
cylic acid  is  about  to  bo  proclaimed 
harmful  and  its  use  must  then  com- 
pletely cease.  But  rulings  in  the  lat- 
ter case  wi/1  not  be  retroactive,  and 
where  there  can  be  no  injurious  re- 
sults, we  believe  that  food  products 
with  a  moderate  amount  of  salicylic 
acid  mentioned  on  the  label  will  still 
be  alolwed  to  rsmaiu  on  the  market. 
In  other  words,  products  honestly 
packed  before  the  use  of  salicylic  acid 
was  absolutely  forbidden  will  not  be 
interferred  with  in  cases  where  it  is 
shown  that  the  amount  used  cannot 
prove  injurious  to  health. 

Kules  For  Coloring. 

"Exactly  the  same  policy  will  ap- 
ply to  artificial  color.  Products  ar- 
titical  color.  Products  artifically  col- 
ored, v/ith  the  name  of  the  coloring 
matter  on  the  label,  and  the  amount 
used  not  sufficient  to  be  harmful,  will 
not  be  interfered  with.  In  other 
words,  manufacturers  will  be  allowed 
to  distribute  the  products  they  al- 
ready have  on  hand,  but  will  not  be 
allowed  to  distribute  any  goods  manu- 
factured after  the  law  was  enacted. 

"Manufacturers   are   to   be  Riven 
time  to  conform  to  new  conditions. 

"What  we  are  concerned  with  is 
what  will  be  made  after  January  1, 
and  not  before.  Of  course,  we  could, 
under  the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  ap- 
ply its  provisions  to  the  stocks  on 
hand  on  that  iiate.  The  inspection  is 
not  mandatory;  it  may  be  made  at 
such  times  as  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture may  designate.  If  he  does  not 
wish  an  inspection  until  January  he 
doesn  t  have  to  order  one."  .

Fodder  prepared  from  dried 
Corinthian  currants  combined  with 
starchy  matter  gives  a  nourishing  and 
highly  esteemed  stock  food. 

A  live  association  is  a  mighty  good 
thing  for  a  live  retailer  to  tie  up  to — 
and  it's  just  as  good  for  a  retailer 
who  isn't  quite  but  is  almost  deceased. 
A  retailer  who  has  no  association  afRi- 
liation  is  unquestionably  at  a  disad- 
vantage compared  with  the  retailer 
who  does  hold  membership  in  a  first- 
rate  organization.

the  tea  department,  and  when  I  have 
it  located  at  last,  an  old  rusty  canister 
which  has  been  in  use  since  the  store 
started  is  generally  the  place  set  aside 
for  ,the  storing  of  this  important 
stock." 

The  lowly  prune — called  lowly  for 
fun,  but  in  reality  one  of  the  very  best 
kinds  of  fruit — has  "riz"  away  up  in 
price  and  has  crawled  into'  the  luxury 
class.  This  favorite  of  the  boarding 
house  lady  isn't  as  much  a  favorite 
with  that  economical  personage  as  last 
year,  for  instance,  because  it  costs 
more  money  now  and  is  no  longer 
cheap  provender  for  the  feeders  at  her 
table.  The  market  continues  to  grad- 
ually /harden  and  premium^  must  be 
paid  by  all  wanting  to  buy  any  of  the 
larger  sizes,  which  are  very  scarce. 

Have  you  ever  realized  how  much 
the  success  of  your  store  depends  on 
your  clerks?  They  sell  your  goods — 
or  not.  They  boom  your  reputation — 
or  cloud  it.  They  please  and  extend 
your  custom — or  turn  it  away.  They 
swell  your  profit  sheet — or  become  a 
tax  on  you.  They  are  either  an  in- 
tegral part  of  your  success — or  thorns 
in  your  business  flesh.  What  can  you 
do  to  improve  your  clerks?  A  great 
deal.  You  know  that,  after  all,  they 
are  human  plants  who  will  surely  im- 
prove under  wise  cultivation.  Won't 
it  pay  better  to  develop  them  than  be 
forever  scolding  or  changing,  or  "fir- 
ing" them? 


MERCHANTS  MUST  UNITE. 


Joint  Action  Necessary  If  Recogni- 
tion Is  Expected. 

For  nearly  a  generation  no  legisla- 
tion was  made  in  California  to  bene- 
fit retail  merchants. 

The  spell  was  broken  when  the  Ad- 
vocate helped  the  Grocers  Association 
of  San  Francisco  organize  the  State 
Grocers  and  Merchants'  Association. 


Then  the  merchants  received  recogni- 
tion of  their  renuests. 

Three  laws  were  secured  from  the' 
legislature  of  19o;;,  when  I-.  Warnke 
of  Alameda  was  secretary  of  the  State 
Association.  One  of  these — the  Mutu- 
al Fire  Insurance  Law — was  vetoed 
by  Gov.  Pardee.  Another — allowing 
the  attachment  of  the  wages  of  pub- 
lic officials  has  stood  the  merchants 
of  California  in  good  stead  tvor  since. 

At  the  session  of  lOO.'i,  three  laws 
were  secured.  One  made  it  possible 
to  attach  the  sei)arafe  i)i'operty  of 
the  wife  she  had  acquiied  after  mar- 
riage for  bills  for  the  neccesaries  of 
life  contracted  while  the  two  were 
living  together.  Another  made  trad- 
ing stamps  illegal.  This  was  found 
to  be  unconstitutional  when  the  As- 
sociation carried  it  to  the  Supreme 
Court. 

A  third,  which  made  a  payment  re- 
new an  account,  was  vetoed  by  Gov. 
Pardee. 


These  laws  were  gecured  only  by 
hard  nork.

Tn  this  way  these  large  es- 
tablishments are  far  more  independ- 
ent of  any  jjarticiilar  worker  than  you 
or  I  can  be  unless,  indeed,  he  liave 
))i'oved  himself  liy  long  service  or  oth- 
er merit  of  particular  value. 

Bosses  Bear  Impositions. 

Tn  many  of  the  smaller  stores  the 
amount  of  Imposition  an  employer 
must  submit  to  during  a  (iine  of 
shortage  in  the  help  is  almost  unbear- 
able. Of  course,  you  clerks  all  know 
this,  but  what  1  wish  to  impress  upon 
you  is  the  fact  that  you  hurt  no  one 
nearly  as  much  as  you  do  yourselves 
when  you  take  advantage  of  that  cir- 
cumstance. 

It  all  comes  under  the  head  of  "per- 
sonal loyalty,"  a  very  big, subject  to 
preach  to  a  grocery  clerk,  maybe,  but 
it  is  preached  now  in  the  veriest  kin- 
dergarten, so  why  not  to  grown  men 
and  women,  whatever  their,  occupa- 
tion? 

I  could  wish  no  better  lesson  for 
each  one  of  you  who  in  his  circum- 
scribed duties  takes  advantage  of  the 
fact  that  "help  is  scarce"  than  to 
stand  in  the  waiting  line  of  a  large 
department  store  anywhere  in  this 
country. 

Merit  Wins. 

You  would  have  the  advantage  over 
nobody.  You  would  soon  realize  that 
even  after  you  have  your  .iob  you 
must  hold  it;  and  that  every  cent  of 
increased  pay  you  have  t,o  ea!rn  by 
superior  work  and  not  by  the  force  of 
circumstances  which  o))liges  a  driven 
proprietor  of  a  modest  store  to  con- 
cede to  unjust  demands  from  help  who 
have  never  placed  their  services  on  a 
competitive  market.  ' 

I  am  no  calamity  howler  but  I  have 
seen  the  time  when  there  v/as  more 
help  and  good  help  at  that,  than  work, 
and  we  may  all  see  it  again.  Nor 
would  I  teach  you  my  lesson  by  in- 
timidation, or  any  fear  for  your  own 
future  save  as  it  lies  in  your  hands  to 
render  it  so  secure  by  "good  and 
faithful  service"  that  in  times  of  de- 
qiression  yoit  will  be  remembered 
when  others  are  forgotten. 


IIAWAIIAIV  SUGAR  CROP. 

An  unofficial  computation  of  the  re- 
turnrs  of  the  various  sugar  planta- 
tions in  these  islands  shows  that  the 
crop  of  the  year  ending  September  30 
was  the  second  largest  crop  that  these 
islands  have  ever  jiroduced.  The  total 
production  was  429,421  tons.  This  ex- 
ceeds the  produdction  of  last  year, 
M'hich  was  426,249  tons,  and  is  the 
second  to  the  year  of  190^!,  v.'lien  tiie 
prouction  was  4o7,f)91  tons.  The  in- 
dications are  favorable  for  next  year's 
crop  exceeding  that  of  last  year  just 
closed.

It 
is  a  con\i)endiui^T  of  iiriformation  that 
can  be  turned  into  dollars.  It  is  the 
greatest  factoi'  in  introducing;  im- 
proved inethf)(ls,  in  fiiriheriiig  the  in- 
terests in  the  nierc'antiie  world,  and 
correctin;-;'  al)iises  that  now  and  then 
interject  tlu-inselves  into  trade. 

Without  tlie  trade  press  tlie  efforts 
of  the  various  grocery  associations 
would  amount  to  naught.  There 
could  be  little  done  in  the  way  of 
fighting  evils  and  bringing  about  re- 
froms  that  are  e.?sential  to  the  welfare 
of  the  merchants.

Built  Up  Business. 


"I  retail  300  pounds  of  dried  beef  a 
week,"  writes  A.  W.  Jolinson  of  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J.  to  ttie  Grocery  World. 

"On  Saturdays  our  sales  average  100 
pounds;  on  other  days  35  to  50  pounds. 

"I  don't  believe  there  is  another  re- 
tail grocer  in  this  town  of  23.000  in- 
habitants who  sells  20  pounds  a  week. 

"There's  a  reason  for  our  heavy 
sales. 

"We  handle  the  finest  quality.  We 
trim  all  the  outside  dirt  and  discolor- 
ation off  every  piece  before  we  slice  it. 
We  g^ut  a  whole  7  or  8-pound  knuckle 
in  our  slicing  machine  and  cut  40 
slices  to  the  inch,  each  slice  as  broad 
as  the  full  size  of  the  knuckle,  thin  as 
paper,  smooth  as  a  mirror,  fresli, 
moist  and  soft  and  most  delicious  eat- 
ing. 

"We  get  32  cents  a  pound  for  all 
this  beef  and  sell  exclusively  for  cash. 
We  deliver  very  little  of  it,  except  that 
which  goes  out  in  our  regular  daily 
orders. 

"On  a  Saturday  more  than  300  peo- 
ple call  at  our  store  for  dried  beef 
and  many  of  them  include  one  or 
two  other  articles  in  their  purchase." 


TEA  AND  COFFEE. 


Trade    That    Dealers    Often  Lose 
Through  Carelessness. 


The  tea  and  coffee  department  is  a 
branch  of  the  business  of  the  grocer 
and  general  merchant  that  is  very 
often  neglected  and  yet  which,  if 
properly  tended  to,  should  be  one  of 
his  best  money  makers.  As  a  re^irit, 
the  busiiaess  has  largely  fallen^  into 
the  hands  of  the  peddlers,  or  tea  and 
eoflee  stores,  and  the  business  has 
been  almost  ruined  by  an  excessive 
admixture  of  fans,  calendars  and  pre- 
miums of  all  kinds. 

Mr.  Grocer,  keep  good  teas  and  cof- 
fees, properly  display  them,  call  your 
customers'  attention  to  them,  and  you 
may  do  much  to  remedy  this  state  of 
affairs. 

Every  one  thinks  they  know  how  to 
prepare  tea  and  coffee  for  the  table. 
As  a  mater  of  fact,  not  one  person  in 
one  hundred  knows  how  to  do  this 
properly.  It  would  pay  you  to  per- 
sonally educate  them  in  this  respect. 
— Exchange.

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LAWS  WON  AND  LAWS  WANTED 


Legislation  to  be  Asked  in  1907* 

The  following  laws  were  secured  by  the  efforts  of  the  California  Retail  Grocers  and  Merchants'  Ass'u  as- 
sisted by  merchants  throughout  the  State: 

rerniittJng  the  Attacluiieut  of  the  Wages  of  Public  officials. 

Making  a  Wife's  Separate  Property  Responsible  for  Family  Bills  for  ti  e  Necessaries  of  Life.  Property  owned 
before  marriage  or  received  by  will,  ccempt. 

Making  a  Guarantee  of  Purity  a  Sufticient  Defense  for  a  Dealer  Charged  With  Violating  the  Pure  Food  Law. 

VETOED  BY  GOVERNOR  PARDEE. 

We  also  secured  the  passage  of  the  following  laws  through  both  houses  of  the  legislature 

Making  an  Account  Date  from  th3  Time  of  the  Last  Item  and  making  a  Payment  Renew  an  Account.  Vetoed 
hy  Governor  Pardee. 

Allowing  Merchants  to  Form  a  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company.   Vetoed  by  Governor  Pardee. 
Declaring  Trading  Stamps  lUejal — Declared  Unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

HOAV  THEY  WERE  SECURED 
These  laws  were  secured  by  th3  co-operation  of  the  merchants  all  over  California.      It    required  nearly 
$2,000  to  meet  the  expenses  of  each  legislative  campaign. 

1st — The  laws  had  te  be  framed  by  competent  attorneys. 
2nd — The  trade  had  to  be  informed  of  what  we  had  in  hand. 

3rd — Committees  had  to  be  -sent  to  Sacramento  at  frequent  interval?.  Circulars  had  to  be  sent  out.  Letters 
had  to  be  written  and  telegrams  and  long  distance  phones  paid  for. 

At  the  session  of  1903,  lawyers  had  to  present  briefs  to  the  Governor  explaining  the  constitutionality  of  one 
of  our  measures. 

At  the  session  of  1905,  our  "Anti-Trading  Stamp  Law"  was  argued  by  our  lawyers  before  the  committees 
and  then  hfid  to  be  caried  to  the  Supreme  Court  at  an  expense  of  about  $1,500. 

No  individual  merchant  could  afford  to  assume  such  expenses. 

By  pooling  their  issues,  the  exp3nse  was  easily  met. 

Our  As&ociation  helps  secure  this  pooling  of  expenses. 

COMBINED  INFLUENCE  ABSOLUTELY  ESSENTIAL. 

The  results  already  achieved  could  not  have  been  secured  with  an  expenditure  of  $100,000,  without  the  ac- 
tive, earnest  effort  of  the  merchants  themselves. 

It  is  not  enough  for  a  law  to  be  necesasry.    It  is  not  enough  that  merchants  want  it.  They  must  ask  for  it. 

It  is  not  enough  for  the  merchants  of  one  district  to  ask  for  a  law.  The  demand  must  come  from  all  parts 
of  the  State. 

The  merchants  of  San  Francisco,  and  Oakland  united  in  asking  for  certain  legislation  at  numerous  sessions 
of  the  legislature.  They  were  given  practically  no  consider:uion  until  they  were  able  to  present  a  general  de- 
mand through  the  California  Retail  Grocers'  and  Merchants'  Association. 

Even  then,  it  required  the  presence  at  Sacramento  frequently  of  a  personal  representative  of  the  grocers. 
Again  and  again,  merchants  had  to  be  requested  to  write  to  and  telegraph  assemblymen  and  senators.  The  most 
powerful  agent  to  help  secure  results  was  a  letter  to  a  member  of  the  legislature  from  a  merchant  in  his  own  dis- 
trict.   It  was  these  letters  that  secured  our  victories. 

OUTLINE  FOR  THE  COmNG  SESSION 

We  propo."ie  to  follow  the  same  plan  at  the  session  of  the  Legislature  which  convenes  at  Sacramento  on  Jan- 
uary 2,  1907.   The  laws  we  expect  to  introduce  cover  the  following  points: 


Laws  We  Will  Ask. For. 

1st.  Extension  of  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  from  two  to  four  years; 
also  that  date  of  the  last  transaction 
shall  be  the  date  from  which  statute 
begins  to  operate. 

This  law  would  save  the  mechants 
of  California  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
nually since  now,  each  item  on  an  ac- 
count outlaws  separately,  two  years 
after  it  was  incurred  and  a  payment 
does  not  renew  the  account. 

2d.  A  Pure  Food  law  similar  to 
the  National  Pure  Food  law,  also  re- 
quiring the  manufacturers'  name  to  be 
attached  to  the  package. 

Unless  this  law  is  passed,  much  of 
the  value  of  the  National  Pure  Food 
Law  will  be  lost  to  the  retailers  since 
they  will  still  find  themselves  com- 
pelled to  handle  cheap,  imitation  goods 
of  local  make,  in  which  there  is  little 
profit  in  order  to  meet  competition. 


3d.  Honest  wights  and  measures 
— net  weight  or  measure  to  govern. 

This  saves  th4  honest  merchant  from 
the  unfair  competition  of  dishonest 
competitors. 

4th.  Dishonest  advertising,  such  as 
offering  goods  not  as  represented. 

This  would  "draw  the  teeth"  of  most 
of  the  advertising  of  department  and 
cheap-John  cut-throat  cash  stores. 

5th.  The  Equitable  Process  Laws, 
or  the  Kentucky  Collection  law,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  secretary 
write  for  copies  of  each. 

While  not  affecting  honest  men  or 
men  who  had  no  means,  this  law  would 
compel  payment  from  the  dishonest 
man  who  was  able  to  pay  his  bills  but 
refused. 


6th.  Mutual  fire  insurance  law,  al- 
lowing merchants  to  form  companies 
for  insuring  members  against  loss  by 
fire. 

This  would  give  merchants  insur- 
ance that  would  insure.  It  would 
save  them  the  necessity  of  having  to 
pay  the  losses  incurred  by  the  burning 
of  extra  hazardous  risks  and  would 
save  them  from  25  to  60%  of  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  their  insurance. 

7th.  A  law  to  prevent  the  deposi- 
ting of  a  few  dollars  in  order  to  over- 
draw the  account,  thus  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  merchant*  who  may  cash 
the  checks. 

The  present  law  enables  sharpers 
to  fleece  merchants,  obtaining  money 
under  false  pretenses  and  yet  being 
without  danger  of  punishment.

New  Ym%  N.'  Y.  Doc  27.— There  has 
been  a  decline  oL'  14c  dnring  the  week 
on  raw  sugar  wliicli  is  qniet  at  9-16 
to  3  19-32  for  9(i  !^eg.  centrifugals. 

New  York,  Pec.  20.— Willfett  &  Gray 
report :  , 

"Prices  on  both  ra^vs  and  refined 
have  remained  unchanged  during  the 
week.  The  week's  summary  of  statis- 
tics shows  a  decrease  of  69,520  tons  in 
the  stocks  held  in  the  U.  S.  and  Cuba 
over  the  stocks  held  last  year  at  the 
present  time.  There  has  been  a  free 
smle  of  new  Crop  Cuba  centrifugals 
for  future  delivery  on  a  declining 
scale.  The  marjiet  closed  with  the 
lowest  prices  of  the  campaign  thus 
far,  being  35c  for  January  shii)ment. 
It  is  quite  likely  that  a  little  lower 
level  may  be  reached  for  early  deliv- 
ery before  the  turn  comes  on  account 
of  the  necessities  of  planters  for  fur- 
ther immediate  cash  receipts  from 
some  portion  of  their  crop." 

New  York,  Dec.  18. — M.  G.  Wanzor 
&  Co.,  report: 

"When  sugar  gets  to  coming  here  in 
big  lots  a  month  from  now  imported 
shipments  will  be  included,  and  con- 
cessions will  have  to  be  made  to 
transfer  them.  Values  will  thus  be 
weakened.  We  do  not  believe  big 
quantities  of  Cuban  sugar  will  he  sold 
in  January  and  February  at  prices 
that  allow  the  Cubans  no  range  of 
profits  as  has  been  the  case  in  other 
ordinary  years.  We  will  have  to  take 
all  the  Cuban  product,  and  that  of 
San  Domingo  and  Porto  Rico,  etc. 
and  this  will  have  to  make  up  the  de- 
ficiency caused  by  the  loss  of  one  mil- 
lion tons  of  Louisiana  Sugar." 
MOLASSES. 

New  York,  Hea  18. — The  American 
Molasses  Co.  reports: 

"The  market  at  New  Orleans  con- 
tinues firm  and  at  an  advanced  price. 

The  crop  report  shows  that  there 
has  been  a  55  per  cent  decrease  in 
molasses  receipts  this  year  as  com- 
pared, with  the  same  time  last  year. 
The  quality  of  molasses  is  running 
poorer  in  color  as  well  as  in  flavor. 
This  is  probably  the  shortest  crop  on 
record.  An  advance  of  2c  a  gallon  has  , 
taken  place  on  foreign^  molasses,  es- 
pecially the  better  qualities  Black 
Strap  is  firm  and  the  lower  grades  of 
molasses  are  not  very  plentiful."

San  Mateo  County 
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has  averaged  10,000,000  bags  of  cof- 
fee. The  world's  consumption  for  the 
same  time  averaged  17,000,000  bags. 
We  are  now  approaching  a  small 
Brazil  crop  that  may  be  less  than 
9,000,000  bags." 

New  York,  Dec.  15 — Henry  Norling- 
er  &  Co.  reports: 

"The  receipts  from  Rio  and  Santos 
during  the  past  month  have  broken  all 
previous  records.  The  Government 
of  Sao  Paulo  purchased  one  and  one- 
half  million  bags.  These  purchases 
did  not  suffice  to  stem  the  effect  of  the 
heavy  receipts  from  shipping  ports, 
and  our  market  suffered  a  severe  de- 
cline during  the  early  part  of  this 
month.  On  the  basis  of  these  receipts 
for  our  calculations  as  to  the  size  of 
the  present  Rio  and  Santos  crop  an  in- 
crease in  the  visible  supply  of  coffee 
approximating  three  million  bags  may 
be  expected  by  July  1st  of  next  season. 
We  note  that  certain  Santos  exporters 
made  cost  and  freight  offerings  short- 
ly after  December  1st  at  prices  that 
would  clearly  indicate  that  no  extra 
export  tax  is  to  be  paid  on  these  of- 
ferings. We  must  conclude  that  if  one 
exporter  can  escape  this  tax  others 
will  be  in  pke  position.  Reliable  cor- 
respondents in  Brazil  give  good  rea- 
sons for  the  statement  that  the  present 
crop  is  the  largest  crop  that  will  be 
grown  for  a  number  of  years  to  come, 
and  that  next  year's  crop  will  be  far 
less  than  enough  to  satisfy  the  de- 
mands of  consumption.  This  will  have 
its  effect  on  values  loug  before  the 
supply  of  this  year's  product  is  ab- 
sorbed." 

RICE. 

To  judge  from  the  attitude  of  local 
jobbers  and  the  statements  of  brokers, 
the  market  has  firmed  to  a  marked  de- 
gree since  our  last  report.  Particu- 
larly does  this  appear  to  be  the  case 
with  the  better  classes  of  goods.  While 
one  authority  tells  us  that  they  think 
sixty  days  will  see  few  changes,  still 
other  sources  of  information  lead  iiS 
to  the  conclusion  that  now  is  a  good 
time  to  buy. 

M.  J.  Braudeiistein  &  Co.  report: 

"The  market  continues  firm  on  all 
grades  and  we  see  no  reason  to  pre- 
dict any  declines.  Supplies  here  are 
quite  sufficient  to  supply  the  demand." 
M.  Phillips  &  Co.  report : 

"The  market  on  all  grades  of  rice 
is  firm.  White,  clean  Japan  grades, 
free  of  stack,  are  scarce  as  well  as 
white,  extra  fancy  Honduras.  The  sup- 
ply of  these  grades  is  very  limited. 
There  is  a  good  stock  of  medium 
grades  of  both  Honduras  and  Japan 
varieties.  Several  mills  look  for  an 
advance  after  the  turn  of  the  year; 
we,  however,  take  a  different  view  of 
the  situation  as  we  think  that  ruling 
prices  will  prevail  for  the  next  sixty 
days  with  a  firm  market. 

"China  rice  is  very  firm  as  spot 
stocks  are  light  and  shipments  are 
quite  a  distance  apart  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  Pacific  Coast  liners,  the 


"Mongolia"  and  "Manchuria,"  have 
been  laid  off  ^or  some  time." 

JVew  York,  Dec.  18tli— Dan  Tal- 
mage's  Sons'  Co.  report: 

"Market  for  the  week  has  been  fair- 
ly active,  demand  being  for  all  sorts, 
with  larger  enquiry  for  prime  to  fancy 
styles  of  Honduras.  Japans  have 
come  in  as  a  good  second  and  the  va- 
riety of  offerings  in  such  has  been 
very  attractive  as  to  price  and  quality. 
Buyers  are  giving  more  attention,  and 
"good  things"  (quality  and  price  con- 
sidered) are  quickly  taken. 

"Advices  fi,-om  the  South  note  quiet 
conditions  oh  the  ^Atlantic  Coast.  In 
view  of  closing  settlements  for  the 
year,  prices  have  eased  a  trifle.  At 
New  Orleans,  market  is  comparative- 
ly quiet.  Offerings  light  and  full  fig- 
ures obtained  for  sightly  goods.  In 
the  Interior — Southwest  Louisiana  and 
Texas— an  active  demand  is  reported, 


some  sizable  shipments  being  made  to 
the  Pacific  Coast.  '       »  ' 

"Cables  and  correspondence  from 
abroad  note  continuance  of  strong  fea- 
tures." 

DRIED  FRUIT. 

The  holidays  have  caused  a  cessa- 
tion of  transactions  in  this  line.  Af- 
ter the  turn  of  the  year  the  market 
will  unquestionably  Resume  its  up- 
ward climb. 

EVAPORATED  APPLIES. 
New  York,  Dec.   18— Delraarle  Bros, 
report : 

"Prices  of  evaporated  apples  have 
been  rather  quiet  during  the  last  few 
days,  but  goods  are  held  with  confi- 
dence. Prices  in  the  interior  are 
even  firmer  than  our  market." 

CURRANTS. 
New  York,  Dec.  18th— The  Greek 
Currant  Co.  reports:  • 
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"The  foreign  market  is  reported  by 
cable  today  as  firm  and  higher.  Mail 
advices  indicate  that  supplies  have 
been  in  such  small  quantities  as  to 
make  holders  absolutely  firm." 

PEANUTS. 

Petersburg,  Va.,  Dec.  14 — Martin  & 
Sons  report: 

"The  crop  was  generally  thought  to 
be  about  62%  per  cent  of  last  year's 
production  prior  to  threshing.  We 
now  estimate  the  total  production  to 
be  about  45  to  47-  per  cent  of  that  of 
last  year.  Prices  have  ruled  higher 
than  usual  at  this  season." 

PECANS. 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Dec.  13— The  Wi- 
ley Mercantile  Co.  reports: 

"The  pecan  crop  amounted  to  about 
1,250,000  pounds.  This  is  the  shortest 
crop  we  have  seen  in  our  ten  years' 
experience,  and  prices  have  been 
higher  than  ever  before." 

BEANS. 

Sacramento,  Cal.,  Dec.  11th— Wood- 
ward, Curtis  &  Co.  report: 

"There  are  less  beans  in  the  ware- 
houses on  the  Pacific  Coast  than  usual 
at  this  time  of  the  year.  We  feel  that 
minimum  prices  are  past  and  an  in- 
crease in  values  is  likely  to  occur  at 
any  time." 

Adolf  Koshland  reports,  under  date  of 
Dec.  l^th: 

"The  stock  on  hand  in  San  Francis- 
co on  the  1st  of  December  was  the 
same  as  it  was  last  year  at  this  time, 
but  the  stock  in  the  country  is*ot  so 
heavy  as  it  was  last  year,  and  if  the 
arrivals  are  any  indication  of  the  size 
of  the  crop,  judging  by  proportion  of 
previous  years,  I  should  say  that  this 
year's  crop  of  beans  on  the  river 
equals  about  75  per  cent,  of  last  year's 
and  that  the  crop  in  the  South  is  as 
large  as  last  year's." 

CANNED  ASPARAGUS. 

The  trade  is  commencing  to  become 
interested  in  the  approaching  pack  of 
asparagus,  and  we  have  made  some 
inquiries  which  gave  us  the  material 
for  the  following  remarks: 

Primarily,  we  can  assure  you  that 
fhe  price  of  the  1907  pack  will  be  ma- 
terially higher  than  last  season.  There 
are  a  number  of  factors  whose  combi 
nation  bring  this  about. 

First:  the  decreased  production,  re 
suiting  from  the  floods  of  last  sum- 
mer which  inundated  2,500  acres  of  the 
7,000  devoted  to  the  culture  of  this 
vegetable.  Second :  th#  increased  cost 
of  cans,  cases  and  other  materials 
used  in  packing.  Third:  increased 
cost  of  labor  all  along  the  Ime. 
Fourth:  the  very  high  price  of  the 
raw  vegetable.    Fifth:  bpre  markets. 

With  such  conditions  ruling,  what 
can  you  expect?  We  think  that  the 
new  prices  will  be  higher  than  for 
years.  There  can  be  no  new  develop- 
ments which  might  change  this  pre- 
diction.

Off  grade  i 
tomatoes  continue  to  be  offered  at  90c 
to  9214c.    The  best  qualities  will  con- j 
tinue  to  be  scarcer  and  firmer  from  I 
now  on.    A  price  of  85c  for  future  I 
standard  3's  will  show  no  more  profit  j 
to  the  packer  than  75c.  for  1906,  be- 
cayse  cans  will  cost  from  20c  to  40c 
per    hundred,   more,    solder  will  be 
higher,  cases  will  cost  more,  and  to- 
matoes will  reach  12,00p,000  cases." 

Baltimore,  Md.,  Dec.  12— The  Well- 
ness Co.  report: 

"A  strong  demand  for  all  grades  of 
tomatoes  during  the  past  week  has 
caused  a  further  advance  in  price.  Un- 
questionably, prices  are  to  be  very 
much  higher  after  the  first  part  of  the 
coming  year." 

CANNED  CORN. 
Aberdeen,  Md.,  Dec.  13 — Strasbaugh, 
Silver  &  Co.  report: 

'The  difficulty  experienced  by  buy- 
ers in  securing  low-priced  grades  of 
corn  indicates  the  probability  of  a 
higher  basis  of  prices.  Holders  are 
firmer  and  in  hopes  that  prices  will 
rise  soon."
